Bros.  Keck,  Kuhne,  Sahm  and 
Brightman  were  then  invited  to  take  seats  on  the  platform. 

Bro.  Baker  suggested  that  the  Committee  on  Resolutions 
prepare  a  resolution  on  the  death  of  Bro.  J.  O.  Wilson.  Re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Bro.  Eagleson,  of  Wooster,  moved  that  the  Committee  on 
Permanent  Organization  recommend  in  its  final  report  that  the 
convention  sit  as  a  committee  of  the  whole,  together  with  the 
Committee  on  Extension,  on  the  petition  of  Colorado  College, 
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and  that  such  action  be  taken  at  2  o'clock  on  Tuesday,  June  30.

On  the  trial  balance  is  a  credit  of  $4,400  to  bills  receivable.  This  ac- 
count does  not  represent  bills  receivable  paid  out,  but  loans  made  from 
the  endowment  fund,  hence  the  name  of  the  account  should  be  changed 
to  endowment  fund,  loan  account.  The  two  endowment  accounts  will 
then  show  its  true  condition;  one  will  show  the  funds  loaned,  and  the 
other  the  funds  available  for  loans.

The  balances  to  the  debit  and  credit  of  the  various  fraternity  ac- 
counts are  probably  incorrect,  and  should  be  adjusted,  for  instance, 
Amherst  has  a  credit  balance  of  $200;  on  page  22  of  the  journal  the 
debit  entry  was  started  but  not  completed  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
treasurer  has  not  succeeded  in  getting  an  authentic  list.  In  order  to 
avoid  inadvertently  overdrawing  any  of  the  budget  appropriations,  the 
amounts  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  might  be  recorded  in  pencil 
on  each  ledger  account  to  be  aflFcctcd.  I  would  suggest  that  the  Board 
of  Archons  designate  the  depository  bank  or  banks :  such  action  will 
relieve  the  treasurer  of  the  responsibility,  and  is  his  due. 

The  bank  accounts  should  be  kept  in  the  name  of  the  Phi  Gamma

Report  of  the  Board  of   Archons   was  submitted  by  Bro. 
Pog^iie. 
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REPORT   OF    BOARD    OF   ARCHONS. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Archons,  your  secretary  begs  to 
submit  this  his  third  annual  report. 

The  current  year  has  been  one  of  work  and  not  theorizing, 
and,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  up  to  the  present  time  the 
chapter  from  Minnesota  has  not  reported  at  all,  and  eliminat- 
ing any  consideration  of  the  forty-four  gain  from  Iowa  State, 
the  total  annual  enrollment  of  the  current  year  would  still  show 
a  net  gain  of  ten  over  that  for  the  year  ending  May  i,  1907. 
This  is  highly  encouraging,  as  you  will  readily  see  that,  taking 
into  consideration  Iowa  State  and  Minnesota,  the  gain  will  cer- 
tainly be  approximately  seventy-five  to  eighty  over  that  of  last 
year.  In  a  careful  review  of  conditions  existing  throughout  the 
fraternity,  the  board  desires  to  call  your  attention  to  the  ques- 
tion of  gain  and  loss,  somewhat  in  detail  as  follows :  Alabama 
has  suffered  the  greatest  individual  loss  outside  of  Chicago, 
but  last  year  Alabama  as  well  as  Chicago  both  gained,  and 
therefore  their  losses  are  somewhat  offset.  This  year  Amherst, 
Bethel,  Johns  Hopkins,  Leland  Stanford  and  Washington  all 
lost  somewhat,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  they  also  lost  last  year. 
These  are  conditions  that  merit  your  attention,  as  the  other 
chapters,  that  lost  during  the  current  year,  all  gained  during 
the  year  previous.  In  the  two  years'  comparative  statement 
W^ishington  has  suffered  severely,  having  lost  sixteen  men  in 
two  years,  and  having  dropped  from  a  membership  of  thirty- 
six  to  twenty.  In  view  of  the  serious  conditions  in  Wittenberg 
last  year  and  the  very  considerable  change  at  the  present  time, 
to  wit,  a  gain  of  three,  with  a  vigorous  alumni  chapter  backing 
them,  the  board  recommends  that  it  is  highly  proper  that  the 
Ekklesia,  through  its  committee,  make  examination  through 
the  delegates  in  attendance  as  to  reasons  for  apparent  heavy 
losses  during  the  past  year  or  the  two  years  past,  and  ascer- 
tain, if  possible,  if  some  relief  can  be  had.  It  is  especially  to  be 
noted  that  during  the  current  year  the  new  chapter  at  Ames, 
Iowa,  has  brought  into  the  fraternity  forty-four  members,  and 
that  of  this  number  twenty-six  were  in  constant  and  actual 
attendance  throughout  the  entire  year,  and  that  eighteen  of 
their  loyal  alnmni  presented  themselves  for  initiation  into  the 
fraternity,  so  that  the  new  chapter,  in  comparative  analysis 
with  others,  may  be  credited  with  a  nieml)ership  of  twenty-six 
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active  undcr-graduates,  occupying  a  leased  house,  and  with  an 
assurance  that  in  the  early  fall  their  new  home,  owned  by  them 
and  their  alumni,  will  be  ready  for  occupation.  During  the 
past  year  Maine  also  became  the  owner  of  their  house,  and 
gave  up  their  leased  property,  and  Washington  and  Jefferson 
and  Ohio  are  both  reported  to  be  well  under  way  in  the  matter 
of  purchasing  property. 

Virginia  is  the  only  chapter  to  have  lost  its  house,  they  hav- 
ing formerly  leased,  but  from  the  experience  of  your  national 
secretary  it  is  not  a  matter  of  vital  consideration  as  to  whether 
or  not  a  fraternity  occupies  a  house  at  Virginia,  and  in  fact  at 
times  it  was  rather  a  reflection  than  an  object  of  recommenda- 
tion, and  in  the  case  of  the  chapter  at  Virginia  it  will  be  noticed 
that  they  gained  five  men  during  the  current  year  over  the 
year  1907. 

Illinois  Wesleyan,  while  losing  slightly  in  membership  this 
year,  acquired  a  house  and  is  reported  to  he  in  the  very  best  of 
condition,  so  that,  taking  it  all  in  all,  the  work  of  the  year  shows 
that,  notwithstanding  the  financial  stringency  and  the  general 
inclination  of  retrenchment,  your  fraternity  has  been  advancing 
with  steady  and  persistent  strides  toward  the  attainment  of  all 
that  is  best  and  vigorous  in  every  department  of  college  under- 
takings. 

CONDITION    AND   EXTENSION. 

Formal  application  has  been  received  from  Colorado  College 
by  petition,  duly  signed  and  endorsed  according  to  the  consti- 
tution, w^hich  petition  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Archons. 
and  in  turn  to  the  Ekklesia,  together  with  all  of  the  letters  and 
data  submitted  to  your  national  secretary.  A  graduate  charter 
has  been  granted  by  the  Board  of  Archons  to  petitioners  at 
Springfield.  Ohio,  and  also  to  petitioners  at  Richmond,  Va. 
Your  secretary  wishes  to  report  a  letter  regarding  the  situation 
at  Leland  Stanford,  and  it  is  perhaps  well  to  say  that  the  situa- 
tion is  worthy  of  careful  consideration,  as  in  the  course  of  time 
some  definite  action  must  be  taken  or  a  final  decision  reached 
to  let  the  matter  drop  forever,  and  your  secretary,  therefore, 
asks  that  the  Ekklesia  call  before  its  committee  the  delegates 
from  California,  as  w^ell  as  those  who  are  informed  on  the  sub- 
ject in  New  York  city.  A  large  number  of  informal  applica- 
tions for  charters  were  made  during  the  year,  and  your  board 
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thinks  it  not  advisable  to  give  undue  publicity  to  same,  as  in 
many  instances  it  was  found  thoroughly  out  of  harmony  with 
the  general  conditions  governing  the  fraternity  to  consider  an 
application  by  those  who  first  passed  upon  the  matter  from  a 
constitutional  standpoint.  One  matter  of  attempted  expulsion 
has  arisen  during  the  past  year,  to  wit,  that  of  Dr.  Albert  Det- 
willer,  of  Lafayette,  and  on  this  your  secretary  advised  Lafay- 
ette chapter  that  the  action  did  not  seem  constitutional.  Corre- 
spondence in  this  matter  is  referred  to  your  committee,  and  it 
is  recommended  that  the  delegate  from  Lafayette  be  called  be- 
fore the  committee,  as  this  question  must  be  determined  within 
the  next  few  months. 

LOG    CABIN    AND    FOUNDERS. 

Without  going  into  detail,  the  board  wishes  to  report  that  on 
February  7,  1908,  at  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  formal  ceremonies  were 
had,  taking  over  the  "Log  Cabin,"  around  which  centers  the 
birth  and  early  history  of  our  fraternity.  A  detail  of  all  that 
was  done  on  the  occasion  has  been  published  in  the  fraternity 
magazine,  and  it  is  perhaps  not  necessary  to  more  than  refer  to 
the  matter  at  this  time,  as  your  committee  should  take  up  the 
published  reports  and  act  thereon.  This  work,  as  well  as  that 
of  the  immense  volume  of  information  acquired  regarding  the 
early  history  of  the  fraternity  and  of  its  founders,  was  done  as 
a  labor  of  love  by  lay  archon  William  F.  Chamberlin,  who,  in 
person  and  by  letters,  has  left  no  point  uninvestigated  that 
might  throw  light  upon  any  of  these  questions.  Too  much 
stress  can  not  be  laid  upon  what  has  been  accomplished  in  this 
direction  during  the  past  year,  and  the  publication  of  which  has 
been  given  broad  latitude  in  the  fraternity  magazine,  and  too 
careful  study  can  not  be  had  regarding  the  history  of  the  fra- 
ternity and  the  wonderful  spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  fortitude 
that  bound  the  early  members  thereof  together.  The  graves  of 
all  the  founders  have  been  located,  excepting  one,  and  direc- 
ticwis  of  the  Fifty-ninth  Ekklesia  with  regard  to  the  marking 
of  same  have  been  fully  carried  out.  Rro.  Chamberlin  will  be 
able  to  interest  you  at  great  length,  and  it  is  therefore  not  nec- 
essary to  attempt  to  cover  the  detail  of  this  work  further  in  this 
business  report  by  your  national  secretary. 
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CATALOGUE. 


The  catalogue  number  of  the  magazine  has  been  pubHshed 
during  the  past  year  at  considerable  more  expense  to  the  fra- 
ternity than  was  originally  contemplated,  and  your  board  rec- 
ommends that  due  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  fact  that, 
being  inexperienced  in  the  matter  of  expense  and  the  detail 
work,  and  the  immense  amount  of  review  necessary,  it  was  im- 
possible for  the  publishers  to  tell  in  advance  just  what  the 
expense  would  be.  Thousands  upon  thousands  of  corrections 
are  made  in  the  fraternity  catalogue  every  year,  and  such  being 
the  case,  after  a  lapse  of  practically  ten  years,  the  publishers 
found  that  months  of  detail  and  review  was  necessary  after  the 
proof  sheets  had  been  run  off,  as  every  chapter  discovered  a 
greater  or  less  number  of  imavoidable  errors.  Your  board 
recommends  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  up  in  detail  a  review  of  this  wT)rk,  and  further 
recommends  that  the  committee  be  given  ])ower  to  call  before  it 
whatever  persons  it  may  find  necessary  for  its  full  information 
upon  all  subjects,  as  the  officers  of  your  fraternity  desire  that 
the  fraternity  at  large  be  given  full  information  on  every  sub- 
ject, and  wherever  it  has  been  found  that  your  board  has  been 
compelled,  in  the  exercise  of  due  discretion,  to  pass  upon  mat- 
ters of  business  during  the  current  year,  between  the  Ekklesias, 
the  Ekklesia  should  always,  in  the  opnion  of  your  board,  review 
the  actions  of  the  board  in  detail,  and  for  this  purpose  your 
board  has  kept  careful  minutes  of  all  of  its  work  during  the 
past  year,  and  holds  same  subject  to  the  call  of  your  committee 
at  all  times: 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

Pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  Fifty-ninth  Ekklesia,  your 
national  secretary  herewith  begs  to  submit  constitutional 
amendments  governing  the  matter  of  bond  of  your  archon 
tamias,  also  in  the  matter  of  audit  of  the  books  of  the  archon 
tamias.  The  bond  for  the  past  year  and  re]X)rt  from  the  public 
accountant  herewith  transmitted  for  action  by  the  Ekklesia  and 
reference  to  the  succeeding  national  secretary. 

Some  months  since,  the  board  was  in  receipt  of  a  proposed 
amendment  to  the  constitution,  regarding  the  establishing  of 
alumni  associations,  different  from  our  present  alumni  gradu- 
ate chapters.    At  the  mid-winter  board  meeting  it  was  thought 
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not  advisable  to  have  two  forms  of  alumni  associations.  You 
will  find,  however,  recommendation  for  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution,  as  requested,  in  this  regard  by  the  Chicago  grad- 
uate chapter. 

SONG  BOOK. 

The  song  book  publication  was  one  involving  not  only  heavy 
expense,  but  the  occasion  of  very  considerable  difficulty  to  your 
Board  of  Archons,  in  order  that  the  publication  might  be  made 
at  all  within  the  current  year.  The  fraternity  at  large  i»  per- 
haps not  acquainted  with  the  many  difficulties  under  which  the 
board  has  labored  during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  owing  to 
the  sudden  death  of  Bro.  T.  Alfred  Vernon,  and  absence  from 
office  of  the  former  national  secretary,  who  was  called  away 
from  the  work  of  the  fraternity  by  business  conditions  over 
which  he  had  no  control.  These  two  things  combined  left  a 
large  amount  of  the  fraternity  properties  unlocated,  and  when 
your  board  reached  the  actual  point  of  publishing  the  song 
book,  the  plates  formerly  used  could  not  be  found,  hence  the 
necessity  of  having  new  plates  made  at  an  additional  expense 
and  considerable  delay. 

Furthermore,  your  board  met  with  the  natural  conditions 
governing  increased  rates  of  expense  during  the  past  year  in 
the  natural  advance  charges  made  throughout  the  country  for 
this  character  of  work.  The  book,  however,  has  been  pub- 
lished, and,  it  is  believed,  will  compare  favorably  with  the  very 
best  song  book  publications  issued  by  any  fraternity  in  the 
country,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Song  Book 
Publication,  to  wit,  Lay  Archon  W.  F.  Chamberlin,  can  not 
be  given  too  much  credit  for  his  untiring  energy  and  unselfish 
devotion  to  this  work,  and  your  secretary  feels  called  upon  to 
ask  that  the  fraternity  at  large  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  valu- 
able service  rendered  by  such  men  as  Bro.  Chamberlin,  not  only 
in  this  work,  but  in  everything  else  undertaken  by  him.  Here- 
with is  transmitted  the  official  register  of  copyright  from  the 
Library  of  Congress.  Also  herewith  you  will  find  transmitted 
an  offer  by  Mr.  Roehm  to  take  charge  of  the  sale  of  the  song 
books  during  the  present  Ekklesia,  and  on  this  immediate  ac- 
tion should  be  had. 
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ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

Your  secretary  feels  that  the  fraternity  at  large  must, 
throujj^h  its  local  organizations,  take  up  in  person  with  the 
alumni  the  work  of  raising  money  for  the  endowment  fund. 
Your  Board  of  Archons  thought  it  wise  not  to  send  out  endow- 
ment fund  notes  during  the  year  1907,  and  held  same  until  the 
current  year,  during  which  7,000  general  letters,  detailed  in- 
formation and  endowment  fund  notes  were  sent  to  the  members 
of  the  fraternity  at  large,  with  a  total  response  in  contributions 
of  $495.  You  must  realize  that  if  this  work  is  worthy  of  con- 
sideration, and  your  board  has  persistently  and  patiently  done 
everything  in  its  power  for  many  years  past,  then  and  now,  it 
must  be  high  time  that  the  organizations  of  alumni  throughout 
the  country  give  this  their  personal  attention,  and  that  some 
individual  in  each  graduate  center  must  solicit  personal  con- 
tributions, not  exceeding  $12  per  alumnus,  to  this  fund.  It 
would  seem  that  the  circular  letter  plan  has  served  its  purpose 
and  demonstrates  the  value  of  having  such  a  fund,  and  it  is 
now  therefore  incumbent  upon  the  alumni  through  their  asso- 
ciations to  take  the  work  in  hand  direct.  Your  national  secre- 
tary suggests  that  from  200  to  300  centers  throughout  the 
country  can  l>e  fixed  upon,  and,  through  properly  delegated 
power  by  the  Ekklesia,  your  national  secretary  can  select  some 
one  individual  to  act  with  him  in  this  regard.  This  will  mean 
no  greater  expense  in  sending  out  budget  of  infomiation,  and 
at  the  same  time  seems  to  offer  a  plan  for  interesting  the 
alumni  direct  through  local  organizations.  Your  present  na- 
tional secretary  has  been  deeply  interested  in  this  subject  for 
many  years,  and  he  earnestly  recommends  that  your  secretary 
next  elected  Ik?  given  full  powder  to  act  on  the  plan  above  sug- 
gested. 

FRATERNITY  GOVERNMENT  AND  THE  OWNERSHIP  OF  FRATERNITY 

PROPERTY. 

Your  secretary  is  in  receipt  of  the  very  interesting  prospectus 
from  Wooster,  regarding  local  conditions  of  Wooster  as  to  the 
ownership  of  fraternity  property.  It  is  becoming  more  and 
more  recognized  each  year  that  the  ownership  of  fraternity 
property  must  ultimately  be  the  source  of  tremendous  strength 
in  the  educational  world  and  in  the  life  and  body  politic  of  the 
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students  or  it  will  act  in  the  reverse  and  become  just  as  serious 
a  menace  to  good  government.  Your  secretary,  therefore,  rec- 
ommends that  this  question  be  referred  to  your  Committee  on 
Chapter  Houses  and  Endowments  and  that  same  be  discussed 
openly  in  the  Ekklesia. 

CHAPTER   HISTORIES. 

One  of  the  great  sources  of  fraternity  progress  must  be 
found  in  the  study  of  the  history  and  experiences  of  its  chap- 
ters. In  this  regard  a  large  number  of  histories  were  submit- 
ted last  year  to  a  delegated  representative  of  the  fraternity  for 
the  purpose  of  compiling  data  looking  toward  the  publication  of 
a  new  volume  for  use  at  large  throughout  the  fraternity.  This 
work  has  not  progressed  with  the  degree  of  success  that  your 
board  had  hoped,  notw^ithstanding  the  fact  that  every  effort 
possible  has  been  made  by  your  national  president,  Hon.  New- 
ton D.  Baker,  in  this  direction.  It  is  earnestly  recommended, 
therefore,  that  the  Ekklesia  give  consideration  to  the  appoint- 
ment and  selection  of  a  permanent  historian  for  the  fraternity, 
and  all  data  heretofore  submitted  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  such 
historian,  together  with  such  additional  information  as  may  be 
required  from  the  chapters. 

CHAPTER  BUSINESS. 

Perhaps  some  apology  can  be  made  for  the  carelessness  of 
certain  of  the  chapters  in  preparing  their  annual  reports,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  Ekklesia  is  about  thirty  days  in  advance  of 
the  time  it  has  been  held  for  several  years  past.  This,  however, 
should  offer  no  consolation  to  the  individual  in  question  of  not 
having  anticipated  just  what  would  be  asked  of  him.  You  per- 
haps would  not  be  interested  in  going  into  the  details  of  the  in- 
accuracies and  uncalled-for  blunders  in  preparing  so  simple  a 
matter  as  a  detailed  report  of  the  coming  and  going  of  the 
members  of  a  chapter  during  a  period  of  one  year.  Your  na- 
tional secretary  urges  upon  delegates  that  the  chapters  must 
l3e  accurate,  otherwise  it  is  impossible  to  make  a  comparative 
analysis  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction  of  the  chapters  in  the 
fraternity  and  with  other  fraternities  coming  in  contact  with  us. 
An  illustration  of  this  is  had  in  the  report  of  chapter  after 
chapter  advising  that  other   fraternities  had  chapters  in  the 
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same  college,  where  we  were  located,  but  no  number  of  the 
members  of  said  fraternities  were  given,  or  a  simple  statement 
that  they  averaged  a  certain  number.  It  is  not  the  average  in 
one  chapter  that  we  are  seeking,  but  the  average  throughout 
our  fifty-six  chapters,  and  you  will  therefore  appreciate  that  a 
single  chapter  is  of  no  benefit  whatever,  and  where  it  is  re- 
ported that  other  fraternities  are  there  and  no  numbers  given, 
this  is  also  useless,  so  far  as  compilation  of  the  annual  statistics 
is  concerned. 

FINANCIAL  REPORTS. 

In  the  matter  of  financial  statements  from  the  various  chap- 
ters, it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  a  more  businesslike  atten- 
tion to  this  request  on  behalf  of  the  national  officers  was  given 
during  the  past  year  than  ever  heretofore  in  the  history  of  the 
fraternity,  and  detailed  accounts,  worthy  of  consideration  by  a 
special  committee,  are  herewith  submitted  from  the  following 
chapters,  to  wit :

"stunts,*'  was  also  referred  to  the  Yale  chapter  during  the  past 
year,  and  your  board  trusts  that  sufficient  information  has  l)een 
accumulated  on  the  subject  for  a  committee  to  act  upon  the  re- 
port from  the  Yale  chapter,  so  that  some  uniform  work  in  "sec- 
ond degree"  matter  can  be  outlined  for  the  chapters  at  large. 

SECTION    REPORTS. 

Herewith  you  will  find  transmitted  section  reports  from  the 
section  chiefs — W.  T.  Pangmon,  Section  III;  J.  B.  Lightfoot, 
Jr.,  Section  VI,  and  B.  T.  Collier,  Section  X — and  it  must  not 
be  overlooked  that  the  last  named  chief  is  the  only  one  with  the 
genuine  war  whoop  and  call  to  the  wild. 
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SELFXTIOX  OF  SECTION  CHIEF. 

Amherst  has  transmitted  and  recommends  a  choice  for  sec- 
tion chief.  Other  selections,  if  any,  coming  before  the  Ekklesia 
should  be  referred  to  a  caucus  of  the  delegates  from  the  proper 
sections. 

EKKLESIA  AND  RAILROAD  RATES. 

As  you  were  advised,  hotel  headquarters  have  been  desig- 
nated at  the  Waldorf-Astoria,  and  your  board  recommends 
that,  through  recent  experience  in  New  York  of  students  from 
Columbia,  a  considerable  degree  of  care  must  be  exercised  in 
the  matter  of  horseplay  and  outside  demonstrations.  It  is  well 
known  that  a  high  degree  of  pride  is  felt  in  the  matter  of  the 
past  record  of  your  fraternity  in  this  regard,  and  your  board 
deems  it  only  expedient  to  direct  your  attention  to  same  w^ith 
the  feeling  that  the  good  name  of  the  fraternity  will  be  pre- 
served and  strengthened  in  the  present  instance.  Mr.  C.  H. 
Bissell,  of  the  Trunk  Line  Association,  has  been  designated  as 
the  special  agent  to  co-operate  with  your  committee  in  the 
matter  of  railroad  rates  on  the  dates  of  June  29  and  30,  and  it 
is  requested,  therefore,  that  all  certificates  should  be  given 
immediately  in  charge  of  the  proper  committee  for  attention. 

TIME  AND  PLACE  OF  THE  NEXT  EKKLESIA. 

Herewith  you  will  find  transmitted  invitations  from  Cedar 
Point  and  Sandusky,  Ohio :  Hotel  Victory,  Put-in-Bay,  Ohio ; 
Niagara  Falls ;  Portland,  Ore.,  and  Atlantic  City.  The  latter 
invitation  comes  through  Bro.  George  S.  Lenhart,  who  has  for 
several  years  been  trying  to  secure  a  national  convention  in 
Atlantic  City. 

CONCLUSION. 

As  heretofore,  your  board  seeks  only  to  bring  about  what  is 
l>cst  for  the  fraternity  at  large  \nthout  regard  to  personal  honor 
or  distinction,  and  in  this  it  asks  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all 
your  committees  and  the  close  attention  of  every  delegate.  This 
means  not  only  your  presence  in  the  city  of  New  York,  where 
many  entertainments  are  ready  at  hand,  but  it  demands  and  ex- 
pects of  you  a  prompt  attendance  at  all  meetings,  close  applica- 
tion to  matters  referred  to  vour  committees,  and  it  also  means 
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that  upon  the  chairman  of  every  committee  rests  the  burden 
of  having  his  committee  act  and  report  promptly  on  whatever 
is  presented  for  consideration.  Work  while  work  still  remains 
before  you,  so  that  you  may  relax  and  enjoy  all  that  is  presented 
for  the  hours  of  recreation  and  pleasure.  Learn  to  note  the 
men  with  whom  you  are  thrown  in  contact,  benefit  by  the  ex- 
perience of  those  who  have  worked  in  convention  in  years  gone 
by,  give  to  them  your  thought  and  brotherly  consideration,  as 
matters  are  presented  to  you  for  the  first  time,  do  not  hesitate  to 
speak  upon  any  subject  that  interests  you,  and  ask  for  informa- 
tion or  give  same  whenever  occasion  may  demand.  Taking  the 
year,  as  a  whole,  while  your  board  has  had  its  work  increased 
many  times  over  that  of  years  gone  by,  if  it  has  been  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  chapters  at  large  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
fraternity,  results  more  than  recompense  all  that  it  has  cost  of 
time  and  labor  and  patient  attention  to  details. 

With  brotherly  greetings  to  all,  both  the  old  and  the  new  del- 
egates in  attendance,  your  board  asks  of  you  in  this  attainment 
of  the  dignified  life  of  threescore  years  that  we  profit  by  the  ex- 
perience of  years  and  couple  therewith  the  vigor  of  eternal 
youth.

MINUTES   SIXTIETH   EKKLESIA  43 

Lay  Archon  Chamberlin  presented  his  report  as  follows : 

REPORT   OF    LAY   ARCHON    CHAMBERLIN. 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  as  lay  archon  for  the 
college  year  of  1907- 1908. 

Two  specific  duties  were  placed  in  my  hands  by  the  Fifty- 
ninth  Ekklesia  and  one  specific  duty  by  the  Board  of  Archons. 

1.  The  McMillan  log  cabin,  at  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  was  placed 
on  a  new  foundation  in  January,  1908.  A  bronze  tablet  was 
made,  and  at  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  on  February  7,  1908,  in  the  old 
Providence  Chapel  of  Jefferson  College,  in  the  presence  of 
a  large  number  of  the  old  citizens  of  Canonsburg  and  the  entire 
Board  of  Archons,  with  the  exception  of  the  president,  the  care 
of  the  cabin  was  formally  given  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Jefferson  College  to  the  fraternity  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and 
thereafter,  by  the  Board  of  Archons,  the  tablet  was  placed  on 
the  cabin.  The  appropriation  made  for  this  purpose  at  the 
Fifty-ninth  Ekklesia  was  $1,000.  The  actual  cost  of  the  trans- 
action was  $511.18. 

Prof.  J.  A.  Craig,  principal  of  Jefferson  Academy,  agreed 
to  serve  as  a  caretaker  of  the  cabin.  The  annual  budget  of  the 
fraternity  should  always  include  an  amount  of  $25  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  services  rendered  by  Prof.  Craig. 

2.  Two  of  the  graves  of  the  founders  have  l)een  marked. 
The  report  of  this  work  is  made  in  the  March  issue  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  on  the  grave  of  Naamen  Fletcher,  and  in  the 
May  issue  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  on  the  grave  of  John 
Templeton  McCarty.  The  inadequate  amount  of  $75  was  ap- 
propriated at  the  last  Ekklesia  for  this  purpose.  Of  this 
amount  $55  has  been  expended  in  the  marking  of  these  two 
graves. 

Up  to  this  time  I  have  been  unable  to  locate  the  grave  of 
Daniel  Webster  Crofts,  who  died  in  Clinton,  La.  I  am  con- 
fident that  he  is  buried  in  Clinton,  and  am  also  confident  that 
his  grave  will  ever  remain  unknowni.  He  died  in  a  hotel  in 
Clinton  in  the  winter  of  1852.  He  had  been  there  but  a  com- 
paratively short  time.  All  of  his  personal  effects  were  sold  to 
pay  a  board  bill.  I  have  a  copy  of  an  inventory  which  was 
made  at  that  time.  This  inventory  includes  "one  breastpin,'* 
which  was  valued  at  $1.50  and  was  undoubtedly  his  fraternity 
pin.    I  would  recomniend  that  a  marker  of  some  description  be 
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placed  either  in  a  cemetery  at  Clinton,  La.,  or  at  the  birthplace 
of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts  at  Lisbon,  Ohio. 

Ellis  B.  Gregg  is  buried  at  Carmichael,  Pa.  His  grave  is 
marked  by  a  very  plain  stone.  The  fraternity  should  place  at 
his  grave  a  better  marker. 

Samuel  B.  Wilson  is  buried  at  Beaver,  Pa.  Over  his  grave 
is  a  very  beautiful  monument.  His  widow  and  son,  however, 
refuse  to  permit  the  monument  to  be  marked  with  any  inscrip- 
tion relative  to  the  fraternity.  They  do  not  object,  however, 
to  the  placing  near  the  monument  of  a  small  stone  with  the 
coat-of-arms  and  the  name  and  the  fact  that  he  was  the  first 
president  of  the  fraternity  cut  thereon — or  preferably  a  bronze 
medallion  with  similar  facts  thereon,  attached  to  a  granite  shaft 
or  pillar  about  four  feet  high.  I  have  no  cost  estimate  to  pre- 
sent to  this  Ekklesia  on  such  a  marker,  but  would  recommend 
that  a  sufficient  sum  be  placed  in  the  budget  for  this  purpose. 

James  Elliot  is  buried  in  Wellsville,  Ohio,  and  I  am  unable 
to  give  information  at  this  Ekklesia  as  to  how  his  grave  has 
been  marked.  Many  letters  which  I  have  written  to  Steuben- 
ville  have  either  been  returned  or  have  not  been  replied  to,  and 
I  plan  to  stop  at  Steubenville  on  my  way  home  from  this  Ek- 
klesia to  obtain  all  the  facts  in  the  matter. 

3.  At  the  close  of  the  last  Ekklesia  the  manuscript  of  songs 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  which  was  placed  by  the  Ekklesia  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Archons  for  publication,  was  carefully 
perused  by  the  board.  It  was  decided  that  the  manuscript  con- 
tained too  little  new  material,  and  that  it  was  so  much  like  the 
book  published  ten  years  previous  that  it  ought  not  to  be  pub- 
lished until  new  material  had  been  added.  As  I  had  been  on 
the  Committee  of  Editors,  I  was  instructed  to  procure  new  ma- 
terial to  submit  to  the  board  at  its  mid-winter  meeting.  This 
was  done  and  the  board  proceeded  to  publish  the  book.  This 
lx)ok  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  chapters.  It  was  supposed  that 
the  plates  of  the  old  l)ook  were  in  existence.  The  Board  of 
Archons  was  unable  to  find  the  plates,  and  no  definite  answer 
to  the  location  of  the  plates  could  be  obtained  from  the  former 
editor,  Bro.  W.  C.  Stier.  The  board,  therefore,  authorized 
new  plates  to  be  made  with  the  full  understanding  that  the  cost 
would  exceed  the  appropriation  made  for  that  purpose.  The 
balance  reported  at  the  last  Ekklesia  in  the  song  lx)ok  fund  was 
$617.    Because  of  the  loss  of  the  old  plates,  the  expense  of  the 
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new  l)ook  amounted  to  over  $1,200.  The  treasurer's  report  will 
show  in  detail  that  this  cost  has  been  met.  There  is  a  balance 
due  the  publishers  of  the  book  of  practically  $150,  which  is  not 
provided  for  in  any  way,  but  may  be  met  by  the  sale  of  some 
200  books  which  yet  remain  to  be  distributed.  I  would  suggest 
that  this  Ekklesia  order  the  balance  of  this  song  book  indebted- 
ness to  be  paid  from  the  general  fund.  The  general  fund  then 
to  be  reimbursed  from  the  sale  of  the  books.  I  would  also  sug- 
gest that  the  balance  from  the  sale  of  the  books  be  placed  in  a 
song  book  fund  to  be  applied  to  a  future  publication. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  a  permanent  song  book  com- 
mittee be  apix>inted  and  would  very  strongly  recommend  as 
chainnan  of  that  committee  Bro.  Mortimer  Wilson,  of  the 
Nebraska  chapter. 

A  song  book  ought  not  to  be  issued  in  a  hurry,  and  there 
ought  not  to  be  the  procrastination  and  the  delays  which  the 
fraternity  has  experienced  in  the  last  several  years. 

It  seems  to  me  that  historical  data  is  of  such  great  impor- 
tance to  the  fraternity  that  there  should  \ye  created  by  this  Ek- 
klesia the  office  of  historian.  The  last  tw^o  Ekklesiae  have  ap- 
pointed IJro.  Frederick  C.  Howe  to  write  a  history  of  the  fra- 
ternity for  publication.  This  is  a  hopeless  task  without  the 
gathering  together  of  data  which  can  not  be  done  in  one  year  or 
two  years.  The  fraternity  is  woefully  lacking  in  a  handl)ook  of 
history.  To  temporarily  supply  this  need  I  would  suggest  that, 
as  soon  as  completed,  the  stories  of  the  McMillan  log  cabin 
and  the  history  of  Jefferson  College,  together  w^ith  stories  of 
the  founders  and  their  graves,  be  published  by  the  fraternity  in 
one  volume.  The  cost  of  the  publication  could  be  borne  by  the 
sale  of  the  volumes  to  the  chapters  and  to  the  members  of  the 
fraternity. 

Inasmuch  as  I  have  gathered  w'ithin  the  past  year  consider- 
able data  on  the  founders,  and  inasmuch  as  the  story  of  four 
of  the  founders  is  yet  to  be  written,  I  would  respectfully  ask 
that  I  be  permitted  to  continue  this  work  until  finished.

Report  accepted  and  the  various  i)ortions  referred  to  tlie  ap- 
propriate committees.  Various  rei)orts  of  section  chiefs  re- 
ceived and  referred,  without  being  read,  to  the  Committee  on 
Condition. 
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PHULE  I. 

During  the  past  year  i  have  made  my  official  visits  and  have  been  in 
touch  with  the  affairs  of  each  of  the  six  chapters  of  Section  I.  The 
perfecting  of  the  system  for  accumulating  and  publishing  the  statistics 
of  each  chapter  as  inaugurated  and  carried  out  by  our  national  officers 
so  well  covers  the  ground  that  there  seems  little  need  for  a  detailed 
account  of  each  chapter  in  this  report.  The  section  is  in  a  very  satis- 
factory condition,  all  of  the  chapters  are  in  good  standing,  and  the  out- 
look for  the  future  is  bright  in  every  case.  Three  of  our  chapters  own 
their  own  houses  and  I  feel  that  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  immediate 
buying  or  building  in  the  other  cases.  In  the  case  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology,  the  fact  that  the  college  will  probably 
move  its  entire  plant  into  one  of  the  suburbs  in  a  few^  years  makes  it 
seem  unwise  to  put  money  into  property  near  the  present  location.  The 
men  here  live  in  a  finely  appointed  house  near  the  Tech.  in  the  best 
residential  section  of  Boston.  The  rent  is  much  higher  than  1  wish  it 
were,  but  the  benefit  derived  from  living  here  together  has  no  doubt 
aided  much  in  gaining  for  Phi  Ganuna  Delta  the  reputation  for  being 
the  best  fraternity  at  Tech.  The  men  in  the  active  chapter  are  doing 
their  share  and  are  trying  to  keep  up  the  interest  of  the  alumni  in  the 
fund  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  at  probably  no  distant  date  in  order  to 
hold  the  good  place  they  have  gained.  Dartmouth  and  Brown  are  both 
working  to  establish  building  funds,  and  should  not  be  neglected  by 
their  alumni.  In  both  cases,  a  number  of  the  men  live  together,  but 
arc  not  as  well  off  as  they  will  be  when  they  control  their  own  home. 
The  sentiment  of  Dartmouth  College  itself  is  decidedly  against  chapter 
houses,  and  the  majority  of  leading  fraternities  there  do  not  own  them. 
The  personnel  of  the  men  in  each  of  the  chapters  is  fine,  and,  without 
going  into  detail,  it  is  not  boasting  to  say  that  our  men  are  holding  the 
highest  positions  of  honor  that  the  student  bodies  of  the  six  colleges 
can  bestow  upon  them.  The  four  class  presidents  at  the  Worcester 
Tech.  at  one  time  this  past  year  were  Phi  Gams.,  the  president  of  the 
New  England  Inter-Collegiate  Athletic  Association  is  a  Dartmouth 
Phi  Gam.,  and  the  recently  elected  manager  of  the  track  team  at  Am- 
herst is  a  Phi  Gam. 

The  one  complaint  I  wish  to  make  is  regarding  the  unwarranted 
criticisms  of  other  chapters  and  their  doings  by  a  few  well  intentioned 
but  badly  informed  brothers.  A  case  of  this  kind  recently  came  to 
my  notice.  It  bids  fair  to  create  wrong  impressions  that  would  have 
done  much  harm  as  they  spread  and  expanded.  Upon  investigating  the 
original  criticism,  which  came  from  a  non-frat.  man,  and  which  started 
the  ball  rolling,  it  was  found  to  be  wholly  without  foundation.  I  feel 
that  too  great  care  can  not  be  exercised  in  this  respect.  I  strongly 
recommend  that,  if  occasion  for  criticism  should  ever  arise,  such  criti- 
cism be  strictly  confined  to  the  proper  authority.  D.  F.  O'Regax.

They  have  one  of  the  largest  chapters  at  Colgate  and  are 
active  in  all  college  interests.  They  have  made  wonderful  progress 
during  the  past  year,  and  when  we  consider  the  conditions  that  con- 
fronted these  men  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  collegiate  year,  they  are 
certainly  to  be  congratulated  on  the  progress  they  have  made. 

Our  chapter  at  Cornell  is  in  a  most  flourishing  condition.  They  are 
a  live  lot  of  men,  are  represented  in  the  leading  interests  in  college 
affairs  and  the  internal  affairs  of  the  chapter  were  never  in  a  better 
condition. 

Our  chapter  at  Syracuse  during  the  past  year  has  maintained  its  po- 
sition in  leading  collegiate  affairs,  and  has  closed  the  year  with  a  live, 
representative  crowd  of  men. 

•  Our  section  convention  was  held  at  Ithaca  and  was  an  enjoyable  oc- 
casion, and  the  business  interests  of  the  fraternity  and  the  section  were 
carefully  and  thoroughly  discussed.  As  chief  of  this  section,  I  am 
most  gratified  to  submit  the  above  report,  and  know  that  this  section 
has  never  closed  a  more  successful  collegiate  year  than  the  one  just 
passed.

PHULE  V. 

The  commencement  at  Gettysburg  College  was  marked  this  year  by 
the  greatest  fraternity  event  that  ever  graced  the  close  of  a  college 
year  at  that  place.  I  refer  to  the  commemoration  of  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  Xi  chapter  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  Surely  it  was  a  success  in 
every  respect.  Old  alumni  from  all  over  the  country  were  present,  and 
enjoyed  themselves  in  genuine  Fiji  fashion.  This  chapter  is  in  excel- 
lent condition.  Seven  of  its  members  were  graduated  this  year;  and 
as  many  worthy  fellows  have  been  initiated  to  take  their  places.  Finan- 
cially, likewise,  the  chapter  is  flourishing.  The  chapter  house  is  paid 
for,  and  the  Gettysburg  chapter  is  entirely  free  from  debt. 

Nor  are  the  other  two  chapters  of  Phule  V  less  enterprising  and 
prosperous.  The  chapter  at  State  College  has  played  a  prominent  part 
in  all  the  leading  college  activities,  and  has  especially  excelled  in  help- 
ing to  observe  Pennsylvania  Day  at  that  institution.  The  new  chapter 
house  promises  soon  to  be  occupied  by  stalwart  Fijis.  The  event,  how- 
ever, which  will  always  stand  in  the  forefront  of  the  annals  of  State 
and  of  Bucknell  is  the  recent  resumption  of  athletic  relations  between 
these  colleges.  While  the  two  chapters  never  became  really  estranged 
as  a  result  of  an  old  rupture  in  athletics,  yet  they  couldn't  help  but  feel 
the  jolt.  It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  men  of  both 
schools  were  largely  responsible  for  the  adjudication  of  the  gridiron 
differences,  and  the  subsequent  renewal  of  old-time  relations.  Delta 
chapter,  too,  is  progressing  in  a  healthy  and  thrifty  manner.  The 
freshman  class  at  Bucknell  this  year  is  a  record  breaker  both  in  quality 
and  quantity,  and  the  Delta  boys  were  not  slow  in  making  the  most 
of  it.  The  active  chapter  initiated  eight  splendid  men  during  com- 
mencement to  fill  the  places  made  vacant  by  its  seven  graduates.  Foun- 
der's Day  was  fittingly  observed  January  2S  by  an  elaborate  "formal 
dance,"  which  proved  to  be  the  most  successful  function  of  its  kind  in 
Lewisburg.    Besides  improving  and  remodeling  the  chapter  halls.  Delta 
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chapter  installed  during  the  winter  term  a  new  pool  table  of  the  finest 
quality  and  latest  design. 

The  three  chapters  of  Phule  V  on  March  24,  at  the  Park  Hotel,  Wil- 
liamsport,  Pa.,  held  a  rousing  section  convention  and  banquet,  the  sec- 
ond of  its  kind  for  Phule  V.  Food  for  mind  and  body  was  eagerly 
devoured  by  more  than  forty  active  members  and  alumni  of  the  three 
chapters,  all  of  whom  pledged  themselves  to  make  1008-1909  a  banner 
year  both  for  Section  V  and  for  the  fraternity  at  large.

PHULE  VL 

With  reference  to  the  condition  of  fraternity  affairs  in  the  Virginia 
section,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  to  you  as  follows : 

Within  my  section  there  are  three  active  chapters :  Rho  Chi,  Rich- 
mond College,  Richmond,  Va. ;  Omicron,  University  of  Virginia,  Char- 
lottesville, Va.,  and  Zeta  Deuteron.  Washington  and  Lee,  Lexington,  Va. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  I  report  that  I  found  it  impossible  to  pay 
an  official  visit  to  Zeta  Deuteron  at  Washington  and  Lee,  but  this  was 
caused  by  circumstances  and  conditions  unforeseen  and  beyond  my 
control.  Three  dates  were  selected  for  this  visit,  but  on  each  occasion 
I  was  unavoidably  prevented  from  taking  the  trip. 

I  have,  however,  visited  Omicron,  and  been  in  active  touch  with  Rho 
Chi,  and,  by  correspondence,  with  Zeta  Deuteron.  The  status  of  these 
chapters  individually  and  collectively  is,  I  am  much  pleased  to  report, 
excellent,  and  warrants  the  statement  that  in  each  instance  they  are 
most  important  factors  in  every  phase  of  college  life,  and  that  the 
material  of  which  they  are  composed  has  been  most  carefully  selected 
with  a  view  to  obtaining  men  whose  characteristics  make  them  repre- 
sentative men  in  college,  and  alumni  of  whom  the  whole  fraternity  will 
have  cause  to  be  proud. 

Rho  Chi  has  made  splendid  strides  during  the  session  of  1908,  start- 
ing with  eight  old  men,  they  have  taken  in  eight  promising  goats.  The 
fraternity  spirit  in  this  chapter  is  such  as  would  serve  for  a  model  in 
the  fraternity.  The  "Band  of  Brothers"  idea  is  the  foundation  of  this 
chapter,  and  entire  harmony  prevails  toward  the  single  end  of  advanc- 
ing the  interest  of  the  fraternity  as  a  whole  and  the  individual  interests 
of  each  Rho  Chi  man  in  college  life.  It  is  expected  that  fully  twelve 
men  will  return  for  the  next  session.  The  details  of  the  standing  of 
this  chapter  in  college,  academic  and  athletic  circles  is  shown  in  the 
separate  reports  of  the  faithful  officers  of  the  chapter. 

With  reference  to  Omicron,  I  have  to  say  that  my  visit  there  on  the 
occasion  of  the  "Pig  Dinner"  this  session  left  no  doubts  in  my  mind 
as  to  its  progressive  ideas.  The  record  of  the  chapter  with  reference 
to  its  old  and  new  men  has  been  made  in  separate  form  by  the  chapter, 
and  is  now  referred  to.  My  own  active  association  with  Omicron  en- 
abled me  to  clearly  and  thoroughly  appreciate  the  spirit  of  advancement 
which  now  prevails  there.  The  "Pig  Dinner"  was  elaborate  in  its  de- 
tail, and  showed  a  disposition  not  to  slur  over  this  sacred  fraternity 
rite.  My  reception  there  was  warm  and  cordial  and  I  was  much  im- 
pressed with  the  personnel  of  the  officers  and  members  and  highly 
pleased  with  the  records  which  they  had  made  in  each  department  of 
college  life. 

With  Zeta  Deuteron  I  have  corresponded  freely,  and  the  reports  of 
its  officials  show  that  the  chapter  has  not  lagged.  Starting  with  nine 
men,  they  have  fourteen  at  the  conclusion  of  the  session,  and,  by  all 
indications,  will  start  next  session  with  eleven  old  men.     The  chapter 
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has  recently  moved  into  commodious  quarters  in  the  town  of  Lexing- 
ton, well  situated  for  both  social  and  business  purposes.  The  individual 
records  of  the  members  include  positions  in  academic,  social  and  ath- 
letic circles  which  are  of  the  highest  prominence  and  most  complimen- 
tary to  the  chapter.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  personally 
several  of  the  brothers  from  Zeta  Deuteron,  and  feel  confident  that  the 
fraternity's  interest  at  Washingtcm  and  Lee  is  in  good  hands  and  care- 
fully watched. 

It  is  with  much  gratification  that  I  am  able  to  report  the  recent  for- 
mation in  Richmond.  Va.,  of  a  graduate  chapter  to  be  known  as  the 
Richmond  Graduate  Chapter  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  When  this  chapter 
is  formally  added  to  the  roll,  it  will  make  the  fourteenth  graduate 
chapter  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Its  formation  was  effected 
as  the  result  of  a  suggestion  from  Bro.  Thomas  L.  Pogue,  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Archons,  at  the  alumni  dinner  held  in  Richmond  May  i. 
1  hat  occasion  was  a  most  successful  one,  and  was  the  largest  alumni 
dinner  ever  held  in  this  section.  There  is  every  prospect  that  the  Rich- 
mond graduate  chapter  will,  at  a  date  not  far  distant,  have  from  sev- 
enty-five to  100  alumni  enrolled. 

I  find  it  impossible  to  attend  the  Sixtieth  Ekklesia  in  person,  but  take 
this  occasion  to  send  the  official  greetings  of  the  Virginia  section  to 
that  convention,  and  to  assure  it  that  the  Virginia  section  is  now,  and 
will  continue  to  be,  a  live  factor  in  national  Phi  Gamma  Delta  affairs.

PHULE  VII. 

Your  chief  of  Section  VII  submits  the  following  report  to  the  Six- 
tieth Ekklesia  concerning  the  condition  of  the  chapters  in  his  section, 
the  progress  thereof  and  suggestions  for  their  betterment.  The  con- 
dition of  the  four  chapters  in  this  section,  located  at  Allegheny  Col- 
lege, Washington  and  Jefferson  College.  Wooster  University  and  West- 
ern Reserve  University,  is  good.  The  progress  during  the  year  in  each 
of  these  chapters  has  been  noticeable.  The  Allegheny  and  W'estern 
Rerservc  chapters  each  have  had  an  exceptionally  successful  year;  the 
Washington  and  Jefferson  chapter  has  had  the  largest  chapter  in  its 
recent  history,  but  has  not  been  as  pre-eminent  in  its  successes  as  here- 
tofore; the  Wooster  chapter  has  had  the  smallest  chapter  in  its  past 
four  years,  and  its  conservatism  in  this  respect  has  not  made  the  chap- 
ter more  successful  than  it  was  last  year  with  a  larger  membership, 
which  latter  is  always  preferable  when  obtainable  without  sacrificing 
quality.  Your  section  chief  has  visited  the  Washington  and  Jefferson 
chapter  three  times,  the  Western  Reserve  chapter  three  times,  the  Al- 
legheny chapter  once,  and  the  Wooster  chapter  four  times  during  the 
present  year.  He  has  visited  each  chapter  at  least  once  on  tiieir  regu- 
lar meeting  night;  has  been  present  at  such  meetings,  and  has  offered 
therein  criticisms  and  .suggestions  for  the  good  of  eacli  cha])ter.  Your 
section  chief  has  found  a  healthy  fraternity  spirit  existing  and  an  able 
corps  of  officers  in  charge  of  each  cliaptcr.  The  chapters  all  stand 
well  in  their  respective  schools,  and  arc  in  the  front  rank.  The  chap- 
ters al.so  stand  well  in  comparison  with  each  other,  but,  in  the  opinicm 
of  your  section  chief,  no  one  of  the  chapters  in  Sectiun  Vll  is  ideal, 
and  there  is  room  for  betterment  in  each.  The  following  classification 
shows  where  improvement  in  each  chapter  can  be  made.  This  classi- 
fication is  based  on  the  observations  of  yonr  section  chief  gained  in 
his  visits  to  the  respective  chapters,  and  in  his  contact  with  the  alumni 
of   the   respective  chapters,   and   by   his   ofTicial    CDrrcspondence.      It    is 
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somewhat  arbitrary,  as  all  classifications  must  be,  but  it  gives  a  fair 
estimate  of  the  particular  strength  and  weakness  of  each  chapter.  The 
table  follows:

From  this  table  you  will  note  that  if  simply  the  characteristics  of  the 
active  chapter  members  arc  counted  the  ranking  would  be:  Wooster, 
first,  with  10  points;  Allegheny,  second,  with  ii  points;  Western  Re- 
serve and  Washington  and  Jeflferson  tied  for  third  with  13  points  each. 
However,  with  the  interest  and  financial  support  from  the  alumni 
counted  in,  the  ranking  changes  in  three  of  the  four  chapters,  and  Al- 
legheny comes  first  with  12  points;  Wooster,  second,  with  13  points, 
and  Washington  and  Jeflferson.  third,  with  15  points;  Western  Reserve, 
fo^irth,  with  16  points.  This  latter  seems  to  me  to  be  the  true  classi- 
fication. The  membership  of  each  chapter,  together  with  the  number 
of  men  asked,  and  the  number  of  men  lost  by  each  chapter  during  the 
year  is  as  follows :

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The  average  of  Section  VII  in  regard  to  number  of  men  asked  and 
lost  is  that  of  the  total  number  of  men  asked  by  the  four  chapters  in 
Section  VII,  i.  e.,  32,  7  men  were  lost.  In  other  words,  the  losses  were 
22  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  asked. 

The  finances  of  the  chapter  are  well  managed  and  in  good  condition. 
The  general  standing  of  the  chapters  in  regard  to  their  school  work  is 
good.  Some  of  the  freshmen  in  our  various  chapters  are  below  the 
average  in  their  school  work — a  fact  not  due  to  the  incapacity  on  the 
part  of  these  men,  but  due  to  the  lax  discipline  exerted  over  them  by 
the  upper-classmen  and  older  brothers  in  the  fraternity.  It  is  a  fact 
which  the  upper-classmen  of  our  fraternity  must  recognize  and  realize, 
that  they  are  their  freshmen  brothers'  keepers,  and  that  they  have  a 
great  responsibility  in  that  respect,  which  they  can  not  escape  or  dele- 
gate to  another.  It  is  up  to  the  upper-classmen  in  the  fraternity  to  see 
that  the  freshmen  are  started  aright,  kept  right,  and,  in  the  slang  term, 
"make  good."  Realizing  their  responsibility  in  this  regard,  the  Wooster 
and  Allegheny  chapters  have,  within  the  present  year,  adopted  a  plan 
whereby  a  member  of  the  chapter  obtains  from  the  faculty  at  stated 
intervals  the  grades  of  its  members  and  reports  them  to  the  members 
in  regular  meeting.  The  etTcct  of  this  publicity  in  the  grades  of  the 
members  of  the  chapter  has  been  good,  and  bids  fair  to  be  very  bene- 
ficial as  time  goes  on.  I  would  recommend  this  method  to  the  other 
chapters  in  the  section,  and  to  the  chapters  generally  in  the  fraternity. 

The  interest  shown  by  the  alumni  of  the  various  chapters  in  the  sec- 
tion is  gratifying  and  worthy  of  comment.  The  Allegheny  chapter 
alumni  have  been  leaders  in  this  regard,  having  long  since  established 
their  active  chapter  in  a  permanent  home  of  their  own,  and  being  now 
interested  in  plans  for  the  building  of  a  new  home  on  the  admirable 
site  of  their  present  house.  The  Washington  and  Jefferson  chapter 
alumni  have  organized  to  collect  funds  for  a  permanent  home  for 
Alpha  chapter,  which  is  much  needed.  The  alumni  are  much  interested 
in  this  project,  and  are  meeting  with  success.  The  Western  Reserve 
chapter  alumni  have  started  a  movement  for  a  permanent  home  for  the 
active  chapter,  and  are  enthusiastic  over  it.  The  Wooster  chapter 
alumni  are  also  collecting  funds  for  a  permanent  home  for  the  active 
chapter.  However,  the  Wooster  authorities  have  not  yet  sanctioned 
the  ownership  of  permanent  homes  by  the  fraternity  alumni  organiza- 
tions, but  a  united  fraternity  alumni  movement  in  that  direction  at  that 
institution  is  on,  and  likely  will  bring  a  positive  and  favorable  declara- 
tion on  this  point  in  the  near  future.  With  the  interest  of  the  alumni 
of  the  chapters  in  the  project  for  permanent  homes  has  come  the  re- 
newed interest  of  the  alumni  in  all  things  pertaining  to  their  respective 
chapters,  and  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  national  fraternity,  a  result 
long  desired  and  of  great  value  to  our  active  chapters. 

The  section  convention  of  Section  VIl  was  held  in  Pittsburg,  Pa., 
on  Februar>'  7-8,  1908,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Pittsburg  Graduate 
Chapter.  The  meetings  were  held  at  the  now  University  Club,  in  the 
East  End.  opposite  Hotel  Schcnley,  and  were  well  attended.  Hros.  St. 
Clair,  Baker,  Council,  Minton,  Rohrer  and  Alvan  E.  Donnan.  of  Wash- 
ington and  Jefferson;  Bros.  ClitTord  P.  Foss,  James  M.  McSweeiiey, 
Hiram  L.  Tate,  Torrence  B.  Beck  nnd  J.  Frick  Tyler,  of  Wooster: 
Bros.  Erwin,  Lemmerman,  Fay  and  Whitlork,  of  Western  Reserve,  and 
Bros.  Ginn,  Lamb,  Burt,  Mead,  Marcy.  Schaffner,  of  Allegheny,  at- 
tended. On  Friday  evening,  February  7,  a  seven  o'clock  dinner  was 
held  at  the  Hotel  Schenley.  under  the  auspices  of  the  Pittsburg  (iradu- 
ate  Chapter.     This  was  a  complimentary  dinner  to  the  national   Hoard 
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of  Ardions  of  the  fraiemity,  wliosc  mid-winter  meeting  was  held  in 
Pittsburg  in  conjiniciion  with  the  convention  of  Section  V'll — and  at 
this  dinner  the  delegates  from  the  active  chapters  attending  the  con- 
vention were  also  guests.  The  meetings  of  the  convention  were  very 
protitahlc  to  all,  and  w-ci-c  much  enjoyed.  The  section  convention  meets 
next  year  in  February,  19O1),  with  the  Allegheny  chapter,  at  Meadville, 
Pa.  A  petition  from  a  local  society  at  the  Western  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Pittsburg,  Pa.,  for  the  revival  of  our  defunct  Sig^ua  chapter 
thereat  has  come  before  the  chapters  of  the  section  during  recent  years. 
It  has  not  yet  received  the  endorsement  of  all  of  the  three  nearest  chap- 
ters, requi.sitc  for  its  presentment  to  the  national  fraternity.

It  is  a  great  disappointment  to  me  that  1  am  unable  to  be  in  attend- 
ance at  the  Sixtieth  PIkklesia  and  present  in  pcrstni  the  annual  report 
of  the  Phularchos  of  PMiule  VIII,  as  it  will,  without  doubt,  be  the 
largest  and  best  gathering  of  Fijis  in  the  history  of  the  fraternity.  On 
account  of  the  pressure  of  business  during  the  past  year  I  have  been 
unable  to  give  as  much  time  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  office 
as  I  should  like  to  have  done,  but  have  had  the  opportunity  and  the 
pleasure  of  visiting  all  of  the  chapters  at  least  once,  and  of  attending 
the  convention  of  the  Phule,  which  was  held  in  Columbus  during  the 
month  of  May,  so  that  I  feel  qualified  to  report  on  the  condition  of  the 
fraternity  in  this  section. 

My  visit  to  Theta  Deutcron  was  on  the  night  of  their  annual  initia- 
tion and  banquet  last  fall,  at  which  time  they  added  seven  members, 
to  which  number  C)thers  were  added  during  the  year.  The  batujuet  was 
served  in  the  chapter  house,  with  about  thirty  in  attendance,  including 
a  number  of  their  loyal  alumni.  I  am  informed  that  active  steps  are 
being  taken  by  Theta  Deuteron  to  secure  a  chapter  house  of  their  own, 
that  ground  has  been  bought,  and  funds  are  being  raised  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  that  within  a  short  time  they  will  own  and  occupy  the  best 
fraternity  house  in  Delaware.  The  chapter  is  in  excellent  condition 
and  the  members  are  working  in  perfect  harmony  for  the  good  of  the 
fraternity,  and  are  active  in  all  college  afYairs,  with  the  result  that  they 
are  in  all  respects  in  excellent  conditi(>n,  and  have  the  best  prospects 
for  continued  success. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  attend  the  annual  ])ig  dinner  of  Lambda 
Deuteron,  at  which  there  were  present  Tifty-live  active  and  alumni  mem- 
bers, comfortably  seated  in  the  largo  dining-room  of  their  own  house, 
and  treated  to  a  feast  of  food,  song  and  eloquence  which  could  not  be 
surpassed.  The  only  fault  to  find  with  the  occasion  was  that  Bro. 
"Rilly"  Chamberlin  was  unable  to  be  present.  I  think  without  doubt 
Lambda  Deutenm  had  during  the  past  year  the  best  chapter  in  her 
history.  They  are  ideally  situated  in  a  small  town,  have  a  beautiful 
chapter  house,  and  a  large  chapter  of  good,  congenial  fellows,  and  an 
opportunity  to  get  the  very  best  there  is  to  be  had  out  of  fraternity  and 
college  life,  and  they  certainly  get  it  all. 

Some  two  or  three  months  ago  I  visited  the  boys  at  Wittenberg  and 
found  the  alumni  rather  discouraged  in  rc'gard  to  the  situation  there, 
but  the  active  men  were  hopeful  an<l  determined  to  revive  interest  in 
the  chapter,  and  I  am  told  they  have  succeeded  in  doing  so  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  college  >  ear.  '1  hey  now  have  a  membership  of  ten, 
nine  of  whom  will  be  in  college  next  year.     The  college  has  recently 
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rcceivcil  quite  a  sum  of  money,  Imve  one  or  two  new  buildings,  so  that 
on  the  whole  the  outlook  for  the  college  and  the  fraternity  also  is 
brighter  than  for  some  years  past.  There  are  about  twenty-five  alumni 
residing  in  Springfield  with  whose  assistance  the  chapter  should  re- 
gain the  standing  it  once  had  in  Witten!)erg. 

Omicron  Deuteron  has  had  the  largest  chapter  in  her  history  during 
the  year  just  past,  and  has  had  a  very  successful  year.  Seven  fresh- 
men and  two  sophomores  were  initiated  during  the  year,  all  of  whom 
came  from  out  of  town,  so  that  the  house  has  been  too  small  for  the 
accommodation  of  all  the  members,  and  they  have  given  up  the  lease 
on  this  property  and  will  secure  a  larger  one  for  the  coming  year.  The 
standard  of  the  chapter  has  been  maintained  and  the  increase  in  mem- 
bership has  been  a  great  benefit.  The  association  incorporated  some 
time  ago  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  chapter  house  has  not  been 
very  active,  but  we  expect  to  take  the  matter  up  again  in  the  near  fu- 
ture and  push  it  to  a  successful  conclusion.  John  H.  Eagle.sox. 

PHULE  IX. 

The  writer  must  preface  this  report  with  an  apolog>'.  When  elected 
to  this  position  he  was  in  business  that  brought  him  in  contact  con- 
tinually with  the  various  chapters  of  this  section.  Shortly  after  being 
chosen  he  changed  his  business,  and  has  found  it  impossible  to  see 
nuich  of  the  chapters.  However,  I  have  visited  all  of  them  but  Han- 
over. Each  chapter  is  at  least  as  good  as  it  has  been  in  the  last  few 
years.  Certainly  the  DePauw  and  Indiana  chapters  are  better.  Han- 
over's report  to  me  shows  that  the  chapter  has  done  wonders  in  the  face 
of  discouraging  conditions;  Wabash  has  maintained  her  standard  of 
the  last  five  years,  and  Purdue  had  in  some  ways  the  ])ost  crowd  I 
have  seen  in  any  college  in  the  country.  The  section  made  some  pre- 
liminary movements  in  the  way  of  closer  co-operation  ])etwcen  chapters 
and  within  chapters  for  summer  rushing  and  the  dissemination  of  in- 
formation about  prospective  freshmen.  Two  meetings  were  held  and 
a  somewhat  permanent  organization  cfiectcd.  This  year  has  also  shown 
some  growth  in  intercourse  between  the  active  ciiapters.  This  section 
needs  more  of  this  thing.  The  chapters  do  not  mix  as  they  should. 
The  writer  hesitates  to  make  any  specific  suggestions  for  the  improvc- 
n»ent  of  the  active  chapters.  Without  reservation.  Purdue,  the  youngest 
chapter,  is  to  be  commended  for  the  earnestness  and  good  sense  they 
have  shown  in  bringing  their  chapter  to  the  front  rank  in  the  uni- 
versity. They  have  improved  their  property  and  are,  financially,  in 
better  shape  than  ever. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  observe  Indiana  closely.  Here,  in  years  past, 
they  have  collected  fine  crowds  of  men,  Lrnttin  tliem  molded  into  a 
working  group,  and  then,  another  year,  they  fail  to  return,  and  the 
process  has  to  be  repeated.  This  year  they  have  their  usual  good  spirit, 
and  a  good  crowd  of  freshmen.    Their  property  is  in  good  shape. 

Hanover  reports  not  over  lOO  students  enrolled  for  the  year;  more 
than  one-half  women.  Of  that  number  Phi  (lamma  Delta  has  twelve. 
Beta  Theta  Pi  seven,  Sigma  Chi  four,  and  Phi  Delta  Theta  three.  But 
Hanover  has  elected  a  new  president  and  hopes  for  a  large  increase  in 
enrollment.  The  school  has  a  beautiful  location,  fine  building  and  fair 
endowment. 

DePauw  is  improving.  Good  fraternity  material  is  not  plentiful  and 
fraternities  are  numerous.    The  chapter  is  well  balanced  and  has  a  good 
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crowd,  particularly  of  freshmen.  They  need  a  good  house,  and  are 
after  it  now. 

Wahash  loses  some  stronjr  men  by  graduation,  but  has  a  good  crowd 
of  men  returning.    Their  property  and  finances  are  in  good  shape. 

Throughout  the  coming  year  I  would  recommend  the  enlargement  of 
the  idea  of  co-operation  between  the  various  chapters.        E.  E.  Ames. 

PHULE  X. 

The  chapters  of  this  section  are  more  widely  separated  than  those  of 
any  other  in  the  fraternity,  the  distance  between  Tennessee  and  Texas 
being  more  than  one  thousand  miles.  Bethel  and  Alabama  also  are 
more  than  three  hundred  miles  from  their  nearest  neighbors.  This 
separation  results  in  a  singular  lack  of  fraternal  relationship  between 
these  four  chapters.  Section  conventions  are  unheard-of  luxuries.  Each 
chapter  has  to  depend  on  its  own  membership  for  fraternal  association. 
Time  and  time  again  have  the  section  chiefs  of  Phule  X  pointed  out 
the  great  need  of  more  chapters  in  the  south,  but  the  neglect  has  con- 
tinued. There  are  several  good  colleges  in  the  south  where  chapters 
of  our  great  fraternity  might  be  placed  to  advantage,  if,  of  course,  the 
right  kind  of  entrance  could  be  effected.  Notwithstanding  the  disad- 
vantages above  mentioned,  the  chapters  of  this  section  have  this  sea- 
son flourished  as  green  bay  trees. 

Kappa  Tau  at  Tennessee  has  had.  if  possible,  a  more  prosperous  year 
than  she  had  last  year.  The  membership  of  twenty-two  is  larger  than 
that  of  any  of  its  rivals.  The  chapter  has  captured  more  honors  than 
any  other  fraternity  in  college — one  'varsity  football  player,  assistant 
manager  of  football  team,  five  baseball  men,  including  captain  and  the 
main  battery,  one  man  being  all-southern  center-fielder,  one  basketball 
man,  member  of  governing  board  cotillion  club,  also  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  same  organization,  vice-president  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  univer- 
sity representatives  on  public  debate,  three  members  of  *  K  *  honor 
society,  manager  of  students'  association,  presidents  of  the  senior  and 
pharmacy  classes,  president  of  engineering  society,  fellows  in  Greek 
and  engineering. 

The  finances  of  this  chapter  are  in  excellent  shape,  the  house  now 
occupied  has  been  found  to  be  inadequate,  and  an  effort  which  bids  fair 
to  be  successful  has  been  made  to  get  into  a  house  more  suited  to  the 
demands  of  the  chapter. 

Owing  to  the  great  distance  separating  Alabama  from  Texas,  I  was 
not  able  to  visit  Tau  Deuteron  this  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  separation  of  Texas  from  the  fellow  members 
of  her  section,  she  has  done  good  work ;  she  has  purchased  the  prettiest 
place  in  Austin,  and  one  that  is  far  superior  to  any  house  occupied  by 
any  other  fraternity  at  Texas,  this  place,  which  was  built  at  a  cost  of 
$30,000,  was  purchased  for  $25,000,  and  the  first  payment  on  it  has  been 
made.  Morally  and  mentally  the  fellows  are  up  to  the  high  standard  of 
all  Fijis,  they  have  taken  honors  in  all  branches  of  college  activity,  the 
chapter  started  the  year  with  sixteen  men  and  initiated  thirteen,  losing 
only  one  man  to  rival  fraternities,  and  every  man  secured  was  gotten 
in  competition  with  the  best  fraternities  in  college,  two  men  are  pledged 
for  next  year  and  prospects  for  a  fine  opening  next  fall  are  very  rosy. 

Nu,  at  Bethel,  has  also  had  a  very  prosperous  year,  distancing  her 
rivals  by  many  points;  in  one  circumstance  I  dare  say  she  is  unique, 
every  man  initiated  this  year  was  given  a  bid  by  one  other  particular 
fraternity,  and  not  a  single  man  was  lost.    The  finances  of  this  chapter 
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are  in  a  most  excellent  condition.  A  large  share  of  college  honors  have 
fallen  to  the  lot  of  the  boys  of  Nu,  such  as  manager  of  baseball  team, 
three  players  on  baseball  team,  five  football  men,  senior  class  president, 
commencement  valedictorian,  college  representative  in  public  debate. 
Ten  men  will  return  next  year  and  several  men  are  pledged  for  the 
opening.  The  men  of  this  chapter  are  straightforward,  clean-cut  gen- 
tlemen, every  one  of  them. 

Of  the  nine  fraternities  at  Alabama,  Theta  is  next  to  the  youngest, 
and  encounters  the  combined  opposition  of  all  these.  Now  to  the  chap- 
ter which  has  near  at  hand  several  sister  chapters  from  whom  it 
may  receive  advice  and  moral  aid  in  time  of  need,  the  lack  of  associa- 
tion with  the  members  of  other  chapters  does  not  appeal,  but  the  mem- 
bers of  Theta  feel  it  very  keenly.  To  my  certain  knowledge  there  has 
l)een,  in  the  last  four  years,  only  one  Fiji  outside  our  own  chapter  on 
Alabama's  campus — ^just  think  of  it,  only  one  visitor  in  four  years — no 
one  to  lend  a  helping  hand,  no  one  to  say  a  kind  word,  no  stranger  to 
grasp  by  the  hand  and  call  brother.  A  Fiji  from  another  college  is 
looked  upon  as  a  being  from  another  planet.  No  member  of  the  present 
chapter  ever  beheld  a  Fiji  from  another  chapter.  Oh!  that  there  were 
some  answer  to  this  Macedonian  cry!  In  spite  of  the  disadvantages 
above  mentioned,  Theta  has  always  managed  to  give  a  good  account  of 
herself.  This  year  nine  men  returned  and  four  were  initiated.  When 
college  opened  the  chapter  assumed  an  old  debt  which  had  been  run- 
ning along  for  a  number  of  years,  paid  it  off,  and  have  also  kept  up 
all  running  expenses,  besides  entertaining  extensively.  The  boys  have 
taken  their  share  of  college  honors,  baseball  men,  football  men,  man- 
ager of  track  team,  one  of  junior  oratorical  contestants,  one  man  on 
glee  club,  two  members  of  dramatic  club,  one  man,  Bro.  Wood,  by  his 
inimitable  characterization  of  Gretnio  in  The  Taming  of  the  Shrew, 
brought  great  credit  both  to  himself  and  to  his  fraternity.  The  chap- 
ter has  one  fellow  in  engineering  and  one  in  chemistry.  Morally  and 
scKrially  there  is  not  a  better  bunch  of  fellows  in  college  than  the  men 
of  Theta. 

The  plans  of  the  greater  university  have  at  last  begun  to  materialize, 
and  the  fondest  hopes  of  the  loyal  Alabama  alumni  seem  now  to  be  in 
their  reach.  Barring  accident  in  the  next  two  years,  the  attendance 
at  Alabama  will  be  trebled,  and  old  Alabama  will  be  the  greatest  uni- 
versity in  the  South. 

Now,  as  the  university  grows  so  also  must  Theta  grow,  so  accord- 
ingly plans  are  being  made  to  get  into  a  house;  several  places  have 
been  under  the  consideration  of  the  chapter,  but  all  seem  to  fall  short 
of  the  requirements  of  the  chapter,  so  it  has  been  decided  to  build,  if 
such  a  thing  be  possible,  the  prettiest  lot  accessible  to  the  university  is 
now  under  consideration,  and  some  action  on  the  matter  is  soon  to  be 
taken.  Ten  men  will  return  next  fall,  and  lines  have  been  gotten  on 
several  good  men  who,  if  landed,  will  put  the  chapter  well  in  front  of 
all  rivals.

PHULE  XT. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  marked  advance  in  Section  XL  Knox  and 
Illinois  Wesleyan  for  the  first  time  are  occupying  houses,  so  that  every 
one  of  the  seven  chapters  in  the  section  now  is  under  roof.  In  addi- 
tion, the  various  chapters,  with  the  possible  exception  of  Mu  Sigma,  at 
Minnesota,  show  a  great  improvement  internally.     In  short,  the  section

is  coining  into  the  strength  to  which  its  great  universities  and  location 
at  the  heart  of  the  great  middle  west  entitle  it. 

Illinois  Wcsleyan,  with  a  total  of  fourteen  men  in  the  chapter,  has 
made  the  most  important  advance  in  many  years  by  securing  a  house. 
This  has  been  a  considerable  undertaking,  but  the  active  men  have  the 
hacking  of  the  Bloomington  alumni,  who  make  a  numerous  and  influ- 
ential body.  The  chapter  is  the  strongest  student  organization  in  the 
university,  and  enrolls  those  who  have  taken  iionors  both  scholastically 
and  athletically. 

Gamma  Deuteron,  at  Knox  College,  also  is  occupying  a  house,  hav- 
ing given  up  the  old  chapter  hall  used  for  years.  The  change  has  re- 
sulted in  a  larger  and  more  closeK-  knit  chapter  than  Knox  has  had 
l>reviously.  Plans  are  on  foot  for  the  purchase  of  an  even  larger  and 
niore  conveniently  located  chapter  home.  The  chapter  has  a  strong 
working  spirit  which  is  to  be  commended.  The  entertainment  of  the 
delegates  at  the  section  convention  was  an  instance  of  the  chapter's 
enterprise. 

Mu  Sigma,  at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  fo^-  some  reason  not  quite 
clear  to  me,  has  been  dilatory  and  backward  in  its  obligations  to  the 
fraternity.  Jt  sent  no  delegate  to  the  section  convention  and  was  un- 
represented by  an  active  delegate  at  the  national  convention.  The  of- 
licers  have  sent  no  report  to  me  and  in  other  ways  a  lack  of  adminis- 
tration has  been  shown.  Your  chief  in  November  of  last  year  found 
that  the  chapter  had  initiated  a  class  of  strong  freshmen  and  had  sev- 
eral of  the  most  prominent  upper-classmen  in  the  institution,  includ- 
ing Orren  Safford,  former  all-western  football  center;  Raymond 
Sleeper,  president  of  the  junior  class;  Clarence  Harter,  editor-in-chief 
of  the  most  important  college  paper,  and  others  of  like  stamp.  How- 
ever, there  seemed  to  be  lacking  a  unified  chapter  interest.  The  fact 
that  many  of  the  men  live  in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  at  considerable 
distances  from  the  chapter  house  may  be  responsible  in  part  for  this 
condition. 

Mu,  with  thirteen  initiates  and  four  affiliates,  placed  seventeen  new 
names  on  the  Wisconsin  chapter  roll,  which,  with  nineteen  returns, 
gave  the  chapter  a  total  active  membership  of  thirty-six,  brought  up 
to  forty-three  by  graduates  and  instructors.  This  made  the  largest 
chapter  in  the  secticm  and  the  most  impressive  of  a  series  of  good  years 
which  Mu  has  had  since  the  lean  times  of  1902-3.  The  chapter  had 
the  president  of  the  junior  class,  a  number  of  men  in  the  junior  and 
senior  honorary  societies,  the  cadet  major,  two  members  of  the  student 
conference,  captain  of  the  cross  country  team,  captain  of  one  of  the 
crews,  and  members  of  the  ball  team,  the  track  team  and  of  the  student 
publications.  This  fall  the  chapter  will  have  half  a  dozen  strong  pledges 
c'ind  the  two  most  important  additions  to  the  faculty — the  dean  of  the 
new  mining  school  and  the  head  of  one  of  the  important  engineering 
departments.  The  time  is  ripening  for  a  stronger  house  movement,  and 
the  chapter  should  turn  its  attention  more  actively  to  the  raising  of  the 
fund,  a  work  which  has  gone  on  slowly  for  two  years. 

Chi  Iota,  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  is  holding  its  own  steadily, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  competition  has  been  made  far  keener 
by  the  installation  of  chapters  of  such  organizations  as  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  and  others  of  similar  standing.  I'he  chapter  was  conceded  to 
be  one  of  the  two  strongest  in  a  field  of  eighteen  or  twenty.  A  spirit 
of  conservatism  has  manifested  itself  which  resulted  in  the  smallest 
number  of  initiations  in  several  years.  This  tendency  should  not  be 
allowed  to  interfere  with  the  chapter's  future  development.     The  chap- 
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ter's  personnel  was  most  striking:.  It  included  the  captain  and  the  man- 
ager of  the  football  team,  captain  of  the  tennis  team,  captain  of  the 
senior  ball  team,  president  of  the  musical  clubs,  editor  of  the  college 
year  book,  chairman  of  the  sophomore  cotillion  committee,  and  many 
others.  The  chapter,  which  owns  its  present  house,  is  preparing  to 
build  a  new  one,  the  step  being  demanded  by  the  better  houses  of  sev- 
eral rivals. 

Chicago  began  the  year  with  eleven  men,  not  too  closely  organized, 
and  finished  it  with  a  good,  hard-working  chapter  of  twenty-three.  Its 
freshman  delegation  was  unusually  strong,  and  if  financial  matters  can 
be  improved  a  little  the  next  year  should  show  even  an  improvement 
on  that  which  has  passed.  The  chapter  with  commendable  enterprise 
gave  a  play,  written  by  Donald  Richberg.  *0T,  which  was  one  of  the 
events  of  the  school  year  at  the  university.  In  Leo  DeTray,  captain, 
and  Harold  Iddings,  the  chapter  furnished  to  the  football  team  the 
l>est  pair  of  half-backs  in  the  middle  west  during  the  fall.  The  chapter 
also  has  the  president  of  the  Reynolds  Club,  the  glee  club  and  the  class 
of  igri. 

The  steady  advance  of  Alpha  Phi  at  the  University  of  Michigan  has 
stirred  pride  in  the  breast  of  every  Fiji  in  the  section.  The  chapter 
owns  one  of  the  best  houses  in  the  section,  initiated  fifteen  men,  and, 
against  the  strongest  opposition  west  of  the  Alleghenies,  has  fought 
its  way  to  power  and  recognition.  In  Rowe  it  had  one  of  the  most 
prominent  ilichigan  under-graduatcs,  and  besides  furnished  a  number 
of  men  and  officers  to  class  teams  and  organizations. 

There  is  the  possibility  of  a  petition  being  sent  to  the  next  conven- 
tion from  Northwestern  University,  which  is  entering  a  period  of  new 
development  under  President  Harris,  and  in  a  year  or  two  may  afford 
a  good  field.  At  present  there  is  a  strong  sentiment  against  a  chapter 
there  among  the  members  of  Kappa  Graduate  Chapter  of  Chicago,  but 
the  progress  of  the  university  will  be  carefully  watched.

PHULE  XIII. 

As  chief  of  Section  XIII,  I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  on 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Pacific  coast  phule.  The  farthest  west  chap- 
ters, comprising  Washington,  Stanford  and  California,  report,  on  the 
whole,  a  prosperous  year.  Affairs  in  general  have  improved  for  us. 
There  has  been  a  noticeable  getting  together  and  a  bettering  of  si)irit, 
especially  around  the  bay.  More  banquets  have  been  hold,  several 
smokers,  Wednesday  lunches,  abandoned  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  revived, 
closer  association  with  the  alumni  sought  by  the  active  members,  and 
a  better  all  around  united  feeling  seems  to  have  prevailed.  At  Berke- 
ley the  spirit  of  the  new  house  is  especially  noticeable.  And  more  in- 
terest in  the  whole  fraternity  has  resulted.  Those  chapters  publishing 
chapter  news  once  or  twice  a  year  arc  especially  to  be  commended. 
The  financial  condition  of  the  chapters  is  good.  Washington,  espe- 
cially, is  strong  financially,  as  they  settle  all  bills  monthly,  they  re- 
port. Stanford  and  California,  through  new  managers,  are  (jning  better 
— the  collecting  of  what  is  due  being  their  principal  difficulty. 

The  general  standing  of  Washington.  Stanford  and  Berkeley  is  about 
as  before.  Stanford,  noticeably,  appears  to  have  accjuired  in  a  few 
years  a  position  which  most  new  chapters  take  many  years  to  arrive  at. 

The  most  important  matter  of  general  section  interest  is  that  known 
as  **The  Oregon  Matter.'*     It  seems  probable  that  within  a  few  years 
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we  should  enter  Oregon.  Two  local  fraternities  there  are  desirous  of 
securing  Fiji  charters.  The  coast  chapters  have  decided  to  say  "hands 
off"  for  a  year  and  let  them  fight  it  out  between  themselves.  After  a 
time  we  can  then  choose  the  one  we  like  best.  Such  is  my  recommenda- 
tion. 

At  Berkeley,  Delta  Xi  chapter,  through  an  alumni  board,  cleared  off 
the  mortgage  on  their  $9,000  lot  on  March  i,  1908.  Since  then  they 
have  raised  several  thousand  dollars  toward  the  new  house.  They 
will  break  ground  the  first  of  the  year.  It  is  especially  recommended 
by  the  section  chief  that  the  Board  of  Archons  and  the  Ekklesia  make 
a  liberal  loan  to  them;  for  such  is  needed,  and  the  boys  have  shown 
by  their  efforts  that  they  deserve  it.  The  section  chief  also  recom- 
mends that  to  each  incoming  section  chief  be  mailed  a  list  of  what  com- 
prises each  chief's  duties,  what  reports  each  is  to  make  covering  what 
subjects,  etc.,  etc.,  and  that  the  section  chief  be  authorized  to  appoint, 
if  necessary,  a  deputy — said  deputy  to  be  allowed  such  mileage  and 
privileges  as  the  section  chief  would  draw,  if  he  were  acting. 

The  section  chief  also  suggests  that  certificates  of  membership  be 
printed  on  parchment  instead  of  on  paper,  as  is  the  custom  now.  Fur- 
ther, it  is  recommended  that  the  fraternity  adopt  some  simple  system 
of  bookkeeping  and  accounting,  and  have  the  chapters  adopt  the  same, 
in  order  to  supplant  the  present  haphazard  methods.  An  assistant 
manager  should  be  provided  for  in  order  to  always  have  a  man  fa- 
miliar with  the  books  to  take  the  old  manager's  place.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  graduate  chapters  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  section  be 
revived  and  made  more  active.  We  believe  a  lunch  once  a  week  to  be 
the  best  aid  toward  this  end. 

For  next  year  there  can  be  nothing  but  a  strengthening  of  the  Fiji 
position  on  the  coast,  as  the  chapters  report  most  of  their  men  coming 
back.  This,  with  active  alumni  co-operation  and  the  building  of  a  fine 
chapter  house  at  Berkeley,  along  with  what  already  is  on  the  coast, 
ought  to  make  things  hum.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PERMANENT  ORGANIZATION. 

Your  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization  begs  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report :

Partial  report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ritual  of- 
fered by  Bro.  Starke. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  RITUAL. 

Part  One. 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ritual  would  respect- 
fully recommend : 

I.  The  adoption  of  the  following  proix>sed  amendments  to 
the  constitution : 

AMENDMENT  TO  ARTICLE  V,  SECTION   I. 

Section  i.  When  the  Ekklcsia  is  not  in  session  the  executive  affairs 
of  the  fraternity  shall  be  administered  by  five  archons,  each  of  whom 
shall  serve  for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  chosen.  A  majority 
of  the  archons  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  its  meetings.  The  archons 
shall  be  selected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Ekklesia.  The  official  names 
of  the  several  archons  shall  be,  first,  one  Archon  Epistates,  one  Archon 
Tamias,  one  Archon  Granmiateus  and  two  Thesmothetai.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Board  of  Archons  to  require  a  bond  with  approved  surety 
from  the  Archon  Tamias  in  not  less  than  the  sum  of  $ro.ooo,  guaran- 
teeing the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office  by  said 
Archon  Tamias,  this  bond  to  be  deposited  with  the  Archon  Grammateus. 
It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Archons  to  select  at  its  mid- 
winter meeting  a  competent  public  accnimtant  to  audit  the  books  of  the 
Archon  Tamias  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  next 
following  Ekklesia,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Archons  to 
transmit  said  report  of  said  public  accountant  to  said  next  following 
Ekklesia. 

Section  4.  The  Archon  Tamias  shall,  in  the  absence  or  during  the 
disability  of  the  Archon  Epistates,  exercise  any  and  all  of  his  functions. 
He  shall  collect  the  funds  of  the  fraternity,  and  disburse  the  same  upon 
warrants  drawn  by  the  Archon  Tamias  and  countersigned  by  the  Archon 
Granunateus.  In  issuing  such  warrants,  in  case  of  the  death  or  disabil- 
ity of  either  of  said  officers,  on  resolution  of  the  archons,  any  Archon 
Thesmothetes  may  take  the  place  of  either,  respectively.     He  shall  take 
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and  preserve  vouchers  of  all  disbursements  made  by  him,  and  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and  shall  make  an  an- 
nual report  covering  all  such  matters  to  the  archons  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Ekklesia,  and  on  which  said  report,  to- 
gether with  the  books  of  the  Tamias,  a  public  audit  shall  be  had,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  by  a  public  accountant,  all  of  which  shall  be  pre- 
sented by  the  archons  to  the  next  Ekklesia,  together  with  such  detailed 
matters  as  hereinafter  provided.  This  report  shall  contain  a  detailed 
budget  of  the  necessary  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  also  a  state- 
ment of  the  probable  income  during  that  period,  and  the  Ekklesia  shall 
make  specific  appropriations  as  it  deems  tit  upon  the  budget  presented, 
and  no  credit  shall  be  allowed  the  Archon  Tamias  for  any  sum  dis- 
bursed by  him  for  other  purposes  than  those  named  by  the  Ekklesia,  or 
for  an  amount  exceeding  the  appropriation  made  on  that  account  by  the 
Ekklesia.  He  shall  have  no  salary,  but  shall  be  paid  actual  necessary 
disbursements  incurred  in  making  such  collections  and  payments.  The 
Archon  Tamias  shall  give  a  bond  with  approved  surety  to  the  Board  of 
Archons  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  in  a  sum  not  less  than 
$10,000,  which  said  bond  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Archon  Gram- 
mateus. 

2.  As  to  the  proposed  amendment  to  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  Ill  of  the 
constitution,  your  committee  disapproves  of  the  same  and  rec- 
ommends that  it  be  not  adopted. 

3.  Respecting  affiliations,  your  committee  recommends : 
That  the  matter  of  affiliation  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 

chapters,  provided  that  no  brother  can  be  affiliated  without  a 
certificate  of  good  standing  from  his  own  chapter.  The  affiH- 
ating  chapter  may  charge  an  affiliation  fee,  not  in  excess  of  the 
initiation  fee  of  the  chapter.  No  chapter  shall,  in  any  event, 
refuse  to  any  member  of  the  fraternity  in  good  standing,  at- 
tending the  college,  whether  affiliated  or  not,  any  of  the  priv- 
ileges of  membership  in  the  general  fraternity.  We  further 
recommend  that  the  archons  present  to  the  Sixty-first  Ekklesia 
an  amendment  to  the  constitution  embodying  these  rules. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Part  Two. 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ritual  would  further 
report : 

I.  That  in  viefw  of  the  frequent  comments  made  by  the  grad- 
uate members  of  their  inability  to  acquire  the  titles  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  association,  and  in  order  that  we  shall  retain  as 
much  of  the  old  traditions  as  possible,  wc  would  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  title  of  the  "E"  be  changed  to  its  corre- 
sponding title  in  the  old  constitution,  as  it  existed  for  fifty 
years,  that  of  "n  ;*'  that  the  title  of  "T"  be  changed  to  its  corre- 
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spending  title  in  the  old  constitution  of  ''E/'  and  that  the  title  of 
"Eg."  be  changed  to  that  of  **G.  A./'  and  that  all  the  officers  of 
the  chapter  be  addressed  by  the  initials  of  their  respective  titles, 
and  that  the  full  titles  of  such  officers  never  be  written  or 
printed  publicly.  We  recommend  that  proper  amendments  to 
the  constitution  by  way  of  substitution  be  drafted  by  the  Board 
of  Archons  and  submitted  to  all  the  chapters  for  their  action 
thereon.  And  in  case  of  the  approval  thereof  by  the  requisite 
number  of  chapters  that  the  necessary  changes  in  said  titles  be 
properly  incorporated  in  the  copy  of  the  constitution  possessed 
by  each  chapter. 

2.  The  committee  would  further  report  that  they  have  had 
their  attention  called  to  the  fact  that  various  translations  have 

been  given  to  the  words  of  the  motto  ^ r  A , 

which  should  be  translated  as ,  which  was  the 

translation  given  by  the  founders. 

3.  That  the  pass  word  is  to  be  given  only  when  the  brother 
gives  the  grip  of  the  fraternity  to  another  brother,  and  the 
latter,  when  returning  the  grip,  is  to  give  the  countersign.  On 
applying  for  admission  to  the  lodge  room  while  the  chapter  is 

in  session,  the  applicant  shall  give .     And  upon 

opening  the  door,  the  guardian,  who  shall  be  the  '*G.  A."  shall 
give  the  grip  and  the  pass  word  to  the  applicant,  who  shall  re- 
turn the  grip  with  the  countersign. 

The  ccMiimittee  further  recommends  that  after  the  doors  have 
been  closed,  and  preceding  the  opening  of  the  chapter,  the 
officers  all  being  in  their  places  and  the  brothers  in  proper  order, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  address  the  vice-president  and  say, 

"Brother ,  are  all  present  members  of  the  fraternity  of 

Phi  Gamma  Delta?"  The  vice-president  shall  thereupon  rise 
in  his  chair  and  say,  *T  shall  ascertain  through  the  *G.  A.'  "  He 
shall  thereupon  turn  to  the  "G.  A."  and  say,  "Brother  *G.  A.,' 
you  will  ascertain  if  those  present  are  members  of  the  fra- 
ternity of  Phi  Gamma  Delta."  The  "G.  A."  shall  then  proceed 
to  the  vice-president  and  give  him  the  grip  and  pass  word,  who 
will  return  the  same.  The  "G.  A."  shall  then  continue  the 
same  proceeding  with  each  person  in  the  room,  leaving  the  pre- 
siding officer  until  the  last,  to  whom  he  will  report  the  result 
of  his  examination.  Tlie  fraternity  song  shall  then  be  sung, 
followed  by  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  "The  great  care 
of  all  Phi  Gamma  Deltas,"  etc.^  etc.,  by  the  presiding  officer. 
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Such  other  exercises  as  the  chapter  may  see  fit  to  adopt  may  be 
added  if  desired. 

Tlie  meeting  shall  close  with  each  brother  rising  in  his  place, 
looking  toward  the  presiding  officer,  giving  him  the  salute, 
which  he  shall  return  and  thereupon  say,  **Behold,"  etc.  The 
meeting  shall  then  be  finally  closed  by  singing  the  fraternity 
Doxology,  upon  which  being  completed,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  give  one  rap  of  the  gavel  and  declare  the  meeting  ad- 
journed. 

We  also  present  herewith  a  memorial  ritual  and  recommend 
its  adoption.

MORNING    SESSION,    TUESDAY,    JUNE   30. 

The  third  session  of  the  Ekkksia  was  called  to  order  by  the 
chairman  at  10  o'clock,  Tuesday,  June  30. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 
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Report  of  Pill  Gamma  Delta  magazine  read  by  Bro.  L.  P. 
Lewis. 

Your  editor  begs  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1907-08: 

1.  Seven  numbers  of  The  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Volume 
XXX,  have  appeared :  the  October  secret  issue  and  the  six 
regular  open  issues.  The  June  secret  issue  will  be  published  as 
soon  as  all  the  reports  from  chapters  can  he  received.  All  of 
the  regular  issues  have  not  appeared  as  promptly  as  should 
have  been  the  case.  The  fault  lies  partly  in  the  inexperience  of 
your  editor,  partly  in  the  rather  cumbersome  policy  of  editing 
the  journal  in  one  city  and  publishing  it  in  another,  partly  on 
account  of  the  failure  of  leading  articles  to  reach  the  editorial 
office  on  time. 

2.  Tlie  journal  has  been  fortunate  during  this  year  in  secur- 
ing considerable  material  of  permanent  historical  value,  and  the 
thanks  of  the  fraternity  are  due  to  those  who  furnished  the 
articles.  It  would  lx)rder  on  ingratitude  not  to  mention  spe- 
cially the  very  painstaking  and  valuable  work  of  Lay  Archon 
Chamberlin  in  securing  the  facts  alwut  the  lives  of  the  founders. 

3.  The  chapter  correspondence  continues  weak  from  a  liter- 
ary standpoint,  and  considerable  editing  is  frequently  required 
to  make  the  English  reputable.  Chapters  should  exercise 
g^reatcr  care  in  the  selection  and  supervision  of  their  corre- 
spondents, so  as  to  secure  better  (luality  and  greater  regularity 
in  the  chapter  correspondence. 

4.  The  de])artment  of  Hellenic  Happenings  has  been  well 
received,  and,  if  the  present  editor  is  re-elected,  an  effort  will 
be  made  to  extend  this  department  somewhat. 

5.  In  accordance  with  previous  custom,  elaborately  illus- 
trated athletic  articles  have  been  published  twice  during  the 
year.  As  your  editor  has  some  personal  misgivings  as  to  the 
value  of  these  articles,  he  asks  for  an  expression  on  this  subject 
from  the  fraternity. 

6.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  reduced  appropriation  for  the 
])resent  year  has  been  insufficient,  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the 
archon  tamias,  it  is  asked  that  the  appropriaton  to  the  journal 
be  restored  as  it  previously  existed,  viz.,  $2  for  each  active 
member  whose  dues  are  j^aid  to  the  archon  tamias,  $150  for 
plates,  and  whatever  sums  are  received  from  subscriptions  and 
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advertising.  From  this  total  appropriation  all  expenses  of  the 
journal,  including  the  salary  of  the  editor  ($250),  are  to  be 
paid. 

7.  It  is  asked  that  the  Ekklesia  authorize  the  Board  of 
Archons,  at  any  time  they  may  deem  it  wise,  to  change  the  place 
of  publication  of  the  journal  to  the  residence  of  the  editor 
elected  for  the  next  year,  so  as  to  expedite  the  publication  of 
the  journal.

Donnelly,  of 
Trinity,  was  appointed  as  permanent  assistant  secretary  of  the 
Ekklesia. 

At  10  A.  M.  a  recess  was  ordered  to  await  the  reports  of 
committees. 

The  convention  reconvened  at  1 1  o'clock. 

Partial  report  of  Committee  on  Condition  read  by  Bro.  G.  T. 
Guernsey,  Jr. 

REPORT  OF   C'OMMllTEE  OX   CONDITION. 

Your  Committee  on  Condition  wishes  to  present  the  follow- 
ing partial  report : 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  archons  grant  Chi  chapter  per- 
mission to  raise  its  initiation  fee  as  it  desires. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  archons  grant  Worcester  chap- 
ter pemiission  to  amend  its  by-laws  as  it  desires. 

3.  We  recommend  that  tlic  archon  grammateus  be  instructed 
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to  prepare  a  blank  form  for  the  financial  report  of  each  chapter, 
and  that  this  report  be  required  annually  under  date  of  March  i. 

4.  It  is  the  sentiment  of  your  committee  that  the  expulsion 
proceedings  in  the  Dctwiller  case  are  not  before  the  convention 
in  a  legal  form  (Const.,  Art.  II,  Sec.  8),  and  we  recommend 
that  if  the  Lafayette  chapter  wishes  to  push  this  matter  it  take 
it  up  in  a  constitutional  manner. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  chapters  at  Alabama,  Brown, 
Lafayette  and  Virginia  be  urged  to  own,  or  at  least  occupy,  a 
chapter  house  in  the  near  future,  and  that  the  members  at  large 
be  urged  to  co-operate  with  these  chapters  in  this  matter. 

6.  That  the  Fifty-ninth  Ekklesia  determined  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  former  Leland  Stanford  chapter  are  now  members 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  that  there  is  no  evidence  before  the 
Ekklesia  to  warrant  any  reversal  of  this  determination. 

7.  That  the  national  secretary  of  this  fraternity  be  directed 
to  collect  from  each  of  the  active  chapters  that  occupies  a  house 
the  following  data  in  regard  thereto : 

a.  The  rules  of  each  chapter  in  regard  to  the  entire  super- 
vision of  such  chapter  house. 

b.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  college  or  university  in 
regard  to  the  supervision,  if  any,  of  such  chapter  house. 

c.  The  house  rules  and  regulations  of  each  chapter  house. 

8.  That  Section  X  be  composed  of  Alabama.  Bethel  and 
Tennessee;  that  Section  XII  be  composed  of  Missouri,  Ames 
and  WilHam  Jewell ;  that  Section  XIII  be  composed  of  Kansas, 
Nebraska,  Texas  and  Colorado  College,  and  that  Section  XIV 
be  composed  of  California,  Washington  and  Leland  Stanford. 

9.  That  the  reports  of  section  chiefs  be  printed  in  the  Octo- 
ber number  of  the  magazine. 

ID.  That  the  Board  of  Archons  appoint  a  permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Condition,  to  consist  of  five  members,  with  the 
archon  grammateus  as  chairman,  which  shall  investigate  any 
chapter  reported  to  be  in  a  weak  condition,  and  to  report  its 
conclusions  to  the  Sixty-first  Ekklesia.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON    EXTENSION. 

Your  Committee  on  Extension  herewith  respectfully  submits 
the  following  report : 

The  granting  of  charters  to  graduate  chai)ters  at  Spring- 
field, Ohio,  and  Richmond,  \'a.,  is  approved,  and  the  committee 
offers  it  congratulation  on  this  extension. 
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The  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Sixtieth 
Ekklesia  that  the  attention  of  the  fraternity  be  directed  toward 
the  investigation  of  those  chapters  which  have  become  dormant 
and  inactive,  for  the  purpose  of  reviving  and  reinstating  any 
such  chapters  where  the  conditions  and  prospects  are  favorable. 

The  following  recommendations  are  respectfully  submitted : 

1.  That  the  conditions  and  prospects  for  the  reinstatement 
of  the  following  chapters  be  investigated,  /.  c,  Williams  Col- 
lege, University  of  Pittsburg,  Hampden-Sydney,  University  of 
North  Carolina,  University  of  Mississippi,  Vanderbilt  Univer- 
sity, Central  College  of  Kentucky,  Kentucky  University,  North- 
w^estern  University,  University  of  Georgia  and  Iowa  State 
University. 

For  the  method  of  investigation  we  submit  the  following 
plan : 

a.  That  a  committee  of  seven  be  elected  for  this  purpose. 

b.  Each  of  the  two  nearest  chapters  to  the  inactive  chapter 
shall  elect  two  under-graduates  and  one  graduate,  who,  to- 
gether with  the  section  chief  of  the  section  in  which  the  inactive 
chapter  is  located,  shall  comprise  the  committee. 

2.  This  committee  shall  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
existing  conditions,  past  history  and  future  prospects  of  the 
institution  in  which  the  inactive  chapter  is  located,  and  report 
their  findings  to  the  hereinafter  proposed  permanent  Committee 
on  Extension. 

Your  committee,  believing  that  matters  of  extension  have  not 
been  handled  systematically  in  the  past,  begs  leave  to  offer  the 
following  resolutions : 

That  a  committee  of  ^wq  menil>ers,  representing  different 
sections  of  the  country,  l)e  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of 
Archons  of  the  fraternity  at  the  Ekklesia ;  such  body  to  l)e 
known  as  the  Permanent  Extension  Committee.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  committee  to  investigate  institutions  of  learning 
where  Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  not  represented,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  standard  of  such  institutions,  as  compared  with 
others,  in  the  number  of  students  in  attendance,  administration, 
endowment,  equipment,  the  character  of  the  student  body,  and 
information  concerning  the  chapters  of  other  fraternities  repre- 
sented in  such  institutions.  Such  information  shall  be  compiled 
in  simple  and  comprehensive  form,  and  shall  be  given,  upon 
request,   to  any   chapter,   archon    or   section   chief.     That   all 
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under-graduate  petitions  shall  be  presented  to  this  committee  at 
least  three  months  before  such  petitions  may  be  presented  for 
consideration  to  the  Ekklesia,  and  that  charters  to  under-grad- 
uate chapters  be  only  granted  in  Ekklesia,  and  that  the  consti- 
tution be  amended  to  cover  this  matter  at  the  Sixty-first  Ekkle- 
sia. The  committee  shall  report  upon  any  institution  from 
which  a  petition  may  be  presented  for  consideration,  or  any  in 
which  the  committee  may  deem  it  advisable  that  a  chapter  be 
established,  at  any  Ekklesia.  The  powers  of  the  committee 
shall  be  limited  to  the  collection  of  information  and  the  pre- 
sentation of  same.  The  expenses  of  the  committee  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  national  treasury  of  the  fraternity. 

The  petition  of  Chi  Sigma  Gamma,  of  Colorado  College,  has 
been  received,  properly  endorsed,  and,  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ekklesia,  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEH:  ON    CHAPTER    HOUSES   AND  ENDOWMENT. 

Your  Committee  on  Chapter  Houses  and  Endowment  begs 
to  submit  the  following  report : 
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1.  That  the  Board  of  Archons  be  instructed  to  ask  from  all 
the  chapters  owning  houses  an  annual  statement  of  assets  and 
liabilities,  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  house  association, 
with  a  statement  of  the  financial  plan  under  which  the  property 
is  owned  and  managed.  This  statement  w^ould,  therefore,  show, 
among  other  things,  the  value  of  the  property  and  the  amount 
of  the  mortgages  and  other  forms  of  indebtedness  on  it.  From 
these  statements  the  archon  grammateus  will  prepare  a  state- 
ment of  the  property  of  the  fraternity. 

2.  That  all  chapters  which  do  not  now  own  houses  immedi- 
ately organize  an  association  for  the  purpose,  ultimately,  of 
buying  or  building  a  house,  and  that  as  a  nucleus  for  this  fund 
they  levy  a  small  lump  or  annual  assessment  on  the  alumni  of 
the  chapter. 

3.  That  the  archon  grammateus  be  authorized  to  appoint 
men  in  such  places  as  he  may  see  fit  who  shall  endeavor  by  per- 
sonal solicitation  to  secure  subscriptions,  not  to  exceed  $12 
from  each  alumnus,  to  the  general  endowment  fund  of  the 
fraternity. 

4.  That  in  the  present  condition  of  the  endowment  fund  the 
Board  of  Archons  be  instructed  to  limit  loans  to  any  one  chap- 
ter to  $1,000,  except  in  rare  cases,  presenting  peculiar  condi- 
tions. 

5.  That  at  the  Sixty-first  Ekklesia  there  be  held  a  sym- 
posium of  an  hour,  to  l>e  led  by  the  chairman,  discussing  the 
experiences  of  the  chapters  in  different  plans  for  managing 
chapter  houses. 

6.  That  the  balance  of  the  loan  to  the  Stanford  chapter 
($168.50)  be  renewed  for  another  year,  with  instructions  to  the 
chapter  to  make  a  larger  payment  on  the  principal  of  the  debt 
next  year.

RKPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON    MARKING  GRAVES  OF   FOUNDERS. 

Your  Committee  on  Marking  Graves  of  I'^ounders  would  re- 
spectfully report : 

1.  That  the  fraternity  is  to  ])e  congratulated  for  its  posses- 
sion of  such  a  brother  as  William  F.  Chamberlin,  to  whose 
enthusiasm  and  self-sacrificing  lators  alone  we  owe  the  dis- 
covery of  an  invaluable  amount  of  precious  data  regarding  the 
beginnings  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  and  its  rescue  from  an  early 
oblivion.  It  is  spirit  of  this  sort- which  should  elicit  our  highest 
commendation  and  encouragement,  for  its  service  is  of  incal- 
culable worth,  and  preserves  for  all  time  records  which  other- 
wise would  l^  inevitably  and  irrevocably  lost  forever. 

2.  Your  committee  feels  that  this  fraternity  has  no  duty 
higher  or  more  imperative  than  to  provide  for  the  suitable 
marking  of  the  graves  of  its  founders.  They  first  raised  aloft 
the  banner  under  which  we  are  now  so  proudly  enlisted.  They 
created  that  subtle  spirit  which  has  always  been  the  distinctive 
characteristic  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  of  which  we  arc  now 
the  beneficiaries  and  guardians,  and  the  best  that  we  can  do  by 
way  of  recognition  of  the  genius  of  our  founders  is  necessarily 
but  a  slight  appreciation  of  the  debt  we  owe  them.  We  there-

(Filing  past  the  table  each  brother  deposts  his  flower 
so  that  when  all  are  placed  the  lx)ok  and  the  pin  are  surrounded 
by  a  circle  of  blossoms). 

E.  (One  rap  of  the  gavel;  chapter  is  seated).  "Brothers, 
the  loss  of  this  our  brother  is  a  grief  personal  to  each  of  us,  and, 
in  those  ways  which  we  have  for  cherishing  memories  of  our 
dead,  each  of  us  will  no  doubt  long  remember  the  pleasantness 
of  our  unbroken  circle  and  the  incidents  connected  with  Bro. 

's  life  among  us.     Here  solemnly  assembled  to  hold  a 

memorial  service,  it  is  fit  that  we  should  draw  some  lessons 
from  this  grief.  As  a  society  we  have  a  loss  different  in  kind 
from  that  which  affects  us  as  individuals.     We  shall  each  re- 
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member  the  touch  of  Bro. *s  hand,  the  sound  of  his  voice, 

his  step,  the  common  ambitions  and  hopes  we  entertained  with 
him,  but  as  a  chapter  we  lose  the  inspiration  of  his  presence  and 
force  of  his  example,  the  weight  in  college  affairs  which  he 
added  to  us.  Perhaps,  however,  the  thing  which  most  im- 
presses us  is  the  luitimeliness  of  death  when  so  much  remains 
unfulfilled  of  life's  possibilities  and  promises.     On  the  chair 

which  was  Bro. 's  is  placed  an  extinguished  half-burned 

candle.  The  messenger  came  too  soon.  The  life  just  blowing 
into  manhood  is  thus  crushed  out.     The  tie  which  lx)und  Bro. 

to  us,  however,  is  not  broken ;  his  influence  will  live 

among  us,  as  will  our  affection  for  his  memory  be  heightened 
rather  than  diminished  by  this  great  loss.  Let,  therefore,  the 
candle  be  relighted,  and  let  it  be  placed  upon  the  book  and  the 
fraternity  pin  surrounded  by  our  flowers  in  token  of  the  fact 
that  his  spirit  and  influence  are  with  us  still."

Report  of  Committee  on  History  by  Bro.  Chambcrlin. 

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE  ON    FRATERNITY   HISTORY. 

At  the  last  Ekklesia  each  chapter  was  urged  to  write  an  ex- 
haustive history  of  itself,  same  to  be  turned  in  at  this  Ekklesia. 
But  two  chapters  responded  to  this  appeal — Tau  chapter,  Han- 
over College,  and  Alpha  Chi  chapter,  Amherst  College.  The 
report  of  the  foniier  chapter,  now  forty-four  years  old,  con- 
sisted of  about  250  words,  and  was  not,  in  reality,  a  history, 
but  was  a  sketch.  The  report  of  the  latter,  likewise,  was  in- 
sufficient for  historical  purposes.  We  request  that  these  be  re- 
turned and  that  these  chapters  be  urged  to  write  exhaustive 
histories,  including  their  prominent  men.  progress  of  their 
chapters,  etc.  We  censure  the  other  chapters  for.  not  submit- 
ting reports,  and  trust  that  they  will  give  the  matter  careful 
attention  during  the  coming  year.  We  will  merely  mention  that 
Denison  is  compiling  a  history  to  consist  of  alx)ut  200  pages. 
This  is  to  be  the  proper  kind. 

We  urge  the  editor  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  to  have  some 
historical  matter  in  each  monthly  publication. 

We  suggest  that  a  hand-]xK)k  be  published,  containing  the 
story  of  Jefferson  College,  the  Memorial  Log  Cabin  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  the  founders  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  This 
w^ould  be  a  big  help  for  rushing  purposes,  and  is  at  present  used 
by  many  of  the  leading  fraternities.  However,  we  would  not 
urge  such  a  book  to  Ix;  published  unless  sufficient  funds  be 
promised  to  insure  its  success. 

Lastly,  we  recommend  that  the  Ekklesia  appoint  a  committee 
on  fraternity  history,  the. names  of  the  members  to  appear  as 
fraternity  officers.  For  this  committee  we  recommend  Bros. 
Frank  Keck,  E.  L.  Mattern  and  W.  F.  Chamberlin,  and  that 
the  archons  turn  over  to  this  committee  all  historical  data  in 
their  possession.

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THE  SIXTIETH    EKKLESIA  IN  RETRO- 
SPECT. 

When  Father  Knickerbocker  sets  himself  seriously  to  the  task 
of  showing  other  people  how  things  really  ought  to  be  done,  he 
usually  succeeds  to  the  satisfaction  even  of  those  from  Missouri. 
As  the  last  national  convention  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  held  in  that 
city  had  been  the  quarto-centennial  of  1873,  a  convention  about 
which  many  interesting  incidents  still  cluster  in  the  minds  of  the 
elder  brothers,  New  York  had  been  given  ample  time  to  re- 
cuperate, and  so  was  able  to  undertake  with  vigor  the  entertain- 
ment of  the  Sixtieth  Ekklesia. 

As  early  as  February  circulars  and  inserts  in  the  magazine 
began  to  appear,  and  by  the  latter  part  of  spring  everybody 
knew  the  convention  program  by  heart.  It  was  admirably 
planned  to  combine  pleasure  with  work,  and  education  with 
both.  Saturday,  June  27,  found  a  large  number  of  the  visiting 
brothers  in  New  York,  for,  although  the  first  business  session  of 
the  Ekklesia  did  not  convene  until  Monday,  Saturday  was  the 
day  of  the  excursion  to  the  Poughkeepsie  boat  races.  The  large 
steamer  "Albany,"  of  the  Hudson  River  Day  Line,  was  char- 
tered for  this  purpose,  and  when  it  left  the  Forty-second  st.  pier, 
with  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  flag  streaming  proudly  from  the 
masthead,  some  four  or  five  hundred  members  of  the  fraternity 
and  friends  of  both  sexes  were  aboard.  The  day  was  a  rarely 
beautiful  one,  and  the  banks  of  the  Hudson,  in  their  full  summer 
foliage,  were  never  more  picturesque.  As  the  boat  neared 
Poughkeepsie  scenery  was  forgotten  in  the  interest  which  the 
regatta  aroused.  With  Fijis  rowing  in  several  of  the  boats,  and 
with  representatives  on  board  of  every  university  participating 
in  the  races,  small  wonder  that  excitement  was  at  fever  heat, 
and  steamer  rules  were  forgotten  in  the  rush  to  see  what  color 
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was  showing  first  as  the  shells  came  in  sight.  It  was  a  wildly 
enthusiastic  bunch  of  Syracusians  that  refused  to  postpone  the 
celebration  of  their  victory  until  they  could  reach  New  York, 
and  finally  managed,  by  the  use  of  all  their  arts  of  persuasion,  to 
go  ashore  at  Poughkeepsie.  With  the  excitement  of  the  races 
over,  after  the  heat  of  the  afternoon  was  past,  everybody  was 
ready  for  the  dancing  on  the  lower  deck,  which  was  only  inter- 
rupted by  supper,  and  was  then  continued  through  the  twilight 
and  evening  until  New  York  was  reached.  Rut  the  real  event  of 
the  evening  was  the  singing  led  by  the  musically  inclined  mem- 
bers of  the  New  York  University  chapter.  Some  of  us  never 
realized  how  good  are  the  new  songs  in  the  recent  compilation 
until  we  heard  this  demonstration. 

Saturday  night  being  open  on  the  official  program,  the  dele- 
gates were  left  free  to  their  own  devices — and  these  devices 
ranged  all  the  way  from  an  "immediately  to  bed''  policy  on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  over-cautious  to  a  "personally  conducted 
tour  of  New  York,"  led  by  a  distinguished  New  York  alumnus, 
the  members  of  the  party  returning  to  the  Waldorf  at  an  hour 
which  defied  detection  by  any  one  except  the  participants. 

A  special  Sunday  service  was  planned  for  the  delegates, 
which  was  conducted  by  Bro.  Charles  P.  Fagnani,  Columbia, 
'75,  who  interrupted  his  summer  vacation  to  return  to  New 
York  for  this  purpose.  He  preached  in  the  Astor  Gallery  on 
the  subject,  "Conversion,"  a  scholarly  discourse  of  remarkable 
power.  The  only  regret  was  that  he  did  not  have  a  larger  audi- 
ence. 

The  convention's  sight-seeing  was  assigned  to  Sunday  after- 
noon, and  several  of  the  regulation  "Seeing  New  York"  auto- 
mobiles were  called  into  requisition  to  accommodate  those  eager 
for  a  view  of  the  great  metropolis.  We  saw  it  all — at  any  rate, 
so  it  seemed  to  us  provincials — and  certainly  heard  all  al)Out  it 
in  an  Irish  accent  that  made  us  think  we  were  at  a  Tammany 
meeting.  Our  recollections  of  the  places  of  interest  which  we 
saw  may  grow  indistinct,  but  not  so  the  memory  of  the  occu- 
pants of  carriages  and  pedestrians  in  Central  Park  and  on 
Riverside  drive — the  genial  ones  who  took  the  cheerful  greet- 
ings good-humoredly,  the  occasional  sour-faced  spinster  who 
objected  to  being  addressed  by  a  group  of  coatless  youths  who 
had  never  been  formally  presented. 

Sunday  evening  was  another  open  date,  and  the  real  work  of 
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the  convention  began  the  following  morning,  when  the  Sixtieth 
Ekklesia  was  formally  called  to  order  in  the  Astor  Gallery  of 
the  Waldorf-Astoria.  By  that  time,  the  largest  gathering  in 
the  history  of  the  fraternity  was  assured,  for  the  registration 
was  rapidly  nearing  the  Chicago  total,  with  the  absolute  cer- 
tainty that  that  record  would  be  eclipsed.  The  story  of  the 
business  sessions  is  best  told  in  the  official  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  can  not  be  repeated  here.  Two  things,  however, 
stand  out  clearly  in  a  review  of  those  meetings — the  energy 
and  earnestness  wath  which  questions  of  fraternity  policy  were 
debated  on  both  sides,  and  the  magnanimity  with  which  the 
minority  acquiesced  in  the  result  of  the  vote  when  it  had  been 
cast  against  them.  The  distractions  of  a  great  city  proved  pow- 
erless to  keep  the  delegates  away  from  the  convention  hall 
when  anything  of  importance  was  under  discussion,  and  the  re- 
sult was  a  thorough  and  intelligent  threshing  out  of  all  the  seri- 
out  problems  presented  to  the  Ekklesia  for  solution. 

The  formal  banquet  occurred  Tuesday  evening,  preceded  the 
night  before  by  a  trip  to  Coney  Island  by  way  of  contrast.  The 
banquet  was  held  in  the  great  ball-room  of  the  hotel,  and  the 
ladies  were  permitted  to  occupy  the  boxes  above  the  dining  floor 
as  spectators,  an  innovation  which  seemed  to  be  enjoyed  by  all. 
After  the  music  and  the  songs  had  ceased,  Bro.  J.  Hampton 
Dougherty,  as  symposiarch,  introduced  the  speakers  of  the  even- 
ing :  Bros.  Newton  D.  Baker,  Frank  Keck,  Louis  C.  Southard, 
O.  H.  Cheney,  William  F.  Chamberlin  and  Thomas  L.  Pogue. 
After  the  speeches,  with  the  traditional  hand-clasp  circle  and 
the  fraternity  chorus,  the  banquet  came  to  an  end,  and  with  it 
the  formal  social  features  of  the  convention.  The  business  ses- 
sions ended  the  next  afternoon. 

Any  account  of  the  Sixtieth  Ekklesia  would  be  sadly  incom- 
plete if  it  did  not  mention  The  Convention  Fiji.  The  idea  of  a 
convention  daily  originated  in  Chicago  last  year,  and  so  success- 
ful was  the  sheet  there  that  the  New  York  committee  decided 
to  continue  this  feature.  Bro.  Richard  S.  Childs  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  puWication,  and  the  staff  under  his  direction  pro- 
duced a  newspaper  which  not  only  furnished  all  the  news  of  the 
convention  with  original  cartoons  and  drawings  in  each  of  the 
three  issues,  but  also  secured  some  contributions  of  considerable 
historical  value  from  the  older  members. 

It  would  be  losing  something  of  the  atmosphere  of  the  gath- 
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erings  not  to  make  special  mention  of  the  presence  of  Major 
Frank  Keck.  To  many  of  the  younger  members,  it  was  the  first 
meeting  with  the  genial  Major,  while  to  all  the  knowledge  of 
the  earlier  history  and  traditions  of  the  fraternity  which  he  pos- 
sesses was  a  revelation ;  when  we  remember  his  long  and  very 
active  participation  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
old  Grand  chapter,  however,  this  remarkable  fund  of  fraternity 
information  ceases  to  be  surprising. 

The  only  real  disappointment  of  the  convention  was  in  the  ac- 
cidental destruction  of  the  convention  group  picture.  The 
group  was  an  imposing  one,  and  the  photograph,  taken  on  the 
Waldorf  roof  garden,  promised  to  be  an  excellent  one.  Unfor- 
tunately, however,  but  one  exposure  was  made,  and  the  plate, 
in  the  process  of  developing,  was  accidentally  broken  before 
any  prints  could  be  made. 

If  one  were  to  attempt  to  summarize  the  salient  features  of 
the  Sixtieth  Ekklesia,  they  might  be  briefly  stated  as  follows: 
the  record-breaking  attendance ;  the  impetus  which  was  given 
the  clubhouse  project  in  New  York;  the  bringing  closer  to- 
gether of  the  older  and  the  younger  members  of  the  fraternity ; 
and — something  much  appreciated  by  the  visiting  brothers — the 
very  excellent  program  which  was  furnished  by  the  New  York 
committee  for  the  entertainment  of  the  visitors.

CHI   SIGMA  CHAPTER 
Colorado  College 

Among  western  institutions  of  learning,  Colorado  College  is 
distinctive.  It  combines  the  eastern  and  western  ideas  and 
methods  of  education.  Its  policies  have  been  shaped  by  men 
who  brought  the  ideals  of  the  small  New  England  college  to 
Colorado,  and  who  have  been  broadened  by  contact  with  the 
growing  west.  The  faculty  is  recruited  from  the  greatest  in- 
stitutions  of  higher  learning,  and,  as  a  result,  the  standard  of 
scholarship  is  high,  and  the  courses  are  liberal  and  in  touch 
with  present-day  movements  in  education.  The  students  come 
from  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  campus  life  is  of  a  cosmopol- 
itan character.  The  location  of  the  college,  its  endowment, 
equipment  and  educational  standards,  all  bespeak  for  it  a  great 
future. 

Colorado  Springs,  the  seat  of  the  college,  is  a  city  with  a  dis- 
tinctive tone.  With  a  population,  including  neighboring  towns, 
of  50,000,  it  has  few  manufacturing  industries,  and  is  distinctly 
a  residential  city,  with  climate,  scenery  and  Cripple  Creek  as  its 
chief  assets.  Its  climate  draws  here  a  refined  class  of  people  of 
means  and  education,  giving  the  city  a  cultural  tone  far  above 
the  average.  It  is  therefore  ideally  adapted  to  become  the  home 
of  a  great  university.  The  state  of  Colorado  presents  marvel- 
ous possibilities  for  the  development  of  its  great  natural  re- 
sources, and,  with  the  people  highly  appreciative  of  educational 
advantages,  increasing  wealth  will  mean  increasing  educational 
investment. 

Colorado  College  was  founded  in  1874,  and  is  the  oldest  in- 
stitution of  learning  in  the  state,  although  it  is  only  within  the 
past  few  years  that  its  real  development  has  taken  place.  Its 
campus  comprises  fifty  acres,  beautifully  parked,  in  the  heart  of 
the  best  residence  section  of  the  city.  The  total  value  of  the 
college  property,  including  endowment,  is  nearly  $2,500,000. 
The  buildings,  principally  of  Colorado  red  and  white  sandstone, 
are  of  plain  but  massive  architectural  design.  In  structure  and 
equipment  they  compare  favorably  with  any  in  the  countr>'.  At 
present  there  are  fourteen  buildings,  including  Palmer  Hall 
(Science,  Main,  and  Administration),  Perkins  Fine  Arts  and 
Assembly  Hall,  Coburn  Library,  Cutler  Academy,  live  dormi- 
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tories,  the  president's  house,  a  temporary  gymnasium,  engi- 
neering shops  and  electric  plant,  and  the  observatory.  A  well- 
appointed  dormitory  and  reception  hall  have  just  been  opened. 
President  William  F.  Slocum  has  in  contemplation  for  tlie  next 
few  years  an  engineering  building,  a  duplicate  of  Palmer  Hall, 
to  cost,  with  equipment,  $500,000;  an  $85,000  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
building  and  men's  dormitory ;  a  $100,000  men's  dormitory,  and 
a  $50,000  gymnasium. 

The  productive  endowment  of  Colorado  College  amounts  to 
$979,171,  this  being  larger  than  that  of  any  other  institution  in 
the  Rocky  Mountain  region.  The  financial  stability  of  the 
school  was  established  last  December,  when  an  additional 
$500,000  endowment  fund  was  completed.  It  was  particularly 
noteworthy,  in  connection  with  the  raising  of  this  sum,  that 
within  the  seventeen  days  prior  to  Januar}^  i,  1908,  $137,000 
was  raised  in  Colorado  Springs,  this  being  in  the  midst  of  the 
financial  flurry.  The  present  endowment  places  the  institution 
on  a  self-supporting  basis. 

Colorado  College  comprises  a  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  an 
Engineering  School,  the  Colorado  College  of  Forestry,  the 
School  of  Music,  and  Cutler  Academy.  It  offers  the  bachelor's 
degree  in  arts  and  science,  the  engineer's  degree  in  mining, 
civil,  irrigation  and  electrical  engineering,  and  the  master's 
degree  in  arts.  For  entrance  sixteen  units  are  required,  al- 
though the  standard  set  by  the  North  Central  Association  of 
colleges  and  secondary  schools  is  only  fifteen  units.  The  total 
enrollment  last  year  was  700,  a  growth  of  450  since  1901.  The 
enrollment  this  year  promises  to  exceed  that  of  last  year.  Al- 
ways a  co-educational  college,  63  per  cent,  of  the  enrollment 
last  year  was  composed  of  men.  The  Engineering  School  and 
the  Forestry  School  are  in  particular  showing  a  rapid  growth. 
The  faculty  numbers  forty-seven. 

A  few  things  will  indicate  the  rank  of  Colorado  College.  It 
is  the  only  **college"  west  of  the  Mississippi  river  which  has 
been  granted  a  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  It  is  one  of  the 
fifty-seven  institutions  in  the  country  which  benefit  from  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching. 
President  Slocum  succeeded  President  William  Rainey  Har- 
per, of  the  University  of  Chicago,  on  this  board.  In  the  recent 
endowment  campaign  the  college  secured  $50,000  from  the 
General  Education  Board. 
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With  a  scholastic  standing  which  prompts  educators  to  rank 
it  with  the  best  colleges  in  the  country,  with  a  location  at  the 
foot  of  Pike's  Peak  and  in  the  heart  of  a  beautiful  residential 
city  that  offers  unexcelled  advantages,  and  with  the  moral  and 
financial  support  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  the  state,  Colo- 
rado College  is  just  entering  into  a  new  era  of  great  oppor- 
tunity. For  its  initial  entry  into  the  Rocky  Mountain  region, 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  could  have  made  no  better  selection. 

The  Chi  Sigma  Gamma  Club 

In  taking  into  its  membership  the  Chi  Sigma  Gamma  Club  of 
Colorado  College,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  secures  a  chapter  which  is 
already  well  established — one  which,  even  as  a  local,  has  more 
than  held  its  own  in  competition  with  the  national  fraternities. 
Now,  at  the  outset  of  its  career  as  a  chapter  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  it  is  recognized  as  the  leading  fraternity  in  its  school. 

The  Chi  Sigma  Gamma  Club  was  organized  in  November, 
1904,  when  three  members  of  the  junior  class,  J.  Guay  Chap- 
man, Paul  S.  West  and  Harwood  H.  Fawcett,  met  and  organ- 
ized themselves  into  a  local  secret  society  for  the  purpose  of 
petitioning  for  a  charter  in  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  They  were 
given  the  support  of  the  two  Colorado  Springs  Fijis,  Bros. 
Harry  O.  Rhodes  and  H.  W.  Hoagland,  and  later  secured  the 
endorsement  of  Tau  graduate  chapter.  During  the  first  year 
the  club  recruited  its  membership  from  the  available  non-fra- 
ternity men  in  school,  and  by  June  had  a  membership  of  twelve, 
whose  names,  as  follows,  appeared  on  the  first  petition :  J.  G. 
Chapman,  Paul  S.  West,  Harwood  H.  Fawcett,  Chester  M. 
Angell,  Frank  Lovewell,  G.  C.  Lake,  Leo  C.  Lake,  A.  E. 
Harper,  Victor  E.  Keyes,  W.  L.  Willett,  A.  E.  Mitchell  and 
Willett  R.  Willis.  The  club  had  no  regular  quarters,  but  held 
its  meetings  in  the  rooms  of  one  of  the  members  in  a  brick 
house  on  East  Dale  street. 

The  petition  of  this  club  came  before  the  fraternity  at  its 
national  Ekklesias  for  four  successive  years.  The  details  of  the 
struggle  to  win  a  charter  are  matters  of  fraternity  history. 
Each  defeat  serv'cd  only  to  nerve  the  men  to  show  themselves 
worthy  to  become  members  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  the  per- 
sistence with  which  they  stuck  to  their  guns,  in  the  face  of  dis- 
couragement, was  proof,  not  only  of  their  own  character,  but 
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of  their  faith  in  the  college  for  which  they  were  asking  a 
chapter. 

All  the  time  the  club  kept  improving  w^ithin  itself  and  in- 
creasing its  prestige  within  the  college.  Every  year  it  suc- 
ceeded in  adding  to  its  membership  men  of  sterling  worth, 
many  of  whom  were  eagerly  sought  by  the  other  fraternities, 
and  thus  the  personnel  of  the  club  improved  with  each  succeed- 
ing year.  The  second  year  the  club  rented  a  furnished  but  un- 
pretentious house  near  the  campus,  214  East  Yampa  street ;  the 
following  year  it  secured  better  quarters  at  1204  North  Weber 
street,  and  in  the  fall  of  1907  it  rented  the  present  house,  at  817 
North  Cascade  avenue,  by  far  the  best  appointed  and  best  lo- 
cated fraternity  house  in  the  city. 

College  honors  are  a  consideration  secondary  to  the  intrinsic 
worth  and  the  character  of  the  men,  but  they  offer  a  gauge  as 
to  the  standing  of  the  members.  In  all  activities  members  of 
the  club  have  since  its  inception  taken  a  leading  part.  Honors 
that  have  come  to  the  men  have  been  a  recognition  of  their  abil- 
ity, not  a  mere  distribution  of  political  spoils.  In  athletics  the 
club  has  been  strongly  represented  on  all  the  football,  track  and 
baseball  teams  of  the  last  three  years.  It  has  held  both  the 
editorial  and  business  control  of  The  Tiger,  the  college  weekly, 
and  has  been  well  represented  on  the  other  publications.  Its 
men  have  been  foremost  in  the  literary  societies,  and  have  won 
fame  in  debate  and  oratory.  Moreover,  its  men  have  stood 
better  in  scholarship  than  those  of  the  other  fraternities. 

Among  the  present  under-graduate  members,  the  men  most 
prominent  in  college  activities  arc :  Newton  C.  Morris,  captain 
1907  football  team,  all-Rocky  Mountain  full-back  and  all-Colo- 
rado right  fielder ;  Carl  R.  Blackman,  president  of  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.,  president  of  the  glee  club,  business  manager  1908  **Nugget'' 
and  president  of  his  class  in  the  sophomore  year;  Claude  P. 
Morgan,  all-Rocky  Mountain  center,  president  of  the  forestry 
club;  S.  L.  Smith,  editor  of  The  Tiger;  James  L.  Calhoun, 
president  Apollonian  club,  college  debater  and  orator;  Henry 
Schmid,  captain  1908  baseball  team  and  all-Colorado  third  base- 
man ;  B.  W.  Stiles,  track  man,  business  manager  of  The  Tiger 
and  manager  of  the  glee  club;  H.  \V.  McOuat,  assistant  busi- 
ness manager  of  7  he  Tiger,  and  A.  E.  Sherry,  quarter  on  the 
football  team  and  shortstop  on  the  baseball  team. 

The  "freshman  chapter"  of  the  fraternity  is  a  well-rounded, 
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well-balanced  set  of  fellows,  all  of  whom  are  of  the  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  type. 

Installation  of  Chi  Sigma  Chapter 

The  star  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  has  been  set  above  Pike's  Peak, 
The  royal  purple  has  been  brought  to  the  city  at  its  foot,  and 
the  secrets  of  the  fraternity  unfolded  to  the  chosen  few  at  Colo- 
rado College. 

The  entrance  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  into  the  Rocky  Mountain 
region,  a  step  decided  upon  at  the  New  York  Ekklesia  only 
after  four  years  of  careful  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  fra- 
ternity at  large>  was  marked  with  fitting  ceremonies.  The  in- 
stallation of  Chi  Sigma  chapter  took  place  on  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 19.  Archons  Wilmer  Christian,  William  F.  Chamberlin 
and  O.  H.  Cheney  came  to  Colorado  Springs  to  take  charge  of 
the  work,  and  they,  with  Dr.  H.  W.  Hoagland,  who  has  been 
sponsor  for  the  new  chapter  since  its  inception,  as  legate,  con- 
ducted the  ceremonies. 

Colorado  Fijis  to  the  number  of  about  twenty-five  gathered 
to  help  install  the  new  chapter,  while  from  Kansas,  William 
Jewell,  Texas  and  Ames,  the  neighboring  chapters,  came  special 
representatives.  In  all,  twenty-one  chapters  were  represented 
at  the  ceremonies,  while  from  more  than  as  many  more  con- 
gratulations and  greetings  were  received.  It  was  a  truly  repre- 
sentative Fiji  gathering. 

The  ceremonies  began  with  a  luncheon,  given  at  the  Antlers 
hotel  by  the  Colorado  Fijis  in  honor  of  the  national  officers  and 
official  guests.  This  was  informal,  and  was  attended  by  twenty 
members.  After  the  conference  regarding  the  mode  of  proce- 
dure for  the  installation,  the  visiting  Fijis  were  conducted  to 
the  chapter  house,  817  North  Cascade  avenue. 

The  installation  of  the  chapter  took  place  at  the  chapter  house 
at  4:30  o'clock.  All  *Vough  house'*  was  eliminated,  the  cere- 
monies being  in  accordance  with  the  ritual  of  the  fraternity. 
Thirty-one  members  were  initiated,  including  both  the  active 
and  alumni  members  of  the  Chi  Sigma  Gamma  Club.  Those 
taken  into  the  fraternity  were:  J.  Guay  Chapman,  Paul  S. 
West,  Harwood  H.  Fawcett,  G.  C.  Lake,  Chester  M.  Angell, 
W.  R.  Willis,  O.  W.  Stewart,  A.  B.  Middleswarth,  Ruell  Mor- 
gan, J.  Roy  Armstrong,  Alfred  A.  Blackman,  Sperry  S.  Pack- 
ard, Willis  R.  Armstrong,  Theodore  D.  Riggs,  S.  A.  Redding, 
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Carl  R.  Blackman,  James  L.  Calhoun,  Claude  P.  Morgan,  B. 
W.  Stiles,  Newton  C.  Morris,  Lewis  P.  Brown,  Henry  Schmid, 
Silmon  L.  Smith,  Harry  W.  McOuat,  G.  Ross  Conklin,  Ben 
Stewart.  Charles  E.  Parker,  J.  J.  Wilson,  A.  E.  Sherry,  Ehner 
A.  Terrill  and  A.  E.  Bryson.  Arthur  E.  Harper,  who  was 
initiated  at  the  close  of  the  Ekklesia  by  the  New  York  and 
Columbia  chapters,  and  has  since  gone  to  Turkey  as  a  teacher, 
is  also  included  as  one  of  the  charter  members. 

The  formal  banquet  was  held  at  the  Antlers  hotel,  beginning 
at  7 130  o'clock.  It  was  an  occasion  of  true  Fiji  character,  a  re- 
calling of  old  college  days  to  those  of  the  brethren  who  had 
been  gathered  from  chapters  in  every  section  of  the  country, 
and  an  inspiration  to  the  newly  made  brothers  to  set  and  main- 
tain the  standards  of  the  fraternity  on  the  high  plane  where 
they  have  ever  been. 

Dr.  Henry  W.  Hoagland,  Pennsylvania,  '99,  acted  as  toast- 
master,  and  the  program  of  toasts  was  as  follows :

After  the  ceremony  the  "boys" — about 
seventy  in  number — gathered  in  groups  through  the  rooms  and 
about  the  porches  of  the  lodge,  and  amid  song  and  story  and  a 
great  deal  of  smoke  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
Xi  chapter  was  begun.

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A  NEW  GOVERNOR— THOMAS  R. 
MARSHALL 

Men  of  the  fraternity,  without  regard  to  politics,  will  rejoice 
in  the  election  of  Thomas  R.  Marshall,  Wabash,  '73,  to  the  ex- 
ecutive chair  of  the  state  of  Indiana.  His  was  a  triumph  of 
personality,  rather  than  of  politics,  for  only  an  overwhelming 
republican  sentiment  in  his  favor  made  his  election  as  a  demo- 
crat possible. 

Governor  Hanly,  republican,  had  a  plurality  over  John  W. 
Kern  four  years  ago  of  even  85,000  votes,  Marshall  will  have 
a  plurality  over  James  E.  Watson  of  from  15,000  to  18,000 
votes,  to  accomplish  which  has  necessitated  a  change  of  over 
100,000  votes  in  the  state.  When  it  is  remembered  that  poli- 
ticians calculate  the  normal  republican  majority  over  the  oppo- 
sition party  at  something  over  40,000  votes,  the  result  in 
Marshall's  favor  is  truly  extraordinary.  The  policies  of  the 
state  democratic  platform,  too,  were  of  no  assistance  to  the 
candidate.  The  Star  (republican),  of  Indianapolis,  sums  up  the 
situation  correctly  in  the  following  editorial : 

"Mr.  Thomas  R.  Marshall  owes  his  election  as  governor  of 
Indiana  to  his  own  fine  qualities  as  a  man  and  a  citizen.  All 
that  the  republican  organization  could  do  against  him  and  all 
that  the  breweries  and  saloons  did  for  him  could  not  swerve 
from  him  the  suffrage  of  his  fellow  citizens  in  sufficient  num- 
bers to  defeat  him. 

"He  was  not  elected  because  of  the  saloon  issue,  but  in  spite 
of  it.  The  votes  won  for  him  by  appeals  to  'personal  liberty' 
were  more  than  offset  by  the  votes  that  were  alienated  by  those 
appeals.  He  was  preferred  to  Watson  by  voters  enough  who 
believed  in  him  and  distrusted  Watson.  It  is  not  a  victory  for 
the  breweries  or  the  saloons,  and  these  institutions  w^ould  make 
a  fearful  mistake  so  to  regard  it.  The  thing  that  turned  the  tide 
was  Mr.  Marshall's  irreproachable  and  amiable  personality. 

"There  is  an  element  of  justice  and  right  in  this  result  that 
should  give  heart  to  every  man  who  is  trying  to  lead  a  life  of 
rectitude  and  honor.  It  shows  that  devotion  to  duty  and  to  the 
higher  ideals  of  life  will  build  up  for  a  man  a  reputation  and  a 
good  name  among  his  fellow  men  that  the  vicissitudes  and  mu- 
tations of  politics  can  not  take  away. 


THOMAS  K.  MARSHALL 

Wabash,  '73 
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**When  Mr.  Marshall  was  nominated  the  Star  gave  itself  the 
pleasure  of  saying : 

**  *If  Mr.  Marshall  should  be  elected  governor,  there  is  not  a 
right-thinking  or  right-principled  citizen  of  Indiana  but  would 
rejoice  that  a  man  of  such  fiber  and  grace  of  character  would 
sit  for  four  years  in  the  executive  office  of  the  state.' 

"To  this  sentiment  we  now  cheerfully  again  subscribe ;  and 
with  it  we  offer  the  prediction  that  whatever  hopes  have  been 
entertained  of  his  betraying  the  office  of  governor  into  the 
hands  of  unworthy  elements  in  our  community  life  are  doomed 
to  cruel  disappointment.  He  will  serve  the  people  to  the  best 
of  his  ability  and  with  a  clear  conscience ;  and  in  that  effort  he 
will  have  the  support  of  this  newspaper,  wherever  that  support 
can  in  justice  and  truth  be  extended." 

In  another  department  the  Washington  correspondent  of 
the  Star,  Louis  Ludlow,  Indiana,  '96,  says : 

"The  victory  in  Indiana  has  had  a  wonderful  effect  in  inject- 
ing ginger  into  the  democratic  party,  which  had  become  worn 
and  frayed  by  repeated  knockouts.  Thomas  R.  Marshall's  signal 
triumph  in  a  state  that  has  so  long  gone  republican  already  has 
made  him  a  national  figure.  Indiana  democrats,  with  appar- 
ently but  one  exception,  believe  that  a  third  defeat  for  Bryan 
puts  him  permanently  out  of  the  presidential  running.  The  ex- 
ception is  James  Leroy  Keach,  former  democratic  city  chair- 
man of  Indianapolis,  who  declares  that  Bryan  will  keep  on  run- 
ning for  president  until  he  is  elected  and  that  the  country  did  a 
very  foolish  thing  Tuesday  by  not  electing  him  and  getting  rid 
of  him. 

"The  country,  generally,  no  doubt  will  accept  the  view  that 
Bryan  is  permanently  retired  from  the  presidential  arena,  and 
the  eyes  of  the  democratic  politicians  will  soon  be  trained  on  an 
available  successor  to  him  as  the  leader  of  the  Democratic 
forces.  Already  there  is  mention  of  Mr.  Marshall  in  this  con- 
nection. Some  of  his  Indiana  friends  are  pointing  out  that  he 
possesses  qualities  which  make  him  peculiarly  available  as  a 
presidential  candidate.  He  has  not  been  conspicuous  in  politics 
and  is  not  hampered  by  factional  enmities.  In  this  respect  he  is 
counted  an  improvement  over  Governor  Johnson  of  Minnesota, 
who  incurred  the  displeasure  of  Mr.  Bryan  and  the  latter*s  fol- 
lowers by  his  aggressive  candidacy  for  the  presidential  nomi- 
nation in  opposition  to  ^Ir.  Bryan.    It  is  also  pointed  out  that 
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the  east  had  a  losing  candidate  in  Judge  Alton  B.  Parker ;  now 
it  is  the  turn  of  the  middle  west  to  supply  a  candidate." 

Those  of  us  who  remember  the  genial  Tom  as  our  presiding 
officer  at  our  Indiana  State  banquets  will  properly  appreciate 
the  sentiment  that  has  won  him  so  much  favor  and  applause. 
Tom  Marshall  is  essentially  a  gentleman,  a  man  "who  is  master 
of  himself,  who  respects  himself  and  makes  others  respect  him." 
He  is  a  Greek,  an  apostle  of  progress,  a  realizer  of  ideals.  The 
life  of  such  a  man  is  beneficent  in  two  ways — for  the  joy  of  his 
fellowship  and  for  the  principles  he  has  embodied  in  his  char- 
acter.

CHI  CHAPTER  AND  ITS  NEW  HOME 

Because  of  the  fact  that  there  are  ten  fraternities  actively 
represented  at  Union  College,  and  less  than  three  hundred  stu- 
dents, Chi  chapter,  since  its  foundation,  has  seen  the  necessity  of 
owning  a  home,  thus  putting  the  chapter  on  a  firm  and  enduring 
basis.  With  this  aim  in  view,  a  number  of  meetings  of  our 
alumni  were  held,  with  the  result  that  on  June  22,  1906,  Chi 
Association  was  incorporated  with  the  secretary  of  state,  the 
purpose  of  which  was  "to  erect  a  house  for  the  fraternity  of 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  at  Union  College,  and  to  maintain  friend- 
ships formed  in  the  fraternity." 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  incorporators  the  following  offi- 
cers were  elected :  C.  P.  Steinmetz,  Ph.  D.,  president ;  A.  L. 
Rohrer,  Omicron  Deuteron,  treasurer;  David  Grant,  secretary. 
Immediately  preliminary  steps  were  taken,  committees  named, 
plans,  specifications  and  bids  secured,  with  the  result  that  by 
June,  1907,  suitable  plans  were  adopted,  contracts  let  and 
ground  broken.  The  design  of  the  house  and  arrangement  of 
the  interior  as  accepted  were  secured  only  by  assiduous  labor 
and  careful  consideration  of  the  needs  of  the  men  by  whom  it 
was  to  be  used.  The  result  is  that  we  have  a  home  that  meets 
every  exigency,  and  which  is  adapted  to  every  demand  put 
upon  it. 

The  financing  of  the  project  was  as  follows :  By  authoriza- 
tion of  the  supreme  court  there  was  a  bond  issue  of  $10,000,  to 
he  subscribed  for  by  our  alumni  and  active  members.  A  first 
mortgage  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  cost  was  secured   from  the 
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trustees  of  Union  College,  and  a  second  mortgage  of  lo  per 
cent,  of  the  cost  from  the  general  fraternity.  The  lot  is  owned 
by  the  college,  and  a  lease  of  15,000  square  feet  of  land  was 
secured  for  a  term  of  ninety-nine  years  for  the  nominal  consid- 
eration of  one  dollar,  payable  every  five  years. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  is  of  cypress  and  stucco,  with  a 
veranda  in  the  front  and  rear.  The  mission  style  of  architec- 
ture has  been  followed,  both  in  the  interior  and  exterior  finish- 
ing. The  basement  is  taken  up  with  a  lodge  room,  billiard 
room,  furnace  and  laundry  room,  vegetable  cellar  and  serv^ants' 
toilet.  On  the  first  floor  are  found  a  large  reception  room, 
library,  toilet,  dining-room,  steward's  pantry  and  kitchen.  On 
the  second  floor  are  located  seven  sleeping-rooms,  each  accom- 
modating two  men.  Beside  these  there  are  two  toilet  and  wash 
rooms  opening  into  a  large  central  hall.  The  servants'  quar- 
ters, also  on  the  second  floor,  are  located  over  the  pantry  and 
kitchen,  and  consist  of  two  bedrooms  and  a  sitting-room.  A 
rear  stairway  leads  from  this  sitting-room  into  the  kitchen.  On 
the  third  floor  four  more  sleeping-rooms  are  found,  one  of 
which  accommodates  but  one  man.  We  have,  therefore,  accom- 
modations for  twenty-one  men.  A  particular  feature  in  the 
construction,  by  means  of  which  so  much  room  was  secured  on 
the  second  and  third  floors,  is  that  these  floors  extend  over  the 
front  veranda. 

The  building  is  heated  with  steam  throughout  and  lighted  by 
electricity,  the  wires  for  the  latter  purpose  being  led  through 
specially  constructed  conduits,  thus  obviating  all  danger  of  fire 
from  this  source.  There  are  two  open  fireplaces  in  the  building, 
one  being  located  in  the  billiard  room  and  the  other  in  the  re- 
ception room.  A  very  pleasing  cflFect  was  secured  in  the  ceil- 
ings of  the  lodge,  billiard,  reception,  dining-room  and  library 
by  allowing  the  Georgia  pine  floor  beams  of  the  floor  above  to 
remain  cxi)osed.  The  main  staircase  leads  from  the  reception 
room  to  the  central  hallway  of  the  second  floor.  Because  of 
the  fact  that  this  staircase  and  the  fireplace  occupy  the  central 
portion  of  the  floor,  a  very  attractive  appearance  is  obtained  at 
the  expense  of  a  minimum  amount  of  space. 

In  order  that  the  brothers  may  not  forget  what  they  know 
of  the  terpsichorean  art,  the  reception  room,  dining-room  and 
library  are  connected  by  large  sHding  doors,  thus  providing 
am])le  space  for  this  proclivity. 
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Now  that  Chi  is  installed  in  her  new  home,  she  hopes  that 
she  will  be  able  to  see  more  visiting  brothers  than  she  has  in 
former  times.  The  writer  has  forgotten  to  mention  that  there  is 
no  doorbell.  We  didn't  think  it  necessary.  When  you  come, 
just  turn  the  knob  and  walk  right  in.

KAPPA  TAU'S  NEW  CHAPTER  HOUSE 

Never  has  the  University  of  Tennessee  started  a  new  session 
with  brighter  prospects  than  at  present.  With  a  new  four-story 
agricultural  building,  occupying  a  space  60  by  1 60  feet,  several 
new  professors,  and  a  real  athletic  field,  she  appears  to  be  well 
on  her  way  toward  becoming  one  of  the  country's  great  institu- 
tions of  learning.  The  construction  of  new  athletic  grounds 
necessitated  the  removal  of  the  old  Phi  Gamma  Delta  house; 
but  Kappa  Tau,  not  to  be  behind  in  the  general  advance  move- 
ment, has  secured,  on  a  long  lease,  with  option  to  buy,  a  build- 
ing in  every  way  fitted  for  an  up-to-date  chapter  house,  and 
only  two  blocks  from  the  university  campus.  It  is  situated  on  a 
corner  lot,  facing  one  of  the  leading  thoroughfares  of  Knox- 
ville,  and,  though  but  a  five  minutes*  walk  from  the  center  of 
town,  enjoys  a  car  service  second  to  none.  The  house  is  fin- 
ished in  oak ;  it  has  steam  heat,  and,  in  short,  all  modern  con- 
veniences. The  first  floor  contains  the  reception  hall,  parlor, 
dining-room,  etc.  Folding  doors  make  it  possible  to  convert 
three  of  the  rooms  into  one  large  hall.  On  the  second  floor  are 
the  living  apartments,  while  the  third  is  largely  taken  up  by  an 
ample  chapter  room,  about  40  feet  long  by  20  wide.  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  is,  with  one  exception,  the  only  fraternity  at 
Tennessee  which  occupies  a  chapter  house,  and  is  alone  in  hav- 
ing its  home  outside  the  college  campus. 
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ARCHONS  MEET  ON  PIKE'S  PEAK 

On  September  20,  1908,  the  day  after  the  installation  of  the 
Chi  Sigma  chapter  at  Colorado  Springs,  A.  W.  Henderson,  Chi 
Upsilon,  conducted  Archons  Christian,  Chamberlin  and  Cheney, 
together  with  Mrs.  Christian  and  Mrs.  Chamberlin  (Cheney  is 
a  bachelor)  up  to  the  summit  of  Pike's  Peak,  14,000  feet  in  the 
air.

HARRY  S.  SILVEY 

Died  October  28,  1908 

Alpha  chapter  was  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of 
her  members  last  month  in  the  death,  after  a  year's  struggle 
with  disease,  of  Harry  S.  Silvey,  Washington  &  Jefferson,  '01. 

Bro.  Silvey  was  a  native  of  Wilkinsburg,  Pa.,  and,  after  re- 
ceiving his  elementary  education  there,  entered  Washington  & 
Jefferson  Colk^ge,  where  he  was  initiated  into  Phi  Gamma 
Delta.  Later  he  continued  his  academic  work  at  the  University 
of  Michigan,  after  which  he  studied  law  at  the  Pittsburg  Law 
School.  An  inherited  newspaper  instinct  led  him  into  that  field, 
and  for  some  time  he  was  connected  with  the  Pittsburg  Leader 
in  the  capacity  of  assistant  city  editor  and  dramatic  writer. 
Later  he  was  engaged  in  general  news  and  press  agent  work. 

Besides  those  in  his  fraternity  who  knew  him,  Bro.  Silvey 
leaves  to  mourn  his  loss,  his  widow,  his  mother  and  two 
brothers. 
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MARCUS  CUNNINGHAM  ACHESON 

Died  September  g,  1908 

Alpha  chapter  lost  another  of  its  prominent  ahimni,  and 
Omicron  Graduate  chapter  one  of  its  most  loyal  and  enthusi- 
astic members,  in  the  death,  on  September  9,  of  Marcus  Cun- 
ningham Acheson,  a  graduate  of  old  Washington  College,  class 
of  1865.  The  Pittsburg  Dispatch,  of  September  10,  contains 
the  following  biographical  sketch  : 

"A  prominent  attorney  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  Marcus 
Cunningliam  Acheson,  aged  64,  of  Thomas  boulevard,  brother 
of  Congressman  Ernest  F.  Acheson,  of  Washington,  Pa.,  and 
a  nephew  of  the  late  Judge  M.  W.  Acheson,  of  Pittsburg,  died 
yesterday  at  the  Homeopathic  Hospital.  While  Mr.  Acheson 
had  been  ill  for  several  months,  his  death  came  as  a  surprise  to 
his  many  relatives  and  friends.  He  was  bom  in  Washington, 
Pa.,  the  son  of  the  late  Judge  Alexander  and  Jane  Acheson. 
For  many  years  he  was  a  practitioner  at  the  Washington 
county  bar,  and  had  charge  of  the  McKeown  estate  there.  In 
1893  he  moved  to  Omaha,  Neb.,  where  he  was  president  of  a 
banking  institution.  Five  years  later  he  came  to  Pittsburg  and 
has  since  practiced  at  the  Allegheny  county  bar.  Mr.  Acheson 
was  a  member  of  the  Point  Breeze  Presbyterian  church.  Sur- 
viving him  are  his  wife,  who  was  Miss  Camela  Dow,  of  Wash- 
ington. Pa.,  and  one  son,  Archibald  Acheson,  of  Denison, 
Tex.,  and  one  daughter,  Mary  Acheson,  at  home.  He  is  also 
survived  by  three  brothers,  Ernest  F.  and  Dr.  Harry  M.  Ache- 
son, Washington,  Pa.,  and  Dr.  Alexander  W.  Acheson,  Den- 
ison, Tex. 


SAGE  ALEXANDER  MONNISH 

Died  September  11,  1908 

Death  visited  Theta  chapter  in  a  very  sad  form,  claiming 
Sage  Alexander  Monnish,  a  young  man  not  twenty,  a  God- 
fearing lx)y,  strong  and  manly,  with  ever  a  word  of  cheer  and 
love  to  all  those  wnth  whom  he  was  thrown  in  contact. 

Sage  was  born  in  Tuscaloosa  in  November,  1888,  and  at- 
tended the  graded  schools  of  Tuscaloosa  and  the  SomerviDe

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academy.  He  entered  the  freshman  class  of  the  University  of 
Alabama  in  the  fall  of  1905,  and  was  initiated  into  Theta 
Chapter  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  during  his  first  month  at  col- 
lege. He  took  a  great  interest  in  athletics,  and  in  his  freshman 
year  made  the  baseball  "A."  He  left  school  at  the  beginning  of 
his  sophomore  year  to  take  the  position  of  general  manager  of 
the  Tuscaloosa  Belt  Railway,  succeeding  his  father,  and  he  held 
this  post  with  signal  ability  for  a  year.  He  then  returned  as  a 
sophomore  to  the  university,  and  intended  to  enter  the  junior 
class  in  the  fall  of  1908. 

For  one  of  his  youth.  Sage  Monnish  had  given  exceptional 
promise  of  a  successful  business  career.  In  addition  to  his  able 
management  of  the  railway,  he  was  prominently  interested  in 
real  estate  ventures  in  and  about  Tuscaloosa.  Our  brother  was 
distinguished  by  beauty  of  character  no  less  than  by  his  marked 
business  ability.  He  was  a  Christian  of  the  "every  day"  type, 
who  carried  his  religion  into  has  daily  acts  and  thoughts,  and  a 
Christian  life  of  remarkable  usefulness  seemed  before  him. 

Sage  fell  a  victim  to  typhoid  fever,  and  died  after  a  short 
illness  of  two  weeks.  In  a  spot  less  than  one  hundred  yards  from 
the  room  where  he  was  born  rests  all  that  was  not  heavenly  of 
Sage  Alexander  Monnish.         Clement  Richardson  Wood. 


ELIAS  F.  DODD 

Died  September  8>  1908 

The  thinning  ranks  of  the  survivors  of  the  first  year  of  the 
fraternity's  existence  were  further  depleted  in  September,  when 
Elias  F.  Dodd  died  at  his  home  near  Van  Buren,  Pa.,  at  the  age 
of  eighty-five  years.  During  his  long  and  useful  life  as  a  prac- 
ticing physician  he  remained  in  the  county  of  his  birth — Wash- 
ington— and  every  catalogue  of  the  fraternity  from  1856  to 
1907  shows  Van  Buren  as  his  home,  and  the  practice  of  med- 
icine as  his  profession. 

He  was  a  graduate  of  Washington  College,  class  of  1848,  a 
charter  member  of  old  Beta  chapter,  and  was  one  of  that  bril- 
liant group  of  scholars  whose  achievements  in  college  and 
prominence  in  the  commencement  exercises  called  forth  the  fa- 
mous **bogus  programs"  from  the  disgruntled  outsiders. 

Dr.  Dodd  was  the  son  of  Cephas  Dodd  and  a  grandson  of 
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Thaddeus  Dodd,  one  of  the  earliest  educators  of  western  Penn- 
sylvania. Thadeus  Dodd  was  a  contemporary  of  Dr.  John  Mc- 
Millan, the  distinguished  founder  of  Jefferson  College,  and 
w^s  himself  the  founder  in  Franklin  township  of  a  school 
which  afterwards  became  Washington  College,  and,  in  the 
union  of  the  two  colleges,  was  made  the  seat  of  the  consolidated 
institution. 

Born  in  1823,  our  brother  received  his  early  education  in  the 
common  schools  of  his  locality,  and  after  his  graduation  from 
college  in  1848,  he  immediately  began  the  study  of  medicine, 
and  in  1853  commenced  active  practice.  Although  the  greater 
portion  of  his  time  and  attention  have  been  devoted  to  the 
study  and  practice  of  his  profession,  he  continued  the  training 
of  his  other  faculties  and  found  much  pleasure  in  working  out 
some  of  the  difficult  problems  of  higher  mathematics.  A  mu- 
sician by  nature,  his  was  the  remarkable  achievement  of  learn- 
ing to  play  the  organ  after  he  was  fifty  years  of  age,  and  ac- 
quiring proficiency  in  tlie  art.  In  politics  Dr.  Dodd  was  first 
a  Whig  and  later  a  Republican,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
was  serving  his  third  term  as  justice  of  the  peace  of  South 
Franklin  township.  In  religion,  he  was  a  Presbyterian  and  a 
member  of  the  Upper  Ten  Mile  Presbyterian  Church. 

Early  in  his  professional  career,  in  1853,  Dr.  Dodd  married 
Miss  Margaret  Bradford.  His  wife  died  about  nine  years  ago, 
but  tw^o  children  survive,  Cephas  T.  Dodd,  a  practicing  physi- 
cian of  Van  Buren,  and  Samuel  B.  Dodd,  of  South  Franklin 
township. 

FRANK  L.  IRVINE 

Died  September  13,  1908 

Dallas  lost  one  of  her  leading  citizens  and  the  fraternity  one 
of  its  most  enthusiastic  members  when  Frank  L.  Irvine  passed 
away  at  Colorado  Springs  in  September,  where  lie  had  gone 
some  months  before  in  the  hope  of  restoring  his  shattered 
health. 

Bro.  Irvine  was  a  native  of  Prince  Edward  county,  Virginia, 
where  he  was  born  in  September,  i860.  Ilis  college  days  were 
spent  in  Hampden-Sidney  and  the  University  of  Virginia.  It 
was  at  the  former  institution  that  he  became  a  member  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta,  class  of  1878.     After  his  graduation  from  the 
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University  of  Virginia,  in  1882,  he  went  to  Dallas,  Texas,  and 
the  remainder  of  his  very  active  life  was  spent  in  that  city, 
where  he  was  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business.  His  opera- 
tions were  to  a  great  extent  directed  toward  the  promotion  of 
large  real  estate  enterprises,  and  many  of  the  most  important 
improvements  in  Dallas  owe  their  existence  to  his  constructive 
genius.  During  the  panic  of  1893  his  entire  fortune  was  swept 
away  and  he  found  himself  deeply  in  debt,  with  his  liabilities 
running  into  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  Not  willing 
that  his  creditors  should  suffer,  he  refused  to  avail  himself  of 
the  possibility  of  bankruptcy  proceedings,  and  in  the  years 
which  followed  he  succeeded  in  regaining  his  financial  footing 
and  in  paying  oflF  his  creditors  in  full.  The  task  was  a  great 
one,  and  its  successful  accomplishment  was  only  one  other  in- 
stance of  the  remarkable  energy  of  the  man. 

Shortly  after  Bro.  Irvine  took  up  his  residence  in  Dallas  he 
married  Miss  Adele  Dessaint,  of  that  city,  and  he  is  survived 
by  his  widow  and  three  children. 

Though  separated  by  a  great  distance  from  the  scenes  of  his 
early  fraternity  activities,  he  retained  his  enthusiasm  in  his  new 
home,  and  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  all  fraternity  gatherings 
in  and  around  Dallas.  The  Dallas  Daily  Times-Herald,  in  an 
editorial,  pays  the  following  tribute  to  the  worth  of  our  de- 
ceased brother: 

"Frank  L.  Irvine's  passing  was  not  unexpected  and  yet  came 
as  a  shock  to  the  people  of  Dallas.  For  a  quarter  of  a  century 
he  had  been  one  of  its  foremost  citizens  and  most  active  spirits, 
and  when  there  was  work  to  do  for  the  advancement  of  Dallas 
he  was  ever  in  the  vanguard.  A  man  of  tremendous  vital  force, 
an  educated  brain  and  a  glutton  for  work,  his  courage  was 
indomitable,  his  will  was  iron  and  his  faith  in  Dallas  something 
superb.  He  was  a  thinker  and  orator  as  well  as  a  worker.  Un- 
selfish, unconventional  and  a  doer  of  big  things,  he  was  one  of 
the  most  useful  citizens  Dallas  has  ever  called  its  own,  as  w^ll 
as  one  of  the  most  forceful  and  unique  characters  in  the  com- 
mercial and  civic  life  of  this  city.  lUiilders  are  the  pillars  of  a 
community,  and  Frank  L.  Irvine  was  essentially  a  builder. 
Dallas  lost  one  of  its  most  prized  toilers  and  faithful  sons  when 
death  called  him  away  u[)  in  the  dome  of  the  continent  Sunday 
mom  in  e." 


EDITORIAL 

To  the  Freshman 

Just  now  the  freshman  looms  large  on  the  horizon.  The 
shadow  cast  by  his  imposing  figure  probably  appears  even 
greater  to  him  than  to  the  onlookers.  And  is  it  not  natural? 
Have  not  the  indifferent  sophomores,  the  haughty  juniors,  the 
mighty  seniors,  and  even  occasionally  a  dignified  faculty  mem- 
ber, bent  the  suppliant  knee — or  at  least  extended  the  gladsome 
hand — to  \wlcome  him  ?  Men  of  more  worldly  experience  than 
he  might  well  be  dazzled  under  the  circumstances. 

Shakespeare  wrote  of  the  seven  ages  of  man ;  but  that  was  be- 
fore Greek  letter  fraternities  were  invented.  Now  we  can  assign 
at  last  four  ages  to  each  fraternity  freshman.  First,  the  age  of 
humiliation,  when  he  arrives  in  college  unknown,  and  realizes 
the  unimportance  of  one  small  atom  in  the  great  college  world ; 
then  the  age  of  exaltation,  when  he  is  noticed  by  the  uppcr- 
classmen  and  is  the  recipient  of  their  attention  and  hospitality ; 
then  the  age  of  subjugation,  when,  as  a  pledged  man,  he  is  put 
through  the  trials  preliminary  to  initiation ;  and  finally,  the  age 
of  satisfaction,  when,  the  initiation  safely  passed,  he  can  look 
on  the  little  universe  around  him  from  the  vantage  point  of  a 
fraternity  man. 

It  is  while  you  are  mentally  luxuriating  in  this  period  of  sat- 
isfaction, my  dear  freshman  brother,  that  the  editor  feels  called 
upon  to  break  in  upon  your  reveries  long  enough  to  tell  you  a 
few  facts  gleaned  from  some  years  of  fraternity  experience. 
Fraternity  life  is  much  like  matrimony.  All  the  difiiculties  of 
the  latter  do  not  disappear  when  the  recessional  march  is  played 
and  the  happy  couple  leaves  the  altar.  Nor  have  you  achieved 
your  ultimate  goal  when,  the  trials  of  the  initiation  over,  you 
are  privileged  to  wear  the  pin.  The  pin  will  help  you  over  many 
rough  places ;  it  will  guarantee  to  you  the  active  support  of  the 
others  who  wear  the  same  emblem ;  Init  it  can  never  serve  as  a 
substitute  either  for  your  character,  your  ability,  or  your  cn- 
CTgy,  It  will  help  you  to  make  use  of  these  cardinal  attributes 
so  as  to  achieve  the  best  results ;  but  the  working  out  of  your 
destiny  is  a  problem  for  you,  not  for  the  pin.    Your  failure  may 
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tarnish  the  reputation  of  the  pin ;  but  the  pin  will  be  in  no  wise 
responsible. 

It  is  an  unfortunate  experience  than  many  a  freshman,  daz- 
zled by  the  position  in  vv4iich  he  finds  himself  on  being  honored 
with  admission  into  a  fraternity,  stops  on  what  seems  to  him  to 
be  the  pinnacle  of  achievement  to  survey  the  landscape  behind 
him,  while  in  front  the  unsealed  moimtain  peaks  still  beckon 
him  on.  Duties  to  the  fraternity ;  opportunities  in  college,  ath- 
letic, official  and  scholastic ;  and  duties  of  his  fellow  students,  all 
call  loudly  for  the  willing  worker  and  tell  him  that  there  is  no 
time  to  loiter  if  he  would  not  fall  behind  in  the  race  for  the  goal 
of  real  worth.  Self-complacency  and  solid  achievement  never 
go  together — at  least  in  the  young.  The  present  and  the  past 
may  suffice  for  the  patriarch ;  for  the  youth,  there  is  but  one 
tense — the  future. 

In  a  word,  my  freshman  brother,  when  you  enter  Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  you  do  not  belong  to  the  class  of  those  who  have 
achieved ;  you  have  simply  begun  to  live,  and  the  record  of  the 
future  will  decide  whether  you  have  been  a  credit  or  a  disgrace 
to  your  badge. 


The  New  York  Club 

The  permanent  home  for  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Club  of  New 
York  is  no  longer  a  figment  of  the  brain  of  our  enthusiastic  New 
York  brothers.  It  is  being  made  a  reality  in  brick  and  stone  at 
this  very  moment,  and  within  another  month  the  club  is  prom- 
ised the  occupancy  of  the  new  building. 

Until  one  has  visited  the  club  district  in  New  York  it  is  im- 
possible to  realize  the  really  commanding  position  which  this 
ckibhouse  will  give  our  fraternity  in  that  city.  The  location  is 
immediately  between  the  Yale  Club  and  the  Bar  Association 
building.  On  the  opposite  side  of  the  narrow  street  in  the  same 
block  are  the  homes  of  the  Harvard  Club,  the  New  York  Yacht 
Club  and  the  St.  Nicholas  Club.  These  names  are  sufficient  to 
indicate  that,  if  an  absolutely  free  choice  of  location  were  pos- 
sible, this  block,  on  Forty-fourth  st.  between  Fifth  and  Sixth 
aves.,  would  be  selected  as  the  ideal  location  for  a  fraternity 
clubhouse.  It  can  be  said  with  entire  truth,  and  without  dispar- 
agement to  any  one,  that  but  one  other  fraternity  club  in  the 
city  has  a  home  which,  for  location  and  equipment,  can  compare 
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with  that  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  club- 
house, though  a  very  handsome  building,  is  a  short  distance 
from  this  club  center. 

When  the  building  is  completed  a  full  description  of  it  will 
appear  in  The  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  In  the  meantime,  however, 
it  may  be  said  that  it  will  contain  a  goodly  number  of  sleeping 
rooms  and  a  restaurant — features  which  make  it  very  attractive 
to  non-resident  members.  Until  the  completion  of  the  building 
in  December,  the  initiation  fee  is  suspended,  and  dues  for  resi- 
dent members  are  $20  per  year,  payable  half  yearly.  May  i  and 
November  i ;  non-resident  memberships  are  $10  per  year,  pay- 
able in  the  same  half-yearly  periods.  To  those  who  wish  to 
help  the  club,  and  at  the  same  time  make  a  conservative  invest- 
ment, club  scrip  is  offered,  the  money  so  raised  going  toward  the 
building  fund.  For  this  purpose  it  is  necessary  to  raise  $15,000 
by  December  i .  This  scrip  bears  5  per  cent  interest,  and  is  pay- 
able in  ten  years.  Everybody  can  help,  either  by  purchasing 
scrip  or  joining  the  club,  or,  better,  doing  both. 


The  Outlook 

When  the  financial  panic  of  a  year  ago  swept  over  the  country 
with  its  blighting  effects  upon  business  of  every  character, 
there  were  many  expressions  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  immedi- 
ate future  of  our  colleges.  Parents  would  be  unable,  it  w-as 
argued,  to  send  their  sons  and  daughters  to  college  in  such  times 
of  business  depression. 

In  view  of  these  fears,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  tone  of  the 
chapter  correspondence.  Statistics  of  college  registration  are 
not  yet  available ;  but,  with  one  exception,  there  is  no  indication 
in  the  chapter  correspondence  this  month  of  any  appreciable 
decrease  in  the  number  of  incoming  students  in  our  colleges 
and  universities,  while  from  several  of  the  institutions  sub- 
stantial gains  are  reported.  The  University  of  Michigan,  for 
instance,  which,  on  account  of  its  size  and  geographical  loca- 
tion, ought  to  be  in  this  regard  fairly  typical  of  American  uni- 
versities in  general,  reports  a  slight  increase  in  attendance. 

The  situation  is  decidedly  encouraging.  It  shows  that  educa- 
tion has  a  real  hold  on  the  people  of  this  country,  and  is  not  the 
thing  to  be  cast  aside  with  the  luxuries  which  a  man  foregoes 
when  he  finds  his  income  diminished.

Before  a  score  of  years  may 
lapse,  we  Deltas  of  Kansas  hope  to  stand  and  ix)int  to  an 
institution  here  which  shall  rival  Michigan  and  Chicago.  This 
year  we  are  taking  a  mighty  step  forward  in  the  way  of 
equipment  with  a  magnificent  new  engineering  building,  cost- 
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ing  $150,000.  The  student  body,  encouraged  by  the  example 
of  the  administration,  have  not  been  idle,  but  are  up  and 
doing  with  a  movement  for  the  formation  of  a  student  coun- 
cil which  shall  take  the  initiative  in  the  control  of  under- 
graduate affairs.  Even  the  freshmen  this  year  are  of  unusually 
progressive  caliber,  having  favorably  considered  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  upper-classmen  with  regard  to  wearing  uniform 
caps.  In  fact,  this  spirit  of  "getting  into  the  game"  seems  to 
have  become  the  prevalent  mood  of  the  student  body  as  a 
whole.

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LETTERS  OF  M'CARTY  AND 
FLETCHER 

Since  the  biographies  of  John  Templeton  McCarty  and  Naa- 
man  Fletcher  were  pubhshed  in  The  Phi  Gamma  Delta  under 
the  caption  of  ''The  Founders  and  Their  Graves,"  there  has 
been  found  a  number  of  letters  written  by  them  to  James  El- 
liott, Jr.,  who  was  one  of  the  *Tmmortal  Six.''  These  letters 
have  been  carefully  preserved  by  Frank  Elliott,  Esq.,  a  son  of 
one  of  the  founders,  who  is  a  practicing  lawyer  in  the  city  of 
Chicago. 

Inasmuch  as  these  letters  are  dated  almost  from  the  very  be- 
ginning of  the  fraternity,  and  inasmuch  as  the  fraternity  pos- 
sesses no  other  written  word  of  any  of  the  founders,  the  value 
of  the  letters  will  be  fully  appreciated. 

Mr.  Frank  Elliott  also  had  in  his  possession,  and  has  turned 
over  to  me,  letters  from  the  other  founders,  which  will  be  pub- 
lished later  with  their  biographies. 

The  letters  of  McCarty  and  Fletcher  are  here  given : 

Delta  Hall  No.  i.  May  20,  1848. 
Mr.  James  Elliott,  Jr.,  Mount  Pleasant.  Ohio: 

Brother  James — Your  communication  relative  to  the  pins 
came  duly  to  hand.  I  was  glad  to  Icani  that  the  initials  and 
date  wxre  correct,  but  from  what  you  say  1  fear  they  are  too 
light  to  look  well.  Four  of  us  (viz.,  the  seniors)  intended  send- 
ing for  ours  on  yesterday,  but  Miller  did  not  go.  We  will  send 
soon.  The  Deltas  convened  last  night  at  10  o'clock  at  Delta 
Hall  No.  I,  and  decided  that  we  should  all  speak  on  commence- 
ment but  Pennington,  and  also  passed  a  motion  prohibiting  us 
from  wearing  our  pins  until  Saturday  l)efore  commencement. 
They  think  the  interests  of  the  order  demnnd  it.  If  so  I  am 
content,  although  I  should  like  to  wear  mine  all  the  time.     So

Jim,  if  you  arc  wearing  yours,  you  had  better  leave  it  off  when 
you  return  to  this  place.  All  is  peace  and  harmony  in  the 
brotherhood.

Brother  Delta — A  few  days  have  elapsed  since  your  favor 
was  received,  and  be  assured  it  was  perused  with  no  ordinary 
degree  of  pleasure,  being  the  first  T  ever  received  from  you,  the 
first  from  a  Delta :  of  course  I  was  rejoiced,  happy  and  con- 
tent ;  I  presented  your  comi)liments  to  all  the  chapter  and  they 
all  send  theirs  in  return  with  many  good  wishes  for  your  future 
welfare.  But  hold — Pennington  and  myself,  Logan  and  Mc- 
Kinney  (Beta),  went  to  Pittsburgh  last  week  to  hear  Eorest. 
Soon  after  our  arrival  the  immortal  three  hastened  to  Wilson's 
shop  and  procured  our  pins:  better  pleased  than  I  expected  to 
Ik* — I  also  got  Jenkins'  and  Gilchrist's.  Logan  did  not  intend 
to  get  his,  but  he  swr)re  he  must  have  it  forever  by  him ;  even 
so,  although  there  was  one  Beta  in  the  crowd. 

Pennington  and  T  wore  our  pins — we  could  not  keep  from  it. 
Mc.  wondered  at  it  somewhat,  and  we  gave  him  no  satisfaction. 
We  heard  Eorest  two  evenings — on  Metemora  and  Sackade.

I  replied  that 
that  was  the  mystery.  She  then  supposed  that  it  was  a  Beta 
pin.  This  I  boldly  denied,  but  told  her  that  she  would  see 
more  of  them  on  commencement.  I  received  a  letter  from 
Crofts  a  few  days  ago — he  is  about  to  raise  a  High  School  in 
New  Lisl)on.  God  grant  that  he  may  succeed.  May  he  attain 
the  high  eminence  that  his  talents  merit.  He  has  a  soul,  and 
I  trust  that  he  will  not  have  to  deal  wnth  such  mean,  deceitful

men  as  the  F'aculty  of  J.  College.  He  says  be  will  be  bere  at 
commencement,  but  will  not  take  a  diploma.  T  bave  finisbed 
my  speecb.  It  is  atout  T2  minutes  long.  I  read  it  to  tbe  Dr. 
to-day ;  be  made  no  corrections  except  recommended  a  cbange 
of  words  in  one  or  two  instances.  I  am  not  certain  tbat  I  will 
adopt  tbem.  He  asked  me  if  you  w^ere  going  to  speak.  I  told 
him  you  were  ready  and  would  speak.  He  seemed  pleased  and 
said  be  would  rather  excuse  others  than  you.  Cox,  Duncan, 
Milligan  and  perhaps  Robinson  are  excused.  Sam  B.  has  fin- 
isbed bis  speecb  and  is  now  out  in  the  country  rusticating,  but 
will  return  in  a  day  or  two ;  bis  subject.  "Immortality  of  Man." 

I  hope  you  will  l)e  back  on  Saturday  at  farthest,  so  you  and 
Sam  B.,  Gallatin  and  myself  can  go  to  the  woods  and  practice 
on  our  speeches.  There  was  nothing  of  importance  done  in 
Society  at  the  last  meeting. 

Tbe  Deltas  are  flourishing.     Nothing  done  of  late.

Well,  my  dear  Brother  A : 

"Mac"  has  just  aroused  me  from  the  most  overpowering 
slumber  tbat  ever  fell  on  the  lids  of  mortal  man  by  saying  tbat 
"now  if  I  wish  I  could  write  you  a  few  lines"  in  bis  letter.  I 
do  not  know  what  be  has  written,  nor  do  I  think  it  of  sufficient 
importance  to  enquire — doubtless  be  has  retailed  to  you  all  the 
gossip  with  which  our  village  is  so  constantly  excited,  and  has 
amused  you  by  many  of  bis  own  grave  speculative  predictions, 
resolves,  etc.  As  for  myself,  I  bave  nothing  good  to  say.  I  am 
at  best  but  a  poor,  miserable  sinner,  partly  sbi])wreckcd  in  tbe 
midst  of  tbe  great  ocean  of  (life)  time.  I  am.  however,  striig- 
gbng  to  reach  tbe  haven  of  peace  and  glory — amen.  The  last 
few  days  bave  l)cen  exceedingly  warm,  and  in  cons'jquence 
thereof  I  bave  l^een  roasted,  fried,  stewed,  cooked,  boiled, 
baked,  broiled,  and  there  is  now  nothing  but  a  grease  si)ot  left 
of  me.  Yesterday  (tbe  blessed  Sabbath  day)  I  had  set  apart 
and  consecrated  for  tbe  purpose  of  writing  my  response,  but  lo 
and  behold,  it  was  so  like  tbat  place  from  whence  Dives  lifted 
up  bis  eyes  that  I  could  do  nothing  else  but  sleep.  Xow  I  bave 
determined  to  wait  until  next  Sunday:  if  I  should  fail  then,  I 
will  wait  until  you  come,  and  get  you  to  write  it  for  me. 
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Paragraphs. 

No.  I.  I  am  much  pleased  with  the  pins.  They  surpass  any 
of  the  kind  that  I  ever  saw,  though  they  do  not  exactly  come  up 
to  my  taste. 

No.  2.  S.  B.  W.  has  gone  off  to  some  place  incog,  to  get  a 
little  of  the  halm  of  Gilead,  etc. 

No.  3.  The  president  of  Meadville  College  preached  for  us 
last  night — a  good  Methodist  sennon. 

No.  4.  Your  speedy  return  among  us  is  anxiously  desired  by 
all  your  friends  in  general,  and  your  humble  ser.  in  particular. 

No.  5.  We  look  for  something  in  your  speech  calculated  to 
do  honor  to  yourself  and  the  A  Society,  so  labor,  men.  "There 
is  no  excellence  unthout  labor/' 

No.  6.  Forgive  this  hasty  scrawl  and  these  incoherent  re- 
marks. I  am  just  becoming  wakened,  and  find  that  the  sheet  is 
full. 

Be  assured  I  am  thy  sincere  friend,  Fletcher. 

Brookville,  Ind.,  June  2,  1848. 
Esteemed  Friend : 

Brother  James — Your  truly  welcome  and  interesting  com- 
munication came  to  hand  this  morning,  and  I  hasten  to  respond. 
Yes,  James,  'tis  strange  that  we  can  not — nay,  would  not  if  we 
could — forget  the  past;  there  is  to  me  at  least  a  melancholy 
sweetness  in  the  recollections  of  days  that  are  past  and  gone. 
I  love  to  think  of  the  happy  hours  of  bygone  days,  of  the  glori- 
ous scenes  in  which  I  was  a  participant  with  many  endeared 
friends  from  w^hom  I  am  now  separated — perhaps  forever. 
"While  these  sober,  mellow  days  are  passing  by  me  with  a 
melancholy  smile,  I  love  to  retrace  my  footsteps  along  the  path- 
way of  life,  and  call  up  in  long  review  the  happy  scenes  that 
have  flitted  from  my  vision  like  the  gay  but  withered  leaves  of 
the  departed  summer."  It  is  indeed  hard  to  part  from  those  we 
love,  with  but  little  prospect  of  meeting  again.  Such  were  my 
sad  thoughts  on  the  morn  I  bid  you  adieu,  and  so  with  other 
Deltas — those  who  shall  ever  be  dear  to  me — with  whom  the 
most  pleasant  hours  of  my  eventful  life  have  been  passed.  But 
my  college  days  are  now  over  ;  but  never  can  I  forget  the  happy 
hours,  glorious  scenes,  eventful  excursions  and  daring  deeds  of 
my  college  life.  No,  all  these  will  be  fresh  in  my  memory  in 
after  years — yea,  even  till  I  totter  upon  the  verge  of  the  grave.

I  have  now  entered  upon  the  great  battlefield  of  life — launched 
my  barque  upon  the  troubled  ocean,  and  whether  I  will  be  able 
to  guide  it  safely  over  the  boisterous  billows  has  yet  to  be  de- 
cided. I  trust — yea,  I  know  I  have  the  good  wishes  of  many 
kindred  spirits,  and  shall  ever  have  the  ardent  prayers  of  all  the 
Deltas.  With  some  such  well  wishers  I  enter  the  great  stage  of 
action.  That  you  and  all  others  of  our  order  may  glide  smoothly 
down  the  stream  of  life  and  finally  weigh  anchor  in  the  harbor 
of  safety,  prosperity,  happiness  and  glory,  is  the  heartfelt  wish 
of  your  humble  correspondent.  'Terscverentia  vincit  omnia'* 
should  be  borne  in  mind  upon  all  occasions,  especially  in  times 
of  trouble  and  disappointment.  But  w^hy  thus  fill  up  this  sheet  ? 
I  will  now  give  you  a  hasty  history  of  myself.  After  we  left 
Wheeling  nothing  of  interest  occurred  till  we  reached  the  resi- 
dence of  Gallatin  Jenkins.  I  shook  him  warmly  by  the  hand 
and  expressed  many  wishes  for  his  future  glory,  and  then  said, 
**Vale,  vale,  utrumque  vale."  We  reached  Cincinnati  on  Sab- 
bath morning.  I  then  bid  Crews  farewell  and  wended  my  way 
to  the  hotel,  but  ere  I  reached  it  I  met  a  young  gentleman  from 
the  state  of  BrookviFle,  who  informed  me  that  there  were  three 
young  ladies  from  said  state  in  the  city  anxiously  awaiting  my 
arrival.  I  dressed  up  and  hastened  to  them,  and  found  them 
beautiful  and  smiling,  and  rejoicing  to  see  their  once  gallant. 
On  that  night  I  saw  the  lady  to  whom  I  first  made  love ;  she  also 
appeared  happy,  and  met  me  again.  Such  being  my  situation, 
I  could  not — did  not  leave  that  city  until  Wednesday.  I  had  all 
kinds  of  amusement  in  the  city,  most  of  the  time  w^ith  women. 
Met  several  old  Oxford  students,  who  gazed  with  wonder  at  my 
Delta  pin — and  w^ll  they  might,  for  so  pretty  a  thing  they 
never  before  beheld.  When  I  reached  home  I  found  my  lady 
love  sweet  as  in  days  past — also  found  my  father  a  warm  Tay- 
lor man.  We  had  a  Taylor  meeting  here  on  Saturday  night 
last ;  some  pretty  speeches.  I  am  to  make  a  Taylor  speech  on 
next  Saturday  in  this  place.  I  should  not  do  this,  but  my  father 
is  so  warm  a  Taylor  man  I  can  not  well  decline.  I  don't  think 
I  shall  write  my  speech — take  notes  and  speak  extemporane- 
ously. I  commenced  reading  law  on  yesterday,  and  intend  to  be 
admitted  in  one  year  or  die  a-trying.  I  wrote  to  Fletcher  on 
yesterday.  I  have  not  received  a  letter  from  him.  Excuse  this 
miserable  letter,  and  accept  the  regards  of

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Brookville,  Ind.,  July  lo,  1848. 
Brotiikr  James — I  scat  myself  to  indite  you  a  short  note  on 
business.  Learning  from  your  last  letter  that  you  had  not  suc- 
ceeded in  gettinq^  a  school,  and  our  county  seminary  being 
vacant  at  present,  I  inquired  a  few  days  ago  of  one  of  the 
trustees  if  they  had  any  one  in  view,  and  he  told  me  they  had 
not.  On  yesterday  I  had  a  long  talk  \vith  one  of  the  trustees, 
and  told  him  that  I  knew  of  a  young  man  very  much  qualified 
for  the  situation,  and  who  more  than  i)robabIy  would  be  pleased 
to  procure  said  seminary.  After  thus  conversing,  I  agreed  to 
write  to  you  instanter,  so  as  to  learn  whether  you  had  obtained 
a  school,  and,  if  not,  whether  you  were  desirous  of  getting  in 
"Hoosierdom."  If  you  want  the  school,  and  will  come  with 
sufficient  recommendations  (which  you  can  do  without  any 
trouble,  as  I  told  the  trustee),  I  think  I  can  ol)tain  the  situation 
for  you  w^ithout  any  difficulty.  The  school  was  worth  to  the 
last  principal  Ijetween  5  and  $600.00  a  year ;  whether  it  would 
be  worth  that  for  the  first  year  now,  I  can  not  say,  though  I 
presume  not.

And  you  shall  be 
with  a  Delta  who  esteems  you  from  the  bottom  of  his  heart. 
Yea,  James,  we  will  room  together,  etc.,  and  go  and  see  the 
women  just  whenever  you  say  so;  T  am  always  ready.  Please 
write  to  me  on  the  day  you  receive  this  whether  you  have  yet 
got  a  school,  and  whether  you  wish  the  one  here.  I  want  you 
to  come,  and  be  assured  you  shall  receive  a  hearty  welcome 
from  all  my  friends,  male  and  female.  By  the  time  I  receive 
your  answer  to  this  T  can  be  certain  w'hether  I  can  obtain  the 
situation.  I  am  now  reading  law  in  earnest — that  is,  10  hours 
a  day.  T  am  determined  to  l)e  a(hiiitted  next  February.  I  have 
already  made  two  Taylor  speeches,  one  in  this  place  and  one  in 
an  adjoining  county.  How  I  did,  of  course  I  can  not  say,  only 
that  I  have  received  many  compliments  from  old  and  young. 
My  prospects  for  the  future  are  highly  flattering.  I  trust  it 
may  ever  be  so.  I  received  only  a  few  minutes  since  a  letter 
from  our  friend  Dan  Crofts.    He  seems  in  fine  spirits — ^but  is 
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opposed,  alas,  to  Taylor.  Write  to  him  and  urge  him  to  go  for 
Taylor ;  for  my  part,  I  am  really  sanguine  of  his  election,  and  I 
expect  to  win  some  money  on  it.  I  did  not  intend  to  write  more 
than  ten  lines  when  I  began,  but,  writing  to  you,  I  know  not 
when  to  stop.

Brookville,  Ind.,  July  19,  1848. 
Brother  James — Ujxdu  yesterday  I  received  two  communi- 
cations from  you,  to  which  I  now  hasten  to  reply.  But  in  the 
first  i)lace,  permit  me  to  express  to  you  my  sincere  pleasure  in 
learning  the  fact  that  you  were  soon  to  cast  your  barque  ujx)n 
the  political  ocean,  and  that,  too,  upon  a  safe  and  tried  vessel. 
I  trust  ere  this  you  have  made  one  or  two  Taylor  speeches,  and 
such  as  have  done  you  much  credit,  though  I  have  no  fears  on 
this  point.  Since  I  wrote  you  last  I  have  been  enjoying  myself 
most  gloriously — read  all  the  day  and  visit  the  women  at  night. 
So  far  I  have  progressed  in  my  studies  far  beyond  my  most 
sanguine  expectations,  and  I  am  now  confident  that  I  can  be 
admitted  on  next  February,  if  I  have  my  health.  I  received 
upon  Monday  last  a  letter  from  little  Crews;  he  had  reached 
home  in  safety  after  a  long,  tedious  journey.  He  seemed  happy, 
and  intends  to  returning  to  old  Jefferson.  I  wrote  to  him  and 
urged  to  return,  and  to  sustain  the  reputation  he  now  has  at  this 
place.  He  is  a  boy  of  much  promise,  and  I  feel  deeply  interested 
in  his  welfare.  I  also  received  a  letter  from  our  beloved  old 
Dan  Crofts,  which  was  perused  with  no  ordinary  pleasure.  He 
is  one  whom  I  always  loved  for  his  good  qualities,  and  have 
ever  been  an  admirer  of  his  talents.  I  can  never  forgive  the  fac- 
ulty of  Jefferson  College  for  their  base  injustice  to  him.  But  he 
can  get  through  this  world  without  their  aid  or  even  a  diploma. 
I  lately  heard  from  my  old  roommate  Fletcher,  who  had  the 
blues  the  worst  way  when  he  wrote  me.  I  trust  he  has  said 
begone,  dull  care,  and  will  be  content  and  happy  during  this 
vacation,  and  will  next  session  accomplish  w^onders  for  the 
Deltas.  He  has  the  abilities,  if  he  will  only  keep  in  good  spirits. 
Oh !  the  happy  days  that  I  have  spent  at  old  Jefferson.  I  was 
rejoiced  to  hear  that  old  Sam  B.  w^as  soon  to  be  "a  limb  of  the 
law.''    Tell  him  in  your  next  letter  to  write  to  me  as  he  prom- 
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ised.  Has  he  forgotten  old  John  T.  McCarty  of  Indiana,  or 
why  does  he  not  wtite  ?  I  wrote  to  Gregg  and  Ray,  hut  have 
not  as  yet  received  an  answer.  I  intend  writing  in  a  few  days 
to  Gilchrist  of  Butler  county,  and  old  Edmiston  of  Washington 
College.  As  to  old  Taylor's  prospects,  I,  for  one,  feel  confident 
of  his  election.  I  also  feel  confident  that  old  Indiana  will  be 
right  this  time  and  no  mistake.  The  Taylor  fever  is  very  high 
here,  and  so  many  Democrats  intend  to  vote  for  the  man  who 
never  surrendered.  But,  to  be  candid,  I  fear  Ohio  will  go  for 
Cass,  on  account  of  your  large  Abolition  vote,  though  I  sin- 
cerely hope  for  better  things.  If  there  is  an  exertion  made, 
Ohio  must  be  right,  as  the  people  are  generally  white  in  that 
state;  here  w^  have  to  contend  with  some  10,000  Dutch,  but. 
thank  God,  some  of  them  have  at  last  got  their  eyes  open  and 
are  shouting  for  Taylor  and  Filmore.  But  should  we  lose  Ohio, 
I  still  think  Taylor  will  be  elected,  as  he  must  get  New  York 
and  S.  Carolina.  But  why  it  is  that  so  many  of  the  volunteers 
w^ho  have  just  returned  are  against  him  I  can  not  for  the  life 
of  me  see.  I  was  of  the  impression  that  he  was  the  idol  of  the 
soldiers.  But  I  trust  all  will  be  right.  I  went  upon  yesterday 
in  the  country  to  see  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
our  seminary,  and  told  him  that  I  had  heard  from  you,  and  all 
was  right  as  to  your  coming  if  you  could  obtain  the  situation. 
He  has  called  a  meeting  of  the  l)oard  on  Saturday  next,  at 
which  time  I  have  now^  no  doubt  but  that  James  Elliott  of  Ohio 
will  be  chosen.  If  so,  I  will  write  to  you  immediately — that  is, 
on  next  Monday.  I  would  advise  you  to  wTite  to  each  one  of 
the  professors  of  Jefferson  College  and  request  them  to  send 
you  written  testimonials  immediately,  which  they  will  of  course 
do.  I  think  perhaps  it  would  be  best  to  have  some  recommenda- 
tions from  home  or  from  teachers  in  that  vicinity.  In  haste,  I 
am  thy  sincere  friend,  John  T.  McCartv.

EsTi£KMKL)  Frikni) — 111  Illy  last  letter  to  you  I  promised  to 
write  you  again  on  to-day.  I  have  now  seized  my  "gray-goose 
quill"  for  that  purpose.  The  trustees  of  our  seminary  met  on 
Saturday  last,  and  you  were  chosen  princij^al  of  the  said  sem- 
inary. Inclosed  you  will  find  a  letter  from  them  (I  tore  off  all 
but  the  writing),  which  will  tell  you  of  their  proceedings.  One 
of  the  trustees  upon  this  morning  told  me  to  say  to  you  that  did 
not  the  seminary  flourish  as  they  anticipated,  that  they  would 
make  a  small  appropriation  to  you.  I  am  of  the  impression  that 
you  can  have  a  good  school.

EsTEKMEi)  Friend — I  owe  you  many  apologies  for  not  an- 
swering sooner  your  last  welcome  and  interesting  epistle.  I 
might  write  a  list  of  excuses  that  would  fill  this  sheet,  and  yet 
all  he  good  and  true  ones,  hut  I  will  not  bore  you  w  ith  enumera- 
tion, but  I  will  merely  state  one  excuse  or  reason  why  I  have 
neglected  you  so  long,  and  it  is  simply  this:  My  father  has 
been  sick  ever  since  your  letter  came  to  hand,  and  I  have  had  to 
spend  most  of  my  time  at  home.  He  is  now  better,  and  I  think 
will  doubtless  recover,  though  I  was  fearful  for  soitie  days  that 
he  would  not.  So  for  the  last  four  weeks  I  have  done  but  little 
with  my  studies,  as  I  have  not  read  one  hundred  pages  in  all 
that  time.  My  whole  heart  and  soul  are  in  the  presidential 
election.  We  have  just  received  glorious  news  from  the  state 
elections  of  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio.  I  trust  it  is  true,  as  I  be- 
lieve much  depends  on  the  way  Ohio  goes  in  November.  I  am 
still  sanguine  of  Taylor's  success,  having  confidence  in  the 
Whigs  of  your  state.  About  three  weeks  ago  I  accompanied 
Judge  Watson  to  Mercersville,  on  the  Ohio  line,  at  which  place 
we  made  speeches,  and  it  so  happened  that  we  had  three  young 
ladies  there  from  Oxford,  old  friends  of  mine,  brought  there 
by  ^TcKeely,  whom  you  know.  After  I  had  spoken  I  took  my 
seat  in  the  carriage  and  drove  the  girls  to  Brook ;  two  of  them 
returned  next  day  ;  one  (my  favorite)  remained  and  sent  for  her 
clothes.  I  paid  some  considerable  attention  to  her  whilst  here. 
"Oh,  what  a  pure  and  sacred  thing  is  beauty."  Last  week  I 
took  her  home,  and  also  took  her  to  Hamilton  to  the  Whig 
barbeque,  which  was  a  grand  affair.  Ex.  Gov,  Metcalf  of  Ky. 
made  the  first  speech,  Caleb  !>.  Smith  of  Indiana  the  second, 
and  here  let  me  say  that  this  same  Cale  Smith  has  few  superior 
stump  orators  in  the  union.  He  makes  an  able  speech.  Then 
came  Col.  Delans  of  Ohio,  tolerable  only.  After  him  Moose- 
head  of  Ky.  And  still  they  came — on  came  the  great,  great, 
great  Sam  Corwin,  the  unequalled  orator  of  the  world.  His 
whole  manner,  building  of  thoughts  and  expressions,  grace  and 
power  of  gesticulation  surpassed  anything  that  I  have  ever 
heard.  Twelve  thousand  people  sat  enraptured  at  his  thrilling 
eloquence  for  more  than  two  hours,  and  then  proceeded  to  their 
respective  homes  well  pleased  with  Whiggery,  Corwin,  etc. 
This  was  the  first  political  meeting  T  ever  attended.  I  forbear 
description,  as  I  could  not  do  it  justice.     I  still  make  a  speech 
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occasionally;  have  now  some  appointments.  I  hope  you  are 
serving  your  county.  Dan  Crofts  is  now  for  Taylor.  He  once 
said  he  could  not  go  him,  as  he  was  not  a  genuine  Whig. 

I  was  glad  to  learn  that  you  had  some  good  situations  in 
view.  I  hope  you  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  one  you 
desired,  for  if  there  is  any  one  in  this  world  that  I  could  desire 
to  see  prosper,  it  is  James  Elliott  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  Ohio.  I 
have  not  yet  determined  where  I  will  settle.  Perhaps  at  Con- 
ncrsville  with  Air.  Burrows,  who  is  now  prosecutor  of  Lafay- 
ette Co.  and  is,  I  believe,  the  most  talented  young  man  I  ever 
knew.  He  offers  me  full  partnership — even  half  he  makes  from 
the  prosccutorship,  which  amount  would  be  about  $200.00  a 
year.  The  latter,  of  course,  I  would  not  accept.  But  it  seems 
to  me  I  would  rather  go  South  or  farther  West.  There  are 
many  inquiries  made  here  concerning  you  by  the  ladies  and 
others.  Kate  sends  her  regards  and  well  wishes.  I  have 
broken  all  ties  asunder  in  this  quarter.  I  only  call  about  once 
in  two  weeks.  She  asks  me  many  questions  alx)ut  staying  away 
so  long,  etc.,  and  doubtless  thinks  strange  of  my  course.  I 
received  a  letter  a  few  days  ago  from  old  Ray.  who  says  things 
are  flourishing  in  old  Jefferson.  Of  course,  you  have  heard  of 
the  triumph  of  the  Deltas  at  Washington  College.  So  far  our 
expectations  are  more  than  realized.  Merit  is  sometimes  re- 
warded. I  think  I  shall  visit  old  Jefferson  next  year,  or  rather 
this  college  year.  1  still  have  a  student's  heart  and  some  of  a 
student's  ways.  Write  me  a  long  letter  '*c*o  instanti.'*  Tell 
me  all  the  news.  Old  Dan  Jones  sends  his  compliments.  I  re- 
ceived the  School  Master  among  the  Hoosiers,  for  which  you 
have  my  thanks.  I  feared  T  should  see  it  no  more  forever.  I 
have  been  attending  court  part  of  this  week  at  Connersville, 
and  was  at  a  ball  at  Cambridge  College.  The  good  people  get 
a  hard  yarn  on  me  occasionally,  but  they  affect  me  not.

Broth KR  James — Your  last  and  welcome  epistle  came  to 

hand  last  week,  and  afforded  me  the  extreme  pleasure  w^hich 

your  communications  are  ever  wont  to  create.     I  judge  from 

the  tenor  of  your  letter  that  you  are  in  fine  spirits  and  com- 
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fortahly  situated.  I  believe  you  have  never  told  me  how  you 
were  now  spending  your  time.  Please  inform  me  in  your  next. 
I  suppose  you  had  great  times  during  ^'holidays."  Here  all  was 
dull  and  quiet.  No  parties,  no  balls,  no  nothing.  I  spent  lx)th 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  in  my  studious  office.  I  am  just  on 
the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Brother  Fletcher,  who  relates  the 
adventures  of  his  vacation  (which  are  rich),  informs  me  of  the 
dismissal  of  some  Jefferson  R-legs,  and  of  the  death  of  H.  Clay 
Leeamon.  "Surely  in  life  we  are  in  the  midst  of  death."  He 
was  a  very  healthy  young  man.  I  fear  many  of  us  will  be  cut 
down  by  the  "King  of  Terror,"  by  the  dread  pestilence  the 
cholera  that  is  now  in  our  country  and  has  already  consigned 
to  thtir  tombs  many  of  our  citizens.  I  regret  its  advent  into 
this  country.  Since  my  last  letter  to  you  many  changes  and 
wonders  have  occurred  to  your  humble  servant.  Oh,  James, 
could  1  only  sec  you  and  tell  you  si^me  of  my  delicious  adven- 
tures and  excursions.  I  also  have  been  a  close  and  diligent  stu- 
dent in  the  meantime,  and  on  to-morrow  night  a  week  will  be 
an  **i\ttorney  and  Councellor  at  Law."  Ye  gods,  what  an 
honor!  Perhaps  1  am  first  of  my  class  to  be  admitted.  But  I 
have  just  thought  of  something  rich,  which  I  believe  happened 
since  I  wrote  to  you  last.  One  Saturday  evening  I  attended  a 
temi)erance  meeting  at  the  court  house,  where  addresses  were 
delivered  by  Messrs.  Watson  and  Sullenberger.  After  the 
speeches,  to  my  surprise  and  utter  astonishment,  Geo.  Holland 
and  John  T.  McCarty  were  chosen  to  deliver  addresses  two 
weeks  from  that  night,  which  we  did  before  a  very  large  con- 
gregation. My  speech  was  over  an  hour  in  length  and  the 
finest  effort  of  my  life.  The  reason  I  was  surprised  at  their 
choosing  me  was  simply  because  1  was  not  a  member  of  any 
temperance  order.  T  have  been  often  earnestly  solicited  by 
many  to  join  the  "Sons,"  and  this  I  would  do  if  they  had  a 
decent  division  here,  but  it  is  composed  of  Langurs,  Troglo- 
dytes and  Assignates. 

Dan  I).  Jones  was  married  some  eight  w'eeks  ago  to  a  lady 
in  Harrison,  and  has  not  been  in  Brookville  since  he  was  mar- 
ried. He  even  did  not  invite  me  (or  any  Brookvillians)  to  his 
wedding.  I  have  got  gloriously  out  of  all  my  love  affairs ;  have 
been  in  several  since  you  were  here.  You  say  the  gold  fever  is 
raging  in  your  section  of  country.  So  it  is,  I  fear,  all  over  the 
North.    I  received  a  letter  not  long  since  from  Brother  Edmis- 
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ton,  who  gave  me  a  pressing  invitation  to  join  a  select  company 
in  Columl)iis,  Ohio.  I  wrote  him  immediately  that  I  w^ould  not 
go — that  I  thought  I  would  not  fancy  such  an  adventure — hut 
time  elapsed,  every  report  was  encouraging,  and  on  last  Mon- 
day, strange  as  it  may  seem,  T  determined  to  go  and  seek  my 
fortune  in  California.  I  intend  raising  a  small  company,  to  he 
united  with  a  few  more  whom  John  Ryman  (a  law^yer  whom 
you  will  recall)  of  Lawrencehurgh  will  raise.  Ryman  and  my- 
self have  entered  into  an  agreement  that  if  we  can  not  make 
money  digging  gold  w^e  will  go  to  practicing  law  as  soon  as 
they  organize,  w-hich  will  he  in  a  few  months.  Ryman  intends 
to  apply  to  Taylor  to  be  appointed  District  Judge  of  California. 
If  he  succeeds  I  may  get  some  appointment,  if  I  am  desirous 
and  can  not  make  a  fortune  in  gold  digging.  We  will  leave 
here  in  March  and  go  through  by  land.  We  intend  to  join  some 
large  company  in  going  from  Independence,  Missouri,  through 
the  entire  route,  so  there  will  be  no  danger  of  Indians.  What 
say  you,  James,  to  go  along?  Glorious  adventure,  perhaps 
make  fortune  in  a  short  time ;  cost  about  $300.00 ;  about 
$150.00  to  take  us  there,  but  we  must  have  some  after  we  get 
there.  I  shall  take  from  $500.00  to  $1,000.00.  Write  imme- 
diately.

Saint  Joski»h,  Missoiki,  April  19,  1849. 
Friknd  James — Some  weeks  since  I  have  been  a  victim  of 
the  gold  fever,  a  disease  which  has  been  contagious — a  dreadful 
malady,  and  which  is  reported  by  many  as  fatal.  I  immediately 
began  to  raise  a  company  in  old  IJrookville,  and  in  the  short 
space  of  two  wrecks  succeeded,  and  was  elected  captain.  I  tlien 
applied  for  license  to  plead  law,  and  passed  a  creditable  exam- 
ination, not  missing  a  single  question.  Then  went  to  Cincin- 
nati, spent  one  w^eek,  spent  $50.00,  had  a  glorious  time,  all 
kinds  of  amusement,  returned,  commenced  taking  leave  of 
Brookville,  and  such  times !  oh !  heavens,  I  will  never  relate 
unless  we  meet  again.    The  time  of  our  departure  drew  nigh, 
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tears  began  to  flow,  and  everywhere  might  be  seen  long  and 
sad  faces.  The  Franklin  Co.  Bible  Society  asked  permission  to 
present  us  each  a  copy  of  the  Holy  Scriptures.  We  consented. 
On  the  day  set  for  our  departure  we  convened  at  the  court 
house  to  receive  the  gifts.  The  house  was  crowded  and  win- 
dows filled,  and  still  not  near  all  in  the  house.  The  scene  was 
opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Potter,  and  then  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Fernell  presented  us  each  a  Bible  and  made  quite  a  speech 
with  presentation.  When  he  resumed  his  scat  I,  by  request  of 
the  company,  responded  with  all  pathos  and  feeling  in  my 
power.  It  was  the  greatest  effort  of  my  life,  and  when  I  took 
my  scat  I  can  safely  say  that  there  were  lOO  women  and  men 
in  tears.  I  never  saw  half  so  many  tears  shed  on  any  occasion. 
We  bid  old  friends  adieu  and  proceeded  to  the  canal,  accom- 
panied by  hundreds.  No  boats  had  come,  and  none  came  till 
twelve  o'clock  at  night.  The  Bible  Association  was  at  two 
p.  M.  The  evening  was  spent  in  the  most  dramatic  and  ro- 
mantic manner,  with  scenes  of  tragic  and  pathetic  mingling 
together.  While  Luna  was  wending  her  wanton  pathway 
through  the  expansive  realms  of  space,  and  her  silver  rays 
darting  through  the  clouds,  there  might  have  been  seen  those 
whose  hearts  were  knit  together,  palpitating  in  unison,  with 
fond  embrace,  mingling  sigh  with  sigh.  And  trickling  tear 
commingled  with  its  fellow  tear  flow  in  unison  down  the  ruddy 
cheeks  and  drop  to  moisten  the  hallowed  ground  on  which  they 
stood.  The  boat  to  bear  us  from  our  friends  and  home  has 
arrived,  the  signal  for  departure  is  given — with  friends  dear, 
friends  who  took  the  parting  hard,  and  bid  the  heartfelt  fare- 
well. The  boat  is  on  her  winding  way.  The  parting  scenes 
over,  the  distant  heavens  gather  black  with  clouds,  and  on  her 
surface  is  seen  to  play  the  zigzag  lightning,  while  earth  re- 
verberated wnth  the  thunder  of  the  gathering  storm.  Con- 
trasted with  this  was  grouped  together  on  the  deck  of  the  boat 
the  votaries  of  Bacchus  paying  tribute  to  their  favorite  god, 
w^hile  the  rain  poured  down  on  their  consecrated  heads.  Many 
went  to  Cincinnati  with  us.  You  know  some  of  the  Brookville 
California  Company  beside  myself,  to  wit:  Henry  Berry, 
senior  editor  of  the  Fr.  Democrat,  Moses  A.  Berry,  Levi 
Woods,  John  Concord.  John  Kimble.  I  am  looking  for  Brother 
Edmiston  of  Washington  College,  or  who  graduated  at  this 
place,  every  day  to  join  us,  and  then  accompany  us  to  the  land 
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of  Ophir,  of  gold  and  untold  wealth.  There  are  now  about  three 
thousand  rendezvoused  at  this  place,  anxiously  awaiting  for 
grass  so  that  we  can  start  across  the  plains.  I  left  home  on  the 
14th  of  March.  We  remained  in  Cincinnati  five  days;  had  a 
pleasant  trip  to  St.  Louis,  then  remained  four  days,  procuring 
our  provisions  and  other  necessary  equipments,  and  then 
started  up  the  Mississippi,  and  soon  found  ourselves  plowing 
the  waves  of  the  great  Missouri.  We  passed  some  sublime  and 
beautiful  scenery,  which  I  have  not  time  to  describe.  I  am 
keeping  a  journal,  have  some  40  or  50  pages  already  written. 
The  town  of  St.  Joseph  has  about  two  thousand  inhabitants,  and 
has  only  been  laid  out  5  years ;  is  surrounded  by  a  most  splen- 
did country,  and  is  now  fourth  best  town  in  the  state  of  Mis- 
souri, and  in  a  few  years  will  be  second  to  none,  save  St.  Louis. 
I  saw  Bill  Bokcr  in  the  latter  place.  He  looks  very  natural,  and 
told  me  he  was  going  to  California.  I  intend  to  try  digging 
gold  for  one  year  or  more,  then  if  I  like  the  country  I  intend  to 
settle  in  San  Francisco — a  place  destined  to  be  one  of  the 
greatest  cities  of  the  American  continent.  Come  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  settle.  I  have  one  request  to  make  of  you,  as  one  of 
my  old  and  tried  friends,  which  is  to  write  me  frequently 
during  the  coming  sumnier  direct  to  San  Francisco.  I  will 
reach  California  about  September  next.  I  shall  write  as  often 
as  within  my  power.    Thy  friend,  John  T.  ]\IcCartv.

Jefferson  Cof.lege,  June  20,  1848. 
My  dear  Elliott: 

Brother — I  am  most  happy  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  containing,  as  you  said.  fi\Q  dollars,  a  receipt  for 
which  you  will  find  enclosed.  We  are  at  last  entirely  separated. 
You  are  at  your  home  among  friends,  warm-hearted  friends, 
but  I  am  here  comparatively  alone,  surrounded  by  those  whom 
I  can  neither  love  nor  respect.  Yet  I  am  contented,  for  it  was 
my  ow^n  choice,  and  although  I  am  not  just  in  the  midst  of 
congenial  spirits  and  boon  companions  yet  I  am  permitted  the 
high  privilege  of  holding  sweet  converse  with  most  of  the  great 
souls  that  have  ever  lived,  and  in  their  society  I  must  be  happy 
— I  must  be  improved.  But  I  will  not  trouble  you  with  specula- 
tions. I  know  you  are  anxious  to  have  the  ''gossip" — the  news 
— the  flying  reports  that  circulate  so  freely  in  this  narrowed 
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village  and  as  I  am  some  on  these  topics,  I  will  not  detain  you 
further,  nor  will  I  attempt  to  excite  your  curiosity  by  making 
attempts  at  climax. 

In  the  first  place  I  was  never  so  grieved  in  my  life  as  when 
I  found  that  you  and  all  my  particular  friends  had  gone  off 
without  giving  me  the  farewell  shake  of  the  hand,  and  receiv- 
ing my  parting  blessing.  1  could  not  realize  the  fact  that  you 
had  gone,  for  hours  after  you  left,  but  no  one  was  to  blame.  I 
was  engaged  in  business  that  had  to  he  attended  to  and  I  sup- 
pose you  were  hurried  off.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  down  at  the 
hotel  several  times  in  order  to  see  some  of  my  other  friends 
depart  and  also  to  have  an  explanation  with  my  Washington 
friends  who  were  said  to  be  ranting  around  like  mad  buffaloes 
and  seeking  me.  l>ut  whenever  I  came  among  them  they  were 
as  quiet  and  gentle  as  sucking  doves,  and  hadn't  a  word  to  say 
on  the  subject  of  knocking  down  that  blackguard  Martin.  In 
the  evening  passed  by  without  having  any  further  difficulty 
with  them.  The  next  day  some  of  our  bt)ys  were  over  at  Wash- 
ington and  saw  Martin  and  others  who  were,  a  la  mode  de  St. 
Paul,  breathing  out  threatenings  and  slaughter  against  Dickie 
and  myself  and  saying  if  we  ever  came  to  Washington  within 
two  years  we  should  surely  pay  the  j^enalty  of  our  bravery.  I 
am  not  at  all  frightened  however,  and  had  I  any  business  at 
their  village  I  should  not  hesitate  a  moment  about  going  over. 
"Thrice  is  he  armed  icho  hath  his  quarrel  just." 

All  of  our  professors  and,  indeed,  every  one  who  knows  any- 
thing true  about  the  circumstances,  justifies  us  and  gives  us 
credit  for  the  deed.  In  fact,  James,  I  am  not  at  all  fond  of 
fighting,  but  1  tiei'er  zcill  stand  and  permit  an  individual  who 
considers  himself  my  equal  to  calmly,  cooly,  deliberately,  ma- 
liciously and  wilfully  insult  me  without  at  the  same  time 
calmly,  cooly  and  deliberately  attempting  to  knock  the  gentle- 
man down  and  teaching  him  a  lesson  he  will  not  soon  forget. 
So  it  was  with  Martin,  and  so  it  shall  ever  be  with  all  such. 

Wednesday  evening  was  a  rich  time  for  your  humble  cor- 
resix)ndent.  I  was  with  the  ladies,  as  a  matter  of  course,  until 
a  late  hour,  when  Maj.  Watson  came  to  me  and  told  that  Jno. 
Brown  wished  to  see  me.  I  excused  myself  to  the  females, 
and  called  on  Mr.  13.,  whereui)on  I  received  a  very  polite  invi- 
tation to  be  and  ai)pear  in  propria  persona  at  his  saloon  at 
twelve  o'clock,  as  he  then  and  there  intended,  purposed  and 
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meditated  to  treat  his  old  friends  and  customers  who  yet  re- 
mained in  town.  You  may  be  sure  that  I  was  not  slow  in 
accepting  the  invite,  and  preparing  myself  accordingly,  hungry 
and  fatigued  as  I  then  was.  The  hour  of  midnight  at  length 
rolled  around,  and  found  cheerfully  seated  in  the  above  men- 
tioned saloon  a  circle  of  fellows  surpassed  in  brilliancy,  wit 
and  talent  only  by  a  full  meeting  of  our  beloved  Delta  Asso- 
ciation. There  was  on  behalf  of  the  Betas,  S.  T.  Wilson,  Win- 
ters, Dr.  Leatherman,  Cox,  Rankin,  McShafer,  Denny  Rod- 
gers,  Ike  McKinney,  Latham ;  on  the  part  of  Deltas,  Penning- 
ton, Gilchrist,  Logan  and  Fletcher.  They  had  the'  advantage 
of  us,  as  you  perceived,  in  numbers.  But  never  mind,  "there 
is  a  good  day  coming,  boys."  Aside  from  these  things,  I 
would  say,  in  all  candor,  that  the  ice  cream,  lemonade  and 
mint  julep  suffered  with  a  vengeance.  Jokes  were  cracked, 
toasts  drunk  and  songs  were  sung ;  in  a  word,  "All  went  merry 
as  a  marriage  bell,"  and  about  one  o'clock  that  crowd  i)arte:l 
never  to  meet  again!  The  next  evening  a  similar  treat  was 
given  by  Murphy.  Thus  has  the  vacation  oi)ened  gloriously, 
and  I  am  beginning  to  think  that  could  I  but  get  a  letter  from 
home  with  money  in  it  sufficient  to  pay  my  debts,  1  would  be 
a  decidedly  clever  fellow. 

Friday  and  Saturday  were  too  unmercifully  hot  to  do  any- 
thing but  stay  within  the  shade  and  cool  our  parched  tongue  > 
once  and  awhile  with  a  glass  of  lemonade  cooled  a  little  below 
zero.  Yesterday — it  having  rained  in  the  morning — was  cool 
and  pleasant,  and  I  went  to  church  and  s])ent  it  very  delight- 
fully. As  you  will  readily  suppose.  I  missed  many  a  familiar 
face  when  looking  in  the  church,  but  I  was  somewhat  surj)rised 
to  find  so  many  still  there — there  being  nearly  thirty.  Most  of 
these,  however,  will  leave  to-day :  indeed,  but  a  few  moments 
since  I  bade  farewell  to  Denny  Rogers,  McKinney,  Logan  and 
Carson.  So  they  go!  ]Milligan  still  remains  here,  confined  to 
a  bed  of  sickness!  Poor  fellow,  he  is  to  be  ])itied.  lie  is  re- 
ported better  this  morning.  On  Saturday  I  received  a  letter 
from  Sam  B.  He  was  then  on  board  the  steamer  Michignn, 
wending  his  way  homeward,  as  hap])y  and  as  sad  as  a  human 
being  in  his  circumstances  could  be.  I  have  no  feirs  for  Sam. 
With  his  talent  he  must  rise,  and  he  must  become  distin- 
guished. He  was  our  first  n — .  May  he  i)n)ve  himself  worthy 
so  distinguished  an  honor! 
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But,  my  dear  Elliott,  I  must  close.  I  think  I  have  written 
sufficient  to  convince  you  fully  that  I  am  decidedly  sofiie  on 
gossip.  I  have  written  thus  in  order  to  gratify  your  laudable 
curiosity,  for  I  know  that  you  can  not  be  otherwise  than  anx- 
ious to  hear  what  has  become  of  your  remaining  friends.  A 
thrill  of  rejoicing  ran  through  me  when  I  came  to  that  part  of 
your  letter  wherein  you  say  that  your  "watchword  is  P —  and 
your  loadstar  the  highest  niche  in  the  temple  of  Fame."  Go 
on !  Go  on !  And  again  I  say,  Go  on !  With  this  resolution 
and  your  own  friendship  you,  too,  will  succeed  and  become 
even  a  more  brilliant  jewel  in  the  Delta  crown.  O,  how  I  do 
rejoice  when  I  reflect  that  in  a  few  years  the  names  of  my  inti- 
mate companions  and  dearest  friends  will  become  the  highest 
standards  for  the  rising  generations  to  aim  at.  That  they  will 
be  regarded  with  pride  as  American  citizens  and  adopted  as 
models  worthy  of  all  imitation !    So  must  it  be. 

And  now,  my  dear  Elliott,  united  by  the  bond  of  S7corn 
fellowship  and  the  sacred  tie  of  mystic  brotherhood,  I  remain 
as  ever  your  sincere  friend  and  admirer.  N.  Fletcher. 

P.  S. — I  had  forgotten  almost  to  tell  that  Pennington  and 
Gilchrist  left  the  day  after  Com.  Poor  fellows,  they  both 
came  near  weeping.  I  embraced  each  of  them,  and  w^e  parted 
in  silence.

Jefferson  College,  Nov.  ii,  1848. 
Dear  Elliott — To-day  is,  as  you  will  pcrcieve  from  the 
date,  Saturday,  and  I  have  determined  to  write  you  a  few 
hasty  lines  "whedder  or  no."  Your  last  kind  letter  would  have 
been  answered  long  ago,  if  I  had  known  in  the  first  place  where 
to  send  my  letter.  I  was  left  in  doubt  as  to  your  whereabouts, 
inasmuch  as  you  wrote  that  you  would  probably  go  to  Wheel- 
ing to  teach,  or  else  some  other  place.  When  I  read  this,  I 
supposed  you  intended  that  I  should  delay  my  answer  until 
you  wrote  again,  either  to  myself  or  some  one  of  our  hand. 
After  hearing  from  you  again  I  was  so  busy  in  society  mat- 
ters and  the  Lyceum,  and  besides  I  knew  that  old  Ben  and 
Crews  kept  you  posted  up  with  the  glorious  intelligence  of 
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old  Jefferson,  and  I  on  that  account  further  delayed ;  but  now 
an  opportunity  of  writing  is  afforded,  and  by  the  everlasting 
hills,  I  will  seize  upon  it.  The  election  is  over — Taylor  is 
elected  and  Cass  defeated ! ! !  Oh,  ye  gods !  would  that  mine 
eyes  were  a  fountain  of  tears,  that  I  might  mourn  over  the 
afflictions  of  our  people !  Yes,  Jim,  old  Pennsylvania,  the  key- 
stone in  the  Democratic  arch,  has  proved  recreant  to  the  trust 
reposed  in  her  and  truly  has  aided  in  defeating  one  of  the  best 
men  ever  offered  to  the  American  people!  Shame  upon  her! 
forever  shame  upon  her !  I  will  cease  this  section  of  the  Union 
just  as  soon  as  I  can  get  a  diploma — now  mark  that.  But 
there  is  one  consolation  left  and  that  is  that  Ohio,  the  glorious 
Buckeye  State,  has  gone  right  for  once  on  the  presidential 
question.  I  tell  you,  Jim,  that  I  feel  proud  of  the  land  of  my 
birth — I  will  never  leave  nor  forsake  it.  It  is  my  own  proud 
Ohio !  But  enough  of  this  soul-stirring  and  melancholy  theme. 
Let  me  forget  and  bury  my  grief  in  the  "ashes  of  despair." 

A  few  days  since  I  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  from  you 
through  Crews,  and  right  glad  was  I  to  hear  that  you  are  still 
right  side  up  with  care — enjoying  life  and  pushing  onward 
and  upward  in  the  great  struggle  for  fame  and  glory.  It  is 
most  gratifying  to  me  to  have  such  news  from  those  I  love 
and  esteem,  as  I  do  my  brethren  of  the  "mystic  tie."  It  glad- 
dens my  soul  and  always  adds  greatly  to  the  measure  of  my 
happiness.  Old  Jno.  Templeton  is,  if  I  am  permitted  to  judge 
from  his  letters,  fulfilling  his  destiny  and  answering  our  ex- 
pectations to  the  utmost.  Now  that  electioneering  times  are 
over,  I  hope  that  both  Jno.  T.  and  my  very  dear  friend  Elliott 
will  lay  aside  all  thoughts  of  addressing  popular  assembly  and 
devote  their  entire  time  and  attention  to  the  study  of  their 
chosen  profession.  Aim  to  be  distinguished  lawyers,  and  the 
rest  will  follow  as  a  matter  of  course.  Sam  B.  in  the  char- 
acter of  pedagogue  is  prospering  and,  I  believe,  comparatively 
happy,  but  his  ambition  I  know  aims  at  something  which  he 
thinks  a  higher  and  nobler  calling.  Oh,  why  are  we  not  all 
bom  rich  ?  Why  must  the  immortal  spirit  be  clogged  and  ham- 
pered and  chained  down  to  the  dull  realities  of  existence 
merely  because  the  nmn  has  not  a  few  small  pieces  of  paltry 
gold?  I  often  wish  'twas  otherwise  so  that  I  might  have  the 
gratification  of  beholding  some  of  my  dear  friends  in  that  con- 
dition of  life  best  suited  to  their  minds.    Old  Daniel  in  Colum- 
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biana  writes  me  a  most  cheering  letter,  and  my  hopes  of  him 
have  been  strengtliened.  Go  on,  then,  companion  of  my  other 
days,  and  may  thy  success  be  commensurate  to  thy  worth ! 

Gregg  is  now  in  Washington  studying  law.  He  was  over 
here  week  before  last,  and  spent  two  or  three  days.  So  was 
Jno.  Pennington — but  I  am  forgetting  myself.  Ray  detailed 
all  their  circumstances  to  you  and  I  must  not  repeat.  So  much 
concerning  our  departed  brothers.  O,  if  you,  i.  c,  all  of  you, 
only  knew  with  what  deep  solicitude  we  watch  your  efforts 
in  the  struggle  of  life,  I  am  satisfied  that  it  would  cheer  you 
on  your  ways,  and  be  a  strong  consolation  in  the  hour  of  re- 
verses and  disappointments.  Know  then,- my  dear  Elliott,  that 
such  is  the  case.  Every  letter  that  arrives  from  a  A  is  can- 
vassed by  us  in  Council  assembled,  and  when  we  know  that 
success  has  crowned  the  efforts  of  any  one  we,  too,  rejoice  with 
him,  and  are  glad  in  our  souls. 

"Last  night  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  sessions  of  the 
F.  L.  Society  that  I  ever  saw.  There  was  nothing  but  regu- 
lar i)erformance,  but  then  they  were  of  a  superior  order,  and 
in  number  not  small.  We  were  in  until  nearly  twelve  o'clock, 
and  adjourned  without  one  hard  feeling  having  been  created. 
Since  Old  r>en  wrote  to  you  nothing  very  strange  has  occurred, 
only — and  that  is  what  we  all  deeply  regret — our  brother  Gil- 
christ has  been  comjiclled  to  leave  college  and  go  home  on  ac- 
count of  sickness.  He  has  l^een  unwell  for  several  weeks  with 
a  pain  in  his  side  and  a  cough.  He  thinks  that  he  will  be 
quite  well  against  Christmas,  and  will  then  return  to  college 
and  resume  his  studies.  He  left  on  Thursday,  and  I  have  not 
heard  from  him  since.  Tn  consecjuence  of  his  departure  Old 
Ben  and  I  have  moved  our  (juarters  from  Eort  Balentine  to 
Fort  McCoughus.  and  we  are  now  (juietly  ensconced  in  the 
room  where  Jno.  Pennington  delivered  his  valedictory.  "Call 
and  see  us."  Lsrael  Pershing  came  on  to-day,  and  we  will  no 
doubt  have  him  in  our  association  forthwith.  On  Wednesday 
we  took  in  Krepps,  one  of  our  seniors.  He  is  a  splendid  fel- 
low— was  at  Washington  a  year  ago  and  was  considered  one  of 
the  most  talented  there.    So  goes  it. 

Our  exhibition  will  come  ofT  in  March  at  the  close  of  the 
winter  session.  TVazer  and  I  are  the  champions  on  debate, 
and  we  discuss  this  question,  viz.,  *Ts  error  in  judgment  a 
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proper  subject  of  moral  disapprobation."    Aff.,  Frazer ;  deny, 
Fletcher.     What  do  you  think  of  it  ? 

But  I  must  really  close.  I  have  three  other  letters  to  write 
this  afternoon,  and  it  is  now  nearly  two  o'clock.  So,  brother, 
farewell,  and  may  happiness  await  upon  your  steps  and  pleas- 
ure be  your  handmaid.  N.  FYetchkr.

Jkfferson  Collegk,  Aug.  9,  1848. 
Brother  Elliott — Your  "hasty"  letter  was  duly  received 
and  gave  me  pleasure,  as  all  your  letters  do.  I  have  just  fin- 
ished my  dimier,  at  which  I  stored  away  in  the  regions  abdom- 
inal no  small  amount  of  corn,  beans,  potatoes,  tomatoes,  black- 
berries, pic,  etc.,  etc.,  and  the  consequence  is  that  I  feel  more 
like  sleeping  than  writing,  but  I  determined  this  morning  that, 
Deo  z'oIcHtc,  would  answer  a  large  number  of  letters  which 
accumulated  in  the  postofiice  during  an  absence  of  two  or  three 
weeks — among  which  was  yours.  This  prim  and  virtuous  reso- 
lution, you  perceive,  is  being  carried  out,  but  I  fear  that  my 
reputation  will  be  a  great  sufferer ;  for,  really,  it  is  a  most 
difficult  matter  for  me  to  think  what  I  want  to  say,  and  a  more 
difficult  matter  still  to  recollect  it  long  enough  to  write  it  down. 
I  am  in  one  of  those  peculiarly  dull  and  stupid  states  which  are 
the  inevitable  results  of  dissipation  and  loss  of  sleej).  Now, 
don't  be  alarmed  and  conclude  hastily  that  I  have  lx?come  dis- 
sipated and  regardless  of  the  rules  of  decency  and  j^ropriety — 
far  from  it,  i.  c,  as  far  from  it  about  as  when  we  bade  farewell 
to  each  other  (which,  by  the  way,  we  didn't  do  at  all — all  your- 
my  fault!).  But  the  truth  is  that  last  night,  or  rather  yester- 
day evening,  I  walked  out  in  the  country  *'all  for  to  see  my 
lady  love,"  and  after  spending  some  time,  more  or  less,  in  her 
dear  presence,  I  was  permitted  to  retire  up-stairs  into  a  de- 
licious bed,  and,  after  being  there  a  few  minutes  thinking  over 
the  joys,  delights,  pleasures  and  comforts  of  a  student  of  Old 
Jefferson,  I  began  to  think  that  now  this  night  I  will  have  a 
glorious  sleep,  sweet  dreams,  and  arise  early  in  the  morning 
refreshed  and  invigorated,  and  before  any  of  my  fellow-stu- 
dents have  stirred  from  their  repose  I  will  be  in  my  room, 
as  gay  as  a  lark,  and  they  will  never  be  any  the  wiser  but  that 
I  remained  there  all  night.  With  such  thoughts  as  these  I 
was  rapidly  sinking  into  a  state  of  forget  fulness,  and  already 
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I  felt  that  I  was  on  the  border  of  the  land  of  dreams  and  in 
less  than  no  time  would  be  commingling  with  its  faery  inhab- 
itants, revelling  in  palaces  and   luxuriating  amid  groves  of 
spices  and  gardens   of  flowers.    But,  alas!   it  ever  happens 
that  when  we  are  just  ready  to  stretch  forth  the  hand  and  seize 
on  pleasures  and  delights,  they  elude  our  grasp  and  vanish 
from  our  sight,  and  we  are  left  behind  disappointed  and  cha- 
grined to  find  that  all  was  but  the  fantastic  vision  of  a  dream  or 
the  idle  imagining  of  an  overwrought  and  heated  imagination. 
Unfortunately,  it  proved  so  with  me,  for  just  as  the  last  mo- 
ment of  wakefulness  was  about  expiring  I  was  aroused  by  a 
universal  and  sudden  burst  oiF  singing — the  music  of  which 
was  anything  else  but  that  of  the  sphere.    The  first  words  that 
I  caught  in  the  aflfright  and  agitation  of  the  moment  were : 
''He  had  no  wool  on  the  top  of  his  head, 
The  place  zchcre  the  zuool  ought  to  groiv. 
Den  lay  dozvn  de  shovel  and  de  hoe, 
Hang  up  de  fiddle  and  de  how; 
No  more  zcork  for  poor  old  Ned: 
For  he's  gone  zvhere  de  good  niggers  go!" 

I  jumped  out  of  bed,  ran  to  the  window,  which,  fortunately, 
happened  to  be  up,  and  stood  listening  for  a  few  moments, 
when  I  was  enabled  to  make  out  who  these  wandering  min- 
strels "mought  be"  and  the  cause  of  this  serenade.  I  soon 
learned  that  Mason,  Grier,  Hawkins,  Bankston,  and  two  of 
the  Quails  and  some  two  or  three  others,  were  in  the  crowd. 
After  they  finished  their  song  the  rascals  commenced  vocifer- 
ously calling  for  Fletcher !  I  was  thunderstruck.  How  in  the 
d — 1  did  they  know  that  I  was  there,  and  then  what  right  had 
they  to  follow  me  out  from  town  and  call  me  up  from  my  rosy 
slumbers  in  a  style  so  unusual  and  unceremonious.  I  answered 
from  the  window  and  inquired  the  cause  of  the  call.  They  de- 
clared that  I  should  go  to  town  with  them — that  I  had  slipped 
oflF  from  them  in  the  evening,  but  that  they  had  found  out 
where  I  was,  and  had  come  out  to  escort  me  in.  I  remon- 
strated, but  all  in  vain,  so  I  made  it  a  work  of  necessity  and 
dressed  myself  and  went  down  and  w^as  hailed  by  them  as  a 
brother  and  a  friend.  We  then  gave  the  fair  girls  another  song 
or  two  and  departed  for  the  other  house.  Arrived  there  we 
sang  them  several  songs,  were  invited  in  and  treated  to  a  good 
supper,  "sipped  of  some  good  old  rye,''  as  those  called  it  who 
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partook  of  it,  related  a  few  anecdotes  by  way  of  episode, 
toasted  our  host  and  hostess,  left  in  a  perfect  whirl  of  enthusi- 
asm for  town,  where  we  arrived  about  three  o'clock  a.  m. 

Now,  I  hope  you  understand  how  it  is  that  I  was  in  noisy 
company,  lost  my  sleep,  and  am  dull  and  stupid,  without  being 
at  all  a  dissipated  character.  You  recollect  old  Jno.  T.'s  say- 
ing, ''Necessitas  non  habet  legem!"  So  it  was  with  your  humble 
respondent.  But  a  truce  to  this,  for  I  think  I  hear  you  say, 
"By  the  gods !  What  an  introduction !  Will  it  never  have  an 
end?'*  Yes,  my  dear  Elliott,  the  exordium  is  now  closed,  and 
I  am  now  ready  for  all  sorts  of  gossip-^-news,  accidents  and 
incidents. 

I  might  disi>ense  with  Canonsburgh  almost  with  one  sentence 
by  saying  that  things  remain  in  statu  quo;  for  really  there  is 
not  much  variety  in  this  farmers'  village,  and  now  especially 
with  us  students  who  remain  housed  up  in  the  old  college.  Our 
chief  diversions  consist  in  fiddling  (our  musicians  are  Haw- 
kins, Drake,  Logan  and  Grier),  dancing,  card  playing  {cntre 
nous),  stealing  (procuring)  pears,  green  corn  and  peaches, 
hunting,  fishing,  and  visiting  the  fair  sec.  These  delightful 
and  innocent  pleasures,  interspersed  now  and  then  with  the 
reading  of  a  novel,  occupy  very  fully  our  time  and  cause  it  to 
pass  us  unnoticed  and  unperceived.  Indeed,  I  can  scarcely 
realize  the  fact  that  eight  weeks  of  the  vacation  are  gone  and 
but  five  or  six  remaining,  yet  it  is  even  so. 

But  do  you  ask  if  I  remember  the  companions  of  last  winter? 
I  shall  never  forget  them !  That  chosen  band — the  "immortal 
six."  How  like  unto  brothers  do  they  seem.  Yea,  my  heart 
yearns  to  see  them  again  and  clasp  them  to  my  heart.  Their 
places  are  not  yet  supplied,  nor  ever  will  they  be.  Oh,  how  de- 
lightful and  how  melancholy  the  remembrance  of  the  past !  Elli- 
ott and  McCarty,  Sam  B.  and  old  Dan,  Gregg  and  Ray !  My 
firm  and  unwavering  friends,  think  ye  I  can  forget?  Never! 
Before  I  close  I  must  tell  you  of  the  glorious  result  of  the 
Washington  experiment  of  the  A  chapter.  I  know  it  will  do 
your  soul  good,  as  it  doth  the  upright  in  heart.  Logan  and 
I  were  over  there  last  week  and  attended  one  of  their  meet- 
ings. They  initiated  one  member,  which  made  the  nineteenth, 
and  they  are  all  the  very  first  fellows  of  the  institution.  They 
will  have  all  the  honors  on  commencement,  and  nearly  every 
speaker  will  be  A.    They  are  warm  and  enthusiastic  in  the 
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cause,  and  declare  it  to  be  the  best  thing  of  the  kind  extant! 
Even  so  say  we.  They  have  obtained  fourteen  ])ins,  and  will 
wear  them  in  a  week  or  tw-o.    This  w'ill  make  the  IVs  look  wild. 

But  are  you  going  to  Brookville?  Old  ''Mac"  writes  that  he 
is  trying  his  best  to  persuade  you  to  come.  If  you  can  do  well, 
go,  for  you  will  find  old  Mac  no  half-souled  friend,  and  I  know 
he  is  very  anxious  that  you  should  do  so.  Now,  my  dear 
Elliott,  let  me  conjure  you  to  write  soi^n  and  write  a  long,  long 
letter — one  in  which  I  can  see  the  soul.

I  have  many  more  things  to  write  alx)ut,  but  have  not  time 
now.  I  should  have  told  how  I  started  from  college  never 
again  expecting  to  return,  and  how  my  friends  interfered  in 
my  behalf  and  how  1  came  back  again.     But  more  anon. 

Jkffersox  CoLr.RGE.  Jan.  6,  1849. 
Dear  Brother  Elliott — Your  welcome  letter  was  for- 
warded to  me  at  lUitler,  whither  I  had  gone  to  spend  the  holi- 
days with  our  friend  Gilchrist.  Yesterday  I  returned  again  to 
C'anonslmrgh,  the  "loveliest  village  of  the  i)lain,"  and  now  that 
I  have  got  warmed  and  rested  the  first  thing  I  do  is  to  answer 
thy  ei)istle.  Right  glad  am  I,  my  dear  friend,  that  you  are  so 
comfortably  situated  and  are  enjoying  life  in  the  manner  that 
you  say.  Nothing  gives  me  more  pleasure  than  the  perusal  of 
my  friends'  letters  wherein  I  read  that  they  are  happy,  con- 
tented and  i)rospering,  for  I  recognize  in  their  success  an  omen 
of  my  own,  when  1  shall  have  finished  my  course  and  like  them 
have  gone  forth  into  the  world  to  try  my  fortunes.  Yes, 
Bro.  Elliott,  I  rejoice  in  your  welfare,  anrl  only  wish  that  your 
success  may  be  doubled.  Then  you  are  reading  and  Inxuriai- 
///^i^'-  in  my  favorite — Blackstcne — among  lawyers,  the  book  of 
books.  But,  really,  as  you  say,  I  always  considered  that  i)art  of 
which  you  speak  as  very  dry  and  uninteresting,  but  then  I 
waded  through  once,  twice  an<l  thrice,  and  so  must  you! 
Cool  comfort?  "There  is  no  excellence  without  labor."  This 
is  especially  true  in  the  science  of  law.  Xo  getting  lessons 
then  mere  for  the  purjDose  of  reciting  to  a  professor  and  then 
forgetting  them  forever.  ( ),  no,  a  man  to  be  a  good  lawyer, 
must  possess  accurate  and  ready  knowledge,  so  that  whenever 
he  is  called  u]K)n  for  his  o])inion  on  a  question  of  law,  whether 
it  be  in  the  street  or  in  open  court,  he  may  be  at  once  prepared 
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to  give  it  without  consulting  his  books.  Bear  this  in  mind, 
young  man,  and  your  success  is  certain — you  see  that  I  have 
assumed  the  dig^nity  of  adviser.  This  is  the  advantage  of 
being  a  member  of  the  bar — an  old  practitioner. 

The  villain  of  whom  you  spoke  in  your  letter  as  having 
turned  traitor  to  our  association  is  the  son  of  the  Hon.  Hep- 
burn, of  Carlisle,  Penn.  He  has  fine  talents,  and  is  gentle- 
manly in  his  deportment,  but  at  heart  a  perjured  villain!  The 
poor  devil  can't  look  one  of  us  in  the  face — **a  guilty  conscience 
needs  no  accuser.'*  We  say  nothing  to  him,  or  even  about  him 
except  among  ourselves.  Let  him  go  and  do  his  worst,  and 
may  the  frowns  of  hell  be  upon  him.  (Jur  chapter  is  in  a 
prosperous  condition — the  members  are  one  in  spirit  and  ac- 
tion, and  all  **seems  to  go  merry  as  a  marriage  bell."  The 
second  session  has  just  l>egun,  and  we  will  soon  have  a  meet- 
ing of  the  chapter  when  two  or  three  names  W'ill  be  proposed 
for  consideration — all  good  fellows  and  true.  In  regard  to 
matters  and  things  in  general  alx)ut  college  I  believe  there  is 
nothing  except  three  new  students  and  the  fact  that  Harry 
Snyder  delivers  a  course  of  lectures  to  our  class  on  Saturdays, 
beginning  next  week.  He  is  styled  in  reference  to  this  fact 
"professor  and  de  omnibus  rebus  ct  quitcrslam  alius."  These 
lectures  are  to  be  not  confined  to  any  one  thing  in  particular, 
but  rather  upon  subjects  that  are  not  in  any  part  of  the  course 
*'and  concerning  which  many  of  our  ^i^radu cites  arc  ignorant 
when  they  receive  their  diplomas."  Of  course,  you  are  an 
exception  to  this  rule.  We  anticipate  nmch  from  the  efforts  of 
this  indefatigable  and  impartial  professor.  We  may  be  disap- 
pointed. 

The  weather  is  quite  cold  :  the  beautiful  Chartiers  is  closed 
with  ice  and  affords  us  fine  skating,  consecjuently  most  of  my 
time  is  spent  thereat.  I  was  out  all  this  forenoon  with  many 
others,  and  a  glorious  time  we  had :  but  T  am  now  quite  tired  ; 
indeed,  too  tired  to  write  a  }:;ood  letter  (if  so  be  that  T  do  so 
at  any  time).  You  will,  therefore,  in  your  wrath,  remember 
mercy.  I  have  quite  a  number  of  letters  to  answer  forthwith, 
and  this  is  a  matter  that  T  have  never  neglected.  Xow,  no 
reflections  upon  yourself;  but,  in  fact,  unless  unavoidably  pre- 
vented, I  never  forget  to  answer  soon  my  friends'  correspond- 
ence. I  must  write  to  McCarty,  Crofts,  Sam  IJ.,  and  several 
others. 
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Old  Ben  has  been  home ;  reunited  his  flagging  spirits,  and 
is  now  with  us,  looking  two  hundred  per  cent,  better  than  you 
ever  saw  him.  Indeed,  Jim,  you  would  hardly  knew  Old  Ray, 
he  has  improved  so  much.  We  often  talk  together  of  bygone 
days — of  our  meetings,  our  walks,  our  talks,  and  our  various 
amusements  and  delights.  Happy  days ;  too  happy  to  endure 
long. 

Our  exhibition  is  now  the  all-engrossing  subject  among  the 
Franks  and  among  the  students  generally ;  next  thing  in  im- 
portance is  the  senior  orations,  which  will  be  begun  next  Tues- 
day week.  We  will  not  have  music,  but  then  it  is  expected 
that  the  music  of  our  speeches  will  amply  compensate  for  any 
loss  of  the  kind.  I  have  one  of  the  prettiest  little  orations — 
about  eight  minutes  long — that  will  be  listened  to  this  session. 
Subject:  ''Unwritten  Music."  How  do  you  like  it?  All 
poetry ;  not  one  line  of  prose  in  it!  '*Ye  gods,"  methinks  I  hear 
you.  *Svhat  a  fool !"  Now,  don't  be  so  fast,  young  man  ;  wait 
until  you  hear  it.  When  I  say  it  is  poetry  I  don't  mean  that 
it  is  written  in  rhymes,  nor  yet  in  blank  verse.  Oh,  no ;  I  never 
yet  have  been  ioo\  enough  to  perpetrate  anything  of  that  kind : 
but  then,  you  know,  Jas.,  that  a  performance  may  be  poetical 
and  yet  not  rhyme.  Thus  it  is  with  mine.  I  wrote  to  please 
the  fancy  and  tickle  the  ear.  How  T  have  succeeded  will  be 
for  others  to  judge  at  the  proper  time. 

You  see  I  am  writing  with  all  sorts  of  pens ;  well,  when  I 
commence  I  never  like  to  stop  to  mend  or  make  a  pen.  It  ruins 
a  train  of  thought  and  destroys  all  connections ! 

Gilchrist  is  here  in  pretty  good  health,  and  begs  to  be  re- 
meml)ered  to  you.

I  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  fraternity  to  the  first 
letter  of  McCarty,  which  is  dated  twenty  days  after  the  fra- 
ternity organization  was  consummated.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered in  the  article  on  McCarty,  page  Cyo6,  volume  30,  it  was 
stated  that  it  was  a  safe  conjecture  that  Delta  Hall  No.  i  was 
McCarty's  room.  McCarty's  letter  of  May  20th  was  written 
by  him  from  Delta  Hall  No.  i.  It  can,  therefore,  be  safely 
cTssumed  that  Delta  Hall  No.  i  was  McCarty's  room. 

The  letter  of  May  29.  184S,  to  James  Elliott  is  written  in 
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part  by  McCarty  and  in  part  by  Fletcher.  I  am  convinced, 
therefore,  that  McCarty  and  Fletcher  were  roommates  at  the 
time  the  fraternity  was  founded,  and  that  the  record  as  left 
by  Bishop  W.  E.  McLaren,  in  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Volume 
II,  No.  7,  May,  1880,  under  the  title  of  "The  Early  Days  of 
the  Fraternity,"  is  in  error.  In  this  article  McLaren  makes 
this  statement:  "When  I  entered  Jefferson  College  in  1849, 
the  fraternity  was  one  year  old.  I  became  a  member  in  1850. 
Of  the  founders,  all  were  seniors  except  Ellis  B.  Gregg,  who 
roomed  with  John  Templeton  McCarty.  It  was  in  their  room 
that  the  project  of  another  organization  was  thought  out  and 
carried  into  effect."  Now,  when  W.  E.  McLaren  entered 
Jefferson  College,  all  the  founders  had  left  with  the  exception 
of  Gregg  and  Fletcher.  Fletcher  was  the  first  secretary  of  the 
fraternity.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  missing  minutes 
which  were  found  in  McCarty 's  journal  were  made  by  Elliott. 
Undoubtedly,  Elliott  gave  this  record  to  McCarty  to  give  to 
his  roommate  Fletcher,  which  would  be  a  very  natural  thing 
to  do. 

In  the  journal  kept  by  McCarty  when  he  crossed  the  plains, 
under  date  of  April  29,  1849,  ^^^  records  having  received  a 
letter  from  Fletcher,  "my  old  roommate  at  Jefferson  College." 

The  reference  to  the  first  pins  in  these  letters  will  be  of  much 
interest. 

In  the  biography  of  Fletcher,  published  in  March,  1908,  it 
was  stated  on  page  386  that  Naanian  Fletcher  had  studied  law 
and  had  been  admitted  to  the  bar  before  entering  Jefferson  Col- 
lege. This  is  corroborated  by  the  letter  of  January  6,  1849,  of 
Fletcher  to  Elliott,  in  which  he  speaks  of  being  a  member  of 
the  bar  and  g^ves  Elliott  some  advice  in  regard  to  his  law 
study. 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  latter  part  of  Fletcher's 
letter  of  June  20,  1848,  in  which  he  gives  the  watchword  as 

"P "  and  the  lode  star  as  "the  highest  niche  in  the  Temple 

of  Fame."  Many  of  the  envelopes  which  contained  these  old 
letters  have  written  on  the  outside  the  word  "P ." 

Section  4,  article  V  of  the  original  constitution,  under  "Of 
the  Duties  of  Members,"  was  as  follows :  "The  watchword  of 

each  member  shall  be  P ,  and  his  lode  star  the  highest  niche 

in  the  Temple  of  Fame."    The  minutes  of  Saturday  evening. 
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November  17,  1849,  have  the  record:  "On  motion was 

substituted  as  a  password  instead  of  P . 

The  reference  to  Hepburn  in  Fletcher's  letter  of  January  6, 
1849,  w^^^  ^c  given  special  attention  at  another  time  in  an  article 
on  ''23."  Andrew  Hepburn  was  the  twenty-third  initiate,  and 
deserted  to  Beta  Theta  Pi  in  1849. 

Letters  which  are  in  my  possession  to  Elliott  from  some  of 
the  other  founders,  throw  a  great  deal  of  light  on  the  early 
history  of  the  fraternity  and  give  some  information  hereto- 
fore unknown. 

The  art  of  letter  writing  seems  almost  to  be  a  lost  one. 
Sixty  years  have  passed  since  the  letters  here  published  were 
written.  It  is  to  be  very  much  doubted  if  in  the  year  1968 
any  letter  written  by  college  students  and  fraternity  brothers 
of  the  same  age  as  those  of  the  founders  will  be  found  to  equal 
those  which  have  been  preserved,  in  diction  and  interest.

SAMUEL  G.  COSGROVE,  GOVERNOR- 
ELECT  OF  WASHINGTON 

Samuel  G.  Cosgrove,  who  was  elected  Governor  of  Wash- 
ington on  November  3,  is  a  self-made  man.  He  was  only 
sixteen  years  of  age  when  the  civil  war  broke  out.  At  that 
tender  age,  he  ran  away  from  home  and  enlisted  in  the  I'nion 
army.  His  father  was  a  very  stern  man  and  took  him  out  of 
the  army.  After  remaining  at  home  a  short  time,  young  C'os- 
grove  ran  away  the  second  time  and  again  enlisted  for  the  war. 
This  time,  his  father  let  him  alone.  He  served  until  the  close 
of  the  rebellion. 

The  war  over,  Cosgrove  returned  home.  He  concluded  he 
wanted  an  education.  To  this  his  father  was  bitterly  opposed. 
He  offered  the  young  man  a  small  farm,  if  he  would  stay  at 
home,  which  was  refused.  The  father  drove  his  son  away  from 
home,  and  never  relented  to  the  day  of  his  death.  On  leav- 
ing his  home,  young  Cosgrove  told  his  father  he  would  be 
proud  of  him  some  day ;  that  he  intended  to  be  governor  of  one 
of  the  states  of  the  I'nion  before  he  died.  He  made  that  prom- 
ise good  on  November  3,  when  he  was  elected  governor  of 
Washington.     Mr.  Cosgrove  declares  he  has  worked  to  that 
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end  ever  since  he  was  driven  from  home,  and  it  has  been  the 
one  consuming  ambition  of  his  Hfe. 

The  story  of  his  school  days  as  a  student  at  the  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan  University  would  read  like  a  novel.  He  belonged  to 
three  different  classes.  To  make  his  way  through  college,  he 
would  teach  a  year,  then  go  to  school  a  year.  In  that  way 
he  finally  managed  to  graduate  with  the  class  of  '73. 

After  leaving  college  he  taught  school  and  studied  law.  He 
made  school  teaching  a  source  of  income  until  he  could  finish 
his  legal  studies.  At  one  of  his  school  commencements,  as  the 
people  were  about  to  leave  the  hall  after  the  exercises  were 
concluded,  Cosgrove  arose  and  informed  the  auditors  that  there 
was  another  number  on  the  program.  His  present  wife  was 
one  of  the  girl  graduates,  and  she  was  summoned  to  the  front. 
Cosgrove  stepped  to  her  side  and  a  minister  proceeded  to  per- 
form the  marriage  ceremony.  'That  same  good  woman  will  go 
into  the  executive  mansion  with  him  at  ()lym])ia.  At  present 
Governor-elect  Cosgrove  is  in  very  pcx)r  health,  caused  by 
overwork  in  the  cam])aign,  and  is  sojourning  in  California, 
hoping  to  regain  his  health  before  his  inauguration  in  January. 

He  has  been  very  prominent  in  politics  in  Washington  ever 
since  he  came  to  this  state,  about  twenty-five  years  ago.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  constitutional  convention  which  wrote 
the  constitution  of  Washington.  He  has  served  as  chairman 
of  numerous  Republican  state  conventions,  and  has  on  two 
occasions  been  chosen  presidential  elector  on  the  Republican 
ticket.  The  last  time  he  served  in  that  capacity  he  was  made 
the  messenger  to  carry  the  electoral  vote  of  his  state  to  Wash- 
ington, which  was  made  a  double  pleasure  because  not  only  his 
own  vote  but  that  of  all  his  colleagues  had  been  cast  for  his  old 
college  schoolmate  and  roommate,  the  Hon.  Charles  W.  Fair- 
banks, who  at  that  election  had  been  chosen  vice-])resi(lent  of 
the  United  States. 

Cjovernor  Cosgrove  is  a  man  of  strong  convictions  and  is  a 
forceful  character.  He  will  be  i^ovcrnor  when  he  takes  his 
office,  and  no  mistake  about  it.  He  is  a  strong  temi)erance  man, 
a  good  churchman  and  a  splendid  citizen  of  the  highest  type. 
He  is  not  a  crank  but  a  man  of  broad  views,  and  is  governed 
by  patriotic  motives  in  all  public  affairs.  lie  isn't  a  temper- 
ance man  because  it  is  popular,  but  because  he  believes  in  it 
and  practices  what  he  preaches. 
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Governor  Cosgrove  will  step  into  the  new  executive  mansion 
erected  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  legislature  at  a  cost 
of  $35,000.  The  furniture  for  the  executive  mansion  is  now 
being  contracted  for,  and  Governor  Cosgrove  will  be  the  first 
occupant  of  the  new  governor's  home. 

In  a  letter  to  the  writer  of  this  article.  Vice  President  Fair- 
banks says:  **It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  me  that  our  old 
friend,  Sam  Cosgrove,  has  been  elected  governor  of  Washing- 
ton by  so  large  a  majority.  No  better  man  lives  than  Sam. 
You  and  I  know  that  he  will  make  good  in  the  high  position 
to  which  he  has  been  chosen.  He  has  the  fundamental  ele- 
ments of  success :  a  good  heart,  a  sound  head  and  indefatigable 
industry.  He  will  carry  into  his  new  place  a  sound  judgment, 
and  will  emerge  from  it  stronger  than  when  he  enters.  He  is 
not  one  of  those  impracticable  men  who  are  top-heavy  with 
theory  and  spectacular  notions.  '  He  is  strong  in  that  common 
sense  which  is,  after  all,  the  wisest  statesmanship." 

Every  member  of  Theta  Deuteron  Chapter  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  will  most  cordially  endorse  the  statement  of  our  honored 
Fairbanks.  That  chapter  has  given  to  Phi  Gamma  Delta  sudi 
men  as  the  vice-president.  Bishop  McDowell,  Governor  Cos- 
grove, Justice  H.  D.  Crow  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Wash- 
ington, and  Rev.  Dr.  Wilbur  F.  Chapman,  of  New  York,  be- 
sides many  lesser  lights.

CALIFORNIA'S  HOUSE  PROSPECTUS 

The  chapter  house  prospectus  is  by  no  means  an  unusual 
piece  of  literature  to  find  its  way  to  the  office  of  The  Phi 
Gamma  Delta.  But  so  elaborate  and  attractive  a  booklet  as 
that  issued  some  months  ago  by  Delta  Xi  chapter  is  worthy  of 
special  mention,  both  by  way  of  recognition  of  the  excellent 
work  of  its  authors,  and  as  a  suggestion  to  other  chapters  who 
are  confronting  the  problem  of  interesting  their  alumni  in  a 
new  chapter  house. 

The  prospectus  appears  in  the  form  of  a  sixteen-page  booklet 
printed  on  buflf  deckle  edge  paper.  The  illustrations  consist 
of  half-tone  photographs  and  etching  reproductions  of  original 
full-page  drawings,  with  a  large  number  of  original  head  and 
tail   pieces   and   ornamental   letters.     These   etchings   are  all 
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printed  in  two  colors,  sepia  and  black,  a  very  handsome  effect 
being  secured  thereby.  The  drawings  were  made  by  A.  F. 
Kales,  of  the  California  chapter,  and  are  most  excellent,  while 
the  literary  work  and  the  general  tyi)ographical  arrangement 
show  the  master  touch  of  Charles  G.  Xorris,  California,  '03. 
whose  experience  on  Sunset  makes  him  an  expert  in  both  these 
departments.  The  illustrations  here  produced  unfortunately 
lose  much  of  their  artistic  effect,  as  it  is  impossible  to  duplicate 
the  tw'o-tone  printing  of  the  original. 

The  text  of  the  prospectus  gives  an  interesting  account  of 
Delta  Xi  chai)ter  and  the  growth  of  its  house  fund,  and  is  re- 
printed here  in  full,  as  follows : 

''The  story  told  in  this  little  book  may  be  an  old  one  to  most 
of  the  alumni  of  c.ur  Delta  Xi  chapter,  but  to  those  who  have 
been  unable  to  kce])  in  touch  with  the  fraternity,  it  is  hoped  that 
it  may  bring  welcome  news  and  serve  as  a  reminder  of  care- 
free undcr-graduate  days. 

"The  first  hciuse  occupied  by  the  fraternity  was  situated  on 
Dana  street,  about  half  a  block  from  the  college  campus.  The 
fact  that  the  chapter  remained  here  for  nearly  ten  years  attests 
to  the  wisdom  shown  by  the  original  founders  in  the  selection 
of  the  site.  There  was  practically  little  change  in  the  location 
of  the  chapter  house  when,  in  1896.  the  fraternity  moved  into 
new  quarters  directly  next  door,  a  house  built  and  designed 
especially  for  the  needs  of  the  cliai)ter.  These  quarters  proved 
satisfactory  until  the  commencement  of  the  college  year,  Au- 
gust, HJ07.  After  eleven  years  of  service  the  house  at  2228 
Dana  street  was  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  due  more  to  itii 
inadequate  construction  than  to  ill  usage.  During  the  term 
of  its  occupancy  the  owner  had  consistently  refused  to  make 
any  repairs,  and  the  members  of  the  active  chapter  realized 
that  a  drastic  change  was  necessary  if  Delta  Xi  was  to  main- 
tain the  standard  made  by  its  alumni. 

**A  great  deal  of  credit  is  due  the  men  in  the  chapter  at  that 
time.  With  the  certainty  of  only  four  of  their  number  return- 
ing, these  lads  rented  a  house  at  the  corner  of  Rowditch  and 
Bancroft,  about  three  blocks  from  where  they  had  been  uj)  to 
that  time.  They  were  obliged  to  give  bond  and  guarantee  a 
rental  of  $110  per  month.  This  seemed  a  hazardous  move  at 
first,  but,  as  was  argued  at  the  time,  it  meant  ''make  or  break" 
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with  Phi  Gamma  Delta  at  Berkeley,  and  a  radical  and  imme- 
diate change  was  absolutely  necessary.  When  it  is  considered 
that  the  rent  of  the  house  at  2228  Dana  street  was  only  $50 
per  month,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  assumption  of  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  new  house,  with  its  rent  of  more  than  twice  what 
the  chapter  had  formerly  been  paying,  required  courage  and  a 
firm  faith  in  the  future  of  the  fraternity. 

To-day  there  are  thirteen  men  residing  in  the  house,  the 
revenue  of  the  chapter  exceeds  its  expenses  by  a  comfortable 
margin,  and,  when  some  old  accounts  have  been  paid  up,  the 
fraternity  will  be  completely  out  of  debt  with  a  surplus  in  the 
bank. 

*'The  actual  income  of  the  active  chapter  amounts  to  $440 
per  month,  one- fourth  of  which  goes  for  rent.  The  personnel 
of  the  fraternity  is  of  the  highest  Fiji  type.  There  are  seven- 
teen in  the  chapter  at  present.  These  are  distributed  among 
the  classes  as  follows:  Two  seniors,  four  juniors,  four  sopho- 
mores and  seven  freshmen.  As  to  the  standing  at  present  of 
the  chapter  among  the  other  fraternities,  it  may  be  said  that 
there  is  none  better.  Those  alumni  who  may  remember  the 
inter-fraternity  society  of  Skull  and  Keys  need  no  better  proof 
of  the  excellent  standing  of  the  active  chapter  than  the  fact 
that  five  of  its  present  members  belong  to  this  honor  society. 
As  in  the  days  of  '91,  '94,  '99,  02  and  '06,  so  now,  in  '08, 
Delta  Xi  at  California  leads  the  other  Greeks.  The  chapter 
will  always  have  its  rivals,  but  so  far  it  has  yet  to  acknowledge 
another's  superiority. 

*'A  growing  need  for  a  permanent  house  for  the  chapter  led 
a  number  of  Delta  Xi  alumni  to  meet  early  in  1900  and  organ- 
ize the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Hall  AsscKiation,  which  was  incor- 
porated on  March  2  of  that  year.  The  object  of  the  Associa- 
tion was  first  to  acquire  suitable  property  in  Berkeley  as  a  site 
for  the  erection  of  a  chapter  house. 

*'The  work  of  collecting  funds  for  this  purpose  was  begun 
at  once;  a  subscription  of  $500  started  the  "ball  rolling."  In 
September,  1900,  a  lot  was  purchased  for  $2,000.  This  was  lo- 
cated on  Haste  street,  about  a  block  above  Miss  Head's  school. 
This  real  estate  was  acquired  with  no  thought  of  ultimately 
building  upon  it,  but  merely  purchased  as  an  investment.  Such 
it  proved  to  be,  for  in  1905  it  was  exchanged,  with  $1,000  ad- 
ditional, for  the  present  desirable  property  on  Bancroft  way. 
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The  value  of  the  new  lot  at  that  time  was  given  at  $5,000,  but 
to-day  a  conservative  estimate  of  its  worth  would  place  its 
valuation  at  $8,500. 

"There  can  be  no  possible  criticism  as  to  the  location  of  this 
site  of  the  future  chapter  house.  Tt  has  an  ample  frontage  of 
90  feet  and  a  depth  of  130,  more  than  we  would  actually  re- 
quire. It  is  hoped  that  the  architect  in  designing  the  house 
will  take  the  available  ground  area  into  consideration  and  make 
the  most  of  it,  i)roportioning  it  between  the  house  and  a  garden. 

"The  house  will  face  directly  north.  Some  idea  of  its  loca- 
tion in  reference  to  the  university  buildings  may  be  noted 
from  the  photograph  on  the  page  opposite.  The  football  field 
is  just  across  the  street,  and  this  is  separated  in  turn  from  the 
college  campus  by  Strawberry  creek.  The  university  buildings 
are  distant  but  a  bare  four  minutes'  walk,  and  the  local  trains 
may  be  reached  by  the  electric  car  that  passes  the  door.  If  one 
should  pick  out  an  ideal  site  in  Berkeley  for  a  fraternity  house, 
it  would  be  hard  to  select  one  that  would  better  meet  the  needs 
of  the  chapter  and  at  the  same  time  be  more  advantageously 
situated  than  the  property  at  present  owned  by  our  fraternity. 

**Half  the  work  has  now  been  accomplished.  On  February 
I  of  this  year  the  debt  of  $i,ooo  incurred  with  the  purchase  of 
the  lot  was  still  outstanding.  On  a  cash  offer  of  $250,  payable 
March  i,  conditional  upon  the  lot  being  clear  of  debt  by  that 
date,  this  $1,000  was  collected  within  the  thirty  days,  so  that 
now  our  i)roperty  stands  absolutely  free  of  debt,  and  there  is 
nearly  $200  in  the  bank.  There  remains  over  $1,000  due  on 
outstanding  accounts. 

*Tt  is  the  purpose  of  the  present  board  of  directors  to  break 
ground  for  the  new  house  January  i.  To  do  this  it  will  be 
necessary  to  have  on  hand  by  that  date  $5,000.  There  should 
be  no  difficulty  about  this,  provided  the  effort  to  collect  it  meets 
with  co-operation.  One  thousand  dollars  has  already  been 
promised  by  various  alumni,  payable  when  the  building  con- 
tracts are  let.  An  equal  amount  is  now  outstanding.  It  should 
not  be  a  difficult  thing  to  collect  another  $3,000  in  the  ten 
months  between  now  and  the  end  of  this  year. 

"With  $5,000  in  the  bank,  as  much  as  may  be  needed  may 
be  borrowed  on  the  lot,  which  loan  the  active  chapter  will 
carry,  paying  off  the  principal  and  interest  in  place  of  the 
present  rent  of  $110.    The  general  fraternity  has  promised  to 
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lend  the  chapter  $1,500  at  2  per  cent.,  and  this  fund  will  be  set 
aside  for  furnishing  the  new  house  adequately. 

"It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  directors  to  build  merely  a  fra- 
ternity house  for  the  boys  in  college.  Their  intention  is  to 
build  a  club  for  the  Delta  Xi  alumni — ^a  place  that  will  always 
mean  home  to  each  one  of  us.  For  that  purpose  one  or  two 
rooms  in  the  new  house  will  be  set  aside  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  alumni.  These  rooms  will  always  be  kept  in  order  and 
never  made  use  of  by  the  active  chapter.  They  will  be  known 
as  the  alumni's  rooms,  and  here  quarters  for  a  night  or  a  month 
can  always  be  had  gratis  by  any  of  Delta  Xi's  former  members. 
This  house  rule  will  be  made  inviolable. 

**And  now  these  hopes  and  long  made  plans  rest  with  you. 
Some  of  us  have  been  overgenerous ;  we  have  four  subscrip- 
tions of  $500  each.  Brothers  Clay  and  Ede  have  already  paid 
theirs  in.  Brother  Juilliard  promises  the  balance  of  his  $500 
when  the  building  contracts  are  let.  Brother  Simpson  has 
promised  lumber  to  the  same  value  laid  down  in  Berkeley.  A 
new  house  is  what  we  long  have  wanted  and  what  we  may 
possess  if  each  one  will  do  his  share. 

*'One  word  more  about  the  kind  of  a  house  we  want  to 
build.  The  plans,  of  course,  will  be  settled  at  a  later  date  in 
consultation  with  the  architects.  It  would,  however,  be  false 
economy  to  build  a  house  for  less  than  $15,000.  A  rival  fra- 
ternity has  already  let  the  building  contracts  for  a  $30,000  con- 
crete structure.  We  do  not  want  a  house  that  we  will  be 
ashamed  of  in  ten  or  fifteen  years.  It  would  mean  that  the 
work  would  have  to  be  done  all  over  again. 

*Tt  is  not  to  be  thought  that  there  is  a  single  member  of 
Delta  Xi  who  does  not  wish  to  contribute  to  the  fund.  It  would 
be  a  pity  if  our  house  were  built  and  there  was  one  of  us  that 
had  no  part  in  its  building. 

"There  is  a  blank  form  herewith  which  you  are  asked  to  fill 
out.  Do  not  delay  to  do  this — it  may  slip  your  mind.  Think 
the  matter  over  and  put  yourself  down  for  what  you  think  you 
can  afford." 

The  officers  and  directors  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Hall  As- 
sociation are:  William  Ede,  Jr.,  president;  William  H.  Hous- 
ton, treasurer ;  Charles  G.  Xorris,  secretary ;  J.  Alfred  Marsh, 
Ralph  L.  Hathorn,  Oliver  S.  Orrick,  Jr.,  and  Otis  R.  Johnson, 
additional  directors. 
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It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  brief  article  to  give,  with  the 
detail  that  has  been  attempted  in  past  years,  the  records  of 
our  gridiron  representatives  this  autumn.  But"  the  achieve- 
ments of  a  number  of  Fijis  make  interesting  reading  to  the  fra- 
ternity at  large. 

As  yet,  of  course,  the  last  word  has  not  been  said  as  to  the 
members  of  the  all-American  team,  neither  Walter  Camp  nor 
Casper  Whitney  having  announced  his  selection.  Enough  has 
appeared  from  the  pens  of  other  critics,  however,  to  make  it 
reasonably  certain  that  Phi  Gamma  Delta  will  be  well  repre- 
sented. Hunter  W^  Scarlett,  of  Pennsylvania,  seems  an  al- 
most universal  selection  for  one  of  the  end  positions,  while 
M.  F.  Horr,  our  Syracuse  captain,  is  almost  equally  popular 
as  a  candidate  for  one  of  the  heavy  line  positions.  As  right 
tackle,  he  was  the  mainstay  of  the  Syracuse  line  this  year,  and 
contributed  much  to  the  splendid  success  of  that  team.  J.  B. 
Hawley,  of  Dartmouth,  is  another  all-American  favorite,  as 
his  work  as  left  half-back  in  the  games  against  Harvard  and 
Princeton  was  of  the  highest  order,  and  is  es])ecially  mentioned 
by  competent  observers  as  contributing  much  to  the  preeminent 
position  of  Dartmouth  in  the  eastern  football  world  this  year. 
As  seen  through  the  western  eyes  of  Coach  Yost  of  Michigan, 
Daniel  D.  PuUen,  Washington,  07,  now  at  West  Point,  de- 
serves a  place  on  the  all-American.  Through  almost  the  en- 
tire season  he  was  kept  out  of  the  play  on  account  of  injuries, 
but  as  tackle  he  did  star  work  in  the  spectacular  victory  over 
the  Navy,  and  was  rewarded  by  his  teammates  with  the  unani- 
mous election  to  the  captaincy  for  next  year. 

The  list  of  prominent  players  in  the  east  by  no  means  ends 
here,  and  special  mention  ought  to  be  made  of  Bcal  I>anks, 
Syracuse's  brilliant  quarter-back,  J.  H.  Dudley,  half-back  on 
the  same  team,  J.  R.  McKay,  Brown's  star  half  back,  and  A.  E. 
Brides,  right  tackle  on  the  Yale  team.  The  list  of  men  who  did 
most  creditable  work  on  other  eastern  teams  would  carry  this 
article  beyond  its  proper  bounds,  though  it  is  with  reluctance 
that  many  names  are  omitted. 

In  the  west,  two  members  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  are  promi- 
nent candidates  for  the  all-western  team.    Harold  Iddings.  of 
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Chicago,  again  played  in  the  back  field  for  the  western  cham- 
pions, making  two  of  the  three  touchdowns  scored  by  Chicago 
in  the  deciding  game  against  Wisconsin,  and  is  generally  con- 
ceded a  half-back's  position  on  the  all-western.  ().  E.  SaflFord, 
of  Minnesota,  captained  his  team  from  the  position  of  center 
and  was  placed  on  some  of  the  all-western  teams,  this  not- 
withstanding the  competition  of  the  great  Michigan  center  and 
captain.  Some  other  westerners  who  deserve  special  mention 
are :  Clarence  E.  Cartwright,  Indiana's  full-back,  wliose  punt- 
ing virtually  won  the  hard-fought  Purdue  game ;  Jack  Har- 
grave,  of  Wabash,  all- Indiana  quarter-back ;  L.  E.  Hess,  cap- 
tain of  the  same  team  :  Lee  H.  Goebel,  Purdue,  all-Indiana  end, 
and  Lion  Gardiner,  half-back  and  ex-captain  of  the  strong 
Illinois  team. 

In  the  south,  W.  G.  Raker,  of  Tennessee,  merits  considera- 
tion on  account  of  the  high  class  of  his  performances ;  his  play- 
ing in  the  Tennessee- Vanderbilt  game  being  highly  praised  b}* 
various  press  critics. 


LYCURGUS  P.  M'CORMACK 

Died  October  14,  1908. 

Lycurgus  P.  McCormack,  an  honored  alumnus  of  lambda, 
and  for  ten  years  a  mcmbei-  of  the  State  Labor  Commission 
of  Indiana,  expired  very  suddenly  at  his  country  home  near 
Fisher's  Station,  Hamilton  County,  Indiana,  on  October  14. 
He  was  sixty-two  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Heart 
failure  is  ascribed  as  the  cause. 

Bro.  McCormack  was  a  graduate  of  DePauw  University  of 
the  class  of  '73.  He  afterward  studied  law  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar,  but  never  practiced.  He  engaged  in  newspaper  work 
until  called  to  act  upon  the  State  Labor  Commission.  In  this 
office  he  made  an  excellent  record,  being  responsible  for  the 
settlement  of  many  labor  troubles.  He  was  widely  known  in 
the  labor  circles  of  Indiana  during  his  ten  years  of  service. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  in  Indianapolis,  where  he 
had  made  his  home  until  the  last  two  years.

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FIJIS  AT  THE  OLYMPIC  GAMES 

The  American  Olympic  team  was  composed  of  eighty  mem- 
bers, selections  being  made  in  try-outs  held  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  in  the  central  states  at  Chicago,  and  in  the  East  at 
Philadelphia.  Six  Fijis  won  places  in  the  preliminaries  and 
were  taken  with  the  team.  They  were:  F.  G.  Smithson,  of 
Yale,  a  hurdler ;  L.  J.  Talbot,  of  Cornell,  a  hammer  thrower ; 
H.  P.  Ramey,  of  Michigan,  a  half-miler ;  T.  Moffitt,  of  Penn- 
sylvania, a  high  jumper;  C.  B.  Beard,  of  Iowa,  a  half-miler, 
and  M.  F.  Horr,  of  Syracuse,  a  discus  thrower. 

On  June  2.^,  an  immense  crowd  was  at  the  dock  in  New 
York  to  give  the  steamship  "Philadelphia,''  with  its  load  of 
athletes,  a  rousing  send-off. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  at  sea, 
the  Fijis  on  board  got  together  and  proceeded  to  become 
acquainted.  Later  every  one  was  given  a  light  work-out  under 
the  watchful  eye  of  Mike  Murphy.  A  wrestling  mat  was  laid 
on  the  deck  and  the  sprinters  limbered  up  by  running  around 
the  edges.  A  hurdle  course  was  laid  by  placing  chairs  the 
whole  length  of  the  deck.  The  high-jumpers  used  a  bar  to 
which  Murphy  and  Halpin  acted  as  posts.  The  wrestlers  were 
cautioned  to  "keep  the  rough  holds  for  the  foreigners."  The 
Marathon  runners  jogged  around  the  deck  for  half  an  hour. 
Practice  was  continued  daily  throughout  the  trip,  and  when 
the  team  landed  in  London,  July  5,  every  man  vv^as  in  fine 
shape  and  had  the  feeling  that  the  team  was  bound  to  win 
and  by  a  wide  margin. 

In  the  great  games  at  Sheppard's  Bush,  Forest  Smithson 
established  a  new  Olympic  and  world's  record  by  running  the 
no-meter  hurdles  in  the  remarkable  time  of  15  seconds. 

M.  F.  Horr  won  second  place  with  the  discus,  both  free 
and  Greek  style. 

Tom  Moffitt  made  an  excellent  showing;  in  the  high  jump. 
Lee  Talbott  finished  very  near  the  front  in  the  hammer-throw. 
In  the  half-mile  and  team  races,  Ramey  and  Beard  did  some 
very  excellent  work. 

The  1908  Olympics  were  the  greatest  ever  held.  A  greater 
assemblage  of   wonderful  athlet' s   has  never  been    seen,   and 
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Phi  Gamma  Delta  may  well  feel  proud  of  her  representatives, 
in  this  great  meet. 

After  the  games,  Smithson,  Ramey,  Moffitt  and  Beard  com- 
peted in  a  number  of  events  on  the  Continent,  and  continued 
their  fine  work.  Talbot  went  to  Ireland  and  Scotland  with  the 
Irish-American  A.  C.  and  established  new  Irish  and  Scotch 
records  with  the  i6-pound  hammer,  with  a  throw  of  170  feet 
7  inches. 

On  the  return  of  the  team  to  Xew  York,  on  August  29, 
the  men  were  met  by  an  even  more  enthusiastic  crowd  than  on 
their  departure.  A  special  holiday  was  declared  by  the  mayor, 
and  the  parade  in  honor  of  the  athletes  was  one  of  the  greatest 
ever  seen  in  the  city.  It  took  a  period  of  four  hours  for  the 
entire  line  to  pass  one  point. 

In  his  speech  to  the  men  at  Oyster  Bay,  Mr.  Roosevelt  ex- 
pressed the  sentiment  of  the  nation  when  he  said :  ''Every  one 
is  proud  of  you  and  your  work."  We  are  proud  of  the  work 
of  the  team.  We  are  especially  proud  of  the  Fijis  on  the 
team.  S.  S.  Bullen. 


CORPORATIONS  A  LA  MODE* 

Brother  Toastmaster  and  Brothers — I  suppose  there  are 
those  among  you  who  think  corporations  served  a  la  mode  are 
corporations  roasted.  This  is  indeed  a  popular  way  to  serve 
them,  but  it  is  neither  a  very  palatable  nor  a  fair  way,  and  the 
corporations  and  myself  are  too  good  friends  for  me  to  treat 
them  in  that  manner,  at  least  seriously.  Being  a  lawyer  of  the 
coq)oration  variety,  1  fall  within  a  class  that  has  met  some  share 
of  undiscriminating  public  condemnation.  The  public  seems 
to  think  the  corporation  lawyer  is  like  a  certain  divinity  stu- 
dent of  whom  I  once  heard.  He  went  from  the  divinity  school 
to  preach  a  trial  sermon,  and,  on  his  return,  was  greeted  by 
one  of  the  professors  in  the  institution.  *'How  did  you  get  on 
with  your  sermon?"  inquired  the  professor.  **First  rate,  first 
rate,"  said  the  student.  "What  was  your  text  ?"  asked  the  pro- 
fessor. "How  shall  ye  escape  if  ye  neglect  so  g-reat  a  salva- 
tion,'* answered  the  young  man.    "A  good  text,"  said  the  pro- 
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fessor,  "and  how  did  you  treat  it?''  "First,"  said  the  student. 
**1  showed  'em  how  great  this  salvation  is;  and,  second,  I 
showed  'em  how  to  escape  if  they  neglected  it."  The  function 
of  the  corporation  lawyer  is  not,  I  assure  you,  without  arguing 
the  point,  to  show  the  corporations  how  to  escape  the  laws  when 
they  violate  them,  but  it  is  a  constructive  function,  a  co-or- 
dination of  law  and  righteous  business  practice  that  is  as  valu- 
able to  the  commercial  life  of  America  to-day  as  was  the  judi- 
cial practice  of  the  late  Lord  Palmerston,  of  England,  to  the 
Law  Merchant  of  his  time  and  since.  So  I  feel  quite  respecta- 
ble when  I  stand  before  you  and  acknowledge  that,  in  an 
humble  way,  I  am  a  lawyer  of  the  corporation  kind.  More- 
over, I  may  state  that  I  do  not  need  either  your  assistance  or 
your  sympathy  in  my  professional  condition,  as  it  is  a  matter 
of  judicial  record,  in  the  case  of  Latta  versus  Lonsdale,  107 
Federal  Ref)orter,  that  "corporation  lawyers  have  the  oppor- 
tunity and  are  quite  able  and  capable  of  taking  care  of  them- 
selves." 

John  Kendrick  Bangs  has  defined  the  "Copperation"  as  "a 
Creature  devised  by  Selfish  Interests  to  secure  the  Free  Coin- 
age of  the  Atlantic  Ocean,"  and  adds, 

"Little  drops  of  water 
Plenty  of  hot  air 
Make  a  eopperation 
A  pretty  fat  affair/' 

I  myself  have  defined  the  corporation,  but  in  so  serious  a 
way  that  I  am  afraid  it  would  make  you  weep  after  Mr.  Bangs' 
juicy  definition,  so  I  shall  not  impose  my  own  on  you.  If  there 
are  some  of  you  who  like  the  corporations  roasted,  the  fore- 
going will  suffice,  I  hope,  with  the  following  additional  stanzas, 
which  I  will  recite,  following  the  elecutionary  precedent  set  by 
some  of  our  brothers : 

"A  copperation  is  a  beast 
With  forty-leven  paws 
That  doesn't  ever  pay  the  least 
Attention  to  the  lazes. 

''It  grabs  whatever  comes  in  sight 
From  hansom  cabs  to  socks 
And  with  a  grin  of  mad  delight 
It  turns  'em  into  stocks.

''And  then  it  takes  a  rubber  hose 
Connected  with  the  sea 
And  pumps  them  full  of  HbO's 
Of  various  degree, 

"And  when  they're  swollen  up  so  stout 
You'd  think  they'd  surely  bust 
They  souse  'em  once  again  and  out 
They  come  at  last  a  Trust, 

"And  zvhen  the  Trust  is  ready  for 
One  last  and  iinal  whack 
They  let  the  public  in  the  door 
To  buy  the  zvater  back," 

If  you  still  have  an  appetite  for  roasted  corporations,  I  refer 
you  to  Hazlitt's  essay  On  Corporate  Bodies,  and  to  the  speeches 
of  the  disap-**peerless"  leader  of  the  democratic  party,  which 
show  up  the  corporation  as  the  right  bower  of  His  Satanic 
Majesty. 

You  have  noticed,  perhaps,  that  few  discover  the  water  in 
stock  except  those  who  dabble  in  it.  The  American  people  have 
a  fatal  tendency  to  play  with  the  corporation,  to  indulge  them- 
selves in  beautiful  green  and  gold  certificates  that  look  like  gov- 
ernment bonds,  to  take  shares  in  some  pot  of  gold  at  the  end  of 
a  rainlx)w,  even  when  the  company  would  appear  to  be  like 
that  of  which  dear  old  Colonel  Carter's  financial  agent  said, 
"I  couldn't  raise  a  dollar  in  a  lunatic  asylum  full  of  million- 
aires on  a  scheme  like  the  Colonel's."  But  we  have  to  look 
with  indulgence  on  this  frailty  of  our  compatriots — they  are 
getting  experience,  and  like  most  of  mankind,  experience  is 
the  one  thing  they  can't  accept  without  paying  in  full  for  it. 
The  emotions  and  the  imagination  always  command  their  price, 
even  when  intelligence  is  selling  at  a  discount.  The  American 
people  are  great,  but  they  are  not  quite  up  to  old  Noah  yet — 
he  is  the  only  person  so  far  who  has  been  able  to  float  a  com- 
pany when  the  whole  world  was  in  liquidation. 

I  am  very  heartily  a  protagonist  of  the  corporate  form  of 
business  organization,  brother  Fijis,  and  I  could  cite  many 
eminent  authorities  who  have  the  same  attitude.  Woodrow 
Wilson,  president  of  Princeton  University,  has  said,  "I  don't 
see  how  our  modern  civilization  could  dispense  with  corpora- 
tions.    I  don't  see  anything  but  the  utmost  folly  in  entering 
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upon  a  course  of  destruction  in  respect  to  the  present  organiza- 
tion of  our  economic  life."  Our  brother  in  Phi  Gamma  Delta, 
Edward  Alsworth  Ross,  professor  in  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin, who  writes  brilliant  essays  for  the  Atlantic  Monthly 
on  sin  and  society,  says,  ^'Corporations  are  necessary.  In 
resenting  corporate  sins  we  must  follow  the  maxim,  'Blame 
not  the  tool,  but  the  hand  that  moves  the  tool.' "  If  I  were 
able,  brothers,  I  would  serve  the  corporation  to  you,  not 
roasted,  but  with  the  praise  of  whipped  cream,  glaced  fruit,  pre- 
served marrons,  and  other  delicatessen,  and  with  Chateau 
Yquem  or  sparkling  Chablis  or  Veuve  Cliquot,  and  bunches  of 
violets,  and  an  orchestra  playing  Viennese  waltzes,  on  the  side. 
But  the  corporation  is  its  own  excuse ;  it  is  attracting  more  fa- 
vorable notice  on  the  part  of  the  intelligent  public  all  the  time — 
already  two-thirds  of  the  business  of  the  country  is  conducted 
under  the  corporate  form,  and  great  minds  are  at  work  trying 
to  perfect  this  form  of  business  conduct  so  that  it  will  be  a 
perfect  machine,  and  so  that  the  souls  of  its  officers  and  direc- 
tors will  serve  in  lieu  of  a  corporation  soul,  and  so  that  both 
the  unit  of  organization  and  the  members  who  compose  it  will 
be  openly  responsible  for  all  their  acts  to  the  state,  the  public, 
and  to  one  another.  The  only  effective  way  to  unify  the  mem- 
bership of  a  large  number  of  men  in  lodges,  unions,  clubs, 
secret  societies,  fraternities,  so  as  to  make  them  a  practically 
responsible  business  person,  so  they  may  stand  before  the  com- 
munity and  say,  "We  are  here  to  deal  honestly  with  you,  but 
if  you  think  you  have  not  been  accorded  all  your  rights,  we 
can  easily  be  reached  through  the  law  which  unites  us  into  a 
business  unit,  by  which  we  can  be  brought  to  justice  as  a  unit, 
under  one  name,  and  not  compel  you  to  sue  a  collection  of  us 
as  individuals,"' — ^the  only  effective  way,  I  say,  to  unify  a  so- 
ciety to  this  end  is  to  incorporate  it.  Now  it  may  not  have 
occurred  to  you  that  our  fraternity  is  not  incorporated.  Some 
of  our  chapter  house  associations  are  incorporated,  but  the 
national  organization  is  not,  and  in  this  we  are  Ijehind  some  of 
our  rival  fraternities.  I  do  not  believe  it  is  necessary  to  do 
more  than  suggest  the  desirability  of  the  incorporation  of  the 
national  society  through  the  Board  of  Archons,  as  I  believe 
the  social  conscience  of  the  fraternity  is  sufficiently  alive  to 
demand  this  when  the  lack  has  become  generally  known 
among  us. 
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The  length  of  an  after-dinner  speech,  it  is  said,  should  cor- 
respond to  that  of  the  ballet-dancer's  skirt,  ''qui  commencait 
a  peine  et  finissait  deja,"  and  to  follow  the  formula,  I  must  be 
ending.  It  was  an  enthusiastic  member  of  another  fraternity, 
which  I  may  call  Reta  Kai)pa  Delta  because  there  is  no  such 
fraternity,  who  exclaimed  in  concluding  a  speech,  **01d  Beta 
Kappa  Delta!  There  she  stands  with  her  glorious  past.  Let 
us  drink  to  her  memory!"  It  is  unnecessary  to  comment  on 
the  appropriateness  of  that  toast.  But,  thank  goodness,  we 
Fijis  can  say,  **Ever  young  Phi  Gamma  Delta!  There  she 
moz'es — from  a  glorious  past  to  a  more  glorious  future.  Let 
us  drink  to  her  vigorous,  throbbing  life."

EDITORIAL 

Fraternity  vs.  College 

Loyalty  to  one's  fraternity  has  been  the  theme  of  orations 
and  editorials  ever  since  the  institution  of  college  fraternities 
gave  Greek  orators  and  editors  their  first  inspiration.  Their 
cause  has  been  a  good  one,  and  they  have  plead  it  well ;  but  one 
is  forced  to  the  conclusion  sometimes  that  their  work  has  been 
too  effective.  It  has  created  a  wrong  perspective  and  has  made 
dut>'  to  the  fraternity  appear  disproportionately  great.  Prob- 
ably it  would  be  more  accurate  to  say  that  a  narrow  conception 
of  fraternity  duties  has  been  created.  Some  years  ago  a  prom- 
inent fraternity  in  one  of  our  great  universities  felt  much  ag- 
grieved when  the  college  new- spaper  editorially  took  the  chapter 
to  task  for  withdrawing  some  of  its  men  from  the  baseball 
**scrubs"  so  as  to  enable  it  to  win  the  inter-fraternity  pennant. 
But,  in  all  fairness,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  position  of  the 
college  paper  was  entirely  correct. 

As  its  popular  appellation  implies,  the  "college  fraternity" 
exists  only  as  a  college  exists,  and  its  success  is  ultimately  de- 
pendent on  the  prosperity  of  the  institution  in  which  it  is  lo- 
cated. If  the  chapter  is  to  be  strong,  the  college  must  be 
strong;  and  the  college,  in  its  forward  progress,  has  the  right 
to  expect  that  the  fraternity  men  will  never  sacrifice  the  college 
for  what  may  at  the  moment  seem  the  interests  of  the  chapter. 
Whether  correctly  or  not,  the  fraternity  men  feel  that  they  rep- 
resent the  chosen  body  of  the  students,  and  as  their  opportuni- 
ties are  greater,  so  their  responsibilities  ought  to  be  heavier. 
The  spectacles  of  clashes  between  fraternity  and  college  are 
fortunately  becoming  increasingly  rare ;  but  with  a  proper  ap- 
preciation of  their  duties  on  the  part  of  the  fraternity  men, 
these  unseemly  conflicts  might  cease  altogether  to  disgrace  the 
pages  of  American  college  history. 

It  requires  no  great  penetration  to  see  that  the  highest  duty 
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which  one  can  owe  to  his  fraternity  is  to  do  with  all  his  might 
the  things  which  advance  the  interests  of  his  a//«<ii  fiiater. 
Loyalty  on  his  part  inspires  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  col- 
lege; and  it  may  be  safely  asserted  that  no  fraternity  chapter 
has  ever  been  completely  successful  so  long  as  it  remained  the 
object  of  distrust  on  the  part  of  the  officials  of  the  institution 
where  it  is  located.  Those  chapters  flourish  best  which  have 
the  most  cordial  support  from  the  college  authorities,  and,  with 
a  few  rare  exceptions,  those  authorities  are  only  too  glad  to  co- 
operate on  the  most  friendly  terms  with  properly  manned  fra- 
ternity organizations. 

Preach  fraternity  loyalty  with  all  the  eloquence  you  can  com- 
mand, but  remember  that  loyalty  to  fraternity  includes  more 
than  seeking  honors  for  your  chapter  and  paying  your  dues  reg- 
ularly. It  includes  the  innumerable  things  which  elevate  the 
standing  of  your  chapter  individually  and  collectively  in  the 
estimation  of  those  outside  the  charmed  circle.  And  among 
those  things,  nothing  is  greater  than  unselfish  college  loyalty. 


Scholarship  Standards 

Just  now  it  is  interesting  to  note  what  seems  a  well-defined 
movement  in  the  fraternity  world  tow^ard  higher  standards  of 
scholarship  for  the  members.  The  encouragement  to  stronger 
scholarship  has  taken  various  forms.  In  the  men's  fraterni- 
ties it  is  chiefly  by  way  of  official  comment  and  public  recogni- 
tion of  the  achievements  of  the  scholars.  For  instance,  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  publishes  a  biographical  roll  of  honor,  including 
all  its  under-graduate  members  who  have  achieved  special 
scholastic  distinction. 

The  reaction  from  the  opposite  tendencies  which  educators 
have  been  decrying -for  a  decade  is  a  salutary  one,  and  the  chief 
problem  is  to  find  the  most  effective  way  to  effectuate  the  re- 
form. In  final  analysis  it  is  simply  a  question  of  educating 
student  sentiment.  The  Wisconsin  chapter  a  year  ago  adopted 
what  seems  an  excellent  plan  of  recognizing  good  class  work 
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among  its  freshmen.  A  loving  cup  was  presented  by  the  class 
of  1907,  on  which  each  semester  is  to  be  engraved  the  name  of 
the  freshman  with  the  highest  scholastic  standing.  It  serves  to 
educate  sentiment  at  the  time  when  the  greatest  stimulus  is 
needed — in  the  freshman  class ;  and  with  the  momentum  of  one 
year's  work  well  done,  high  class  standing  may  be  maintained 
with  little  drudgery. 

If  good  scholarship  becomes  popular,  we  will  have  as  many 
good  scholars  as  we  now  have  good  dancers.  Meantime  the 
man  of  academic  attainments  hardly  knows  whether  he  is  a 
fossil  specimen  of  a  past  epoch  or  a  prophet  of  the  future.  We 
believe  he  is  the  latter.  The  signs  of  the  times  point  in  that 
direction. 


In  Honor  of  the  Founders 

Through  the  untiring  industry  of  Archon  Chamberlin  the 
fraternity  is  learning  the  intimate  life  history  of  its  founders. 
From  these  biographies  it  appears  quite  clear  that  the  leading 
spirit  in  the  group  of  the  '*immortal  six"  was  John  Templeton 
McCarty.  It  is  but  fitting,  therefore,  that  the  memory  of  this 
man  should  be  the  object  of  special  veneration.  No  higher 
tribute  can  be  paid  him  by  the  chapters  than  to  place  on  the 
walls,  for  the  inspiration  of  future  generations  of  the  frater- 
nity, a  picture  of  this  leader  of  the  founders. 

The  Board  of  Archons  has  had  prepared  a  limited  number 
of  framed  pictures  of  John  Templeton  McCarty,  16  by  20, 
which  can  be  secured  at  the  actual  cost  to  the  board,  $2.50  each, 
expressage  extra.  Checks  may  be  sent  to  Bro.  Christian.  This 
is  an  opportunity,  and  we  expect  a  large  number  of  our  chapter 
houses  to  be  adorned  soon  with  the  photograph  of  at  least 
one  of  the  founders.

4^  Y  held  its  diamond  jubilee  November  24,  with  a  banquet 
at  the  Waldorf-Astoria  Hotel,  New  York,  in  celebration  of  the 
seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  fraternity. 
According  to  the  AVa'  York  Sun,  nearly  800  were  present.  If 
the  number  is  accurately  reported,  it  marks  the  high- water 
mark  of  fraternity  assemblages.

^  K  4^,  at  its  last  convention,  adopted  a  committee  report 
providing  for  a  memorial  to  the  founders  of  the  fraternity,  to 
be  known  as  the  *' Moore  Memorial,"  Judge  Charles  P.  T. 
Moore  having  been  the  leader  in  the  founding  of  the  fraternity 
in  1852.  It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  granite  drinking  fountain, 
properly  inscribed,  on  the  campus  of  Washington  and  Jefferson 
College,  Washington,  Pa.  The  memorial  is  to  cost  $1,000,  the 
sum  to  be  raised  by  subscrii)tion  in  the  fraternity. 

The  installation  of  the  California  chapter  of  A  A  4>,  after  a 
long  struggle  on  the  part  of  the  *t>  2  A  local  for  a  charter, 
shows  the  trend  towards  western  expansion  even  on  the  part 
of  the  most  conservative  of  the  old  eastern  fraternities.  In  the 
past  ten  years  but  two  charters  have  been  granted,  that  of  Wis- 
consin in  1902,  and  California  in  1908.  In  the  past  twenty 
years  but  one  charter  among  eastern  universities  has  been 
granted,  Johns  Hopkins  in  1889,  the  other  extensions  from 
1888  to  1898  having  all  been  either  in  the  west  or  in  Canada: 
Minnesota,  Toronto,  Chicago  and  McGill. 
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**The  indications  now  are  that  petitions  will  be  presented  to 
the  next  convention  from  local  societies  in  Worcester  Poly- 
technic Institute,  Worcester,  Mass.,  the  University  of  Utah, 
Salt  Lake,  the  University  of  South  Dakota,  Vermillion,  and 
the  University  of  Oregon,  Eugene.  All  of  these  petitioners 
have  been  before  the  fraternity  already,  formally  or  informally. 
The  chapters  should  study  the  situation  in  each  instance  and 
be  ready  for  intelligent  action  when  the  time  comes  to  vote." 
—Beta  Theta  Pi. 

"The  *non-sectarian'  fraternity  of  Q  IT  A,  which  was  founded 
at  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York  in  1901  and  at  one  time 
had  six  chapters,  has  been  undergoing  serious  difficulties  chiefly 
on  account  of  internal  dissensions  between  its  Christian  and 
Jewish  members,  and  is  now  reported  to  be  on  the  point  of  dis- 
banding. Its  chapter  at  Lehigh  became  a  chapter  of  2  *  E,  and 
its  chapter  at  Columbia  has  furnished  the  nucleus  for  a  chapter 
which  5  N  has  recently  instituted  at  that  university."  The 
Garnet  and  White  of  Alpha  Chi  Rho. 

In  an  article  entitled  '^Concerning  Greek-Letter  Garments,*' 
in  the  December  Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  a  contributor  good 
naturedly  objects  to  the  use  of  Greek  letters  for  advertising 
articles  of  merchandise,  a  recent  advertisemnt  of  *'Deke"  cloth- 
ing furnishing  him  his  text.  Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  heartily  in 
accord  with  the  sentiment  expressed,  as  shown  by  the  efforts 
of  this  fraternity  to  prevent  the  use  of  its  name  or  badge  even 
in  advertising  fraternity  jewelry.  As  intimated  in  the  article, 
however,  the  present  state  of  the  laws  in  the  various  states  af- 
fords little  or  no  protection  to  the  aggrieved  parties. 

"The  Pan-Hellenic  society  of  the  canal  zone  is  composed 
of  members  of  Greek-letter  fraternities  of  American  colleges. 
Among  the  fraternities  represented  in  its  membership  are: 
Kappa  Alpha,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Sigma  Chi,  Phi  Beta  Theta,  Phi 
Gamma  Delta,  Psi  Upsilon,  Delta  Psi,  Delta  Tau  Delta,  Alpha 
Tau  Omega,  Sigma  Nu,  Kappa  Sigma,  Theta  Delta  Chi,  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Phi  Beta  Pi,  and  Phi 
Beta  Kappa.  A  member  of  any  fraternity  listed  in  Baird's 
Manual  is  eligible  for  membership.  The  society  meets  for  din- 
ner about  once  in  the  month,  usually  in  Ancon,  and  has  given 
two  cotillons.  C.  L.  Bryan,  of  Culebra,  is  the  president." 
— Canal  Record. 
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The  election  of  William  H.  Taft  will  put  into  the  White 
House  for  the  second  time  a  member  of  ^  Y.  The  previous  in- 
cumbent, Chester  A.  Arthur,  however,  was  not  elected,  but 
succeeded  on  the  death  of  Garfield.  Beginning  with  Garfield, 
every  occupant  of  the  president's  chair  has  claimed  affihation 
with  a  Greek-letter  fraternity,  although  some  were  merely  hon- 
orary members.  Garfield  was  a  member  of  A  Y,  Cleveland  was 
an  honorary  2  X,  Harrison  was  a  member  of  ^  A  0,  McKinley 
was  an  honorary  2  A  E,  while  Roosevelt  is  claimed  by  both 
A  A  ^  and  A  K  E.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Dickey  club  at 
Harvard  while  it  still  was  nominally  a  chapter  of  A  K  E,  and 
was  also  a  member  of  A  A  ^  at  the  same  institution,  this  chap- 
ter also  having  subsequently  had  its  charter  withdrawn.

All  of  his  work  is  fine ;  some  of  bis 
books  are  splendid — *McTeague/  for  example,  his  story  of  Ari- 
zona life,  what  a  wonderful  piece  of  atmosphere  it  is,  what 
power  in  the  description  and  delineation  of  human  character 
and  passion  it  contains." 

If  you  want  to  see  Vice-President  Fairbanks  smile  tell  him 
he  is  getting  fat.  One  does  not  have  to  be  on  particularly  inti- 
mate terms  with  the  vice-president  to  evoke  his  smile  by  that 
remark,  and  there  is  no  danger  of  insulting  Mr.  Fairbanks  by 
telling  him  so,  his  friends  say.  Ordinarily  such  a  remark  to  a 
vice-president  of  the  United  States  would  seem  in  a  way  lese 
majeste.  Not  so  with  Mr.  Fairbanks,  and  his  friends  say  that 
he  really  is  beginning  to  take  on  flesh  a  little,  though  there  is 
a  long  way  to  go  yet  before  he  can  be  accused  of  being  actu- 
ally corpulent.  Still  those  who  saw  Mr.  Fairbanks  for  the  first 
time  last  Friday  night,  when  he  addressed  four  meetings  in  a 
whirlwind  automobile  speechmaking  tour  of  the  city  were  sur- 
prised at  his  fullness  of  face.  There  was  also  a  slight  rotundity 
amidships  which  surprised  those  who  had  only  seen  photo- 
graphs and  cartoons  of  the  vice-president.  There  is  far  less 
of  the  bean-pole  eflFect  about  the  vice-president  than  the  car- 
toonists usually  depict.  If  he  were  a  foot  shorter  he  would  not 
be  called  thin.  It  is  his  towering  height  and  straight  back 
which  intensify  his  general  appearance  of  thinness.  Those 
who  know  Mr.  Fairbanks  well  say  that  he  is  not  at  all  sensitive 
about  his  shape.  But  they  add  that  he  has  a  sly  admiration  for 
rather  corpulent  men,  and  hopes  of  some  day,  when  his  active 
political  life  is  over,  of  becoming — well,  fairly  stout.  Samuel 
S.  Koenig,  the  Republican  candidate  for  secretary  of  state  of 
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New  York,  met  Mr.  Fairbanks  Friday  night.  Some  one  re- 
inarked  to  Mr.  Fairbanks  that  he  was  taking  on  flesh,  and  Mr. 
Koenig  added  that  he  thought  so  too.  ]\Ir.  Fairbanks  smiled 
happily,  and,  according  to  a  man  in  the  party,  exclaimed: 
**Well,  if  that's  so,  I  guess  buttermilk  has  done  the  trick.'* — 
Neii'  York  Tinus.

Only  rare  occasions  permit  our  undergraduates  and  alumni 
to  meet  on  a  level  which  affords  true  enjoyment  to  the  one  and 
equal  benefit  to  the  other.  Rarely,  indeed,  do  the  experienced 
and  worldly  wise  "boys  of  long  ago"  have  the  opportunity  to 
at  once  receive  from  their  younger  brothers  the  spirit  and  en- 
thusiasm which  characterized  their  college  days,  and  in  turn 
impart  the  advice  and  counsel  which  experience  alone  can 
bestow. 

Yet  such  an  occasion  was  the  forty-third  annual  banquet  of 
Beta  graduate  chapter,  held  at  the  German  House,  Indianapolis, 
on  the  night  of  January  22.  In  the  history  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta

This  annual  event,  always  of  great  moment  to  the  chapters, 
was  especially  interesting  and  important  this  year,  as  we  had 
with  us  the  Board  of  Archons.  bringing  with  them  the  greetings 
and  inspiration  of  the  fraternity  at  large.  Besides,  the  occasion 
was  graced  by  the  presence  of  Bro.

Elegant  and  sumptuous  as  was  the  repast,  the  post-prandial 
treat  was  even  more  satisfying.  Brother  Cheney's  practical  and 
business-like  talk  on  the  East  and  the  West  emphasized  the  du- 
ties of  each  to  each  and  the  growing  feeling  of  closeness  be- 
tween the  two  sections  of  the  country.  The  high  plane  upon 
which  his  response  was  pitched  may  easily  be  explained  by  the 
increasing  realization  that  fraternity  as  a  whole  is  far  above  the 
interests  of  any  one  section. 

Bro.  Pogue,  grand  secretary,  who  responded  in  behalf  of  Bro. 
Chamberlin,  emphasized  the  need  of  closer  unity  between  the 
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chapters.  His  own  mission  during  the  next  few  months  leads 
the  way  to  introduce  to  all  chapters  the  ideas  and  experience 
of  the  rest. 

Xo  tribute  need  be  paid  President  Newton  T.  Baker's  elo- 
quent response.  For  twenty  minutes  in  his  rapid-fire,  elegant 
style,  he  held  the  boys  spellbound  and  intent  upon  the  subject. 
He  discussed  the  success  and  achievements  of  the  chapters  and 
the  needs  and  demands  of  the  future  with  an  insight  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  sincere  interest  in  the  workings  of  the  fra- 
ternity. 

To  Bro.  Dick  Miller  must  go  the  honors  for  oratorical  effort. 
As  toastmaster,  his  happy  remarks  and  apt  references  inter- 
spersed w-ith  a  genial  humor,  peculiarly  his  own,  constantly  kept 
the  brothers  in  a  congenial  spirit.  Much  of  the  success  of  the 
event  must  be  attributed  to  his  ability  as  a  presiding  master. 

The  closing  hour  was  enjoyably  passed  with  impromptu  talks 
by  several  of  the  older  members.  Bro.  Henry  Webb  Johnson, 
of  South  Bend,  eloquently  paid  his  respects  to  the  fraternity  and 
his  admiration  and  love  for  it.  He  was  followed  by  other 
brothers,  such  as  Bro.  Lewis,  editor  of  Phi  Gamma  Dklta; 
Bro.  Wolcott,  whose  poetic  accomplishments  were  the  marvel 
of  the  entire  assemblage,  yet  whose  words  are  always  listened 
to  with  joy  by  the  younger  members.  Bro.  Eagleson,  who  is 
so  well  known  to  all  the  several  chapters  that  he  needs  no  in- 
troduction, also  responded  in  a  happy  vein  and  imparted  in  a 
general  way  some  of  the  vast  fund  of  knowledge  which  he  has 
accumulated  by  a  most  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  chapters 
throughout  the  entire  country.  Bro.  Mikels  also  contributed  his 
share  to  the  eloquence  of  the  evening,  and  in  a  series  of  meta- 
phors and  similes  brought  back  to  the  minds  of  the  older  mem- 
bers the  memories  of  their  graduating  days.  Bro.  Christian,  in 
his  usual  brief,  yet  earnest,  style,  responded  to  the  appeal  of  the 
boys,  and  urged  that  spirit  of  aggressiveness  and  progress  for 
which  he  is  famous.

This  is  the 
way  Pogue  felt,  "You  can  leave  me  at  Delaware/'  All  good 
things  nnist  step  aside  to  give  ])lace  to  better,  and  it  is  now  of 
courage  and  an  uphill  fight  and  success  agahist  odds — we  are  at 
Wittenberg — and  when  it  is  all  said  and  done,  you  find  true  Fiji 
blood  in  the  veins  of  all  these  Ohio  boys.  But  Big  Beck  and 
Little  Beck,  and  the  Wittenberg  lads.  Hartcr  and  all,  have  had  a 
long  and  hard  row  to  hoe,  but  they  are  still  on  the  firing  line, 
and  they  win. 

It's  hard  to  leave  the  Ohio  boys,  all  of  them  dear,  and  my  eye 
is  a  bit  dim  as  I  sit  on  the  train  to-day  writing  back  to  your  ed- 
itor— Lewis. 

Late  Thursday  night.  January  21,  at  Indianapolis,  a  seven- 
forty  start  for  Wabash.  Dear  old  Billy  Chamberlin  had  to 
leave  us  at  Wittenberg — his  lad  Bob  was  ill.  He  is  better  now, 
God  keep  the  lad. 

Yes,  Christian  is  ha])py.  He  knows  every  cross-lot  fence 
corner  and  bow-legged  dog  in  Crawfordsville.  and  he  keenly 
appreciates  that  the  college  cani])us  and  buildings  are  not  at 
a  premium,  but  the  men — Wabash  does  hold  her  head  high,  and 
well  she  may.  Here  we  first  hear  from  Baker;  he  is  close  at 
hand,  and  while  three  of  us  journey  on  to  Purdue,  Baker 
reaches  Wabash  and  joins  us  on  our  return  from  Purdue,  via 
Wabash  to  De  Pauw. 

We  regret,  indeed,  that  time  cut  our  visit  with  the  Purdue 
boys  short.  Htnv  ('heney  o])ened  his  eyes  at  the  way  they  run 
a  house,  the  things  they  can  do  and  how  well  they  are  done. 
Christian  and  1  'ogue  had  been  there  before,  and  it  was  only  a  re- 
newal of  former  pleasant  ex])eriences. 

Kn  route  to  De  Pauw  the  real  head  of  this  visiting  board, 
Bro.  Baker,  joined  us  at  ('raw fords ville,  and  in  a  steady  down- 
pour of  rain  we  were  shown — by  Christian — the  one-building 
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college.  We  counted  seven,  and  Doc  said  he  must  have  been 
seeing  things.    We  thought  he  was  only  dreaming  of  Wabash. 

The  De  Pauw  boys  were  all  there  to  greet  us  with  a  ride 
across  town,  a  cheerful  house  warming,  some  of  the  alumni  on 
hand;  and  after  some  talks,  with  Baker  as  chief,  the  entire 
crowd  started  for  Indianapolis.  Before  you  become  interested 
too  deeply  in  that  Fiji  dinner  at  the  German  House,  as  told  by 
some  one  else,  let  me  warn  you  to  keep  your  eye  on  De  Pauw. 
They  are  up  with  the  lead  and  going  steady. 

The  business  meeting  of  your  Board  of  Archons  can  not  be 
discussed  here.  We  were  a  busy  lot — eleven  hours'  sleep  in 
three  nights,  and  working  all  day  long.  But  it  was  worth  it. 
Too  close  association  can  not  be  established  between  the  board 
and  the  men  in  their  homes.  Study  the  young  men  in  their 
daily  lives ;  give  them  of  your  experience,  and  draw  from  them 
the  inspiration  for  yet  higher  ambitions  for  fraternity  life. 
Learn  to  love  men  for  the  good  that's  in  them.  Would  that  the 
particular  cases  in  mind  might  be  cited  to  illustrate  the  possi- 
bilities that  lie  within  the  power  of  every  chapter  to  do  big 
things  for  their  men.  You  alumni,  take  notice  that  the  boys 
need  you  and  you  need  them.  How  far  w^ould  you  have  gotten 
had  you  been  deserted  at  your  torning?  The  fraternity  is  of 
your  making,  these  young  men  your  charges.  Keep  them  in 
mind ;  lend  a  hand  ;  do  your  part  and  trust  in  God  for  results. 

You  readers — do  you  know  what  it  is  to  turn  your  back  on 
joys  like  the  alx)ve  visit  of  three  days,  and  work  day  and  night 
at  your  task ;  how  the  fires  of  unselfishness  die  dow-n,  and  am- 
bition to  win  your  own  battles  crowd  out  all  else  ?  Well,  your 
board  has  to  do  this  year  in  and  year  out,  and  to-day  the  writer 
is  again  with  the  boys. 

Old  Alpha  awoke  at  6:30  this  Sunday  morning,  her  parent 
heart  warm,  and  the  boys,  earnest  in  their  greeting  and  attentive 
to  every  duty.  You  men  of  Alpha,  remember  you  must  aim 
high  and  be  worthy  of  your  place  in  the  fraternity.  You  have 
the  men,  the  ability,  and  a  good  cause.  Keep  the  lead  in  all 
things.

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THE  FOUNDERS  AND  THEIR  GRAVES 

III.  Ellis  Bailey  Gregg 

Of  all  the  highland  clans,  none  was  more  noted  than  that  of 
MacGregor.  "Rob  Roy,"  who  has  been  immortaHzed  by  Scott, 
was  the  celebrated  Robert  MacGregor  Campbell,  whose  father 
was  a  w-ell-known  MacGregor  in  Perthshire,  and  whose  mother 
was  a  Campl>ell,  another  famous  clan.  The  MacGregors 
claimed  Kenneth  MacAlpine,  king  of  the  Scots  and  Picts  for 
sixteen  years,  commencing  843  A.  D.,  as  their  progenitor. 
David  MacGregor,  a  direct  descendant  of  Kenneth  MacAlpine, 
was  a  captain  in  the  army  of  Oliver  Cromwell.  By  Cromwell 
he  was  sent  to  the  North  of  Ireland  with  20,000  Protestants 
and  was  killed  in  a  religious  war  in  1689.  ^  proscript  of 
Queen  Mary  disbanded  the  clan  MacGregor,  and  threatened 
death  to  any  who  held  the  name.  John  MacGregor,  the  son  of 
Captain  MacGregor,  assumed  the  name  of  Gregg,  and  later, 
because  of  persecution,  fled  to  America  and  settled  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. This  John  MacGregor  was  the  great-great-grandfather 
of  Ellis  Bailey  Gregg,  one  of  the  founders  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta. 

The  Gregg  family  in  America  are  exceedingly  proud  of  their 
genealogy  and  with  the  right  of  aristocracy  refer  to  the  legends 
of  the  MacGregors  and  to  the  arms  of  the  Scottish  king,  Ken- 
neth MacAlpine,  whose  crest  used  by  the  MacGregors,  is  the 
inheritance  of  the  Gregg  family.  This  coat-of-arms  embodies 
the  lion's  head  with  antique  crown,  the  shield  with  a  sword 
and  crown  crossed  by  a  Scotch  fir  tree,  and  above  all  the  Gaelic 
motto  "Srioghal  Mo  Dhream."  which  means  "My  Race  is 
Royal."  An  interesting  coincidence  is  the  fact  that  the  color 
of  Kenneth  MacAlpine  was  royal  purple. 

Ellis  Bailey  Gregg  was  born  in  Carmichaels,  Pa.,  August  17, 
1827,  the  fifth  in  a  family  of  nine  children,  none  of  whom  is 
now  living.  He  was  the  son  of  Aaron  and  Maria  Seaton 
Gregg.  The  father  was  born  June  19,  1791,  and  died  Febru- 
ary 2^,  1856;  the  mother  born  December  i,  1795,  died  Decem- 
ber 16,  1862.  Aaron  Gregg  was  a  man  of  some  means,  the 
proprietor  of  a  general  store  in  Carmichaels,  transporting  his 
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own  merchandise  from  Philadelphia  on  his  own  wagons  and 
acting  in  the  capacity  of  a  wholesale  merchant  and  tradesman. 

The  lad,  Ellis,  was  sent  to  school  to  the  Green  Academy  at 
Waynesburg,  a  few  miles  from  Carmichaels,  where  he  came 
under  the  influence  of  Joshua  Loughran,  an  alumnus  of  Jef- 
ferson College,  who  had  assumed  the  principalship  of  Green 
Academy  in  1835.  Under  the  loyalty  of  Loughran,  many  of 
the  Green  Academy  boys  entered  Jefferson  College.  Gregg 
graduating  from  the  academy  in  the  spring  of  1846,  went  im- 
mediately to  Jefferson  College,  entering  the  class  of  1848,  with 
a  fully  determined  plan  of  getting  an  education  in  preparation 
for  the  career  of  a  lawyer. 

As  has  been  stated  in  the  sketch  of  McCarty,  all  of  the 
founders,  after  graduation,  entered  upon  the  study  of  law,  and 
it  may  not  be  an  incorrect  theory  that  John  Templeton  McCarty 
selected  five  souls  bound  together  because  of  a  common  inter- 
est in  studying  law  and  in  reading  and  working  to  the  same 
end  in  the  Franklin  Literary  Society.  All  of  the  founders, 
however,  were  Masons,  and  this  was  the  binding  tie.  McCarty 
roomed  with  Fletcher,  who  had  been  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
Ohio  before  he  entered  Jefferson  College. 

In  the  McCarty  biography,  I  referred  to  "The  Early  Days  of 
the  Fraternity,"  by  Bishop  W.  E.  McLaren,  published  in  the  Phi 
Gamma  Delta,  May,  1880,  in  which  this  statement  is  made: 
**Of  the  founders,  all  were  seniors  except  Ellis  B.  Gregg,  who 
roomed  with  John  Templeton  McCarty.  It  was  in  their  room 
that  the  project  of  another  fraternity  organization  was 
thought  out  and  carried  into  effect."  In  the  same  article  the 
lamented  bishop  states:  "When  I  entered  Jefferson  in  1849, 
the  fraternity  was  one  year  old.  I  became  a  member  in  1850." 
The  brief  biography  of  McCarty  in  the  Vernon  Catalogue 
probably  quotes  the  article  just  referred  to  and  also  states  that 
McCarty  roomed  with  Gregg  at  the  time  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
was  founded. 

The  fact  is  that  all  the  founders  save  Fletcher  were  seniors. 
The  commencement  programme  of  1848  records  all  the  found- 
ers except  Fletcher,  who  was  a  junior.  Gregg  had  no  part  in 
the  commencement  exercises  of  1848.  Bishop  McLaren  states 
that  he  entered  Jefferson  in  1849.  All  the  founders  save 
Fletcher  had  left  the  Jefferson  halls  in  1848.  The  bishop  did 
not  become  a  member  until  1850,  and,  therefore,  was  not  in- 
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timateiy  associated  as  a  fraternity  brother  with  any  of  the 
founders.  His  reminiscences,  therefore,  are  faulty  from  lack 
of  absolute  personal  knowledge. 

It  will  be  noted  also  that  McLaren  states  that  Gregg  roomed 
with  McCarty  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta.  This  was  not  the  case.  The  Jefferson  Catalogue  of 
1847  states  that  Gregg  was  domiciled  at  Fort  Ballentine.  Mc- 
Carty roomed  in  Fort  Armstrong.  McCarty,  in  his  personal 
letter  to  James  Elliott,  dated  July  19,  1848,  two  months  after 
the  formal  organization  refers  to  Fletcher  as  his  roommate. 
On  May  29,  1848,  twenty-nine  days  after  Phi  Gamriia  Delta 
was  known  to  Jeffersonians,  McCarty  and  Fletcher  wrote 
jointly  to  Elliott,  Fletcher's  first  sentence  being:  "Mac  has 
just  aroused  me  from  most  overpowering  slumber."  This  is 
good  evidence  that  McCarty  and  Fletcher  were  roommates. 
McCarty  refers  to  his  roommate  Fletcher  in  the  journal  kept 
by  him  when  he  crossed  the  plain  in  1849.  It  will  be  also  re- 
membered that  the  record  of  May  15,  1848,  which  was  found 
in  McCarty's  journal,  was  signed  by  Elliott  as  r.  Fletcher 
was  the  regular  T  and  was  probably  absent.  It  is  a  reasonable 
conclusion  that  Elliott  gave  the  record  to  McCarty  to  give  to 
his  roommate,  Fletcher.  It  is  evident  that  the  statement  that 
Gregg  was  the  roommate  of  McCarty  at  the  time  of  the  organ- 
ization is  in  error. 

The  minutes  of  the  early  meetings  of  the  **Delta  Associa- 
tion" do  not  credit  Gregg  as  having  been  an  office  holder.  His 
name  appears  as  fourth  in  the  list  of  members  appended  to  the 
first  constitution.  Of  all  the  founders,  Gregg  took  the  most 
active  interest  after  graduation.  He  studied  law  in  Washing- 
ton and  made  frequent  visits  to  the  chapters  both  at  Jefferson 
and  Washington.  Gregg's  name  is  written  in  the  minutes  of 
July  2,  1849,  «^s  having  been  present.  The  record  also  of  No- 
vember 3,  1849,  states  that  Messrs.  Samuel  B.  Wilson  and  E. 
B.  Gregg  were  present. 

With  the  desire  to  bring  the  founders  a  little  nearer  to  us 
and  to  see  them  as  they  were  to  each  other,  I  have  diligently 
sought  to  ascertain  their  nicknames  and  have  been  successful 
except  in  finding  out  that  of  Gregg.  The  nickname  of  Mc- 
Carty among  his  fellows  was  "Mac,"  while  in  his  own  home 
he  was  often  called  "Johnty";  Elliott  was  known  as  "Jim" 
and  Crofts  as  "Dan."     There  were  two  Sam  Wilsons  in  the 
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class  of  1848,  the  other  being  Sam  T.  Dr.  Brown,  professor 
of  mathematics,  early  in  his  college  course  sharply  called  our 
Wilson  "Sam  B''  and  this  was  the  name  by  which  he  was  fa- 
miliarly known  to  the  day  of  his  death.  From  Wilson  Pax- 
ton,  Esq.,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  a  cousin  of  the  Rev.  Maurice 
E.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  who  has  assisted  so  much  in  obtaining  early 
records,  I  have  learned  that  the  nickname  of  Fletcher  was 
"Nancy,*'  an  appellation  earned  by  Fletcher  because  of  the 
constant  use  of  a  large  **N'*  in  writing  his  signature.  In  all 
the  old  letters  and  papers,  however,  which  I  have  seen,  Gregg 
is  simply  referred  to  as  **old  Gregg,*'  and,  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances as  "Ellis."  I  was  unable  to  obtain  any  information 
from  the  nieces  or  nephews  of  Gregg,  the  nearest  living  kin. 

Most  interesting  memorabilia  are  the  diplomas  of  Gregg 
from  Jefferson  College  and  the  Franklin  Literary  Society. 
The  seal  of  Jefferson  College,  as  will  be  noted  from  the  fac- 
simile, was  composed  of  a  roll  of  paper  and  three  books,  on 
top  of  which  was  a  snake  with  its  body  wrapped  around  a  big 
stick,  looking  towards  the  rising  sun.  This  probably  was  the 
original  "big  stick."  The  seal  of  the  Franklin  Literary  Soci- 
ety, a  profile  of  Benjamin  Franklin,  is  almost  effaced  by  wear 
on  Gregg's  diploma.  The  reproduction  is  from  the  diploma  of 
Thomas  Brown  Wilson,  which  has  been  most  admirably  pre- 
served by  his  son,  the  Rev.  Maurice  Wilson,  D.  D.  The 
ribbon  of  Gregg's  Franklin  diploma  is  gone.  The  riblx)n 
of  the  diploma  of  Thomas  B.  Wilson  is  still  preserved.  It 
is  blue  and  w^hite  striped.  Gregg's  Franklin  diploma  is  most 
interesting  to  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  because  all  of  the  signatures 
of  the  founders,  save  that  of  Gregg,  are  written  thereon  and 
because  the  name  of  John  T.  McCarty  is  written  as  Pmeses. 
Gregg's  signature  is  preserved  on  an  essay  read  by  him  before 
the  Franklin  Society  and  now  in  the  fraternity  archives,  and 
also  in  personal  letters  given  in  this  sketch.  The  names  of  the 
founders  affixed  to  the  first  constitution  are  in  the  hand- 
writing of  Fletcher.  In  addition  to  the  founders'  signatures, 
on  Gregg's  diploma,  there  will  be  noted  the  signatures  of  the 
following  members  of  the  "Delta  Association" :  Thomas  W. 
B.  Crews,  J.  Q.  Adams  Jones,  B.  F.  Ray,  Albert  G.  Jenkins, 
John  B.  Pennington,  J.  C.  Gilchrist  and  James  W.  Logan. 

It  is  manifest  that  the  founders  and  their  new-made  brothers 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  w^re  the  sole  life  of  the  Franklin  Stxietv. 
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The  other  college  literary  society  was  the  Philo,  and,  while 
some  Deltas  were  members  of  Philo  and  some  Betas  were 
members  of  Franklin,  yet  from  the  society  lists  preserved  by 
Crews  it  is  evident  that  Philo  was  dominated  at  this  period  by 
members  of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  The  greatest  rivalry  between  these 
two  fraternities  at  this  time  was  in  a  literary  way.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  famous  Matthew  Stanley  Quay,  a  member 
of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  was  a  member  of  Franklin  and  that  he  and 
Samuel  B.  Wilson  were  life-long  friends  and  intimate  neigh- 
bors in  Beaver,  Pa.  Wilson  purchased  the  beautiful  Quay 
residence  in  Beaver  and  died  there.  These  two  men,  Wilson 
and  Quay,  "Delta"  and  "Beta,"  are  buried  in  a  cemetery  in 
Beaver,  Pa.,  which  they  had  jointly  established. 

The  Franklin  and  Philo  Halls  still  exist  in  the  old  college. 
The  Philo  Hall  is  now  used  as  a  gymnasium  by  the  present 
Jefferson  Academy.  The  old  rostrum  and  rail  are  still  pre- 
served in  Franklin  Hall,  which  is  used  as  a  "Memorial  Room," 
in  which  are  hung  portraits  of  the  Jefferson  presidents  from 
the  time  of  MacMillan,  1790,  to  the  day  in  1865  when  Jeffer- 
son ceased  its  independence  and  united  with  Washington  as 
Washington  and  Jefferson  College,  with  the  inauguration  of 
Jonathan  Edwards  as  president.  The  old  motto,  "Scientia, 
Amicitia  et  Virtus''  can  to-day  be  read  over  the  hall  door. 

I  was  in  the  old  Franklin  Hall  last  on  November  18,  1908, 
and  I  felt  that  I  could  almost  hear  the  gavel  and  the  voice  of 
its  president,  John  Templeton  McCarty,  as  he  delivered  his 
valedictory  and  called  upon  Ellis  Bailey  Gregg  for  the  last  es- 
say given  by  him  before  the  society,  found  in  the  old  home- 
stead in  Carmichaels  and  now  in  the  archives  of  the  fraternity. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Gregg,  of  Peoria,  111., 
a  nephew  of  Ellis  Bailey  Gregg,  there  are  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  fraternity  two  essays  or  orations  of  Gregg's  in  his 
own  handwriting,  addressed  to  "Gentlemen  of  the  Franklin 
Literary  Society."  One  is  dated  January  31,  1846,  and  is  a 
dissertation  on  the  1,846  years  of  the  Christian  era.  The 
other,  which  was  his  last  work  in  the  Franklin  Literary 
Society,  was  on  the  subject  of  "The  Right  of  Suffrage." 
The  argument  of  this  essay  seems  very  apropos  to  the  present 
reform  movements,  because  of  his  protest  against  "The  daring 
impositions  and  frauds  practiced  at  our  elections,  not  only  by 
foreigners  but  by  those  who  are  the  loudest  in  boasting  of  be- 
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iiig  Americans."  The  essay  continues:  "I  refer  also  to  the 
local  prejudices  and  the  ignorance  of  a  large  portion  of  the 
voters.  All  will  acquiesce  in  the  conclusion  that  the  excellence 
of  the  elective  franchise  depends  altogether  upon  the  knowl- 
edge and  intelligence  of  those  who  exercise  that  right.  Let  the 
government  be  ever  so  pure  and  ever  so  democratic,  if  the  gov- 
ernment be  ignorant  and  corrupt,  if  they  are  influenced  by  an 
unwarrantable  prejudice,  and  if  they  consult  only  their  own 
opinions  and  self  aggrandizement,  such  a  people  are  incapable 
of  self  government  and  such  a  nation  will  ultimately  sink  into 
obscurity.  Every  free  voter  who  has  the  welfare  of  his  coun- 
try at  heart  should  know  and  thoroughly  understand  the  vari- 
ous topics  which  agitate  his  country.  He  should  recollect  that 
he  enjoys  a  sacred  privilege  upon  which  may  depend  the  final 
weal  or  woe  of  the  republic  and  conscientiously  sustain  those 
measures  which  will  redound  to  the  happiness  of  his  descend- 
ants and  the  prosperity  of  future  generations.  Unless  so  re- 
garded, the  right  of  suffrage  itself  may  become  a  curse  to  the 
country.** 

In  one  of  the  volumes  of  ''College  Miscellany"  of  Thomas 
VV.  B.  Crew^  there  was  found  a  jDamphlet,  published  by  the 
Franklin  Literary  Society,  with  **J.  Templeton  McCarty"  as 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  publication.  This  was  an  ad- 
dress delivered  before  the  Franklin  Literary  Society  of  JeflFer- 
son  College  at  its  semi-centennial  anniversary,  November  14, 
1847,  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Passavant.  This  address  was  a  his- 
tory of  the  Franklin  Literary  Society,  and,  since  its  prosperity 
was  for  so  many  years  in  the  hands  of  the  **Delta  Association," 
there  is  here  given  a  sketch  from  the  data  of  the  Passavant 
account : 

In  1790  the  McMillan  Latin  School  was  removed  from  the 
log  house  (which  is  now  in  possession  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  as 
a  memorial  to  the  founders )  to  a  substantial  stone  building  in 
Canonsburg.  Shortly  after  the  opening  of  the  new  building, 
a  debating  society  was  formed  by  the  students  which  was  a 
forerunner  of  two  other  literary  societies,  the  Franklin  and  the 
Philo,  which  labored  and  flourished  to.c^ether  until  the  union  of 
JeflFerson  with  Washington. 

The  Franklin  Society  was  founded  on  the  evening  of  No- 
vember 14,  1797.  by  nine  students  with  the  motto  of  "Scicntia 
Amicitia  ct  Virtus.''     The  first  resolution  ever  passed  by  the 
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society  was  that  "the  members  be  required  to  keep  its  business 
a  profound  secret."  So  fearful  w^re  they  of  any  violation  of 
this  that  members  were  not  permitted  to  read  an  essay  in  the 
academy  which  had  already  been  read  in  the  society.  Subse- 
quently, when  leakages  were  discovered  in  certain  quarters, 
married  students  were  not  eligible  to  membership.  Of  the 
nine  members  who  founded  the  society,  five  were  officers — z 
chairman,  clerk,  inspector  and  two  correctors.  The  names  of 
these  officers  continued  until  1817  when  they  were  changed 
to  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  clerk  and  reviewers. 

In  perusing  the  annals  of  the  society  in  the  first  three  years 
of  its  existence,  one  is  impressed  with  the  tone  and  chstracter 
of  its  decisions  on  some  of  the  great  questions.  In  1798  the 
question  was  discussed  and  decided  in  the  affirmative,  "Would 
it  be  politic  in  the  soutlwtn  states  to  abolish  negro  slavery  ?" 

On  moral  subjects,  some  of  the  decisions  at  this  time  are 
strangely  at  variance  with  the  common  verdict  of  society  at 
the  present  day.  Thus  the  question  "Would  it  be  advantageous 
to  cease  the  distillation  of  rye  and  raise  more  wheat?"  was 
unanimously  decided  in  favor  of  rye.  Some  time  after  this  de- 
cision, a  similar  question  was  discussed — "Is  not  the  use  of 
spirituous  liquors  more  injurious  than  beneficial  to  a  country?" 
This  also  was  decided  in  favor  of  the  spirituous  liquors. 

A  rich  vein  of  humor  often  ran  through  the  early  perform- 
ances of  the  society.  Thus,  for  instance,  a  member  read  a  dia- 
logue between  a  spider  and  a  fly.  One  youth  edified  the  soci- 
ety with  an  eloquent  essay  on  "Kissing."  Another  graphically 
described  "The  Pleasure  of  Having  a  Clean  Pocket  Handker- 
chief." Another  read  an  essay  on  "A  Description  of  an  Ass," 
and  another  feelingly  described  "The  Itch." 

If  we  may  judge  from  the  same  records,  the  days  of  chivalry 
were  not  over.  Thus  the  question,  "Is  Female  Modesty  Nat- 
ural or  Artificial  ?"  w-as  decided  by  acclamation  to  be  natural. 
The  question,  "Ought  a  Man  to  Whip  His  Wife  on  Any  Occa- 
sion?" was  gallantly  decided  in  the  negative.  It  is  recorded 
that  one  Mitchell  gave  a  description  of  a  beautiful  damsel. 
Donald  wrote  on  "The  Female  Sex  is  the  Life  of  Society." 
Chaplain  wrote  "On  the  Choice  of  a  Wife."  A  solitary  indi- 
vidual, Caldwell,  had  the  fortitude  to  stem  the  popular  current 
of  opinion  and  chose  for  the  subject  of  his  essay,  "The  Horrid 
Practice  of  Dancing  with  the  Girls." 
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Each  member,  in  turn,  furnished  candles,  brought  water  and 
kept  the  door  at  the  meeting  of  the  society. 

Fining  was  always  kept  alive.  Sinclair  and  Wilson  were 
fined  I  cent  each  for  "laughing  and  talking  without  permis- 
sicwi."  Henderson  was  fined  5  cents  for  a  ridiculous  composi- 
tion, and  2  cents  additional  "for  frequently  changing  his  own 
seat  without  permission."  Wallace  was  fined  6  cents  for  hold- 
ing the  poker  in  his  hand  while  debating. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  society  extended  over  the  conduct  of 
its  members  not  only  while  in  session  but  also  during  the  in- 
tervals. Members  were  tried  for  profanity,  playing  cards  and 
becoming  intoxicated. 

During  the  first  five  years  of  its  existence,  the  society  was 
without  a  library.  On  September  10,  1799,  it  was  moved  "that 
a  collection  be  lifted  for  the  purpose  M  purchasing  of  such 
a  dictionary  as  may  be  thought  necessary  for  the  society." 
This  was  the  beginning  of  the  Franklin  Literary  Library, 
which,  at  the  time  of  the  founding  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
fraternity,  numbered  3,000  volumes,  many  of  the  most  valua- 
ble of  which  were  taken  out  of  the  library  by  loyal  Franklinites 
and  hid  so  that  they  might  not  find  their  way  to  Washington. 

The  literary  contests  between  the  Franklin  and  Philo  socie- 
ties were  commenced  as  early  as  1799,  when  a  challenge  was 
made  by  Franklin  to  Philo.  In  the  contest  of  1809,  the  ques- 
tfon  of  the  debate  was,  "Is  the  Soul  Created  Immediately  at 
the  Time  of  its  Infusion  into  the  Body?'*  At  the  contest  of 
1817,  the  records  report  the  appointing  of  a  committee  "to 
build  the  stage  and  to  hold  the  candles  and  snuff  them."  This 
was  considered  an  honor  and  such  honor  was  conferred  only 
on  members  of  the  more  advanced  classes.  The  inspectors  of 
the  society  were  often  men  of  prominence.  In  January,  1798, 
James  Camahan,  president  of  the  College  of  New  Jersey, 
wrote:  "The  Franklin  Society  promises  to  exceed  our  highest 
expectations.  We  trust  it  will  be  an  honor  to  the  members,  a 
benefit  to  the  academy,  and  wnll  extend  its  happy  influence 
throughout  America." 

At  the  completion  of  the  address  the  entire  Franklin  Society 
arose  and  sang : 

Gaudeamus  igittir 
Juvenes  dum  siimus 
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Post  jiiciindam  jnventutcm, 
Post  mo  lest  am  scucctutcm, 
Nos  habcit  humus. 

Fir  at  Academia 

Vkant  Profcssorcs 

Vivat  mcmbrum  quodlibet, 

Vivaut  membra,  quaelibet, 

Semper  sint  in  Flore, 
Vivat  et  respubliea, 
Et  qui  illam  re^it, 
Vivat  nostra  civitas, 
Maccenatum  ear  if  as. 
Quae  nos  hie  proteget. 

The  original  tune  of  this  old  Latin  song  can  be  found  on 
page  45,  of  Songs  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  1908  edition,  "Life  to 
our  Fraternity.*' 

Another  exceedingly  interesting  pamphlet  in  Volume  II  of 
"College  Miscellany"  of  Crews  is  a  catalc^e  of  Union  Col- 
lege of  185 1,  in  which  the  name  of  Crews  appears  in  the  senior 
class.  There  are  239  students  registered  in  this  catalogue. 
The  very  unusual  thing  is  the  printing  of  the  names  of  the 
secret  societies  and  the  list  of  members.  There  are  given : 
Kappa  Alpha,  founded  at  Union  in  1825,  the  first  fraternity, 
after  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  to  be  founded  in  an  American  college ; 
Sigma  Phi,  founded  at  L^nion  in  1827;  Delta  Phi,  founded  at 
Union  in  1827;  Psi  L^psilon,  founded  at  Union  in  1833;  the 
Fraternal  Society,  founded  at  Union  in  1833,  and  which,  in 
1859,  became  a  chapter  of  Alpha  Delta  Phi ;  Chi  Psi,  founded 
at  Union  in  1841 ;  Theta  Delta  Chi,  founded  at  Union  in  1848; 
the  Equitable  Fraternity,  an  anti-secret  society,  founded  at 
Williams  in  1834,  which  afterwards  became  Delta  Upsilon, 
and,  in  addition,  members  from  other  colleges,  of  which  Beta 
Theta  Pi  is  credited  with  two  members  (Andrew  J.  Poppel- 
ton  and  James  K.  Knight)  and  Phi  Gamma  Delta  (T.  W.  B. 
Crews).  It  is  evident  that  neither  the  members  of  Beta  Theta 
Pi  nor  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  who  were  in  Union  in  1851,  found 
conditions  there  conducive  to  the  establishment  of  chapters, 
for  Beta  Theta  Pi  did  not  enter  Union  until  1881  and  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  did  not  establish  a  chapter  at  Union  until  1893. 
It  is  of  interest  to  the  Chi  chapter  that  T.  W.  B.  Crews  was 
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the  first  member  of  the  fraternity  in  Union  College.  Crews  was 
an  envoy  extraordinary  in  185 1  from  Jefferson  to  Union  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  chapter  there,  but  found  the 
conditions  unfavorable.  He  so  reports  in  letters  to  Elliott.  In  a 
recent  interview  with  Judge  Crews,  of  St.  Louis,  I  have  sug- 
gested that  he  present  to  the  Chi  chapter  of  Union  a  framed 
portrait  of  his  father  as  a  Union  student  in  185 1,  to  which 
proposition  he  has  most  willingly  consented. 

The  more  I  have  examined  the  early  records  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  the  more  enthusiastic  I  am  over  the  work  of  Thcnnas 
W.  B.  Crews,  of  whom  mention  at  length  was  made  in  the 
sketch  of  McCarty.  James  Logan,  who  roomed  with  Fletcher 
after  McCarty  graduated,  the  violinist  and  musician  of  the 
first  chapter,  writes  in  one  of  the  letters  to  James  Elliott; 
"That  god  of  boys,  Tom  Crews."  The  portrait  here  published 
of  Crews,  shows  the  "Delta"  pin  on  the  waistcoat.  After  the 
going  of  the  founders.  Crews  was  the  leader,  as  is  evidenced 
by  such  facts  as  these  which  the  early  records  reveal:  Sep- 
tember 29,  1849,  Crews  was  appointed  chairman  of  a  commit- 
tee to  fix  signs  for  the  association ;  on  March  2,  1849,  he  was 
a  committee  to  make  passwords;  on  May  17,  1850,  he  was  a 
committee  to  draft  by-laws  and  revise  the  constitution.  His 
greatest  work  in  the  fraternity,  however,  was  on  May  21,  1850, 
when  he  introduced  William  E.  McLaren  to  the  Delta  Asso- 
ciation." 

The  friendship  of  McLaren  and  Crews  lasted  until  death. 
The  methodical  ways  of  Crews  left  to  his  family  and  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  his  interesting  diary,  "Index  Rerum."  Here  is 
a  record  which  was  made  by  Crews  and  which  illustrates  the 
fraternal  ties  of  Crews  and  McLaren : 

"McLaren  writing  to  me  from  Cleveland  21st  May,  '53, 
thus  drinks  my  health  in  a  glass  of  sherry : 

'Here's  to  your  health  in  this  glass  of  wine, 
Your  health  in  this  glass  of  wine,  Tom  Crews, 
Watch  over  the  flames  of  your  friendship,  Tom, 
As  I  do  watch  over  mine, 

Thine  McLf 
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And  here's  a  bumper  to  you,  friend  Mac, 

Of  the  ricJiest  Muscatelle, 
That  vestal  fire  is  still  burning,  Mac, 

Brighter  than  the  flames  of  h-lL 

And  here's  a  pledge  to  you,  my  friend, 

In  the  juice  of  the  red  grape  given, 
ril  watch  that  Hame  till  life  shall  end 

And  light  it  then  in  heaven." 

Judge  Thomas  B.  Crews,  of  St.  Louis,  has  stated  to  me  that 
his  father  had  tattooed  on  his  left  arm,  above  the  elbow,  the 
Greek  letters  ^  r  A.  The  nephew  of  Ellis  Bailey  Gregg  is 
quite  positive  that  Gregg  also  had  tattooed  on  his  left  arm  the 
mystic  letters.  The  supposition,  however,  that  the  founders 
and  the  early  initiates  were  all  tattooed  in  this  manner  is  dis- 
pelled by  the  statement  of  the  widow  of  John  Templeton  Mc- 
Carty  that  such  marks  did  not  exist  on  the  arm  of  McCarty. 

Bishop  McLaren,  in  the  article  "The  Early  Days  of  the  Fra- 
ternity," states  that  Gregg  was  a  man  of  warm  and  generous 
nature,  very  popular  and  inclined  to  look  on  the  bright  side  of 
things,  and  that  Gregg  always  spoke  with  enthusiasm  of  the 
happiness  with  which  the  little  band  of  forty-eight  sought,  in 
silence  and  secrecy,  to  carry  out  the  principles  of  the  system 
they  had  devised.  The  Rev.  William  Y.  Brown,  D.  D.,  a  non- 
fratemity  classmate  of  the  founders  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  now 
living  in  Philadelphia,  remembers  Gregg  as  of  considerably 
under  medium  size,  light  weight,  light  complexion,  open- 
hearted,  generous,  affable  and  popular  among  the  students  of 
Jefferson. 

An  interesting  episode  in  the  life  of  Gregg  is  recorded  in  a 
letter  written  January  25,  1849,  by  B.  F.  Ray  to  James  Elliott: 
Gregg  has  lately  met  with  a  sore  affliction.  He  had  a  little 
nephew  w^ho  was  left  under  his  especial  care  by  his  mother. 
who  died  when  he  was  a  mere  infant.  Ellis  took  him,  reared 
and  educated  him  and  formed  for  him  a  feeling  of  love  such  as 
you  know  Gregg  susceptible  of  forming.  But  all  the  ties  of 
love  which  he  had  entwined  around  him  would  not  protect  him 
from  the  doom  of  humanity.  Death  broke  in  twain  the  cords  of 
love. 

Bishop  MacLaren,  in  the  article  previously  referred  to,  states 
that  when  he  entered  the  fraternity  all  of  the  founders  had 
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gone  except  Fletcher,  who  was  of  the  class  of  1849,  ^"^^  Gregg, 
who,  he  says,  loved  to  linger  "Inter  Sylvas  Acadcini/'  The 
lingering  of  Gregg,  ''Inter  Sylvas  Acadenii/'  can  be  very  easily 
explained.  Immediately  after  graduation,- Gregg  entered  the 
law  office  of  the  Hon.  Thomas  M.  McKennan  at  Washington, 
Pa.,  and  undoubtedly  took  the  opportunity  often  to  visit  the 
**Grand  Chapter,"  as  it  was  now  called,  a  name  which  should 
have  been  retained  to  this  day.  There  has  l>een  presented  to 
me,  for  the  fraternity  archives,  the  certificate  of  the  admission 
of  Mr.  Ellis  B.  Gregg  as  an  attorney.  The  paper  is  addressed 
to  the  Honorable  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in 
and  for  the  county  of  Washington,  Pa.,  and  is  signed  first  by 
Thomas  M.  McKennan,  certifying  that  Ellis  B.  Gregg  has 
diligently  studied  the  law  under  his  care  for  a  period  of  two 
years  since  his  arrival  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  that 
he  is  a  gentleman  of  integrity  and  good  moral  character.  It 
is  dated  at  Washington,  November  18,  1850.  The  certificate 
is  also  signed  by  the  committee  of  examinations,  who  are 
unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  Ellis  B.  Gregg  is  qualified  for 
admission  to  the  bar,  and  that  he  has  produced  to  us  satisfac- 
tory evidence  that  he  has  complied  with  the  requisites  of  the 
court.  This  is  dated  February  17,  1851,  and  is  signed  by 
James  Watson,  William  Montgomery,  A.  W.  Acheson.-  It  is 
finally  certified  to  on  February  22,  A.  D.,  1851,  by  James 
Brown,  clerk  of  the  courts,  authorizing  Ellis  B.  Gregg  to 
practice  law  as  an  attorney  in  the  courts  of  Washington 
county. 

The  young  lawyer  almost  immediately  after  his  admission 
to  the  bar  of  Washington,  removed  to  Peoria,  111.,  where  he 
had  some  distant  kin.  After  a  short  time  in  acquainting  him- 
self with  the  laws  of  Illinois,  he  entered  upon  the  practice  of 
law.    His  professional  card  at  this  time  is  here  rcprcxluccd. 

In  Peoria  he  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Temple  Lodge 
F.  and  A.  M.  S.  B.  Wilson,  in  a  letter  to  Elliott,  writes:  *'Iiave 
heard  from  old  Gregg-Mason-Dclta." 

Among  Gregg's  papers  found  in  Peoria  were  some  lines  on 

"Beauty,"  addressed  to  "Miss  ."     Miss might  have 

been  another  cause  for  Gregg's  lingering  ''Inter  Syhvs 
Academi." 
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BEAUTY 


Give  me  the  face 
That's  warm — that  lives — that  breathes — made  radiant 
By  an  informing  spirit  from  within. 
Give  me  the  face  that  varies  with  the  thought 
That  anszvers  to  the  heart,  and  seems  the  while 
With  such  a  separate  consciousness  endued 
That  J  as  we  gaze,  we  can  almost  believe 
It  is  itself  a  heart  and  of  itself 
Doth  heave  and  palpitate.    And  such  is  hers. 
One  need  but  look  on,  to  converse  with  her — 
Oft  I,  without  one  thought  of  weariness 
Have  sat  and  gazed  on  her  for  hours.    And  oft 
As  I  Jiave  listened  to  her  voice  and  marked 
The  beautiful  flc^h  of  her  fine  dark  eye 
And  the  eloquent  beaming  of  her  face 
And  the  tremulous  glow  that,  when  she  spake 
Pervaded  her  whole  being — /  have  dreamed 
A  spirit  held  communion  zvith  me  there 
And  could  have  knelt  to  worship. 

This  paper  is  dated  April  i6,  1852.  On  the  opposite  side 
Gregg  had  written  the  following : 

Man  is  heir  to  what?    To  sorrow,  pain 

And  death.    He  is  destined  to  die  and  to  return 

To  dust.    The  young,  the  aged  and  the 

Beautiful  maiden,  death  nips  in  the  bud. 

And  beauty  and  grace  becomes  wedded  to  the  tomb. 

The  given  name  only  of  the  maiden  to  whom  the  lines  on 
"Beauty"  were  addressed  was  written  by  Gregg.  It  is  won- 
derfully strange  after  more  than  half  a  century  has  passed, 

with  no  other  clue  than  the  words  "Miss /'  that  it  is  at 

all  possible  to  ascertain  the  identity  of  the  lady.  She  is  now  a 
widow,  a  very  fine  and  handsome  woman,  living  in  the  twi- 
light alone,,  except  for  one  or  two  servants,  in  a  delightful  old 
home  in  Washington.  She  remembers  Ellis  Gregg  as  a  man 
of  ordinary  height,  with  light  hair  and  blue  eyes  and  very  deli- 
cate looking,  and  states  that  he  was  very  gentlemanly  in  his 
appearance,  very  quiet  and  modest,  and  of  a  retiring  disposi- 
tion.   At  her  request  her  name  is  not  given. 
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Gregg  was  very  fond  of  the  English  classics,  his  favorite 
being  Gray's  "Elegy."  This  poem  he  knew  by  rote  and  was 
Tery  fond  of  repeating. 

When  life  has  gone  nothing  mirrors  the  characteristics  of 
a  man  so  truly  as  personal  letters  to  personal  friends.  I  have 
been  exceedingly  fortunate  in  obtaining  letters  written  in  '48 
and  49  and  '50  by  the  founders  to  each  other.  A  few  of  these 
letters  were  given  to  me  by  a  grand-daughter  of  Thomas  W. 
B.  Crews,  Miss  Virginia  Reynolds,  of  Caruthersville,  Mo. 
Nearly  seventy  letters  were  found  in  old  boxes  by  the  son 
of  James  Elliott,  Frank  Elliott,  Esq.,  of  Chicago.  These 
letters  are  a  most  valuable  acquisition  to  the  fraternity  archives, 
since  no  other  written  word  of  the  founders  in  regard  to  the 
A  Association  exists. 

The  letters  written  by  Ellis  Bailey  Gregg  are  here  given  in 
full,  the  first  indicating  that  Gregg  possessed  keen  wit  and 
that  he  must  have  been  brilliant  in  repartee. 

"Washington,  Pa.,  October  25,  1849. 
Esteemed  Friend : 

I  hope,  dear  sir,  that  you  will  excuse  the  liberty  that  I  have 
taken  in  addressing  you  so  soon  after  seeing  you  vis-a-vis, 
but  being  somewhat  given  to  ennui  I  thought  of  the  idea  of 
whiling  away  a  few  moments  in  writing  to  you.  I  find  myself 
in  a  serious  mood,  as  my  former  friend  B.  F.  Ray  would  ex- 
press it,  somewhat  *solemncholy.'  Do  not  imagine  that  I  have 
the  *blues'  and  am  possessed  of  what  is  aptly  called  the  green- 
eyed  monster.  No.  If  I  was  I  could  soon  find  a  *balm  in 
Gilead,'  an  antedote  could  soon  be  obtained  in  the — jug, 
which  is  the  poor  man's  friend,  the  mourner's  consolation,  a 
*cordiar  for  our  woes.  But  as  we  are  daily  admonished  of  the 
shortness  and  instability  of  all  things  earthly,  so  to-night  I 
have  a  monitor  before  me  which  speaks  the  same  language 
{e.  g.)  that  all  worldly  things  shall  disappear  in  'smoke'  and 
in  the  end  nothing  remain  but  the  'ashes.'  Young  as  you  now 
are,  ere  this  you  have  experienced  the  bitter  thoughts  (for 
you,  too,  have  learned  that  man  was  made  to  mourn)  which 
spring  up  in  the  soul,  when  about  to  be  separated  forever  (for 
there  is  no  doubts  in  this  case)  from  a  well  tried  friend,  a 
friend  who  has  always  stuck  closer  to  you  than  a  brother  and 
has  been,  as  the  Bible  expresses  it,  'Mouth  and  Wisdom  to 
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you/  and  you  know,  surely,  how  this  feeling  is  heightened 
when  about  to  be  parted  from  the  last  of  the  *kind'  and  there 
are  no  more  of  the  'same  sort  left*  to  help  you  on  your  journey 
through  this  land  of  'asses-milk  and  wild-honey/  So  I  have 
a  dear  friend  who  is  rapidly  'consuming'  and  fast  approaching 
its  latter  end,  its  vitals  are  being  consumed  by  the  pestilence 
that  walketh  in  darkness.  But  the  'spark*  has  fled,  Hke  the 
giant  oak 

'That  once  reared  its  mighty  form 
Greened  in  the  sun  and  strengthened  in  the  storm' 

disappearing,  leaves  nothing  but  the  'stump'  to  tell  of  the  past. 
So  naught  else  remains  of  my  companion.  Now  nothing  re- 
mains for  me  to  do  but  to  write  its  epitaph  'Hie  jacet'  my  last 
segar,  'Requiescat  in  pace/ 

I  have  a  letter  before  me  from  our  mutual  friend,  old  Dan 
Crofts.  He  is  flourishing  about  O.  K.  He  sends  his  best  to 
you.  I  should  be  pleased  to  have  Jim  Logan  here  this  winter. 
I  think  that  he  could  read  one  year  at  least  here  and  then  read 
under  Fletcher  afterwards;  by  that  time  he  could  form  an 
opinion  of  Fletcher's  prospects  for  the  future.  And  while  I 
think  of  it,  do  you  know  where  Logan  got  the  chains  fixed  to 
his  A  pin  ?  I  wish  to  get  mine  fixed  in  the  same  style.  From 
present  appearances  it  is  doubtful  whether  I  can  visit  Canons- 
burg  until  after  court — which  will  be  about  a  month  yet — I 
would  like  for  you  to  come  at  the  court  term  and  remain  sev- 
eral days.  I  think  it  would  be  profitable  to  you,  or,  in  other 
words,  'it  would  pay  well.'  In  the  meantime,  let  me  hear 
from  you  in  the  shape  of  a  long  letter.  Give  my  best  to  all 
the  A's  and  also  to  Squires  Riddle  and  McAfee,  Prescott  and 
Bob  Long.  But  I  must  close.  Believe  me  to  be  yours  truly, 

Ellis  B.  Gregg. 
To  Thomas  W.  B.  Crews." 

"Washington,  Pa.,  January  i,  1850. 
Dear  Tom : 

When  I  returned  here  I  found  awaiting  in  the  P.  O.  a  let- 
ter from  our  old  and  mutual  friend,  'Sam  B.'  Wilson.  A  great 
part  if  not  all  the  letter  was  taken  up  with  the  consideration 
of  those  which  we  three  were  conversing  about  when  you  and 
'Sam  B.'  were  with  me.    The  following  is  the  substance  of  his

letter:  *It  seems  that  the  Deltas  have  received  a  petition  re- 
cjuesting  a  charter  for  the  establishment  of  a  chapter  at  the 
TJniversity  of  Tennessee.  It  is  certainly  a  great  pity  that  our 
contemplated  improvement,  particularly  the  printing  of  the 
constitution,  could  not  be  effected  before  complying  with  peti- 
tion. But,  of  course,  the  thing  is  impossible.*  He  says  that 
he  has  received  letters  from  Crofts  and  Elliott  and  that  both 
are  strongly  in  favor  of  the  proposed  meeting.  The  time  he 
suggests  is  about  the  time  that  Elliott  returns  from  Mary- 
land next  spring.  For  my  own  part  I  think  that  that  time  will 
suit  better  than  any  other,  so  if  that  time  is  agreed  upon  you 
will  at  once  see  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  at  once  raising 
the  necessary  funds  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  printing, 
etc.  I  desire  that  the  matter  be  first  brought  before  your 
chapter  rather  than  here.  Do  so  immediately  and  inform  our 
r  by  letter  and  we  will  bring  the  matter  before  this  chapter. 
I  hope  that  you  will  see  the  necessity  of  immediate  action  as 
'Sam  B.'  is  utterly  opposed  to  me  until  a  sufficient  sum  is 
raised  for  all  necessary  purposes.  *Sam  B.'  also  suggests  sev- 
eral important  additions,  etc.,  but  of  this  hereafter.  In  great 
hopes  that  you  will  speedily  attend  to  the  matter,  I  remain 
with  respect,  Your  brother,  Gregg. 

Remember  me  to  Spencer. 
To  T.  W.  B.  Crews,  Canonsburg.*' 

"Washington,  Pa.,  February  17th,  '50. 
T.  W.  B.  Crews,  Esq. : 

Dear  Sir — I  crave  a  thousand  pardons  for  not  writing  to 
you  much  sooner,  but,  believe  me,  circumstances  beyond  my 
possible  control,  together  with  a  'want  of  time'  have  compelled 
me  to  defer,  or,  I  might  say,  forbid  my  vvTiting  to  you  sooner. 
Want  of  time  you  may  think  is  a  new  word  in  my  dictionary. 
Well,  as  to  that  matter,  I  acknowledge  the  corn.  But  the  truth 
of  the  matter  is  that  we  have  some  meeting,  gathering  or  some- 
thing of  the  kind  every  evening  in  the  week,  and  as  I  put  in  all 
the  time  from  8  a.  m.  till  5  p.  m.  in  the  office,  attend  preaching 
one  night  out  of  the  seven,  dancing  school  four  nights  in  the 
week,  institute  lecture  one  night,  law  lyceum  one  night,  which 
make,  I  believe,  the  seven ;  and  then  we  have  the  meetings  of 
the  sewing  society,  missionary  society,  singing  society,  social 
prayer  meetings,  etc.,  for  variety  sake.     So,  judging  from  the 
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above  programme,  you  must  certainly  see  that  my  time  is  very 
nearly  all  taken  up,  and  if  I  should  (as  I  have  in  this  case) 
be  rather  slow  in  replying  to  your  letters,  I  hope  that  you  will 
attribute  my  apparent  neglect  to  the  right  cause.  In  your  last 
letter  (enclosing  $15)  you  intimate  that  S.  T.  Campbell  has 
not  been  initiated  into  the  order  yet,  but  you  give  no  reason 
why  he  was  not.  Was  it  his  fault  or  the  society's  wish  that  he 
should  not  be  received.  In  your  next  be  so  kind  as  to  give  the 
particulars  of  the  affair  and  also  the  present  conditions  and 
future  prospects  of  the  A  Association  at  Jefferson  College. 
Since  my  iast'  to  you  I  have  received  letters  from  Ray,  Sam 
B.  Wilson  and  Jim  Elliott,  the  one  from  the  latter  person  is  a 
singular  affair ;  indeed,  I  hope  that  I  will  not  forget  to  show  it 
to  you  when  you  come  over.  The  one  from  Sam  B.  Wilson 
was  principally  concerning  the  proposed  change  of  the  consti- 
tution. Old  Ren  has  left  Glasgow  and  is  at  Hazle  Green.  This 
is  certainly  an  age  of  progress  as  well  as  of  improvement. 
Behold,  for  instance,  three  'secret  societies*  at  Washington 
Coll.  Not  many  developments  yet  made ;  at  a  future  period  I 
w^ill  give  both  what  I  know^  and  what  may  hereafter  be  brought 
to  light. 

Allow  me  to  say  that  the  A's  have  made  a  'march'  on  them — 
we  have  now  twelve  or  fifteen  first  rate  fellows.  I  hope  that 
the  committee  at  Somcrsett  will  hurry  up  the  revision  so  that 
we  can  make  our  arrangements  about  the  establishment  of 
many  more  divisions,  or,  as  I  should  say,  chapters.  I  have 
many  questions  to  ask  you.  Such  as:  How  is  the  chapter  in 
Tennessee  progressing?  Who  is  the  Franklin  select?  WTiat 
are  our  prospects  for  contest  ?  etc.  But  postponing  any  more, 
as  I  expect  to  see  you  soon,  for,  if  I  understand  you  right,  you 
are  to  come  over  to  court,  which  commences  on  to-morrow.  I 
have  no  doubt  but  that  you  will  be  well  paid  for  your  time  and 
money.  There  will  be  seven  important  cases  up — one  for 
murder,  one  for  manslaughter,  fornication,  rape,  etc.  But  ex- 
pecting to  see  you  soon  I  will  close  for  the  present,  but  remain 
as  ever.         Your  sincere  friend  and  brother  'Delta,'

Brother  Delta : 

What  are  students'  promises?  Are  they  not  vanity,  yea,  more 
than  vanity.  I  expected  ere  this  to  have  received  several  epis- 
tles, but  where  are  they?  Echo  answers,  where?  They  are 
certainly  not  *with  the  things  that  were'  nor  yet  with  the  things 
that  are,  but  be  with  the  those  to  come.  The  remarks  apply 
very  well  to  me,  as  this  is  only  the  second  letter  I  have  written 
since  my  return  from  college.  I  had  postponed  writing  to 
you  till  I  had  almost  forgotten  that  there  was  such  a  'piece  of 
humanity  as  yourself  in  God's  footstool — No!  Heaven  forbid 
that  I  should  ever  forget  you,  a  fellow  student — a  Franklin, 
and,  above  all,  a  Delta.  When  shall  I  forget  the  many  happfy 
social  hours  we  have  spent  together  at  Old  Jefferson?  When 
shall  my  brother  A  be  forgotten?  When  an  angel  shall  come 
forth  from  the  throne  of  God  and  with  one  foot  on  the  sea  and 
one  on  the  land,  lift  up  his  hand  towards  Heaven  and  swear  by 
Heaven's  Eternal — Time  is,  Time  was,  but  Time  shall  be  no 
longer !    Then  and  not  till  then  shall  I  forget  them. 

Burns  says — 

'And  by  those  hieroglyphics  bright 
Which  none  but  craftsmen  ever  knew  (zcear) 
Strong  memory  on  my  heart  shall  urite 
Those  happy  scenes  ichen  far  anay/ 

But  Jim — you  know  I  always  was  a  d d  poor  hand  at 

moral-izing.  So  let  us  revert  to  matter-of-fact.  Well!  first 
and  foremost  to  begin  with,  Mr.  William  Y.  Brown  (a  young 
man  of  superior  qualifications)  now  principal  of  Beaver  Acad- 
emy, was  married  on  the  'glorious  Fourth  of  July*  to  Miss 
Mary  Ann  Stoakes.  He  had  a  brother  and  sister  married  on 
the  same  day  (not  to  each  other,  of  course).  'That  is  what  I 
call  a  hurrying  up  them  cakes.'  Brown  has,  by  this  time,  en- 
joyed some  of  the  'sunshine  of  life/ 

Old  Ben  received  a  letter  from  Bro.  John  H.  Mathers 
about  ten  days  since;  he  was  well,  and  was  much  surprised 
that  Bro.  Pennington  did  not  get  a  'diploma.'  Who  was  not? 
Your  letter  to  Old  Ben  came  to  hand  by  due  course  of  mail ;  I 
was  much  pleased  to  hear  from  you;  glad  that  you  are  for 
Old  Zack,  the  people's  candidate — 'Our  cause  is  our  countrjv', 
our  candidate  its  gallant  defender.' 
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I  have  received  a  letter  from  Old  Mac.  He  arrived  at  Cin- 
cinnati on  Sunday  after  we  parted.  He  says  that  he  made  a 
stump  speech  for  Old  Rough  and  Ready  since  he  got  home. 
I  was  afraid  Mac  would  not  go  for  Old  Zack  because  General 
Taylor  did  not  give  them  much  credit  for  bravery  at  the  battle 
of  Buena  Vista,  which  bored  Mac  essentially. 

I  wrote  a  long  letter  ta  Bro.  Crews  a  few  weeks  since — look 
for  an  answer  in  a  few  days — /  dunned  him  for  the  three  bits 
he  got  at  the  Eagle  Saloon!!! 

I  have  been  around  visiting  a  good  deal  since  I  got  home, 
zfis.:  Uniontown,  Brovvnville,  Waynesburg,  etc.,  etc.  I  will  go 
to  Uniontown  this  winter  to  study  law  or  else  to  the  west  on 
a  visit  (doubtful).  I  anticipate  a  good  time  at  the  Washing- 
ton commencement  this  fall.  I  shall  be  there  and  then  go  over 
to  Old  Jefferson  for  a  few  days.  Mr.  McDaniel  got  the  nomi- 
nation for  congress  in  that  county,  but  declined  on  account 
of  business  matters.  Mr.  Reed  is  now  the  candidate.  I  be- 
lieve 'I  have  nothing  more  to  add.'  Old  Ben  sends  his  best 
respects  and  begs  pardon  for  not  answering  your  letter,  as  he 
is  now  harvesting.  Give  my  respects  to  G.  W.  Mitchell ;  tell 
him  I  expect  to  see  him  at  the  Washington  Com.  I  now  suffer 
to  bid  you 

'Farezvell  and  if  forever,  then  forez'er 
Fare  ye  well/

"Washington,  Pa.,  Jan'y  ist,  1850. 
James  Elliott,  Esq. : 

This  being  a  holiday,  and,  having  naught  else  to  put  the  day 
in  at,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  of  dropping  you  a  few  lines. 
Circumstances  that  have  transpired  since  our  separation  at 
Canonsburg  had  forced  me  to  come  to  the  determination  of 
never  penning  another  line  to  you.  I  refer  to  your  total  and 
uncourteous  neglect  to  answer  any  of  the  unworthy  communi- 
cations that  I  had  seen  fit  to  send  you.  I  had,  indeed,  expected 
'better  things'  of  you,  but  now,  since  'actions  speak  louder  than 
zi^rds/  I  must  confess  my  own  disappointment  in  the  opinion 
I  had  formed  of  you.  I  will  adhere,  therefore,  to  the  deter- 
mination I  had  formed  thus  far  that  I  now  can  only  address 
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3^ou  as  a  *Delta'  and  not  as  a  friend  'known  and  tried/  I  shall 
therefore  address  you  as  one  of  the  founders  of  that  young 
"but  still  glorious  order.    . 

Not  long  since  I  was  favored  with  a  visit  from  Bros.  Crewes 
and  S.  B.  Wilson.  Upon  consultation  it  was  determined  upon 
for  the  original  founders  of  the  order  to  hold  a  meeting  and 
to  consult  upon  the  future  welfare  of  the  order,  and  also  make 
all  alterations,  additions,  etc.,  to  our  constitution  that  the  past 
has  demonstrated  necessary.  One  very  important  object  will 
be  the  correcting  and  printing  of  our  constitution.  No  doubt 
but  that  you  can  see  the  propriety  of  having  it  printed,  and 
that,  too,  in  a  neat  and  elegant  form.  I  also  suggest  the  pro- 
priety of  having  printed  blank  charters,  power  of  legate,  blank 
petitions,  etc.  And  then  when  we  wish  to  establish  a  chapter 
at  any  college,  and  when  we  have  a  wish  expressed  at  any 
college  for  a  chapter,  we  can  forward  a  blank  petition  to  the 
college;  it  can  then  be  filled  up,  five  signatures  procured,  and 
then  forwarded  to  the  grand  chapter  at  Canonsburg ;  then  the 
charter  can  be  filled  up  and  forwarded  to  the  college  with  a 
copy  of  the  printed  constitution  and  the  commission  or  power 
of  legate  can  then  be  sent  to  some  old  member  and  authorize 
him  to  organize  the  chapter.  Or  else  the  charter,  constitution, 
commission  of  legate  can  all  be  forwarded  to  the  person  ap- 
pointed legate.  For  my  part  I  prefer  the  latter  plan,  for  then 
there  will  be  no  danger,  as  the  constitution  will  be  in  safe 
hands,  vis,:  some  old  member,  as  they  are  always  appointed 
legate.  Bro.  Sam  B.  Wilson  suggests  the  expediency  of  hav- 
ing printed  also  a  'book  of  forms/  I  heartily  favor  the  propo- 
sition. In  this  book  we  could  have  the  form  of  organizing 
new  chapters,  installing  officers,  initiating  members,  form  of 
chapters,  form  for  minutes,  etc.  And  by  furnishing  a  copy  to 
the  n  of  each  chapter  there  would  be  more  system,  form  and 
unity  among  the  several  chapters.  New  chapters  and  new 
officers  would  then  feel  no  embarrassment,  no  difficulty  in  the 
performance  of  duties,  etc. 

Bro.  Wilson  also  suggested  the  necessity  of  establishing  de- 
grees, so  that  no  member  could  possess  a  pin  until  the  even- 
ing before  he  graduates,  and  that  then  it  must  be  decided  by 
ballot  whether  he  is  worthy  to  become  a  'Delta*  in  the  full 
meaning  of  the  term.  I  think  this  would  have  a  very  beneficial 
influence  in  stimulating  the  members  to  the  fulfilling  of  their 
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vows  and  the  performing  of  all  their  duties.  I  would  humbly 
suggest  the  propriety  of  an  article  admitting  old  graduates 
or  alumni  of  respectable  colleges.  One  reason  is  that  by  this 
we  could  get  in  some  good  members,  and,  if  wx  should  ever 
think  proper,  we  could  invite  some  of  them  to  come  and  ad- 
dress us.  But  the  other  reason,  and  I  think  it  a  very  important 
one,  is  this — you  are  fully  aware  that  the  opinion  about  Can- 
onsburg  is  the  order  was  formed  by  McCarty,  and  that  it  was 
founded  in  1848,  and,  of  course,  they  think  it  is  but  a  tempo- 
rary and  local  affair.  Well,  I  think  by  introducing  the  clause 
referred  to  we  could  dispel  that  idea — for  if  Arnold  Clark,  T. 
H.  Wilson,  etc.,  w-ould  happen  to  see  some  one  at  commence- 
ment wearing  a  pin  who  had  graduated  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago, 
they  would  certainly  think  that  they  had  been  mightily  drawti. 
About  the  time  and  place  of  our  proposed  meeting,  I  have 
nothing  to  say,  but  prefer  leaving  it  to  you  and  others  to  deter- 
mine. If  you  should  think  fit  to  answer  this,  please  state  time 
and  place  that  would  suit  you  and  give  me  your  opinions  fully 
and  unreservedly  upon  all  the  points  touched  at,  and,  in  con- 
clusion, I  have  the  pleasure  of  subscribing  myself  yours  in 

Mystic  Brotherhood,       E.  B.  Gregg,  Washington,  Pa. 
To  James  Elliott." 

The  statements  in  these  letters  concerning  the  fraternity  are 
certainly  of  valued  interest  and  should  be  carefully  perused. 
In  Gregg's  letter  of  October  25,  1849,  written  to  Crews,  ref- 
erence is  made  to  the  style  of  having  a  chain  attached  to  the 
pin.  This  chain  arrangement  can  be  seen  in  the  portrait  of 
Crews.  It  has  been  only  a  few  years  since  the  use  of  attaching 
a  chain  to  the  pin  was  abandoned.  The  custom  up  to  nearly 
fifteen  years  ago  was  to  have  a  chain  from  the  pin  attached  to 
a  stick  pin  showing  the  Greek  letter  or  letters  of  the  chapter 
to  which  the  wearer  belonged. 

The  letter  of  January  i,  1850,  to  Crews,  is  particularly  inter- 
esting because  of  the  information  given  in  regard  to  the  peti- 
tion from  the  University  of  Tennessee  and  relative  to  the 
printing  of  the  constitution  and  particularly  because  of  the 
proposed  convention.  Further  reference  is  made  to  the  print- 
ing of  the  constitution  in  the  letter  of  January  i,  1850,  which 
was  written  to  Crews.  In  this  letter  Gregg  has  given  the  in- 
teresting suggestion  of  Wilson  that  no  member  should  possess

a  pin  until  the  evening  before  graduation  and  then  only  after 
the  chapter  had  decided  that  one  was  worthy  to  become  a 
**Delta"  in  the  full  meaning  of  the  term.  Gregg's  comment  on 
this  suggestion  is  interesting :  **I  think  this  would  have  a 
very  beneficial  influence  in  stimulating  the  members  to  the  ful- 
filling of  their  vows  and  the  performing  of  all  of  their  duties." 
In  this  letter  Gregg  also  presents  a  scheme  for  the  election  of 
honorary  members,  a  plan  which  Phi  Gamma  Delta  fortu- 
nately did  not  adopt  and  has  never  practiced,  and,  consequently, 
can  not  boast,  as  has  a  certain  Greek  letter  college  society,  that 
"WilHam  Jennings  Bryan,  after  carefully  considering  several 
invitations,  has  just  decided  that  ours  was  the  best  college  fra- 
ternity to  belong  to."  The  honorary  membership  plan  was  un- 
doubtedly suggested  by  the  practice  of  the  literary  societies  of 
the  colleges  at  this  time.  In  Volume  II  of  "College  Miscel- 
lany," collected  and  bound  by  T.  W.  B.  Crews,  there  are  gen- 
eral catalogues  of  the  Franklin  Society  dated  June,  1850,  and 
of  the  Philo  Society,  dated  June,  1850.  In  the  honorary  list 
of  the  Franklin  Society  are  to  l>e  found  the  following  celebri- 
ties: Hon.  James  Buchanan,  Hon.  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  Hon. 
Jefferson  Davis,  Hon.  Stephen  A.  Douglas,  Hon.  W.  H.  Sew- 
ard, Hon.  Daniel  Webster.  The  number  of  honorary  members 
given  in  the  catalogue  of  Franklin  at  this  time  was  194,  reg- 
ular members  1,347,  present  members  108;  total  1,649.  Frank- 
lin was  founded  November  14,  1797. 

Philo  vied  with  Franklin  in  boasting  of  these  honorary 
members :  Hon.  John  Quincy  Adams,  Hon.  Henry  Clay,  Hon. 
Thomas  Corwin,  Hon.  Horace  Greely,  Hon.  Andrew  Jackson 
and  Hon.  Martin  Van  Buren.  The  total  number  of  honorary 
members  in  the  1850  catalogue  of  Philo  was  205,  present  mem- 
bers 93  and  regular  members  1.332;  total  1,630.  Philo  was 
founded  August  23,  1797.  , 

The  catalogue  of  Washington  Literary  Society  of  Washing- 
ton College,  published  in  185 1,  is  also  found  in  this  volume  of 
"College  Miscellany"  and  seems  to  have  confined  its  honorary 
list  more  to  men  of  letters,  as  the  following  names  would  sug- 
gest: J.  Fenimore  Cooper,  Henry  W.  Longfellow,  Washing- 
ton Irving,  Edgar  A.  Poe. 

After  the  publication  of  the  McCarty  sketch  in  the  May, 
1908,  issue,  and  particularly  at  the  New  York  Ekklcsia,  I  was 
questioned  relative  to  my  positive  statements  that  John  Teni- 
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pleton  McCarty  was  the  real  founder  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  and 
that  the  little  room  in  Fort  Armstrong  was  the  exact  birth- 
place of  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  All  the  information  which  I  had 
collected  up  to  that  time  could  lead  to  no  other  cc«iclusion.  If, 
however,  there  be  any  doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  fraternity,  it  will  be  eliminated  by  the  statement  of 
Gregg  in  the  letter  of  January  i,  1850,  written  to  Elliott,  in 
which  he  says :  "You  are  fully  aware  that  the  opinion  about 
Canonsburg  is  that  the  order  was  formed  by  McCarty,  and  that 
it  was  founded  in  1848."  And  finally,  as  positive  and  undenia- 
ble evidence  that  I  found  the  room  of  John  T.  McCarty,  the 
birthplace  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  I  give  herewith,  in  full,  the 
letter  from  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Goodwillie  under  date  of  Novem- 
ber 24,  1908 : 

"Port  Huron,  Mich.,  November  24,  1908. 
W.  F.  Chamberlin,  Esq. : 

Dear  Brother — I  am  sorry  I  have  so  long,  and  so  fre- 
quently, neglected  your  correspondence.  Want  of  time  is  no 
excuse.  There  are  other  reasons,  but  the  principal  one  is  the 
lack  of  information  you  desire  and  the  hope  of  getting  it  in 
some  way.  You  must  remember  it  is  now  over  fifty-eight 
years  since  I  had  any  relations  with  the  founders  of  our  order, 
and  forty-seven  years  I  have  been  in  Michigan  where  there 
has  been  until  recently  but  little  opportunity  of  meeting  with 
any  of  our  fraternity.  It  seems  a  far  way  back  to  1849,  ^"d  a 
busy  life  lies  all  the  way  between. 

Ellis  B.  Gregg.  He  graduated  in  1848  and  became  a  law- 
yer. Died  within  six  years.  He  was  below  the  average  stat- 
ure. Hair  light  and  inclined  to  curl.  Was  studious  in  his 
habits  and  quiet  in  speech.  Made  no  noise  and  was  respected 
by  all  who  knew  him,  and  might  have  been  popular  in  the 
highest  sense  had  he  not  been  a  'secret  society  man.'  He  gave 
signs  of  poor  health  while  at  college  and  of  early  decay. 

The  best  mind  of  all  the  founders  was  that  of  Sam  B.  Wil- 
son, but  hard  study  and  inveterate  use  of  tobacco  were  too 
much  for  his  frail  constitution;  his  voice  was  feeble,  but  a 
thorough  master  of  the  English  language.  I  have  not  forgot- 
ten his  bold  and  withering  attacks  in  the  Franklin  Literary 
Society  on  the  enemies  of  our  order,  not  often,  but  most  ef- 
fective, and  enforcing  silence  on  their  part  for  months  to  come. 
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His  sarcasm  was  as  hot  as  fire,  and  no  one  cared  to  be  in  its 
way.  He  was  tall,  light  complexion,  stooped,  and  gave  evi- 
dence of  weakness  in  his  figure.  As  I  look  back  to  his  college 
life  he  is  to  me  the  making  of  the  ideal  lawyer.  M.  S.  Quay, 
my  classmate,  was  tricky  and  shrewd,  but  no  match  for  S.  B. 
Wilson  in  debate,  who  was  always  clear  and  convincing.  He 
was  my  friend,  poor  fellow,  and  I  have  always  lamented  the 
great  waste  of  precious  material  there  was  in  his  early  death. 

I  am  greatly  obliged  to  you  for  two  numbers  of  the  Phi 
Gamma  Delta.  McCarty's  room,  marked  X,  was  where  I  was 
initiated,  and,  in  my  day,  where  most  of  the  meetings  were 
held.  I  am  sorry  I  can  not  answer  your  questions  more  satis- 
factorily. Your  writing  the  lives  of  the  founders  is  important 
and  has  been  delayed  too  long.  The  material  is  already  getting 
scant,  and,  in  a  few  more  years,  would  be  entirely  out  of  reach. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  Rev.  David  Hall,  D.  D.,  my  classmate, 
of  Annapolis  Junction,  Md.,  might  help  you,  as  he  at  one  time 
wrote  something  of  the  life  and  character  of  the  founders.  I 
think  your  estimate  of  J.  T.  McCarty  is  just  and  fair,  and  hope 
you  may  be  able  to  do  as  well  by  what  is  yet  before  you. 

I  am  your  brother,  D.  H.  Goodwillie. 

P.  S. — ^The  Old  Seceder  Church.  In  my  time  we  never  met 
in  the  church.  It  would  have  been  sacrilege,  but  there  was  in 
the  north  of  the  building  a  small  brick  one  used  for  church 
purposes  where  meetings  were  occasionally  held.  I  never  was 
present  when  any  initiations  occurred,  and  do  not  think  there 
were  any.  D.  H.  G." 

Shortly  after  locating  in  Peoria,  Gregg's  health  failed  and 
he  became  despondent.  In  August,  1852,  he  was  taken  ill  and 
returned  to  his  parents  in  Carmichaels,  where  he  stayed  until 
March,  1853,  when,  his  health  being  somewhat  restored,  he 
resumed  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Peoria,  but  it  was  not 
his  privilege  to  remain  long.  On  October  following,  he  ag^in 
returned  to  his  parents,  where  he  lived  until  his  death,  Decem- 
ber i8th,  1854,  age  twenty-seven  years,  four  months  and  one 
day.  The  cause  of  his  death  was  fistula  after  an  unsuccessful 
operation. 

The  mother  of  Ellis  Bailey  Gregg  was  very  fond  of  flowers. 
During  his  illness  the  son  spent  much  time  in  the  old-fashioned 
garden,  assisting  the  mother  in  its  care.    There  is  a  pathetic 
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and  minor  tone  to  the  last  chord  of  his  life.  The  grief  stricken 
parents,  with  a  love  that  would  not  let  him  go,  buried  their 
Tx)y  in  the  mother's  garden  beneath  the  daffodils  and  the  helio- 
trope and  mignonette. 

After  the  father  and  mother  had  both  passed  on,  the  body 
of  the  son  was  exhumed,  and  now  the  three  sleep  together  in 
the  Laurel  Point  Cemetery  in  Carmichaels. 

This,  then,  is  the  stor\^  of  the  limited  life  of  Ellis  Bailey 
Gregg,  one  of  the  founders  of  Phi  (lamma  Delta,  in  whose 
veins  flowed  the  blood  of  Kenneth  MacAlpine,  king  of  the 
Scots  and  Picts,  by  "divine  right"  a  wearer  of  the  royal  purple. 

His  grave,  for  over  half  a  century,  has  been  marked  by  a 
plain  marble  slab  about  twenty-four  inches  by  thirty-two 
inches,  upon  which  was  this  inscription : 

Ellis  B.  Gregg 

Born  August  lytli,  1827 

Died  December  i8tli,  1854 

Age  2y  years,  4  months, 

I  day 

Because  of  veneration  for  the  age  of  the  stone,  the  !)oard  of 
archons  unanimously  decided  that  no  other  marker  should  be 
placed  at  the  grave,  and  so  there  has  simply  been  carved  after 
the  name  the  words:  "One  of  the  founders  of  Phi  CJamma 
Delta." 

Knowing  jjis  fondness  for  the  Elegy,  and,  realizing  the  des- 
perate despondency  which  possessed  his  soul  during  his  last 
days,  one  standing  to-day  at  the  grave  of  Ellis  Bailey  Gregg 
and  looking  abput  on  the  country  and  the  country  town,  feels 
the  lines  of  Gray  strangely  significant : 

The  curfeiv  tolls  the  knell  of  parting  day. 
The  lowing  herds  wind  slozcly  o'er  the  lee. 

The  plowman  homeward  plods  his  weary  nay, 
And  leaves  the  zi'orld  to  darkness  and  to  me. 
*     *     *     * 

Perhaps  in  this  neglected  spot  is  laid 

Some  heart  once  pregnant  nith  celestial  fire; 

Hands,  that  the  rod  of  Empire  might  have  sicay'd, 
Or  zcak'd  to  ecstacy  the  living  lyre. 
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Some  village  Hampden,  that  mth  dauntless  breast 
The  little  tyrant  of  his  field  zvithstood; 

Some  mute,  inglorious  Milton  here  may  rest, 
Some  Cromzcell  guiltless  of  his  country's  blood. 

Here  rests  his  head  upon  the  lap  of  Earth, 
A  Youth  to  Fortune  and  to  Fame  unknoivn; 

Fair  Science  frown'd  not  on  his  humble  birth, 
And  Melancholy  marked  him  for  her  onm. 

No  farther  seek  his  merits  to  disclose 

Or  draw  his  frailties  from  their  dread  abode; 

{There  they  alike  in  trembling  hope  repose) 
The  bosom  of  his  Father  and  his  God.

A\.MO 
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A  PREACHER  OF  POWER 

Dr.  J.  Wilbur  Chapman  [Ohio  Wcsleyan],  of  Winona  Lake, 
Ind.,  secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  general  assembly's  commit- 
tee on  evangelism  and  head  of  the  largest  Bible  conference  in 
the  country,  is  one  of  the  country's  greatest  evangelists  and 
preachers.  If,  in  the  mouths  of  some  ministers  the  subject  of 
Christ  and  His  atoning  blood  seems  but  trite  and  commonplace, 
when  Dr.  Chapman  speaks  it  again  becomes  the  miracle  of  the 
ages,  and  as  of  yore  moves  thousands  to  repentance  and  refor- 
mation. Perhaps  the  fact  that  he  is  never  long-winded,  but 
speaks  directly  to  the  point,  has  much  to  do  with  his  wonderful 
power  over  an  audience.  At  any  rate.  Dr.  Chapman's  regard 
for  the  feelings  of  the  people  in  any  assemblage  to  which  he 
talks  is  particularly  noticeable.  At  one  time  he  was  to  deliver 
a  prayer  following  a  discourse  by  another  minister.  This  other 
divine  spoke  at  tedious  length  and  Dr.  Chapman  noticed  that 
the  audience  was  becoming  restless.  When  the  time  finally 
came  for  his  prayer,  he  rose  and  said,  simply,  with  tremen- 
dously telling  force,  "Dear  Father  in  Heaven,  teach  us  to  pray  1 
Amen !''  It  is  probable  that  this  brief  prayer  of  Dr.  Chapman's 
made  a  greater  impression  on  his  hearers  than  anything  else 
said  that  evening. 

Modern  to  his  very  finger  tips,  it  is  small  wonder  that  Dr. 
Chapman  has  solved  typically  knotty  twentieth  century  prob- 
lems, in  a  typically  twentieth  century  way.  City  evangelism — 
bringing  Christianity  to  the  masses  in  the  great  centers  of  life — 
is  a  problem  that  has  bothered  the  best  of  the  evangelists.  In 
his  own  words,  though,  Dr.  Chapman  in  a  recent  article  says, 
** Personally,  I  believe  it  is  as  easy  to  move  a  city  for  Christ  as 
it  is  to  move  a  village.  All  that  is  needed  is  that  special  em- 
phasis be  given  to  the  work,  a  special  number  of  workers  be 
chosen  and  a  longer  time  given  to  the  problem."  Such  a  process 
of  evangelization  is  no  small  matter.  It  takes  money — thou- 
sands of  dollars.  It  means  weeks  of  preliminary  work  and  an 
enormous  amount  of  labor  while  the  campign  is  on.  But  it 
brings  results. 

Following  out  this  principle,  Dr.  Chapman  recently  laid  siege 
to  the  city  of  Philadelphia.    He  commanded  an  army  of  several 
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hundred  workers  and  apportioned  to  each  one  of  these  a  certain 
district  of  the  city.  There  were  forty-five  districts,  in  which 
simultaneous  meetings  were  held,  beside  the  meetings  held  on 
the  streets,  in  saloons,  in  station-houses  and  in  other  places 
where  men  gather  in  crowds. 

Such  a  campaign  as  this  requires  a  master  hand  as  director, 
if  it  is  to  be  anything  but  a  miserable  failure.  The  manager 
must  have  a  tremendous  faculty  for  organization,  an  infinite 
capacity  for  details,  and  must  be  able  to  lead  and  inspire  his 
workers  in  Herculean  labors.  Such  a  director  Dr.  Chapman  is, 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  another  man  in  the  land  w^ho  could 
have  made  as  big  a  success  out  of  the  undertaking  as  he  did. 
Fifteen  thousand  people  in  the  Quaker  City  signed  pledges  to 
join  the  church  and  enter  upon  Christian  Hves. 

Dr.  Chapman  is  also  a  teacher  of  note.  Toward  the  close  of 
each  summer  thousands  of  ministers  from  the  Midland  and  be- 
yond gather  at  Winona  Lake,  where  a  big  Bible  conference  is 
held  under  his  direction.  At  this  conference  Dr.  Chapman  con- 
ducts classes  in  Bible  study.  This  conference  at  the  start  was  a 
very  small  aflfair.  As  Dr.  Chapman  says,  "There  were  less  than 
a  dozen  gathered  in  the  Winona  hotel  at  the  first  meeting.  It 
was  a  wild  and  stormy  night  without ;  but  within  the  sun  of  a 
great  purpose  dawned.  The  second  year  there  was  a  fair-sized 
attendance.  The  next  year  it  was  still  larger,  and  now  it  has 
become  a  mighty  force  for  Christian  education." 

The  most  prominent  and  brainiest  clergymen  in  the  world 
come,  at  Dr.  Chapman's  request,  to  address  the  conference 
meetings.  Missionaries,  slum  workers  and  others  give  their 
experiences,  and  eminent  teachers  instruct  the  ministers  in  the 
study  of  the  Bible,  sermonizing,  delivery  and  other  points.  Peo- 
ple in  attendance  at  the  ten  or  more  meetings  which  are  con- 
ducted each  day  of  the  ten  in  which  the  conference  is  in  session 
can  not  fail  to  feel  themselves  grow  in  wisdom  and  powder.  Di- 
recting everything,  Dr.  Chapman  has  his  hand  on  the  pulse  of 
the  whole  conference.  It  takes  a  man  with  an  unusual  capacity 
for  details  and  organization  to  manage  a  big  meeting  like  this. 

There  are  big  men  in  many  lines  of  endeavor  in  the  middle 
West,  and  Dr.  Chapman  is  surely  one  of  the  greatest  in  his  own.

J.  WILBUR  CHAPMAN.  D.D. 
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PRESIDENT  DABNEY  AND  THE 
MUNICIPAL  UNIVERSITY 

Charles  W.  Dabney,  president  of  the  University  of  Cincin- 
nati, believes  in  training  in  real  life  for  real  life.  His  school  is 
unique  in  its  position  as  the  only  American  municipal  univer- 
sity. His  aim  is  as  much  to  produce  efficient  public  servants  as 
it  is  to  produce  scholars  and  thinkers.  The  University  of 
Cincinnati  believes  in  education  through  real,  not  imaginary,  ex- 
periences, and,  in  training  its  students  through  contact  with  real 
Hfe,  is  utilizing  in  its  work  the  institutions  of  the  city.  The 
co-operative  idea  vitalizes  higher  education  and  produces  far 
superior  results  to  the  older  methods.  The  old-time  college 
(and  many  continue  to  be  "old  timers")  took  young  men  out 
of  life  for  a  period  to  train  them  for  practical  life ;  the  new  col- 
lege puts  them  where  they  take  part  in  the  activities  with  which 
they  expect  later  to  become  more  largely  identified.  For  in- 
stance, the  Teachers'  College  uses  all  the  public  schools  of 
Cincinnati  as  its  laboratory.  The  board  of  education  of  Cin- 
cinnati and  the  university  are  working  together  for  a  closely 
welded  and  efficient  system  of  public  instruction,  from  the  kin- 
dergarten throug:h  the  university.  The  university  trains  all 
candidates  for  teachers'  and  principals'  positions  in  the  public 
schools.  Alany  teachers  at  work  in  the  schools  are  able  to  ob- 
tain a  degree  through  specially  arranged  afternoon  and  Satur- 
day classes.  External  classes,  given  at  many  points  over  the 
city,  are  attended  by  over  three  hundred  teachers.  Students 
of  the  science  of  teaching  in  the  college  are  permitted  to  ob- 
serve teachers'  methods  in  school,  to  act  as  substitutes,  and  to 
conduct  classes  specially  arranged  for  this  work. 

In  the  work  of  the  college  of  engineering  the  co-operation 
with  city  interests  is  even  more  noteworthy.  Theory  and  prac- 
tice are  hitched  together  through  an  agreement  with  manufac- 
turers to  employ  as  apprentices  men  desiring  to  take  the  engi- 
neering courses.  The  men  not  only  receive  pay  for  their  work, 
but  are  thus  kept  in  contact  with  the  latest  mechanical  devices 
which  would  cost  the  university  prohibitive  sums  to  purchase. 

The  results  of  Dr.  Dabney's  experiments  have  been  beyond 
all  expectation.     The  men   develop  self-reliance,  keenness  of 
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judginent,  facility  of  action,  and  an  eager  interest  usually  lack- 
ing in  theoretical  students.  One  of  America's  most  prominent  ed- 
ucators has  said  the  plan  is  the  greatest  original  step  in  educa- 
tion made  in  ten  years.  Dr.  Dabney,  who  has  been  president  of 
the  University  of  Tennessee  and  has  been  connected  with  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  has  a  high  standing 
both  among  educators  and  the  practical  business  men  of  the 
country.

Surely  pig,  or  cider  or  pie,  must  be  a  tongue  loosener,  for 
eloquence  and  wit  flowed  as  freely  as  had  the  cider.  From 
alumni  down  to  freshmen,  all  had  a  good  word  to  say.     We 
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heard  with  real  appreciation  about  the  "Purple  and  the  Pig," 
with  enthusiasm  and  optimism  about  "Chi  Sigma  of  the  Fu- 
ture.'* We  heard  with  pride  of  the  accompHshment  of  "Fijis 
in  Football,"  with  amusement  the  "Impressions  of  a  Fresh- 
man," and  with  side-splitting  laughter  of  "F.  F.  F.  F.  F."

J.  HARVEY  WHITE 

Died  January  13,  1909 

J.  Harvey  White,  Gettysburg,  '6t,  died  January  13,  at  the 
Hotel  Schenley,  Pittsburg,  after  an  illness  of  several  months. 

Bro.  White  was  a  native  of  Gettysburg,  and,  after  attending 
college  there  for  two  years,  went  to  Yale,  where  he  was  grad- 
uated in  1 86 1.  He  served  in  the  civil  war,  and  after  his  return 
from  the  anny  practiced  law  for  a  few  years  in  Gettysburg. 
Later  he  w^ent  to  Pittsburg,  and  had  been  a  resident  of  that 
city  for  the  past  thirty  years.  His  remains  were  interred  in 
Gettysburg. 

WILLIAM  GRAY  PARK 

Died  Jauuary  19,  1909 

Pittsburg  lost  one  of  its  most  prominent  citizens  in  the  sud- 
den death  on  January  19  of  William  G.  Park.  Death  resulted 
from  a  stroke  of  apoplexy,  which  terminated  fatally  in  a  few 
hours. 

Bro.  Park  was  a  member  of  the  old  chapter  at  the  Western 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  class  of  1868,  and  was  fifty-nine 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death.  A  Pittsburger  by  birth, 
he  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  old  Allegheny  City, 
and  then  in  the  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania,  receiving 
his  technical  training  at  the  Rensselaer  Institute  of  Technology. 
After  being  graduated  from  the  latter  institution,  he  entered  the 
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employ  of  the  Black  Diamond  Steel  Works,  of  which  his  father 
"xvas  then  the  head.     Later  this  plant  became  the  Park  Steel 
^Vorks,  until  it  was  merged  into  the  Crucible  Steel  Company 
^3f  America,  and  Mr.  Park  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  chairman 
^Df  the  executive  committee  of  this  corporation.    He  was  a  man 
^Df  extensive  interests,  lx)th  business  and  social,  outside  the  steel 
industry,  being  part  owner  of  the  Park  office  building,  a  di- 
rector in  several  large  financial  institutions  in  Pittsburg,  a  mem- 
l)er  of  several  prominent  clubs,  and  a  vestryman  of  Trinity 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Married  in  1882  to  Miss  Elizabeth  B.  Sweitzer,  Bro.  Park 
leaves  to  mourn  his  death  his  widow  and  four  children :  Mrs. 
Mary  Neilson,  Miss  Elsie  Park,  James  Park  and  Darragh  An- 
derson Park. 


ORLANDO  J.  SMITH 

Died  December  20,  1908 

Major  Orlando  Jay  Smith,  DePauw,  1862,  founder  and  pres- 
ident of  the  American  Press  Association,  soldier,  author,  Chris- 
tian, died  at  his  home  in  Dobbs  Ferry,  N.  Y.,  on  Sunday  even- 
ing, December  20.  A  lingering  illness  of  one  year's  duration 
preceded  his  death. 

All  efforts  to  celebrate  in  this  brief  mention  his  high  charac- 
ter and  noble  spirit,  his  fine  intellect  and  strong  sense  of  justice, 
his  patriotism  and  bravery,  are  hopelessly  futile.  Major  Orlando 
Jay  Smith  was  a  noble  Giristian  of  the  Cromwell  type. 

In  all  the  fields  he  entered  Major  Smith  touched  the  goal  of 
success.  Born  on  an  Indiana  farm  on  June  14,  1842,  of  New 
England  ancestors,  he  was  a  graduate  of  what  is  now  DePauw 
University,  which  afterward  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of 
LL.  D.  Entering  the  union  army  as  a  private,  he  was  a  major 
of  cavalry  at  twenty-two,  one  of  the  youngest  in  the  service. 
He  was  in  the  armies  of  the  Potomac,  the  Ohio  and  the  Cum- 
berland, and  was  wounded  and  spent  several  months  in  a  south- 
ern prison.  After  the  war  he  devoted  three  years  to  raising  cot- 
ton on  a  Mississippi  plantation.  Returning  north,  he  entered 
his  life  work  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven,  staiting  a  paper  in 
Terre  Haute,  Indiana.    In  1878  this  had  succeeded  so  well  that 
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it  was  moved  to  Chicago,  becoming  the  Chicago  Express,  which 
he  continued  to  edit  until  he  started  the  American  Press  Asso- 
ciation in  1882.  It  was  while  conducting  the  Express,  both  at 
Terre  Haute  and  Chicago,  that  Major  Smith  took  up  the  anti- 
monopoly  and  greenback  movement,  giving  to  it  his  best  service 
with  tongue  and  pen.  Under  his  management  the  Express  be- 
came one  of  the  leading  papers  of  the  movement.  He  was  a 
man  who  went  with  his  whole  heart  into  any  cause  he  espoused, 
and  was  as  valiant  a  soldier  in  these  political  campaigns  as  he 
had  been  in  his  military  campaigns.  Personally  he  achieved  suc- 
cess here,  as  in  other  things  he  undertook,  even  though  the 
movement  did  not.  Still,  in  a  larger  sense,  the  "old  guard"  of  the 
anti-monopoly  and  greenback  cause  triumphed,  for  their  prin- 
ciples and  spirit  lived  to  become  a  leaven  in  the  nation,  and  their 
influence  has  been  felt  in  every  reform  wave  that  has  appeared 
from  that  day  to  the  present. 

The  American  Press  Association  is  Orlando  J.  Smith's  mon- 
ument. He  was  forty  years  old  when  he  started  this  great  in- 
dustry. Contrasted  with  this  monument  are  the  books  of  his 
philosophy  which  perpetuate  forever  his  memory.  In  "A  View 
of  Great  Questions/'  "Eternalism,"  "Balance,"  he  elucidated 
masterfully  his  own  great  philosophy  of  life,  whose  keyword 
is  "justice."  He  reasoned  that  since  there  is  absolute  equilibri- 
um in  the  physical  there  must  be  absolute  equilibrium  in  the 
moral. 

The  funeral  of  Bro.  Smith  occurred  at  Dobbs-Ferry-on-the- 
Hudson,  Tuesday  afternoon,  December  22.  The  services  were 
as  beautiful  and  as  simple  as  his  life.  Neighbors  and  friends 
paid  him  tribute  while  the  nation  looked  on  and  mourned. 

To  the  glory  of  Bro.  Orlando  J.  Smith  let  it  be  said  that  he 
was  a  noble  member  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  fraternity,  who 
early  passed  from  our  close  brotherhood  to  the  wide  brother- 
hood of  all  men,  finally  to  meet  in  the  long  peace  the  Great 
Elder  Brother.

EDITORIAL 

The  Attitude  of  the  Alumnus 

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  January  6,  1909. 
My  Dear  Lewis: 

While  you  and  Chamberlin  arc  working  on  the  historical  data 
for  the  fraternity  and  have  your  minds  more  or  less  centered 
upon  the  ideal,  it  perhaps  does  not  occur  to  you  how  forcibly 
the  practical  and  business  side  of  our  fraternity  is  brought  home 
to  Christian  and  myself. 

For  the  past  ten  years  I  have  been  working  with  more  or  less 
persistency  in  convention  and  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
archons  and  personally,  with  the  ultimate  end  in  view  of  estab- 
lishing a  permanent  endowment  fund  of  sufficient  capital  to  in- 
sure national  headquarters  for  the  fraternity,  towards  which 
our  thousands  of  members  might  look  with  pride  as  being  their 
home.  The  establishing  of  chapters  and  the  building  of  chapter 
houses  has  l>een  greatly  aided  by  the  small  amount  of  money 
we  have  been  able  to  place  in  the  endowment  fund,  and  from 
that  fund  loaned  at  small  interest  to  the  chapters.  When  you 
stop  to  think  that  a  relatively  small  percentage  of  the  fraternity 
membership,  though  a  goodly  number  in  the  aggregate,  have 
practically  financed  and  borne  the  entire  expense  of  the  na- 
tional fraternity  work  in  this  regard,  and  that  these  same  men 
have  been  the  backbone  in  the  building  of  chapter  houses,  you 
can  not  but  give  credit  to  them  for  unvarying  fidelity  to  their 
first  pledges  and  untiring  energy  in  their  management  of  busi- 
ness details,  providing  for  the  capital  on  which  to  build.  When 
you  consider  that  there  arc  several  thousand  other  members  in 
the  fraternity,  who  should  and  could  take  a  like  interest  in  its 
national  affairs  and  in  the  work  being  done  by  the  individual 
chapters,  you  can  not  but  be  appalled  by  the  lack  of  spirit  mani- 
fested by  those  whom  we  call  our  brothers.  I  am  not  discour- 
aged, but  I  do  believe  that  the  rank  and  file  of  the  fraternity  fail 
to  realize  that  they  owe  a  duty  to  their  fraternity  in  this  regard, 
not  as  yet  clear  to  them.  No  true  Fiji  can  look  back  u|x>n  his 
life  in  the  fraternity  without  acknowledging  the  power  for  good 
it  has  been  in  his  life,  and  could  he  but  be  brought  to  appreciate 
what  he  is  missing  by  the  failure  to  enter  into  and  become  an 
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integral  part  of  its  existence  and  present  progress,  how  vastly 
will  his  vision  be  broadened  and  how  profoundly  must  he  sym- 
pathize with  the  young  men,  who  look  to  the  fraternity  and  its 
old  members  for  their  inspirations  upon  which  to  build  for  the 
future. 

Do  you  appreciate  the  immense  power  of  ten  thousand  men 
closely  in  touch  with  fifty-seven  of  the  leading  educational  insti- 
tutions of  this  country  with  an  average  active  body  of  twelve 
hundred  members  in  all,  and  through  these  twelve  hundred  men 
associated  with  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  students  through- 
out this  country?  When  you  stop  to  realize  what  this  would 
mean,  if  all  of  our  alumni  would,  as  they  can,  take  the  proper 
interest,  you  can  not  fail  to  be  shocked,  as  I  am,  by  the  lethargy, 
the  absolute  waste  of  vitality,  the  stupendous  indifference  ex- 
hibited to  so  vital  a  force  escaping  day  by  day,  and  year  by  year, 
without  reckoning  on  the  part  of  those  who  can  not.  or  will  not, 
take  advantage  of  their  opportunities.  It  is  this  that  discour- 
ages me,  because  I  know  that  success  in  life,  in  its  broad  sense, 
means  the  using  of  such  forces  as  these,  and  the  contributing  to 
the  material  power  that  sustains  the  life  of  the  body  and  the  dis- 
semination of  those  influences  that  emanate  from  such  a  source 
when  lived  with  integrity  and  unbounded  faith,  by  affiliation 
with  the  young  men  of  our  educational  institutions.  This  thing 
so  forced  itself  upon  me  some  days  since  in  working  with  my 
local  chapter  here  that  I  actually  felt  like  the  whole  matter  was 
not  worth  the  while,  but  in  this  I  know  that  I  am  wrong,  for  I 
personally  would  not  sacrifice  my  interest  in  the  young  men  of 
our  fraternity  for  any  consideration,  but  I  do  believe  that  there 
is  a  power  somewhere  to  bring  this  home  to  our  alumni  at  large, 
and  I  wish  to  ask  you  if  you  think  it  worth  while  to  give  my 
letter  to  the  fraternity  at  large.  Am  I  right  in  my  conclusions, 
or  do  I  expect  too  much  of  our  alumni  ?  I  know  that  I  am  right 
in  feeling  that  they  are  wasting  an  opportunity  to  make  our 
fraternity  the  most  potent  factor  in  the  educational  history  of 
this  country.  How  can  I  present  it  to  them?  Do  I  make  myself 
clear  to  you,  whom  I  know  to  be  in  sympathy  and  in  active  co- 
operation in  this  work  ? 

Let  me  hear  from  you,  and  believe  me  always,  sincerely  and 
fraternally  yours,  Thomas  L.  Pogue. 

The  receipt  of  the  above  letter  set  the  editor  to  thinking,  and 
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he  wishes  to  pass  it  on  to  the  fraternity  generally.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate that  it  can  not  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  every  alum- 
nus who  ever  wore  the  badge  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  If,  how- 
ever, it  is  impossible  to  reach  all  who  are  now  alumni,  we  can  at 
least  touch  many  who  soon  will  be  outside  their  active  chapters. 

The  fundamental  question  presented  is  one  which  every  man 
must  decide  for  himself  when  his  college  days  cease.  What  is 
to  be  his  future  attitude  toward  the  fraternity  to  which  he  has 
promised  loyalty?  Is  "fraternity"  to  be  simply  a  more  or  less 
pleasant  recollection  of  college  life  ?  Is  he  to  look  at  it  from  the 
standpoint  of  a  member  of  a  prominent  fraternity  who  remarked 
to  the  writer,  "I  was  a  member  of  — "?  Let  us  for  an  instant 
take  the  position  of  the  skeptic  who  says  that  fraternity  is  merely 
a  passing  fancy  of  youth,  to  be  discarded  along  with  other  out- 
grown and  worn-out  habiliments  of  that  age.  In  effect  such  a 
man  says  this:  "I  took  all  the  benefits  and  all  the  pleasures 
which  the  organization  could  give  me  as  the  result  of  its  decades 
and  experience  and  the  self-sacrificing  labor  during  those  years 
of  the  men  who  were  building  for  the  future.  Now,  having  re- 
ceived what  I  was  able  to  get  out  of  it,  I  am  through.  Let  it 
shift  for  itself  hereafter."  Such  a  bald  statement  of  the  case 
does  not  sound  attractive.  We  have  an  instinctive  feeling  that 
a  man  with  that  point  of  view  is  something  of  a  parasite.  Pos- 
sibly he  did  his  part  of  the  work  while  he  was  in  college ;  but  a 
loyalty  for  four  years  hardly  compensates  for  inherited  benefits 
which  have  been  accruing  for  over  half  a  century.  It  seems 
impossible  to  strike  a  fair  balance  on  that  basis. 

But,  after  all,  it  is  not  from  the  standpoint  of  duty  that  the 
fraternity  wishes  to  approach  its  alumni.  That  which  we  do 
only  because  of  a  sense  of  duty  may  give  us  a  certain  stem  Cal- 
vinistic  satisfaction ;  but  all  of  us  are  not  cast  in  such  heroic 
mold.  We  do  best  what  we  enjoy.  And  here  can  be  found  the 
secret  of  why  so  many  of  the  graybeards  take  such  a  lively  in- 
terest in  the  fraternity.  There  is  a  joy  in  keeping  in  touch  with 
young  men,  in  watching  characters  develop,  in  imparting  pur- 
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pose  and  balance ;  and  receiving  in  return  enthusiasm  and  fresh 
ideas.  The  great  are  always  friends  of  the  young;  and  while 
most  of  us  can  not  hope  to  be  great,  we  can  at  least  have  this 
joy  and  inspiration  in  common  with  our  distinguished  brothers. 
The  proof  of  theory  lies  in  accomplished  fact.  Point  to  an 
alumnus  sincerely  and  enthusiastically  interested  in  the  frater- 
nity, and  we  will  show  you  at  the  same  time  a  man  of  force  and 
success  in  his  business  or  profession.  There  is  the  inevitable 
coincidence,  whatever  may  be  the  theory  of  cause  and  effect. 
If  you  wish  to  prove  the  truth  of  this  assertion,  go  over  the  list 
yourself  and  then  decide,  purely  from  a  selfish  standpoint  if  you 
please,  what  will  be  your  attitude  as  an  alumnus. 


Preserving  History 

Doubtless  every  chapter  has,  in  addition  to  its  chapter  min- 
utes and  correspondence,  a  steadily  increasing  number  of  chap- 
ter photographs  and  memorabilia  which  should  be  preserved 
safe  from  possible  danger  from  fire  and  meddlers.  An  ordinary 
safe,  or  a  box  in  a  safety  deposit  vault,  may  be  sufficient  pro- 
tection for  private  and  valuable  records,  but  such  an  arrange- 
ment, though  supplying  the  demand  for  safety,  makes  such  rec- 
ords very  inaccessible.  Besides,  it  does  not  permit  the  safe- 
guarding of  more  bulky  articles. 

Denison  has  solved  this  problem  in  a  very  satisfactory  and 
permanent  way  by  the  erection  of  a  fireproof  room.  This  is 
made  of  concrete,  and  has  a  floor  space  8  by  lo  feet.  A  fire- 
proof door  at  the  same  time  connects  it  with,  and  separates  it 
from,  the  remainder  of  the  house.  This  room  will  constitute  a 
shrine  in  which  the  records  and  relics  of  a  century  can  be  safely 
preserved  for  the  delight  and  inspiration  of  future  generations. 

What  one  chapter  has  done,  others  should  do  in  the  near 
future,  as  fires  in  fraternity  houses  are  unfortunately  common, 
and  treasures  of  this  kind  can  never  be  replaced. 
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The  Secretary's  Trip 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  one  of 
its  national  officers  will  swing  entirely  around  the  circle  and 
visit  every  chapter  in  the  fraternity.  No  small  undertaking  this 
— from  Orono,  Me.,  to  Seattle,  Wash.,  and  from  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  to  Austin,  Tex.  Yet  this  is  the  task  to  which  Bro.  Pogue 
has  set  himself  for  the  next  few  weeks. 

The  benefit  to  the  fraternity  will  be  incalculable,  as  it  will 
enable  the  fraternity  at  large  and  the  national  officers  particu- 
larly, to  have  a  unified  report  on  the  condition  of  the  entire 
fraternity.  If  we  have  weak  chapters,  we  ought  to  know  it,  so 
that  by  united  effort  they  may  be  made  strong.  To  this  end  it  is 
incumbent  on  every  chapter  to  be  prepared  to  make  a  full  and 
frank  showing  of  its  condition  to  the  secretary ;  otherwise  much 
of  the  value  of  the  work  will  be  destroyed. 

Don't  show  your  company  manners  and  your  Sunday  faces 
to  Bro.  Pogue.  Let  him  see  you  just  as  you  are  every  day; 
he  has  had  enough  experience  to  make  due  allowance  for  human 
frailty.

This  will  bring  nearly  all  the  men  who  are  now 
boarding  elsewhere  on  the  campus.  The  Fijis  made  a  good 
record  in  the  Christmas  exams.,  but  the  lure  of  the  world 
proved  too  strong,  and  three  failed  to  return.

Training  for  baseball  and  track  has  started,  the 
coaches  desiring  to  get  an  early  line  on  available  material. 
Several  point-winners  did  not  return  this  year,  but  as  U.  of  C. 
has  lost  an  equal  number,  we  consider  our  chances  with  our 
greatest  rival  good.  In  closing,  we  might  add  that  the  Stan- 
ford Varsity,  which  George  Faulkner,  '10,  accompanied  as  full- 
back, by  defeating  the  Vancouver  fifteen  three  games  straight 
during  the  holidays,  has  brought  home  the  $1,500  Cooper- 
Keith  trophy  and  the  international  and  Pacific  coast  Rugby 
championship,  thus  bringing  to  a  fitting  close  a  most  successful 
season.

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HOUSE-WARMING  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 

CLUB 

After  the  usual  delays  incident  to  all  building  operations, 
the  new  home  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Club,  at  34  West  Forty- 
fourth  St.,  was  opened  on  February  27.  About  250  brothers 
were  present  on  this  occasion,  including  National  President 
Newton  D.  Baker,  who  delivered  the  principal  address  of  the 
evening  on  behalf  of  the  general  fraternity. 

The  contractors  had  been  at  work  in  the  house  until  noon 
that  day,  but  the  committees,  assisted  by  an  army  of  workmen, 
managed  to  clear  out  the  place  and  put  in  the  furnishings  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  new  home  was  ready  for  a  real  warm- 
ing. 

Upon  entering  the  main  doorway  from  the  street  the  mem- 
bers passed  down  a  few  steps  to  the  vestibule,  which  has  a  par- 
quet flooring,  in  the  center  of  which  the  Greek  initials  "Phi 
Gamma  Delta"  are  inlaid.  Immediately  beyond  is  the  reception 
hall  and  office.  Directly  opposite  the  entrance  is  the  cloak- 
rocrni  and  telephone  booths,  while,  to  the  left,  is  the  cigar  stand 
and  general  office.  On  the  right  of  this  entrance  hall  is  a  large 
doorway  leading  to  the  g^ill-room,  at  one  end  of  which  is  the 
grill  bar. 

Leading  up  to  the  left  from  the  entrance  hall  is  a  wide  stair- 
case of  colonial  design  which  reaches  the  main  club  room  on 
the  second  floor.  Almost  the  entire  floor  is  given  up  to  this 
large  lounging  room,  said  to  be  one  of  the  largest  club  rooms  in 
New  York  city.  The  wood  finish  is  dark  oak,  while  a  fireplace, 
especially  designed  by  the  architect,  and  situated  directly  oppo- 
site the  stairway,  adds  greatly  to  the  pleasing^  effect.  To  the 
rear  on  this  floor  is  the  main  dining-room.  The  finish  here  is 
white  enamel,  and  the  room  is  further  beautified  with  a  wide 
marble  fireplace  and  deep  colonial  windows.     Both  the  club- 
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room  and  dining-room  have  hardwood  floors  suitable  for  danc- 
ing, and  the  two  will  furnish  ample  accommodations  for  club 
receptions  and  dances,  which  promise  to  be  numerous. 

The  two  upper  floors  contain  rooms  to  accommodate  thirty 
men.  Each  room  has  a  telephone,  hot  and  cold  water  and  the 
best  furniture  obtainable.  The  furnishings,  which  have  been 
purchased  at  great  expense,  add  remarkably  to  the  general  ef- 
fect of  the  building.  Those  who  inspected  the  house  on  the 
opening  night  were  surprised  at  the  excellent  outcome  of  the 
plans  which  the  young  club  had  undertaken,  and  great  praise 
was  expressed  for  the  architect,  our  distingfuished  brother, 
Washington  Hull.  The  whole  house  was  decorated  with  palms, 
and,  in  the  main  club  room,  the  orchestra  played  while  the 
meml)ers  held  an  informal  reception  during  the  early  part  of  the 
evening. 

Tlic  program  consisted  of  a  number  of  speeches.  Percival 
Kuhne,  president  of  the  club,  thanked  the  architect  in  the 
name  of  the  club  for  his  work,  the  board  of  directors  for  their 
untiring  efforts  in  managing  the  finances  of  the  club  during 
its  most  active  year,  and  congratulated  the  members  upon 
their  elegant  home.  Bro.  Baker's  speech  dealt  with  the  effect 
of  this  club  on  the  general  fraternity,  saying  that  the  opening 
of  the  house  marked  one  of  the  greatest  events  of  the  history 
of  the  national  fraternity  and  was  a  culmination  of  a  general 
strengthening  throughout  the  country.  His  great  ability  as  a 
speaker  to  men  was  again  demonstrated  and  many  of  the  older 
mcml)ers  of  the  fraternity  who  had  not  been  connected  with 
its  affairs  were  so  greatly  interested  by  his  words  that  they 
have  taken  an  active  part  since  that  time.  O.  H.  Cheney, 
known  as  the  "Father  of  the  Club."  gave  a  short  history  of  the 
organization  for  the  benefit  of  those  present  who  did  not  know 
of  the  marvelous  success  with  which  the  corporation  has  met 
since  it  took  over  the  charter  about  two  years  ago.  Other 
speakers  were  Treasurer  Charles  E.  Heydt,  Secretary  J.  W. 
Young,  Architect  Washington  Hull ;  members  of  the  board  of 
governors,  Horace  T.  Brighton,  Franklin  Brooks,  Abram  S. 
Post  and  Allen  Dawson. 

Bro.  Birney  B.  Pettigrue,  of  Syracuse,  accompanied  by  Prof. 
Richard  T.  Percy,  of  New  York,  gave  several  vocal  selections 
during  the  course  of  the  evening,  which  were  most  pleasingly 
rendered  and  added  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  pro- 
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its  affairs  were  so  greatly  interested  by  his  words  that  they 
have  taken  an  active  part  since  that  time.  O.  H.  Cheney, 
known  as  the  ''Father  of  the  Club,"  gave  a  short  history  of  the 
organization  for  the  benefit  of  those  present  who  did  not  know 
of  the  marvelous  success  with  which  the  corporation  has  met 
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gram.  The  fellows  left  the  club  house  in  the  early  hours  of  the 
morning  with  the  exception  of  a  few  who  took  rooms  for  the 
night. 

On  the  morning  following  the  club  opened  for  regular  busi- 
ness with  breakfast,  and  since  that  time  the  attendance  has  been 
increasing  regularly.  The  New  York  University's  annual  ban- 
quet, given  by  the  alumni  to  the  active  chapter,  was  held  Tues- 
day evening,  March  9,  in  the  main  dining-room  of  the  club. 
There  were  about  fifty  brothers  present,  who  grew  very  enthu- 
siastic over  the  plans  of  the  chapter  to  purchase  a  new  house. 
Among  the  guests  $1,000  was  subscribed  for  that  purpose  dur- 
ing the  evening,  completing  the  balance  necessary  for  the  ini- 
tial payment  on  the  property.  The  general  reception  and  dance 
given  by  President  Kiihne  and  the  board  of  governors  to  the 
members  of  the  club  and  their  friends  was  held  March  13,  this 
being  the  first  occasion  on  which  the  house  has  been  open  to 
ladies.  There  were  about  200  present.  The  dining-room  was 
fitted  up  for  dancing  and  the  main  clubroom  was  used  as  a 
reception  hall.  Here  the  members  of  the  board  of  governors, 
together  with  their  wives  and  the  mothers  of  a  few  of  the  active 
men  in  the  club,  constituted  the  reception  committee.  This 
affair  marked  the  first  of  a  number  of  social  events  which  the 
club  plans  to  give  during  the  coming  year,  at  which  all  mem- 
bers of  the  fraternity  are  welcome,  whether  members  of  the 
club  or  not.

THE  MAYOR  OF  PITTSBURGH 

The  Hon.  George  Wilkins  Guthrie,  of  Sigma  chapter,  West- 
em  University  of  Pennsylvania,  class  of  1866,  has  the  unique 
honor  of  being  the  first  mayor  of  Greater  Pittsburgh.  A  sketch 
of  his  life  in  connection  with  his  municipal  achievements  de- 
tailed below,  is  of  interest  at  this  time. 

He  was  bom  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  on  September  5, 
1848.  His  father  was  John  B.  Guthrie,  a  leading  business 
man  of  the  city,  and  his  mother  was  Catherine  S.  Murray; 
both  members  of  the  oldest  families  in  the  city.  His  early  edu- 
cation was  in  the  schools  of  Pittsburgh,  and  his  college  educa- 
tion was  had  at  the  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania,  re- 
cently renamed  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  located  at  Pitts- 
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burgh.  In  this  university  he  spent  four  years  in  study.  He 
was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.  therefrom  in  June  of 
the  year  1866.  In  his  entire  college  life  he  was  of  studious  in- 
clination, and  this  became  specially  manifest  in  the  junior  and 
senior  years  of  his  course,  when  he  made  exceptional  records  in 
scholarship. 

He  was  one  of  the  five  charter  members  of  Sigma  chapter  of 
Phi  Gamma  Delta,  established  in  1863  at  the  Western  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  now  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  which 
chapter  became  defunct  in  1871.  He  was  always  an  enthusiastic 
member  of  the  chapter — being  its  president  in  his  senior  year — 
and  in  his  guidance  of  the  chapter  at  this  time  he  laid  the  found- 
ations of  his  present  executive  successes. 

After  graduation,  upon  the  advice  of  Judge  Lowrie,  of  the 
supreme  court  of  Pennsylvania,  he  followed  bookkeeping  in  a 
mercantile  establishment  in  Pittsburgh  for  a  year,  as  a  prelimi- 
nary to  the  study  of  law.  He  entered  the  Columbian  Law 
School  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  the  fall  of  1867  ^"d  was  grad- 
uated therefrom  in  June  of  the  year  1869.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  of  Allegheny  county,  Pennsylvania,  in  November  of  the 
same  year,  and  he  at  once  became  associated  with  the  late  Q>L 
James  K.  Kerr  in  the  practice  of  law  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh. 
The  death  of  Colonel  Kerr  occurring  shortly  thereafter,  he  con- 
tinued the  practice  of  his  profession  alone. 

On  December  2,  1886,  Mr.  Guthrie  was  married  to  Miss  Flor- 
ence J.  Howe,  a  daughter  of  the  late  Hon.  Thomas  M.  Howe, 
of  Pittsburgh.  He  has  been  most  successful  in  the  practice  of 
the  law.  His  scholarly  attainments  have  been  recognized  by  his 
Alma  Mater,  which  conferred  upon  him,  in  1905,  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  Trinity  College,  Q)nnecticut,  has 
also  honored  him  with  the  same  degree.  He  is  much  interested 
in  church  activities,  being  a  stanch  supporter  of  Calvary  Epis- 
copal Church  on  Shady  avenue,  in  the  East  End  of  Pittsburgh. 
He  is  chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh. 

He  has  been  a  close  follower  of  his  chosen  profession.  He 
has  had  the  honor,  along  with  David  T.  Watson,  Esq.,  of  being 
the  draftsman  of  the  Greater  Pittsburgh  bill,  under  which  the 
city  governments  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny  were  consoli- 
dated in  1905,  making  Pittsburgh  the  sixth  city  in  population  in 
the  United  States.  He  has  the  distinguished  honor  of  being 
the  first  mayor  of  the  Greater  Pittsburgh,  a  reward  fittingly  be- 
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stowed  by  the  people  in  signal  recognition  of  his  ability  and 
merit.  Until  this  election  Mr.  Guthrie  had  never  been  a  candi- 
date for  any  political  office  nor  had  he  been  previously 
engaged  in  political  affairs.  Although  a  Democrat  by  profes- 
sion, in  the  strong  Republican  center  which  Pittsburgh  is,  he 
was  elected  to  the  highest  office  in  the  gift  of  the  city  by  the 
intelligent,  independent  and  reform  vote  of  his  fellow  citizens, 
regardless  of  party.  He  was  chosen  to  lead  the  people  to  better 
things,  and  such  leadership  was  not  misplaced.  His  record  in 
the  mayoralty  of  Pittsburgh  has  been  a  series  of  successes,  and 
is  well  summed  up  in  the  review  of  his  administration,  given 
below,  which  appeared  in  the  New  York  Evening  Post  on  Jan- 
uary i6,  1909.  His  term  of  office  expires  on  April  5,  1909,  and 
the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  prohibiting  a  man  from  being  his  own 
successor  in  the  office  of  mayor  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  alone 
prevent  his  continuance  in  office  for  another  term  by  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  his  fellow  citizens. 

As  seen  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  leading  journal  of  the  na- 
tion's metropolis,  Bro.  Guthrie's  administration  is  summarized 
as  follows : 

"  *Its  temper  remains,' said  the  Red  Queen  to  Alice,  when  Her 
Chess  Majesty  had  asked  what  would  happen  if  you  took  a  bone 
from  a  dog ;  and  had  got  no  satisfactory  reply.  For  three  years 
George  W.  Guthrie,  mayor  of  Pittsburgh,  has  been  taking  away 
the  bone  from  the  mouth  of  the  gang  dog.  Naturally,  the  ma- 
chine kennels  house  a  hungry  lot  of  hounds,  whose  tempers  're- 
main,' accentedly,  indeed. 

"When  a  chief  executive,  who  has  stood  for  reform,  is  quit- 
ting office,  it  is  a  matter  of  public  interest  to  pry  a  bit  into  his 
mental  attitude.  Is  he  discouraged  by  his  hand-to-hand  fight 
with  the  system?  Has  he  found  standing  in  the  municipal 
breach  worth  while  ?  Is  there  hope  that  in  the  long  run  the  con- 
science of  a  community  may  become  automatically  active? 
Guthrie,  the  man  who  has  done  more  for  his  city  than  the  half 
dozen  administrations  that  have  preceded  his,  writes  an  opti- 
mistic page  in  the  story  of  good  government. 

*'  'It  has  been  the  best  employment  I  have  ever  undertaken,' 
he  said  to-day.  'It  is  the  greatest  thing  any  citizen  can  try  to 
do,  to  help  a  city  find  the  way  that  leads  to  an  honest  adminis- 
tering of  municipal  affairs.  Wc  have  done  much  in  three  years, 
I  think.    Even  our  enemies  must  and  do  give  us  credit  for  some 
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things.  But  three  years  is  really  a  short  time ;  there  is  yet  a 
great  deal  to  be  accomplished.  I  may  be  an  optimist.  I  am  rather 
glad  that  I  am.  And  I  believe  that  this  city  is  going  to  be  glad 
to  acquire  the  habit  of  ruling  itself  decently.' 

*The  city  hall  of  Pittsburgh  reminds  the  New  Yorker  of 
the  county  court  house,  in  his  own  city  hall  park.  It  is  dirt- 
ier outside,  because  the  soft  coal  smudge  has  coated  it  thickly. 
But  once  within  the  portico  you  might  be  in  any  one  of  a  hun- 
dred municipal  buildings.  The  hanger-on  is  a  type  that  changes 
not  with  place  or  passing  years.  Here  we  have  the  same  old 
groups  in  the  corridors,  showing  a  contemptuous  disregard  of 
tiles  in  the  way  that  Charles  Dickens  mourned  in  his  'American 
Notes.'  That  secret  league  in  which  must  be  l)anded  all  munici- 
pal janitors  has  ordained  that  in  Allegheny  county,  also,  win- 
dows must  not  be  washed  and  dust  shall.be  regarded  as  a  sacred 
trust,  to  be  preserved  from  one  regime  to  another.  To  maintain 
a  cheerful  countenance  after  three  years  of  elbowing  through 
the  loafers  downstairs,  one  must  be  an  optimistic  executive,  of 
a  truth. 

''Rmgsters  scoff  at  Guthrie  for  l)eing  *an  aristocrat,  who  isn't 
practical' — meaning  that  he  was  not  willing  to  build  up  a  ma- 
chine of  his  own  and  divide  victories  in  councils  and  depart- 
ments with  his  opponents.  And  yet  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there 
is  not  another  mayor  in  the  United  States  who  is  so  easily  got 
at.  There  is  the  ordinary  office  boy  at  the  outer  gate,  then  a 
room  filled  with  clerks,  and,  l)chind  the  swinging  wicker  barrier 
ju.st  beyond,  not  concealing  much  more  than  half  of  the  en- 
trance, is  Mr.  Guthrie's  private  office,  with,  opening  out  of  it  to 
the  left  as  one  enters,  a  chamber  full  of  filing  cases.  Y^ou  do  not 
watch  a  door  closed  as  you  enter ;  if  you  wish  to  *talk  business' 
your  voice  inevitably  must  be  heard  now  and  then  by  the  clerks 
outside,  no  matter  how  carefully  }ou  pitch  your  tones.  If  there 
has  been  a  'sticking  to  red  tape'  under  (hithrie,  there  is  none  of 
it  evidenced  in  the  matter  of  audience. 

"Seekers  after  patronage  and  contracts  found  this  informality 
of  'getting  next'  very  useful,  when,  for  the  first  six  weeks  after 
his  incumbency,  they  haunted  the  office. 

"  Tor  all  of  that  time,'  said  Mr.  Guthrie  the  other  day,  *I  was 
practically  unable  to  get  any  city  work  done.  There  were  so 
many  of  the  patronage  crowd  coming  in  to  see  me.  And  they 
kept  coming  in  almost  every  day,  too,  until  they  found  that  there 
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was  to  be  no  favoritism  in  running  the  city.  They  haven't  been 
back  since.' 

**Attack  upon  the  part  of  the  machine  interests,  apparently, 
has  not  told  upon  the  mayor  of  Pittsburgh.  His  closest  friends 
say  that  'George  Guthrie  has  a  sense  of  humor  that  keeps  such 
things  from  affecting  his  nerves.  He  doesn't  worry.'  He  has 
worked  hard.  He  has  been  at  his  desk  early  and  late,  but  he  has 
enjoyed  it,  he  says,  frankly.  The  one  thing  he  has  missed  has 
been  his  exercise.  He  has  put  on  thirty  pounds.  But,  being 
tall,  and  by  no  means  overweight,  he  does  not  resent  this. 

**You  can  not  bait  Guthrie  into  excited  utterance.  That  is 
what  has  surprised  the  heelers,  who  have  endeavored  to  impede 
his  every  step,  both  within  and  outside  of  councils.  The  mayor 
has  done  everything  calmly,  with  the  precision  and  calmness  of 
the  good  lawyer  that  he  is,  who  knows  what  can  and  what  can 
not  be  done,  legally.  Having  a  lawyer  as  municipal  head,  at  the 
time  of  these  situations,  where  actual  criminality  upon  the  part 
of  sworn  representatives  of  the  city  enters  in,  has  been  an  excel- 
lent thing.  Guthrie  has  never  failed  to  consult  with  his  counsel, 
to  be  sure,  but  he  has  always  known  himself  w^hat  remedy  the 
law  held,  and  has  acted  accordingly. 

"What  he  is  proudest  of — ^lie  calls  it  the  'biggest  thing'  his 
administration  has  done — is  the  reducing  of  the  city's  death 
rate.  Mortality  records  have  been  tabulated  in  Pittsburgh  only 
since  1874.  But  they  have  shown  that  the  rate  of  death  was 
appalling,  and  steadily  increasing,  typhoid,  especially,  ravaging 
almost  unchecked.  To-day  typhoid  is  well  under  control.  There 
is  a  ceaseless  sanitation  of  tenements,  streets  are  kept  clean,  the 
water  has  been  made  fit  to  drink,  plague  sewers  in  the  outlying 
districts  have  been  wiped  out,  or  at  least  covered  up.  No  longer 
does  one  of  the  largest  industrial  communities  in  the  United 
States  allow  workers  to  die  like  flies  without  asking  how  this 
may  be  stopped.  If  Pittsburgh  had  been  given  but  one  gift  by 
Guthrie  and  his  devoted  lieutenants,  this  practically  wiped  out 
typhoid  total  would  be  worth  remembering  always. 

Xext  in  importance  to  elimination  of  the  fever  scourge  comes 
the  riddance  of  much  bad  rubbish  in  councils.  Not  that  the  two 
branches  are  'good,'  now,  by  any  means.  Seven  members  await- 
ing trial  for  the  rawest  form  of  boodling  would  give  the  lie  to  a 
statement  like  that.  But  some  of  the  most  disreputable  have 
been  forced  to  resign  in  the  course  of  the  past  three  years. 
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These  were  the  men  who  were  hand  in  glove  with  the  gambling 
and  disorderly  houses. 

**There  is  no  open  gambling  here  to-day.  Mayor  Guthrie  will 
say  candidly  that  he  believes  there  are  places  where  one,  if  he 
is  known  to  be  'all  right/  may  *sit  in'  a  game  of  poker,  roulette 
or  faro.  But  the  stranger  without  acquaintances  must  subdue 
his  hankering  for  hazard.  And  whenever  a  citizen  makes  com- 
plaint of  a  suspected  house,  that  place  is  closed  instanter  by  the 
police.  The  local  'tenderloin'  has  also  ceased  to  be  the  crying 
nuisance  it  once  was.  Guthrie  has  been  too  honest  to  boast  that 
he  could,  or  would  wipe  out  every  disorderly  house.  But  there 
are  no  more  places  where  carousal  holds  sway  unchecked.  A 
simple  complaint  from  a  resident  and  the  suspicious  resort  is 
raided,  its  inmates  being  warned  out  of  town.  When  Guthrie's 
policeman  gives  warning  to  men  or  women  whom  the  city 
deems  undesirable,  they  go ;  and,  what  is  more,  they  stay  away. 

"It  has  been  Guthrie  who  has  put  into  practical  operation  the 
municipal  asphalt  plant,  which  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
greatest  boons  to  the  Allegheny  county  taxpayer.  By  means  of 
it  resurfacing  of  paved  thoroughfares  may  be  done  for  about 
79  cents  a  square  yard,  many  cents  below  the  figure  that  the 
asphalt  companies  would  charge.  One  of  the  mayor's  efforts, 
blocked  by  a  skulking  lot  of  councilmen,  has  been  the  proposed 
purchase  of  a  plot  of  ground  where  the  plant  could  be  perma- 
nently located  and  enlarged.  At  present  the  city  leases  land  for 
the  purpose  from  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  which  might  be 
taken  away  at  any  moment. 

"Saloonkeepers,  who  fought  the  reform  candidate  tooth  and 
nail,  when  he  made  his  winning  campaign,  have  learned  for  the 
first  time  that  it  pays  to  observe  the  law.  Guthrie  is  the  only 
mayor  who  has  treated  owners  of  *gin  mills'  as  if  they  were  or- 
dinary business  men.  There  is  a  law  that  makes  all  bars  close 
at  midnight.  They  all  close.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  Pitts- 
burgh is  a  *dry'  place  on  Sunday.  The  saloonkeeper,  with  no 
graft  payments  to  police,  knowing  that  no  one  is  being  favored, 
at  his  expense,  with  after-hour  or  Sunday  privileges,  welcomes 
the  strict  interpretation  of  the  law.  He  shuts  his  place  at  mid- 
night, usually  a  few  minutes  before  12,  his  barkeepers  being 
sent  home  to  sleep.    And  Sunday  is  a  real  holiday. 

"The  Philadelphia  company,  which  owns  all  the  traction  fran- 
chises of  the  city,  has  long  been  a  target  for  reform  protest. 
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Rut  it  has  hitherto  been  impregnable,  barricaded  behind  a  za- 
reba  of  bought-and-paid-for  legislation  at  Harrisburg.  The  city 
orders  that  companies  running  cars  over  its  streets  shall  help 
to  keep  these  streets  clean.  Until  Guthrie  came  into  office  the 
Philadelphia  company  had  refused  to  make  any  payment  what- 
ever. Xovv  it  is  l)egrudgingly  giving  a  certain  regular  amount 
per  month,  which  Guthrie  regards  purely  as  'en  account.'  He 
is  suing  for  the  full  amount,  including  arrearages. 

**A  civil  service  law  was  enacted  for  Pittsburgh  about  a  year 
and  a  half  ago.  But  Guthrie  had  installed  civil  service  of  his 
own  the  moment  he  t(H)k  oath  of  office.  lie  sent  word  from  the 
city  hall  that  no  city  employe  was  to  hold  his  job  through  fear 
or  favor ;  that  he  owed  his  place  to  no  political  pull,  and  that  he 
would  be  removed  only  for  failure  to  perform  his  duties  prop- 
erly. A  terrible  shock  this  to  manipulators  of  the  'pay-roll/  as 
the  bosses  called  their  lists  of  contributions  to  the  machine, 
made  by  men  and  women  in  city  employ.  Do  not  imagine  for 
one  moment  that  the  gang  overlooked  the  women.  They  didn't. 
At  election  time  each  male  city  employe  got  word  that  he  was 
expected  to  'deliver'  so  many  ballots  *in  the  right  w^ay.'  If  these 
men  had  relatives  on  the  municipal  list,  and  could  not  turn  over 
their  allotment,  these  relatives  were  discharged  as  well  as  they. 

"One  instance  of  this  sort  came  to  the  notice  of  an  officer  of 
the  \\)ters'  League,  when  addressing  the  Pittsburgh  Board  of 
Trade,  advocating  adoption  of  the  civil  service  bill.  'You  are 
telling  the  truth,'  said  a  man,  who  came  up  to  the  speaker  after 
the  meeting  was  over.  *My  sister  is  employed  in  one  of  the  city 
offices.  She  is  a  widow  with  two  children,  and  she  has  no  other 
means  of  support.  1  am  a  clerk  on  a  salary  of  $900  a  year.  I 
have  a  notice  here  [indicating  a  piece  of  paper  in  his  hand] 
saying  that  I  must  deliver  ten  votes  or  my  sister  will  be  dis- 
charged. Xow,  what  am  I  to  do?  T  can  not  support  her.  I 
haven't  the  means.  And  I  am  not  in  sympathy  with  the  men  to 
whom  I  must  deliver  these  votes.  T  nuist  not  only  stultify  my- 
self by  voting  for  what  I  consider  wrong,  but  I  nuist  go  out 
among  my  friends  and  solicit  them  to  do  the  same.  What  am  I 
to  do?' 

"No  man  has  to  come  to  any  one  and  ask  that  sort  of  ques- 
tion in  Pittsburgh  to-day  :  which  irks  the  bosses  no  little.  And 
Mayor  Guthrie  had  been  a  year  and  a  half  in  advance  of  the 
law. 
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**Both  police  and  fire  departments  have  reached  the  highest 
point  of  efficiency  in  their  history  in  the  past  three  years.  On 
Fifth  avenue,  which  is  the  Broadway  of  the  city,  there  used  to 
be  many  sidewalk  encumbrances.  They  had  been  there  for 
years,  like  the  area  ways  and  porticos  along  the  Fifth  avenue  of 
New  York.  By  a  judicious  mixture  of  gentle  persuasion  and 
legal  threat  every  one  of  these  obstructions  to  travel  has  been 
removed  save  a  single  rather  glaring  one,  and  a  court  order 
will  destroy  that  soon, 

**When  the  mayor  opens  envelopes  of  proposals  in  the  coun- 
cil room  now,  instead  of  the  handful  of  the  favored  few  who 
used  to  smoke  thick  cigars  and  listen  idly,  knowing  in  advance 
what  would  be  done,  there  is  a  crowd  of  legitimate  bidders, 
every  one  of  whom  is  certain  that  there  will  be  no  favoritism 
in  awards,  that  the  only  criterion  will  be  responsibility  and  a 
strict  adherence  to  terms  of  the  contract. 

"Another  improvement  which  has  been  handled  skilfully  by 
the  outgoing  regime  is  the  bctc  noir  of  this  municipality,  the 
soft-coal  nuisance.  'Already  a  change  for  the  better  has  come, 
and  the  big  buildings  are  gradually  installing  stokers  Ix^neath 
their  boilers,  which  greatly  lessens  the  sooty  clouds  by  provid- 
ing approximately  perfect  combustion.  In  a  previous  adminis- 
tration business  men  and  owners  of  office  structures  were  afraid 
to  co-operate  in  this  movement,  because  there  was  an  attempt 
to  compel  every  one  to  use  a  certain  sort  of  stoker,  inference 
being  that  money  was  to  be  paid  to  councilmen  for  naming  this 
device  in  their  proposed  measure. 

"These  are  some  of  the  things,  sketch! ly  described,  that 
George  W.  Guthrie  has  done  for  his  own.  And  the  Civic  party 
wdll  make  its  fight  for  William  H.  Stevenson  on  the  Guthrie 
record — a  good  platform  for  any  party,  anywhere.  Mr.  Ste- 
venson said  the  other  day : 

"  Tor  the  past  few  years  we  have  had  a  color-bearer  who 
has  gone  ahead  of  the  regiment.  Mayor  Ciuthric  has  set  an 
example  hard  to  follow.  He  has  lx?en  a  little  ahead  of  us  all. 
Are  we  ready  to  come  up  to  the  flag?  We  will  be  attacked  on 
all  sides.  I  expect  it.  If  we  are  ready  for  battle,  we  need  pay 
no  attention  to  this,  but  keep  the  Guthrie  banner  in  view,  and 
get  up  to  it.  We  are  at  the  crossing  of  the  road.  We  are  in 
the  very  last  ditch.    I  believe  that  if  we  lose  this  fight,  it  may  be 
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the  extinction  of  independent  organization  in  Pittsburgh.  T\ 
is  a  fight  for  the  continuation  of  the  Guthrie  administration.' 

"It  was  of  Guthrie  that  one  of  the  gang  leaders  sneered  r 
cently,  saying : 

"  'Oh,  Guthrie — he's  too  fond  of  red  tape ;  he  lives  on  a  ni 
nicipal  mountain.' 

*'  *I  am  going  on  the  stump  for  Stevenson,'  remarked  M 
Guthrie  to-day. 

"From  which  it  may  be  seen  that  the  municipal  mountain 
going  to  come — vigorously — to  the  Machine  Mahomet." 
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SIGMA  CHAPTER— WESTERN 

UNIVERSITY    OF    PENNSYLVANIA 

1863-1870 

A  Sketch 

It  will  be  of  appropriate  interest,  in  connection  with  the  arti- 
cle on  Bro.  George  Wilkins  Guthrie,  Sigma,  '66,  given  in  this 
number  of  our  magazine,  to  note  something  of  the  brilliant, 
though  brief  career  and  history  of  Sigma  chapter  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  in  Pittsburgh,  of  which  Bro.  Guthrie  was  presi- 
dent during  his  senior  year  in  college,  1866. 

Sigma  chapter  was  founded  at  the  Western  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  now  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  in  the  spring 
of  the  year  1863.  There  were  five  charter  members,  viz. :  Rev. 
J.  H.  McCandless,  class  of  1864,  now  pastor  of  St.  Luke's 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  Smethport,  Pa.;  Mr.  George 
I.  Whitney,  class  of  1864,  formerly  in  the  brokerage  business 
at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  now  retired  and  living  in  Pittsburgh ; 
Hev.  John  R.  Wightman,  class  of  1865,  "^w  rector  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  Our  Redeemer  in  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa. ;  Mr.  Robert  S.  Sill,  class  of  1866,  a  successful 
and  well-known  attorney,  practicing  in  Pittsburgh ;  and  Mr. 
Howard  Marshall  Howe,  class  of  1866,  of  the  city  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.,  now  deceased,  who  was  a  son  of  the  late  Hon. 
Thomas  M.  Howe,  congressman  and  major-general  of  the 
Pennsylvania  militia.  Bro.  A.  Brown  Riggs,  Alpha,  '63,  of 
Jefferson  College,  located  at  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  was  the  legate 
who  installed  the  chapter.  Bro.  Riggs  is  now  in  the  faculty  of 
the  Lane  Theological  Seminary  "in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  The  in- 
itiation and  installation  of  Sigma  chapter  was  held  in  the  room 
of  the  Irving  Literary  Society,  in  the  university  building,  which 
society  was  the  oldest  in  the  school,  and  to  which  four  of  the  five 
founders  of  Sigma  chapter  belonged,  Bro.  Whitney  only  being 
a  member  of  Philo.  which  was  the  other  and  younger  literary 
society  in  the  school.  The  university  building  was  a  large  three- 
story  brick  building,  having  a  center  hall  running  through  it 
and  three  rooms  on  each  side  thereof.  On  the  first  floor  to  the 
right  of  the  hall  were,  in  the  following  order,  the  office  of  the 
chancellor,  the  Irving  Literary  Society  room,  and  a  room  fitted 
up  as  a  gj'mnasium.  This  Irving  Literary  Society  room  was  a 
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large  room  for  those  days,  being  fifteen  feet  wide  and  about 
twenty-five  feet  in  length,  with  an  outlook  on  Ross  st.  It  was 
very  handsomely  furnished,  the  floors  were  carpeted  with  a 
beautiful  body  brussels,  and  the  walls  were  fittingly  paneled 
with  the  nine  muses.  The  literary  society  had  a  substantial  li- 
brary of  its  own,  and  the  room  was  well  equipped  with  book 
cases,  tables  and  suitable  society  furniture. 

As  was  usual  in  those  days,  in  the  history  of  the  pioneer  fra- 
ternity in  any  college — which  honor  fell  to  Sigma  chapter  of 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  the  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania 
— many  difficulties  had  to  be  encountered  and  overcome  by  the 
Sigma  chapter.  It  was  only  after  a  year's  existence,  that  the 
faculty  of  the  university  recognized  the  worth  of  the  fraternity 
and  gave  them  permission  to  hold  their  weekly  meetings  in  one 
of  the  rooms  of  the  college  building.  Tliis  college  building  is 
still  standing  on  Diamond  St.,  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  oppo- 
site to  the  present  court  house.  It  has  been  remodelled,  how- 
ever, and  is  now  used  by  the  Pittsburgh  Academy.  The  meet- 
ing room  of  Sigma  chapter  in  this  college  building  was  the 
room  of  the  Irving  Literary  Society,  a  side  room  on  the  first 
floor,  facing  west.  Most  of  the  fraternity  were  members  of 
this  society.  C>n  a  few  ^occasions  the  chapter  met  in  the  recita- 
tion room  of  the  Greek  professor,  Mr.  Griggs.  This  was  a 
side  room  on  the  second  floor.  Later  the  authorities  gave  to 
the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  and  Delta  Tau  Delta  fraternity  chapters, 
part  of  the  third  floor  of  the  university  building  for  their  ex- 
clusive use  for  meeting  purposes.  This  third  floor  was  an 
assembly  room,  and  the  rear  thereof  was  accordingly  parti- 
tioned off  into  two  small  rooms,  and  one  assigned  to  each  of 
the  two  fraternities,  respectively.  The  meetings  were  of  a 
literary  character  in  large  part,  and  were  of  great  benefit  to 
the  members. 

The  chapter  was  a  large  one  for  the  size  of  the  school.  The 
collegiate  department  of  the  university  at  that  time  afforded 
classical,  scientific  and  civil  engineering  courses.  The  engineer- 
ing school,  as  a  separate  department,  for  which  the  university 
has  also  become  noted  in  its  more  recent  years,  was  not  then  in 
existence.  The  collegiate  enrollment  during  the  period  from 
1863  to  1870  approximated  150  male  students.  Sigma  chapters 
membership  during  the  same  period  totalled  twenty-six  men, 
which  was  about  sixteen  per  cent,  of  the  entire  college  enroll- 
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ment.  The  Delta  Tan  Delta  fraternity  was  also  represented  in 
the  university,  having  installed  a  chapter  therein  one  year  subse- 
quent to  the  entrance  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 

The  personnel  of  Sigma  chapter  was  most  select.  The  chap- 
ter was  exceedingly  conservative  in  her  choice  of  members, 
who  wera  gathered  from  the  oldest,  most  aristocratic  and  in- 
fluential families  of  Pittsburgh.  They  were  congenial,  of  ster- 
ling worth  and  of  uniformly  high  standing  in  every  respect. 
They  have  been  uniformly  successful  in  their  lives  since.  This 
is  attested  by  such  men  as  Bro.  George  W.  Guthrie,  first  mayor 
of  Greater  Pittsburgh ;  Bro.  Thomas  Bakewell  Kerr,  of 
the  well-known  legal  firm  in  New  York  City,  Kerr,  Page  & 
Cooper,  our  late  Bro.  William  G.  Park,  chairman  of  the  Cruci- 
ble Steel  Company  of  America,  and  our  late  Bro.  Dallas  Saun- 
ders, district  attorney  for  Philadelphia  county.  Pa. 

Sigma  chapter  was  instrumental  in  the  placing  of  chapters 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
and  in  the  New  York  University.  Bro.  J.  H.  McCandless, 
Sigma,  '64,  while  attending  the  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  New  York  City,  was  attracted  to  the  field  of  extension  for 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  the  city,  with  the  result  that  he  had  the 
honor  of  being  the  legate  of  the  national  fraternity,  chosen  to 
install  these  two  New  York  City  chapters. 

In  1870  Sigina  voluntarily  surrendered  her  charter  to  the 
national  fraternity,  owing  to  the  decline  of  the  university  at 
that  titne.  Sigma's  measure  of  men  was  high,  and  rather  than 
lower  her  standard  one  iota,  she  gave  over  her  charter  that  the 
national  fraternity  standing  might  not  be  lessened  by  her  act. 
Mr.  Baird's  statement  in  his  Manual  of  American  College  Fra- 
ternities to  the  effect  that  Sigma  chapter  died  by  reason  of 
indifference  is  not  correct.  The  real  cause  was  as  herein- 
above mentioned.  The  zeal  of  the  members  of  Sigma  chapter 
in  their  every  act  within  their  chapter,  and  in  their  unusual 
activities  in  the  extension  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  to  other  col- 
leges also  disprove  the  assertion  of  Mr.  Baird. 

And  this  activity  of  the  Sigma  brethren  continued  long  after 
the  voluntary  surrender  of  their  charter.  For  many  years 
thereafter,  regular  monthly  meetings  were  held  by  the  Sigma 
brothers  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  same  enthusiastic 
manner  as  had  been  observed  by  the  active  chapter.  These 
meetings  were  held  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit 
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Court  of  the  United  States  at  Pittsburgh  in  the  old  stone  post 
office  or  federal  building ;  Bro.  H.  D.  Gamble,  Sigma,  '66,  was 
then  the  deputy  Circuit  Court  clerk.  This  building  was  situ- 
ated on  the  northwest  corner  of  Smithfield  st.  and  Fifth  ave., 
on  the  site  of  the  present  Park  office  building,  and  it  was  Bro. 
Gamble's  office,  a  large  second  story  front  room  oyerlooking 
Fifth  ave.,  which  was  the  monthly  rendezvous  for  the  Fijis 
in  Pittsburgh,  for  even  in  the  seventies  they  called  themselves 
Fijis.  Bro.  H.  D.  Gamble  was  the  president  of  the  Sig^a 
association,  after  the  surrender  of  the  charter,  and  for  many 
years  the  association  was  a  very  live  one.  Much  interest 
was  manifested  in  their  meetings,  and  graduate  brothers  from 
the  surrounding  chapters  also  attended.  Literary  exercises 
were  a  feature  of  the  meetings ;  a  program  was  regularly  car- 
ried out  thereat,  and  the  papers  read  and  debates  had  were 
most  enjoyable,  and  enhanced  the  true  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
spirit.  Bro.  Cyrus  E.  Pershing,  of  Alpha,  '50,  then  president 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Pittsburgh  Female  College ;  Bros. 
Gen.  William  McClellan,  '70 ;  Senator  James  W.  Lee,  '68,  and 
Stephen  Quinon,  '71.  all  of  Pi  chapter,  attended  these  meetings 
quite  regularly,  and  took  part  therein. 

Thus  by  the  continued  loyalty  of  old  Sigma  brethren,  and 
their  lasting  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  the  fraternity,  the  true  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  spirit  was  conserved  and  fostered  in  the  city 
of  Pittsburgh.  Such  loyalty  has  helped  to  give  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  the  prominence  she  has  in  Pittsburgh  to-day.  In  Omi- 
cron  graduate  chapter  Phi  Gamma  Delta  has  the  pioneer  and 
leading  fraternity  alumni  association  in  the  city,  numbering 
over  400. 


TWENTY-THREE 

The  twenty-third  signature  to  the  original  constitution  of 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  absolutely  obliterated.  At  various  places 
in  the  first  minute  book  of  the  fraternity  one  name  has  been 
blotted  out  with  the  same  care,  leaving  only  a  trace  of  H  and 
of  p.  Strong  glasses  and  chemicals  failed  to  give  up  the 
secret.  Those  of  the  present  generation  who  have  been  privi- 
leged to  see  this  oldest  document  of  the  **Delta  Association'' 
have  asked  in  vain,  "Who  was  twentv-three'*  ?    From  the  minds

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of  the  few  oldest  members  of  the  **Dclta  Association"  now 
Hving,  **number  twenty-three"  has  been  effaced  as  thoroughly 
as  from  tlie  records. 

During  the  summer  of  1908,  Frank  Elliott,  Esq.,  of  Chicago, 
upon  urgent  request,  searched  for  something  which  might  have 
belonged  to  his  father  as  a  Jefferson  student.  The  result  has 
been  previously  reported  of  the  finding  of  letters  which  were 
written  by  the  founders  and  the  early  initiates  to  James  Elliott, 
one  of  the  ** Immortal  Six."  These  letters  furnished  the  neces- 
sary information  and  answered  the  query,  "Who  was  twenty- 
three"  ? 

Excerpts  of  the  letters  relative  to  this  matter  are  here  given. 

1.  T.  W.  R.  Crews  to  James  Elliott,  from  Jefferson  College, 
Canonsburg,  October  28,  1848: 

"Last  night  we  had  a  meeting  and  took  in  a  new  member 
to  our  band  of  sworn  fellowship —  A.  D.  HEPnuRN." 

2.  r>om  B.  F.  Ray  to  James  Elliott,  Canonsburg,  Decem- 
ber 13,  1848: 

"Heretofore  I  have  been  able  to  inform  you  that  Old  Jeffer- 
son and  our  society  were  both  in  the  most  flourishing  condition, 
and,  which  gave  me  much  more  pleasure  than  I  have  hereto- 
fore been  able  to  tell  you,  that  the  noble  association  to  which 
you  and  I  have  the  honor  to  belong  could  still  shout  excelsior 
and  none  dared  to  dispute  our  right.  You  need  not  infer  from 
this  remark  that  any  dire  calamity  has  Ixifailen  that  glorious 
band  of  brothers,  but  there  has  happened  that  which  is  very 
unpleasant  to  us  here,  and  which  I  know  will  be  very  unpleasant 
to  those  who  are  alisent,  yourself  included.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  the  session  there  were  a  small  number  of  new-  students 
who  appeared  to  be  worthy  of  being  elected  members  of  our 
association.  The  Betas  also  a])peared  to  be  on  the  alert,  and 
endeavoring  to  get  the  first  choice  of  the  new  students  (of 
which  I  have  perhaps  informed  you  before),  when  we  elected 
Green,  and  sent  Harsh  to  inform  him  of  his  election,  or  rather 
to  solicit  his  acceptance  of  membership.  He  declined,  and  we 
have  since  found  out  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Beta  So- 
ciety. Previous  to  this,  however,  we  had  elected  a  young  fellow 
by  the  name  of  Hepburn,  of  the  sophomore  class.  He  ac- 
cepted membership,  and  was  regularly  initiated  into  the  mys- 
tery of  our  order.  After  he  was  initiated  he  appeared  to  be 
enthusiastic  in  the  cause,  and  the  members  of  the  chapter  were 
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satisfied  that  they  had  made  a  very  valuable  accjiiisition  in  him, 
and  were  entirely  pleased  that  we  had  elected  him.     A  short 

time  after  this  Mr.  ,  one  of  the  former  tutors,  came  to 

the  place  on  a  visit,  and  I  suppose  you  are  well  aware  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Beta  Society.     He  had  been  acquainted  ^ath 
Mr.  Hepburn  before,  and  w^as  doubtless  aware  that  he  was  a 
person  of  superior  talents.    It  was  soon  to  be  seen  that  he  was 
using  his  best  endeavors  to  get  Mr.  Hepburn  on  good  terms 
with  the  Betas,  for  he  took  West  and  other  Betas  down  and 
introduced  them  to  Mr.  Hepburn.     But  all  this  did  not  excite 
any  suspicions  in  the  minds  of  our  fellows.     Some  of  us  sup- 
posed that  they  were  endeavoring  to  make  Hepburn  a  Beta, 
but  w-e  would  very  knowingly  remark  that  "it   was  no  use 
knocking  at  the  door."    Things  went  on  this  way  until  a  short 
time  after  Steret  had  left.     When  Gricr  was  down  at  Brice- 
lands  and  heard  that  there  had  l>een  three  persons  there  to 
speak  for  some  ten  or  a  dozen  to  be  ready  that  night  at  half-past 
To  o'clock,  he  told  Kate  to  watch  and  see  who  came  to  him. 
She  did  so  and  told  him  that  l)etween  ii  and  12  o'clock  Messrs. 
Pratt,  Calvin,  West,  McRiney,  Wilson,  Jr.,  Ried,  Jr..  and  Hep- 
burn came  to  take  supper.    When  Grier  gave  us  this  informa- 
tion we  were  rather  astounded,  but  still  did  not  allow  ourselves 
t:o   suspect   Mr.   Hepburn    for   being   a    Beta.      We   thought, 
liowever,  that  it  would  be  well  to  have  an  investigation  of  the 
matter.    Accordingly  we  appointed  a  meeting,  and  sent  W(K)d- 
x-ow  down  to  request  Hepburn  to  attend,  and  at  the  same  time 
lie  told  of  this  report  extant  that  he  was  at  the  Beta  supper, 
Celling  him  at  the  same  time  that  none  of  the  members  believed 
it  to  be  true.     Hepburn,  instead  of  coming  up  to  the  meeting, 
sent  us  up  a  most  insulting  letter,  the  contents  of  which  T  can 
not  now  give  more  than  that  he  withdrew  from  the  cha])ter 
Avithout  denying  that  he  was  at  the  Beta  sui)])er.     I  could  say 
iTiUch  more  on  the  subject,  but  I  am  just  waiting  for  the  stage 
to  go  home.    I  will  be  back  in  a  couple  of  weeks,  when  T  shall 
expect  a  letter  from  you,  and  then  T  will  give  you  the  details. 
Excuse  this  scrawl  and  believe  me  Yours  in  bonds." 

3.  From  B.  F.  Ray  to  James  Elliott,  Canonsburg,  January 
6,  18.^9: 

'*I  have  a  confused  recollection  of  having  answered  a  letter 
to  you  soine  few  days  before  the  close  of  the  session,  of  hav- 
ing neglected  to  finish  it  until  just  before  I  was  going  to  leive, 
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and  of  having  rather  abruptly  broken  it  off  in  my  haste  to 
leave  and  send  it  away.  I  can  not  tell  now  whether  the  letter 
was  one  from  which  you  could  get  any  information  or  not. 
I  think  that  when  I  commenced  it  I  was  in  rather  a  bewildered 
state  of  mind  occasioned  by  Hepburn's  leaving  the  Deltas,  but 
I  have  no  distinct  recollection  of  what  I  said  on  the  subject. 
It  matters  not,  however,  as  I  suppose  that  you  have  heard  all 
about  that  matter  with  all  .  the  concomitant  circumstances 
before  this  time.  This  conduct  was  rather  astounding  to  the 
members  of  the  Chapter  at  first ;  but  now  it  has  almost  ceased 
to  be  spoken  of,  except  occasionally  some  member  takes 
occasion  to  refer  to  his  perjury.  The  T  has,  by  order  of  the 
Chapter,  blotted  out  his  name  wherever  it  was  to  be  found 
in  the  minute  book.  And  he  himself  will  hereafter  be  referred 
to  by  the  members  of  the  Chapter  only  as  an  instance  of  what 
human  nature  is  susceptible." 

4.  From  Naaman  Fletcher  to  James  Elliot,  Jefferson  Col- 
lege, January  6,  1849: 

'The  villain  of  whom  you  spoke  in  your  letter  as  having 
turned  traitor  to  our  association  is  the  son  of  the  Hon.  Hep- 
burn, of  Carlisle,  Penn.  He  has  fine  talents,  and  is  gentlemanly 
in  his  deportment,  but  at  heart  a  perjured  villain!  The  poor 
devil  can't  look  one  of  us  in  the  face — **a  guilty  conscience 
needs  no  accuser."  We  say  nothing  to  him,  or  even  about  him, 
except  among  ourselves.  Let  him  go  and  do  his  worst,  and 
may  the  frowns  of  hell  be  upon  him." 

5.  From  D.  W.  Crofts  to  James  Elliot,  New  Lisbon,  Ohio, 
August  4,  1849: 

** Fletcher  has  at  last  condescended  to  write,  just  as  he  is 
leaving  the  halls  of  college.  He  gives  me  some  news  which 
is  new  to  me.  He  states  that  Hepburn,  that  infamous  grovel- 
ling, hell-deserving  wretch,  had  been  initiated  into  the  mystic 
tie,  and  with  all  the  perjury  and  treachery  of  a  traitorous 
Simon  had  left,  had  been  initiated  into  the  Betas,  and  had 
revealed  the  words  hot  glowing  from  his  distorted  and  craven 
spirit,  all  the  secrets  of  the  order  so  far  as  they  could  be  com- 
prehended by  his  contracted  intellect.  It  is  strange,  surpassing 
strange,  that  they  should  initiate  such  a  base  wretch  into  such 
an  honorable  body,  and  it  is  still  more  strange  that  a  man  could 
be  found  so  lost  to  every  sense  of  honor  as  to  act  with  such 
hellish  baseness." 
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Dr.  Francis  W.  Shepardson,  of  the  University  of  Chicago, 
the  general  secretary  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi,  an  alumnus  of  my 
alma  mater,  Denison,  and  a  personal  friend,  gave  this  in- 
formation : 

"University  of  Chicago,  October  12,  1908. 

"My  Dear  Chamberlin:  I  find  in  the  Jefferson  Chapter  list 
the  name  of  Andrew  D.  Hepburn,  class  of  185 1.  He  is  an 
emeritus  professor  of  Miami.  At  last  accounts  he  was  still 
living  in  Oxford,  Ohio.  His  son  is  a  law  professor  at  Indiana 
State  University  and  is  also  a  Beta. 

"With  kindest  regards,  I  remain,  yours  truly, 

"Francis  W.  Shepardson.'' 

Dr.  H.  C.  Minnich,  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  Chapter 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  dean  of  the  Teachers'  College  of  Miami 
University  and  a  personal  friend  of  Dr.  Hepburn,  at  my  re- 
quest addressed  him  at  his  winter  home  in  California  and 
received  from  him  this  epistle: 

"Santa  Monica,  January  13,  1909. 
"My  Dear  Dr.  Minnich  : 

"I  must  throw  myself  on  your  generosity  to  pardon  my  neg- 
ligence. I  regret  that  I  have  nothing  of  any  value  to  relate  in 
reference  to  the  Phi  Gamma.  I  did  join  some  'secret  society,' 
as  we  called  them  in  those  days,  at  Jefferson  College  a  few 
months  after  I  entered  college.  I  never  attended  a  meeting 
after  my  initiation,  and  withdrew  from  the  society.  My  rea- 
sons were  purely  personal,  not  worth  while  mentioning,  as  they 
concern  only  my  relations  to  one  student  whom  I  found  was  a 
member. 

"The  matter  I  regarded  at  the  time  as  one  of  no  moment, 
and  it  had  been  forgotten  until  your  note  recalled  it. 

"It  is  gratifying  to  hear  of  the  prosperity  of  Miami.  I  hope 
the  legislature  will  give  you  liberal  appropriations.  Give  my 
kindest  regards  to  my  friends.  Yours  truly, 

"A.  D.  Hephurx." 

The  December  issue  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  published 
the  letters  of  Fletcher,  one  of  which  contained  a  statement  in 
regard  to  A.  D.  Hepburn,  given  herein  in  letter  Xo.  4.  The 
January  issue  of  the  Beta  Thcta  Pi  reprints  this  letter  and 
makes  the  following  comment : 

"The  subject  of  this  picturesque  language  is  dear  old  Doctor 
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Hepburn,  Rev.  Andrew  D.  Hepburn,  Jefferson,  '51,  D.  D.,  of 
Hampdcn-Sidney,  LL.D.,  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
an  eminent  Presbyterian  clergyman,  at  one  time  president  of 
Davidson,  and  twice  president  of  Miami,  now  professor  emer- 
itus of  English  literature  at  Miami,  beloved  by  many  genera- 
tions of  students,  the  father  of  Prof.  Charles  M.  Hepburn,  for 
many  years  editor  of  tlie  Beta  Tlicta  Pi.  Dr.  Hepburn  has  a 
singularly  sweet  disposition,  fine  manners  and  an  even  tem- 
perament, and  if  the  founders  of couldn't  get  along 

with  him  they  must  have  been  a  hard  lot.  Tiie  curses  upon 
him  did  not  stick.  We  never  knew  until  we  read  the  letter 
above  referred  to  that  the  good  doctor  had  been  a  member  of 

.    Tn  those  days  'lifting'  was  very  common.    It  lasted 

until  the  publicity  of  the  fraternity  journal  practically  put  a 
stop  to  it.  l»ut  in  the  seventies  and  early  eighties  almost  all 
the  r>etas  at  Wabash,  Indiana,  Ohio  Wesleyan  and  DePauw 
were  men  who  had  been  lifted  from  other  fraternities.  It 
wasn't  the  right  thing  to  do  and  officially  the  fraternity 
frowned  upon  it,  but  it  went  on  all  the  same.  Happily,  lifting 
has  almost  disappeared.  We  haven't  heard  of  a  case  for  two 
or  three  years,  and  we  hope  never  to  hear  of  another." 

The  "hard  lot"  that  the  Hepburn  of  sixty  years  ago  swore 
allegiance  to  were  youths  who  afterward  were  known  as 
r>ishop  William  K.  McLaren ;  the  brilliant  confederate  colonel 
and  statesman,  T.  W.  P».  Crews ;  the  Hon.  John  Pennington ; 
Judge  Cyrus  Pershing:  the  Hon.  James  Logim :  the  celebrated 
scientist,  James  Wooflrow ;  the  well-known  l^resbyterian  min- 
ister. Dr.  David  Hall,  and  others  of  like  ilk. 

None  of  the  founders  were  in  college  when  the  incident  re- 
ferred to  occurred,  with  the  exception  of  Naanian  Fletcher. 
Let  it  be  remembered  that  Fletcher  and  his  associates  as 
founders  were  Masons.  The  vows  taken  were  Masonic,  oaths 
were  sacred,  and  their  violation  meant  even  more  to  them  than 
broken  faith,  contemned  veracity  and  violated  honor.  Per- 
haps the  founder  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  John  Templeton  Mc- 
Carty,  and  his  associates  were  a  **hard  lot."  Out  on  the  bank 
of  the  Wliite  Water  sixty  years  ago  there  w-as  left  as  carrion 
the  bones  of  an  Indian,  who  had  lied  to  McCarty,  and  the 
story  is  told  that  in  the  early  days  of  the  Sacramento  courts 
John  Templeton  McCarty,  who  had  been  defending  a  mur- 
derer, arose  in  his  place  and  hurled  a  huge  ink  stand  at  the 
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head  of  his  cHent  when  it  had  developed  in  cross-examination 
that  McCarty  had  been  deceived  by  the  criminal. 

These  letters,  let  it  be  remembered,  are  published  only  as 
a  bit  of  the  early  history  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  not  in  a 
spirit  of  antipathy,  nor  is  there  any  thought  of  defaming  the 
good  name  and  honorable  career  of  Andrew  Dousa  Hepburn. 
On  the  other  hand,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  rejoices  in  the  success- 
ful life  of  Dr.  Hepburn  and  congratulates  itself  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Delta  Association  of  '48  and  '49  recognized  and 
invited  A.  D.  Hepburn  into  their  circle  as  one  of  ability  and 
promise. 

The  Beta  Tlieta  Pi  states  that  in  the  seventies  and  eighties 
almost  all  the  Betas  at  Wabash,  Indiana,  Ohio  Wesleyan  and 
DePauw  were  composed  of  men  who  had  been  lifted  from  other 
fraternities.  Diligent  inquiry  has  failed  to  prove  that  any 
members  had  been  taken  from  Phi  Gamma  Delta  by  Beta 
Theta  Pi  during  this  period. 

Here  is  a  tribute  to  Dr.  Hepburn  which  Dr.  Minnich,  a  mem- 
ber of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  gives : 

^'Oxford,  Ohio,  February  12,  1909. 
**My  Dear  Bro.  Chamberlin: 

**Dr.  Andrew  Dousa  Hepburn  came  to  Miami  University  in 
1868  and  served  as  professor  and  president  until  1873,  when 
^liami  closed  its  doors  on  account  of  funds  for  support.  Upon 
the  reopening  of  the  university  in  1885,  Dr.  Hepburn  returned 
as  professor  of  English  literature  and  remained  until  his  re- 
tirement under  the  Carnegie  Foundation  in  1908.  In  ail,  Dr. 
Hepburn  spent  twenty-eight  years  in  Miami  University,  twen- 
ty-six as  professor  and  two  as  president. 

"His  dignified  course  among  his  colleagues  always  marked 
him  as  a  gentleman  of  unusual  qualities.  His  modesty  and 
courtesy  characterized  him  under  every  condition  as  a  typical 
southern  gentleman,  and  his  frequent  reference  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  showed  that  that  was  his  model  university. 
**He  was  popular  among  his  students,  and  many  were  the 
marks  of  affection  exhibited  by  them.  Although  his  work  was 
mostly  elective,  his  classes  were  always  crowded  with  stu- 
dents, and  all  of  these  students,  who  pursued  graduate  work 
abroad,  testify  that  they  have  never  found  his  superior  among 
the  universities  of  Europe. 
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''At  alumni  banquets  Dr.  Hepburn  was  always  a  great  fa- 
vorite. If  he  was  not  on  the  program  for  a  toast,  he  was  the 
first  to  be  called  when  the  formal  list  was  exhausted.  At  one 
of  these  banquets,  held  in  Hamilton  a  few  years  ago,  before  his 
retirement,  he  was  given  a  great  ovation,  and  witnesses  testify 
that  in  enthusiasm  and  extent  it  was  unprecedented  among  the 
college  circles  of  the  west. 

"  'Hepburn's  Rhetoric,'  although  published  many  years  ago, 
is  still  used  in  Oxford  University,  England.  Dr.  Hepburn  was 
a  great  collector  of  l3ooks,  having  accumulated  a  library  of 
over  five  thousand  volumes,  many  of  them  exceedingly  rare 
editions.  And,  like  his  father-in-law,  the  distinguished  author 
of  McGuflFey's  Readers,  his  interest  centered  more  in  the 
wealth  of  books  and  friends  than  in  the  wealth  of  things  mate- 
rial and  substantial. 

''Wherever  his  life  touched  his  influence  will  be  felt  for 
many,  many  years. 

"I  trust  this  information  is  satisfactory.

Sixty  years  have  now  gone  since  one  Hepburn  took  off  the 
diamond  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  but  if  Beta  Theta  Pi  will  pass 
its  loving  cup  around,  Fijis  everywhere  will  drink  to  the 
health  of  the  present  Andrew  D.  Hepburn.  May  he  live  long 
and  prosper.

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A  PHI  GAMMA  DELTA  KEY 

The  Rev.  Merle  H.  Anderson,  D.  D.,  Washington- Jefferson 
College,  93,  who  has  just  removed  from  Dayton,  Ohio,  where 
he  has  been  pastor  of  the  Third  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  to 
St.  Louis  to  accept  the  pastorate  of  the  King's  Highway  Pres- 
byterian Church,  has  in  his  possession  a  rare  piece  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  jewelry.  It  is  a  key,  very  similar  in  shape  to  the 
key  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  On  one  side  at  the  top  is  a  star,  un- 
derneath the  star  the  letters  ^  r  A,  two  hands  clasped  on  a 
book  and  on  the  back  of  the  book  .    On  the  reverse 

side  is  the  name  "A.  H.  Brown,  a  monogram  of  A.  H.  B.  and 
Jefferson,  1862.''  Mr.  A.  H.  Brown  was  an  uncle  of  Dr.  An- 
derson. 

Another  one  of  these  keys  is  owned  by  Dr.  T.  D.  Davis,  of 
Pittsburgh.    Dr.  Davis  writes : 

"The  class  of  1862,  of  Jefferson  College,  had  those  keys  made. 
My  roommate,  S.  S.  Gilson.  obtained  one  from  some  source. 
He  had  a  round  plate  of  gold  placed  over  the  numerals  '1862' 
and  had  engraved  on  it  *Wash.  and  Jeff.  Col.  Class  '66  A.'  This 
key  was  given  to  me  in  1869  and  I  have  worn  it  ever  since.*' 

The  fraternity  minutes  of  1860-65,  ^^^  "^^  record  any  in- 
formation in  regard  to  the  keys  and  their  object,  and  while  the 
"A"  chapter  in  1862  was  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  fraternity, 
it  is  to  be  believed  that  the  keys  were  made  and  worn  as  the 
result  of  private  enterprise  rather  than  as  the  official  act  of  the 
governing  body.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether  any 
other  chapter  of  the  6o\s  adopted  the  keys.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  some  day  a  specimen  of  the  '62  key  will  be  added  to  the 
archives.

THE  ''SHORT-COURSE"  FIJI 

In  some  of  our  western  colleges  there  is  a  class  of  students 
known  as  the  short  course  "Agrics/'  who  pursue  a  course  of 
two  terms  of  fourteen  weeks  each,  in  agriculture.  While  no 
one  would  deny  the  utility  of  the  course  or  the  good  to  the  stu- 
dents or  to  the  state,  the  short-course  student  is  not  regarded 
as  a  university  student.    His  time  is  spent  entirely  in  the  agri- 
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fledged  sophomores,  registered  in  college  and  giving  evidence 
of  ability  and  disposition  to  "make  good,"  when  they  shall  be 
fully  initiated. 

By  such  a  course  we  shall  eliminate  a  large  per  cent.,  if  not 
all,  of  the  "short-course"  men.  If  a  man  can  last  his  freshman 
year,  there  is  likelihood  of  his  continuing  his  work.  Should  he 
remain  but  two  years,  he  will  have  approached  nearer  the  ideal, 
and  many  a  man  who  has  had  but  two  years  of  fraternity  life  is 
as  loyal  as  his  more  fortunate  brother,  and  one  of  whom  we  are 
proud. 

Here  is  a  solution  of  the  problem,  without  removing  the  bene- 
fits of  fraternity  life  from  the  freshman,  and  without  the  intro- 
duction of  a  second  degree,  or  the  establishment  of  "rank"  in 
our  fraternity  standing.  Some  chapters  do  not  realize  that  this 
is  a  problem,  for  they  initiate  men  who  they  are  reasonably  cer- 
tain can  not  remain  in  school  a  year.  One  case  is  known  where 
a  man  was  initiated,  who  had  registered  and  paid  his  fees  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  joining  the  fraternity,  and  had  never  in- 
tended to  remain  in  college.  Personally  1  begrudge  him  the 
right  to  wear  our  pin,  and  to  be  known  as  a  Fiji. 

May  we  not  seriously  consider  this  problem,  and  if  sufficient 
reasons  can  not  be  brought  against  such  a  procedure,  may  we 
not  hope  to  see  it  brought  before  the  Ekklesia  for  consideration  ? 

Charles  W.  Hill.

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as  his  theme  the  words,  *'Raise  the  Standard  of  the  Cross 
higher,  higher,  higher."  The  poem  has  never  been  heretofore 
pubHshed.

ANNUAL  CONVENTION  OF  SECTION 
VII  PHI  GAMMA  DELTA 

The  under-graduate  chapters  of  the  fraternity — Alpha,  of 
Washington  and  Jefferson  College ;  Pi,  of  Allegheny  College ; 
Rho  Deuteron,  of  the  University  of  Wooster,  and  Xi  Deuteron, 
of  Western  Reserve  University,  comprising  Section  VII — met 
in  annual  convention  on  February  19  and  20,  1909,  at  Mead- 
ville,  Pennsylvania,  by  the  hospitable  invitation  of  Pi  chapter, 
of  Allegheny  College. 

A  royal  welcome  by  the  members  of  Pi  was  given  to  each 
and  every  visiting  brother  as  he  stepped  from  the  train  at  the 
Erie  station  in  Meadville,  promptly  and  on  time.  The  meet- 
ing of  the  visiting  brethren  at  the  trains  was  a  continuous  per- 
formance from  the  arrival  of  the  first  delegate,  Paul  Q.  White, 
Wooster,  '10,  at  the  seasonable  hour  of  i  150  a.  m.,  Friday,  un- 
til the  coming  of  the  last  delegates,  also  from  Wooster,  at  the 
same  early  hour  on  the  following  day.  With  more  considera- 
tion the  brothers  from  Western  Reserve  and  Washington  and 
Jefferson  arrived  at  high  noon.  But  whether  at  noon  or  at 
midnight,  old  Allegheny  was  equal  to  the  occasion  many  times 
over,  and  was  always  there.  From  the  trams  the  visiting 
brothers  were  piloted  through  the  labyrinths  of  Meadville  to 
that  Mecca  of  Fijis,  the  home  of  Pi  chapter,  at  553  North 
Park  ave.  Here — imagine  our  surprise  and  pleasure — ^the 
brothers  of  Pi  had  turned  over  their  own  rooms  to  us  for  our 
sole  use  during  the  stay,  in  order  that  all  the  visiting  brothers 
might  be  together  and  become  the  better  acquainted  thereby. 
The  local  brothers  took  rooms  in  the  "fraternltv  annex"  and 
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adjoining-  houses  with  members  of  the  chapter  who  lived  there. 
Such  forethought  and  consideration  was  new  to  your  scribe, 
but  the  plan  was  admirably  executed  and  was  another  of  the 
thoughtful  attentions  which  added  nnich  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  convention.

At  six  o'clock  we  met  the  fair  co-eds  of  Allegheny  College, 
and  s(x>n  after  we  were  off  on  a  chartered  car  over  the  electric 
line  to  the  famous  Saegertown  Inn,  six  miles  away,  with  thirty 
of  the  fair  ones  as  our  partners  in  the  jaunt.  The  pins  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  Alpha  Chi  Omega 
and  Theta  Sigma  (a  local  sorority)  were  much  in  evidence. 
Arriving  at  the  inn,  a  cordial  welcome  was  given  us  by  this 
well-known  hostelry,  than  whose  genuine  comfort  and  spark- 
ling mineral  water  there  is  none  better  in  western  Pennsyl- 
vania. At  seven  o'clock  we  were  gathered  in  the  dining-room, 
where  the  appetites  of  all  were  tempted  and  satisfied  to  the 
full  by  an  excellent  menu  done  in  "the  only''  Saegertown 
cuisine. 

It  was  one  jovial  board,  the  yells  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and 
of  the  colleges,  Allegheny,  Wooster,  Washington  and  Jeffer- 
son and  Reserve,  following  each  other  in  startling  rapidity  dur- 
ing the  interim  I)ctwcen  courses.  Then,  too,  the  Allegheny 
brethren  possessed  the  backbone  of  the  college  glee  club,  and 
many  a  song  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  and  of  old  Allegheny  arose 
spontaneously,  in  which  not  a  voice  was  silent.

At  9 130 
in  the  morning,  in  the  secret  and  fitting  meeting  room  of  Pi, 
the  convention  began  its  first  business  session,  with  Bro.  Karl 
F.  Overholt,  Rho  Deuteron.  '97,  section  chief,  presiding.  Bros. 
L.  M.  Hickernell,  Pi,  '10,  and  Allen  C.  Beck,  Rho  Deuteron, 
'10,  were  the  secretaries  of  the  convention. 

The  following  visiting  brothers  were  accredited  as  delegates : 
Stephen  Bradley  Minton,  '09,  and  Dwight  M.  Anderson,  '10, 
of  Alpha ;  Horace  B.  Fay,  '09,  L.  Lloyd  Bickle,  '09,  and  Arthur 
F.  Young,  'it,  of  Xi  Deuteron;  William  Harold  Hoover,  '09, 
Paul  Q.  White,  '10,  Allen  C.  Beck,  '10,  and  Peter  A.  Lemley, 
'12,  of  Rho  Deuteron. 

The  entire  active  chapter  of  Pi  was,  of  course,  in  attend- 
ance, with  one  big  exception :  S.  G.  McNees,  '09,  was  absent 
hy  necessity.  As  manager  of  the  Allegheny  College  basketball 
five,  champions  of  western  Pennsylvania,  he  was  compelled  to 
be  with  the  team  on  a  trip,  scheduled  months  ahead,  to  Geneva 
and  Caniegie  Tech.,  at  Pittsburg.  We  missed  him  much. 
Bro.  Robert  S.  Breed,  Amherst,  '98,  now  a  frater  in  facultate, 
occupying  the  chair  of  biology  and  geology  in  Allegheny  Col- 
lege graced  the  sessions  of  the  convention  with  his  presence 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  discussions,  and  his  advices  were 
most  timely  and  helpful.  Myron  P.  Davis,  Jr.,  '06,  and  Archi- 
bald Dickson  Andrews,  08,  alumni  of  Pi  chapter,  also  were 
present,  and  during  the  sessions  added  interesting  suggestions.

He  is 
not  regarded  as  reflecting  in  any  way  the  influence  of  college 
training,  or  of  true  college  spirit.  We  almost  resent  his  calling 
himself  a  college  man  from  our  Alma  Mater. 

In  fraternity  life  we  find  a  similar  character  in  the  "short- 
course"  fraternity  man — the  "ex"-freshman  "flunker-out/*  too 
often  characterized  by  his  desire  to  display  his  fraternity  jew- 
elry, and  to  herald  himself  as  a  college  man,  and  alx)ve  all  a 
"frat"  man.  He  may  have  been  in  school  a  semester  or  a  year. 
In  this  time  he  can  have  imbibed  but  little  of  college  spirit,  less 
of  its  training,  and  but  little  of  fraternalism.  He  may  mean  all 
right,  but  he  simply  docs  not  know,  and  we  can  not  expect  that 
he  should. 

It  is  trite  to  say  that  the  ideal  fraternity  man  is  essentially 
and  primarily  a  true  college  man,  who,  through  the  pursuance 
of  a  regular  course,  and  the  experiences  of  college  life,  carries 
away  the  refining  influence  of  his  training,  a  loyalty  to  his  col- 
lege, and  a  love  for  his  fraternity.  This  requires  time.  What 
comparison  can  there  be,  from  a  fraternity  standpoint,  between 
the  freshman  flunker  and  the  senior  who  gives  his  last  under- 
graduate toast,  takes  a  farewell  look  at  the  beloved  campus  or 
the  chapter  fire-place,  and  says  good-by  to  those  who  have  gone 
with  him  every  step  of  the  way  ? 

As  a  rule  the  short-course  fraternity  man  is  an  undesirable 
citizen  in  the  Greek  world.  The  continuance  of  his  tribe  should 
be  forestalled,  for  how  can  we  justify  his  existence!  Usually 
the  harm  he  does  his  fraternity  far  outweighs  the  financial  aid 
from  his  initiation, .  or  his  ix)ssible  contribution  to  the  house 
fund. 

He  is  a  problem,  but  the  problem  can  be  solved.  The  majority 
of  fraternity  men  recognize  the  freshmen  year  as  probably  the 
one  most  propitious  for  the  good  influence  of  a  fraternity  upon 
the  individual.  No  one  would  deprive  a  freshman  of  the  good  of 
fraternity  life.  Let  us,  then,  pledge  our  freshmen  as  at  present, 
bring  them  into  the  house,  let  them  vote  by  proxy  on  questions 
involving  the  expenditure  of  money:  but  let  the  pledge  (for- 
mally and  strongly  made)   hold  until  they  have  become  full- 
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fledged  sophomores,  registered  in  college  and  giving  evidence 
of  ability  and  disposition  to  "make  good,"  when  they  shall  be 
fully  initiated. 

By  such  a  course  we  shall  eliminate  a  large  per  cent.,  if  not 
all,  of  the  *'short-course"  men.  If  a  man  can  last  his  freshman 
year,  there  is  likelihood  of  his  continuing  his  work.  Should  he 
remain  but  two  years,  he  will  have  approached  nearer  the  ideal, 
and  many  a  man  who  has  had  but  two  years  of  fraternity  life  is 
as  loyal  as  his  more  fortunate  brother,  and  one  of  whom  we  are 
proud. 

Here  is  a  solution  of  the  problem,  without  removing  the  bene- 
fits of  fraternity  life  from  the  freshman,  and  without  the  intro- 
duction of  a  second  degree,  or  the  establishment  of  "rank"  in 
our  fraternity  standing.  Some  chapters  do  not  realize  that  this 
is  a  problem,  for  they  initiate  men  who  they  are  reasonably  cer- 
tain can  not  remain  in  school  a  year.  One  case  is  known  where 
a  man  w^as  initiated,  who  had  registered  and  paid  his  fees  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  joining  the  fraternity,  and  had  never  in- 
tended to  remain  in  college.  Personally  I  begrudge  him  the 
right  to  wear  our  pin,  and  to  be  known  as  a  Fiji. 

May  we  not  seriously  consider  this  problem,  and  if  sufficient 
reasons  can  not  be  brought  against  such  a  procedure,  may  we 
not  hope  to  see  it  brought  before  the  Ekklesia  for  consideration  ?

The  Rev.  Thomas  Brown  Wilson,  ninth  initiate  of  the  Delta 
Association,  died  in  Canonsburg,  Pennsylvania,  September  21, 
1858.  The  following  words  are  given  as  among  the  last  ut- 
tered by  him :  "Raise  the  Standard  of  the  Cross  higher,  higher, 
higher!'' 

William  E.  McLaren  was  a  very  personal  friend  of  Thomas 
Brown  Wilson.  When  McLaren  entered  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Allegheny,  Thomas  Brown  Wilson  was  serving  his 
first  pastorate  in  that  city,  and  the  fraternity  ties  of  Jefferson 
were  renewed.  Upon  the  death  of  his  friend  and  brother, 
McLaren  wrote  the  poem,  "The  Banner  of  the  Cross,"  taking 
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as  his  theme  the  words,  ''Raise  the  Standard  of  the  Cross 
higher,  higher,  higher/'  The  poem  has  never  been  heretofore 
piibHshed.

Marshaled  by  the  Holy  Ghost :

twenty-five  feet  in  length,  with  an  outlook  on  Ross  st.  It  was 
very  handsomely  furnished,  the  floors  were  carpeted  with  a 
beautiful  body  brussels,  and  the  walls  were  fittingly  paneled 
with  the  nine  muses.  The  literary  society  had  a  substantial  li- 
brary of  its  own,  and  the  room  was  well  equipped  with  book 
cases,  tables  and  suitable  society  furniture. 

As  was  usual  in  those  days,  m  the  history  of  the  pioneer  fra- 
ternity in  any  college — which  honor  fell  to  Sigma  chapter  of 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  the  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania 
— many  difficulties  had  to  be  encountered  and  overcome  by  the 
Sigma  chapter.  It  was  only  after  a  year's  existence,  that  the 
faculty  of  the  university  recognized  the  worth  of  the  fraternity 
and  gave  them  permission  to  hold  their  weekly  meetings  in  one 
of  the  rooms  of  the  college  building.  Tliis  college  building  is 
still  standing  on  Diamond  St.,  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  oppo- 
site to  the  present  court  house.  It  has  been  remodelled,  how- 
ever, and  is  now  used  by  the  Pittsburgh  Academy.  The  meet- 
ing room  of  Sigma  chapter  in  this  college  building  was  the 
room  of  the  Irving  Literary  Society,  a  side  room  on  the  first 
floor,  facing  west.  Most  of  the  fraternity  were  members  of 
this  society.  On  a  few  pccasions  the  chapter  met  in  the  recita- 
tion room  of  the  Greek  professor,  Mr.  Griggs.  This  was  a 
side  room  on  the  second  floor.  Later  the  authorities  gave  to 
the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  and  Delta  Tau  Delta  fraternity  chapters, 
part  of  the  third  floor  of  the  university  building  for  their  ex- 
clusive use  for  meeting  purposes.  This  third  floor  was  an 
assembly  room,  and  the  rear  thereof  was  accordingly  parti- 
tioned off  into  two  small  rooms,  and  one  assigned  to  each  of 
the  two  fraternities,  respectively.  The  meetings  were  of  a 
literary  character  in  large  part,  and  were  of  great  benefit  to 
the  members. 

The  chapter  was  a  large  one  for  the  size  of  the  school.  The 
collegiate  department  of  the  university  at  that  time  afforded 
classical,  scientific  and  civil  engineering  courses.  The  engineer- 
ing school,  as  a  separate  department,  for  which  the  university 
has  also  become  noted  in  its  more  recent  years,  was  not  then  in 
existence.  The  collegiate  enrollment  during  the  period  from 
1863  to  1870  approximated  150  male  students.  Sigma  chapter's 
membership  during  the  same  period  totalled  twenty-six  men, 
which  was  about  sixteen  per  cent,  of  the  entire  college  enroll- 
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ment.  The  Delta  Tail  Delta  fraternity  was  also  represented  in 
the  university,  having  installed  a  chapter  therein  one  year  subse- 
quent to  the  entrance  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 

The  personnel  of  Sigina  chapter  was  most  select.  The  chap- 
ter was  exceedingly  conservative  in  her  choice  of  members, 
who  were;  gathered  from  the  oldest,  most  aristocratic  and  in- 
fluential families  of  Pittsburgh.  They  were  congenial,  of  ster- 
ling worth  and  of  uniformly  high  standing  in  every  respect. 
They  have  been  uniformly  successful  in  their  lives  since.  This 
is  attested  by  such  men  as  Bro.  George  W.  Guthrie,  first  mayor 
of  Greater  Pittsburgh;  Bro.  Thomas  Bakewell  Kerr,  of 
the  well-known  legal  firm  in  New  York  City,  Kerr,  Page  & 
Cooper,  our  late  Bro.  William  G.  Park,  chairman  of  the  Cruci- 
ble Steel  Company  of  America,  and  our  late  Bro.  Dallas  Saun- 
ders, district  attorney  for  Philadelphia  county.  Pa. 

Sigma  chapter  was  instrumental  in  the  placing  of  chapters 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
and  in  the  New  York  University.  Bro.  J.  H.  McCandless, 
Sigma,  '64,  while  attending  the  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  New  York  City,  was  attracted  to  the  field  of  extension  for 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  the  city,  with  the  result  that  he  had  the 
honor  of  being  the  legate  of  the  national  fraternity,  chosen  to 
install  these  two  New  York  City  chapters. 

In  1870  Sigma  voluntarily  surrendered  her  charter  to  the 
national  fraternity,  owing  to  the  decline  of  the  university  at 
that  time.  Sigma's  measure  of  men  was  high,  and  rather  than 
lower  her  standard  one  iota,  she  gave  over  her  charter  that  the 
national  fraternity  standing  might  not  be  lessened  by  her  act. 
Mr.  Baird's  statement  in  his  Manual  of  American  College  Fra- 
ternities to  the  effect  that  Sigma  chapter  died  by  reason  of 
indifference  is  not  correct.  The  real  cause  was  as  herein- 
above mentioned.  The  zeal  of  the  members  of  Sigma  cliapter 
in  their  every  act  within  their  chapter,  and  in  their  unusual 
activities  in  the  extension  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  to  other  col- 
leges also  disprove  the  assertion  of  M  r.

And  this  activity  of  the  Sigrna  brethren  continued  long  after 
the  voluntary  surrender  of  their  charter,  l^^or  many  years 
thereafter,  regular  monthly  meetings  were  held  by  the  Sigma 
brothers  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  same  enthusiastic 
manner  as  had  been  observed  by  the  active  chapter.  These 
meetings  were  held  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit 
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of  the  few  oldest  members  of  the  **Delta  Association"  now 
Hving,  "number  twenty-three"  has  been  effaced  as  thoroughly 
as  from  tlie  records. 

During  the  summer  of  1908,  Frank  Elliott,  Esq.,  of  Chicago, 
upon  urgent  request,  searched  for  something  which  might  have 
belonged  to  his  father  as  a  Jefferson  student.  The  result  has 
been  previously  reported  of  the  finding  of  letters  which  were 
written  by  the  founders  and  the  early  initiates  to  James  Elliott, 
one  of  the  **Immortal  Six."  These  letters  furnished  the  neces- 
sary information  and  answered  the  query,  "Who  was  twenty- 
three"  ? 

Excerpts  of  the  letters  relative  to  this  matter  are  here  given. 

1.  T.  W.  B.  Crews  to  James  Elliott,  from  Jefferson  College, 
Canonsburg,  October  28,  1848: 

"Last  night  we  had  a  meeting  and  took  in  a  new  member 
to  our  band  of  sworn  fellowship —  A.  D.  Hepburn." 

2.  From  B.  F.  Ray  to  James  Elliott,  Canonsburg,  Decem- 
ber 13,  1848: 

"Heretofore  I  have  been  able  to  inform  you  that  Old  Jeffer- 
son and  our  society  were  both  in  the  most  flourishing  condition, 
and,  which  gave  me  much  more  pleasure  than  I  have  hereto- 
fore been  able  to  tell  you,  that  the  noble  association  to  which 
you  and  I  have  the  honor  to  belong  could  still  shout  excelsior 
and  none  dared  to  dispute  our  right.  You  need  not  infer  from 
this  remark  that  any  dire  calamity  has  befallen  that  glorious 
band  of  brothers,  but  there  has  happened  that  which  is  very 
unpleasant  to  us  here,  and  which  T  know  will  be  very  unpleasant 
to  those  who  are  absent,  yourself  included.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  the  session  there  were  a  small  number  of  new  students 
who  appeared  to  be  worthy  of  being  elected  members  of  our 
association.  The  Betas  also  appeared  to  be  on  the  alert,  and 
endeavoring  to  get  the  first  choice  of  the  new  students  (of 
which  I  have  perhaps  informed  you  before),  when  we  elected 
Green,  and  sent  Harsh  to  inform  him  of  his  election,  or  rather 
to  solicit  his  acceptance  of  membership.  He  declined,  and  we 
have  since  found  out  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Beta  So- 
ciety. Previous  to  this,  however,  we  had  elected  a  young  fellow 
by  the  name  of  Hepburn,  of  the  sophomore  class.  He  ac- 
cepted membership,  and  was  regularly  initiated  into  the  mys- 
tery of  our  order.  After  he  was  initiated  he  appeared  to  be 
enthusiastic  in  the  cause,  and  the  members  of  the  chapter  were 
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satisfied  that  they  had  made  a  very  vakiable  aaiuisition  in  him, 
and  were  entirely  pleased  that  we  had  elected  him.     A  short 

time  after  this  Mr.  ,  one  of  the  former  tutors,  came  to 

the  place  on  a  visit,  and  I  suppose  you  arc  well  aware  he  was 
a  member  of  the  J>eta  Society.     He  had  been  acquainted  "^nth 
Mr.  Hepburn  before,  and  was  doubtless  aware  that  he  was  a 
person  of  superior  talents.     It  was  soon  to  l)e  seen  that  he  was 
using  his  best  endeavors  to  get  Mr.  Hepburn  on  good  terms 
with  the  Betas,  for  he  took  West  and  other  Betas  down  and 
introduced  them  to  Mr.  Hepburn.     But  all  this  did  not  excite 
any  suspicions  in  the  minds  of  our  fellows.     Some  of  us  sup- 
posed that  they  were  endeavoring  to  make  Hepburn  a  Beta, 
but  we  w^ould  very  knowingly   remark  that   ''it   was  no  use 
knocking  at  the  door."    Things  went  on  this  way  until  a  short 
time  after  Steret  had  left.     When  Gricr  was  down  at  I>rice- 
lands  and  heard  that  there  had  l>een  three  persons  there  to 
speak  for  some  ten  or  a  dozen  to  be  ready  that  night  at  half-past 
lo  o'clock,  he  told  Kate  to  watch  and  see  who  came  to  him. 
She  did  so  and  told  him  that  between  ii  and  12  o'clock  Messrs. 
IPratt,  Calvin,  West,  McRiney,  Wilson,  Jr.,  Ricd,  Jr.,  and  ?lep- 
fcurn  came  to  take  supper.    When  Cirier  gave  us  this  informa- 
"tion  we  were  rather  astounded,  but  still  did  not  allow  ourselves 
Xo   suspect   Mr.   Hepburn    for   being   a    Beta.      We   thought, 
liowever,  that  it  would  l.)e  well  to  have  an  investigation  of  the 
matter.    Accordingly  we  appointed  a  meeting,  and  sent  Wood- 
Tow  down  to  request  Hepburn  to  attend,  and  at  the  same  time 
lie  told  of  this  report  extant  that  he  was  at  the  Beta  supper, 
telling  him  at  the  same  time  that  none  of  the  meml)ers  believed 
it  to  be  true.     Hepburn,  instead  of  coming  up  to  the  meeting, 
sent  us  up  a  most  insulting  letter,  the  contents  of  which  I  can 
not  now  give  more  than  that  he  withdrew  from  the  chapter 
without  denying  that  he  was  at  the  Beta  supper.     I  could  say 
much  more  on  the  subject,  but  I  am  just  waiting  for  the  stage 
to  go  home.    I  will  be  back  in  a  couple  of  weeks,  when  I  shall 
expect  a  letter  from  you,  and  then  T  will  give  you  the  details. 
Excuse  this  scrawl  and  believe  me  Yours  in  bonds." 

3.  From  B.  F.  Ray  to  James  Elliott,  Canonsburg,  January 
6,  18^.9: 

**I  have  a  confused  recc^llection  of  having  answered  a  letter 
to  you  some  few  days  before  the  close  of  the  session,  of  hav- 
ing neglected  to  finish  it  until  just  before  I  was  going  to  leave, 
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and  of  having  rather  abruptly  broken  it  off  in  my  haste  to 
leave  and  send  it  away.  I  can  not  tell  now  whether  the  letter 
was  one  from  which  you  could  get  any  information  or  not. 
I  think  that  when  I  commenced  it  I  was  in  rather  a  bewildered 
state  of  mind  occasioned  by  Hepburn's  leaving  the  Deltas,  but 
I  have  no  distinct  recollection  of  what  I  said  on  the  subject. 
It  matters  not,  however,  as  I  suppose  that  you  have  heard  all 
about  that  matter  with  all  the  concomitant  circumstances 
before  this  time.  This  conduct  was  rather  astounding  to  the 
members  of  the  Chapter  at  first ;  but  now  it  has  almost  ceased 
to  be  spoken  of,  except  occasionally  some  member  takes 
occasion  to  refer  to  his  perjury.  The  r  has,  by  order  of  the 
Chapter,  blotted  out  his  name  wherever  it  was  to  be  found 
in  the  minute  book.  And  he  himself  will  hereafter  be  referred 
to  by  the  members  of  the  Chapter  only  as  an  instance  of  what 
human  nature  is  susceptible." 

4.  From  Naaman  Fletcher  to  James  Elliot,  Jefferson  Col- 
lege, January  6,  1849: 

**The  villain  of  whom  you  spoke  in  your  letter  as  having 
turned  traitor  to  our  association  is  the  son  of  the  Hon.  Hep- 
burn, of  Carlisle,  Penn.  He  has  fine  talents,  and  is  gentlemanly 
in  his  deportment,  but  at  heart  a  perjured  villain!  The  poor 
devil  can't  look  one  of  us  in  the  face — *'a  guilty  conscience 
needs  no  accuser."  We  say  nothing  to  him,  or  even  about  him, 
except  among  ourselves.  Let  him  go  and  do  his  worst,  and 
may  the  frowns  of  hell  be  upon  him." 

5.  From  D.  W.  Crofts  to  James  Elliot,  New  Lisbon,  Ohio, 
August  4,  1849: 

"Fletcher  has  at  last  condescended  to  write,  just  as  he  is 
leaving  the  halls  of  college.  He  gives  me  some  news  which 
is  new  to  me.  He  states  that  Hepburn,  that  infamous  grovel- 
ling, hell-deserving  wretch,  had  been  initiated  into  the  mystic 
tie,  and  with  all  the  perjury  and  treachery  of  a  traitorous 
Simon  had  left,  had  been  initiated  into  the  Betas,  and  had 
revealed  the  words  hot  glowing  from  his  distorted  and  craven 
spirit,  all  the  secrets  of  the  order  so  far  as  they  could  be  com- 
prehended by  his  contracted  intellect.  It  is  strange,  surpassing 
strange,  that  they  should  initiate  such  a  base  wretch  into  such 
an  honorable  body,  and  it  is  still  more  strange  that  a  man  could 
be  found  so  lost  to  every  sense  of  honor  as  to  act  with  such 
hellish  baseness." 
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Dr.  Francis  W.  Shepardson,  of  the  University  of  Chicago, 
the  general  secretary  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi,  an  alumnus  of  my 
alma  mater,  Denison,  and  a  personal  friend,  gave  this  in- 
formation : 

"University  of  Chicago,  October  12,  1908. 

"My  Dear  Chamberlin :  I  find  in  the  Jefferson  Chapter  list 
the  name  of  Andrew  D.  Hepburn,  class  of  185 1.  He  is  an 
emeritus  professor  of  Miami.  At  last  accounts  he  was  still 
living  in  Oxford,  Ohio.  His  son  is  a  law  professor  at  Indiana 
State  University  and  is  also  a  Beta. 

"With  kindest  regards,  I  remain,  yours  truly, 

"Francis  W.   Shepardson." 

Dr.  H.  C.  Minnich,  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  Chapter 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  dean  of  the  Teachers'  College  of  Miami 
University  and  a  personal  friend  of  Dr.  Hepburn,  at  my  re- 
quest addressed  him  at  his  winter  home  in  California  and 
received  from  him  this  epistle: 

"Santa  Monica,  January  13,  1909. 
"My  Dear  Dr.  Minnich : 

"I  must  throw  myself  on  your  generosity  to  pardon  my  neg- 
ligence. I  regret  that  I  have  nothing  of  any  value  to  relate  in 
reference  to  the  Phi  Gamma.  I  did  join  some  'secret  society,* 
as  we  called  them  in  those  days,  at  Jefferson  College  a  few 
months  after  I  entered  college.  I  never  attended  a  meeting 
after  my  initiation,  and  withdrew  from  the  society.  My  rea- 
sons were  purely  personal,  not  worth  while  mentioning,  as  they 
concern  only  my  relations  to  one  student  whom  I  found  was  a 
member. 

"The  matter  I  regarded  at  the  time  as  one  of  no  moment, 
and  it  had  been  forgotten  until  your  note  recalled  it. 

"It  is  gratifying  to  hear  of  the  prosperity  of  Miami.  I  hope 
the  legislature  will  give  you  liberal  appropriations.  Give  my 
kindest  regards  to  mv  friends.  Yours  truly, 

"A.  D.  Hepburn." 

The  December  issue  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Dfxta  published 
the  letters  of  Fletcher,  one  of  which  contained  a  statement  in 
regard  to  A.  D.  Hepburn,  given  herein  in  letter  No.  4.  The 
January  issue  of  the  Beta  Thcta  Pi  reprints  this  letter  and 
makes  the  following  comment : 

"The  subject  of  this  picturesque  language  is  dear  old  Doctor 
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by  each  local  alumnus  present  at  the  banquet.  The  spirit  that 
was  shown,  and  the  interest  taken  in  the  proposed  plans, 
showed  plainly  how  near  is  the  fulfillment  of  the  desire  of 
every  member  of  Chi  Iota  to  have  a  new  home  by  next  year. 
After  the  fraternity  song  was  sung  and  a  husky  rendition  of 
the  fraternity  yell  was  given,  the  eleventh  annual  banquet  was 
at  an  end — a  banquet  that  was  a  great  success  and  one  which 
will  ever  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  and 
happiest  events  ever  given  by  Chi  Iota.  The  brothers  from  out 
of  town  who  attended  the  banquet  are  as  follows:  Newton  D. 
Baker,  Johns  Hopkins,  president ;  F.  H.  Hatton,  Wisconsin, 
section  chief ;  O.  P.  Westervelt,  C.  H.  Marquis  and  G.  Griggs, 
Illinois  Wesleyan;  C.  H.  Lambach,  Chicago;  R.  C.  Walter, 
Mass.  Tech.;  F.  M.  Robertson,  Knox;  A.  M.  Swasey,  Wiscon- 
sin; E.  W.  Donoho,  R.  E.  Gamett,  E.  E.  Cantrell,  William 
Stewart,  J.  W.  Stewart,  E.  J.  Haase,  C.  J.  Eastman,  Fritz 
Wagner,  Jr.,  J.  P.  Kratz,  W.  J.  Wardall,  E.  B.  Murray,  C.  L.

ZETA  PIG  DINNER 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  25th  of  February,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  1909,  that  there  gathered  around  the  feasting 
table  five  and  forty  loyal  Fijis  of  Zeta  chapter  to  celebrate  their 
sixth  annual  pig  dinner. 

When  all  had  gathered  around  the  table,  the  two  freshest 
freshmen.  Dale  E.  Moffitt  and  Claude  E.  Orr,  with  due  pomp 
and  ceremony,  ushered  in  his  royal  highness.  King  Sus,  while 
the  feasters  sang  that  grand  anthem,  ''Bringing  in  the  Pig." 
With  the  porker  quietly  and  solemnly  reposing  before  Toast- 
master  A.  H.  Brown,  quietude  reigned  while  the  mythical  tale 
of  the  first  pig  dinner  was  related  by  the  toastmaster.  After 
the  usual  osculatory  performance  was  indulged  in  the  head 
was  presented  to  the  oldest  Fiji  present,  John  E.  Hunter,  the 
caudal  appendage  being  awarded  to  the  latest  initiate,  Dale  E. 
Moffitt. 

The  feast  would  have  satisfied  the  gastronomy  of  the  most 
fastidious  epicurean.  Five  Fijis  responded  to  toasts,  and  as 
each  arose  to  give  his  toast  the  active  chapter  greeted  him  with 
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head  of  his  client  when  it  had  developed  in  cross-examination 
that  McCarty  had  been  deceived  by  the  criminal. 

These  letters,  let  it  be  remembered,  are  published  only  as 
a  bit  of  the  early  history  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  not  in  a 
spirit  of  antipathy,  nor  is  there  any  thought  of  defaming  the 
good  name  and  honorable  career  of  Andrew  Dousa  Hepburn. 
On  the  other  hand,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  rejoices  in  the  success- 
ful life  of  Dr.  Hepburn  and  congratulates  itself  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Delta  Association  of  '48  and  '49  recognized  and 
invited  A.  D.  Hepburn  into  their  circle  as  one  of  ability  and 
promise. 

The  Beta  Theta  Pi  states  that  in  the  seventies  and  eighties 
almost  all  the  Betas  at  Wabash,  Indiana,  Ohio  Wesleyan  and 
DePauw  were  composed  of  men  who  had  been  lifted  from  other 
fraternities.  Diligent  inquiry  has  failed  to  prove  that  any 
members  had  been  taken  from  Phi  Gamma  Delta  by  Beta 
Theta  Pi  during  this  period. 

Here  is  a  tribute  to  Dr.  Hei)burn  which  Dr.  Minnich,  a  mem- 
ber of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  gives : 

^'Oxford,  Ohio,  February  12,  1909. 
"My  Dear  Bro.  Chamberlin : 

"Dr.  Andrew  Dousa  Hepburn  came  to  Miami  University  in 
1868  and  served  as  professor  and  president  imtil  1873,  when 
Miami  closed  its  doors  on  account  of  funds  for  support.  Upon 
the  reopening  of  the  university  in  1885,  Dr.  Hepbuni  returned 
as  professor  of  English  literature  and  remained  until  his  re- 
tirement under  the  Carnegie  Foundation  in  1908.  In  all.  Dr. 
Hepburn  spent  twenty-eight  years  in  Miami  University,  twen- 
ty-six as  professor  and  two  as  president. 

"His  dignified  course  among  his  colleagues  always  marked 
him  as  a  gentleman  of  unusual  qualities.  His  modesty  and 
courtesy  characterized  him  under  every  condition  as  a  typical 
southern  gentleman,  and  his  frequent  reference  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  showed  that  that  was  his  model  university. 

"He  was  popular  among  his  students,  and  many  were  the 
marks  of  affection  exhibited  by  them.  Although  his  work  was 
mostly  elective,  his  classes  were  always  crowded  with  stu- 
dents, and  all  of  these  students,  who  pursued  graduate  work 
abroad,  testify  that  they  have  never  fcnmd  his  superior  among 
the  universities  of  Europe. 
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"At  alumni  banquets  Dr.  Hepburn  was  always  a  great  fa- 
vorite. If  he  was  not  on  the  program  for  a  toast,  he  was  the 
first  to  be  called  when  the  formal  list  was  exhausted.  At  one 
of  these  banquets,  held  in  Hamilton  a  few  years  ago,  before  his 
retirement,  he  was  given  a  great  ovation,  and  witnesses  testify 
that  in  enthusiasm  and  extent  it  was  unprecedented  among  the 
college  circles  of  the  west. 

"  'Hepburn's  Rhetoric/  although  published  many  years  ago, 
is  still  used  in  Oxford  University,  England.  Dr.  Hepburn  was 
a  great  collector  of  books,  having  accumulated  a  library  of 
over  five  thousand  volumes,  many  of  them  exceedingly  rare 
editions.  And,  like  his  father-in-law,  the  distinguished  author 
of  McGuffey's  Readers,  his  interest  centered  more  in  the 
wealth  of  books  and  friends  than  in  the  wealth  of  things  mate- 
rial and  substantial. 

^'Wherever  his  life  touched  his  influence  will  be  felt  for 
many,  many  years. 

**I  trust  this  information  is  satisfactory. 

"Yours  in  the  bonds,

Sixty  years  have  now  gone  since  one  Hepburn  took  off  the 
diamond  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  but  if  Beta  Theta  Pi  \v\\\  pass 
its  loving  cup  around,  Fijis  everywhere  will  drink  to  the 
health  of  the  present  Andrew  D.  Hepburn.  May  he  live  long 
and  prosper.  William  F.  Chamberlin. 
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who  had  gathered  to  do  him  honor.  Some  of  the  salient  state- 
ments of  Dr.  Moffat  were  as  follows : 

"When  I  was  initiated,  the  beautiful  initiation  ritual,  written 
by  David  Hall,  was  more  solemn  to  me  than  the  Episcopal 
burial  service  has  ever  been." 

"It  is  not  necessary  to  run  a  neoj)hyte  around  in  the  dark  and 
to  humiliate  him  in  order  to  make  him  a  brother. 

"When  I  was  an  officer  of  the  grand  chapter,  and  during  my 
fraternity  life,  the  great  ambition  was  to  make  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  a  leader  in  all  literary  matters.  Modem  college  conditions, 
and  the  fact  that  every  man  who  goes  to  college  in  these  times 
does  not  go  with  the  expectation  of  studying  theology  or  law, 
has  made  the  literary  society  of  less  importance,  and  its  su- 
premacy will  perhaps  never  return. 

"Jonathan  Edwards,  the  first  president  of  the  united  colleges 
of  Washington  and  Jefferson,  was  positively  opposed  to  secret 
societies,  and  introduced  by-laws  prohibiting  the  fraternities 
from  pledging  students  and  prohibiting  the  students  from  col- 
lege classes  if  pledged  to  a  secret  society.  We  decided  at  that 
time  as  a  chapter  that  it  was  more  honorable  to  let  the  chapter 
die  than  to  take  in  men  who  would  sign  a  pledge  and  then  break 
it.  Consequently  the  Alpha  chapter  suffered  a  temporary  death, 
and  inasmuch  as  the  Alpha  chapter  was  acting  in  the  capacity 
of  the  grand  chapter,  the  books  were  turned  over  by  me,  as  sec- 
retary, to  the  new  grand  chapter  in  New  York,  N.  Y.,  in  1869. 

"I  became  president  of  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  in 
1882,  and  one  of  my  first  acts  was  to  have  the  law  against  fra- 
ternities repealed.  It  has  been  my  policy  to  foster  and  regulate 
fraternities,  and  to  use  them  in  every  possible  way  for  the  bet- 
terment, not  only  of  the  students  who  belonged  to  the  respective 
chapters,  but  for  the  entire  student  body.  I  most  heartily  ap- 
prove of  graduate  supervision  of  fraternities. 

"Jonathan  Edwards  was  extremely  courteous  and  polite  to  all 
students,  and  took  his  hat  off  to  every  boy  he  met,  and  yet  he 
was  not  popular  with  the  students.  He  was  rigid  and  extremely 
dignified,  cold  and  unsympathetic  wlicn  the  students  came  in 
contact  with  him.  He  was  a  man  under  size,  and  always  walked 
with  a  haughty  mien  and  chest  out.  He  was  a  very  eloquent 
preacher,  always  affected  an  oratorical  style,  but  was  never 
magnetic.     Dr.  Edwards  resigned  in  1868,  becoming  discour- 
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aged,  as  he  had  never  been  able  to  bring  the  discordant  elements 
at  Jefferson  and  Washington  together." 

Rev.  Merle  Anderson,  D.  D.,  was  also  in  attendance  at  this 
luncheon.  It  was  his  last  appearance  as  a  Dayton  Fiji,  as  he  has 
just  removed  to  St.  Louis,  where  he  assumes  the  pastorate  of 
the  Kings  Highway  Presbyterian  Church.  Lambda  graduate 
chapter,  at  a  previous  meeting,  presented  Dr.  Anderson  with  a 
fine  walking-stick.  Leonard  J.  Fox. 


REV.  JAMES  WILLIAM  RICHARD,   D.  D. 

Died  March  7,  1909 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  W.  Richard,  Gettysburg,  '68,  professor  of  homi- 
letics  and  systematic  theology  in  the  Lutheran  Theological 
Seminary,  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  one  of  the  most  widely 
known  ministers  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  died  March  7,  1909, 
after  a  week's  illness,  of  uraemia.  He  was  bom  February  14, 
1843,  "^*^^  Winchester,  Va.,  and  was  prepared  for  college  at 
Winchester  Academy.  His  college  education  was  secured  at 
Gettysburg,  from  which  institution  he  was  graduated  with  hon- 
ors in  1868. 

Dr.  Richard  was  for  several  years  secretary  of  the  board  of 
church  extension  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  also  served  for  a 
time  as  secretary  of  the  general  synod.  He  was  a  former  pro- 
fessor in  Carthage  College,  Illinois,  and  in  Wittenberg  College, 
Springfield,  Ohio.  He  was  the  author  of  a  number  of  books, 
among  them  being  the  **Life  of  Philip  Melancthon,"  one  of  a 
series  of  volumes  on  "Religious  Heroes.''  With  Professor 
Painter,  of  Roanoke  College,  he  published  a  "Christian  Wor- 
ship, Its  Principles  and  Forms."  The  manuscript  for  a  book  en- 
titled "The  Confessional  History  of  the  Lutheran  Church,'*  was 
completed  a  few  days  prior  to  his  death,  and  will  appear  in  a 
short  time. 
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CHARLES  MACKAY  VAN  PATTEN 

Died  December  6,  1908 

Charles  Mackay  V^an  Patten,  who  died  at  Colorado  Spring's 
on  December  6,  1908,  at  the  a^e  of  twenty-nine,  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Chi  Upsilon  chapter  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 
During  his  college  years  he  was  prominent  in  various  student 
activities,  w'orking  up  through  the  staff  of  the  \-arsity  paper 
until  he  became  its  managing  editor,  and  being,  in  the  year 
1901,  one  of  the  editors  of  the  "Cap  and  Gown,''  the  annual 
publication.  His  various  contributions  to  student  publications 
exhibit  an  originality  and  a  finished  style  quite  unusual  in  col- 
lege literature.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  university  base- 
ball team,  and  hence  a  winner  of  the  "C."  His  self-poised, 
attractive  personality  won  him  a  host  of  sincere  friends.  As 
indicative  of  the  regard  in  w-hich  he  was  held,  it  should  be 
mentioned  that  he  was  the  first  head  of  the  local  organization 
which  became  a  chapter  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  it  will  be 
remembered  by  those  who  took  part  in  the  strenuous  "rushing'* 
necessary  to  get  good  material  for  a  local  fraternity  that  he 
w-as  the  man  most  often  referred  to  by  pledges  as  the  one  who 
most  attracted  them  to  the  organization.  On  leaving  college 
he  entered  immediately  upon  newspaper  work,  and  was 
''labor  editor"  of  the  Chicago  Tribune  at  the  time  when  the 
manifestations  of  tuberculosis,  which  finally  caused  his  death, 
required  the  abandonment  of  active  work  and  his  removal  from 
Chicago. 

It  would  be  futile  to  attempt  to  convey  to  those  who  did  not 
know  him  personally  any  understanding  of  the  loss  suffered 
by  Chi  Upsilon,  and  the  fraternity  as  a  whole,  in  the  death  of 
one  whose  life  was  such  a  constant  encouragement  to  the  bet- 
ter side  of  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him.  His  was  that 
rare  type  of  character  which,  without  recourse  to  proselyting, 
with  toleration  of  all  frailties  in  others,  exercises  through  the 
mere  presence  of  its  assured  strength  and  modest  worth  an 
uplifting  influence  in  any  company.  His  life  has  left  with  his 
intimates  an  impression  as  of  a  strain  of  music  of  such  sur- 
passing sweetness  that  it  lingers  in  the  memory  long  after  the 
actual  melodv  has  ceased  to  sound  in  the  ear.  D.  R.  R. 
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His,  the  brief  day,  twilight  at  noon — yet  keen  and  fair  the 
morn. 

Meet  for  the  soul  of  him  who  knew 

Life  full  with  love  and  all  things  true, 

Who  walked  serene  and  warm  within  his  cloak  of  sweet  self- 
scorn — 

Brave,  simple  heart  with  naught  to  learn  from  common  craft 

and  guile, 
Earth  had  but  little  to  reveal 
To  him  so  near  the  Far  Ideal, 
Who  sternly  held  the  Purpose   straight,   yet   smiling  all  the 

while. 

With  strength  of  peace  within,  calm  as  the  sure  sea-gull  in 

flight, 
We  knew  no  doubts  could  trouble  him, 
But  when  the  light  grew  pale  and  dim 

A  stainless  soul  would  wing  its  wav  into  the  splendid  night !

EDITORIAL 

The  Temporary  Member 

Under  the  caption,  "The  *  Short-Course'  Fiji,'*  a  very  inter- 
esting and  thoughtful  article  appears  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 
Editorial  comment  seems  almost  unnecessary,  as  Bro.  Hill's 
point  is  a  vital  one,  and  his  solution  of  the  problem  is  definite 
and  possibly  feasible. 

Whether  or  not  we  agree  with  the  proposed  cure,  every  can- 
did member  of  the  fraternity  must  admit  the  evil.  It  is  a  diffi- 
culty with  which  all  fraternities  have  to  contend,  and  which  it 
is  doubtful  if  any  fraternity  single-handed  can  overcome.  No 
fraternity  has  reached  that  position  of  pre-eminence  where  it 
can,  for  any  great  period  of  time,  adopt  a  scheme  of  receiving 
freshmen  entirely  different  from  that  practiced  by  the  rival 
chapters  in  the  same  college.  To  the  average  freshman  frater- 
nities look  too  much  alike  for  him  to  wait  a  year  to  join  one 
organization,  when  another  will  give  him  the  immediate  privi- 
lege of  wearing  the  coveted  pin. 

While  we  are  waiting  for  fraternity-wide  or  inter-fraternity 
legislation  on  the  subject,  it  may  be  well  to  look  at  the  cause  of 
the  evil  in  the  hope  of  effecting  a  partial  cure.  The  chapter 
house,  great  as  arc  its  advantages,  has  much  to  answer  for  in 
this  connection.  When  membership  in  a  fraternity  was  a  secret 
and  meetings  were  held  in  hidden  places,  one  or  two  members 
more  or  less  amounted  to  little.  There  were  no  fixed  expenses 
to  be  borne,  and  no  public  list  would  appear  in  the  college  an- 
nual to  shame  the  small  chapter.  Too  often,  it  must  be  admit- 
ted, the  element  of  initiation  fee  and  dues  weighs  heavily  in 
favor  of  admitting  a  man  otherwise  without  strong  recom- 
mendations. The  alumnus  invariably  says  "don't,''  when  this 
question  is  squarely  presented,  for  he  knows  by  experience 
how  much  the  evil  outweighs  the  good  in  such  cases.     How- 
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ever,  chapter  exigencies  frequently  prevail,  and  though  the 
result  is  often  entirely  happy,  the  experiment  is  much  like  a 
runaway  marriage — the  hazard  is  too  great. 

The  crass  case  referred  to  in  the  article,  of  the  man  who 
came  to  college  solely  to  become  a  member  of  a  fraternity,  is 
fortunately  rare.  When  such  a  purpose  is  evident,  there  can  be 
but  one  solution  to  the  question :  the  fraternity  is  looking  only 
for  bona  fide  members,  and  he  docs  not  come  within  that  class. 
But  as  to  that  larger  group  of  students  whose  future  in  the 
college  is  uncertain,  the  chapters  should  limit  their  selection  to 
those  only  who  are  really  interested  in  a  college  education,  and, 
having  once  received  them,  should  bend  every  effort  to  make 
college  and  fraternity  life  so  interesting  and  so  genuinely  valu- 
able that  the  new. acquisitions  will  find  it  impossible  to  break 
the  ties  thus  formed  after  a  single  year  of  student  life.  Keep- 
ing those  we  have  is  really  far  more  praiseworthy,  though  less 
spectacular,  than  securing  new  members  to  take  the  place  of 
deserters. 


Chapter  Libraries 

An  alumnus  writes:  **From  time  to  time,  covering  a  period 
of  three  or  four  years,  another  member  of  my  chapter  and  my- 
self gave  some  sixty  volumes  to  the  chapter  house  library.  Last 
summer  I  visited  the  chapter  house  in  the  absence  of  most  of 
the  men,  and,  incidentally,  inquired  how  the  library  was  com- 
ing on.  The  men  didn't  know  much  about  it,  and,  on  personal 
investigation,  I  found  that  most  of  the  books  had  disappeared. 
They  had  literally  been  packed  off,  home  or  elsewhere,  by  the 
boys.  There  was  no  catalogue  of  the  books  owned  by  the 
chapter,  so  none  of  the  newer  boys  knew  what  the  chapter  had 
possessed  before.  It  seems  to  me  that  every  chapter  owning  a 
house  should  have  a  librarian,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  ac- 
quire books  from  time  to  time  from  alumni  and  active  menj — it 
would  be  a  good  practice  to  make  each  freshman  contribute  a 
volume  on  entering  and  each  senior  a  volume  on  graduating — 
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and  to  keep  a  card  catalogue  of  the  books.  Taking  books  from 
a  chapter's  library  amounts  to  petty  thievery,  and  should  be 
punishable  by  expulsion  from  the  fraternity,  with  an  alternative 
punishment  of  a  fine  of  five  times  the  value  of  the  book  taken. 
No  alumnus  will  give  lx)oks  to  a  chapter  for  the  boys  to 
carry  oflf. 

**Thc  fraternity  library  is  an  important  adjunct  to  every  house. 
A  dozen  or  so  magazines  should  be  subscribed  by  every  chapter 
— The  Atlantic  Monthly,  Harper's,  Scribner's,  The  Century, 
Current  Literature,  The  Literary  Digest,  Life  (as  important  as 
any),  McClure's,  The  Bookman,  JVorld's  Work,  The  Internpr 
tional  Studio,  The  (Philadelphia)  Saturday  livening  Post,  The 
Illustrated  London  Xezvs,  Collier's,  The  Neu^  York  Sun  or  Post 
(daily  and  Sunday),  the  Revue  des  Deux  Mondes  (if  there  are 
French  students  in  the  chapter),  the  most  prominent  city  daily 
of  the  neighborhood  of  the  chapter,  and  a  local  paper,  make 
an  ideal  list.  The  i)rice  of  these  should  be  added  to  the  chapter's 
expenses,  and  be  paid  for  from  the  general  fund.  The  fact  that 
the  college  library  has  these  should  not  keep  the  chapter  house 
from  having  them,  as  the  boys  should  have  pleasant  miscella- 
neous reading  at  hand  of  evenings." 

There  is  food  for  serious  thought  in  the  above  letter.  It  is 
needless  to  say  that  the  experience  of  a  chapter  gradually  los- 
ing its  library  through  the  private  appropriation  of  the  books 
by  individual  members  is  inexcusable.  Yet  it  is  not  surprising 
in  view  of  the  light  estimate  placed  upon  books  by  the  average 
youthful  collegian,  especially  when  one  reflects  on  the  com- 
munistic ownership  of  what  ought  to  be  private  property  in  the 
average  fraternity  house. 

The  point  is,  that  a  fraternity  chai)ter  should  learn  to  take 
its  library  seriously,  and  set  to  work  in  a  thorough-going  way 
to  secure  a  collection  of  books  which  will  be  a  genuine  aid  to 
the  members  of  the  chapter  in  preparing  for  their  college 
courses. 

A  chapter  house  library  with  current  magazines,  as  well  as 
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reference  volumes,  furnishes  an  added  attraction  which  will  tend 
to  keep  under-classnien  at  home,  and  this  element  of  home  in- 
fluence should  not  be  neglected. 


An  Educated  Constituency 

One  of  the  sanest  applications  of  the  principle  of  an  educated 
ballot  which  the  editor  has  seen  in  a  lon^  time  is  re])orted  in 
the  chapter  correspondence  this  month  from  Ohio  State.  The 
recently  initiated  freshmen  have  no  power  of  vote  in  chapter 
affairs  until  they  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  fraternity 
history. 

A  study  of  fraternity  history  has  frequently  been  required 
of  a  pledged  man  as  a  prerequisite  to  initiation.  This  plan 
usually  operates  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner,  but  sometimes 
prospective  initiates,  gifted  with  an  unfortunate  amount  of 
worldly  wisdom,  guess  that  the  initiation  will  not  be  postponed 
on  account  of  their  ignorance  of  the  history  assigned  them  and 
act  accordingly,  to  their  undisguised  gratification  and  the  hu- 
miliation of  the  chapter.  The  Ohio  State  plan,  however,  is 
philosophically  sound  and  practically  workable.  A  man  may 
properly  be  a  member  of  a  community  or  state  without  know- 
ing its  history ;  but  he  ought  not  to  take  part  in  its  government 
until  he  is  properly  qualified. 

This  plan  comes  as  a  welcome  suggestion  at  a  time  when  the 
fraternity  is  experiencing  an  ''historical  awakening."  Fortu- 
nately most  of  the  other  kinds  of  "awakenings"  we  experienced 
a  long  time  ago.

The  invasion  of  the 
enemies'  territory  is  just  completed,  and  the  record  now  stands 
three  games  lost  out  of  twenty-six  played.  Pi  Deuteron  wishes 
to  introduce  to  the  fraternity  at  large  John  A.  WilHams,  for 
whom  we  held  initiation  on  the  evening  of  February  20.  It  is 
with  the  deepest  regret  that  wc  announce  the  departure  of  Bro. 
Edwin  T.  Coulter  from  our  circle.  '*Red"  has  been  in  the  chap- 
ter for  three  and  one-half  years,  has  held  the  position  of  quarter- 
back on  the  'varsity,  has  been  prominent  socially,  and,  above  all, 
held  in  the  sincercst  esteem  by  hi,s  brothers  and  classmates  for 
being  a  generous  good  fellow.

Gamma  Deuteron — Knox 

The  most  important  event  which  has  happened  at  Knox  since 
the  publication  of  the  last  letter  from  Gamma  Deuteron  has 
been  the  addition  of  $250,000  to  the  endowment  of  the  college. 
This  sum  puts  the  institution  on  a  sound  financial  basis,  and 
leaves  it  a  comfortable  margin  for  expansion.  A  new  $50,000 
science  hall,  with  possibly  a  dormitory  for  the  men  of  the  school, 
will  be  the  first  tangible  results.    In  the  latter  part  of  the  cam- 
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paign  for  the  quarter  of  a  million  the  under-graduates  were 
called  upon  to  do  a  large  amount  of  work  in  raising  money  for 
class  scholarships  and  in  canvassing  the  people  of  Galesburg. 
The  members  of  Gamma  Deuteron  took  a  most  active  part  in 
this  work,  being  well  represented  on  the  executive  committees 
directing  this  part  of  the  campaign.  On  February  12  Bro.  S.  S. 
McClure,  '82,  editor  of  McClure's  Magazine,  delivered  a  lec- 
ture in  Galesburg  on  **The  Making  of  a  Magazine/' the  proceeds 
of  which  went  to  the  endowment  fund.  Mr.  McClure  was  en- 
tertained at  dinner  at  the  house  during  his  stay.  With  the 
first  call  for  baseball  men  out,  five  or  six  members  of  Gamma 
Deuteron  are  working  daily  in  the  big  gym.  for  positions 
on  the  'varsity  nine.  **Prep"  McClure,  who  last  year  played 
first  base  and  right  field,  is  the  leading  candidate  for  the  latter 
position  this  season.  Leland  Swanson  is  in  competition  for 
backstop,  while  Anderson,  McHard,  Gamble  and  Hayes  are 
working  w  ith  the  squad.

This  sum  puts  the  institution  on  a  sound  financial  basis,  and 
leaves  it  a  comfortable  margin  for  expansion,  A  new  $50,000 
science  hall,  with  possibly  a  dormitory  for  the  men  of  the  school, 
will  be  the  first  tangible  results.    In  the  latter  part  of  the  cam- 
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paign  for  the  quarter  of  a  million  the  under-graduates  were 
called  upon  to  do  a  large  amount  of  work  in  raising  money  for 
class  scholarships  and  in  canvassing  the  people  of  Galesburg. 
The  members  of  Gamma  Deuteron  took  a  most  active  part  in 
this  work,  being  well  represented  on  the  executive  committees 
directing  this  part  of  the  campaign.  On  February  12  Bro.  S.  S. 
McClure,  '82,  editor  of  McClure's  Magazine,  delivered  a  lec- 
ture in  Galesburg  on  **The  Making  of  a  Magazine,"  the  proceeds 
of  which  went  to  the  endowment  fund.  Mr.  McClure  was  en- 
tertained at  dinner  at  the  house  during  his  stay.  With  the 
first  call  for  baseball  men  out,  five  or  six  members  of  Gamma 
Deuteron  are  working  daily  in  the  big  gym.  for  positions 
on  the  Varsity  nine.

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"location  of  the  college. 

'The  village  of  Canonsburg  is  situated  on  the  Chartiers,  in 
Washington  county.  Pa.  It  is  seventeen  miles  from  Pittsburg, 
forty  miles  from  Wheeling,  Va.,  and  seven  from  the  borough 
of  Washington,  which  is  on  the  National  Road,  leading  from 
Wheeling,  Va.,  to  Cumberland.  Daily  lines  of  stage  pass 
through  it,  connecting  it  with  all  the  places  just  named,  and 
more  remotely  with  the  Atlantic  sea-board,  by  means  of  turn- 
pikes, canals  and  railroads — and  with  the  south  and  the  great 
west,  by  means  of  the  Ohio,  near  the  head  of  the  immense  val- 
ley of  which  river  it  stands.  The  country  around  it  is  elevated, 
beautiful,  fertile  and  healthful — one  of  the  finest  regions  of 
the  American  continent.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  few 
places  can  be  found  where  the  health  and  habits  of  youth  would 
be  more  likely  to  be  safe,  or  where  they  would  more  probably 
escape  the  evils  and  dangers  incident  to  the  loss  of  parental 
supervision,  and  to  a  college  life,  than  in  this  retired  and 
peaceful  village,  planted  in  the  heart  of  a  population  remarkable 
for  its  religious  character." 

This,  then,  was  the  Jefferson  College  of  1848,  the  institution 
in  which  was  founded  the  fraternity  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 

Reference  is  made,  as  will  be  noted,  to  the  Lyceum.  The 
Curator's  Book  of  the  Lyceum  of  Jefferson  College  is  now  in 
the  Archives  of  the  Fraternity.  It  was  found  by  me  in  the  old 
building,  where  possibly  it  had  been  hidden  with  hundreds  of 
other  books  and  documents  at  the  time  of  the  removal  of  the 
college  classes  to  Washington,  Pa. 

The  Lyceum  of  Natural  Science  and  Literature  was  founded 
August  10,  1 83 1.  In  the  list  of  members  given  are  the  names 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Delta  Association. 

The  Jefferson  student,  Elliott,  is  remembered  by  the  Rev. 
William  Y.  Brown,  D.  D.,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  a  member  of  the 
class  of  '48,  who  writes:  "One  of  my  most  distinct  recollec- 
tions of  James  Elliott  is  his  benign,  genial,  affable  expression 
of  countenance  and  his  courteous  demeanor.  He  was  a  young 
man  of  good  physique,  which  added  to  his  inborn  sense  of  dig- 
nity and  repose.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  the  old  school.  He 
was  a  good  student,  stood  well  in  the  class  for  scholarship,  and 
was  popular  among  all  the  students  of  the  college." 

The  following:  letter  from  Rev.  D.  H.  Goodwillie,  D.  D.,  of 
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THE  FOUNDERS  AND  THEIR  GRAVES 

IV.   James  Elliott. 

In  the  northern  part  of  England,  in  the  vicinity  of  New 
Castle  and  Gateshead,  Lord  John  George  Lambton  Durham 
lived  from  1792  to  1840.  He  was  the  same  Lord  Durham  who, 
in  1833,  was  embassador  from  Great  Britain  to  Russia,  and  in 
1838  was  sent  as  governor-general  to  Canada  to  quell  a  rebel- 
lion. In  an  attempt  to  accomplish  his  mission  Lord  Durham 
exceeded  the  powers  conferred  on  him,  and,  incensed  at  a  vote 
of  disapproval,  he  returned  to  England  without  being  recalled 
or  given  the  royal  consent.  He  Ix^longed  to  the  foreign  orders 
of  St.  Andrew,  St.  Alexander,  St.  Anne,  the  White  Eagle  of 
Russia,  Leopold  of  Belgium  and  the  Saviour  of  Greece.  On 
the  vast  estates  of  this  lord  of  many  orders  dwelt  one  James 
Elliott,  a  saddler  by  trade  and  famous  throughout  all  England 
for  his  models.  He  was  "saddler  to  His  Majesty,  King  George 
the  Third."  To-day  an  English  rider,  in  speaking  of  his  pig- 
skin saddle,  boasts  if  he  possesses  an  "Elliott"  in  precisely  the 
same  manner  that  a  virtuoso  is  proud  in  the  possession  of  a 
Stradivarius.  In  the  year  1818  Lord  Durham  had  a  contro- 
versy with  some  bankers  in  London.  In  this  controversy  James 
Elliott  gave  testimony  in  favor  of  the  bankers,  with  the  result 
that  Lord  Durham  issued  an  ukase,  which  in  eflfect  boycotted 
the  saddle  business  of  the  tenant.  This  incensed  Elliott  and 
was  the  cause  of  his  emigration  to  America.  Upon  his 
arrival,  James  Elliott  enlisted  in  the  United  States  army  and 
was  stationed  at  Fort  Pitt,  in  the  capacity  of  chief  saddler.  In 
Pittsburg  he  met  and  married  Miss  Mayhew,  a  school  teacher 
from  Bangor,  Me.  Eleven  children  were  the  result  of  this 
union.  James  Elliott,  Jr.,  who  became  one  of  the  Immortal 
Six,  founders  of  the  fraternity  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  was  born 
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on  December  6,  1824,  in  Lawrenceville,  a  suburb  of  Pittsburg. 
Soon  after  the  birth  of  this  child  the  family  removed  to  Mt. 
Pleasant,  Westmoreland  county,  Pa.  Here  the  lad  James 
grew  to  youth,  prepared  for  college  at  Mt.  Pleasant  in  the  pri- 
vate school  of  George  K.  Jenkins,  entering  Jefferson  College 
in  1844.  It  is  interesting  to  inquire  why  Elliott  chose  Jefferson 
and  why  Jefferson  College  attracted  McCarty  from  Indiana; 
Tom  Crews,  "that  god  of  boys,"  from  Missouri,  and  hundreds 
of  other  students  who  flocked  to  Canonsburg  from  North  Caro- 
lina, Mississippi,  Louisiana,  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Alabama, 
Tennessee,  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Virginia,  Illinois,  and  the  other 
states  of  the  Union. 

The  reason  undoubtedly  was  that  Jefferson  College  was  one 
of  the  famous  colleges  of  the  time.  In  the  several  jaunts  which 
I  have  taken  in  the  last  two  years  to  Canonsburg  I  have  been 
able  to  procure  for  the  Archives  the  Jefferson  Catalogues  of 
1847,  1848  and  1849.  In  1847  Jefferson  catalogue  241  stu- 
dents and  10  professors ;  in  1848,  the  year  of  the  founding  of 
Phi  Gamma  Delta,  there  were  207, students  and  10  professors; 
in  1849  ^^^  catalogue  shows  231  students  and  9  professors. 
Desirous  of  ascertaining  something  of  the  courses  of  study  in 
some  of  the  best  known  colleges  of  the  forties  and  the  number 
of  chairs  and  students,  I  recently  wrote  for  information  and 
find  that  no  college  had  a  more  extended  course  of  study  than 
that  of  Jefferson.  In  1848  the  University  of  Michigan  had 
89  students  and  7  professors;  Williams  College,  179  students 
and  9  professors ;  Dartmouth,  193  students,  13  professors ; 
Harvard,  273  students  and  11  professors;  Columbia,  126  stu- 
dents and  6  professors ;  Princeton,  257  students,  14  professors. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  note  some  of  the  information  which 
is  given  in  the  Jefferson  College  of  1848.  The  faculty  is  named 
under  the  title  of  "The  College  Faculty  of  Arts."  The  presi- 
dent of  the  institution  at  this  time  was  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Brown, 
D.  D.,  who  held  the  chair  of  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy 
and  Political  Economy.  The  other  chairs  were  Greek  Lan- 
guage and  Literature,  Hebrew  Language,  Belles  Lettres,  Log^c, 
Rhetoric  and  General  History,  Mathematics,  Natural  Phi- 
losophy, Astronomy,  Chemistry  and  Geology,  Latin  Language 
and  Literature  and  Roman  History,  Archaeology  and  Evi- 
dences of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion,  Physiology  and 
Comparative  Anatomy. 
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There  were  207  students  catalogued.  Sixty-three  were 
seniors,  fifty- four  juniors,  fifty-three  sophomores,  twenty- 
se^en  freshmen  and  ten  classical  students.  Of  this  number, 
the.  following  were  members  of  the  Delta  Association :  Daniel 
Crofts,  James  Elliott,  E.  B.  Gregg,  A.  G.  Jenkins,  J.  T.  Mc- 
Carty,  N.  Fletcher,  John  P.  Gilchrist,  J.  W.  Logan,  J.  Q.  A. 
Jones,  B.  F.  Ray,  J.  Woodrow,  T.  B.  Wilson,  John  H.  Mathers, 
D.  H.  Goodwillie,  David  Hall,  I.  C.  Pershing,  C.  W.  Finley, 
R.  N.  Dick,  G.  S.  Rice,  T.  W.  B.  Crews.

The  qualifications  for  admission  were  these : 
"The  public  may  rest  assured  that  the  course  of  study  pub- 
lished is  actually  accomplished  in  this  institution ;  and,  although 
it  may  be  impossible  to  teach  the  idle,  the  dull,  or  the  imper- 
fectly prepared  student  as  we  would  wish,  yet  the  advantages 
w^hich  we  profess  to  afford,  are  really  furnished  to  every  stu- 
dent, a  fact  of  some  consc(|uence,  and  far  from  being  universal 
in  similar  cases. 

'*Can<lidatcs  for  admission  int<^  the  freshman  class  must  pro- 
duce testimonials  of  their  gtx)d  character,  and  must  have  a  com- 
petent English  education,  including  arithmetic,  geography, 
English  grammar  and  the  clcnunts  of  .history.  In  Latin  and 
Greek,  besides  the  elementary  authors,  thev  must  have  read 
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Caesar,  Sallust  and  Virgil,  and  the  usual  portions  of  the  Greek 
Testament,  Greek  Reader,  or  the  Graeca  Minora,  or  an  amount 
of  Latin  and  Greek  equivalent  thereto. 

"Students  are  admitted  at  any  season  of  the  year,  and  to  any 
class  for  which  they  are  qualified.  But  it  is  important  that  they 
be  admitted  at  the  beginning  of  the  college  year.  And  in  order 
to  reap  the  proper  advantages  of  a  college  course  they  ought, 
ordinarily,  to  begin  with  the  freshman  class  and  go  regularly 
through.  Much  loss  of  time,  great  additional  expense,  and  seri- 
ous disappointment  of  the  hopes,  both  of  students  and  their 
friends,  frequently  result  from  attempts  to  pursue  large  portions 
of  the  course  before  coming  to  college.  In  all  cases  of  applica- 
tion for  advanced  standing  in  a  class  the  candidate  is  examined 
on  all  the  previous  studies  of  the  course ;  and,  in  such  cases,  it  is 
important  to  the  student  to  have  followed  exactly  the  prescribed 
course  of  study,  even,  where  it  is  possible,  to  the  very  text- 
books. 

"Students  from  other  colleges,  whose  course  of  study  is  as 
ample  as  that  of  this  institution,  are  admitted,  ad  eundem,  upon 
a  regular  dismission;  but  students  under  discipline  in  other 
colleges  are  not  received  into  this. 

"Young  gentlemen  wishing  to  pursue  particular  branches  of 
study,  or  to  take  an  irregular  course,  are  permitted  to  recite 
with  any  of  the  college  classes,  and  to  enjoy  all  the  advantages 
offered  by  the  institution  in  the  particular  departments  of  study 
to  which  they  desire  to  devote  themselves;  and,  in  point  of 
fact,  there  is  a  considerable  number  of  them  always  connected 
with  the  college." 

The  college  expenses  were  exploited  as  follows : 

"One  important  object  contemplated  in  the  whole  arrange- 
ment of  this  institution  is,  to  make  superior  education  as  cheap 
as  is  consistent  with  its  being  thorough  and  complete.  The 
location  of  the  institution  in  the  midst  of  a  bountiful  country, 
inhabited  by  a  plain,  moral  and  economical  population,  and  re- 
moved as  it  is  from  all  extraordinary  sources  of  temptation  to 
expense,  or  even  means  of  extravagance,  greatly  facilitates  this 
design. 

"The  charge  for  tuition  in  the  college  course  is  $io  per  term, 
payable  in  advance,  a  condition  indispensable  to  the  success  of 
an  institution  whose  dependence  is  almost  exclusively  on  its 
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tuition  fees,  and  therefore  to  be  carefully  noted  by  students  and 
their  friends. 

"Each  student  is  also  required  to  pay  50  cents  every  term 
for  fuel,  servants*  wages  and  repairs  in  the  public  halls. 

"The  graduating  fee  paid  to  the  college  treasurer  is  $6  to 
each  Bachelor  of  Arts,  upon  the  payment  of  which  he  receives 
his  diploma  and  becomes  entitled  to  all  the  honors  and  immuni- 
ties of  the  first  degree  in  the  Arts. 

"The  price  of  board  and  lodging  varies  from  $1  to  $2.50  per 
week.  The  college  provides  accommodations  at  $1.62^/2  per 
week ;  and  it  affords  facilities  to  students,  which  enable  them  to 
obtain  board  and  lodging  at  $1  per  week.  A  small  number 
have  boarded  and  lodged  themselves  for  about  50  cents  a  week. 
The  majority  of  the  students  board  in  private  families  in  the 
village  and  neighborhood,  at  an  expense  varying  from  $1.25  to 
$2.50  per  week. 

Upon  an  average,  the  necessary  expense  of  a  student,  includ- 
ing tuition,  board,  lodging,  fuel,  washing,  lights,  etc.,  ought  not 
to  exceed  $130,  and  need  not  exceed  $100  for  the  period  of 
forty  weeks  annually,  during  which  the  college  is  in  session. 
Of  this  sum,  the  average  yearly  payment  to  the  college  by  a 
student  who  takes  a  full  course  and  graduates,  is  $32.25,  which 
includes  tuition,  contingent  expenses  and  cost  of  diploma. 

"This  sum,  of  course,  does  not  embrace  the  cost  of  clothes, 
books,  pocket  money,  traveling  expenses,  board  during  vaca- 
tion, etc.,  in  regard  to  which  everything  depends  on  the  habits 
of  the  student  and  the  indulgence  of  his  friends. 

"Parents  and  guardians  are  earnestly  advised,  on  the  one 
hand,  to  restrict  the  youth  sent  to  this  college  to  such  an 
amount  of  money  as  is  necessary  for  their  comfortable  and  re- 
spectable support ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  to  see  that  they  re- 
ceive the  amount  that  is  really  proper  with  absolute  punc- 
tuality, so  that  the  temptation  to  extravagance  and  that  of  run- 
ning into  debt — both  of  them  amongst  the  greatest  evils  of  col- 
lege life — may  be  avoided." 

This  is  the  statement  in  regard  to  the  moral  and  religious 
instructions  of  the  students : 

"The  friends  and  patrons  of  this  institution  consider  it  the 
chief  glory  of  it  that  it  was  founded  in  prayer  and  faith ;  and 
that  God  has  as  signally  owned  the  efforts  made  here  to  pro- 
mote true  religion  as  those  to  advance  sound  learning.    All  the 
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reminds  us  of  the  eras  in  the  history  of  old  Greece  and  Rome, 
when  these  mighty  commonwealths  emerged  from  the  darkness 
and  ignorance  in  which  their  neigfibors  were  involved;  and 
spread  the  light  of  civilization  of  the  world,  which,  by  its  benign 
influence,  wrought  such  changes  on  society  as  their  historians 
and  poets  might  well  be  proud  to  boast  of ;  when  oratory  was 
cultivated  and  shown  in  the  splendor  of  its  pHstine  purity; 
when  Grecian  strove  to  excel  Grecian,  and  Roman  vied  to  rival 
Roman  in  the  strength  and  beauty,  in  the  simplicity  and  sub- 
limity, in  the  blaze  and  cliarms  of  his  eloquence ;  whose  action 
was  graceful,  prepossessing  and  bewitching,  and  who  seemed  to 
have  the  passions  and  feelings  of  others  in  his  power ;  so  much 
so,  indeed,  that  he  actually  appeared  like  one  inspired ;  of  a 
Cicero,  whose  eloquence  was  copious,  smooth,  magnificent,  and 
enrapturing;  *Of  the  Grecian  carrying  the  citadel  by  storm; 
and  the  Roman  taking  it  after  a  regular  and  most  beautifully 
conducted  siege ;'  of  a  Peter  and  a  Paul  enlisted  in  the  cause  of 
heaven,  pleading  for  Christianity,  and  holding  immense  multi- 
tudes in  suspense ;  and  even  making  judges  tremble  on  their 
thrones,  and  persuading  them  to  be  Christians ;  of  a  Pitt,  a  Fox, 
a  Sheridan,  and  a  Curran  in  the  assembly  and  at  the  bar;  of  a 
Bourdalone,  a  Massilon,  a  Bridame,  and  a  Wliitfield  in  the 
pulpit ;  and  of  a  number  of  the  orators  of  our  own  day  who  have 
distinguished  themseh'es  in  the  assembly,  at  the  bar,  and  in  the 
pulpit. 

"I  can  not  pass  over  further  consideration  of  the  subject  with- 
out briefly  noticing  a  few  examples  recorded  in  sacred  writ,  of 
more  than  mortal  eloquence.  Who  can  but  admire  the  elo- 
quence of  Joshua,  when  he  commanded  the  two  great  lumina- 
ries of  the  heavens  to  stq:)  in  their  apparent  revolutions ;  *Sun, 
stand  thou  still  upon  Gideon ;  and  thou,  moon,  in  the  valley  of 
Ajalon.'  What  can  exceed  the  sublimity  of  expression  and 
granxleur  of  the  Psalmist's  description  of  the  interpretations  of 
Divine  Providence  in  behalf  of  die  suflferer.  Then  the  earth 
shook  and  trembled  ;  the  foundations  also  of  the  hills  mov^ed  and 
were  shaken  ;  because  he  was  wroth ;  there  went  up  a  snake  out 
of  his  nostrils,  and  fire  out  of  his  mouth  devoured ;  coals  were 
kindled  by  it.  He  bowed  the  heavens  also,  ahd  came  down; 
and  darkness  was  under  his  feet.  And  he  rode  u^rt  a  clierub ; 
and  did  fly ;  N-ea,  he  did  fly  upon  tlie  w^itigfs  of  the  wind ;  he 
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Port  Huron,  Mich.,  perhaps  the  oldest  Hving  member  of  Alpha 
Oiapter,  describes  his  fellow  student : 

'Tort  Huron,  Mich.,  February  22,  1909. 
"W.  F.  Chamberlin,  Esq. : 

"Dear  Brother — Yours  of  December  19  was  duly  received. 
Many  things  have  been  in  the  way  of  an  earlier  reply.  Your 
letter  has  been  in  my  mind,  but  I  was  in  hope  that  I  could  find 
something  among  my  old  papers  that  would  throw  a  little  light 
on  the  subject  of  your  request.  I  find  there  is  nothing.  Of 
course,  I  have  my  recollection  of  James  Elliott  as  a  student  and 
member  of  Phi  Ciamma  Delta,  though  it  is  much  dimmed  with 
years.  He  was  a  fine,  upright  fellow,  whom  every  one  liked. 
He  was  spare  in  flesh,  rather  tall,  studious  in  his  habits,  per- 
haps the  best  student  of  all  the  founders  of  the  fraternity,  ex- 
cept S.  B.  Wilson,  strictly  temperate  and  gave  strict  attention 
to  his  own  business.  He  was  diflFerent  from  McCarty,  who 
was  always  in  evidence  on  all  occasions.  Greek-letter  societies 
were  unpopular  at  Jefferson  in  those  days,  and  it  was  rarely 
the  case  that  a  man  such  as  Elliott  appeared  in  public  at  his 
true  measure  of  a  man.  I  knew  little  of  Elliott  except  as  I  met 
him  among  ourselves.  I  think  I  am  correct  in  saying  he  was  one 
you  could  implicitly  trust — a  true  man.  I  knew  nothing  of 
him  after  he  left  college,  which  was  a  year  after  I  entered. 
None  of  us  had  the  remotest  idea  that  we  were  building  any- 
thing for  the  future.  We  founded  a  chapter  at  Washington, 
but  did  not  expect  it  would  extend  much  farther.  In  the  last 
year  I  was  in  college  we  founded  a  chapter  in  Murfreesboro, 
Tenn.,  which  became  extinct  during  the  civil  war.     I  w-as  at 

that  time  .     That  was  the  origin  of  the   Phi  Gamma 

Delta  in  the  southern  states. 

I  thank  you  very  much,  my  dear  brother,  for  copies  of  the 
magazine  giving  account  of  McCarty 's  life.  It  was  in  Mc- 
Carty's  room  I  was  initiated.  If  you  write  to  Rev.  Dr.  Hall, 
of  Annapolis  Junction,  Md.,  who  at  one  time  wrote  something 
of  the  founders,  you  might  obtain  something  to  help  you  in 
your  work.  He  was  in  before  I  was  and  it  was  through  him 
I  became  a  member.

During  his  college  course  Elliott  must  have  possessed  the  pen 
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of  a  ready  writer.  His  name  is  frequently  found  on  the  pro- 
grams of  the  Franklin  Society,  and  his  prolific  versatility  seems 
to  have  been  banked  upon  without  shame  by  his  fraternity 
brothers.  This  is  evident  from  the  Elliott  letters,  which  have 
been  the  source  of  so  much  pleasure  and  which  have  depicted 
the  student  life  of  the  first  brothers.  These  are  some  of  the 
demands  made  upon  **Jim'' : 

1.  T.  W.  R.  Crews  writes  from  Jeflferson  College,  October 
28,  1848,  as  follows :  "I  have  a  composition  to  write  for  next 
Friday  a  week.  It  is  on  the  'Colloquy  of  the  Stars.'  I  am 
tired  of  sober-sided  essays,  and  wish  to  immortalize  myself  by 
branching  out,  so  if  you  can  understand  my  intention,  give  me 
a  touch  on  it  between  now  and  then,  and  oblige. 

''Your  friend, 

'TiioMAs  W.  B.  Crews." 

2.  Crews  writes  again  from  JeflPerson  College,  August  6, 
1848,  as  follows:  "Now  that  I  have  given  you  all  the  news,  I 
must  get  at  the  purport  of  my  letter.  It  is  this:  I  want  you 
to  write  me  a  short  piece  for  an  album.  The  album  belongs 
to  Miss  Whitten.  of  \\'ashington  City.  She  intends  leaving 
in  about  ten  days  for  home.  T  am  going  away  to-morrow  and 
will  not  return  for  a  week.  She  gave  me  her  album  to  write 
in,  but  actually  I  can  not,  even  if  I  had  time,  write  a  piece  that 
I  would  be  willing  to  give  for  that  purpose.  You  would  very 
much  oblige  me  if  you  will  consent  to  do  this.  Write  prose 
or  poetry  if  you  like.  I  do  not  care  about  it  being  very  long. 
Jim,  if  I  ever  asked  you  earnestly  for  a  favor  I  do  it  now,  and 
I  beg  of  you  to  put  oflF  that  false  modesty  of  T  am  not  able  to 
comply  with  your  request.'  Please  write  it  so  as  to  get  it  here 
by  Friday  or  Saturday,  and  would  be  very  much  obliged. 

"Your  devoted  friend, 

'*Thomas  W.  B.  Crews." 

3.  Crews  again  writes  from  Jefferson  College  on  February 
II,  1849,  ^s  follows:  "Jim,  I  do  not  wish  to  bore  you,  and 
especially  about  a  thing  which  you  might  have  some  delicacy 
in  complying  with,  but  I  am  sincere  and  really  wish  you  to  do 
this  much  for  me.  I  have  chosen  for  my  subject,  'The  Star- 
Spangled  Banner.'  I  selected  this  because  it  is  a  national  sub- 
ject and  one  very  easy  to  treat.    You  can  set  down  and  write 
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it  in  a  few  hours,  for  I  only  want  it  some  ten  or  twelve  minutes 
long.  Jim,  I  do  not  care  how  you  treat  it,  so  you  make  it  as 
eloquent  as  possible.  I  would  like  to  have  it  completed  by  the 
20th  or  25th.  Your  devoted  friend, 

•Thomas  W.  B.  Crews." 

4.  Benjamin  F.  Ray  writes  from  Canonsburg,  under  date  of 
January  6,  1849,  ^s  follows :  **I  have  got  into  rather  a  tight 
place,  which  I  want  to  get  out  of,  and  I  know  of  no  one  who 
is  more  able  or  willing  than  I  trust  you  will  be  to  help  me.  Our 
class  commences  speaking  orations  before  public  assemblies, 
and  I  can  truly  say  that  I  never  despaired  as  much  of  doing 
myself  any  credit.  Xow,  to  be  brief,  I  want  help  and  I  will  not 
be  refused.  I  know  if  you  were  here  you  would  tell  me 
that  I  was  able  to  write  it  for  myself,  and  I  would  fain 
believe  that  you  told  me  the  truth,  but  whether  it  is  because 
I  never  could  write  or  because  I  can  not  write  as  well  now  as 
I  could  or  because  I  have  not  yet  as  much  confidence  in  my 
own  ability  now  as  I  had,  I  can  not  tell,  but  I  just  feel  that  I 
never  would  get  a  senior  oration  of  any  kind  imless  I  obtained 
some  assistance.  I  do  not  wish  to  (latter  you,  by  any  means, 
but  you  will  not  feel  yourself  at  all  flattered  when  I  say  that 
I  have  entire  confidence  in  your  ability  to  render  me  assistance, 
and  for  this  reason  I  am  free  to  ask  your  aid.  And  I  conjure 
you  by  all  the  ties  that  bind  us  together  not  to  refuse  me.  I 
shall  not  take  any  excuse  whatever,  for  in  an  hour  or  two  you 
could  do  me  a  favor  for  which  I  will  be  under  everlasting  ob- 
ligations to  you.  I  do  not  ask  you  to  write  me  a  labored  per- 
formance, but  just  such  a  one  as  you  can  scratch  down  in  a 
very  short  time.  If  you  wish  it,  it  shall  be  entirely  confidential ; 
in  fact,  it  will  be  to  my  interest  to  have  the  matter  kept  a  se- 
cret, but  if  you  prefer  it  the  members  of  the  chapter  shall 
know  it.  You  can  not  think  my  request  unreasonable,  for  two 
of  our  performers  on  exhibition  (Gilchrist  and  Logan)  have 
both  received  assistance  from  our  brother,  Sam.  B.  Wilson, 
and  certainly  it  is  not  unreasonable  for  me,  who  am  not  on 
exhibition,  to  ask  assistance  from  a  brother.  As  for  the  sub- 
ject, I  will  allow  you  to  select  one  for  yourself.  I  have  written 
some  on  the  'Mystery  of  Death,'  and  had  intended  to  ask  you 
to  write  me  a  short  oration  on  that  subject,  but  you  can  use 
your  pleasure  about  it.    If  I  should  make  any  choice  I  should 
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perhaps  prefer  that  you  should  write  on  that  subject.  But  let 
the  subject  be  what  it  may,  I  want  you  to  write  me  an  oration 
about  ten  minutes'  long,  and  send  it  to  me  against  this  day  two 
weeks  at  farthest.  If  you  have  on  hand  any  old  oration  which 
you  never  delivered  here  it  will  answer  every  purpose.  I 
am  under  the  impression  that  the  senior  orations  will  be  a 
great  bore  this  year,  for,  in  the  first  place,  they  will  not  be  as 
good  as  they  were  last  year,  and,  in  the  next  place,  I  am  afraid 
that  we  will  have  no  music  when  we  deliver  them.  And  I  pray 
God  that  the  faculty  may  be  bored  out  and  stop  them  before  my 
turn  comes.  We  are  just  now  at  the  commencement  of  another 
session  and  I  begin  to  feel  as  if  my  college  course  would  soon 
be  run. 

^^Confidently  expecting  to  receive  some  pleasing  intelligence 
from  you  as  soon  as  you  can  make  it  practicable,  I  subscribe 
myself.  Yours  as  ever,  B.  F.  Ray.*' 

5.  Benjamin  F.  Ray  writes  from  Canonsburg,  January  25, 
1849:  "As  regards  the  speech  which  you  sent  me,  I  would  say 
that  you  gave  me  ample  satisfaction,  and  I  can  not  find  lan- 
guage to  express  my  obligations.  I  have  transcribed  it  and  will 
speak  it  with  slight  alterations." 

6.  James  Logan  writes  from  Canonsburg,  under  date  of 
February  11,  1849,  as  follows:  "The  installation  is  to  come  off 
the  evening  of  the  last  Thursday  of  March,  the  28th,  I  think. 
Your  presence  is  much  desired.  My  subject  is  "Pri^e  of  An- 
cestry— Its  Influence."  Would  I  be  too  bold  if  I  should  ask 
you  to  frame  me  one  or  two  sentences  for  it.  It  is  now  about 
eighteen  minutes'  long.  Give  me  two  or  three  more  minutes. 
and  you  would  oblige  me  more  than  if  you  would  send  me  five 
dollars.  Yours  in  the  bonds,  Jim  Logan." 

It  is  evident  that  at  this  time  plagiarism  was  not  regarded 
as  a  crime  and  that  at  least  Crews,  Ray  and  Logan  had  no  com- 
punction of  conscience  in  drawing  upon  the  ability  of  their 
brother,  James  Elliott. 

The  interest  of  Elliott  in  the  Delta  Association  is  told  by  the 
first  records.  The  minutes  of  the  preliminary  meeting  held  on 
Saturday  night,  April  22,  1848,  contain  this  sentence: 
"After  suggestions  on  the  part  of  those  present,  a  committee 
of  two  was  appointed  to  draft  a  constitution  and  to  report  at 
the   next   meeting.      Committee — Messrs.    S.    B.   Wilson    and 
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James  Elliott."  At  the  meeting  of  May  i  the  report  of  this 
committee  was  adopted  by  the  ^'Immortal  Six."  Of  course,  it  is 
not  known  whether  the  language  of  the  constitution  is  that  of 
Wilson  or  of  Elliott.  Tt  is  probable  that  their  joint  labors  on 
the  constitution  were  in  his  mind  when,  under  date  of  Novem- 
ber i8,  1849,  Wilson  wrote  from  Somerset,  Pa.,  to  Elliott,  the 
closing  sentence  being:  "In  this  matter  (plans  for  the  proposed 
meeting  of  the  Six  in  order  to  extend  the  fraternity  and  to 
adopt  certain  forms  for  the  installation  of  officers  and  chapters) 
you  and  I  are  especially  interested,  as  our  Sunday  labors  of  old 
will  justify." 

It  certainly  must  have  been  an  impressive  hour  when  the 
"Immortal  Six"  assembled  around  the  mantel  and  fireplace  in 
McCarty's  room  and  took  upon  themselves  the  self-imposed 
oaths  according  to  the  new  constitution.  I  have  recently  ob- 
tained from  the  owner  of  old  Fort  Armstrong  this  mantel  piece 
around  which  the  founders  gathered  and  organized  Phi  Gamma 
Delta.  It  has  been  placed  in  the  library  of  the  Denison  Lodge, 
with  a  bronze  tablet  bearing  this  inscription  :  "This  mantel  was 
removed  from  the  room  of  John  Templeton  McCarty  in  Fort 
Armstrong,  Canonsburg.  Pennsylvania,  to  this  place  on  March 
I,  1909.  Around  it  on  May  i,  1848,  was  founded  the  fraternity 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  by  John  Templeton  McCarty,  Samuel 
Beatty  Wilson,  Naaman  Fletcher,  James  Elliott,  Jr.,  Ellis  Bai- 
ley Gregg  and  Daniel  Webster  Crofts." 

Over  the  mantel  have  been  hung  the  portraits  of  the  founders. 

In  the  minute  of  June  6,  1848,  James  Elliott  and  Naaman 
Fletcher  are  recorded  as  having  been  appointed  to  draft  a  form 
for  a  charter  for  the  Washington  College  chapter.  The  minute 
of  March  13,  1850,  states  that  "Mr.  James  Elliott,  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  order,  being  soon  to  visit  the  chapter,  an  elec- 
tion was  entered  into  for  the  choice  of  a  person  to  deliver  an 
address  on  his  reception."  Mr.  Crews  was  elected.  The  min- 
ute was  signed  by  David  Hall  as  II  and  D.  H.  Goodwillie  as  r. 

It  is  probable  that  Elliott  was  very  active  in  the  production  of 
the  first  pins  and  possibly  was  the  first  one  of  the  Six  to  see  the 
design  completely  worked  out.  This  is  indicated  by  a  letter 
which  John  Templeton  McCarty  wrote  to  Elliott  on  May  20, 
1848: 

"Your  communication  relative  to  the  pins  came  duly  to  hand. 
I  was  glad  to  learn  that  the  initials  and  date  were  correct,  but 
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from  what  you  say  I  fear  that  they  are  too  light  to  look  well." 
It  is  possible  that  Elliott  was  the  first  one  of  the  Six  to  wear  a 
pin,  for  the  letter  of  McCarty  continues :  "The  Deltas  convened 
last  night  at  ten  o'clock  at  Delta  Hall  No.  i  and  passed  a  mo- 
tion prohibiting  us  from  wearing  our  pins  until  the  Saturday 
before  commencement,  so  Jim,  if  you  are  wearing  yours,  you 
had  better  leave  it  off  when  you  return  to  this  place." 

The  original  fraternity  pin  of  James  Elliott  has  been  given 
to  me  by  his  son,  Frank  Elliott,  Esq.,  of  Chicago,  for  the  ar- 
chives. On  the  back  of  the  pin  is  engraved  "J.  Elliott."  The 
illustration  here  given  shows  its  exact  size.  It  is  perfectly  flat 
and  lacks  the  gold  cord  around  the  edge  which  the  official  pin 
to-day  has. 

In  the  sketch  of  John  Tcmpleton  McCarty,  in  the  May,  1908, 
issue  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  the  statement  was  made  that  the 
badge  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  had  been  designed  by  McCarty.  I 
had  the  honor  of  meeting  McCarty's  only  child,  Mrs.  Mae  Eve- 
lynne,  in  Cincinnati  in  August,  190S,  when  I  was  given  the  cane 
which  her  father  had  carried  in  Jefferson  College.  At  that 
time  Mrs.  Evelynne  questioned  the  assertion  that  her  father 
was  responsible  for  the  design  of  the  pin.  L'nder  date  of  March 
26,  1909, 1  have  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Evelynne,  written  from  San 
Francisco,  where  she  had  been  called  by  the  illness  of  her 
mother.  She  writes :  *'My  mother  says  that  my  father  did  de- 
sign the  badge  of  the  Delta  Association,  and  that  he  often  talked 
to  her  when  they  were  first  married  of  it,  and  that  he  patterned 
the  pin  after  a  badge  which  he  had  known  at  Miami."  The 
badge  "known  at  Miami"  was  the  old  Alpha  Delta  Phi  pin. 

Elliott  was  one  of  the  commencement  orators  of  the  class  of 
'48.  The  exercises  were  held  on  June  14,  1848,  in  Old  Provi- 
dence Hall.  His  subject  was  ''Napoleon's  Prophecy."  The  ora- 
tion must  have  been  one  of  merit.  It  at  least  appealed  to  one 
of  the  audience,  for  among  the  Elliott  letters  was  found  the  fol- 
lowing commendation : 

"Nfav  Athens,  Ohio,  October  28,  48. 
"Mr.  James  Elliott  : 

"Sir — I  am  a  stranger  to  you,  but  I  have  a  small  request 
which  I  hope  your  kindness  will  lead  you  to  grant  to  me.  Will 
you  please  send  me  a  copy  of  your  able  address  on  the  day  of 
your  commencement  at  Jefferson  ?  I  was  pleased  with  it  and  will 
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be  much  pleased  to  have  a  copy  of  it.  Will  you  ^rant  it  ?  If  you 
can,  please  send  it  by  mail  at  my  expense  the  first  opportunity. 
I  would  also  be  pleased  to  have  a  catalogue  of  Jefferson  College. 
Hoping  to  hear  from  you  soon,  I  am,  with  great  esteem, 

*'Yours,  A.  B.  Langley." 

Among  memorabilia  turned  over  to  me  by  Mr.  Frank  Elliott 
for  the  fraternity  archives  was  a  record  book  of  his  father's.  On 
the  first  fly-leaf  of  this  book  is  written  "Book  of  Miscellanies, 
Mathematical,  Chemical,  Philosophical  and  Literary,"  the  sig- 
nature of  "James  Elliott,"  and  the  verselet: 

"As  runs  the  glass 
Man's  life  doth  pass/' 

The  book  tells  us  something  more  of  the  student  Ufe  of  Elliott 
and  contains  notes  as  the  title  page  indicates.  There  are  writ- 
ten in  the  book  three  essays  or  orations,  one  an  analysis  of 
Byron's  "Tragedy  of  Cain."  another  on  the  words  of  Horace, 
"A7/  Mortalibus  Ardmim  Est,"  and  one  on  "Eloquence."  Up 
to  the  present  time,  no  letters  of  Elliott  to  his  associates  have 
been  found,  so  that  the  essays  named  are  the  only  articles  pos- 
sessed by  the  fraternity,  written  by  him  as  a  student.  The  math- 
ematical problems  given  in  the  book  arc  copied  with  unusual 
neatness.  There  are  also  short  essays  written  in  French  and 
Latin,  and  various  quotations  in  Greek.  A  part  of  the  essay 
on  "Eloquence"  will  serve  to  illustrate  Elliott's  style  when  a 
student : 

"Of  the  many  sublime  and  interesting  subjects  which  have 
arrested  the  attention  of  mankind  through  all  ages ;  and  which 
in  the  present  age  of  progression  and  improvements,  oflFer 
themselves  to  poets,  philosophers,  and  orators  as  themes  for 
contemplation,  eloquence  presents  itself  as  one  of  major  inter- 
est and  importance.  It  is  rendered  doubly  interesting  not  only 
on  account  of  its  co-existence  with  the  principal  part  of  the  free 
commonwealth  of  ancient  and  modern  times,  but  of  its  intimate 
connection  with  the  destinies  of  those  nations  by  whom  it  was 
cultivated.  When  I  speak  of  its  importance,  I  allude  not  to  its 
power  of  giving  to  the  names  of  the  virtuous  an  immortality  of 
honor  and  glory,  and  to  those  of  the  vicious  one  of  infamy, 
shame  and  disgrace :  of  its  influence  over  the  destinies  of  indi- 
viduals, and  the  pleasure  experienced  in  listening  to  the  enrap- 
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turing  strains  of  an  eloquent  speaker ;  but  more  especially  of  the 
influence  which  it  exerts  over  the  political  existence  of  nations. 
The  fabric  of  true  eloquence  has  not  for  its  foundation,  false- 
hood; it  delights  not  in  deceit  and  cunning;  seeks  not  to  en- 
snare its  adversaries  by  fallacies,  effects  not  its  ends  by  base 
and  dishonorable  means ;  but  is  based  on  truth ;  delights  in  an 
open,  candid,  manly  and  logical  bearing;  cherishes  towards  its 
adversaries  a  spirit  of  generosity  and  mercy,  when  they  are  due 
them ;  displays  itself  in  a  manner  full  of  simplicity  and  beauty, 
and  godlike  actions ;  effects  its  designs  either  by  slow  but  sure 
footsteps,  or  takes  captive  the  will  by  storm,  and  is  guided  by 
reason  and  the  dictates  and  emotions  of  the  heart.  It  addresses 
the  understanding  and  appeals  to  the  feelings  and  passions,  and 
thus  unlocks  the  prisoned  gates  of  the  prejudiced  mind,  and 
leads  a  willing  captive  the  elysianed  soul.  All  else  is  false  elo- 
quence which, 

'Like  the  prismatic  js^Iass, 

Its  gaudy  colors  spreads  on  every  plcu:e.' 

But  where,  tell  me,  is  this  sublime  and  disinterested  eloquence 
to  be  found,  which  overcomes  all  intervening  by  its  resistless 
blaze  ?  Where  shall  we  go  to  find  the  individual  whose  heart  is 
proof  against  the  skillfully  directed  attacks  of  true  eloquence? 
When  the  lawyer  pleads  in  defense  of  injured  innocence,  and 
advocates  the  cause  of  destitute  and  unhappy  widows  and  or- 
phans without  any  hope  of  reward  or  private  emolument,  he 
must  be  eloquent.  When  the  truly  pious  and  devout  minister 
of  the  gospel  publishes  from  the  sacred  desk  the  doctrines  of 
salvation,  and  warns  sinners  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come 
and  the  judgment  of  a  just  God,  he  must  be  eloquent.  When 
the  patriot  statesman  defends  the  liberties  of  his  fellow  citi- 
zens, and  maintains  their  rights  and  privileges  against  the  en- 
croachments of  daring  despots  at  the  sacrifice  of  his  own  ease, 
comfort,  wealth  and  happiness,  and  even  at  the  peril  of  his  life, 
he  must  be  eloquent. 

"In  vain  do  we  search  for  the  individual  who  is  invincible  by 
it,  save  him  whose  heart  is  adamantine.  The  tyrant  sits  insecure 
on  his  throne,  and  trembles  for  his  safety ;  though  he  be  richer 
by  far  than  was  Croesus,  and  have  kingdoms  at  his  will,  when 
the  power  of  true  eloquence  is  directed  against  his  unjust  pre- 
tensions and  usurpations.     But  the  mere  mention  of  eloquence 
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reminds  us  of  the  eras  in  the  history  of  old  Greece  and  Rome, 
when  these  mighty  commonwealths  emerged  from  the  darkness 
and  ignorance  in  which  their  neighlx>rs  were  involved ;  and 
spread  the  light  of  civilization  of  the  world,  which,  by  its  benign 
influence,  wrought  such  changes  on  society  as  their  historians 
and  poets  might  well  ])e  proud  to  boast  of ;  when  oratory  was 
cultivated  and  shown  in  the  splendor  of  its  pristine  purity; 
when  Grecian  strove  to  excel  Grecian,  and  Roman  vied  to  rival 
Roman  in  the  strength  and  beauty,  in  the  simplicity  and  sub- 
limity, in  the  blaze  and  cliarms  of  his  eloquence ;  whose  action 
was  graceful,  prepossessing  atid  bewitching,  and  who  seemed  to 
have  the  passions  and  feelings  of  others  in  his  power ;  so  much 
so,  indeed,  tliat  he  actually  appeared  like  one  inspired ;  of  a 
Cicero,  whose  eloquence  was  copious,  smooth,  magnificent,  and 
enrapturing;  *Of  the  Grecian  carrying  the  citadel  by  storm; 
and  the  Roman  taking  it  after  a  regular  and  most  beautifully 
conducted  siege ;'  of  a  Peter  and  a  Paul  enlisted  in  the  cause  of 
heaven,  pleading  for  Christianity,  and  holding  immense  multi- 
tudes in  suspense ;  and  even  making  judges  tremble  on  their 
thrones,  and  persuading  them  to  be  Christians  ;  of  a  Pitt,  a  Fox, 
a  Sheridan,  and  a  Curran  in  the  assembly  and  at  the  bar;  of  a 
Bourdalonc,  a  Massilon,  a  Bridame,  and  a  Whitfield  in  the 
pulpit ;  and  of  a  number  of  the  orators  of  our  own  day  who  have 
distinguished  themseh^es  in  the  assembly,  at  the  bar,  and  in  the 
pulpit. 

'*I  can  not  pass  over  further  consideration  of  the  subject  with- 
out briefly  noticing  a  few  examples  recorded  in  sacred  writ,  of 
more  than  mortal  eloquence.  Who  can  but  admire  the  elo- 
quence of  Joshua,  when  he  commanded  the  two  great  lumina- 
ries of  the  heavens  to  stop  in  their  apparent  revolutions ;  *Sun, 
stand  thou  still  upon  Gideon ;  and  thou,  moon,  in  the  valley  of 
Ajalon.'  What  can  exceed  the  sublimity  of  expression  and 
grandeur  of  the  Psalmist's  description  of  the  interpretations  of 
Divine  Providence  in  behalf  of  die  suflferer.  Then  the  earth 
shook  and  trembled  ;  the  foundations  also  of  the  hills  moved  and 
were  shaken  ;  because  he  was  wroth  ;  thei^  went  up  a  snake  out 
of  his  nostrils,  and  fire  out  of  his  mouth  devoured ;  coals  were 
kindled  by  it.  He  bow^  the  heavens  also,  and  came  down; 
and  darkness  was  under  his  feet.  And  he  rode  upon  ^  cherub ; 
and  did  fly ;  >'ea,  he  did  fly  upoit  tire  wihgfs  of  the  wind ;  he 
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made  darkness  his  secret  place ;  his  paviHon  round  about  him 
were  dark  waters  and  thick  clouds  of  skies/ 

"What  can  surpass  the  force  and  beauty  of  the  eloquence  of 
the  prediction  of  the  Prophet  Isaiah  concerning  the  destruction 
of  Babylon :  *It  shall  never  be  inhabited,  neither  shall  it  be 
dwelt  in  from  generation  to  generation ;  neither  shall  the  Ara- 
bian pitch  tent  there  ;  neither  shall  the  shepherds  make  their  fold 
there.  But  wild  beasts  of  the  deserts  shall  lie  there,  and  their 
houses  shall  be  full  of  doleful  creatures ;  and  owls  shall  dwell 
thence,  and  satyrs  shall  dance  there.  And  the  wild  beasts  ot 
the  islands  shall  cry  in  their  desolate  houses,  and  dragons  in 
their  pleasant  palaces ;  and  her  time  is  near  to  come,  and  her 
days  shall  not  be  prolonged.'  How  beautiful !  How  grand  in 
expression !  and  at  the  same  time  how  eloquent !  the  prophecy 
of  Micah,  relative  to  the  establishment  and  prosperity  of  Mes- 
siah's kingdom ;  its  peaceful  character,  and  everlasting  dura- 
tion:  *And  he  shall  judge  among  many  people,  and  rebuke 
strong  nations  afar  off,  and  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into 
ploughshares,  and  their  spears  into  pruning  hooks ;  nation  shall 
not  lift  up  a  sword  against  nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war 
any  more.'  Who  can  surpass  the  oratorical  glow  and  lofty  lan- 
guage of  the  prophet  Habakkuk,  when  he  describes  the  majesty 
and  might  displayed  by  the  Almighty  in  conducting  the  Israel- 
ites to  the  land  of  promise?  'Before  him  went  the  pestilence 
and  burning  coals  went  forth  at  his  feet.  He  stood,  and  meas- 
ured the  earth ;  he  beheld  and  drove  asunder  the  nations  and 
the  everlasting  moimtains  were  scattered,  the  perpetual  hills  did 
bow ;  his  ways  are  everlasting.'  " 

The  dissertation  seems  to  thus  end  abruptly.  The  peroration, 
if  there  were  one,  was  evidently  not  copied  into  the  record  book 
by  Elliott  or  it  might  never  have  been  written  and  the  oration 
might  have  been  closed  extempore.  The  essay  is  addressed  to 
"Gentlemen  of  the  Franklin  Literary  Society." 

It  was  the  custom,  as  the  early  records  show,  for  literary  pro- 
ductions to  be  given  in  the  chapter  meetings.  The  efforts  were 
styled  "performances."  The  records  report  "performances"  un- 
til the  70's.  The  rivalry  of  fraternities  was,  for  many  years, 
literary.  The  decadence  of  literary  work  in  the  American  col- 
lege is  undoubtedly  due  to  reasons  given  by  President  Moffat 
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at  the  luncheon  tendered  him  by  the  Dayton  Graduate  Chapter 
on  February  27,  1909,  to  change  of  conditions,  new  and  multi- 
plied interests,  such  as  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work  and  athletics,  and 
chiefly  to  the  fact  that  all  young  men  do  not  now  enter  college 
classes  with  the  expectation  of  becoming  theologians  and  law- 
yers. The  facsimile  of  Elliott's  handwriting  is  from  the  essay 
on  *' Eloquence/' 

There  is  also  found  in  the  record  book  some  shorthand  notes. 
The  system  was  evidently  that  of  Pitman,  for  in  one  place  the 
Lord's  prayer  is  easily  deciphered.  The  matter  of  the  short- 
hand notes  was  referred  to  Mr.  Frank  Elliott,  who  reports  that 
among  the  certificates  and  diplomas  of  his  father  was  a  certifi- 
cate from  Boston,  dated  in  1846,  which  states  that  James  Elliott 
had  become  proficient  in  the  Pitman  System,  and  having  com- 
pleted the  course  is  entitled  to  teach  the  Pitman  System.  Cor- 
respondence schools,  therefore,  seem  not  to  have  been  an  inven- 
tion of  these  latter  days.  Shorthand,  at  least,  seems  to  have 
been  taught  by  correspondence  sixty-five  years  ago. 

After  graduation,  James  Elliott  taught  school  in  Virginia  and 
Indiana.  Our  first  brothers  seemed  loyally  desirous  of  assisting 
each  other.  It  will  be  remembered  in  the  letters  of  McCarty, 
published  in  the  December,  1908,  issue,  under  date  of  July  10, 
McCarty  wrote  to  Elliott  that  he  had  been  talking  with  the 
trustees  of  a  seminary,  attempting  to  get  the  principalship  for 
Elliott.  That  this  was  accomplished  is  evidenced  by  the  follow- 
ing communication  found  among  the  Eliott  letters : 

**Brookville,  July  22,  1848. 
"James  Elliott,  Jr.,  Esq. : 

"Dear  Sir — We  have  been  informed  by  young  Mr.  John  T. 
McCarty  of  this  place,  who  is  or  was  a  school  associate  of 
yours,  that  you  are  a  graduate  of  the  Canonsburg  College  and 
that  you  would  take  charge  of  our  County  Seminary  in  Brook- 
ville,  Franklin  county,  Indiana.  If  so,  the  undersigned  trus- 
tees take  the  responsibility  to  say  to  you  that  it  is  our  wish  that 
you  would  come  on  immediately  and  commence  the  school.  We 
would  also  say  that  you  will  have  to  rely  upon  the  tuition  fee  or 
subscription  to  the  school.  We  think  that  a  school  can  be  made 
respectable  and  that  it  will  give  a  teacher  a  fair  compensation. 
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Mr.  McCarty,  with  whom  yoii  are  acquainted,  has  said  some- 
thing to  you  on  that  subject.         Yours  respectfully, 

"Enoch  McCarty, 
"A.  Blaine, 

"Seminary  Trustees." 
Enoch  McCarty  was  an  uncle  of  John  Templeton  McCarty. 

Daniel  Webster  Crofts,  as  is  indicated  in  his  letters  of  '49 
and  '50,  was  keenly  interested  in  getting  Elliott  to  enter  news- 
paper work  in  New  Lisbon,  to  abandon  the  career  of  a  teacher 
and  to  continue  the  study  of  law  with  him.  Crofts  writes,  un- 
der date  of  January  23,  1850:  '*I  would  recommend  to  you  to 
study  law  exclusively.  Bid  adieu  to  the  life  of  a  pedagogue. 
Swear  you  ne\Tr  were  one.  Persevere  in  the  study  of  law, 
labor  long  and  hard  at  the  law  and  the  law  alone,  and  you  will 
arrive  at  eminence  in  that  honorable,  noble  and  dignified  pro- 
fession. You  must,  you  can  succeed;  you  hav6  perseverance 
and  talents  of  a  high  order ;  make  a  strike.  There  is  no  such 
word  as  fail.  In  the  language  of  old  Dan  Webster  there  is 
plenty  of  room  in  the  profession  above,  but  below  it  is  crowded 
Hke  hell.  You  have  talents  and  other  qualities  which  will  place 
\T)u  in  the  profession  above."  In  a  letter  of  Crofts  to  Elliott, 
under  date  of  June  24.  1850,  it  would  appear  that  Elliott  had 
entered  newspaper  work  in  Wcllsville,  Ohio,  as  Crofts  writes: 
"It  gives  me  pleasure  to  hear  of  your  enterprise,  and  I  hope  you 
will  succeed.  I  will  not  be  able  to  do  anything  in  the  way  of 
getting  subscribers  until  you  publish  a  number.  Put  my  name 
to  the  Hst  as  a  subscriber."  On  August  26,  1850,  Crofts  wrote 
to  Elliott  urging  him  to  come  to  New  Lisbon  and  enter  into 
partnership  with  him  in  purchasing  and  editing  the  Palladium. 
This  enterprise  was  evidently  not  carried  into  effect,  as  Crofts 
wrote  to  Elliott  a  short  time  thereafter,  stating :  "Consumption, 
with  its  deadly  fangfs,  has  seized  upon  me." 

After  an  experience  as  a  schoolmaster,  in  Brookville,  Ind., 
and  Pomonkey,  Md.,  Elliott  located  in  Steuben ville,  read  law 
with  the  Honorable  Roderick  S.Moody, was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  January,  1852,  and  went  into  partnership  with  his  preceptor. 
On  a  recent  visit  to  Steubenville,  I  noticed  on  an  old  house  the 
following  placard.  "Edwin  M.  Stanton,  Attorney-General,  Sec- 
retary of  War,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Born  here  19th  of 
December,   18 14,  erected  by  the  school  children  of  Jefferson 
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County,  A.  D.  1897."  Tlie  question  arose,  whether  James  El- 
liott was  personally  acquainted  with  Edwin  M.  Stanton.  Upon 
investigation  I  found  that  Elliott's  first  case  in  court  was  with 
Stanton  as  opposing  counsel.  The  case  was  won  by  Elliott. 
Two  or  three  years  after  his  admittance  to  the  bar  he  was 
elected  Clerk  of  the  Courts,  in  which  office  he  served  three 
terms. 

During  the  Civil  War  he  enlisted  in  the  federal  army,  and 
was  stationed  at  Fort  Delaware  as  adjutant  of  the  157th  Regi- 
ment O.  V.  I.,  in  charge  of  confederate  prisoners,  among  them 
being  J.  William  Flinn,  of  the  l^niversity  of  Mississippi  chapter. 

In  his  reminiscences,  given  by  President  James  D.  Moffat,  of 
Washington-Jefferson  College,  to  the  Dayton  graduate  chap- 
ter, a  number  of  incidents  were  referretl  to  where  members  of 
Phi  Gamma  Delta,  of  the  union  army  and  of  the  confederate 
army,  met  each  other  on  the  battle  fields  and  in  the  prisons  of 
the  Civil  War.  Incidents  of  this  kind  can  be,  of  course,  multi- 
plied by  other  fraternities.  While  James  Elliott  was  guarding 
confederate  prisoners,  his  very  close  friend  and  brother  in  Phi 
Gamma  Delta,  Tom  Crews,  was  himself  a  confederate  prisoner 
at  Arrow  Rock,  Mo.  In  his  Index  Rerum,  T.  W.  B.  Crews,  at 
the  close  of  the  war,  wrote  as  follows : 

"It  is  due  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  U.  S.  army  to 
record  the  fact  that  in  all  my  intercourse  with  them  I  have  been 
treated  with  courtesy  and  respect.  Though  I  was  an  officer  in 
the  rebel  service  and  did  all  I  could  for  the  cause,  impelled  by 
a  sense  of  justice,  by  conscience  and  the  dictates  of  self  pres- 
ervation, I  never  allowed  myself  to  condescend  to  any  meanness 
toward  those  w^ho  opposed  me.  I  never  despoiled  union  men 
of  their  property  or  allowed  them  to  be  disturbed  in  their  ordi- 
nary avocations.  I  refused  to  permit  it  when  I  had  command 
or  could  exercise  authority.  The  consequence  is  that  I  am  not 
a  subject  for  their  resentment,  and,  so  far  as  they  could,  they 
have  exerted  themselves  for  my  protection." 

It  Nvould  be  interesting  indeed  if  the  correspondence  betw^een 
James  Elliott  and  Tom  Crews  during  this  unfortunate  period 
of  the  history  of  the  country  had  been  preserved. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  his  health  being  impaired,  Elliott 
moved,  for  a  short  time,  to  Topeka,  Kansas,  and  after  a  few 
vears  of  country  life  returned  to  Steubenville  and  resumed  the 
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practice  of  his  profession.  He  was  elected  mayor  in  1873.  His 
first  election  was  not  by  the  people,  but  by  the  city  council,  as 
his  predecessor  had  been  impeached  and  removed  from  office. 
This  was  a  period  when  a  prohibition  movement  had  swept 
through  that  portion  of  the  country.  Elliott*s  administration 
was  active  in  enforcing  the  law  and  bringing  about  changes  in 
the  repeal  of  ordinances  regarding  the  sale  of  liquor.  With 
the  assistance  of  the  council,  Elliott  enforced  the  law  with  an 
iron  hand,  terrorizing  all  the  rough  element.  He  dealt  with 
prize-fighting  in  the  same  manner  and  imposed  the  severest 
possible  sentences  on  all  sorts  of  ruffians  who  disregarded  the  . 
law.  He  was  re-elected  mayor  after  serving  his  first  term,  but 
refused  to  assist  or  aid  in  his  re-election,  taking  absolutely  no 
interest  in  the  campaign  other  than  to  use  his  own  words :  "If 
the  people  want  me  they  will  elect  me.  If  they  don't,  they 
won't."  (This  was  the  extent  of  his  interest  in  the  campaign 
prior  to  his  re-election.)  During  his  term  as  a  public  officer 
he  received  all  sorts  of  threats,  ''to  burn  his  house,"  "rob  him  of 
his  property,"  "kill  him/'  or  "do  him  bodily  harm."  These 
threats  came  from  the  element  he  had  cowed.  At  the  close  of 
his  second  term  as  mayor  he  was  offered  the  nomination  for 
congress  from  his  district,  which  would  have  meant  practically 
an  election.  On  account  of  failing  health,  however,  the  nomi- 
nation was  refused  and  he  formed  a  law  partnership  with  W.  A. 
Walden,  Esq. 

James  Elliott  was  an  enthusiastic  Mason  during  his  younger 
days,  and,  at  one  time,  was  junior  grand  warden  of  the  Ohio 
State  Lodge.  The  letters  of  S.  B.  Wilson  to  Elliott  refer  to  the 
ties  of  friendship  as  those  Masonic  and  of  the  "Delta  Associa- 
tion." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  word  "association"  was  ex- 
clusively used  until  the  convention  of  1867,  held  at  Indiana  As- 
bury,  now  DePauw,  University,  at  Greencastlc,  Ind.  By  resolu- 
tion the  word  "fraternity"  was  substituted  for  that  of  "associ- 
ation." Baird's  Manual,  last  edition,  states  that  "Conventions 
have  been  held  since  1878."  Mr.  Baird,  of  course,  is  not  to  be 
blamed  for  misinformation  or  for  lack  of  information,  but  it  is 
an  interesting  fact  to  members  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  that  con- 
ventions have  practically  been  held  since  the  first  year  of  the 
existence  of  the  fraternity,  for  the  records  of  1849  speak  of  the 
visit  of  the  entire  Washington  chapter  to  Canonsburg  for  the 
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purpose  of  discussing  matters  pertaining  to  the  order.  The 
fraternity  is  in  possession  of  all  the  early  convention  records  of 
the  fifties  and  sixties  as  well  as  those  of  more  recent  years. 

On  December  8,  1853,  James  Elliott  married  Miss  Rachel 
Crane,  of  Wellsville,  Ohio,  who  died  in  the  summer  of  1876. 
There  were  four  children  born  of  this  union,  two  of  whom, 
Edgar  and  Sallie,  are  dead,  and  two  of  whom,  Frank  and 
Charles,  are  living.  The  family  life  was  beautifully  domestic. 
James  Elliott  was  essentially  a  home  man  and  extremely  fond 
of  his  family.  He  read  frequently  aloud  from  the  classics  to 
his  children.  One  of  the  regular  evening  pleasures  was  the 
reading  of  French  literature.  He  was  a  fluent  speaker  of 
French. 

Apropos  of  the  wedding  of  James  Elliott,  there  is  an  incident 
in  the  marital  matters  of  Naaman  Fletcher  which  was  unknown 
to  me  at  the  time  of  the  publication  of  the  Fletcher  sketch  in  the 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  March,  1908.  Naaman  Fletcher  mar- 
ried, about  1852,  Elizabeth  Crosby,  of  Granville,  Ohio.  Fletcher 
then  carried  the  spirit  of  Delta  into  the  seat  of  Denison  many 
years  before  Lambda  Deuteron  was  established,  and  had  it  not 
been  for  the  prohibition  of  fraternities  the  Denison  chapter 
might  to-day  be  one  of  the  oldest  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  Deni- 
son had  at  this  time  102  students  and  five  chairs.  Miss  Crosby's 
name  appears  in  the  catalogue  of  1847  ^s  a  student  in  the  Gran- 
ville Female  College,  a  Presbyterian  college  for  women  which 
became  extinct  but  a  few  years  ago,  one  of  the  last  presidents 
being  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Hervey,  D.  D.,  A.  '58.  The  buildings  of 
G.  F.  C,  as  the  college  was  familiarly  known,  were  razed  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1908.  Before  the  destruction  I  carefully 
went  through  the  rambling  halls  and  rooms  of  the  old  buildings 
endeavoring  to  find  some  trace  by  pencil  or  knife  of  the  name 
of  Elizabeth  Crosby.  T  apologize  to  her  memory  for  such  a 
search. 

About  the  year  1880,  Tames  Elliott  became  much  debilitated. 
The  dread  disease  of  tuberculosis  had  fastened  itself  upon  him. 
He  retired  from  the  law  firm  of  Waldron  &  Elliott  and  went  to 
live  with  his  son,  Frank,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  where  he  died 
on  the  loth  day  of  November,  1883. 

On  November  16,  1883,  a  meeting  of  the  bar  of  Jeflferson 
County,  Ohio,  was  held  and  a  committee  ai)pointed,  composed 
of  Messrs.  W.  A.  Owesney,  Cook  and  Reynolds,  to  draft  a  pre- 
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practice  of  his  profession.  He  was  elected  mayor  in  1873.  His 
first  election  was  not  by  the  people,  but  by  the  city  council,  as 
his  predecessor  had  been  impeached  and  removed  from  office. 
This  was  a  period  when  a  prohibition  movement  had  swept 
through  that  portion  of  the  country.  Elliotfs  administration 
was  active  in  enforcing  the  law  and  bringing  about  changes  in 
the  repeal  of  ordinances  regarding  the  sale  of  liquor.  With 
the  assistance  of  the  council,  Elliott  enforced  the  law  with  an 
iron  hand,  terrorizing  all  the  rough  element.  He  dealt  with 
prize-fighting  in  the  same  manner  and  imposed  the  severest 
possible  sentences  on  all  sorts  of  ruffians  who  disregarded  the 
law.  He  was  re-elected  mayor  after  serving  his  first  term,  but 
refused  to  assist  or  aid  in  his  re-election,  taking  absolutely  no 
interest  in  the  campaign  other  than  to  use  his  own  words :  "If 
the  people  want  me  they  will  elect  me.  If  they  don't,  they 
won't."  (This  was  the  extent  of  his  interest  in  the  campaign 
prior  to  his  re-election.)  During  his  term  as  a  public  officer 
he  received  all  sorts  of  threats,  "to  burn  his  house,"  "rob  him  of 
his  property,"  "kill  him,"  or  "do  him  bodily  harm."  These 
threats  came  from  the  clement  he  had  cowed.  At  the  close  of 
his  second  term  as  mayor  he  was  offered  the  nomination  for 
congress  from  his  district,  which  would  have  meant  practically 
an  election.  On  account  of  failing  health,  however,  the  nomi- 
nation was  refused  and  he  formed  a  law  partnership  with  W.  A.

James  Elliott  was  an  enthusiastic  Mason  during  his  younger 
days,  and,  at  one  time,  was  junior  grand  warden  of  the  Ohio 
State  Lodge.  The  letters  of  S.  B.  Wilson  to  Elliott  refer  to  the 
ties  of  friendship  as  those  Masonic  and  of  the  "Delta  Associa- 
tion." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  word  "association"  was  ex- 
clusively used  until  the  convention  of  1867,  held  at  Indiana  As- 
bury,  now  DePauw,  University,  at  Greencastlc,  Ind.  By  resolu- 
tion the  word  "fraternity"  was  substituted  for  that  of  "associ- 
ation." Baird's  Manual,  last  edition,  states  that  "Conventions 
have  been  held  since  1878."  Mr.  Baird,  of  course,  is  not  to  be 
blamed  for  misinformation  or  for  lack  of  information,  but  it  is 
an  interesting  fact  to  members  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  that  con- 
ventions have  practically  been  held  since  the  first  year  of  the 
existence  of  the  fraternity,  for  the  records  of  1849  speak  of  the 
visit  of  the  entire  Washington  chapter  to  Canonsburg  for  the 
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final  rest.  Still  his  name  is  not  forgotten  by  the  members  of 
this  b^r,  for  his  many  virtues  live  and  in  freshness  bloom  in  our 
memory.  Worthy  actions,  virtuous  and  honorable  lives,  ever 
live  and  are  held  in  kind  remembrance  by  the  true  lover  of  the 
legal  profession. 

"EHiring  my  residence  in  this  city  James  Elliott  and  I  were 
intimate  friends.  He  was  one  among  the  number  of  the 
eighteen  members  then  at  this  bar  who  welcomed  me  thirty 
years  ago  on  my  first  appearance  in  this  court.  Of  all  these 
members,  three  still  survive,  and  but  one,  my  venerable  friend, 
Judge  Miller,  is  now  a  practitioner  in  this  court.  The  rest, 
with  the  learned  Judge  Tappen  and  the  kind-hearted  Colonel 
James  Collier,  who  were  then  retired  members  of  the  profes- 
sion, have  passed  in  their  finals  briefs. 

"A  personal  friendship  of  thirty  years  gives  me  a  right  to 
appear  in  this  court  as  the  friend  of  the  deceased  on  this  occa- 
sion and  perform  the  duty  of  a  friend  to  a  dead  brother,  which 
this  melancholy  occasion  demands.  In  age  the  deceased  was 
my  senior  but  for  a  few  months  and  at  this  bar  about  one  year. 
Hence,  we  commenced  our  career  in  this  court  as  young  men 
almost  at  the  same  time.  Often  have  we  been  associated  on 
the  same  side  of  cases,  and  oftener  he  on  one  side  and  I  on  the 
other.  He  was  a  working  member  of  the  profession,  diligent, 
judicious  and  honest,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  bear  testi- 
mony to  his  moral  worth,  virtue  and  strict  integrity.  In  the 
journey  of  life  I  always  found  him  the  honest,  truthful  and  hon- 
orable gentleman,  pleasant,  kind,  sympathetic  and  charitable, 
ever  ready  in  the  grand  mission  of  life  to  extend  aid  and  relief  to 
those  in  need  and  distress.  Like  many  others,  in  the  days  of  his 
youth  he  had  mainly  to  depend  on  his  own  industry  to  gain  an 
education.  Study  was  a  delight,  and,  being  a  close  student, 
idling  away  no  time,  he  became  learned  and  a  fine  scholar. 
Turning  his  attention  to  the  legal  profession,  he  took  lessons 
under  the  tutorship  of  my  friend,  Roderick  S.  Moodey,  one  of 
the  finest  special  pleaders  at  this  bar,  a  gentleman  who  despised 
the  code,  but  loved  and  relied  on  Chitty's  Courage  of  Pleadinq^s. 

"James  Elliott,  when  admitted  to  the  bar,  was  well  versed  in 
pleadings,  and,  I  may  say  without  disparagement  to  other 
members,  he  took  high  rank,  and  in  the  preparation  of  plead- 
ings he  stood  without  a  superior  in  this  court.  Well  read  in 
his  profession,  and  well  informed  in  the  law,  he  belonged  to 
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amble  and  resolutions  relative  to  the  death  of  James  Elliott, 
Esq.,  to  be  presented  to  the  court  on  the  first  day  of  the  ad- 
journed term.    The  following  were  the  resolutions  adopted :

29,  1884.  Court  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present,  Hon. 
Joseph  C.  Hance,  judge. 

''Resolutions  of  Respect  to  James  Elliott. 

"I.  Resolved,  That  with  regret  we  are  called  upon  to  record 
the  death  of  James  Elliott,  a  member  of  the  bar,  which  occurred 
at  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  the  lOth  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1883. 

"II.  Resolved,  That  we  attest  the  fact,  that  as  a  lawyer  he 
excelled  in  many  branches  of  the  profession ;  as  a  man  he  was 
noted  for  integrity  and  for  his  devotion  to  his  family.  His 
characteristics  were  marked  and  sterling. 

"III.  Resolved,  That  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  present  to 
the  family  of  deceased  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  and  that  at 
the  present  term  of  this  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  he  also  present 
to  this  court  a  copy  thereof,  with  the  request  that  the  resolution 
be  spread  upon  the  journal  of  this  court.

At  a  meeting  of  the  bar  on  November  16,  1883,  a  memorial 
address  w^as  made  by  the  Hon.  J.  A.  H.  Trainer,  which  is  here 
given : 

"May  it  please  your  honor : 

"Looking  over  this  assembly  of  the  bar  of  Jefferson  county, 
I  realize  the  mournful  truth  that  one  is  absent  who,  on  like 
occasions,  heretofore  participated  with  us  in  our  solemn  cere- 
monies. Time,  with  its  many  changes,  has  again  visited  our 
ranks  and  required  that  one  of  our  number  should  journey 
through  that  impenetrable  gloom  that  separates  this  from  the 
happier  and  better  world.  The  summons  w^as  served,  and  on 
the  nth  instant,  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  this  bar,  James 
Elliott,  surrounded  by  kind  and  affectionate  friends,  laid  aside 
his  briefs  in  this  earthly  court  and  passed,  we  trust,  into  that 
higher  court  where  He  who  presides  is  the  eternal  God.  He 
now  sleeps  the  long  and  last  sleep  of  death,  and  the  gentle 
breezes  of  autumn  play  mournfully  over  the  spot  where  he  is  at 
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**In  life  he  discharged  all  his  duties  as  a  good  citizen,  a  good 
officer,  and  as  a  pure,  honest  and  honorable  member  of  the 
legal  profession,  and  when  he  lay  down  to  final  rest  it  was  with 
a  pure,  unsullied  and  untarnished  name  and  reputation.  Peace 
to  his  repose. 

"But  it  was  not  in  office  and  at  the  bar  that  the  deceased  alone 
showed  his  noble  and  manly  character.  At  home  James  Elliott 
was  a  kind  and  affectionate  father.  His  home  was  a  happy 
one,  blessed  and  loved  by  a  good  and  cheerful  wife,  who  pre- 
ceded him  to  the  mansions  of  the  dead.  Three  sons  and  one 
daughter  brightened  his  fireside,  the  development  of  whose 
minds  in  useful  and  practical  knowledge  was  a  careful  and 
pleasing  duty  to  him.  These  children  are  left  to  mourn  his 
departure  from  earth,  and  long  will  kindred  hearts  of  dear  ones 
silently  mourn  and  miss  the  kind  greetings  received  from  a 
father  in  the  bygone  days.  Exemplary  in  everything  that  gives 
joy  and  decorum  to  a  private  family,  James  Elliott  was  so  at- 
tentive to  the  comfort  of  his  family  as  not  to  permit  the  sum- 
mer sun  and  wintry  wind  to  visit  them  too  roughly.  His  gen- 
erous fidelity  was  not  alone  to  his  family ;  he  was  warmly  at- 
tached to  friends,  and  was  a  pleasant  and  agreeable  companion. 
His  attachments  were  strong  and  ardent;  in  manner  he  was 
frank  and  agreeable  with  all  persons,  and  of  such  a  character 
as  to  win  the  esteem  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact; 
in  conversation,  free  and  affable,  punctual  in  every  social  and 
civil  duty,  he  was  as  true  to  his  friends  as  he  was  true  to  the 
court. 

''Memento  mori  is  written  on  everything.  Life  can  not  in  this 
world  last  forever,  and  James  Elliott  will  no  more  appear  in 
this  court.  His  voice  has  been  silenced  by  death,  the  court  will 
no  longer  read  his  masterly  pleadings  and  fine  briefs.  The 
immortal  part  of  our  friend  and  brother  has  gone  home  to  the 
kind  God  who  gave  it,  and  his  body  reposes  peacefully  in  the 
silent  tomb." 

The  Hon.  Rees  G.  Richards,  judge  of  the  common  pleas 
court  of  Jefferson  county,  makes  this  estimate  of  James  El- 
liott : 

"I  well  remember  his  quiet  and  gentlemanly  demeanor.  He 
was  of  strong  and  sterling  character  and  of  unblemished  repu- 
tation, firm  in  his  convictions  of  what  was  right  and  just.     He 
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was  a  good,  painstaking  lawyer.     Among  his  most  noticeable 
characteristics  were  preciseness  and  accuracy  in  all  that  he  did.*' 

Mr.  S.  S.  Cope,  a  most  prominent  business  man  of  the  town 
of  Wellsville,  Ohio,  gives  this  description  of  Elliott : 

*'Ile  was  a  good  man,  a  very  good  man.  He  was  about  five 
feet  ten  inches  in  height,  of  dark  tan  complexion,  black  hair, 
Roman  nose,  a  piercing  eye,  erect  in  carriage,  but  rather  lean. 
He  was  somewhat  of  an  Indian  in  appearance.  His  weight 
was  about  140  pounds,  and  was  such  a  man  as  one  would  notice 
and  pick  out  of  a  crowd  of  men.  His  wife,  Rachel,  was  very 
proud  of  him  and  devoted  to  him  in  ever\'  way.'* 

The  remains  of  James  Elliott  were  removed  from  Chicago 
to  Wellsville,  Ohio,  and  placed  beside  those  of  his  wife.  It 
was  to  the  same  town  of  Wellsville  that  James  Elliott  had 
journeyed  not  a  great  many  years  before  to  claim  as  his  bride 
Rachel  Crane.  The  lot  on  which  they  are  buried  is  well  lo- 
cated in  one  of  the  old  and  more  beautiful  parts  of  the  Spring- 
hill  Cemetery  in  Wellsville.  From  the  lot,  which  is  just  oppo- 
site a  bend  in  the  river  and  on  a  high  hill  above  the  town,  the 
views  up  and  down  the  Ohio  river  are  most  picturesque. 

On  the  13th  day  of  February,  190C),  Karl  F.  Overholt,  Woos- 
ter,  of  Pittsburg,  at  my  reijucst,  visited  Wellsville  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  the  tombstone  of  James  Elliott  marked,  permis- 
sion having  been  obtained  by  me  from  Mr.  Frank  Elliott. 

The  headstone  at  the  grave  of  James  Elliott  is  in  three 
pieces:  i,  a  sandstone  base  29  inches  wide  by  17  inches  thick, 
and  8  inches  in  height  above  the  ground ;  2,  a  middle  stone 
23  inches  wide  by  14  inches  thick,  and  8  inches  high ;  3,  a  top 
stone  18  inches  wide  by  9  inches  thick  and  28  inches  high. 
Roth  middle  and  top  stones  are  Italian  marble.  The  inscription 
on  the  stone  was  as  follows :

it  is  now  desired  an  expression  of  deep  appreciation  be  given 
for  their  attention  and  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  traveling 
representative  of  your  Board  of  Archons. 

In  passing,  it  is  perhaps  just  to  say  that  the  business  system 
of  the  Cornell  chapter  in  the  management  of  its  household 
expenses  can  l)e  taken  as  a  model  for  the  fraternity.  A  regu- 
lar agent  does  the  buying  for  some  twelve  of  the  big  fraterni- 
ties, including  our  own,  and  each  week  a  clearing  house  of 
accounts  is  had  and  business  settled  with  the  precision  of  a 
national  bank.  All  of  the  northern  Pennsylvania  chapters  may 
be  regarded  as  strong,  and  the  New  York  chapters,  with  the 
wonderful  activity  aroused  by  the  graduates'  club  in  New 
York  City,  can  be  looked  to  for  yet  greater  things. 

The  second  week  was  spent  entirely  with  the  New  England 
chapters,  visiting  New  Haven,  Trinity.  Brown,  Worcester, 
Boston  Tech..  Amherst,  Dartmouth  and  Maine  in  the  order 
mentioned. 

The  chapters,  on  the  whole,  are  a  credit  to  your  fraternity, 
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and  conditions  at  Yale  are  especially  improved  by  reason  of 
most  commendable  work  and  activities  now  at  the  head  of  the 
chapter.  The  section  convention  of  Section  I  has  outlined 
some  decided  changes  in  conditions  at  Amherst,  and  the  Am- 
herst men  themselves  feel  that,  strong  as  they  are  in  numbers, 
they  can  yet  accomplish  greater  things  by  adopting  the  sug- 
gestions of  their  section  convention.  It  is  earnestly  believed 
by  those  in  charge  of  the  section  that  this  winter's  work  has 
been  the  best  in  years  in  bringing  about  a  clearer  understand- 
ing of  the  conditions  in  all  of  the  chapters  in  that  section,  and 
promises  for  the  future  matters  of  decided  improvement. 

The  third  w^eek  found  us  covering  the  historic  ground  of 
southern  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland,  closing  the  week  by  at- 
tending the  section  convention  at  Baltimore.  Lafayette,  Le- 
high and  Pennsylvania  are  all  easy  of  approach,  and  an  entire 
day,  from  early  morn  until  midnight,  found  us  in  almost  con- 
stant hand-touch  along  the  line.  The  last  person  at  night  to 
wish  your  secretary  refreshing  slumbers  was  our  dearly  be- 
loved Dr.  Curtin,  of  Philadelphia.  Pardon  me  if  for  a  mo- 
ment I  pause  to  pay  respects  to  that  deep  feeling  of  paternal, 
as  weW  as  fraternal,  regard  that  so  constantly  wells  from  the 
breast  of  a  noble  and  gentle  s])irit  like  that  of  our  most  capable 
and  earnest  brother.  Dr.  Roland  G.  Curtin,  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania chapter.  Long  life  to  such  a  man,  and  may  his  spirit 
find  a  new  body  in  which  to  live,  after  his  personal  activities 
shall  have  ceased  and  the  great  Father  shall  have  called  liim 
to  yet  nobler  work  l^eyond  the  great  divide. 

Those  in  the  fraternity  who  have  never  visited  Bucknell  and 
State  College  and  Gettysburg  should  take  a  week  off  and  travel 
in  circles,  as  you  must  do  in  order  to  reach  the  center  of  those 
most  w^orthy  chapters  in  our  fraternity.  They  are  difficult  of 
approach  by  rail,  but  when  once  there,  you  almost  wish  that 
there  was  no  means  of  getting  away,  and,  whenever  a  brother 
can,  he  sliould  by  all  means  visit  these  chapters  that  are  not 
on  the  main  line  of  travel,  for  I  assure  you  it  is  well  worth 
while,  and  the  boys  do  appreciate  the  obligations  of  true  broth- 
erhood and  have  a  way  of  entertaining  that  words  fail  to  ex- 
press. For  scholarshi])  and  attainments  they  set  a  pace  that 
all  the  chapters  would  do  well  to  follow. 

The  section  convention  at  Baltimore  was  in  itself  a  most 
delightful  conclusion  of  the  week's  work,  and,  after  a  good 
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day's  rest  on  Sunday,  your  secretary  started  for  Richmond, 
and  thence  begins  a  long  swing  across  the  south,  through 
Richmond,  where  we  find  Light  foot,  a  section  chief,  on  his 
job,  on  to  Virginia,  the  home  of  the  honor  system,  where  they 
most  deHghtfully  entertained  your  representative  at  their  Nor- 
ris  pig  dinner:  then  to  Washington  and  Lee,  whose  pride  is 
Raker,  and  where  the  spirit  of  integrity  lives  to  commemorate 
the  life  of  that  most  distinguished  gentleman  and  general, 
Robert  E.  Lee,  before  whose  tomb  we  paused  to  bow  the  head 
and  draw  inspirations  of  true  manhood.  Thence  to  Tennessee, 
where  Darnell,  that  professor  of  retiring  mien  and  modest 
bearing,  gives  so  gentle  and  delicate  a  touch  of  home  life  to 
the  men  in  their  chapter  house  that  you  seem  to  feel  the  pres- 
ence of  a  woman  in  its  influence  with  our  brothers:  and  on- 
ward to  Alabama,  where  Collier  and  his  band  are  building  a 
greater  university  for  their  state  and  strengthening  the  hold 
of  our  fraternity  on  the  south.  Then  south  across  and  over 
and  yet  again  across  to  the  great  L^niversity  of  Texas,  just 
finding  its  true  status  in  life  and  reaching  out  for  place  and 
position  and  power,  where  Shurter,  of  Cornell,  with  one  of  the 
most  delightful  chapter  conditions  in  the  country  around  him, 
gives  expression  to  what  is  best  in  our  fraternity  life. 

After  a  day's  rest  and  ten-mile  tramp  to  the  gorge,  the  long 
trip  started  through  Texas,  New  Mexico,  Arizona  and  Cali- 
fornia, where  ultimately  we  find  ourselves  at  Stanford  and 
w^here  a  most  delightful  afternoon,  evening  and  night  was 
spent  in  active  touch  with  the  chapter  and  with  the  professors 
who  are  Fijis.  The  next  day  finds  us  at  Berkeley,  and  thence 
on  towards  the  close  of  the  fifth  week,  accompanied  by  Dan 
Burns,  the  section  chief,  and  Patrick,  from  Stanford,  we  be- 
gin the  great  climb  to  the  University  of  Oregon  and  Seattle, 
spending  Sunday  at  Oregon,  your  representative  going  on  alone 
to  Seattle  on  Sunday  night.  After  some  delays,  Seattle  was 
reached,  and,  after  being  shown  something  of  the  growth  of 
the  busiest  town  in  the  country  by  Kellogg  and  McLean,  we 
drive  ahead  for  Denver,  returning  through  Portland  and 
thence  via  the  Oregon  Short  Line,  a  three  days'  run  to  Denver 
and  Colorado  College,  where  we  are  again  entertained  as  at 
Baltimore,  with  one  of  those  delightful  reunions  of  college 
men  and  alumni,  with  an  exchange  of  reminiscences  reaching 
far  back  into  our  old  chapters,  as  DePauw  and  Illinois  and 
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Washington  and  Jefferson  and  many  others,  all  absorbed  with 
keenest  interest  and  most  profound  respect  by  our  new  brothers 
at  Colorado  College,  who  sit  about  the  banquet  table  and  with 
whom  we  spent  the  next  day  in  their  own  home.  Then  again 
are  we  on  the  road  to  Lincoln,  another  pig  dinner  and  earnest 
exchange  of  fraternity  spirit,  and  thence,  via  Kansas  City  to 
Lawrence,  and  back  again  to  Liberty,  then  again  to  Kansas 
City,  w^here  we  find  Lawler,  of  Cornell,  and  Wright,  of  Chi- 
cago, the  heart  and  soul  of  most  active  interest;  thence  to 
Columbia,  where  Tom  K.  Smith,  even  though  absent,  is  re- 
garded as  the  spirit  of  constant  activity,  and  thence  again  to 
Ames,  where  the  proud  boys  of  Iowa  State  hold  forth  in  their 
new  home,  and  on  to  Minneapolis,  where  pause  we  must  to  give 
expression  to  our  appreciation  for  the  lad  who,  sick  and  sore, 
goes  forth  to  battle  for  his  university  and  for  his  fraternity, 
a  spirit  that  is  worthy  of  Dartmouth,  foremost  in  the  college 
world,  taking  a  second  place  not  even  to  the  great  pride  of 
Yale  for  interest  in  college  life. 

Leaving  Minneapolis,  we  go  on  to  Wisconsin,  which  in 
natural  beauty  rivals  both  Washington  and  Cornell,  and  where 
the  chapter  is  a  credit  to  itself  and  to  one  of  the  greatest  uni- 
versities in  this  country.  Thence  to  Chicago,  where  vacation 
held  sway  and  only  two  or  three  of  our  brothers  could  be 
found  to  pay  their  respects  in  passing,  and  whence  we  de- 
parted with  the  promise  to  return  again ;  and  so  we  hold  our- 
selves still  as  the  spirit  of  our  board  and  not  as  an  individual 
representative,  with  our  mission  not  finished,  but  only  delayed 
en  route. 

It  is  impossible  to  attempt  to  cover  in  a  general  article  like 
this  more  than  an  outline  of  the  trip  and  some  one  or  two  gen- 
eral impressions.  It  is  unquestionably  true  that  student  gov- 
ernment through  the  honor  system  or  a  student's  senate,  or 
some  form  of  co-operation  between  students  and  the  faculty, 
or  the  board  of  trustees,  is  making  great  headway  throughout 
this  entire  country. 

It  is  also  unquestionably  true  that  fraternity  houses  are  mak- 
ing it  necessary  that  rules  be  established  for  regulating  the 
standard  of  students  in  these  houses,  as  one  of  the  conditions 
precedent  to  entering  a  chapter  house  or  remaining  therein. 

Another  matter  of  widespread  interest  is  the  social  condi- 
tions arising  out  of  fraternity  and  sorority  life  in  their  chapter 
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houses,  where  the  opportunity  of  social  entertainment  finds 
ready  indulgence.  This  social  life  is  becoming  a  matter  of 
grave  concern  at  several  points,  where  it  undoubtedly  inter- 
feres with  scholarly  attainments. 

With  the  hope  that  the  many  things  taken  up  in  detail  by 
your  representative  on  the  trip  may  be  given  prompt  and  care- 
ful consideration,  and  asking  that  the  chapters  supplement  the 
work  of  your  board  by  suggestions  of  their  own,  your  repre- 
sentative begs  leave  to  postpone  further  report  until  he  has 
completed  the  work  outlined  for  him  this  year.

PITTSBURGH  SMOKER 

The  first  1909  smoker  of  Omicron  Graduate  Chapter  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  was  held  at  the  University  Club,  in  the  east  end, 
Pittsburgh.  April  3,  I90(>  at  7  o'clock.  The  affair  was  planned 
several  weeks  in  advance,  and,  through  the  medium  of  the 
weekly  Wednesday  noon  lunch  meetings  of  the  graduate  chap- 
ter at  ^IcCreery's,  and  by  the  postcard,  and  the  telephone,  a 
gathering  of  forty-five  Fijis  from  twenty  chapters  of  the  fra- 
ternity was  on  hand  at  the  time  appointed,  ready  for  another 
of  the  smokers  for  which  our  Pittsburgh  brethren  are  far- 
famed.  No  one  was  disappointed.  In  fact,  several  made  bold 
enough  to  say  that  it  was  the  "best  smoker  yet."  This,  too, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  committee  in  charge  was  a  green 
one ;  which  serves  to  show  how  well  former  committees  had 
paved  the  way  for  the  present  successes. 

The  smoker  was  pulled  off  in  the  lower  regions  of  the  Uni- 
versity Club,  which  were  transformed  for  the  comfort  of  all. 
Several  hours  were  spent  in  Fiji  intercourse,  and  smoke  was 
somewhat  in  evidence.  Piuffet  refreshments  made  glad  the 
inner  man  at  the  psychological  moment,  and  the  songs  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  were  continuous  throughout  the  evening. 

Bro.  T.  S.  Davis,  Alpha,  '66,  directed  the  performances  in 
his  usual  inimitable  way,  and  the  literary  program  of  the  even- 
ing was  most  interesting. 

Bro.  John  R.  Wightman,  D.  D.,  Sigma,  '65,  held  the  mem- 
bers' attention  closely  while  he  told  of  the  formation  and  ca- 
reer of  the  old  Sigma  chapter  in  the  Western  University  of 
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Pennsylvania — now  the  prosperous  University  of  Pittsburg. 
Bro.  Wightman  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  charter 
member  of  the  old  Simga  chapter,  and  he  is  as  active  and  en- 
thusiastic to-day  for  Phi  Gamma  Delta  as  he  was  forty-six 
years  ago.  Bro.  Samuel  P>.  ^NlcCormick,  Alpha,  *8o,  now  chan- 
cellor of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  addressed  us  in  his 
usual  optimistic  and  fascinating  vein.  His  loyalty  to  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  is  to  be  commended,  and  it  is  indeed  appreciated 
in  Omicron  Graduate  Chapter. 

Bro.  W.  T.  K.  Sahm,  Xi,  ''/2,  M.  D.,  gave  us  a  most  excel- 
lent account  of  the  doings  at  the  fiftieth  anniversay  of  Xi 
chapter  at  Gettysburg  College  last  June,  and  also  her  early 
history.  Dr.  Sahm  is  proud  o,f  Xi,  and  Xi  equally  proud  of 
her  only  Dr.  Sahm. 

A  most  interesting  reminiscence  by  Bro.  Harry  B.  Wassell, 
Bucknell,  'oo,  was  given,  relating  to  that  epoch  in  our  frater- 
nity— the  Fiftieth  Ekklesia  held  in  Pittsburgh  in  October,  1898. 
Bro.  Wassell  was  on  the  job  then,  and  he  has  been  on  ever  since. 

Our  own  l)eloved  Edwin  L.  Mattcrn,  Pi.  '89,  gave  one  of 
his  characteristic  talks  on  topics  of  fraternity  interest,  par- 
ticularly on  his  editorship  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  quarterly 
in  1889,  and  his  successful  organization  of  our  Omicron 
Graduate  Chapter  in  Pittsburgh  in  October,  1896.  Bro.  Mat- 
tern  closed  with  a  philoso])hy  on  an  alumnus'  fraternity  life 
and  association  after  leaving  college,  a  rare  bit  of  advice 
which  every  absent  member  of  Omicron  Graduate  Chapter 
should  have  heard  as  well.  AH  alumni  of  the  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  who  fail  to  keep  in  touch  are  but  the  losers.  i\Iay  they 
realize  this  and  come  into  touch  again  while  they  may  the 
more  easily  do  so. 

In  the  earlier  hours  of  the  evening  the  graduate  chapter 
had  as  its  guests  a  number  of  young  men  from  the  University 
of  Pittsburgh,  and  the  intercourse  was  mutually  pleasant. 
Credit  is  also  due  to  Bro.  William  B.  Secrist.  Pi,  '00,  Bro.  T. 
Wray  Grayson,  Alpha,  '92,  and  Karl  F.  Overholt,  Rho  Deu- 
teron,  '97,  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  smoker.  The  register 
was  as  follows  :

The  visit  of  Thomas  L.  Pogue,  national  secretary  of  the  fra- 
ternity, to  Theta  chapter,  Alabama,  was  celebrated  by  a  banquet 
at  the  McLester  Hotel  on  the  evening  of  February  25.  As  is 
usual  at  Fiji  gatherings,  after  the  delightful  menu  had  been 
thoroughly  enjoyed,  and  the  freshmen  had  all  had  a  sip  of  the 
"laughter  of  the  vine,''  members  of  Theta  and  visitors  listened 
to  enjoyable  and  entertaining  talks  on  various  subjects  of  in- 
terest. Between  speeches  Fiji  songs  were  sung.  Walter  San- 
ders acted  as  toastmaster,  and  the  following  responses  were 
given:

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GENERAL  JACOB  KLINE— A  SKETCH 

The  interesting  career  of  Brig.-Gen.  Jacob  Kline  should  not 
be  allowed  to  pass  unnoticed.  He  was  born  at  Lebanon,  Pa., 
November  5,  1840,  the  son  of  Levi  Kline,  a  prominent  lawyer 
of  that  city.  His  education  was  in  the  schools  of  his  native 
town  and  at  Pennsylvania  College,  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  which  he 
entered  in  his  sixteenth  year.  He  became  one  of  the  charter 
members  of  Xi  chapter,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  which  was  estab- 
lished in  that  college  on  March  31,  1858.  He  did  not  graduate, 
for  when  the  Civil  War  began  he  heard  his  country's  call  and 
enlisted  in  the  regular  army  and  was  commissioned,  on  Septem- 
ber 9,  1 861,  first  lieutenant,  i6th  Infantry. 

His  regiment,  on  January  6,  1862,  was  attached  to  Gen.  A. 
McD.  Cooke's  division,  which  took  part  in  the  campaign  against 
Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  and  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  was  in  the  bat- 
tle of  Shiloh  and  siege  of  Corinth.  He  was  appointed  battalion 
quartermaster  and  was  with  General  Buel  in  his  campaign  to 
Perryville  and  Cartersville,  and  was  also  with  General  Rose- 
crans  to  Nashville  and  Murphreesboro,  Tenn.,  and  from  Talla- 
hoosa  to  Anderson,  Ga.  After  leave  of  absence  from  Anderson, 
Ga.,  he  rejoined  his  regiment  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  and  par- 
ticipated in  all  the  engagements  of  Sherman's  Atlanta  cam- 
paign, excepting  Jonesboro.  He  marched  with  Sherman  to  the 
sea  and  was  in  the  battles  of  Goldsboro,  Raleigh,  Bentonville 
and  Tar  River.  He  witnessed  the  surrender  of  General  John- 
ston and  was  one  of  the  grim,  battle-scarred  veterans  who 
passed  in  review  before  the  president,  in  Washington,  in  1865. 

After  the  Civil  War  Bro.  Kline  remained  in  the  service,  and 
was  placed  in  command  of  Chattanooga  during  the  flood  and 
smallpox  epidemic  of  1867.  ^^  was  in  command  of  Edge- 
field, S.  C,  during  the  Ku  Klux  and  Red  Shirt  excitement, 
and  was  in  Pittsburg  during  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  .strike 
of  1877.  Indian  campaigns  also  fell  to  his  lot,  and  he  was  in 
command  of  two  successful  expeditions  against  the  Indians — 
Frenchman's  Creek  and  Woody  Island  Creek — and  with  his 
command  against  the  Piegan  Indians,  Sweet  Grass  Hills, 
Mont. 

He  was  assistant  instructor  of  law  at  the  United  States  In- 
fantry and  Cavalry  School,  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kan.,  during 
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1886-87,  and  instructor  in  infantry  tactics  and  the  art  of  war 
at  the  same  school  from  1888  to  1893.  Following  these  years 
of  teaching  he  joined  his  regiment  in  1893  ^"^  ^^^  ^^  Chicago 
during  the  riots.  When  the  Spanish  War  broke  out  he  was 
appointed  brigadier-general  of  volunteers  in  1898  and  sent  to 
Cuba,  being  discharged  from  the  volunteer  service  in  1899 
and  commissioned  colonel  of  the  Twenty-first  Infantry. 

Col.  Kline  was  sent  to  the  Philippines  in  1899,  and  trans- 
ferred his  regiment  from  Plattsburg.  X.  Y.,  to  the  Philippine 
Islands  in  one  month — thirty  days  from  the  barracks  to  the 
trenches,  with  the  loss  of  only  one  man  by  desertion.  His 
regiment  participated  in  many  engagements  against  the  in- 
surgents, with  the  loss  in  killed,  wounded  and  missing  of  369 
men.  As  his  regiment  sailed  from  Batangas,  P.  I.,  May  6, 
T902,  for  the  United  States,  having  completed  its  three  years 
in  the  islands.  General  Bell  sent  him  a  farewell  letter,  cheering 
his  soldiers  on  their  way,  with  this  closing  sentence :  "It  is  my 
sincere  hope  that  whenever  I  may  be  called  upon  to  accomplish 
difficult  undertakings  in  the  future.  I  may  have  the  assistance 
of  such  officers  and  men  as  now  compose  your  command." 

Major  Frank  Keck,  to  whom  I  am  under  obligations  for 
valuable  information  concerning  our  distinguished  brother, 
writes  me:  **I  wish  I  had  known  that  he  was  a  Fiji  while  I 
was  in  Cuba  and  the  Philippines,  as  I  certainly  would  have 
called  on  him  and  I  doubt  not  would  have  profited  much  by 
the  meeting."  What  a  fund  of  reminiscences  the  fraternity 
would  have  possessed  had  such  a  meeting  taken  place  between 
these  gallant  gentlemen  and  fellow  Fijis. 

He  was  a  close  friend  and  classmate  of  Matt.  Richards, 
whose  memory  is  cherished  by  every  loyal  member  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  wherever  he  may  be,  as  he  joins  hands  with 
his  brother  and  raises  his  voice  in  singing:  "Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  Still  to  Thee,  Our  Hearts  Will  Turn  Eternally."  To  a 
relative  of  Bro.  Richards  and  a  fellow  townsman  of  General 
Kline,  Wr.  H.  M.  M.  Richards,  I  am  also  indebted  for  many 
interesting  facts,  as  he  was  in  one  of  the  regiments  of  which 
the  general  was  an  officer. 

During  the  Civil  War  he  was  brevetted  captain  for  gallantry 
in  the  battle  of  Shiloh  and  brevetted  major  for  gallant  and 
meritorious  service  in  the  Atlanta  campaign.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  captain  September  3,  1864:  major,  October  6,  1887; 
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lieutenant-colonel,  March  23,  1892;  colonel,  April  3,  1897;  and 
May  27,  1898,  was  appointed  brigadier  general  of  volunteers 
in  the  war  with  Spain,  and  honorably  discharged  from  that 
service  on  March  15,  1899.  He  was  retired  from  the  regular 
army  as  brigadier-general,  by  reason  of  age  limit,  on  Novem- 
ber 4,  1904,  and  died  at  Baltimore,  Md.,  on  March  22,  1908. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  data  was  not  at  hand  during  the 
last  Ekklesia,  so  that  the  members  might  have  done  honor  to 
so  brave  a  man,  who  reflects  so  much  distinction  on  the  chapter 
which  he  assisted  in  forming  and  on  the  fraternity  with  which 
he  was  enrolled. 

As  a  slight  tribute  to  the  memory  of  one  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers of  my  own  chapter,  and  with  the  hope  that  it  may  be  of 
some  use  to  the  future  historian  of  our  beloved  fraternity,  this 
sketch  is  penned.

NINTH  ANNUAL  BANQUET  OF  IOTA  MU 

There  were  thirty-five  ^(xxl  Fijis  assembled  in  the  parlors 
of  the  Exchange  Chib,  Boston,  early  on  the  evening  of  March 
13.  It  was  the  occasion  of  Iota  Mu's  ninth  annual  banquet 
that  called  together  these  loyal  ones.  A  pleasant  half-hour 
was  there  spent  in  greeting  old  comrades  and  in  swapping 
tales  of  the  dark  ages.  Promptly  at  eight  the  doors  to  the 
dining  hall  were  thrown  o])('n,  and  then  started  one  of  the 
finest  "eats"  that  Iota  Mu  has  ever  experienced.  The  ravenous 
palates  of  the  under-grachiates  and  the  epicurean  palates  of  the 
alumni  were  alike  tickled  to  the  sublimest  feeling  of  delight  by 
the  masterful  work  of  the  chef.

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Bro.  Talbot,  as  toastmaster,  was  the  bright  star  of  the  even- 
ing. His  stories  were  new,  his  knocks  were  sharp  and  to  the 
point,  and  withal  he  kept  things  moving  in  a  remarkably  happy 
way.  A  toast  was  first  drunk  to  the  success  and  good  fortune 
of  the  fraternity,  after  which  telegrams  were  read  from  Bros. 
Joseph  T.  Lawton,  Jr.,  and  Newton  D.  Baker. 

Hud  Hastings,  our  section  chief,  gave  the  first  toast  of  the 
evening,  his  remarks  being  chiefly  restricted  to  an  appeal  to 
the  alumni  to  aid  the  chapter  as  much  as  possible  in  forming 
a  house  association.

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AN    EARLY    LETTER    FROM    MXAREN 
TO  CREWS 

Detroit,  Michigan,  July  8,  1853. 

My  Dear  Friend  Tom — Your  last  came  to  hand  on  the 
"ge'lorious  Fourth,"  and  was  the  best  part  of  the  celebration 
to  me.  I  assure  you  I  read  it  with  all  the  delight  possible,  as 
I  always  do  your  letters.  X'o  correspondent  have  I  like  you, 
and  I  feel  that  1  do  not  give  a  proper  return.  If  I  could  but 
say  all  that  I  think  it  would  be  pages  every  week.  But  then, 
after  all,  it  could  be  concentrated  in  but  few  words,  and  those 
words  I  would  wish  graven  on  your  heart  with  the  burin  of 
the  most  cordial  feeling — "I  am  your  friend  and  brother,  and 
you  are  mine.  Holy  is  the  flame  of  our  friendship — let  its 
duration  be  eternal." 

This  is  the  **City  of  the  Straits,"  and  I  am  here  on  a  sum- 
mer tour  with  my  mother  and  sister.  I  have  an  uncle  and  aunt 
residing  here,  and  I  am  now  at  their  house.  I  left  Cleveland 
on  Tuesday  evening.  To-morrow  I  leave  for  the  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  on  the  Ontonagon  via  Lake  St.  Clair,  Lake  Huron 
and  Lake  Superior.  This  is  the  "grand  round"  with  the  west- 
ern people,  and  is  probably  one  of  the  pleasantest  trips  in  the 
U.  S.  Detroit  is  a  beautiful  place,  and  is  situated  on  Detroit 
river,  which  is  a  link  in  the  great  northern  chain  of  lakes  and 
rivers.  It  connects  Lake  St.  Clair  with  Lake  Erie,  and  is  about 
25  miles  long.  The  "Soo"  is  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Superior — 
the  largest  lake  in  this  world — and  is  one  of  the  "morantic" 
places.  Mackinac  below  the  "Soo"  is  said  to  be  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  spots  on  the  continent.  I  shall  spend  eight  or 
ten  days  up  there,  and  then  return  to  the  Forest  City  to  re- 
sume the  chair,  pencil  and  sanctum  of  the  editor.  My  health 
has  been  rather  poor  of  late — a  violent  pain  in  my  breast  giv- 
ing me  some  alarm.  This  trip  will  "put  me  to  rights."  My 
mother's  health  will  also  be  improved,  I  hope.  By  the  way, 
I  recently  saw  Jim  Cochran  in  Cleveland,  and  he  informed 
me  that  Eugene  Wilson  had  the  consumption.  Poor  Gene! 
I  hope  a  short  life  will  not  be  his  lot.  Bob  Playford  is  at  medi- 
cine in  Brow^nsville,  and  is  doing  finely  at  his  studies,  I  am 
informed.  Would  you  believe  I  have  never  written  to  nor 
received  a  letter  from  him  since  he  left  college?    Too  bad — 
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too  bad — for  he  was  a  glorious  friend.  Do  you  correspond 
with  him  ?  I  have  no  news  from  college  or  Pitt  of  any  conse- 
quence. The  fact  is,  as  far  as  Canonsburgh  is  concerned,  I 
care  not  a  counterfeit  cent  for  it — it  is  repulsive  to  my  memory 
— save  one  star — (That  star  is  rather  poorly  drawn,  but  it  ex- 
presses my  idea). 

You  are  still  desirous  of  visiting  Europe — it  seems  so  Uto- 
pian to  me — I  can  hardly  think  seriously  of  it.  But,  none  the 
less,  would  I  love  to  go.  The  day  will  come,  perhaps,  when 
I  can — if  you  can  go,  go  by  all  means.  This  is  the  right  time 
of  life,  as  you  say. 

But  I  only  intended  a  line  to  you,  Tom,  and  must  close  for 
the  present.    Adieu,  Your  friend

MU  DEUTERON  CHAPTER— STATE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  IOWA 

In  the  roll  of  extinct  chapters  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  few 
expired  after  so  short  a  period  of  existence  as  Mu  Deuteron, 
founded  in  1873  ^^  ^^^^  State  University  of  Iowa,  and  becom- 
ing extinct  in  the  year  of  its  birth.  Those  were  the  days  when 
a  fraternity  chapter  was  not  watched  with  the  care  now  be- 
stowed by  a  strong  central  government.  Charters  were  easy 
to  obtain,  and  they  seem  to  have  been  permitted  to  lapse  with 
very  little  attention. 

Noticing  among  those  present  at  the  recent  Salt  Lake 
smoker  the  name  of  Charles  B.  Jack,  of  this  chapter,  the  edi- 
tor wrote  him  asking  for  some  information  about  its  history, 
and  received  the  following  interesting  communication: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — Yours  of  the  i6th  ult.,  in  refer- 
ence to  Mu  Deuteron  chapter  at  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  received. 
There  is  little  to  its  history  except  birth  and  death,  as  stated 
in  your  communication.  The  State  University  of  Iowa  had 
been  quite  successful  in  having  the  students  organize  into 
public  debating  and  literary  societies,  among  which  there  was 
the  same  rivalry  and  competition  usually  secured  only  through 
our  Greek  fraternities.  Hence  the  latter  had  a  limited  field 
and  more  limited  encouragement. 
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None  of  the  fraternities  flourished,  though  one  or  two  made 
some  stagger  at  social  exclusiveness.  It  was  just  at  the  time 
of  some  unfortunate  accidents  in  the  eastern  organizations, 
notably  a  death  at  Cornell  through  losing  the  candidate  over 
an  abyss,  and  after  organizing  our  chapter  we  let  it  lapse. 
The  class  rivalry  during  my  term  was  always  between  us  and 
the  second  class  above,  instead  of  the  one  immediately  ahead, 
and  was  more  active  and  continuous  than  is  usual.  As  a  con- 
sequence, our  chapter  was  made  up  entirely  from  those  two 
classes  (of  1873  and  1875).  In  the  list  you  enclose  I  correct 
the  year  of  graduation.  I  take  it  that  is  what  you  refer  to, 
as  my  recollection  corresponds  with  your  data,  that  we  began 
and  ended  in  1873. 

James  G.  Berryhill  became  very  wealthy  and  was  for  a  time 
prominent  in  politics. 

Frank  E.  Brush  is  quite  a  distinguished  Methodist  divine. 

John  J.  Seerley  served  one  term  in  congress. 

W.  D.  Tisdale  achieved  some  distinction  on  the  bench. 

Carroll  C.  Wright  is  a  prominent  railroad  attorney. 

You  probably  have  these  facts,  however.  I  disclaim  any 
special  enthusiasm,  but  through  the  efforts  of  Bro.  C.  M. 
Thompson  a  number  of  us  enjoyed  a  local  reunion  here,  and 
find  we  hadn't  entirely  lost  interest,  Sincerely,

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CHARLES  M.  KURTZ 

Died  March  21,  1909 

The  hand  of  death  has  been  laid  heavily  on  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
during  the  last  few  months,  taking  from  her  several  of  her 
most  distinguished  sons.  Now  the  name  of  Charles  M.  Kurtz, 
Washington  and  Jefferson,  '76,  must  be  added  to  the  list  of  our 
famous  dead.  He  expired  March  21,  at  Buffalo,  after  a  short 
illness  following  an  unsuccessful  operation. 

To  no  man  in  America  did  this  country  owe  more  than  to 
Bro.  Kurtz  for  the  development  of  our  national  appreciation  of 
art.  As  a  critic  of  the  fine  arts  his  high  position  was  recog- 
nized both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  and  his  services  in 
securing  representative  art  exhibits  at  all  of  our  great  national 
expositions  were  of  the  greatest  educational  value.  As  art  di- 
rector of  the  Southern  Exposition  in  Louisville  in  1883,  as- 
sistant director  of  the  art  department  of  the  World's  Colum- 
bian Exposition  at  Chicago  in  1893,  assistant  director  of  fine 
arts  for  the  United  States  commission  to  the  Paris  exposition 
in  1900,  and  assistant  chief  of  the  department  of  art  of  the 
Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  at  St.  Louis  in  1904,  he  was 
able  to  give  to  thousands  of  his  fellow  countrymen  the  benefit 
of  his  expert  judgment  in  bringing  together  these  great  collec- 
tions. 

Born  in  New  Castle,  Pa.,  in  1855,  the  son  of  D.  C.  Kurtz,  a 
prominent  lawyer,  Bro.  Kurtz  was  graduated  from  Washing- 
ton and  Jefferson  College  in  1876,  and  immediately  went  to 
New  York  to  study  art.  After  three  years  of  work  in  schools 
of  design  and  studios,  he  turned  from  art  to  journalism,  first  in 
his  native  New  Castle  as  associate  editor  of  the  Courant.  Later, 
he  returned  to  New  York  and  became  connected  with  the  staff 
of  the  Tribune,  his  literary  contributions  ranging  from  ordi- 
nary reportorial  work  to  the  preparation  of  art  notes.  Begin- 
ning in  1881,  he  was  for  nine  years  editor  of  "National  Acad- 
emy Notes,"  an  illustrated  handbook  of  the  National  Academy 
of  Design.  After  the  first  issue  of  this  publication  the  leading 
public  and  private  galleries  of  Europe  were  visited,  and  mrmy 
invaluable  acquaintanceships  were  formed  in  these  art  centers. 

The  national  and  international  positions  held  by  Bro.  Kurtz 
in  connection  with  the  art  departments  of  the  great  exposi- 
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tions  have  already  been  stated.  Throughout  this  period  of 
time,  however,  he  continued  journalistic  work,  writing  political 
articles  during  the  campaign  of  1888,  and,  later,  acting  as  art 
editor  on  some  of  the  prominent  New  York  dailies. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  director  of  the  Albright  Art 
Gallery  of  Buffalo  and  had  recently  been  very  active  in  secur- 
ing for  Buffalo  the  exhibition  of  Sorrolla's  paintings.  The 
notable  character  of  this  exhibition  added  one  more  to  his  tri- 
umphs, but  the  pathetic  feature  of  it  is  that  this  was  destined 
to  be  a  posthumous  triumph,  as  his  death  occurred  before  the 
exhibition  opened. 

Dr.  Kurtz  married  Miss  Julia  Stephenson,  of  Harrodsburg, 
Ky.,  in  1885,  who  survives  him,  with  two  daughters,  Miss  Julia 
Wilder  Kurtz  and  Miss  Isabella  Starkweather  Kurtz. 


THE  FOUNDER  OF  PHI  DELTA  KAPPA 

The  late  Charles  M.  Kurtz,  a  biographical  sketch  of  whom 
appears  in  this  issue,  was  the  founder  of  Phi  Delta  Kappa. 

In  1873  Charles  M.  Kurtz,  then  a  student  of  Washington 
and  Jefferson  College,  organized  a  local  society  which  obtained 
a  charter  from  Iota  Alpha  Kappa,  which,  according  to  Baird's 
Manual,  was  supposed  to  have  been  founded  at  Union  College 
in  1858  and  was  disbanded  at  a  convention  at  Easton,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  1874.  Under  the  leadership  of  Charles  M.  Kurtz,  the 
Washington  Chapter  of  Iota  Alpha  Kappa  continued  its  exist- 
ence under  the  name  of  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  chapters  being 
placed  in  Western  University,  Thiel  College,  Lafayette  Col- 
lege and  University  of  Louisiana.  All  of  the  chapters  became 
extinct  by  the  year  1880  with  the  exception  of  the  Washington 
and  Jefferson  chapter,  which  in  188 1  was  absorbed  by  Phi 
Gamma  Delta. 

Largely  through  the  influence  of  the  late  T.  Alfred  Vernon, 
Kurtz  became  a  very  enthusiastic  worker  for  Phi  Gamma 
Delta.  It  was  given  to  Charles  M.  Kurtz  then  to  have  worn 
the  badge  of  three  college  fraternities  :  I  A  K,  4>  A  K  and  <^  F  A. 

The  likeness  of  Charles  M.  Kurtz  here  given  shows  the  pin 
of  T  A  K  on  his  tie.  The  photograph,  the  property  of  his  class-

<l>  A  K  was  known  to  the  Washington  and  Jefferson  students 
always  as  "Charley  Kurtz's  frat." 

In  1901,  at  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  class  of  '76 
of  Washington  and  Jefferson,  Kurtz  read  the  following  mas- 
terpiece : 

TO   MY   DEPARTED   KIDNEY:    A   DENUNCIATION. 

At  last,  vile  Kidney,  I  am  rid  of  you ! 

You've  caused  me  m^nv  weary  months  of  pain : 
You've  done  the  worst  I  think  that  you  could  do. 

But  you'll  not  torture  mc,  I'm  sure,  again ! 

My  cheerful  disposition,  though,  you've  wrecked : 
My  bank  account  you've  knocked  to  smithereens : 

To  see  you  in  a  jar,  who  could  suspect 

The  villainy  your  meek  appearance  screens? 

Or  rather  screened — for  now  you're  but  a  thing 

For  doctors  to  turn  over  with  disgust : 
Your  pow-er  is  gone ;  no  longer  can  you  bring 

To  mind  the  words  with  which  you  have  been  cussed ! 

I  served  you  with  the  best  for  many  years — 

With  champagne,  whiskey,  W'ine,  and  other  things ; 

It  ought  to  move  your  flabby  form  to  tears, 
Your  conscience  ought  to  be  a  mass  of  strings. 

When  you  reflect  how  you  have  treated  me, 
How  caused  me  to  bewail,  almost,  my  birth ! 

Thank  Dr.  Bull,  I'm  now  divorced  from  thee; 
No  more  for  me,  you'll  make  a  hell  on  earth ! 

Henceforth,  you're  doomed  to  dwell  in  alcohol, 

A  ''specimen"  of  vileness  quite  despised. 
You  can  not  further  evil  do,  at  all ; 

Your  functions  ended  when  you  were  excised. 
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And  when  my  body  mingles  with  the  f^^round, 
To  Hve  again,  in  flower  and  grassy  sward, 

You'll  still  be  here — an  eyesore — hanging  'round, 
A  beastly  thing  by  every  sense  abhorred ! 

In  the  original  manuscript  Kurtz  had  inscribed :  "Written 
upon  the  first  sight  of  my  late  kidney  preserved  in  a  jar  of 
alcohol,  as  "an  awful  example.'*

FIJIS  IN  THE  PHILIPPINES 

The  strong  hold  of  the  fraternity  on  a  man  after  he  leaves  col- 
lege is  probably  nowhere  so  well  exemplified  as  in  those  distant 
places  where  college  men  are  liable  to  find  themselves,  far  from 
early  associations  and  environment,  but  united  in  some  great 
business,  governmental,  or  military  undertaking.  Fraternity  en- 
thusiasm usually  broadens  into  Greek  enthusiasm,  and  inter- 
fraternity  relations  become  very  cordial. 

The  following  letter  gives  an  interesting  account  of  life  in 
the  southern  Philippines  and  of  Pan-Hellenic  activities  at  Ma- 
nila, as  well  as  personal  mention  of  several  Fijis  in  the  islands. 
Without  attempting  a  complete  list  of  all  members  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  at  present  located  there,  the  following  enumera- 
tion gives  the  names  of  some  of  the  brothers  who  are  engaged 
in  military  and  other  duty  in  the  Philippines :  Capt.  P.  S.  Hal- 
loran,  Pennsylvania,  '99,  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  A. ;  Capt.  H.  D.

Post  of  Jolo,  Jolo,  P.  I.,  February  24,  1909. 
My  Dear  Dr.  Christian — It  is  several  months  since  I  got 
your  letter,  written  after  the  Kkklesia,  and  I'll  have  to  plead 
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guilty  of  not  answering  before  with  the  old  excuse  of  lots  to  do. 
The  battery  to  which  I  am  assigned  changed  station  last  July 
from  Camp  Krithley,  Mindanao,  to  this  place.  Jolo  is  the  larg- 
est of  the  extreme  southern  group  of  the  Philippines,  and  is 
about  six  hundred  miles  from  Manila.  In  fact,  there  are  scarce- 
ly any  islands  further  south  than  this  which  belong  to  us.  This 
is  the  land  which  fits  in  best  with  your  dreams  of  the  tropics. 
Cocoanut  trees,  with  tall,  slender  trunks  and  waving  tops,  ba- 
nana trees,  coral  reefs  and  islands,  and  a  sun  that  dries  up  a 
man's  brains  inside  his  head  and  makes  very  clear  the  saying 
that  this  is  no  w-hite  man's  country.  If  a  person  can  remain  in- 
doors during  the  hot  part  of  the  day — from  9  to  3  or  4 — ^he  can 
live  pleasantly  over  here,  provided  he  takes  care  of  himself  in 
other  ways.  They  say  that  if  the  Spaniard  never  did  another 
thing  but  to  invent  the  siesta,  his  work  was  well  done ;  but  the 
fact  is  that  he  did  a  good  many  other  things  well.  The  system  of 
good  roads  he  built  here  we  are  having  difficulty  to  keep  in  as 
perfect  shape.  There  is  a  story  to  the  effect  that  years  ago  the 
Spanish  military  authorities  sent  an  officer  who  had  got  him- 
self disliked  down  here  in  command  of  the  small  garrison  as 
a  punishment.  The  place  was  thoroughly  hated  at  that  time,  for 
those  who  escaped  being  killed  by  the  Moros  usually  succumbed 
sooner  or  later  to  malaria  or  cholera.  But  the  Spanish  officer 
was  not  to  be  bluffed,  but  set  to  work  to  such  good  advantage 
that  after  some  ten  or  fifteen  years  he  was  rew-arded  with  high 
rank,  and  to-day  Jolo  is  one  of  the  cleanest  and  healthiest  little 
cities  in  the  islands. 

I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  go  to  Zamboanga  last 
November  and  sec  the  Atlantic  fleet  pass  through  Basilan  Strait. 
It  truly  was  an  imposing  sight,  and  it's  hard  to  see  how  an 
American  could  see  it  all  and  not  be  a  more  patriotic  man  for  it, 
and  t  imagine  there  were  a  good  many  Americans  wandering  in 
different  parts  of  the  world  who  experienced  the  same  thrills 
which  we  did  on  seeing  the  stars  and  stripes  waving  over  such 
a  display  of  force.  It  was  a  thing  to  command  pride  in  us  and 
respect  in  others. 

The  annual  military  meet  of  the  Philippines  division  was  held 
in  Manila  in  January,  from  which  we  just  returned  two  weeks 
ago.  This  is  the  big  event  of  the  year  in  Manila;  in  fact,  it  is 
hard  to  see  what  the  people  would  do  for  entertainment  if  it 
weren't  for  the  troops.    The  week  of  the  meet  was  preceded  by 
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a  week  of  polo  games,  and  from  both  the  standpoints  of  prac- 
tical utility  and  the  wild  west  show  it  was  highly  successful. 
A  Fiji  was  in  charge  of  the  meet,  Capt.  M.  H.  Barnum,  General 
Weston's  aide-de-camp.  The  general  seems  to  be  partial  toward 
Fijis,  for  his  other  aide,  Captain  Rethers,  is  one  also.  They  both 
left  the  islands  for  home  with  General  Weston  in  January. 

The  enclosed  circular  letter  explains  itself.  One  day  in  the 
Army  and  Navy  Club  in  Manila  some  one  stuck  up  a  notice 
about  the  banquet,  with  a  request  for  names,  and  before  night 
three  foolscap  pages  were  filled  with  them.  Unfortunately  I 
had  to  sail  from  Manila  before  the  banquet  came  off,  and  so  can 
only  judge  by  hearsay,  but  I  believe  they  all  had  a  good  time  and 
formed  a  permanent  Pan-Hellenic  Association  of  the  Philip- 
pines. We  are  represented  by  some  mighty  fine  men.  Brabson 
is  in  the  Twenty-third  Infantry  battalion  here  at  Asturias  Bar- 
racks, and  is  an  interested  reader  of  my  magazines.  You  had 
better  send  him  the  magazine  and  a  bill.  His  brother,  who  is 
also  from  the  Tennessee  chapter,  has  just  been  commissioned. 
and  is  in  the  Third  Field  Artillery.  Fair  is  a  very  fine  man,  and 
is  apt  to  be  one  of  the  coming  men,  being  a  graduate  of  both  the 
infantry  and  cavalry  schools  and  staff  class. 

We  leave  for  the  States  on  April  15.    Sincerely,

SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  PIG  DINNER 
OF  DELTA  XI  CHAPTER 

On  the  evening  of  March  22  some  fifty  Fijis,  more  or  less, 
sat  down  to  discuss  the  seventeenth  pig  dinner  given  by  Delta 
Xi  chapter. 

As  nothing  of  the  history  of  the  "Norris"  or  "pig'*  dinner 
has  been  published  for  several  years,  it  might  not  be  out  of 
place  to  give  a  brief  account  of  it  for  the  benefit  of  those  not 
acquainted  with  its  history.  On  the  occasion  of  a  certain  char- 
ter day,  the  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, a  Fiji  acted  as  master  of  ceremonies  in  a  celebration  in 
which  all  the  fraternities  took  part.  Among  others,  one  of  his 
duties  was  to  give  presents  to  each  society. 

One  fraternity,   whose  name  need  not  be   mentioned,  had 
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distinguished  itself  throughout  the  college  year  by  trying  to 
"hog"  all  the  honors  and  offices  in  sight.  To  this  crowd  was 
presented  a  suckling  pig  as  symbolical  of  its  nature.  But  the 
pig  escaped  and  after  a  long  chase  was  captured  near  the  Fiji 
house  by  Frank  Norris,   92,  and  several  others. 

They  confiscated  the  pig  and  that  night  feasted  on  him  at  the 
first  '*pig  dinner." 

But  to  proceed  with  current  history.  After  the  several 
courses  were  finished,  R.  L.  Hathorn,  California,  '93,  acting  as 
toastmaster,  called  on  P.  B.  Wood,  Michigan,  '89,  for  the  first 
speech.  Phil  Clay,  California,  '02,  then  spoke  at  length  on  the 
proposition  of  the  new  house.  He  was  followed  by  W.  W.

souled  into  the  spirit  of  the  aflPair. 


THE  FRATERNITY 

Not  many  moons  ago  I  was  talking  to  a  young  man  who 
was  soon  to  go  to  one  of  the  great  universities.  I  ventured 
the  suggestion  that  one  of  the  best  and  most  helpful  things 
he  could  do  was  to  become  a  member  of  some  fraternity  as 
soon  as  he  could  decide  which  one  appealed  to  him  as  most 
worthy.  After  nearly  fifty  years  of  separation  from  chapter 
life,  when  I  can  see  the  whole  thing  in  perspective,  why  did 
I  advise  him  to  become  a  Greek  ? 

There  may  be  many  good  reasons  for  a  fraternity  in  college 
life,  but  the  one  that  appeals  to  me  is  that  it  bridges  over  the 
college  years  and  keeps  up  a  continuity  of  life  that  is  of  great 
value. 

From  the  beginning  of  life  it  is  in  our  nature  to  segregate 
as  the  crystal  does  about  certain  lines  of  affinity.  It  begins  in 
the  public  school,  if  not  earlier.     Each  boy  will  have  a  small 
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group  of  companions  and  he  will  not  take  all  in.  He  follows 
the  same  law  as  he  reaches  manhood.  He  sees  the  same  all 
about  him.  All  mingle  with  all,  but  there  is  an  inner  circle 
for  each.  But  here  a  young  man  goes  to  the  university,  where 
there  are  thousands.  All  his  former  relations  in  life  are  broken 
off,  at  least  in  large  measure,  and  he  is  now  only  one  of  a  mul- 
titude. 

Suppose  he  should  live  his  four  or  five  years  of  college  life 
in  that  way.  The  efifect  would  be  disastrous.  In  the  frater- 
nity circle  important  questions  can  be  discussed  and  a  decision 
reached,  as  is  not  possible  in  a  larger  body. 

Individual  ideas  and  traits  will  be  brought  to  the  surface 
which  otherwise  would  remain  concealed  and  uncorrected,  and 
in  later  life  might  prove  harmful.  The  fraternity  life  serves 
to  maintain  this  continuity — stimulates  individuality,  corrects 
many  lines  that  would  lead  into  selfishness,  and  by  the  bond 
of  brotherhood  holds  one  to  the  line  of  altruism  until  his  char- 
acter is  settled  to  remain  settled. 

Surely  this  is  a  "vital  fraternity  question,''  the  work  the 
fraternity  can  do  in  watching  over  young  men  just  at  the  time 
when  they  seem  required  to  let  go  of  the  old,  but  do  not  know 
how  to  get  hold  of  the  new,  for  all  is  now  new.  The  chapter 
is  social;  but  it  must  be  more  if  it  means  to  be  a  help  to  its 
members.  It  can  be  a  moral  force  that  will  strengthen  when 
strength  is  needed,  and  every  student  has  such  hours  when  he 
must  have  brotherly  help. — Rev.  E.  V.  Campbell,  Washing- 
ton, '62,  in  the  Minnesota  Fiji. 


JOSEPH  WILLIAM  BLYTHE 

Died  March  6,  1909 

Joseph  William  Blythe,  Hanover,  '70,  politician,  lawyer,  party 
leader,  and  general  counsel  for  the  Chicago,  Burlington  & 
Quincy  Railway,  died  suddenly  March  6,  of  heart  failure,  at  his 
country  place,  a  few  miles  from  Wapello,  Iowa. 

Several  days  before  his  death,  he  and  his  companions  planned 
to  go  duck  hunting,  this  being  Mr.  Blythe's  favorite  pastime. 
He  ate  a  hearty  breakfast,  and  soon  after  became  quite  ill.  A 
physician  was  called  and  remained  with  him  until  late  in  the 
afternoon,  when  he  left  Mr.  Blythe  feeling  much  better.   Early 
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the  next  morning  he  expired  of  heart  failure,  before  his  friends 
could  reach  his  side. 

Besides  his  wife,  Bro.  Blythc  leaves  one  son,  who  is  now 
about  twenty-eight  years  of  age,  a  graduate  of  Yale,  and  a 
young  man  of  much  promise. 

Bro.  Blythe  was  the  son  of  a  clergyman,  and  was  born  at 
Cranbury,  N.  J.,  on  January  i6,  1850.  He  was  educated  at 
Princeton  and  at  Hanover  College,  and  went  to  Iowa  as  a  young 
man.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1876,  and  immediately 
forged  to  the  front  as  an  attorney.  As  a  young  man  he  paid 
little  attention  to  politics,  and  it  was  after  his  marriage  to  Miss 
Margaret  Gear,  daughter  of  the  late  Senator  John  H.  Gear,  that 
he  began  to  take  an  interest  in  the  elections.  About  the  time  of 
his  marriage  he  was  chosen  local  attorney  for  the  Burlington 
Railway,  and  subsequently  was  made  general  attorney  for  the 
system  in  Iowa.  A  few  years  later  he  was  appointed  general 
counsel,  which  position  he  held  until  his  death. 

Mr.  Blythe  was  a  powerful  leader  in  political  affairs,  but 
never  occupied  nor  asked  for  a  political  office,  even  declining  to 
accept  the  appointment,  which  was  tendered  him,  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy in  the  United  States  Senate  occasioned  by  the  death  of  his 
father-in-law.  He  stated  to  his  friends  that  he  would  rather  be 
United  States  Senator  than  occupy  any  other  position  in  the 
government.  But,  he  said,  after  being  so  long  in  the  railway 
service  he  could  not  look  upon  public  questions  from  the  proper 
standpoint ;  to  be  a  Senator  a  man  should  be  impartial,  and  that, 
try  as  he  might,  he  would  find  all  his  sympathies  with  the  rail- 
roads. This  reason  only  illustrates  the  high  ideal  of  public  serv- 
ice which  he  held. 

Though  his  name  was  a  political  watchword  throughout  the 
state  of  Iowa,  where  he  had  no  equal  as  a  political  leader,  in  his 
personal  bearing  he  was  a  modest  and  contained  man.  He  was 
resolute  and  considerate.  He  foup^ht  his  battles  with  his  might. 
He  was  never  boastful,  and  he  was  never  a  scold.  All  wdio 
came  in  contact  with  him  were  compelled  to  recognize  him  as  a 
strong  man.  Whether  they  agreed  with  him,  or  whether  they 
dissented  from  him,  he  was  found  to  be  a  serviceable  friend  or 
a  worthy  opponent. 

His  personal  strength  was  in  his  mental  equipment,  and  it 
was  fortified  by  his  sincerity  in  dealing  with  his  friends.  He 
was  uniformly  courteous,  and  in  the  intimate  relations  of  his 
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life  he  was  genial  and  generous.  He  could  be  a  prince  in  com- 
pany, and  yet  freedom  from  ostentation  characterized  his  con- 
duct and  bearing  in  all  his  relations. 

It  was  his  boast  that  the  law  firm  of  Hedge  &  Blythe,  organ- 
ized in  1874,  was  a  continuous  organization.  He  had  many  in- 
timate friends  and  comrades,  to  whom  he  was  closer  than  a 
brother.  The  club  house  where  he  died  was  built  in  order  that 
he  might  occasionally  enjoy  the  company  of  his  nearest  friends. 

WALTER  ALLEN 

Died  March  20,  1909 

Walter  Allen  [DePauw,  '82],  who  died  in  an  Indianapolis 
hospital  last  Saturday  night  and  who  was  buried  here  yester- 
day, was  well  known  on  the  DePauw  campus,  and  for  almost 
a  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  called  "the  student's  friend." 
DePauw  students,  returning  to  Greencastle  to-day,  after  their 
spring  vacation,  were  grieved  to  learn  of  "Walter's"  death. 

Although  forty-eight  years  old,  he  was  known  by  no  other 
name  that  "Walter."  All  the  students  knew  him.  He  took 
an  interest  in  them,  and  was  accommodating  at  all  times.  He 
had  little  "fixings,"  and  he  would  stop  at  his  busiest  moments 
to  help  some  student  shape  up  a  notebook  or  straighten  out 
a  report.  He  always  had  time  to  help  some  one,  and  he  always 
had  a  bright  smile  or  a  cheery  "how-dee"  for  those  who  came 
into  his  store. 

"Walter  was  a  sort  of  institutional  landmark,"  as  one  stu- 
dent expressed  it,  and  he  held  a  peculiar  relation  to  the  uni- 
versity. He  responded  to  all  the  calls  made  by  the  authorities 
for  money.  He  was  with  every  student  enterprise  that  was 
started :  he  backed  athletics ;  he  backed  student  publications — 
he  backed  the  students.  The  professors  were  also  fond  of 
Walter,  and  they,  too,  congregated  at  the  little  store  just  north 
of  West  campus. 

When  speaking  of  Walter  yesterday.  Dr.  H.  A.  Gobin,  vice- 
president  of  the  university,  said :  "We'll  miss  Walter.  He 
was  a  sort  of  connecting  link  Ijetween  the  students  and  the 
townspeople.  He  occupied  a  unique  position.  He  has  been 
back  of  every  university  enterprise  ever  since  he  set  up  shop 
on  that  corner  over  twenty  years  ago.  He  was  always  kind 
and  lenient  with  students.     He  credited  them  freelv  and  when 
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he  saw  a  man  *iip  against  it'  he  would  go  down  into  his  own 
pocket  and  help  him  out/' 

Continuing,  Dr.  Gobin  said :  "I  was  in  his  store  one  after- 
noon when  a  woman  student  came  in  and  made  a  purchase. 
She  had  the  amount  charged.  I  did  not  catch  the  name  and 
neither  did  Walter.  I  asked  him  whether  he  was  afraid  he 
would  lose  the  amount  of  the  purchase  and  he  answered  in 
the  negative,  saying  that  he  lost  nothing  from  student  credit 
and  that  it  was  a  rare  occurrence  for  a  student  to  take  advan- 
tage of  him." 

Dr.  Gobin  was  a  great  friend  of  Walter's,  and  when  he 
learned  of  his  death  he  immediately  wired  Bishop  Edwin  Holt 
Hughes,  in  San  Francisco,  w^ho,  when  president  of  DePauw, 
was  intimate  with  "the  students'  friend." 

Walter  Allen  was  known  by  every  person  who  has  attended 
DePauw  for  the  last  twenty-two  years.  His  drug  and  book 
shop  on  the  corner  of  the  campus  was  a  center  for  college 
activities  and  the  place  where  old  friends  met  at  commence- 
ment time  or  on  other  special  occasions.  Walter  always  kept 
a  "guest  book"  on  his  showcases,  and  each  old  student  who 
came  back  was  expected  to  put  his  signature  in  this  book.  He 
remembered  names  and  faces  well,  and  many  times  he  would 
recall  a  name  of  a  man  whom  he  had  not  seen  for  ten  or  fifteen 
years. 

The  students  were  always  at  home  in  Walter's  store,  and 
he  trusted  them.  A  large  number  did  not  wait  to  have  their 
wants  supplied  by  the  owner  of  the  place,  but  would  go  in, 
help  themselves  and  often  write  out  a  credit  slip  and  ring  it 
in  on  the  old  cash  register. 

Walter  Allen  was  also  popular  as  a  citizen  of  Greencastle 
and  as  a  business  man.  He  was  well  liked  by  all  and  probably 
would  have  run  for  mayor  on  the  Republican  ticket  at  the  next 
city  election.  The  leaders  of  the  party  had  conferred  with  him 
a  short  time  before  he  left  for  Indianapolis  to  have  an  opera- 
tion for  hernia  performed.  He  had  not  consented,  but  had 
expressed  his  willingness  to  do  what  was  best  for  his  party. 

Walter  Allen  was  the  youngest  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  M. 
Allen,  and  he  was  born  September  8,  i860,  on  the  same  lot 
where  his  business  was.  His  mother,  who  is  ninety-three 
years  old,  three  brothers  and  four  sisters  survive  him.  They 
are :  W.  H.  Allen,  Los  Angeles,  Gal. ;  Albert  Allen,  Madison, 
Wis. ;  Joel  E.  Allen,  pharmacist,  City  Hospital,  Indianapolis ; 
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he  saw  a  man  'up  agciinst  it'  lie  would  go  clown  into  his  own 
pocket  and  help  him  out." 

Continuing,  Dr.  Gobin  said :  "I  was  in  his  store  one  after- 
noon when  a  woman  student  came  in  and  made  a  purchase. 
She  had  the  amount  charged.  I  did  not  catch  the  name  and 
neither  did  Walter.  I  asked  him  whether  he  was  afraid  he 
would  lose  the  amount  of  the  purchase  and  he  answered  in 
the  negative,  saying  that  he  lost  nothing  from  student  credit 
and  that  it  was  a  rare  occurrence  for  a  student  to  take  advan- 
tage of  him."

They 
are :  W.  H.  Allen,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. ;  Albert  Allen,  Madison, 
Wis. ;  Joel  E.  Allen,  phannacist,  City  Hospital,  Indianapolis ; 
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Mrs.  H.  O.  Smith,  Greencastle ;  Mrs.  J.  L.  Rippetoe,  Malott 
Park;  Mrs.  J.  K.  Hawk  and  r^^Irs.  Marion  Bovard,  of  Cali- 
fornia. He  was  married  October  15,  1885,  to  Miss  Elizabeth 
Estile.  Of  his  immediate  family,  his  widow,  one  daughter, 
Miss  Lucy  Allen,  a  teacher  in  the  Albany  high  school,  and 
one  son,  Robert,  w^ho  is  still  in  the  high  school  here,  survive. 

He  attended  DePauw  and  w^is  a  member  of  the  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  fraternity.  He  was  a  Mason  and  an  Odd  Fellow.  He 
was  twice  elected  to  the  city  treasurershipj^gerving  in  this  capac- 
ity for  four  years.  At  the  time  of  his;»  dpitli  he  was  deputy 
grand  master  in  the  order  of  Odd  Fellow^. — Indianapolis 
Neivs, 

ROBERT  BAYLOR  SEMPDE 

Died  February  8,  1909 

Robert  Baylor  Semple.  professor  of  Latin  and:  Greek  of 
William  JewellCollcge  for  forty  years,  w-as  born  in  Fredericks- 
burg, Va.,  in  1842,  and  died  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  February  8, 
1909.  He  was  a  member  of  the  local  organization,  which  be- 
came Zeta  Phi  chapter  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  1886,  and  was 
initiated  soon  after  the  chapter's  installation. 

Prof.  Semple  was  the  father  of  four  sons,  who  are  graduates 
of  William  Jewell  and  members  of  Zeta  Phi. 

The  greater  part  of  his  life  was  devoted  to  the  upbuilding 
of  this  institution,  and  during  his  long  service  he  saw  it  grow 
from  a  college  of  about  forty  students  to  its  present  size. 

He  w^as  not  only  an  inspiration  to  every  student  while  in 
college,  but  through  all  succeeding  years  that  sterling  manhood, 
consistent  Christian  life  and  unswerving  integrity  were  a  con- 
stant inspiration.  Of  the  multitude  who  have  passed  through 
his  classes  and  have  been  under  his  influence,  not  one  has  gone 
out  harmed  or  injured  by  the  touch  of  this  good  man's  hand. 
He  taught  his  students  to  love  justice,  mercy  and  humility,  and 
he  was  the  embodiment  of  them  all. 

Although  not  prominent  in  the  national  affairs  of  the  frater- 
nity, he  at  all  times  took  an  active  interest  in  the  local  chapter, 
and  the  high  ideals  of  fraternity  and  brotherhood  among  men 
which  he  upheld  and  sought  to  instill  into  the  lives  of  the 
younger  members  have  done  much  to  make  Zeta  Phi  what  it  is 
to-day.  By  his  death  wc  have  lost  a  friend  and  brother,  but 
his  influence  is  indeli])ly  stamped  upon  our  lives.

EDITORIAL 

The  Honor  System 

Events  of  the  past  two  months  give  a  peculiar  timeHness  to 
the  discussion  of  a  subject  which  has  long  been  demanding 
editorial  attention — the  honor  system.  Adelbert  reports  the 
adoption  of  this  system  of  conducting  examinations,  while 
Secretary  Poguc,  in  his  recent  trip  of  visitation,  made  some 
special  observations  of  college  tendencies  in  this  direction. 

The  honor  system,  as  all  of  us  know,  had  its  origin,  and  has 
had  its  fullest  development,  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  It 
was  a  product  of  the  idealism  of  Thomas  Jefferson.  And  in 
this  he  proved  himself  a  great  educational  statesman,  though 
far  in  advance  of  his  time.  The  unusual  liberties  granted  the 
students  at  the  new  University  of  Virginia  early  became  license, 
notwithstanding  the  powerful  personal  influence  of  Jefferson. 
It  required  the  evolutionary  processes  of  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury and  the  sobering  influence  of  the  tragic  death  of  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  to  make  the  system  finally  a  success.  But 
for  over  half  a  century  the  Virginia  "honor  system,"  at  last 
firmly  established,  has  been  the  pride  of  the  south  and  the 
envy  of  the  college  world.  It  is  supported  by  student  senti- 
ment and  administered,  as  far  as  administration  is  necessary, 
by  student  officers. 

When  one  considers  the  ultimate  objects  of  education,  the 
educational  value  of  such  a  system  scarcely  requires  argument. 
Training  of  intellect  and  character  are  the  ends  sought,  and  the 
man  w-ho  achieves  the  self  respect  of  conscious  honesty, 
whether  under  supervision  or  not,  is  in  that  respect  a  well-edu- 
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cated  man.  The  value  of  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  P)rtha- 
gorean  theorem  is  small  compared  with  a  habit  of  refusing  to 
cheat  even  when  there  is  no  danger  of  being  caught. 

There  seems  no  valid  reason  why  this  system  may  not  be 
transplanted  in  every  college  and  university.  To  thrive,  it  re- 
quires only  the  soil  of  honesty  and  the  environment  of  mutual 
trust.  But  experience  seems  to  teach  that  its  growth  can  not 
be  forced.  Unless  the  student  body  wishes  this  measure  of 
self  government,  it  should  not  be  forced  upon  them ;  for  it  will 
be  ineflfectual  for  lack  of  public  sentiment.  The  students  should 
take  the  initiative,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  college  facul- 
ties would  welcome  the  movement. 

If  fraternity  men,  and  members  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  espe- 
cially, wish  to  give  earnest  of  their  high  ideals  in  college  life, 
they  can  devote  their  energies  to  no  better  purpose  than  in  fos- 
tering the  spirit  of  the  "honor  system.'' 


Fraternity  Life  in  Retrospect 

The  short  article  published  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  entitled 
"The  Fraternity,"  is  a  valuable  piece  of  testimony  to  the  value 
of  real  fraternity  from  the  pen  of  an  old  alumnus. 

It  is  easy  for  the  young  to  grow  enthusiastic  about  the  ad- 
vantages of  fraternity  life ;  and  scoffers  dismiss  their  testimony 
with  the  easy  statement  that  this  is  merely  one  of  the  vagaries 
of  youth  which  will  be  outgrown  in  due  time. 

When  fraternity  still  has  a  vital  meaning  to  the  man  of  ma- 
ture years,  the  scoffer's  chief  argument  is  gone.  There  is 
something  peculiarly  beautiful  in  a  fraternal  spirit  which  sur- 
vives fifty  years  of  separation  from  early  associates  and  envi- 
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ronment ;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time,  advises  youth  to  travel 
along  the  same  road,  because  that  road  is  the  golden  highway 
which  connects  youth  with  age  and  makes  age  joyful  with 
friendships.  If  fraternity  did  nothing  more,  it  would  be  justi- 
fied for  this  reason  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  really  taste  its 
joys. 


Chapter  Histories  Again 

After  editorial  silence  for  some  months  on  the  subject  of 
chapter  histories,  it  seems  the  proper  time  again  to  remind  the 
historians  that  something  tangible  will  be  expected  of  them 
before  the  Ekklesia  meets  this  summer. 

The  fraternity  history  is  a  subject  for  live  discussion  this 
year,  and  the  fraternity  history  can  not  come  forth  unless  the 
chapter  histories  are  properly  prepared.  The  general  historians 
will  have  their  hands  full,  without  asking  them  to  delve  into 
the  chronology  of  each  of  our  living  chapters,  when  within 
those  chapters  the  story  of  their  achievements  should  be  woven 
into  history. 

The  excuse  that  due  notice  was  not  given  will  not  be  avail- 
able. There  has  been  sufficient  publicity  to  the  requirements 
of  the  fraternity  on  this  subject.  This  is  a  suggestion  to  sev- 
eral to  be  '*up  and  doing."

With  the  retirement  from  office  to-day  of  Mayor  George 
W.  Guthrie  [W.  U.  P.,  '66],  Pittsburgh  loses  an  executive 
whose  honesty  was  so  conspicuous  that  his  bitterest  opponents 
never  dared  to  challenge  it,  and  whose  adherence  to  his  con- 
victions of  right  was  so  firm  that  no  political  or  selfish  con- 
sideration could  ever  induce  him  to  deviate  from  the  straight 
line  he  had  marked  out  for  himself  to  follow. 

In  paying  this  tribute  to  the  retiring  mayor,  the  Leader  does 
not  forget  that  on  many  occasions  it  differed  from  Mr.  Guth- 
rie in  his  administration  of  municipal  affairs.  The  Leader 
docs  not  expect  or  concede  perfection  in  any  man.  With  all 
its  admiration  for  the  sterling  qualities  which  it  knew  George 
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W.  Guthrie  possessed,  it  did  not  hesitate  to  criticize  what  it 
thought  were  his  mistakes.  This  is  both  the  privilege  and  the 
duty  of  an  honest,  independent  and  self-respecting  newspaper. 
The  Leader,  by  pursuing  its  policy  of  candid  espousal  of  the 
cause  of  the  people,  may  make  mistakes  at  times,  just  as  it 
thinks  Mr.  Guthrie  did,  but  honesty  of  purpose,  integrity  of 
heart  and  the  courage  of  convictions  abundantly  offset  occa- 
sional errors  of  judgment. 

In  his  public  career,  as  well  as  in  his  private  life,  Mayor 
Guthrie  displayed  all  those  commendable  characteristics.  Per- 
haps his  chief  weakness  was  (paradoxical  as  it  may  seem)  an 
overdevelopment  of  strength  along  those  lines  which  gave  an 
academic  and  impracticable  tinge  to  many  of  his  actions.  In 
dealing  with  the  problems  of  city  life  he  was  more  exacting 
than  politic,  and  it  is  a  question  whether  his  manner  of  treat- 
ing the  various  evils  incident  to  a  congested  population  did 
not  do  more  harm  than  good.  Proper  police  regulation  might 
have  been  more  effective  than  an  unsuccessful  attempt  at 
eradication. 

The  Leader  believes  that  this  one  phase  of  Mr.  Guthrie's 
administration  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  election  of 
W.  A.  Magee.  A  great  many  people  voted  for  Magee  because 
they  believed  that  he  would  undo  Mr.  Guthrie's  efforts  in  this 
particular  direction  and  take  a  more  everyday  view  of  the  con- 
ditions of  modern  life  in  a  great  city.  A  man  with  Mr.  Guth- 
rie's strong  notions  of  right  and  wrong  could  not,  however, 
in  justice  to  his  beliefs  and  his  conscience,  take  any  other 
course,  even  though  it  failed  to  meet  popular  approval. 

In  another  particular  Mr.  Guthrie's  personal  strength  be- 
came official  weakness.  Honest  himself,  he  measured  others 
with  his  own  rule,  and  would  believe  no  evil  of  those  whom 
he  had  made  a  part  of  his  administration.  Commendable  as 
such  a  trait  may  be  in  the  ordinary  intercourse,  it  is  not  a 
supreme  virtue  in  an  official  whose  first  duty  is  to  the  people, 
and,  in  consequence  of  his  too  great  confidence  in  his  official 
advisers,  Mr.  Guthrie  was  often  led  into  error  for  which  he 
was  censured  but  not  personally  at  fault. 

These  instances  of  Mr.  Guthrie's  official  career  are  not  re- 
called now  in  an  unfriendly  sense.  They  arc  pointed  out  only 
to  show  that  what  might  be  termed  defects  in  the  mayor's  ad- 
ministration were,  in  reality,  produced  by  traits  of  mind  and

Now  is  the  time  for  every  member  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  to 
turn  over  the  calendar  to  August  and  draw  a  red  ring  around 
4,  5  and  6.  Do  that  first,  because  it  is  a  most  important  matter. 
Then  remember  these  dates  and  do  not  make  any  business  en- 
gagements therefor.  Having  done  this  little  matter  in  the  line 
of  duty,  the  next  is  to  look  up  railroad  and  boat  connections,  or 
an  automobile  route,  to  the  city  of  Detroit.  This  is  the  time 
and  the  place  of  the  annual  E^hi  Gamma  Delta  convention. 
Could  anything  be  more  important  to  remember.  Whether  you 
are  a  delegate  or  an  alternate,  or  simply  one  of  the  fraternal 
brothers  who  loves  to  attend  the  annual  reunions  and  meet  with 
the  boys  you  knew  in  college  days,  it  is  just  the  same.  To  some, 
college  days  may  seem  long  ago,  years  and  decades,  but  when 
you  get  to  Detroit  and  begin  to  mingle  with  old  class-mates 
and  chums,  it  will  again  be  yesterday. 

This  is  the  home  of  Delta  Mu  graduate  chapter  and  it  ex- 
tends to  all  Fiiis  everywhere  a  most  cordial  invitation  to  attend 
this  convention  and  visit  the  beautiful  "City  of  the  Straits.*' 

Historically  the  city  is  very  interesting.  Founded  the  24th 
of  July,  1 701,  by  Antoine  de  La  Mothc  Cadillac  and  a  company 
of  French  soldiers,  it  passed  through  and  took  active  part  in 
many  of  the  dramatic  events  that  abound  in  the  early  history 
of  American  settlement.  The  details  of  Detroit  history  would 
fill  many  volumes  with  romantic  and  thrilling  adventure.  It 
has  changed  flags  three  times,  was  at  different  times  prior  to 
the  Revolution  under  the  dominion  of  England  and  France, 
has  owed  allegiance  to  three  different  sovereigns,  has  been  be- 
sieged twice  by  Indians,  captured  in  war,  totally  consumed  by 
fire,  and  has  been  the  scene  of  twelve  mass-icres  and  fiftv  bat- 
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ties.  During  the  last  half  of  its  existence  the  people  have  fol- 
lowed the  pursuits  of  peace  and  it  has  developed  into  a  wealthy 
and  cultured  city. 

Detroit  is  a  city  of  about  450,000  inhabitants,  and  tenth  in 
population  in  the  United  States,  having  passed  New  Orleans, 
Milwaukee  and  San  Francisco  in  population  since  19)03.  The 
rapid  and  healthy  growth  of  the  city  is  due  to  its  unrivaled  fa- 
cilities for  every  branch  of  industry ;  to  its  beautiful  homes,  its 
clean  streets  and  avenues,  and  to  its  splendid  geographical  po- 
sition. Situated  on  the  Detroit  River,  midway  between  the 
great  ports  at  either  end  of  the  great  lakes,  it  enjoys  a  large 
percentage  of  the  gain  from  inexpensive  and  serviceable  water 
transportation.  The  tonnige  which  passes  through  the  Detroit 
River  is  six  times  as  great  as  that  of  the  Suez  Canal ;  and  for 
eight  months  of  navigation  is  greater  than  that  which  enters 
and  departs  from  New  York  harbor  in  a  year.  The  city  main- 
tains twenty-nine  public  parks,  valued  at  more  than  $7,000,000, 
and  has  one  of  the  most  magnificent  boulevards  on  the  Ameri- 
can continent.  The  manufacturing  industries  of  the  city  had, 
during  1908,  a  gross  production  in  excess  of  $500,000,000,  and 
paid  out  in  wages  to  125,000  employes  about  $76,500,000.  The 
wholesale  mercantile  establishments  did  a  gross  trade,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  above,  amounting  to  $37,000,000.  The  gross  busi- 
ness of  the  local  clearing  house  was  $661,000,000.  These 
figures  are  given  simply  to  demonstrate  the  fact  that  this  is  a 
commercial  city. 

The  average  traveler  hears  more  about  Detroit  as  a  place  of 
pleasure,  a  city  of  rest  and  recreation,  and  a  city  which  has 
come  to  be  known  as  the  ^'Convention  City  of  America.'' 

During  the  year  of  1908,  a  number  equal  to  one-tenth  of  the 
population  of  the  United  States  took  advantage  of  the  beauti- 
ful rides  afforded  by  the  pleasure  crafts  sailing  from  this  port 
on  the  Detroit  River  and  over  the  lakes  connectin«f.  This  is 
more  than  sailed  from  all  the  ports  on  the  Great  Lakes  com- 
l)inc(l.  Members  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  who  are  now  preparing 
to  attend  the  convention,  may  wonder  why  boat  ridin<2:  is  so 
popular  at  this  metropolitan  resort.  After  attending  the  con- 
vention and  enjoying  some  of  the  many  rides,  they  will  go 
home  won(lerin<^  why  the  number  was  not  greater.  The  De- 
troit River  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  bodies  of  water  in  the 
world.     It  is  less  than  a  mile  wide  and  only  twenty  miles  long.

connecting  Lakes  St.  Clair  and  Erie.  Pleasure  craft  leave 
every  day  for  the  scores  of  resorts  scattered  between  Put-in- 
Bay  in  Lake  Erie  and  Port  Huron,  located  at  the  lower  end  of 
Lake  Huron. 

**The  Flats,"  the  \^enice  of  America,  is  reached  by  a  fine  line 
of  passenger  steamers  and  is  a  most  interesting  sight  for  the 
tourists.  Its  fame  as  a  summer  resort  extends  across  the  con- 
tinent, for  it  is  unique  in  its  location.  Along  its  principal  wa- 
tercourses have  been  built  numerous  clubhouses,  hotels  and 
cottages,  until  for  eight  miles  the  South  Channel,  used  almost 
exclusively  by  the  vessels  carrying  the  traffic  of  the  Great 
Lakes,  is  lined  with  airy  structures  built  on  piles,  and  under- 
neath which,  in  some  instances,  the  waters  of  the  river  still 
flow. 

Beautiful  Bob-Lo,  just  overlooking  Lake  Erie,  and  a  real 
garden  of  nature,  is  one  place  which  will  not  be  missed.  The 
Detroit  graduate  chapter,  recognizing  the  beauties  of  this 
place,  has  chartered  a  fine  pleasure  steamer  for  an  all  afternoon 
and  evening  trip  and  outing  on  this  island.  This  will  be  the 
'*big  stunt"  of  the  convention,  music  and  refreshments  will  be 
provided,  and  all  brothers  want  to  count  themselves  in  on  this 
outing. 

Another  place  that  must  not  be  overlooked  during  the  visit 
is  Belle  Isle,  a  municipal  park  of  more  than  seven  hundred 
acres,  located  on  an  island  in  the  Detroit  River.  There  will  be 
found  the  horticultural  building,  filled  with  rare  flowers  and 
plants  gathered  from  every  country  on  the  globe ;  the  aquarium, 
with  all  kinds  of  salt  and  fresh  water  fish ;  the  zoo,  with  its 
animals  and  birds,  free  and  open  to  the  public  every  day  in  the 
year.  There  are  places  for  boating  and  bathing,  for  riding 
and  resting,  where  one  can  enjoy  all  pleasures,  for  it  is  the 
great  playground  of  the  people. 

Palmer  Park  also  is  beautiful,  and  a  real  nook  of  nature; 
and  there  are  a  score  of  others  besides  that  are  well  worth  vis- 
iting. Mt.  Clemens,  world  famous  for  its  wonderful  mineral 
baths  and  fine  hotels,  is  within  an  hour's  ride  by  electric  car. 

The  University  of  Michigan,  one  of  the  most  noted  spots  on 
the  American  continent  and  the  college  home  of  many  hun- 
dreds of  members  of  this  fraternity,  is  less  than  forty  miles 
from  the  city  and  can  be  reached  by  interurban  cars  every  half 
hour.    Here  you  may  ramble  over  the  campus  and  visit  the  new 
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fraternity  house.  A  hustling,  energetic  and  progressive  lot  of 
members  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  are  located  in  Detroit  and  this 
immediate  locality,  and  they  are  working  together  and  plan- 
ning to  entertain  the  delegates  from  every  chapter,  as  well  as 
the  visiting  brothers,  their  wives,  daughters  and  sweethearts. 

Every  fifteen  minutes  a  boat  clears  from  the  Detroit  port  to 
Windsor,  located  in  the  Land  of  King  Edward,  and  makes  the 
trip  in  less  than  seven  minutes. 

Although  Detroit  assures  its  friends  and  visitors  a  great 
many  things  in  the  way  of  pleasures,  it  can  not  guarantee  the 
weather.

According  to  the  Detroit  weather  reports  for  August, 
compiled  from  the  last  twenty-six  years,  there  has  been  an  av- 
erage of  only  six  cloudy  days.  Once  in  a  while  it  rains  on 
these  cloudy  days,  but  there  is  still  left  an  average  of  twenty- 
five  days  of  sunshine  and  fresh  air.  From  the  same  reports, 
we  find  an  average  breeze  of  nine  miles  per  hours  wafted  over 
the  fresh  water,  keeping  cool  the  almost  half  million  people 
and  the  thousands  and  thousands  of  strangers  who  see  and  en- 
joy the  pleasures  of  the  City  Beautiful.  The  average  tempera- 
ture is  placed  at  seventy  degrees.  If  it  is  weather  you  want, 
the  right  kind  of  weather,  all  officially  prepared,  can  be  found 
in  the  city  of  Detroit  during  the  convention. 

There  will  not  only  be  boat  rides,  but  many  other  pleasant 
diversions  to  aid  all  who  may  come  in  passing  away  the  time 
pleasantly  and  en  joy  ably.  If  you  are  so  fortunate  as  to  have  a 
wife,  you  couldn't  take  her  to  a  more  delightful  place  than  the 
Detroit  convention  during  the  first  week  of  August.  Enter- 
tainments have  been  planned  which  will  appeal  especially  to 
the  ladies,  and  we  want  them  to  be  present.  To  the  alumni,  we 
direct  a  special  appeal.  Lay  aside  your  business  cares  and  at- 
tend this  convention.  It  will  do  you  a  world  of  good,  and,  in 
addition  to  the  outing,  will  put  new  blood  into  your  veins  to 
meet  the  enthusiastic  delegates  from  fifty-seven  active  chapters.

TOM  MARSHALL  NIGHT  IN  NEW  YORK 

Wednesday  night,  April  14,  was  *'Tom  Marshall  Night"  at 
the  Xew  York  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Club.  Up  to  about  5  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  there  was  some  real  doubt  as  to  whether  the 
program  was  going  to  be  carried  out  as  planned,  but  that 
wasn't  the  fault  of  either  the  club  or  the  guest  of  honor.  It 
was  entirely  due  to  the  fact  that  Xew  York  is  such  a  very  big 
city.  Rut  the  story  might  just  as  well  be  told  from  the  very 
beginning. 

Governor  Marshall  didn't  leave  Indiana  to  take  care  of  itself, 
and  travel  way  to  Xew  York  just  to  attend  that  dinner.  Of 
course  he  would  gladly  have  done  so,  had  the  club  sent  for  him, 
but  credit  must  be  given  to  the  X'^ational  Democratic  Club  for 
taking  the  initiative  in  the  matter.  That  organization  planned 
to  gather  together  all  the  northern  Democratic  governors,  who 
are  ex-officio  presidential  possibilities,  to  assist  them  in  the  cel- 
ebration of  Jefferson's  pirthday.  So  it  happened  that  Bro. 
Marshall  came  and  talked  to  his  Democratic  friends  on  the 
timely  adjuration  to  "Remove  not  the  Ancient  Landmarks." 
The  alert  governors  of  the  Phi  ( lamma  Delta  Club  had  no  in- 
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tention  of  letting  the  governor  of  Indiana  get  away  without 
uttering  the  message  they  knew  he  must  have  for  his  metro- 
politan brothers ;  and  as  it  turned  out  the  governor  was  only 
waiting  for  a  chance  to  eat  a  square  meal  in  that  fine  new  din- 
ing-room. That  made  it  easy  for  them  to  come  to  an  agree- 
ment, and  so  it  was  arranged  that  the  governor  should  stay  a 
day  longer  in  the  city,  in  order  to  give  the  club  the  opportunity 
to  place  on  its  records  the  fact  that  it  had  entertained  a  future 
president  of  the  United  States. 

And  now  it  is  necessary  to  go  back  to  the  statement  made  at 
the  beginning  as  to  how  it  happened  that  after  all  the  plans  had 
been  perfected  and  the  tables  all  set,  the  program  came  so 
mighty  near  miscarrying.  Gov.  Marshall,  as  every  one  knows, 
is  so  popular  out  in  Indiana  that  he  has  seldom  had  time  to 
make  trips  to  New  York.  Hence  he  was  not  very  familiar 
with  the  ways  and  byways  of  the  metropolis.  Every  moment 
that  he  could  spare  from  his  public  engagements,  therefore,  he 
spent  in  looking  about  the  city.  In  the  course  of  the  evening 
he  told  the  story  of  his  adventures.  To  be  sure  he  applied  it 
to  another  man  from  Indiana,  but  everyone  understood  that  the 
governor's  story  was  really  a  bit  of  autobiography. 

It  seems  that  in  the  course  of  his  wanderings,  somehow  or 
other,  he  got  up  to  125th  st.,  which  is  in  Harlem.  He  was  strol- 
ling along  admiring,  with  considerable  awe,  the  towering  five 
and  six-story  skyscrapers,  and  with  that  commendable  Hoosier 
thirst  for  knowledge,  asking  questions.  Accosting  a  policeman, 
he  inquired  at  length,  "Where  is  the  Flatiron  building?"  *'The 
Flatiron  building,"  came  the  astonished  reply,  *'why,  that's 
down  in  the  city."  "O,"  exclaimed  the  governor,  looking  about 
him  in  bewilderment,  **I — I  thought  this  was  the  city!"  Where- 
upon he  hailed  a  taxicab  and  told  the  chauffeur  to  take  him 
back  to  the  city  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

In  the  meantime,  Rro.  O.  H.  Cheney,  and  the  other  members 
of  the  dinner  committee  were  beginning  to  grow  anxious 
about  their  prospective  guest.  It  was  discovered  that  he  had 
had  an  early  luncheon  at  the  Hoffman  house,  but  after  that  all 
trace  of  him  was  lost.  Rumors  were  rife  that  he  had  been  am- 
bushed and  abducted  by  some  Tammany  braves  for  safe  keep- 
ing until  191 2.  The  suggestion  that  he  had  strayed  down  to 
Wall  Street,  where  he  had  fallen  a  victim  to  the  bulls  and  bears, 
was  thrust  aside  as  too  awful  to  contemplate.    One  distraught 
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committeeman  even  went  so  far  as  to  telephone  to  the  Republi- 
can Club  about  him.  At  length,  just  as  a  delegate  was  setting 
out  for  the  police  station,  the  governor  himself  rode  up  to  the 
door  of  the  club  in  his  taxicab.  So  the  dinner  took  place  as 
planned  after  all. 

Some  hundred  and  twenty-five  members  of  the  fraternity 
were  gathered  in  the  pretty  white  and  gold  banquet  hall  of  the 
new  club,  when  the  photographer  started  the  ceremonies  by 
setting  off  a  particularly  heavy  charge  of  flash-light  powder. 
When  the  governor  took  his  seat  at  the  guest  table  he  was 
greeted  with  the  Fiji  yell,  and  every  few  moments  during  the 
meal  the  diners  would  break  out  into  a  song  al)OUt  the  **banks 
of  the  Wabash,"  or  declare,  with  more  force  than  harmony,  that 
old  Tom  Marshall  was  a  friend  of  theirs.  Vice-president  Cheney 
acted  as  toastmaster.  It  was  well  past  9:30  o'clock  when  he 
rose  to  start  the  post-prandial  part  of  the  feast.  He  read  two 
congratulatory  telegrams  from  Percival  Kuhne,  the  president 
of  the  club,  and  from  Charles  Warren  Fairbanks,  and  a  letter 
from  Gov.  Hughes,  who  regretted  that  press  of  duties — the 
frantic, kicking  of  an  obstreperous  legislature — would  prevent 
his  being  present  to  greet  a  brother  governor. 

Before  introducing  the  guest  of  the  evening,  Bro.  Cheney 
told  those  present  some  good  news  about  the  club,  which  has 
finished  its  first  month  of  existence  with  an  income  exceeding 
its  disbursements  by  more  than  $700.  He  gave  some  interest- 
ing figures  to  show  what  a  popular  place  for  transient  Fijis, 
the  club  is  coming  to  be,  and  how  the  resident  alumni  of  out- 
of-town  chapters  are  getting;  into  the  way  of  holding  regular 
reunions  under  its  hospitable  roof.  Then  as  the  governor  rose 
to  his  feet  the  rest  of  the  diners  rose  with  him  and  welcomed 
him  as  a  '* jolly  good  Fiji,"  with  the  Fiji  yell  on  the  end  of  it. 

He  began,  by  telling  the  story  of  that  mythical  Hoosier,  who 
was  lost  in  Harlem.  Then  he  felt  it  necessary  to  explain  why 
his  glass  was  turned  down.  His  reason  for  that  was  that  he. 
like  most  other  Indiana  Fijis,  irrespective  of  party  affiliations, 
had  formed  the  loyal  habit  of  confining  themselves  to  Fairbanks 
cocktails  at  dinner,  and  as  he  had  been  told  that  the  steward's 
supply  of  buttermilk  had  given  out,  he  was  satisfied  to  drink 
water.     Then  he  continued  : 

"If  you  greet  me  here  to-night  as  Governor  Marshall  of 
Indiana,  I  am  sorry  for  vou  and  sorrv  for  nivself,  but  if  vou 
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greet  me  as  Tom  Marshall  of  old  Wabash,  a  loyal  Fiji,  then 
I'm  glad  to  be  here.  I've  lived  long  enough  to  know  that  there 
are  different  sorts  of  friends.  There  are  the  so-called  friends, 
who  always  gather  around  a  man  after  he's  gotten  into  a  posi- 
tion of  power  or  authority,  and  applaud  him  and  praise  him, 
because  they  want  him  to  grant  them  some  favor.  IVe  had 
considerable  experience  with  that  sort  lately.  Then  there  are 
the  true  friends — the  friends  a  man  has  when  nobody  knows 
who  he  is,  and  nobody  cares  a  continental  who  he  is.  Fve  had 
that  sort,  too,  thank  God — a  good  many  of  them — ^and  the  mem- 
ories of  them  are  among  the  most  treasured  possessions  of  my 
life. 

**Tonight,  I  am  reminded  of  the  old  days  of  Psi  chapter, 
when  we  used  to  get  weekly  letters  from  a  New  York  brother 
named  Keck,  full  of  good  advice  and  admonitions.  In  my 
student  days  I  used  to  think,  that  if  I  could  ever  get  to  New 
York,  I  should  seek  out  Bro.  Keck,  and,  sitting  at  his  feet,  re- 
ceive from  him  lessons  of  brotherly  love  and  charity.  Then  I 
felt  that  I  could  say,  "Now  let  thy  brother  depart  in  peace." 
Well,  forty  years  have  slipped  by,  and  now,  at  last,  I  have 
managed  to  get  to  New  York,  and  seen  Bro.  Keck.  And  I  say 
long  may  he  live  to  instill  into  other  Fijis,  as  he  did  into  me, 
the  spirit  of  helpfulness  and  courage  and  loyalty. 

**I  remember  attending  the  convention  of  1872  at  Indianap- 
olis. It  was  there  for  the  first  time  that  I  met  Bro.  Fairbanks, 
green,  awkward  and  standing  six-feet-four,  but  then  as  now, 
every  inch  of  him  a  man.  I  remember  that  the  subject  of  east- 
ern extension  was  discussed  at  that  time,  wnth  a  considerable 
amount  of  youthful  acrimony.  A  good  deal  of  sectional  feeling 
was  manifested.  But  we've  gotten  pretty  far.  away  from  that 
sort  of  thing  now,  as  we've  grown  older  and  bigger  and  Fni 
glad  to  feel  that  now  there  is  no  north,  no  south,  no  east,  no 
west  in  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 

**I  am  reminded  of  the  old  darky  preacher,  who  was  trying  to 
explain  to  his  audience  why  the  Baptist  church  was  really  the 
only  church  to  belong  to.  "De  Baptist  church  am  de  only 
church," said  he, ''because — because  it  am,  an*  because — because 
dey  is  no  other.''  That's  why  I  believe  Phi  Gamma  Delta  is 
the  greatest  fraternity  on  earth,  first  because  "it  am,"  and 
second,  because  "dey  is  no  other." 

"Now  I  am  going  to  be  a  little  more  personal.    I  have  found 
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that  however  much  we  may  all  differ  on  religion  or  politics, 
or  other  matters,  the  bonds  of  our  friendship  hold  through  it  all. 
I've  had  a  good  many  friends,  who  have  taken  their  coats  off 
and  worked  for  me  around  convention  time  and  have  neglected 
their  own  work  for  my  sake  around  election  time.  Rut  the 
fellows,  who  have  plugged  for  me  in  season  and  out,  who  kept 
at  it  seven  days  in  the  week,  all  the  year  round,  have  been  the 
men  who've  worn  the  same  little  Greek  letters  on  their  breast 
that  I  am  proud  to  wear. 

**So  I  feel  that  I  owe  much  to  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  I  owe  it 
unswerving  loyalty.  I  owe  it  the  duty  to  see  to  it  that  the 
young  men  of  the  coming  generation  are  imbued  with  the  same 
ideals  of  loyalty  and  patriotism  and  high  endeavor,  that  the 
fraternity  taught  me  in  my  youth.  I  owe  it  to  the  fraternity 
to  do  all  I  can  to  make  it  and  keep  it  the  one  best  fraternity  in 
the  whole  country. 

**It  is  an  inspiration  to  me  to  be  here  in  this  beautiful  dining- 
room,  and  to  meet  here  you  men  of  all  professions  and  walks 
in  life,  from  so  many  different  states  and  colleges,  and  to  feel 
that,  although  I  have  never  met  you,  we  are  all  bound  together 
by  a  common  lx)nd,  and  are  all  working  together  for  the  same 
ends.  I  feel  that  I  have  received  an  uplift  in  life  at  your  hands. 
I  shall  go  home  feeling  that  I  have  left  behind  me  a  new  lot  of 
friends,  who  will  give  me  credit  for  whatever  I  do  that  is  right, 
and  who  will  be  loyal  enough  to  say  to  me  when  I  do  wrong, 
*'Cut  it  out.'' 

After  Bro.  Marshall  had  finished,  there  were  other  speakers. 
Bro.  Frank  Keck,  in  a  characteristically  reminiscent  talk,  gave 
his  hearers  some  of  the  same  sensible  advice  that  had  such  a 
good  effect  on  the  present  governor  of  Indiana  some  forty 
years  ago.  Bro.  Robert  S.  Binkerd,  Yale,  '04,  who  has  come  to 
New  York  to  be  secretary  of  the  Citizens  Union,  hinted  at  some 
of  the  measures  he  is  going  to  adopt  to  make  the  city  a  better 
place  to  live  in,  and  gave  one  very  good  reason  why  Indiana  is 
going  to  be  better  governed  than  ever  before  during  the  next 
few  years.  Bro.  George  L.  Naught,  Knox,  '96,  gave  a  fine  ex- 
hibition of  middle-west  oratory,  and  Bro.  Horace  I.  Brightman, 
Columbia,  '92,  was  as  usual  compelled  to  speak  just  because  he 
was  present.  Then  there  was  Gen.  \\\  I*.  Snyder,  who  made 
the  best  speech  he  has  made  since  he  was  assistant  attorney 
general  of  the  United  States,  back  in — was  it  Jackson's  admin- 
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istration?  That  was  all  except  the  concluding  songs  and  the 
ring-around-a-rosey,  but  every  one,  including  the  governor, 
stayed  late  telling  everyone  else  what  a  fine  time  he  had  had. 
And  it  certainly  was  one  of  the  most  successful  Fiji  dinners 
that  has  been  held  in  New  York  in  manv  a  long  dav.

He  stayed  a  while 
longer  and  when  he  rose  to  go  every  one  was  sorry,  but  nobody 
knew  they  had  been  entertained  by  the  governor  of  Indiana 
until  the  night  of  the  dinner. 


THE  NEW  YORK  CLUB 

Two  months  ago  the  opening  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Club 
was  recorded  in  these  columns  and  some  interior  views  of  the 
club  house  were  shown.  So  important  an  institution,  however, 
deserves  further  mention,  and  the  members  of  the  fraternity 
will  be  especially  interested  in  a  good  photograph  of  the  exte- 
rior of  the  building  with  a  few  additional  interior  pictures. 

The  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Club  of  Xcw  York  is  not  merely  a 
meeting  place  for  the  Xew  York  members  of  our  fraternity. 
Situated  in  the  heart  of  the  metropolis,  at  the  crossroads  of 
the  world,  and  at  a  place  where  every  Fiji  sooner  or  later  will 
pass,  it  is  the  natural  center  and  focalizing  point  of  all  Fijidom 
and  the  clearing  house  of  all  Fiji  interests. 

The  building  is  located  between  Fifth  and  Sixth  aves.,  at 
34  West  Forty-fourth  st.  The  Yale  Club  towers  on  its  right, 
the  Association  of  the  ]>ar  of  Xew  York  on  its  left:  the  Xew 
York  Yacht  Club  and  the  City  Club  are  across  the  street,  while 
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the  Harvard  Club,  Lamb's  Club,  Graduates'  Club,  St.  Nicholas 
Club,  Army  and  Xavy  Club,  and  the  Brown,  Dartmouth  and 
Cornell  quarters  are  within  a  short  distance.  The  **Great 
White  Way"  is  one  block  away,  the  Grand  Central  Station  is 
at  the  end  of  the  street.  Thus  it  can  be  said  the  location  is  in 
the  heart  of  the  club  world  and  at  the  very  center  of  Manhattan. 

The  visitor  finds  an  attractive  building  of  Harvard  brick  and 
white  marble  in  colonial  design,  with  wide,  spacious  windows 
that  suggest  comfort  within.  Thirty  bedrooms  are  placed  on 
the  two  upper  floors,  every  room  handsomely  furnished  in  sil- 
ver oak  of  up-to-date  design.  Liberal  expenditures  were  made 
in  providing  these  private  quarters  with  first-class  furnishings, 
and  the  brass  beds  are  supplied  with  the  best  springs  and  mat- 
tresses it  was  possible  to  buy.  Generous  shower  bath  facilities 
are  conveniently  provided.  A  valet  is  constantly  in  attendance. 
A  certain  number  of  these  rooms  are  always  reserved  for  tran- 
sients, and  the  out-of-town  Fiji  wmII  surely  prefer  these  accom- 
modations to  anything  else  in  the  city.  The  rates  will  be  found 
lower  than  first-class  hotels,  and  several  rooms  can  be  rented 
by  the  month  at  reasonable  rates.  Brothers  can  put  up  friends, 
who  are  not  fraternity  men,  at  the  club  for  any  length  of  time 
without  other  formality  than  getting  the  privilege  card  signed 
by  a  member  of  the  club. 

The  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Qub  differs  from  all  other  clubs  in 
one  important  feature — it  is  a  fraternity  club — and  that  means 
that  no  man  may  stay  a  stranger.  Everybody  has  had  the  ex- 
perience in  other  clubs  of  searching  the  rooms  from  cellar  to 
garret  without  finding  a  friendly  face  or  even  an  awkward  op- 
portunity of  scraping  an  acquaintance.  But  here  the  unknown 
brother  who  comes  up  the  stairway  is  in  duty  bound  to  walk 
over  to  the  nearest  Fiji,  introduce  himself  and  shake  hands, 
and  he  has  the  certainty  of  getting  instant  welcome.  This 
makes  the  club  especially  attractive  to  out-of-town  men  who 
visit  the  city  only  occasionally. 

The  club  urges  Fijis  to  use  its  facilities  for  private  dinners, 
class  dances  and  reunions,  and  all  kinds  of  banquets  in  the  fra- 
ternity and  out.  The  club's  kitchen  and  pantry  equipment  is 
equal  to  any  emergency.  Already  it  has  shown  its  ability  to 
serve  supper  to  a  dance  of  too  couples  in  absolutely  first-class 
fashion.  Fijis  who  plan  to  meet  a  friend  for  dinner  and  thea- 
ter should  make  the  club  their  rendezvous.    They  will  find  that 
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both  the  fable  d'hote  and  a  la  carte  menus  of  the  club  are  sec- 
ond to  none  in  every  respect,  and  the  service  prompt  and  at- 
tractive. 

The  house  is  open  to  ladies  on  Sundays  from  4  to  10  p.  m. 
A  special  menu  is  prepared  and  excellent  music  is  furnished 
throughout  the  evening.  This  feature  has  proven  particularly 
attractive  and  a  large  number  of  the  members  of  the  club  have 
taken  advantage  of  it  to  entertain  their  lady  friends.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  opportunity  of  entertaining  the  ladies,  after-theater 
suppers  can  be  arranged  for  upon  application  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers. Friday  night  is  club  night  just  as  it  was  in  the  old  quar- 
ters at  the  Royalton. 

Any  Fiji  can,  upon  proper  application,  become  a  member  of 
the  club.  Applications  for  membership  should  be  sent  to  the 
membership  committee  of  the  club,  and  should  give  the  full 
name  of  the  applicant,  his  business  and  residence  address,  col- 
lege, class  and  degree.  By  action  of  the  board  of  governors 
the  initiation  fees  have  been  temporarily  waived.  The  annual 
dues  for  resident  members  are  $20,  payable  semi-annually,  May 
and  November:  while  the  dues  of  non-resident  members  are 
$10.  Resident  members  are  those  residing  or  having  a  place 
for  the  regular  transaction  of  business  wnthin  twenty-five  miles 
of  the  city  of  Xew  York.  Resident  life  membership  is  $200; 
non-resident  life  membership,  $100. 

Single  rooms  may  be  rented  by  the  day  for  $1.50.  A  limited 
number  of  rooms  may  be  rented  by  the  month  for  $30.  Appli- 
cations for  rooms  should  be  addressed  to  the  superintendent  of 
the  club.  In  the  restaurant,  club  breakfasts  are  served  from 
30  cents  up.  The  a  la  carte  prices  are  very  reasonable,  while 
the  food  served  at  all  times  is  considered  to  be  the  best  in  New 
York. 

Convincing  proof  of  the  popularity  of  the  club  with  its  mem- 
bers lies  in  the  fact  that  its  business  for  the  second  month 
amounted  to  $3,100,  an  increase  of  $800  over  the  first  month's 
business,  while  the  membership  is  around  the  five-hundred 
mark,  and  steadily  increasing. 
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THE  FOUNDERS  AND  THEIR  GRAVES 

V.    Daniel  Webster  Crofts. 

John  Crofts  was  born  in  Manchester,  England,  January  lo, 
1792,  and,  with  his  father,  Henry  Crofts,  emigrated  to  Amer- 
ica in  the  year  1810,  buying  a  tract  of  land  in  Columbiana 
county,  Ohio,  near  the  Ohio  River,  where  he  lived  until  his 
death  in  1865.  Jane  Stevenson  was  born  in  St.  Clair  town- 
ship, Columbiana  county,  Ohio,  June  24,  1800,  of  Irish  parent- 
age. Her  father,  Thomas  Stevenson,  with  his  wife,  Jane,  emi- 
grated to  this  country  in  1792,  coming  from  the  County 
Antrim,  Ireland,  whence  also  came  the  maternal  grandparents 
of  John  Templeton  McCarty.  On  November  7,  182 1,  John 
Crofts  and  Jane  Stevenson  were  married.  Ten  children  were 
the  result  of  this  union,  of  whom  the  fourth  was  named,  after 
the  greatest  statesman  of  the  time,  Daniel  Webster  Crofts. 
He  was  born  on  the  Crofts  farm  in  Columbiana  county  on  De- 
cember 3,  1828.  The  date  of  the  birth  of  Daniel  given  in  the 
Vernon  catalogue  as  August  21,  1822,  is  an  error.  The  date 
of  December  3,  1828,  is  correct,  and  was  taken  from  the  Crofts 
family  Bible  by  J.  B.  Crofts,  a  brother  of  Daniel  Webster,  to 
whom  I  am  indebted  for  facts  which  I  have  given. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  at  this  early  date  Ohio  was  of 
the  forest  primeval,  and  the  daily  life  of  a  family  of  ten  chil- 
dren on  a  frontier  claim  is  quite  beyond  our  comprehension 
to-day.  Daniel  was  reared  like  other  backwoods  boys,  but  it 
was  early  seen  that  he  was  not  of  a  rugged  constitution,  and 
it  was  decided  that  he  should  be  given  an  education  and  not 
subjected  to  the  outdoor  hardships  of  a  farm  life.  He  was  sent 
to  a  private  school  kept  by  a  Mr.  Holmes  in  New  Lisbon,  and 
then  to  a  high  school  or  academy  at  West  Point,  Ohio,  and 
succeeded  in  obtaining  sufficient  preparation  to  enter  the  fresh- 
man class  of  Jefferson  College  in  1844  before  he  was  sixteen 
years  of  age.  The  general  catalogue  of  Jefferson  College 
states  that  Crofts  was  a  student  at  the  West  Point  Military 
Academy.  This  is  an  error,  as  will  be  seen  by  Crofts'  letter  to 
Elliott  of  May  29,  1848. 

The  name  "D.  Webster  Crofts"  is  the  third  one  signed  to  the 
original  constitution.     The  records  do  not  reveal  his  interests 
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or  activity  in  the  new  organization,  and  yet  so  secret  were  the 
doings  of  the  first  brothers  that  only  bare  facts  were  written 
down.  Crofts'  name  does  not  appear  as  having  been  an  officer 
at  any  time.  His  interest  and  loyahy,  however,  to  the  new  fra- 
ternity are  evidenced  by  his  letters. 

The  appearance  of  Crofts  is  given  by  a  classmate.  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Y.  Brown,  D.  D.,  as  tall  and  slender,  with  a  pale,  sallow 
face.  Dr.  Brown  states  that  he  was  a  good  student,  kind  to  his 
friends,  and  a  good  hater  of  those  whom  he  disliked.  The  da- 
guerreotype likeness  of  the  student  Crofts  bears  some  resem- 
blance to  the  famous  man,  after  whom  he  was  named. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  Elliott  sketch  in  the  April  issue, 
there  has  been  found  a  most  valuable  document.  In  August, 
1863,  Samuel  B.  Wilson,  one  of  the  founders,  delivered  an 
address  before  the  old  Alpha  chapter  on  "The  Founders  of  the 
Fraternity."  I  have  been  very  keenly  impressed  at  different 
times  during  the  past  two  years  in  such  matters  as  the  dis- 
covery of  the  room  in  which  the  fraternity  was  founded,  in  the 
accjuisition  of  McC^rty's  cane,  in  the  possession  of  the  pin  of 
James  Elliott ;  but  I  do  not  think  that  anything  has  appealed 
to  me  with  such  sentiment  as  the  pen  picture  of  Wilson  of  his 
associates.  The  full  text  of  this  discourse  will  be  published 
with  the  biography  of  Samuel  Beatty  Wilson.  I  can  not  re- 
frain, however,  at  this  time  from  quoting  the  words  of  Wil- 
son concerning  Crofts : 

**That  tall,  slender  young  man  who  occupies  the  next  place 
in  the  circle,  and  whose  dark  lustrous  eye  is  in  strange  contrast 
with  the  pallor  of  his  cheek,  is  Webster  Crofts.  If  you  had 
known  him  as  I  did  you  would  not  have  loved  him  less.  To  a 
stranger  his  apparently  reserved  and  distant  manner  was  not 
attractive ;  but  as  your  intercourse  with  him  became  more  fre- 
quent— as  you  learned  by  slow  degrees  to  appreciate  his  ster- 
ling qualities  of  head  and  heart — as  you  found  with  what 
implicit  confidence  you  could  rely  on  his  honor — with  what 
absolute  certainty  you  could  depend  on  his  kind  offices,  he 
could  not  fail  to  command  your  respect,  and  win  your  highest 
regard. .  In  our  contest  with  the  opposing  party  in  the  other 
hall,  he  always  acted  an  important  part.  He  had  not  the  ear- 
nestness and  power  of  McCarty,  but  he  had  more  coolness  and 
discretion.     Evcrv  word  told.     McCartv's  blows  were  deliv- 
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ered  with  the  crushing  weight  of  the  sledge  hammer;  Crofts 
were  the  keen  thrusts  of  the  poHshed  blade.  They  never  failed 
to  make  his  opponent  smart.  But  the  chief  excellency  of  his 
character  was  his  unbending  integrity,  his  high  sense  of  honor, 
his  manly  courage,  his  unswerving  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of 
all  his  duties.  Had  his  life  been  spared,  I  feel  assured  he  would 
have  been  an  ornament  to  the  institution  whose  foundations  he 
helped  to  lay." 

Wallace  McCook  Cunningham,  Roanoke  chapter,  who  has 
spent  months  in  the  country  around  New  Lisbon  in  railroad 
engineering,  has  been  much  interested  and  very  energetic  in 
obtaining  all  possible  information,  and  has  given  the  following 
most  interesting  picture  of  the  community  in  which  Crofts  was 
reared : 

"Lisbon,  Ohio,  October  28,  1908. 
**Dear  Brother  Chamberlin : 

''I  have  visited  Mr.  John  Crofts  of  East  Liverpool  twice 
since  I  wrote  you  last,  and  was  pleased  to  find  that  he  had 
given  you  some  additional  information.  I  spent  four  Sundays 
in  the  country  expressly  for  the  purpose  of  learning  any  facts 
that  might  aid  you,  but  can  give  you  scarcely  anything  definite. 
It  is  absolutely  baffling.  The  oldest  people  in  the  general 
neighborhood — including  a  radius  of  some  miles — or  in  Lis- 
bon can  give  but  little  information.  They,  as  a  rule,  were 
younger  than  Crofts,  and  those  in  the  country  saw  scarcely 
anything  of  him  after  he  entered  college,  yet  the  glimpses  thus 
gained  w^ere  interesting,  for,  vague  as  they  were,  they  con- 
firmed the  information  sent  to  you  in  regard  to  the  intellectual 
ability,  high  ideals  and  standards  of  Bro.  Crofts.  The  only 
new  ones  sufficiently  definite  to  quote  were  those  of  the  Hon. 
Wilson  Smith  and  his  wife,  who  live  within  a  few  miles  of  the 
*old  Crofts'  farm.'  This  was  a  special  pleasure  to  me,  as  a 
year  ago  this  winter  I  w^as  practically  a  member  of  their  fam- 
ily for  several  months,  w'hile  buying  right-of-way  for  the 
Youngstown  and  Ohio  River  Railroad,  and  found  them  to  be 
of  the  very  highest  standards  socially  and  otherwise,  people 
upon  whose  opinion  and  judgment  I  would  place  absolute  re- 
liance. Incidentally,  I  may  add  that  they  are  the  grandparents 
of  Wilson  S.  Chamberlain,  of  our  Wooster  chapter. 

"Mr.  Smith  remembers  *Dan'  Crofts,  as  he  seems  to  have 
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been  known,  as  a  young  man  of  slender  build,  medium  height 
or  over,  excellent  features  of  an  intellectual  cast,  rather  hand- 
some in  fact,  dignified  but  affable  in  manner,  of  high  ideals 
and  of  unusual  ability.  He  was  well  thought  of,  in  demand  on 
all  social  occasions,  and  regarded  as  a  young  man  of  ability 
and  one  certain  to  make  his  mark  in  the  world. 

"I  may  add  that  that  section  of  our  country  was  one  of  the 
first  sections  west  of  the  mountains  to  be  settled  and  that  at 
that  time  it  was  rich  and  populous  and  had  many  strong  fami- 
lies of  fine  social  qualities,  in  fact  the  life  was  much  like  planta- 
tion life  in  many  sections  of  the  south.  Lack  of  railroad  or 
trolley  communication  until  the  present  year  naturally  caused 
a  slow  decline  so  that  now  the  population  is  actually  less  than 
in  Dan  Crofts'  boyhood,  the  better  families  pretty  well  scat- 
tered and  the  finer  life  of  that  earlier  day  almost  forgotten. 
These  changes  have  rendered  the  task  of  learning  anything  of 
Dan  Crofts'  life  especially  difficult. 

**When  he  was  graduated  it  was  natural  that  he  should  be 
drawn  to  New  Lisbon  only  six  miles  from  his  home,  and  then 
the  largest  town  in  this  corner  of  the  state.  New  Lisbon  at 
that  time  had  already  passed  the  period  when  it  was  one  of  the 
best  towns  west  of  Pittsburg;  but  still  was  a  place  of  some 
importance  and  contained  more  young  men  and  boys  who 
were  afterwards  to  attain  greater  prominence  than  any  other 
town  of  like  size  in  America.  The  life  was  quiet,  of  course. 
There  is  very  little  to  record  in  the  life  of  any  one  who  lived 
here  then,  but  I  find  that  in  the  midst  of  such  a  goodly  com- 
pany of  strong,  able  young  men  he  shortly  became  a  recognized 
leader  in  social  and  musical  circles,  and  as  he  was  quietly  apply- 
ing himself  to  the  study  of  law  and  preparing  himself  for  a 
future  that  was  not  to  be  his,  he  was  regarded  as  a  young  man 
of  marked  promise,  of  fine  intellectual  ability  and  high  charac- 
ter, and,  in  short,  gave  to  all  an  impression  that  was  entirely  to 
his  credit  as  a  student,  a  gentleman,  and  a  member  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta. 

"In  addition  to  the  bar  examination  and  other  papers,  which 
I  trust  you  received,  and  the  brief  testimony  of  Mr.  Josiah 
Bennett,  of  Lisbon,  and  of  the  late  Kersey  Hanna,  of  Cleve- 
land and  Lisbon,  agreeing  in  substance  with  that  of  Hon.  Wil- 
son Smith,  I  can  give  scarcely  anything  definite.  Everything 
else  w-as  like  the  greater  part  of  the  testimony  of  the  country 
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people,  merely  fragmentary,  confirming  but  not  increasing  the 
more  definite  accounts,  except  that  Mrs.  Wilson  Smith  remem- 
bers, as  a  girl  considerably  younger  than  Crofts,  of  hearing  a 
great  deal  of  him  during  a  visit  to  New  Lisbon  and  has  a  par- 
ticularly strong  recollection  of  how  well  some  of  the  girls  of 
the  best  families  thought  of  him  and  of  several  visits  that  a 
number  of  them  afterwards  made  to  see  him  at  his  home  on 
the  *old  Crofts'  farm'  by  Rock  Camp  Run,  about  six  miles  south 
of  New  Lisbon,  where  he  was  ill  there  shortly  before  his  depar- 
ture for  the  south. 

*There  are  no  traces  of  the  old  Crofts'  house  left  except  a 
part  of  the  foundation,  one  old  broken  tree  that  was  in  the 
yard,  and  an  unused  well.  It  w-as  on  the  main  Lisbon-Liver- 
pool road  (New  Lisbon  it  was  then,  though,  and  East  Liver- 
pool had  scarcely  been  settled)  which  at  that  point  wound 
close  along  the  precipitous,  wild  and  beautiful  gorge-like  valley 
of  Rock  Camp  Run,  on  a  large  and  excellent  farm,  but  in  part 
quite  broken  and  of  an  unusual  sort  of  irregular  beauty  for 
even  our  irregular  section.  There  are  no  old  photographs  of 
the  place,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  any  taken  now  would  be  of 
service.  In  fact  I  have  described  the  place  in  the  past  tense, 
as  within  the  last  twelve  months  our  railroad  construction  work 
has  radically  changed  the  appearance  of  things  thereabouts.  I 
am  especially  glad  that  Mr.  John  Crofts  secured  the  enclosed 
letter  from  a  niece  whom  he  scarcely  knows.  I  haven't  seen 
him  for  a  couple  of  months,  and  probably  will  not  again,  as  I 
must  leave  for  the  south  in  a  week.  It  might  be  worth  while 
to  write  to  him  before  you  complete  your  article,  as  he  might 
have  discovered  something  more.  He  is  thoroughly  interested 
in  helping.  Regret  that  in  spite  of  my  knowledge  of  that  sec- 
tion and  its  people  through  my  w^ork,  it  seems  impossible  to 
learn  more,  but  am  glad  to  have  helped. 

"Fraternally, 
Wallace  McCook  Cunningham." 

The  Elliott  letters  disclose  the  fact  that  the  faculty  of  Jeffer- 
son College  and  Daniel  Webster  Crofts  were  not  on  very  cor- 
dial terms  during  Crofts'  senior  year, but  the  letters  do  not  indi- 
cate just  what  the  trouble  was.  It  will  be  noted  from  these 
letters  that  Crofts  stated  that  he  would  refuse  to  accept  his 
diploma    from   Jefferson.      The    fact   remains,    however,   that 
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Crofts'  name  was  printed  on  the  commencement  program  in 
1848,  and  is  registered  to-day  in  the  general  catalogue  of 
Washington  and  Jefferson  College  as  a  member  of  the  Jeffer- 
son class  of  1848.  It  will  also  be  noted  from  the  letters  of 
Crofts,  the  extreme  bitterness  w^hich  he  had  toward  the  faculty 
of  Jefferson  College.  Immediately  after  leaving  Canonsburg, 
he  entered  upon  the  career  of  a  teacher.  His  bitterness  toward 
Jefferson  College  is  again  manifested  in  a  letter  regarding  his 
school  to  James  Elliott. 

While  teaching  he  proceeded  to  study  law  under  Judge 
Vance,  of  New  Lisbon,  Ohio.  There  have  been  obtained  for 
the  fraternity  archives  the  document  appointing  Daniel  W. 
Crofts  to  the  office  of  notary  public  in  and  for  Columbiana 
county,  Ohio.  It  is  dated  July  11,  1849,  ^^^  is  signed  by  the 
governor  of  the  state — Seabury  Ford.  The  oath  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  appointment  is  in  writing  and  is  signed, 
"Dan'l  W.  Crofts."  Crofts  pursued  his  law  duties  and  was 
admitted  to  practice  on  October  11,  1850,  in  the  twenty-first 
year  of  his  age.  The  document  authorizinor  him  to  practice  as 
an  "Attorney  and  Counselor  at  Law  and  Solicitor  in  Chancer}' 
in  the  Several  Courts  of  Record  of  Ohio,"  has  also  been  ac- 
quired for  the  archives.  The  examination  for  admittance  was 
before  the  superior  court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Jefferson  at 
Steubenville.  Elliott  was  also  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Steuben- 
ville,  but  not  until  January,  1852,  over  one  year  after  Crofts 
was  admitted. 

Just  about  the  time  Crofts  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  he  was 
made  a  Mason  in  the  Xew  Lisbon  Lode^e,  F.  &  A.  M.  He  was 
the  last  one  of  the  founders  to  take  Masonic  degrees,  having 
been  too  young  when  in  Jefferson  College. 

As  has  been  stated  in  the  Elliott  sketch.  Crofts  was  very 
urgent  in  his  desire  to  have  Elliott  come  to  New  Lisbon  to  en- 
ter into  partnership  for  the  publishin'^:  of  a  paper.  The  Palla- 
dium and  to  enter  into  the  study  and  practice  of  law  with  him. 
It  was  during  the  study  of  law  in  New  Lisbon  that  John  Crofts 
and  his  son.  Daniel,  seemed  to  have  had  some  contention,  as 
will  be  indicated  in  the  letters  of  Crofts  to  Elliott.  Inasmuch 
as  these  letters  cover  the  entire  remainder  of  Crofts'  life,  they 
represent  |)ractically  his  autobiography,  and  are  here  given: 


JAMES  ELLIOTT 

1H73 
Mayor  of  Steubenville 
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"West  Point,  May  29th,  A.  D.  1848. 
"James  Elliott,  Jr.,  Esq.,  Mount  Pleasant,  Ohio : 

"De/\r  Friend  James — Do  not  understand  me  to  say  I  am 
in  West  Point  Military  School — it  is  West  Point,  Ohio,  Colum- 
biana county.  I  left  you  and  Ellis  at  Pittsburg.  I  have  been 
getting  along  finely — went  immediately  to  New  Lisbon  after  I 
got  home — spent  about  a  week  there — had  a  ver>'  pleasant  time 
of  it — saw  all  my  old  acquaintances  in  that  place,  and  found  I 
had  still  some  strong  friends  there.

I  can  not  express  to  you 
in  words  the  happiness  I  feel  in  hearing  the  success  of  that 
noble  association.  Yet  in  days  that  are  to  come  it  will  be  said 
that  J.  T.  McCarty,  S.  B.  Wilson.  X.  Fletcher,  E.  B.  Gregg, 
James  Elliott  and  D.  W.  Crofts  were  its  founders.    Oh !  what  a 
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noble  band  they  now  constitute — there  is  Fletcher,  Pershing, 
Ray,  Barrett,  Woodrow,  T.  B.  Wilson,  Mathers,  the  flower  of 
Jeff.  Coll.  Where  is  Betaism  ?  It  is  gone,  and  not  a  vestage 
remains  to  point  out  where  the  proud  fabric  once  stood. 
Well  James,  I  am  writing  this  letter  after  dinner  upon  Sunday. 
I  have  regaled  myself  with  a  few  of  those  vegetables  called 
onions.  I  feel  somewhat  disposed  to  go  asleep,  as  you  know 
they  frequently  ''soninnm  suadebunt  inire/'  but  to  come  to  the 
point,  I  'opine'  that  the  days  of  Jeff.  Coll.  are  numbered,  that 
she  is  bound  to  go  down,  and  this  opinion,  I  think,  is  not  un- 
founded;  the  report  has  gone  forth  to  the  world  that  the  in- 
stitution is  on  the  decline,  and  when  such  an  opinion  prevails, 
her  doom  is  sealed.  God  speed  the  day  is  my  fervent  prayer. 
I  will  tell  you  what  /  think  of  Jeff.  Coll.,  it  is  absolutely  beneath 
the  dignity  of  any  one  even  to  mention  her  name.  I  consider 
it  so  perfectly  insignificant  that  I  never  shall  stoop  so  low^  as  to 
take  a  diploma.  From  the  success  of  the  Deltas  I  think  ere 
long,  that  in  every  land  and  every  clime,  we  can  grasp  the  hand 
of  a  brother,  a  kindred  spirit.  May  the  time  soon  arrive  when 
they  will  be  spread  all  over  the  earth.  Then  will  our  bright 
anticipations  no  longer  be  inane  dreams,  but  stern  realities.  I 
expect  to  pay  Canonsburg  a  short  visit  about  the  last  of  Sep- 
tember, 1848,  and  if  you  can  so  arrange  it,  I  would  be  very 
happy  to  see  you  there  at  the  same  time. 

"In  regard  to  the  prospects  of  my  school,  I  think  they  are 
very  flattering.  I  have  ten  classical  scholars  now%  tomorrow 
morning  I  w'ill  receive  some  of  the  fair  sex,  perhaps  six  or 
seven,  and  in  the  course  of  a  week  or  so,  I  will  have  some  six 
or  seven  males  more.  It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  the  school 
in  this  place  can  be  made  worth  $600.00  in  a  short  time.  In  the 
fall  I  will  have  about  fifteen  classical  scholars,  you  need  not 
think  many  of  them  will  be  sent  to  Jeff.  Coll.  I  have  taken 
some  pains  to  injure  the  college  in  old  Columbiana  county,  and 
I  find  that  the  prevailing  opinion  is  that  the  Coll.  is  going  doitm, 
the  administration  of  A.  B.  Brown  is  looked  upon  as  a  bore. 
They  will  find,  hereafter,  that  this  county  will  not  be  so 
strongly  represented.  I  know  not  for  what  reason,  but  it  ap- 
pears very  evident  to  me  that  some  of  the  Deltas  are  not  as 
strong  friends  of  mine  as  they  pretended  to  be  whilst  I  was  at 
Coll.     Since  I  left  there,  you  are  the  only  one  I  have  heard 
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from,  I  know  not  what  reason  to  assign  for  it  except  that  they 
wish  to  cut  my  acquaintance.  If  such  is  the  case,  I  must  say  I 
have  been  grossly  deceived  in  some  men  there.  I  wrote  to  J. 
T.  McCarty  during  senior  vacation,  not  a  syllable  have  I  re- 
ceived from  him.  They  certainly  know  my  address.  Tliey 
may  have  some  excuse  for  not  writing,  but  if  they  are  ever 
going  to,  it  is  about  time  I  were  hearing  from  them.  The 
old  man  and  I  had  a  little  quarrel  since  I  left  Coll.,  and  he  has 
cut  my  acquaintance.  So  that  I  am  cast  entirely  upon  my  own 
resources,  without  paternal  or  maternal  care.  But  I  trust  in 
God  that  I  will  be  able  to  outride  the  storm,  and  land  securely 
in  the  destined  port.  I  hope  that  in  a  short  time  the  dark 
clouds  which  now  overhang  me  will  disperse,  and  the  bright 
sun  burst  forth  to  illumine  my  pathway. 

*'New  Lisbon  is  a  very  pleasant  place,  it  is  somewhat  of  a  city 
compared  wath  old  Canonsburg;  upon  the  whole,  however, 
I  think  it  is  rather  aristocratic.  Society  has  about  four  grades 
here,  the  first  comprises  those  in  affluent  circumstances  (and  by 
the  way,  they  are  not  very  intellectual)  ;  the  second  is  one  de- 
gree below  the  first;  third,  one  degree  below  the  second  one, 
and  the  fourth  is  the  rabble.  It  is  connected  with  the  Ohio  river 
by  the  Sandy  and  Beaver  canal  (which  also  goes  on  to  the 
Ohio  canal  and  intersects  it  at  Boliver),  upon  which  there  is  a 
daily  packet.  Well,  Taylor  has  got  the  nomination.  So  the 
world  goes.  Merit  has  little,  if  anything,  to  do  with  a  man. 
It  is  rather  a  bitter  pill  for  some  of  the  enlightened  Whigs  to 
swallow.  I  think  there  are  seventy  or  eighty  Whigs  in  this 
county  who  will  not  vote  for  him.  As  soon  as  I  possibly  can, 
I  shall  forward  you  that  borrowed  money,  and  can  assure 
you,  if  I  ever  find  you  in  similar  circumstances,  that  I  shall 
return  the  compliment.

"James  Elliott,  Esq.,  Mount  Pleasant,  Ohio : 

** Brother  James — Your  very  interesting  and  mysterious 
letter  of  the  nth  inst.  has  been  received.  You  can  hardly 
conceive  my  surprise,  whilst  looking  upon  the  back,  know- 
ing your  hand,  and  there  Mount  Pleasant  stamped  in  bold 
relief;  however,  upon  opening  it  the  mystery  was  solved — 
'The  Rubicon  is  passed  and  Rome  was  free  no  more.'  I 
think  I  can  appreciate  the  farce.  Mc  was  so  anxious 
to  have  you  in  Brookville,  that  he  never  took  into  consid- 
eration the  fact  that  the  pedagogue  must  have  pupils,  and 
that  a  man  can't  live  on  air.  However,  impute  it  all  to  the 
man's  unhappy  temperment,  and  I  was  going  to  say,  judgment. 
I  am  certain  there  is  no  deception  about  him,  he  is  as  you  all 
do  know,  a  plain,  blunt  man.  A  better  soul  never  lived,  but  he 
overlooked  various  little  items  when  he  wrote  on  for  you.  I 
suppose  you  are  pretty  well  satisfied  with  Brookville.  'Man 
never  is  but  always  to  be  blessed.'  God  grant  that  you  may 
speedily  find  a  situation  corresponding  to  your  abilities.  Tab- 
ula Rasa,  Jr.  was  in  New  Lisbon  about  four  weeks  ago,  and 
called  to  see  me  in  my  school  rooms.  All  I  can  say  upon  that 
score  is  that  he  did  not  meet  with  a  very  warm  reception.  Oh! 
had  it  not  been  that  some  scholars  were  present,  it  would  have 
done  the  inmost  recesses  of  my  soul  good  to  have  read  him  his 
pedigree ;  now  just  conceive,  after  a  man  has  treated  me  in  the 
manner  in  which  he  did,  and  then  want  me  to  send  scholars 
to  Jefferson.  Yes,  I  n'ould  if  it  were  not  for  one  little  thing, 
but  he  also  took  the  liberty  of  saying  a  few  things  about  my 

private  character,  which  no  one  but  a  d d  spirit  of  Plutos* 

regions  would  have  uttered.  But  enough  on  this  score.  Were 
you  a  son  of  Temperance  and  wanted  to  edit  that  kind  of  a 
paper  there  is  a  pretty  good  opening  here ;  the  present  concern, 
called  the  Ocean  Wave,  is  about  to  fall  through,  and  God 
grant  that  it  may,  for  there  has  been  nothing  original  in  it 
from  the  editor  since  it  started.  The  fellow  has  not  brains 
enough  to  edit  a  paper,  he  can't  write  a  bit.  He  has  no  press, 
his  type  and  everything  else  can  be  had  for  about  $130;  with 
a  capital  of  $300,  a  fellow  could  do  well  here  that  would 
attend  to  his  business.    He  has  about  400  subscribers,  and  God 

knows  his  paper  has  never  been  fit  for  .  Besides  this 

fellow  is  a  complete  knave.     I  gave  him  $3.00  to  attend  to  a 
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little  business  for  me  in  Pittsburg,  he  appropriated  it,  and  has 
never  said  anything  about  it.  My  present  quarter  is  out  now ; 
I  expect  to  commence  shortly  again  under  auspicious  omens; 
probably  about  the  first  of  October.  I  am  going  to  commence 
reading  law  there  too.  I  expect  I  can  read  about  four  hours 
per  day.  Well,  a  word  about  politics,  James  Mason  is  my  man. 
We  want  to  send  a  man  to  congress  who  can  make  a  speech. 
We  want  this  dark  section  of  the  country  to  send  one  man  to 
Washington  who  can  make  a  speech,  we  want  to  send  a  man 
there  who  will  advocate  the  tariff  of  42,  and  who  will  go  for 
the  Wilmot  Proviso.  If  we  c?in  do  this,  I  am  satisfied,  but  I 
fear  the  result,  when  I  think  of  the  Lop  Ears.  Another  reason 
why  I  am  afraid  is,  that  Cable  is  very  trifling  insignificant.  I 
mean  and  you  know  this  is  almost  certain  to  insure  him  success. 
If  you  want  to  go  to  con<2:ress,  for  God's  sake  steal  a  sheep,  you 
will  be  certain  to  go  then.  In  regard  to  the  New  Yorkers 
bringing  out  Henry  Clay,  all  I  have  to  say  is,  that  I  will  be 
with  them,  if  he  accepts,  but  I  don't  think  he  will  do  that,  he 
has  gone  home  to  his  constituents  in  Kentucky  to  give  his 
bones  to  her  congenial  and  grateful  soil,  and  to  commit  his 
spirit  a  rich  boon,  to  the  remembrance  of  her  patriotic  sons. 
As  regards  Taylor,  it  is  stoopin^r  pretty  low  for  a  Whig  to  sup- 
port him,  after  his  Lippard  letter  and  some  others  of  the  same 
import.  We  want  a  Whig  president,  we  don't  want  these 
presidents  of  the  people,  they  want  to  be  too  popular.

Neither  do  I  go  for  Cass,  that  dust-licking, office-seeking 
contemptible,  change-vascillating  knave.   Xor  do  I  go  for  Mar- 
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tin  Van  Buren.  Devils  may  repent  to  accomplish  their  hellish 
schemes,  this  is  the  plan  that  Matty  and  the  Barnburners  have 
taken  to  give  vent  to  the  malice  rankling  in  their  bosoms  at 
the  so-called  Democratic  party,  because  he  did  not  get  the  nom- 
ination in  '40.  They  may  gull  fools,  free  dirt  men,  etc.,  but 
they  can't  fool  me.  I  judge  of  what  men  will  do  from  what 
they  have  done.  In  Martin  I  see  no  reformation.  Nothing  of 
importance  has  taken  place  here.  I  could  give  you  nothing 
that  would  interest  about  local  matters.  I  should  be  very  happy 
to  see  you  here.  Yes,  I  would  give  my  'kingdom'  to  see  you.

"James  Elliott,  Esq.,  Mount  Pleasant,  Ohio: 

"Brother  James — Long,  long  has  it  been  since  I  received 
your  last  welcome  letter,  and  I  fear  you  have  ere  this  time 
thought  your  brother  had  forgotten  you.  But  I  flatter  myself 
from  my  acquaintance  with  you.  that  you  are  a  man  of  very 
liberal  views,  and  you  will  therefore  know  how  to  appre- 
ciate my  circumstances;  say  not  my  heart  has  grown 
callous  or  lukewarm,  for  such  is  far,  far  from  being  the 
fact.  I  still  live,  and  am  a  A  both  in  soul  and  body.  Various 
changes  have  taken  place  in  my  earthly  pilgrimage  since 
I  last  wrote  to  you ;  then  I  was  professionally  engaged  in 
the  capacity  of  pedagogue.  Now,  I  am  reading  law  and 
nothing  else.  My  school  when  I  first  commenced  was  small. 
From  the  representation  of  the  citizens,  however,  I  was 
induced  to  believe  I  would  have  a  very  large  school  as  well 
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as  a  profitable  one,  in  the  course  of  time;  time  flew  on,  but 
with  it  came  not  the  anticipated  accession.  And  I  then  told 
them  they  had  held  out  false  inducements  to  me,  and  so  far  as 
I  was  concerned,  they  could  find  a  teacher  *  whose  patience 
would  out-strip  Job's'  (in  the  language  of  the  very  erudite 
Elliott).  Since  then  they  have  not  been  able,  I  believe,  to  se- 
cure a  teacher  and  God  grant  they  never  may  find  a  man  such 
a  fool  as  to  teach  for  nothing  and  board  himself.  I  then  deter- 
mined to  strike  for  the  Sunny  South  and  seek  my  fortune 
among  the  fever  and  ague  swamps  of  Mississippi,  the  Ever- 
glades of  Florida  or  the  cotton-fields  of  Texas.  My  father 
finding  me  so  very  independent  and  seeing  me  so  very  desirous 
of  acquiring  a  small  capital  for  the  purpose  of  completing  my 
legal  studies,  kindly  intervened  and  oflFered  to  see  me  through, 
and  from  this  I  am  saved  the  disagreeable  bore  of  going  South, 
for  such  I  always  considered  it  to  be.  I  remained  at  home 
about  one  month  after  leaving  this  place  and  was  continually 
bored,  liarassed,  troubled  and  tormented.  Knowing  not  what 
I  was  about  to  do  or  where  my  bark  would  land.  You  will 
therefore  know  how  to  consider  this  long  neglect.  I  am  now 
settled  and  inftituro  shall  be  at  my  post,  ever  ready  to  atone 
for  past  grievances.  Have  been  but  a  few  days  at  the  study 
of  Blackstone — like  it  very  well — think  Blackstone  habet  leges. 
My  other  correspondents  have  been  treated  about  the  same 
way  you  have  been,  but  I  hope  to  God  they  will  have  liberality 
and  philanthropy  enough  to  excuse  me,  when  they  find  out  the 
true  state  of  affairs.  Have  not  heard  from  Old  Jeff,  for  some 
time,  but  must  write  and  get  the  current  news.  Expect  Deo  Vo- 
lente,  to  be  at  next  commencement.  Very  pleasant  times  here 
now,  dancing  school,  balls,  etc.,  in  full  blast,  but  I  cannot  par- 
ticipate. You  recollect  my  letter  in  regard  to  Taylor ;  well  that 
was  only  a  sudden  ebullition  of  passion.  I  am  now  very  well 
satisfied  at  his  election.  Think  he  will  do  it  up  according  to 
the  best  of  his  ability — take  him  to  be  a  clear-headed  and  sa- 
gacious man — have  no  doubt  he  will  restore  the  government 
to  the  good  old  days  of  Washington  and  Jefferson.  So  far  as 
I  know  nothing  has  been  telegraphed  to  our  place  from  Colum- 
bus. See  it  stated  in  a  Pittsburg  paper  of  the  sixth  that  no 
speaker  of  the  Senate  was  then  chosen.  Ewing  (Loco)  having 
received  seventeen  votes;  Whig  (don't  recollect  the  name) 
eighteen  votes  and  one  blank.     In  the  House  all  have  been 
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sworn  in,  including  the  members  from  Hamilton,  whereupon 
the  Whig  members  have  vacated  their  seats.  Good !  Want  to 
see  Robespierreism  and  Dantonism,  anarchy  and  rebellion  put 
down,  and  it  can  be  done.  If  they  do  not  organize  this  winter 
the  Whigs  can  send  up  a  majority  that  will  send  terror  to  the 
hearts  of  the  Revolutionists  again  next  winter.  Let  me  know 
when  you  go  to  Wheeling.  Something  of  your  prospects.  God 
grant,  James,  that  your  situation  may  be  worthy  your  merits. 
If  you  know  of  any  situations  that  you  think  could  be  had  let 
me  know,  as  I  might,  probably,  take  a  notion  to  leave,  but  I 
do  not  think  I  shall,  as  my  chance  for  success  in  law  is  very 
good  here — expecting  to  stay  and  go  in  partnership  with  my 
old  preceptor,  J.  E.  Vance,  whose  practice  I  suppose  is  worth 
some  little  over  $2,000.  With  my  best  wishes  for  your  success 
in  life,  James,  I  take  a  fond  adieu  for  the  present.

"If  you  get  this  letter  immediately  as  I  expect  you  shall,  I 
shall  feel  highly  indignant  if  you  do  not  answer  eo  ifistanti 
Blackstone,  McCarty.  You  know  my  reasons  for  not  writing 
sooner  to  you,  and  I  shall  consider  you  as  taking  advantage  of 
Lex  Talionis  if  you  do  not  write."

"Brother  James — Yours  of  the  fifteenth  ult.  has  been  re- 
ceived, and  I  can  not  disclose  to  you  what  pleasure  it  afforded 
me  to  hear  from  one  with  whom  I  have  whiled  away  so  many 
pleasant  hours  in  sweet  conversation,  and  perambulated  the 
accustomed  walks  of  college  life.  Tis  sweet  to  call  back  the 
remembrance  of  the  past,  re-enact  our  former  exploits,  'fight 
our  battles,  o  er  again.'  Nothing  to  write  about  this  time. 
Going  it  chapter  XVII  of  'Guardian  and  Ward.'  Book  first, 
Blackstone,  and  also  trying  Story  on  Promissory  Notes,  a  small 
whet ;  hope  to  be  at  Tons  Asinorum'  as  you  call  John  Stiles, 
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in  a  short  time.  New  Year's  day  is  over,  not  much  fun  here, 
rather  dry.  I  have  been  out  in  the  country  a  piece  and  just 
returned,  lost  a  night's  sleep,  do  not  feel  in  a  good  humor  for 
writing,  so  I'll  postpone  it  for  a  more  convenient  season. 

"Tuesday  night,  9  o'clock. 

''Wednesday  night.  To  begin,  Pat  Logan  and  old  long-eared 
Hanna  passed  through  here  sometime  ago,  and  called  to  see 
me.  They  give  a  glowing  description  of  the  prospects  of  Jef- 
ferson. They  say  the  college  numbers  about  220  students. 
White  has  hung  himself;  no  wonder  he  committed  suicide 
after  having  associated  himself  with  that  mean,  low,  contempt- 
ible faculty.  It  would  have  been  more  honorable  for  him,  had 
he  associated  himself  with  a  band  of  highway  robbers,  horse- 
thieves,  or  pirates.  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  his  conscience 
torturing  him  worse  than  the  stings  of  ten  thousand  scorpions, 
induced  him  to  commit  suicide.  The  only  thing  to  be  regretted 
is  that  it  was  not  old  Harry,  or  Williams;  they  would  not 
have  been  missed  much.

"Esteemed  Friend  and  Brother — Your  long  expected  let- 
ter has  at  last  been  received.  Numerous  were  the  surmises 
of  your  old  friend  in  relation  to  your  whereabouts.  Some- 
times the  thought  would  strike  me  that  you  had  embarked 
for  the  sunny  plains  of  California,  but  again,  when  I  would 
reflect  upon  the  character  of  the  man,  it  would  occur  to  me 
that  the  glittering  glare  of  gold  could  not  spread  its 
fascinating  veil  so  as  to  bewilder  your  better  judgment. 
No,  James,  I  know  you  place  your  mind  upon  higher  objects. 
Gold,  I  suppose,  is  quite  necessary,  but  it  is  not  a  god.     It 

is  not  ,  nor  is  it  .     Your  judgment  is  too  cool,  too 

deliberate,  you  weigh  circumstances  too  coolly  to  be  deluded. 
But  the  welcome  epistle  has  been  received,  and  I  am  happy  to 
learn  that  you  are  at  last  located  upon  the  pleasant  banks  of 
the  Potomac.  No  doubt  a  very  romantic  and  pleasant  situa- 
tion. How  I  should  like  to  sojourn  with  you  for  a  short 
period,  to  take  you  by  the  arm  as  in  days  of  yore,  wander  over 
the  banks  of  that  delightful  river,  and  view  the  steamboats 
gliding  over  its  waters  so  majestically.  But  ah,  cruel  fate  has 
separated  two  congenial  spirits  perhaps  never  more  to  see  each 
other.

captain.  May  prosperity  crown  his  expedition  with  success. 
May  no  malady  or  disease  o'er  take  him ;  may  his  expectations 
be  realized,  and  may  he  be  permitted  once  more  to  return  to 
the  land  of  his   fathers,   hale   and  hearty,    with   gold   ample 
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enough  to  remunerate  him  for  his  arduous  undertaking,  is  the 
heartfelt  wish  of  one  who  claims  to  be  a  friend  and  brother.

"Brother  James — Once  more  I  am  with  you ;  ye  crags  and 
peaks,  I  hold  to  you  my  hands  to  let  you  know  I  still  am  free. 
I  am  to  write,  yes,  must  write,  but  what  shall  I  write  about? 
Relieve  me,  I  have  not  had  an  idea  for  six  weeks.  What  shall 
I  say?  If  I  should  chance  to  give  birth  to  an  idea,  I  would 
be  so  surprised  at  myself  that  undoubtedly  a  physician  would 
be  sent  for.  When  old  Orr  used  to  sit  up  on  the  rostrum  in 
the  prayer  hall  and  smile  with  one  of  his  wonted,  idiotic 
smiles,  McCarty  used  to  say  that  he  had  an  idea,  but  that  was 
all  a  foul  and  malicious  slander,  he  never  had  an  idea,  if  he 
should  ever  get  one,  he  would  undoubtedly  think  he  was  en- 
ciente.  But  Orr  is  a  good  old  man,  and  must  not  be  slandered, 
he  is  the  best  friend  I  had  among  the  faculty.

I  can 
almost  fancy  I  am  now  grasping  it — would  to  God  it  were  so. 
Vain  wish.  Mountain,  hill  and  dale,  woodland  and  lake  separate 
us.  Can  it  be  hoped  we  will  ever  be  permitted  once  more  to 
exchange  feeling  of  soul  in  a  social  converse.  Yes.  Jim,  the 
hope  affords  me  a  consolation,  I  will  cherish  it.  It  must  be  so. 
Ohitty's  Pleading  is  now  my  study,  rather  an  unpropitious 
season  for  me  to  undertake  such  an  irksome  task.  Gould  I 
have  read,  but  it  is  a  mere  introduction  to  the  science. 
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^'Fletcher  has  at  last  condescended  to  write  just  as  he  was 
leaving  the  halls  of  college.  He  gives  me  some  news,  which 
is  new  to  me.  He  states  that  Hepburn,  that  infamous,  grovel- 
ling, hell-deserving  wretch,  had  been  initiated  into  the  'Mystic,' 
and  with  all  the  perjury  and  treachery  of  a  traitorous  Sinoti 
had  left,  been  initiated  into  the  Betas,  and  revealed  in  words, 
hot-glowii]^  from  his  sordid  and  craven  spirit,  all  the  secrets 
of  the  order  so  far  as  they  could  be  comprehended  by  his  con- 
tracted intellect.  It  is  strange,  surpassing  strange,  that  they 
should  initiate  such  a  base  wretch  into  such  an  honorable  body 
and  then  it  is  still  more  strange  that  a  man  could  be  found 
so  lost  to  every  sense  of  honor  as  to  act  with  such  hellish 
baseness.

"James  Elliott,  Esq.,  Pomonkey,  Charles  Co..  Md. : 

"Brother  James — It  has  been  some  time  since  I  received 
your  last  quite*  acceptable  epistle,  but,  for  various  reasons,  I 
have  deferred  answering  until  now.  I  have  been  busy  attend- 
ing our  court  of  common  pleas  for  three  weeks  last  past,  and, 
consequently,  have  done  but  little  else.  Supreme  court  also 
has  just  risen.  It  sat  for  the  space  of  two  days  and  did  any 
amount  of  business  in  a  short  time.  How  shall  I  commence  to 
interest  you.  *I  nothing  know,  but  that  I  am.'  What  shall  I 
write?     When  last  writing  I  stated  I  was  sick.     Well  I  still 
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continue  to  be  in  that  list  yet,  still  there  is  a  great  improvement. 
My  stomach  is  about  as  much  use  to  me  as  a  piece  of  tripe  of 
the  same  dimensions.  Everything  eaten  remains  in  statu  quo 
for  about  the  space  of  four  days,  when,  by  the  use  of  strong 
purgatives,  I  am  generally  able  to  find  relief.  Oh!  I  some- 
times lead  a  miserable  life.  *Oh,  life,  thou  art  a  galling  load, 
a  long,  a  rough,  a  weary  road  to  wretches  such  as  I.' 

"You  state,  if  I  recollect,  in  your  last  letter  that  you  are  very 
tired  of  your  location  and  expect  to  return  to  the  land  of  your 
fathers  in  the  spring.  Well,  what  are  you  going  to  do?  Are 
you  still  going  to  follow  your  honest  avocation  as  Pedagogue, 
or  are  you  going  to  stick  out  a  shingle:  'J^^n^s  Elliott,  Atty. 
Counselor  at  Law  &  Solicitor  in  Chancery.'  Without  bearing 
or  holding  any  false  inducement,  I  think  you  could  raise  a  good 
school  in  the  town  of  Salem  in  this  county.  There  was  a  very 
large  one  there  last  winter,  and  the  teacher  has  left,  as  I  un- 
derstand. This  is  a  mere  suggestion.  I  think  a  good  school 
could  be  raised,  but  I  may  be  disappointed. 

'*A  branch  of  the  State  Bank  has  been  established  here  re- 
cently. W^e  now  have  two  branches  in  this  county,  one  here 
and  another  at  Salem  with  a  capital  of  $400,000.  One  year 
after  this  date  I  propose  to  make  the  fatal  attempt  of  being 
admitted  to  practice  law.  Then  it  will  be  'bread  or  blood.*  I 
am  going  to  do  it  right  if  I  possibly  can.  Are  you  with  me

of  this  apology  for  a  letter.  Perhaps  you  will  think  Fm  drunk, 
insane  or  something  else.  But  such  is  not  the  fact.  I  can't 
write ;  I  can't  philosophize  or  anything  else.  I  am,  as  you  do 
know,  a  plain  blunt  man.  I'm  afraid  the  last  drop  of  patience 
and  forbearance  will  be  exhausted,  but  I  throw  myself  on  your 
charity.

"Esteemed  Friend  and  Brother  James — Your  favor  of 
the  6th  in  St.  has  been  received  some  time  ago  but  through  neg- 
ligence an  answer  has  been  delayed  in  the  present  time.  My  cor- 
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respondence  is  in  rather  a  dilapidated  condition,  scarcely  know- 
bore — I  am  idealess.  'I  nothing  know  but  that  I  am/  Since 
last  writing  to  you  I  have  heard  from  Bros.  Gregg  and  S.  B. 
Wilson.  Gregg  appears  to  be  flourishing  like  an  old  green 
bay  tree,  judging  from  the  tenor  of  his  letter.  One  of  my  stu- 
dents started  to  Washington  College  some  time  ago,  and,  I 
suppose,  he  and  Gregg  will  have  some  pleasant  times.  S.  B. 
Wilson  and  Cyrus  Pershing  are  in  Somerset,  Penna.,  studying 
that  noble  profession,  the  law,  under  Judge  Black,  a  very  dis- 
tinguished jurist  in  that  section  of  the  country,  and  S.  B.  states 
they  will  be  joined  by  Bro.  Logan  in  a  few  days.  That  will 
be  a  noble,  jovial,  magnanimous  trio.  Nothing  has  as  yet  been 
heard  from  our  old  esteemed  Bro.  McCarty.  He  has  ere  this 
time  arrived  at  his  destination  if  yet  alive,  which  I  hope  and 
pray  to  God  may  be  the  fact.  I  hope  that  he  may  live  to  re- 
turn to  the  land  of  his  fathers  and  be  a  distinguished  man, 
distinguished  as  he  is  noble.  You  mention  in  your  letter  that 
you  should  like  to  have  something  more  about  the  course  of 
reading.  I  will  state  in  the  first  place  that  almost  every  stu- 
dent at  law  reads  a  course  somewhat  diflFerent.

than  any  other  extant.  It  is  an  excellent  work,  and  I  strongly 
recommend  you  to  read  Stephen.  Next  comes  Evidence.  I 
have  read  Phillipp  and  am  now  at  Starkie.  Though,  I  suppose 
Greenleaf  is  superior  to  Starkie.  I  shall  next  read  some  work 
on  Real  Estate.  I  think  it  will  be  Milliard  on  Real  Property.  I 
shall  then  take  up  Story's  Equity  Jurisprudence,  and,  having 
completed  that,  shall  read  Waddock's  Chancery.  These,  with 
a  few  little  things  interspersed,  as,  for  instance.  Story  on 
Promissory  Notes,  Chitty  on  Bills,  etc.,  together  with  a  review 
of  Blackstone,  Chitty  (which,  by  the  way.  I  have  read  twice 
already),  will  be  about  all  the  reading  I  shall  do  before  being 
admitted.  Bro.  Wilson  has  some  new  suggestions  to  make, 
and  of  which  you  have  no  doubt  heard  before  this  time,  in  re- 
gard to  our  order,  which,  suffice  it  to  say,  meet  my  cordial  ap- 
probation.    I  do  not  know  as  I  have  anything  further  to  say. 
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You  must  excuse  this  apology  for  a  letter.  I  gave  Jefferson 
College  a  small  blizzard  some  time  ago  and  sent  you  a  copy  of 
the  paper.

"Esteemed  Brother  James — Your  pleasing  letter  has  been 
received  and  while  I  am  in  the  way  I  had  best  endeavor  to 
make  an  imperfect  reply.  It  has  been  so  long  since  I  have 
written  a  letter  that  I  have  forgotten  the  modus  operandi — 
though  the  plan  I  most  usually  adopted  in  former  times  was 
to  scribble  over  three  pages  of  letter  paper  without,  if  possible, 
advancing  an  idea.  It  is  not  best  to  depart  from  long  estab- 
lished precedents.  I  shall  therefore  have  to  follow  the  old 
plan.  In  reply  to  the  business  part  of  your  letter,  I  have  to 
say  that  it  would  afford  me  infinite  pleasure  to  have  one  of  the 
old  well-tried  veterans  in  the  same  office  with  me.  I,  therefore, 
recommend  you  strongly  and  ardently  to  come,  provided  you 
can  make  the  necessary  arrangements.  New  Lisbon  is  rather 
a  pleasant  place,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  in  saying  that  you  would 
be  u*el!  pleased.  Besides,  I  presume  your  necessary  expenses 
w^ould  not  be  larger  than  in  other  places.  Boarding  can  be  had 
at  the  best  hotel  in  the  place  for  $2  per  week,  and  at  any  of 
the  others  for  $1.75.  Your  tuition  I  can  not  say  what  it  would 
be,  but  would  be  trifling.  Your  clothing  would  be  no  more 
costly  than  they  are  at  present.  Your  necessary  expenses  I  do 
not  hesitate  in  saying  will  be  as  small  as  at  any  other  place,  but 
in  addition  to  your  necessary  expenses  I  would  simply  say 
you  can  spend  as  much  as  you  please,  owing  altogether  to  your 
disposition  to  mingle  with  society,  and  the  fair  ones  in  particu- 
lar. Your  expenses  need  not  be  as  much  as  they  w^ere  at  Can- 
onsburg.  In  relation  to  your  idea  of  pedagoguing  at  Salem,  I 
have  not  the  means  of  giving  you  the  information  desired.  I 
am  not  acquainted  with  any  person  there,  and  have  not  been 
in  the  place  for  better  than  a  year.    I  can  tell  you  what  I  predi- 
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cate  my  opinion  upon  though ;  uiltil  last  summer  there  was  a 
high  school  kept  in  that  place.  The  school  at  large,  sometimes 
as  high  as  seventy-five  and  eighty  scholars.  The  teacher  from 
some  reason  or  other  left,  and  there  has  been  none  there  since 
that  time.  It  is  a  community  inhabited  almost  exclusively  by 
Quakers.  The  former  teacher  was  a  Quaker,  and  what  chances 
a  white  man  would  stand  among  them,  I  am  scarcely  able  to 
say,  but  presume  he  would  get  along  if  he  had  a  few  certifi- 
cates of  good  moral  character.  I  would  recommend  to  you,  if 
you  can  so  arrange  your  pecuniary  matters,  to  commence  the 
study  of  law  exclusively.  Come  on — do.  Bid  adieu  to  the  life 
of  a  pedagogue.  Swear  you  never  were  one.  Persevere  in  the 
study  of  the  law ;  labor  long  and  hard  at  the  law,  and  the  law 
alone,  and  you  will  arrive  at  eminence  in  that  honorable,  noble 
and  dignified  profession.  You  Jiiitst,  you  can  succeed;  you 
have  perseverance,  and  talents  of  a  high  order,  make  a  strike ; 
there  is  no  such  word  as  fail  in  your  vocabulary ;  in  the  lan- 
guage of  old  Dan  Webster,  there  is  plenty  of  room  in  the  pro- 
fession above,  but  below  it  is  crowded  like  h-11.  You  have  tal- 
ents and  other  qualities  which  will  place  you  in  the  profession 
above.  Do  not  give  up  to  despondency  then,  but  persevere 
and  a  grateful  community  will  at  length  reward  you.  But 
adieu,  kind  friend.  Make  a  judicious  choice.  Do  not  hesitate, 
but  if  you  can  so  arrange  it.  come  right  along,  and  let  us  read, 
and  reason  together  as  in  days  of  yore.

"Friend  James — Your  welcome  epistle  last  sent  has  been 
received.  I  do  not  purpose  answering  it,  but  merely  to  throw 
out  a  suggestion.  While  I  was  up  North  a  couple  of  weeks 
ago.  I  was  asked  by  Dr.  Rertholettc,  the  father  of  William  I. 
Bertholette,  who  graduated  in  our  class,  whether  I  could  in- 
form him  where  they  could  get  a  te:icher  for  their  Academy, 
which  is  to  go  into  operation  sometime  next  month.  I  imme- 
diately thought  of  you  and  told  him  I  would  write  you  as  soon 
as  possible.  The  salary  will  be  $300.  or  perhaps  $350.  The 
village  is  small  and  your  expense  would  be  very  trifling,  besides 
I  should  suppose  you  would  be  able  to  read  law  considerable. 
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You  can  write  to  Dr.  Bertholette,  of  Washingtonville,  imme- 
diately, it  being  in  Columbiana  Co.,  about  ten  miles  north 
of  this  place.

"Old  Friend  James — -Yours  of  the  twenty-first  inst.  has 
been  received  and  I  hasten  to  reply  to  the  interrogatories  therein 
contained.  I  have  seen  Wilkinson  and  held  a  short  consulta- 
tion with  him.    He  appears  anxious  to  sell,  but  at  the  same  time, 
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is  desirous  of  selling  at  his  own  prices.  The  lowest  he  says  he 
can  take  for  the  establishment  is  $900  in  cash,  though  from 
what  he  says  if  security  can  be  given,  time  can  be  had  by  pay- 
ing part  down.  He  states  that  the  only  reason  he  desires  to 
sell,  is  that  he  wishes  to  engage  in  something  else,  for  he  can 
clear  every  year  enough  to  pay  the  price  at  which  he  holds  the 
concern.  I  wish  to  know  how  much  capital  you  have  to  invest, 
and  what  you  would  think  of  investing  it  in  the  concern.  I

"Friend  James — Your  favor  was  received  and  should  have 
been  answered  long  ago,  and  would  have  been,  but  for  existing 
circumstances.  The  letter  was  sent  to  New  Lisbon,  and  after 
lying  in  the  postoffice  there  for  some  time,  was  sent  to  me  at 
West  Point.  The  reason  I  am  at  home  is  that  consumption  has, 
with  its  deadly  fangs,  seized  upon  me.  For  some  time  I  de- 
spaired of  getting  well  again,  but  of  late  I  am  considerably 
encouraged.  In  all  probability  I  will  be  able  to  go  to  business 
next  summer,  some  time.  I  was  admitted  in  Steubenville  last 
supreme  court,  and  since  that  time  have  been  at  home  taking 
cod  liver  oil  and  other  nostrums.  This  is  the  first  writing  I 
have  done  since  I  came  home.  I  don't  like  to  sit  long  at  one 
time.     Excuse  haste,  and  a  bad  pen.

"James  Elliott,  Esq.,  Steubenville,  Ohio: 

"My  Dear  James — Your  kind  letter  was  received,  but  I  have 
not  it  with  me,  but  recollect  you  said  you  would  be  at  home  a 
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couple  of  weeks  or  so,  after  which,  you  expected  to  return  to 
Steubenville.  Presuming  you  are  there  at  present,  I  so  direct 
these  lines.  Since  my  last  I  have  been  gradually  improving, 
but  am  still  far  from  being  well,  though  by  care  and  prudence, 
hope  to  regain  my  health.  I  have  been  here  but  a  couple  of 
days,  and  think  I  shall  remain  for  some  time,  depending  upon 
my  health.  I  shall  not  confine  myself  much  or  pay  any  atten- 
tion to  business  for  some  time,  until  I  acquire  more  strength 
and  vigor.  I  know  not  what  or  how  to  write  you,  as  news  is 
dull.  Tom  Woods,  who  was  at  college  at  the  time  we  were, 
has  swung  a  shingle  here  this  winter.  He  is  in  partnership 
with  H.  Griswold,  of  Canton,  with  whom  he  read  law,  and 
who  intends  attending  our  court.  Hon.  John  Pierce  has  been 
re-elected  judge  in  our  district,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  bar  in  general.  May  God  grant  that  the  new  Qm- 
stitution  be  ratified,  if  for  no  other  purpose  but  to  depose  this 
'thing,*  as  he  has  long  since  been  voted  by  all  capable  of  ttunk* 
ing. 

"You  stated  in  your  letter  that  you  had  found  out  the  where* 
abouts  of  old  Mc,  and  that  you  were  shortly  expecting  a  letter 
from  him,  as  you  had  written  to  him  some  time  before.  I 
wish  you  would  give  me  his  address,  as  I  desire  to  write  to* 
him. 

"And  now  Jim,  I  must  come  to  a  close,  as  I  desire  to  do  as 
little  writing  at  one  time  as  possible.  May  God  gjant  you 
vigor  of  body  and  mind  to  go  on  in  the  glorious  but  laborious 
work  before  you,  as  I  now  can  fully  appreciate  its  loss.  I  de- 
sire not  to  live  if  my  health  must  continue  as  at  present.  Life 
is  a  'galling  load'  to  me,  'a  long,  a  rough,  a  weary  road.'

There  will  be  noted  in  the  letter  of  Crofts  to  ElHott,  under 
date  of  August  14,  the  venom  which  is  displayed  relative 
to  the  "lifting"  of  Hepburn  by  Beta  Theta  Pi.  In  the  article 
on  "Twenty-Three,"  published  in  the  March  (1909)  issue,  it 
will  be  remembered  that  the  letter  of  B.  F.  Ray  to  Elliott,  on  De- 
cember 13,  1848,  refers  to  the  scene  of  the  "Hfting"  as  at  "Brice- 
lands."     Briceland's  Tavern  was  the  popular  rendezvous  of 
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the  students  of  Jefferson  College  for  many  years.  As  in  all 
college  towns,  it  was  a  busy  hostelry,  especially  during  com- 
mencement seasons.  The  strong  competitor  of  Briceland's 
Tavern  at  this  period  was  the  Black  Horse  Tavern,  which  is 
almost  in  ruins  today.  This  was  the  tavern  which  all  the 
stage-coach  lines  made  as  headquarters.  This  building  was 
erected  about  the  year  1793,  or  116  years  ago,  and  was  opened 
as  a  tavern  in  1794.  This  was  a  famous  gathering  place  for  the 
men  of  this  region  who  were  engaged  in  the  whisky  insurrec- 
tion in  1794  and  1795 ;  and  when  the  mails  were  robbed  at  a 
point  between  Pittsburg  and  Greensburg  with  a  view  to  inter- 
cepting letters  which  were  being  sent  from  the  western  part  of 
the  state  to  the  national  government  in  Philadelphia,  the  mail 
sacks  were  brought  to  Canonsburg  and  opened  in  one  of  the 
rear  rooms  of  the  Black  Horse  Tavern. 

It  has  been  said  that  when  George  Washington  visited  Can- 
onsburg he  made  his  headquarters  at  the  Black  Horse.  But  this 
is  wrong.  George  Washington  was  never  in  Canonsburg  after 
1783,  and  the  Black  Horse  Tavern  was  not  opened  to  the  public 
until  eleven  years  after  that  date. 

Undoubtedly,  if  the  facts  were  known,  the  ** jamborees"  of 
1848,  at  these  taverns,  would  vie  with  those  of  the  New  York 
boys  of  the  present  day. 

It  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  law  practice  in  New  Lisbon, 
that  the  great  pulmonary  plague  began  to  undermine  his 
strength,  and  in  a  hope  to  find  recuperation  in  health,  he  com- 
menced, late  in  the  fall  of  1851,  the  long,  lone  journey  to 
Clinton,  La.,  where  was  located  a  good  friend,  a  boyhood  play- 
mate, E.  T.  Merrick,  who  was  tlien  practicing  law.  The 
lonesomeness  and  hopelessness  of  the  long  journey  by  water 
can  be  imagined  in  part  by  a  letter  written  the  day  after  the 
arrival  in  Clinton  to  his  brother  Thomas: 

''Clinton,  Dec.  3,  1851. 
"Mr.  Thomas  S.  Crofts,  West  Point,  Columbiana  Co.,  Ohio: 
"Dear  Brother  Thomas — I  arrived  in  Clinton  on  last  night, 
the  second  of  December,  after  a  very  fatiguing  trip  of  about 
four  weeks  on  the  waters  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi.  My 
health  has  been  bad,  very  bad,  in  fact  alarming,  though  I  am 
now  a  little  better.  At  Cincinnati,  I  had  a  hemorrhage  of  the 
lungs,  at  which  time  I  bled  probably  one  pint  and  a  half.    In  a 
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few  days  another  equally  as  bad.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  they  have 
prostrated  me — reduced  me  to  a  bare  skeleton.  The  weather 
here  is  warm  and  pleasant,  and  will  probably  restore  me  in 
time.  I  have  not  strength  to  write  much  at  a  time,  but  will 
write  more  at  length  hereafter. 

"With  my  kindest  regards  for  you  and  all  the  rest,  I  con- 
clude.

"Thomas  S.  Crofts : 

"P.  S. — Mr.  Merrick  is  absent  attending  court  and  will  not 
be  back  for  four  or  five  days." 

Evidently  Daniel  Webster  Crofts  was  a  very  sick  man.  A 
few  days  more  than  a  month  after  this  letter  was  written,  and 
on  January  9,  1852,  he  passed  on.  Letters  written  to  him  by 
his  father  on  January  29,  1852,  and  his  brother  on  January  23, 
1852,  found  recently  in  Clinton,  show  that  it  was  weeks  after 
his  death,  before  those  around  the  hearthstone  on  the  old  farm, 
were  bowed  in  grief.  The  following  are  the  letters  written  by 
the  father  and  brother : 

"New  Lisbon,  January  23,  1852. 
"Daniel  W.  Crofts,  Esq.,  Clinton,  State  of  Louisiana : 

"Dear  Brother  Daniel — We  received  a  letter  that  you  sent 
to  Henry  stating  that  your  health  was  no  better,  and  that 
you  were  out  of  money.  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  try  and  send 
you  some,  and  asked  father  to  lend  it  to  me,  but  he  said  he 
would  send  it,  so  he  sent  me  to  town  today  to  get  a  draft  (as 
it  probably  would  go  safer  than  money),  and  start  it.  I  am 
afraid  that  you  have  got  out  of  heart,  as  you  say  that  you  have 
no  desire  to  live  if  you  don't  get  better  than  you  are  now,  but 
submit  to  the  will  of  God.  This  we  ought  all  to  do,  and  we 
ought  to  live  so  that  we  would  neither  be  ashamed  to  live,  nor 
afraid  to  die,  but  always  be  in  readiness  for  the  change  that 
awaits  us.  I  don't  want  to  flatter  you,  but  you  may  get  better, 
yet,  perhaps,  it  is  doubtful.  If  you  should  linger  along  till 
spring  and  get  no  better  you  had  better  try  and  come  home. 
You  would  feel  better  contented,  I  think,  than  to  be  amongst 
strangers,  and  yet  they  may  make  you  as  comfortable  as  we 
can,  and  I  suppose,  by  what  you  say,  they  do.  This  trifle  will 
perhaps  work  you  along  a  short  time  till  you  see  what  change 
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will  take  place,  and  if  it  should  be  the  will  of  God  to  call  you 
off — that  w^e  should  never  meet  on  earth,  may  we  not  meet  in 
heaven  ? 

"I  would  like,  if  time  would  permit,  to  write  a  little  more, 
but  as  the  day  is  far  spent,  and  cold,  and  have  to  go  home 
to-night,  I  will  have  to  conclude  with  all  of  our  best  respects 
for  your  welfare.

**P.  S. — Write  soon  and  let  us  know  how  you  are.  I  sent  a 
few  lines  to  you  dated  the  12th  of  this  month,  if  you  got  them, 
still  let  me  know  how  you  are  off  for  money,  and  I  will  en- 
deavor to  assist  you  all  I  can." 

"Rock  Camp,  January  29,  1852. 
"Daniel  W.  Crofts,  Esq.,  Clinton,  East  Feliciana  Parish,  La.: 

"Dear  Son — Yours  of  the  first  inst.  came  duly  to  hand,  as  to 
one  born  out  of  due  time.  I  am  very  sorry  to  hear  of  your  en- 
tire prostration  of  health,  though  I  can  not  say  that  I  feel  dis- 
appointed, as  my  fears  of  your  health  in  removing  south,  has, 
in  some  degree,  been  realized,  and  had  mine  own  judgment 
been  consulted,  I  should  not  have  consented  to  the  step  that 
was  taken,  but  at  the  same  time  I  can  not  blame  you  to  grasp 
at  any  thing  that  you  might  suppose  would  restore  your  health. 
If  you  do  not  appear  to  get  better  soon — if  your  health  will 
at  all  permit,  you  had  better  try  and  get  home  as  it  will  be  the 
most  proper  place  for  you.  Money  affairs  here  are  in  the  most 
stringent  circumstances  and  flour  you  can  scarcely  effect  a 
sale  at  a  mere  trifling  price.  Your  brother  Thomas  wrote  to 
you  one  week  before  this  date,  and  I  have  sent  you  a  draft  on 
the  city  of  New  York,  for  $35,  enclosed  in  his  letter,  having 
had  to  sacrifice  flour  to  obtain  the  money. 

"Dr.  Snodgrass,  of  the  bank,  is  dead,  and  sickness  to  an 
alarming  extent  is  prevailing  in  New  Lisbon,  and  as  to  your- 
self, I  would  say  to  not  suffer  your  mind  to  be  depressed  on 
account  of  your  sickness,  as  this  will  only  have  a  tendency  to 
prostrate  you  more  and  more,  but  commit  your  way  to  Him,  in 
whose  hands  are  all  the  children  of  men,  and  who  doeth  right- 
eously in  all  his  ways  of  dealing  with  us,  and  who  has  promised 
to  support  us  under  every  trial,  if  we  put  our  trust  in  Him. 
Look  up  to  the  Savior,  therefore,  and  he  will  redeem  you  from 
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all  iniquity.  I  understand  the  young  man  that  went  with  you 
from  Lisbon  is  dead.  He  died  in  Pensacola.  We  are  all  in 
tolerable  state  of  health,  though  we  have  had  a  very  severe 
winter.  The  thermometer  has  been  20  degrees  below  zero,  and 
has  not  been  as  cold^  for  thirty  years. 

"Your  mother,  together  with  your  brothers  and  sisters,  send 
their  love  to  you,  together  with  myself,  and  I  would  say  again, 
cheer  up  under  your  affliction,  and  put  your  trust  in  God,  who 
is  able  to  do  more  for  you  than  you  can  think  or  ask. 
"I  remain  your  affectionate  father, 

"John  Crofts." 

"P.  S. — Mr.  Price  is  at  my  house,  and  sends  his  affectionate 
regards  to  you,  wishing  an  improvement  of  your  health  and 
also  of  your  spiritual  interest." 

From  a  perusal  of  the  general  catalog  of  Jefferson  College, 
published  in  1902,  one  is  astounded  by  the  great  number  of 
deaths  which  occurred  from  tubercular  diseases.  Of  the  six 
founders  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  five  died  of  some  form  of 
tuberculosis.  It  would  be  supposed  that  the  life  in  a  small 
town,  on  the  hillsides  of  Pennsylvania,  would  have  insured 
fresh  air  and  healthful  surroundings  to  have  enabled  the  stu- 
dents, who  lived  therein,  to  have  withstood  all  disease.  On 
May  6,  1908,  with  the  Rev.  Maurice  E.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  Day- 
ton, Ohio,  I  visited  all  the  old  forts  where  the  founders  roomed 
during  their  sojourn  in  Canonsburg.  Crofts  roomed  at  Fort 
Oram.  This  was  a  large  house,  built  of  logs,  a  veritable  fort, 
situated  perhaps  two  miles  north  of  the  college  buildings  and 
reached  by  a  hilly  and  muddy  road.  This  fort  must  have  ac- 
commodated twenty-five  or  m<^re  students.  In  this  day,  be- 
fore the  common  use  of  gum  boots  and  water-proof  clothing, 
could  it  have  been  possible  that  the  students,  becoming  wet  with 
the  rains  and  snows,  tramping  back  and  forth,  and  sitting  in 
class-rooms  with  damp  clothing,  contracted  continuous  colds, 
and  thus  have  permanently  undermined  their  constitutions? 

It  was  on  this  particular  visit  to  Canonsburg  that  the  impor- 
tance of  the  Spring  House  of  Tillie  Hutchinson,  as  a  secret 
meeting  place  in  the  early  days  of  the  fraternity,  was  learned. 
The  old  homestead  still  stands  and  the  old  spring  gives  up  its 
waters,  pure  and  sparkling,  as  in  the  times  of  the  Jefferson  of 
the  forties. 
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Immediately  after  the  Old  Point  Comfort  Convention,  in 
1906,  I  commenced  the  search  for  information  as  to  the  burial 
places  of  the  founders.  Bishop  McLaren  stated  in  his  article, 
published  in  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  of  May  1880,  that  Crofts 
died  and  was  buried  in  New  Lisbon,  Ohio.  This  was,  of 
course,  an  error.  The  general  catalog  of  old  Jefferson  College 
stated  that  Crofts  died  in  Louisana,  not  giving  the  name  of  the 
town.  I  do  not  remember  now  how  I  learned  that  Crofts  died 
in  Clinton.  I  found  in  the  general  catalogue  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  that  there  was  one  member  of  the  fraternity  living  in 
Clinton,  the  Rev.  Frank  W.  Lewis,  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity, '71.  I  appealed  to  him  for  information,  and  during 
the  past  two  years,  Brother  Lewis  has  been  very  patient  in  my 
insistence  that  some  information  must  be  found  relative  to  the 
burial  place  of  Crofts.  As  early  as  August  13,  1907,  Bro.  Lewis 
stated  to  me  that  he  had  carefully  examined  both  cemeteries 
in  Clinton,  and  that  there  was  absolutely  no  hope  that  the  grave 
could  be  found.  He  also  stated  that  no  undertakers'  records 
w^re  kept  and  no  cemetery  records  were  in  existence.  Later, 
there  was  found  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  parish  of  East  Felici- 
ana, as  the  counties  in  Louisiana  are  called,  a  record,  which  is 
very  interesting  in  one  particular,  in  that  among  the  effects  of 
Daniel  W.  Crofts,  deceased,  was  found  and  sold  one  breastpin 
for  $1.50.  This,  without  question,  must  have  been  the  frater- 
nity pin  of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts,  and  I  daresay,  that  many  a 
silent  tear  will  find  its  way  coursing  down  the  cheeks  of  many  a 
loyal  Fiji,  when  he  thinks  of  dear  old  Dan  Crofts,  who  died 
alone,  and  the  expense  of  whose  burial  was  borne  in  part 
by  the  Delta  badge.    The  court  record  as  found,  is  here  given : 

"To  the  Honorable  the  Judge  of  the  Seventh  District  Court, 
holding  sessions  of  the  same  in  and  for  the  Parish  of  East 
Feliciana  and  State    of  Louisana. 

"The  petition  of  Robert  C.  Carman,  of  said  Parish  and  State 
respectfully  represents,  that  Daniel  W.  Croft,  Esq.,  has  lately 
departed  this  life  at  the  hotel  kept  by  petitioner,  in  the  town 
of  Clinton  in  said  Parish,  that  there  are  some  effects  belonging 
to  said  deceased,  which  ought  to  be  inventoried. 

"Petitioner  further  represents  that  he  does  not  suppose  that 
said  effects  would  justify  anyone  in  taking  out  letters  of  ad- 
ministration. Petitioner  further  represents  that  he  has  a  priv- 
ilege upon  said  effects. 
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"Wherefore  petitioner  prays  that  an  inventory  be  ordered, 
that  the  clerk  of  your  Honorable  Court  administer  said  succes- 
sion without  the  trouble  or  expense  of  a  formal  administration, 
that  the  effects  of  said  succession  be  sold  according  to  law  and 
for  general  relief.

C.  Reily,  do  solemnly  swear  that 
we  will  well  and  truly  appraise  such  property  as  may  be  shown 
to  us  as  appertaining  to  the  succession  of  Daniel  W.  Crofts, 
deceased,  to  the  best  of  our  judgment,  so  help  us  God.

"The  following  is  an  inventory  and  estimation  of  the  success- 
sion  property  found  in  the  Parish  of  East  Feliciana,  Louisana, 
belonging  to  Daniel  W.  Crofts,  deceased,  made  by  me,  John 
C.  White,  the  Recorder  in  and  for  the  Parish  of  East  Feliciana, 
aforesaid,  by  authority  from  the  clerk  of  the  District  Court  of 
said  Parish,  me  hereunto  assisted  by  H.  B,  Gay  and  Jos.  C. 
Reily  appraisers  appointed  and  sworn  by  me  said  Recorder 
for  the  purpose,  and  done  at  the  house  of  R.  C.  Carman  in  the 
town  of  Clinton,  Parish  aforesaid,  being  the  place  where  the 
deceased  died,  in  the  presence  of  A.  W.  DeLee  and  R.  C.  Car- 
man, competent  and  lawful  witnesses,  being  males  of  the  full 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  this  sixteenth  day  of  January,  1852, 
to-wit :

"To  the  best  of  my  recollection,  Mr.  Hardesty  paid  me  $25 
being  the  amounts  of  Mr.  Crofts'  bill  with  me  for  board  and 
lodging  from  the  third  of  December,  185 1,  up  to  the  time  of 
his  death  in  January,  1852.

"I  certify  the  above  and  foregoing  to  be  a  true  copy  of  all  the 
papers  on  file  in  this  case.    This  seventh  day  of  May,  1908.

Josiah  Scott  Colmery,  Washington  College,  Class  of  '48, 
and  to  whom  reference  was  made  in  the  report  of  the  bogus 
programs  in  the  March  issue  of  1908,  and  who  is  still  living 
in  Vaiden,  Miss.,  was  appealed  to,  in  the  hope  that  there  might 
be  some  one  of  his  many  disciples  resident  of  Clinton,  who 
would  assist  in  the  search.  This  conjecture  was  not  ill-founded, 
and  there  was  interested  Judge  Charles  Kilbourne,  of  Clinton, 
the  husband  of  one  of  his  former  pupils.  Judge  Kilbourne, 
with  untiring  zeal,  lent  his  efforts  with  Brother  Lewis,  in  the 
search  for  the  grave  of  Crofts,  but  finally  reported  in  June, 
1908,  that  in  his  opinion,  the  task  was  a  hopeless  one,  that  there 
never  had  been  any  records  of  burials  kept  in  Clinton,  that  in 
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the  years  from  1850  to  1870,  there  were  several  epidemics  of 
yellow  fever,  with  so  many  deaths  in  so  short  a  period,  that  it 
was  all  that  could  be  done  to  give  timely  interment  to  the  dead. 
I,  therefore,  reported  to  the  Archons  at  the  mid-winter  meeting 
in  January,  1909,  that  every  effort  to  find  the  grave  of  Crofts 
had  been  futile  and  that  in  my  opinion  it  could  never  be  found. 
I  then  recommended  that  there  should  be  placed  either  on  the 
walls  of  the  library  of  Clinton,  or  of  the  court  house  of  the 
Parish  of  East  Feliciana,  or  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  that 
ancient  town,  a  bronze  tablet  in  memory  of  Daniel  Webster 
Crofts,  one  of  the  founders  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  This  plan 
was  looked  upon  with  favor  by  the  board,  and  it  was  decided 
to  present  the  matter  before  the  Detroit  Ekklesia. 

On  learning  that  the  Sullivan  brothers,  Robert  W.,  of  Deni- 
son,  and  Charles,  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  were  spending 
the  winter  in  New  Orleans,  in  the  recuperation  of  health  and 
exchequer,  as  one  last  effort,  I  wrote  to  them,  giving  them  all 
the  facts  which  I  had  collected  and  urged  them,  in  the  name 
of  the  fraternity,  to  go  to  Clinton,  and  make  a  most  thorough 
examination  of  both  cemeteries,  and  to  interview  all  of  the  old 
residents  in  the  vicinity.  I  confess  that  I  was  greatly  sur- 
prised when  I  received  the  following  message: 

"Baton  Rouge,  La.,  Feb.  15,  1909. 
"W.  F.  Chamberlin,  Dayton,  Ohio: 

"Grave  of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts  discovered  February  14. 
Particulars  mailed. 

"Sullivan  Brothers." 

The  evidence  of  the  Sullivan  Brothers  is  almost  purely  cir- 
cumstantial, but  at  the  same  time  most  positive.  The  report 
as  written  to  me  by  Robert  W.  Sullivan,  from  New  Orleans, 
on  February  15,  is  as  follows: 

"Our  telegram  of  this  morning  gave  you  the  news  of  our 
discovery.  The  grave  of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts,  unknown  and 
unhonored  for  fifty-seven  years,  was  found  yesterday,  the 
fourteenth  day  of  February,  by  the  Sullivan  brothers,  without 
question. 

"Both  Judge  Kilbourne  and  the  Rev.  Lewis,  when  we  first 
saw  them    yesterday,  said  that  there  was  absolutely  no  chance 
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of  finding  the  grave.  There  are  no  cemetery  records,  no  un- 
dertakers' records,  no  heaUh  records,  no  court  records,  which 
could  in  any  way  throw  the  Hght  on  Crofts'  final  resting  place, 
and  the  oldest  inhabitant  has  no  recollection  of  the  burial. 

"Charles  and  I  then  went  to  the  cemetery  and  made  a  care- 
ful search  which  resulted  in  the  discovery. 

"You  will  remember  that  Crofts  died  on  the  ninth  of  Janu- 
ary, 1852,  in  a  hotel  kept  by  Robert  C.  Carman.  In  the  cem- 
etery near  the  entrance  is  a  little  mound,  at  the  head  of  which 
is  an  old  weather-beaten  stone  with  this  inscription : 

Hannah  Louisa 

daui^htcr  of 

R,  C.    and  E.  M.  Carman, 

born,  Feb.  28,  18^0, 

died.  May  2/,  18^2. 

And  can  it  be  that  human  mould 

Is  but  the  flust  it  seems. 

"Just  a  few  feet  from  this  is  another  stone  much  larger  and 
still  well-preserved.    It  reads : 

Robert  Clark  Carman, 
born  in  Delhi,  Delaware  Co.,  N.  Y., 
Nov.  10,  181Q. 
Departed  this  life,  Noz'.  21,  1855, 
Aged  j6  years,  11  days. 
O  neep  not  my  liife,  no  longer  repine, 
For  in  beauty  transcendent  your  husband  doth  shine. 
But  dry  up  your  tears  and  prepare  soon  to  come. 
To  join  in  the  praise  of  the  Father  and  Son. 

"On  the  opposite  side  of  the  stone  is  graved : 

'Mark  the  perfect  man  and  behold  the  upright,  for  the  end 
of  that  man  is  peace.' 

Oh!  ever  thus  from  childhood's  hours 
fve  seen  my  fondest  hopes  decay  : 
I  never  loved  a  tree  nor  Hower, 
But  'tzais  the  first  to  fade  azi'ay. 

Xow,  within  ten  feet  of  this  monument  (see  the  map)  there 
is  a  moss-covered  pile  of  brick  about  three  feet  wide  and  six 
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feet  long  similar  to  other  piles  of  brick  in  the  cemetery  which 
mark  graves.  There  is  no  stone  at  this  grave,  but  its  position 
marks  it  as  a  part  of  the  Carman  burial  site.  The  position  of 
this  grave,  its  unknown  identity,  the  character  of  Carman,  the 
hotel  keeper  'perfect  and  upright,'  together  with  other  inferen- 
tial evidence  forced  us  to  the  conclusion  that  this  was  indeed 
the  final  resting  place  of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts.  Is  it  not  a 
reasonable  conclusion  that  Robert  Carman  becoming  attached 
to  Crofts,  his  sickly  guest,  recently  come  from  so  near  his  own 
birthplace  and  with  but  a  few  years  difference  in  age,  buried 
him  on  his  own  lot  ? 

**In  order  to  establish  myself  in  this  conclusion  I  went  to  see 
General  Packwood,  the  oldest  living  inhabitant  of  Clinton — 
except  his  wife,  who  is  two  years  older.  General  Packwood,  it 
should  be  said,  is  not  only  the  oldest  living  inhabitant  with  the 
exception  noted,  he  is  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  a  past-com- 
mander of  the  Confederate  Veterans,  past-master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Louisiana,  F.  &  A.  ^NL,  and  mayor  of  Clinton.  Nei- 
ther the  general  nor  his  wife  could  establish  the  identity  of  the 
brick-covered  grave,  and  both  of  them,  it  seems,  have  attended 
every  funeral  in  and  around  Clinton  for  the  past  fifty  years. 
After  we  had  explained  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  they 
seemed  to  remember  that  Carman  had  buried  a  guest  who  had 
died  in  his  hotel  on  his  own  lot,  and  agreed  that  the  grave  must 
be  that  of  Crofts. 

There  are  no  members  of  the  Carman  family  left  in  Clinton. 
Years  ago,  Robert,  junior,  went  to  Texas,  and  has  never  been 
heard  from.  The  old  Carman  hotel  burned  down  a  year  ago, 
and  nothing  is  left  but  ashes.  The  enclosed  cards  show  the 
old  Clinton  court  house  and  Masonic  Temple,  two  of  the  build- 
ings which  Crofts  must  have  seen.  You  will  also  find  enclosed 
a  little  flower  plucked  for  you  from  the  grave  of  Daniel  Webs- 
ter Crofts.  Fraternally  yours, 

"ROIIERT  W.  SULLIV.VN." 

After  receiving  this  report  of  the  Sullivan  brothers,  I  com- 
municated with  Judge  Kilbourne,  of  Clinton,  who  also  made 
some  further  investigations  and  who  rendered  his  opinion  on 
March  i6,  1909,  that  undoubtedly  the  unmarked  grave  located 
by  the  Sullivans  was  that  of  Crofts.  The  report  of  the  Sulli- 
van s  was  also  sent  to  Mr.  John  Crofts,  of  East  Liverpool,  who. 
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out  of  the  dim  recollections  of  the  past,  remembers  that  it  was 
the  Carmans  who  were  responsible  for  the  burial  of  his  brother. 
There  seems,  therefore,  to  be  no  doubt  or  a  question  to  be 
raised  but  that  the  final  resting  place  of  Crofts  has  been  found. 

The  first  extension  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  was  in  the  south. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  the  minute  of  February  22,  1850: 
"Thus  it  stands  (Gamma  chapter,  Xashville  University)  the 
third  of  that  mystic  brotherhood  which  shall  embrace  and  own 
the  talent  and  glory  of  the  nation.*'  The  first  chapters  of  the 
fraternity  were  Xashville  University,  Xashville,  Tenn. ;  Union 
University,  Murfreesboro,  Tenn. ;  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Chapelhill,  X.  C. :  Washington  College,  Marysville. 
Tenn. ;  University  of  Alabama,  Tuscaloosa,  Ala. :  Bailor  Uni- 
versity, Independence,  Tex.,  and  Howard  College,  Marion,  Ala. 
I  predict  that  in  the  years  to  come  the  southland  will  be  again 
the  one  particular  section  to  which  the  fraternity  w^ill  give  es- 
pecial thought  in  regard  to  expansion,  and  that  then  in  the  far 
and  sunny  south  the  new  found  grave  of  Crofts  will  in  truth 
become  a  Mecca.  In  the  final  paragraph  relative  to  the  found- 
ers, Qui  fucniut,  scd,  Nunc  ad  astra,  Samuel  Beatty  Wilson,  in 
the  address  of  1863.  wrote  as  follows:  "These  are  our  honored 
dead.  Fortitcr,  HdcUtcr,  fcHcitcr,  might  well  be  inscribed  upon 
the  tomb  of  each.  If  we  who  survive  them  ever  make  a  pil- 
grimage, it  should  be  to  their  graves.  If  we  ever  plant  flowers 
of  aflFection  to  be  nurtured  by  the  tears  of  remembrance  it 
should  be  on  the  sod  that  covers  their  heads." 

The  grave  of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts  is  now  the  only  one  of 
the  Immortal  Six  which  is  unmarked  by  some  stone  upon  which 
may  be  read  :  "One  of  the  Founders  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta."  If 
it  were  not  for  the  beautiful  sentiment  w^hich  Ekklesia  after 
Ekklesia  has  attempted  to  teach,  that  a  Fiji  must  so  cherish  his 
badge  as  to  part  with  it  not  by  day  nor  by  night,  I  would  urge 
that  inasmuch  as  the  l)adge  of  Phi  (lamma  Delta  had  been  of 
use  to  him  even  after  the  end.  that  voluntary  gifts  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  i)ins  should  now  be  made,  to  be  sold  again  at  the 
Detroit  Ekklesia  or  to  be  put  in  a  melting  pot,  and  with  the 
proceeds  to  erect  in  Clinton,  Parish  of  East  Feliciana,  La.,  a 
memorial  in  loving  remembrance.  A  stone  must  be  erected. 
Let  it  be  done  by  voluntary  gifts  of  money  from  the  loyal  hearts 
of  loyal  brothers.  My  contribution  has  been  sent  to  the  national 
treasurer.     Will  vou,  brother  reader,  do  likewise,  so  that  there 
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may  be  reported  at  Detroit  a  sufficient  sum  to  insure  that  the 
last  resting  place  of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts,  one  of  the  found- 
ers of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  will  be  no  longer  unmarked  and  for- 
gotten ? 

The  golden  cord  which  bound  the  founders  was  broken 
by  the  death  of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts.  He  died  on  January  9, 
1852,  aged  twenty-three  years,  one  month,  and  six  days.  Ellis 
Bailey  Gregg  died  on  December  18,  1854,  aged  twenty-seven 
years,  four  months,  and  one  day.  John  Templeton  McCarty 
died  on  February  4,  i860,  aged  thirty-one  years,  six  months 
and  twenty-four  days.  Naamen  Fletcher  died  on  December 
20,  1864,  aged  forty  years,  nine  months,  and  twenty-three  days. 
James  Elliott  died  on  November  10,  1883,  aged  fifty-eight 
years,  eleven  months,  and  four  days.  Samuel  Reatty  Wilson 
died  on  January  17,  1889,  aged  sixty-four  years,  ten  months, 
and  twenty-eight  days. 

The  life  of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts  was  a  spring-time  full  of 
promise  and  preparation,  a  summer  of  happiness  and  hope,  an 
autumn  of  sorrow  and  sadness,  and  a  winter  of  despair  and 
death. 

After  the  demise  of  Ellis  Bailey  Gregg,  one  of  the  Immortal 
Six,  a  paper  was  found  in  his  desk  in  Peoria,  III.,  upon  which 
he  had  inscribed  some  lines  and  dated  April  16,  1852.  Is  it 
possible  that  Gregg  upon  the  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  death 
of  Daniel  Webster  Crofts  could  have  written  these  lines  ? — 

"Maji  is  heir  to  zdiat?    To  sorron*,  pain 
And  death.    He  is  destined  to  die  and  to  return 
To  dust.    The  young,  the  aged  and  the 
Beautiful  maiden,  death  nips  in  the  bud. 
And  beauty  and  grace  becomes  wedded  to  the  tomb."

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SOROLLA'S  PORTRAIT  OF  KURTZ 

To  be  painted  by  a  world-famous  portrait  artist  is  an  event 
of  great  importance.  In  our  sorrow  over  the  death  of  our  J>e- 
loved  Bro.  Kurtz,  we  can  but  rejoice  in  the  pleasure  he  must 
have  had  during  his  last  hours  out  of  the  hospital  in  being 
the  subject  of  a  striking  portrait  by  the  great  Spanish  artist, 
Sorolla,  who  is  the  sensation  of  the  season  among  the  art 
lovers  of  the  East.  Though  the  portrait  is  unfinished,  it  will 
remain  an  art  treasure,  for,  like  many  art  treasures — the  well- 
known  Gilbert  Stuart  portrait  of  Washington,  for  one  instance 
— its  value  does  not  depend  on  completeness.  There  is  a  bril- 
Hance  and  a  sheer  technical  facility  in  his  execution  that  makes 
Sorolla's  incidental  products  important.  Huneker  and  Brin- 
ton,  both  critics  of  highest  abiHty,  have  accorded  Sorolla  first 
place  among  living  Spanish  painters.  Let  Sorolla  himself  ex- 
plain his  method,  as  he  explained  it  to  Mr.  Tyrrell,  the  art 
critic  of  the  New  York  World.    Said  Sorolla : 

**Have  you  considered  w^hy  you  have  such  artists  as  Sargent, 
Chase  and  the  late  Whistler?  It  is  because  the  real  founder 
of  American  art  was  that  supreme  impressionist  master,  V'elas- 
quez.  The  men  I  have  named,  like  Constable  and  Turner,  and 
Courbet  before  them,  seize  greatness  by  that  same  ecstatic  swift- 
ness of  execution  which  was  the  secret  of  Velasquez's  splendid 
triumphs  of  realism.  As  for  myself,  I  can  assure  you  this  lyrical 
impetuosity  came  to  me  as  naturally  as  breathing  or  the  beat- 
ings of  my  heart,  at  the  earliest  dawn  of  my  s\Tnpathy  with 
nature. 

"All  inspired  painters  are  impressionists,  even  tho'  it  be 
true  that  some  impressionists  are  not  inspired. 

"If  ever  painter  wrought  a  miracle  of  illusion  with  brush 
and  pigment  that  painter  was  Velasquez  in  his  *Las  Meninas,' 
at  the  Prado  in  Madrid.  Now,  I  have  studied  this  picture  with 
a  lens,  and  what  do  I  find?  Why,  that  Velasquez  got  that 
marvellous  atmospheric  background  by  one  broad  sweep  of  his 
flowing  brush,  charged  with  thin  color — so  thin  that  you  can 
feel  the  very  texture  of  the  canvas  through  it. 

"Nature,  the  sun  itself,  produces  color  effects  on  this  same 
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principle,  but  instantaneously.  The  impression  of  these  evanes- 
cent visions  is  what  we  make  desperate  attempts  to  catch  and 
fix  by  any  means  at  hand.  At  such  moments  I  am  unconscious 
of  materials,  of  style,  of  rules,  of  everything  that  intervenes 
between  my  perception  and  the  object  or  idea  perceived. 

'*Xo,  mes  amis,  impressionism  is  not  charlatanry,  nor  a 
formula,  nor  a  school.  I  should  say  rather  it  is  the  bold  resolve 
to  throw  all  those  things  overboard." 

It  is  not  only  interesting  to  us  as  Fijis  that  Bro.  Kurtz  was 
painted  by  a  great  artist,  for,  though  our  attention  is  caught  in 
this  way,  it  is  of  more  importance  that  we  get  a  new  cultural 
insight  into  the  method  that  produces  the  result — that  we  ab- 
sorb the  culture  of  method  as  embodied  in  Sorolla  and  as  ex- 
pressed by  him  to  the  critic.  Art  is  a  sovereign  educator,  as 
much  for  what  it  eliminates  as  for  what  it  includes.  Indeed,  a 
writer  has  said  that  "art  is  the  elimination  of  the  unessential ;" 
and  if  he  had  added  that,  in  its  highest  expression,  it  is  the  in- 
clusion of  all  that  is  necessary  to  ideal,  yet  real,  strength  and 
beauty,  he  would  have  formulated  a  definition  that  should  suit 
the  most  captious.  "Ideal,  yet  real,"  because  "the  ideal  with- 
out the  real  lacks  life,  while  the  real  without  the  ideal  lacks 
pure  beauty."  In  molding  a  high  personality,  each  one  of  us 
is  working  towards  the  "art  life."  Nothing  hastens  this  cul- 
tural process  more  effectively  than  the  study  of  art  itself.  It 
is  almost  superfluous  to  say  that  the  study  and  understanding 
of  a  master  like  Sorolla  is  the  very  shortest  course  to  this  end. 
In  a  conversation  that  the  writer  had  with  Bro.  Kurtz  in  the 
Albright  Gallery  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  ideas  of  this  kind 
were  brought  out.  I  am  sure  he  would  have  talked  to  the  fra- 
ternity at  large  as  he  talked  to  me,  and  would  have  urged  that 
every  member,  so  far  as  he  is  able,  increase  his  capacity  for 
enjoyment,  enlarge  his  cultural  insight,  and  strengthen  his 
ability  for  useful  occupation  by  developing  the  artistic  side  of 
his  own  nature.  W.  A.  W. 
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*SIGMA  CHAPTER— WESTERN  UNI- 
VERSITY OF  PENNSYLVANIA 
1863-1870 

Since  the  publishing  of  my  sketch  on  Old  Sigma  chapter 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  from  1863  to  1870  in  Western  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  now  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  in  the 
March,  1909,  number  of  this  magazine,  additional  facts  have 
been  obtained  regarding  it  from  Bro.  John  R.  Wightman, 
Sigma,  '65,  the  moving  spirit  in  the  chapter's  establishment, 
whose  name  is  first  on  the  charter  of  Sigma,  from  Bro.  John 
H.  McCandless,  Sigma,  '64,  the  first  president  of  the  chapter, 
and  also  from  the  old  minute  book  of  the  chapter,  which  has 
been  recently  found  by  Bro.  John  R.  Wightman.  The  addi- 
tional facts,  thus  found,  render  it  expedient  to  append  this  sup- 
plement to  the  article  in  the  March  number  of  the  magazine,  in 
order  that  the  sketch  of  Old  Sigma  chapter  may  be  complete 
and  also  correct  historically. 

The  charter  of  Sigma  chapter  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  the 
Western  University  of  Pennsylvania,  now  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh,  was  dated  October  2,  1863,  ^^  JeflFerson  College, 
Canonsburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  signed  by  Bros.  S.  D.  Jen- 
nings, Alpha,  T)4,  and  Tom  S.  Bracken,  Alpha,  '65,  president 
and  secretary  of  the  Grand  chapter,  respectively.  The  names 
of  the  founders  appear  thereon  in  the  following  order :  **John 
R.  Wightman,  Robert  S.  Sill,  John  H.  McCandless,  H.  M. 
Howe,  and  George  I.  Whitney,  students  of  the  Western  Uni- 
versity at  Pittsburgh,  Penna." 

The  installation  of  Sigma  chapter  took  place  on  October  15, 
1863,  as  recorded  in  the  minute  book  of  the  chapter.  In  an  old 
pocket  diary  of  Bro.  John  H.  McCandless,  '64,  the  following  is 
also  written : 

''1863,  Thursday,  Oct.  15. 
"Met  Mr.  Riggs,  J.  R.  Wightman,  Sill  and  Howe  in  hall, 
and  was  initiated  with  them  into  FMii  Gamma  Delta  fraternity. 
Was  elected Took  papers  in  charge." 


A  supplement  to  the  sketch  in  the  issue  of  March.  1909. 
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The  statement  in  the  March  magazine  sketch  that  Sigma 
chapter  was  founded  in  the  spring  of  1863  is  therefore  incor- 
rect. However,  negotiations  were  begun  in  the  spring  of  that 
year  for  a  chapter  by  Bro.  John  R.  Wightman,  '65.  He  states 
that  Rev.  I.  C.  Pershing,  Alpha,  '50,  then  a  Methodist  minister 
and  also  president  of  the  noted  Pittsburg  Female  College,  lo- 
cated on  Eighth  st.  below  Penn  ave.  in  Pittsburgh,  first  ap- 
proached him,  and  introduced  him  to  Rro.  A.  Brown  Riggs, 
Alpha,  '63,  during  the  spring  of  that  year,  but  that  the  chapter 
w^as  not  established  until  the  fall  as  above  stated. 

Only  four  of  the  five  charter  members  were  initiated  on  Octo- 
ber 15,  1863,  the  fifth  charter  member,  George  I.  Whitney, 
being  absent  on  account  of  sickness.  A.  Brown  Riggs  was  the 
legate  of  the  Grand  chapter  and  installed  Sigma  chapter  on 
that  date.  One  week  later,  on  October  22,  1863,  the  fifth  char- 
ter member,  George  I.  Whitney,  '64,  was  duly  initiated  into 
Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  Bro.  Riggs,  the  legate,  **in  the  name  of 
the  president,"  appropriately  conducted  Bro.  Whitney's  initia- 
tion. The  officers  of  the  chapter,  for  the  first  year,  were  Bro. 
^IcCandless,  '64,  n :  Bro.  Wightman,  '65,  E,  and  Bro.  Whit- 
ney, '64,  r. 

In  a  recent  letter  of  Bro.  McCandless,  '64,  to  T.  Wray 
Grayson,  Alpha,  '92,  of  Pittsburgh,  regarding  the  place  where 
Sigma  chapter  was  installed  and  the  meetings  of  the  chapter 
were  held  for  the  first  years  of  her  history  is  the  following: 
"The  hall  alluded  to  in  my  diary  was,  of  course,  Irving  Hall, 
the  second  room  to  the  right  of  the  center  hall  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  university  building,  then  located  at  the  corner  of  Dia- 
mond and  Ross  sts."  The  statement  in  the  March  magazine 
that  this  hall  overlooked  Ross  st.  is  incorrect.  It  w^as  on  the 
far  side  of  the  building,  away  from  Ross  st.,  and  X)verlooked 
a  small  yard  adjoining  the  present  Allegheny  county  court 
house  annex. 

The  founding  of  Sigma  chapter  was  closely  interwoven  with 
the  history  of  the  Irving  Literary  Society,  which  latter  was 
flourishing  in  the  university  in  the  spring  of  1863,  when  the 
negotiations  of  John  R.  Wightman  with  Rro.  Riggs  for  a  chap- 
ter of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  were  begun.  Three  of  the  five  found- 
ers of  Sigma  chapter,  Bros.  Wightman,  Sill  and  McCandless, 
were  founders  also  of  the  Irving  Literary  Society.  Howard 
Marshall  Howe,  the  fourth  founder  of  Sigma  chapter,  does  not 
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appear  to  have  been  a  member  of  a  literary  society,  while 
George  I.  Whitney,  the  fifth  founder  of  Sigma  chapter,  was 
one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of  the  Philomathean  Lit- 
erary Society,  which  was  a  rival  to  Irving.  George  W.  Guthrie, 
'66,  the  first  elected  member  of  Sigma  chapter,  was  also  founder 
of  Irving  society.  Bro.  McCandless,  '64,  was  one  of  the  most 
enthusiastic  founders  of  Irving  and  was  on  the  committee  from 
the  society  to  fit  up  and  furnish  the  hall,  and  bought  the  carpet 
and  furnishings.  His  diary,  under  date  of  May  i,  1863,  con- 
tains the  following  entry :  ''Held  our  first  meeting  in  new  hall. 
Had  a  contest  with  Wilson  about  election  of  F.  Kennedy."  He 
was  a  born  leader.  An  earlier  entry  in  his  diary  shows  that  he 
made  "an  indignant  speech"  against  Dr.  George  Woods,  the  chan- 
cellor of  the  university  at  that  time,  and  the  Greek  professor, 
Joseph  F.  Griggs,  because  of  their  refusal  to  allow  Irving  to 
have  a  room  in  the  university  building  for  a  hall,  and  that  he 
audaciously  went  over  their  heads  and  sent  a  letter  to  the 
board  of  trustees  for  the  use  of  the  hall  with  the  result  that 
his  request  was  granted.  Strenuous  times  and  exciting  debates 
were  frequent.  Numerous  exhibitions  were  given  in  the  hall 
where  the  members  of  Irving  *'shone*'  and  did  their  best  be- 
fore the  young  ladies  whom  they  invited  at  times  to  attend. 
The  friendships  formed  and  fostered  in  Irving  were  more 
closely  cemented  by  the  bonds  of  fraternity  in  our  old  Sigma 
chapter  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 

The  statement  in  the  March  magazine  sketch  that  Sigma 
chapter  was  not  permitted  to  hold  her  weekly  meetings  in  the 
university  building  until  after  a  year's  existence  is  incorrect. 
All  the  meetings  of  Sigma  chapter  for  several  years,  from  the 
very  first,  including  the  installation,  were  held  in  the  university 
building  a«d  mostly  in  the  room  of  the  Irving  Literary  Society. 
As  noted  in  Bro.  McCandless'  diary,  it  was  the  Irving  Literary 
Society  which  was  not  allowed  to  hold  its  meetings  in  a  room 
in  the  university  building  for  some  time,  and  only  after  pro- 
test to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  university  was  such  use 
granted  to  the  society,  on  May  i,  1863. 

Scholarly  young  men  from  the  collegiate  departments, — 
classical  and  scientific, — of  the  university,  who  recognized  and 
emphasized  the  literary  as  well  as  the  social  side  of  the  frater- 
nity, composed  the  membership  of  Sigma  chapter  throughout 
her  career.    The  most  prominent  leaders  in  Irving  and  Philo- 
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mathean,  and  their  respective  representatives  in  the  inter-soci- 
ety and  collegiate  contests  were  Phi  Gamma  Deltas.  The  min- 
utes of  the  chapter  record  a  literary  program  as  a  part  of  every 
meeting.  The  literary  performances  were  volunteered  in  many 
instances  by  the  brothers,  and  such  were  regularly  announced 
one  week  in  advance  of  each  meeting. 

The  wide  range  which  these  performances  took  is  shown  by 
the  enumeration  of  some  of  them  following : 

Bro.  George  W.  Guthrie  contributed  essays  on  "Time,"  and 
"Pleasures  of  ^lemory/'  and  on  one  occasion  "read  some  verses 
on  Love." 

Bro.  John  R.  Wightman  declaimed  "The  Destruction  of 
Sennacherib,"  and  gave  an  essay  on  "The  Coliseum,"  and  an- 
other on  "Consistency." 

Bro.  Robert  S.  Sill  presaged  his  calling  in  the  reading  of  a 
selection  on  "Advice  to  a  Young  Lawyer." 

Bro.  Dallas  Sanders  declaimed  "The  Pauper's  Deathbed," 
and  contributed  a  selection  on  "Worthy  Ambitions."  His  am- 
bitions were  well  realized  thereafter  in  his  election  to  the  dis- 
trict attorneyship  of  Philadelphia  county,  Pa. 

Bro.  L.  D.  Wilkins  declaimed  "Cataline's  Reply  to  the  Sen- 
ate" and  "Old  Ironsides." 

Our  present  LTnited  States  Circuit  Court  Clerk  for  the  West- 
ern District  of  Pennsylvania,  Bro.  H.  D.  Gamble,  declaimed 
"The  Little  Dog"  as  his  first  performance.  He  became  one  of 
the  most  literary  members  of  the  chapter,  as  well  as  one  of  the 
most  loyal  in  his  devotion  thereto. 

Bro.  John  Gordon  declaimed  "The  American  Flag"  and  Bro. 
R.  C.  Moore  contributed  an  essay  on  "General  U.  S.  Grant." 

Bro.  Wm.  G.  Park  gave  many  selections,  always  of  interest. 
He  is  recorded  in  one  meeting  with  "a  reading  of  a  selection 
from  the  captured  minutes  of  Beta  Theta  Pi." 

The  debates  were  spirited.  "Is  the  existence  of  two  parties 
beneficial  to  the  country?  "Is  iron  a  more  useful  metal  than 
tin?"  "Is  moderate  wine  drinking  sinful?"  "Resolved,  that 
the  Fenian  prisoners  in  Canada  should  be  held  as  prisoners  of 
war;"  and  "Resolved,  that  fictitious  writings  are  beneficial," 
give  good  evidence  as  to  the  versatility  of  the  Sigma  brethren. 

The  minutes  of  a  chapter  meeting  on  November  19,  1867, 
record  a  lively  debate  on  "the  question  of  the  hour"  then, 
"Is    universal    suffrage    desirable    in    the    United    States?" 
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The  minute  thereof  well  describes  it  as  follows:  "The  de- 
bate was  opened  with  a  spirited  and  forcible  argument  by 
Frater  Gamble,  and  was  followed  in  able  and  earnest  discus- 
sions by  Praters  Moore  and  Murray.    (Frater  Moore  was  then 

excused  and  left  the  meeting ).     Frater  Gamble,  seeing 

so  much  opposition,  hastened  to  defend  his  position.  Frater 
Murray,  unwilling  to  be  outdone,  although  now  single-handed, 
then  rose  to  overthrow  the  arguments  of  his  opponent.  Frater 
Gamble  again  took  the  floor,  and  closed  the  debate  with  a  crit- 
ical review  of  the  whole  argument.  The  other  members  pres- 
ent, although  not  participating,  were  evidently  interested  listen- 
ers. On  motion  of  Frater  Park,  the  chapter  proceeded  to  vote 
on  the  merits  of  the  question,  the  ballot  standing  four  in  favor 
of  the  affirmative  to  two  against." 

In  1865,  two  years  after  her  founding,  Sigma  restricted  her 
chapter  membership  to  students  having  at  least  sophomore 
classical  or  second  year  scientific  ranking  in  the  university. 
This  was  another  evidence  of  her  high  standing  and  conserva- 
tive policy.  As  a  result  there  were  no  initiates  into  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  from  Sigma  chapter  during  the  college  year,  '6$-*66. 

In  the  fall  of  1867,  Sigma  modified  her  chapter  organization 
so  as  to  admit  to  active  membership  brothers  from  her  own 
and  sister  chapters,  who  had  graduated  or  ended  their  college 
courses  and  were  residing  in  Pittsburg.  Bros.  John  R.  Wight- 
man,  H.  D.  Gamble,  R.  C.  Moore  and  other  Sigma  alumni  be- 
came active  members  again,  and  five  brothers  from  sister  chap- 
ters also  joined  Sigma  chapter  at  once.  These  were  Bros.  S.  S. 
Gilson,  Alpha,  '66,  and  S.  W.  Elliott,  Alpha,  '67,  both  of  whom 
then  were  attending  the  Western  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Pittsburg;  Bro.  W.  F.  White,  of 
Psi  chapter,  then  in  the  city ;  Bro.  Cyrus  C.  Clarke,  Jr.,  of  Pi 
chapter,  '67,  who  had  entered  business  in  the  Tradesman's  Na- 
tional Bank  in  the  city,  and  Bro.  Thomas  T.  Wightman,  Alpha, 
Tx),  who  was  then  a  law  student  in  Pittsburg.  Other  brothers 
joined  from  time  to  time. 

As  required  under  the  new  organization  of  Sigma,  the  first 
officers  were  John  R.  Wightman,  n,  and  Robert  C.  Moore,  T, 
from  the  graduate,  and  Wm.  G.  Parke.  E,  from  the  undergrad- 
uate membership. 

On  February  i,  1867,  Sigma  chapter  changed  her  place  of 
meeting  from  the  university  building  at  the  comer  of  Ross  and 
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Diamond  sts.  to  a  second  story  front  room  in  a  three-story 
brick  building  at  Xo.  92  Third  ave.  Under  a  recent  renumber- 
ing in  Pittsburg,  Xo.  92  has  been  changed  to  Xo.  230  Third 
ave.  The  building  is  now  standing  on  the  south  or  riverward 
side  of  the  avenue  between  Wood  and  Market  sts.  In  1867 
the  building  was  owned  by  Mr.  Robert  Wightman.  an  uncle  of 
Bro.  John  R.  Wightman,  who  negotiated  the  chapter's  lease  of 
the  room  with  him  at  a  rental  of  $150  for  one  year.  This  was 
Sigtna  chapter's  first  and  only  home,  really  and  exclusively  her 
own.  Prior  thereto,  the  room  of  the  Irving  Literary  Society 
on  the  first  floor,  and  then,  later,  a  rear  room  on  the  third  floor 
of  the  university  had  been  the  meeting  places  of  the  chapter. 
The  front  room,  second  floor,  at  what  is  now  230  Third  ave., 
was  leased  and  occupied  only  one  year.  Thereafter  the  chap- 
ter's meetings  were  held  in  different  offices  of  the  graduate 
members  resident  in  the  city,  and  for  the  most  part  in  the  office 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  (where- 
in Bro.  H.  D.  Gamble  was  the  deputy  clerk).  This  was  on 
the  second  floor,  front  room,  of  the  old  postoffice  building, 
then  situated  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Fifth  ave.  and  Smith- 
field  sts.  where  the  Park  office  building  now  stands. 

Sigma's  prominent  part  in  the  national  conventions  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  should  be  noted  here.  In  the  first  year  of  her 
existence,  she  had  the  distinction  of  entertaining  the  biennial 
convention  of  the  fraternity,  on  August  17  and  18,  1864.  This 
was  held  at  the  historic  Monongahela  House,  located  on  Smith- 
field  St.,  between  First  ave.  and  Water  st. 

Bro.  Wm.  E.  McLaren,  Alpha,  '51 — then  pastor  of  the 
Westminster  Presbyterian  Church  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  and 
afterwards,  for  many  years,  the  Episcopalian  Bishop  of  Chi- 
cago— presided  over  the  convention.  Only  northern  chapters 
were  actively  represented  in  the  convention,  among  which 
were  tlie  chapters  of  .-Mpha  at  Jefferson  College.  Beta  at  Wash- 
ington College,  Lambda  of  DePauw  (then  called  Asbury),  Xi 
of  Gettysburg.  Pi  of  Allegheny  and  Sigma  of  the  Western  L^ni- 
versity  of  Pennsylvania.  The  attendance  was  about  sixty. 
Some  of  those  present  were:  Hon.  James  H.  Hopkins,  Beta, 
'50,  an  attorney  and  then  Democratic  congressman  from  Pitts- 
burgh, one  of  the  few  such  Pittsburgh  has  had.  He  was  quite 
active  in  the  convention.  Judge  J.  J.  Henderson,  Pi,  '62,  then  a 
recruiting  officer  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  now  one  of  the  prominent 
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judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Pennsylvania.  Samuel  D. 
Jennings,  M.  D.,  Alpha,  '64,  a  president  of  the  Grand  chapter 
of  the  fraternity.  Thomas  D.  Davis,  M.  D.,  Alpha,  '66,  Rev. 
S.  S.  Gilson,  Alpha,  '66. 

The  entire  membership  of  Sigma  chapter  was  present,  nine 
in  all. 

The  Gettysburg  brethren  gave  glowing  accounts  of  the  bat- 
tle of  Gettysburg,  which  some  of  them  had  seen  the  year  pre- 
vious. As  one  will  recall,  this  monumental  battle  was  fought 
on  July  I,  2  and  3,  1863.  The  great  valor  of  the  men  on  both 
sides,  and  the  effect  of  the  battle  on  the  trend  of  the  war  were 
much  commented.  As  was  the  custom  in  those  convention  days, 
each  chapter  had  an  orator  and  a  poet  on  the  convention  pro- 
gram. Bros.  John  H.  McCandless,  '64.  and  George  I.  Whitney, 
'64,  were  respectively  orator  and  poet  from  Sigma  in  the  con- 
vention. The  business  sessions  were  chiefly  occupied  with  re- 
ports, chapter,  financial  and  otherwise.  The  customary  closing 
banquet  was  held,  not  at  the  Monongahela  House,  but  at  a  then 
celebrated  restaurant,  Hubley's  by  name,  on  the  northerly  side 
of  Fourth  ave.,  and  the  second  door  eastwardly  from  Ferry  st. 
At  this  banquet  the  speaking  was  largely  impromptu,  very  gen- 
eral and  most  enjoyable. 

Bro.  John  R.  Wightman  was  Sigma's  delegate  to  the  next 
national  convention,  held  in  August,  1866,  with  Pi  chapter  at 
Meadville,  Penn.  The  sessions  were  at  the  MacHenry  House, 
then  famous  for  its  cuisine.  This  house  was  situated  opposite 
to  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  R.  R.  station,  now  the  Erie 
R.  R.  depot,  and  was  owned  by  it.  This  was  the  first  conven- 
tion after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War.  Chapters  from  all  parts 
of  the  country  were  again  represented,  and  fully  150  brothers 
were  present.  The  convention  fully  realized  the  import  of  its 
sessions  at  that  time,  and  the  influence  which  its  deliberations 
would  have  upon  the  fraternity,  nationally.  It  was  imbued  with 
the  purpose  of  re-establishing  the  utmost  fraternal  cordiality 
between  the  chapters  and  brothers  in  the  fraternity,  north  and 
south.  The  outcome  was  a  sympathetic  resolution  to  that  effect, 
which  appropriately  began  with  the  preamble,  "Whereas  we 
recognize  the  right  of  revolution,  *  *  *  ."  This  preamble 
admitted  the  right  of  the  south's  side  theoretically,  for  success- 
ful revolution  is  always  justifiable.  The  resolution  proper  de- 
plored the  war,  and  pledged  loyalty  to  fraternity  and  country 
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evermore.  The  convention  was  successful  beyond  all  expecta- 
tions, and  ended  with  the  customary  banquet.  Bro.  Wightman 
recalls  especially  as  delegates  to  that  convention,  Bros.  Wm. 
H.  Clark,  Omega,  '71,  now  deceased,  with  whom  he  shared  a 
room  in  the  MacHenry  house ;  Samuel  R.  Hiett,  Lambda,  '67, 
of  Lafayette,  Ind.,  and  Charles  H.  Smith,  Upsilon,  '65,  with 
whom  he  traveled  through  Ohio  for  a  week,  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  convention. 

Bros.  J.  W.  Murray,  Sigma,  '65,  and  Robert  C.  Moore, 
Sigma,  '67,  were  the  chapter's  delegates  to  the  next  convention 
of  the  fraternity,  which  was  held  with  Lambda  chapter  of  De 
Pauw,  at  Greencastle,  Ind.,  in  the  summer  of  1867.  The  chap- 
ter minutes  record  the  fact  that  Bros.  Murray  and  Moore 
each  "had  the  privilege  of  choosing  their  parts,  either  orator  or 
poet."  Their  choice  is  not  stated,  but  the  minute  shows  the 
continuance  of  the  custom  in  those  convention  days,  of  making 
much  of  the  literary  side  of  the  conventions. 

Our  old  Sigma  chapter  enrolled  twenty-six  undergraduate 
members  from  1863  to  1870;  she  also  enrolled  as  active  mem- 
bers, after  September,  1867,  graduate  brothers  from  sister 
chapters  as  from  time  to  time  they  resided  in  Pittsburg.  All 
of  her  members  have  achieved  a  large  measure  of  success  in 
life.  Today,  after  forty-six  years  have  elapsed  from  her  found- 
ing, fourteen  of  her  twenty-six  undergraduate  members  are  liv- 
ing. With  the  recent  death  of  Bro.  William  G.  Park,  which  is 
much  lamented,  her  necrology  list  numbers  twelve. 

Sigma's  chapter-motto  might  be  well  expressed  in  the  word, 
"Conservatism.''  When  she  was  founded,  the  complaint  among 
the  majority  of  the  students  in  the  university  was  that  more 
men  should  have  been  included  in  the  charter  list  of  the  chap- 
ter. When  she  continued  the  same  policy  in  her  membership 
selections,  and  also  adopted  a  scholarship  qualification  for  all 
prospective  members,  in  requiring  that  all  members  should  be 
of  at  least  sophomore  standing  in  the  university,  a  local  society 
was  formed  by  certain  students  who  did  not  receive  invitations 
to  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  this  society  thereafter  became  the 
Beta  Eta  chapter  of  Delta  Tau  Delta. 

In  1870,  Sigma  voluntarily  ceased  to  exist  as  an  active  un- 
dergraduate chapter  in  the  university,  for  the  reasons  already 
set  forth  in  the  sketch  of  the  chapter  in  the  last  March  number 
of  this  magazine.  Karl  F.  Overholt. 
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THE  TEXAS  CHAPTER  HOUSE 

Located  at  the  foot  of  Whitis  ave.,  the  most  beautiful  street 
in  Austin,  and  universally  acknowledged  the  handsomest  resi- 
dence in  the  city,  rises  our  new  chapter  house  above  its  trim, 
rose-bordered  law^n.  Commanding  a  clear  view  of  the  pictur- 
esque hills  to  the  west,  and  enjoying  an  unbroken  prospect 
north,  east  and  south,  it  stands  within  four  squares  of  the  uni- 
versity campus.  It  is  built  in  the  Greek-colonial  style  of  archi- 
tecture, with  about  fifty  comix)site  pillars,  and  two  extensive 
porches,  almost  encircling  it.  Its  roof,  from  which  project 
three  gables,  surmounted  by  a  square  parapet  with  a  generous 
inclosure ;  and  its  ample  front  of  three  stories  extends,  includ- 
ing its  broad  ix)rches,  to  a  width  of  more  than  eighty  feet. 
Judiciously  planned  by  a  connoisseur,  it  accords  with  good 
taste  in  every  respect ;  carefully  constructed  of  the  choicest 
materials,  it  is  a  model  of  perfect  workmanship;  erected  with 
funds  amply  abundant  for  the  perfection  of  every  detail,  it  easi- 
ly surpasses  every  other  fraternity  house  in  the  south. 

A  wide  walk  leads  up  to  the  hospitably  wide  steps,  above 
which  open  the  double  front  doors,  ensconced  in  an  unusually 
attractive  mullioned  framing.  Facing  these  doors,  in  the  long 
reception  hall,  which  is  elaborately  paneled  in  golden  oak,  there 
is  a  straight  staircase,  with  broad,  low  steps,  and  handsomely 
carved  balusters.  ( )n  the  white  walls  hang  the  pictures  of  dis- 
tinguished members  of  the  fraternity.  To  the  left,  high  fold- 
ing doors  open  into  the  drawing-room  which  is  furnished  with 
an  artistic  set  of  colonial  mahogany.  To  the  right,  through  cor- 
responding doors,  lies  the  library,  with  its  piano  and  plain 
mission  furniture.  When  the  wide  doors  of  these  rooms  are 
opened,  w^ith  their  two  ornate  mantels  facing  each  other  across 
the  spacious  hall,  the  three  nxMiis  l)ecome  one  broad,  beautiful 
apartment.  The  hard- wood  fioors  are  covered  with  dark  orien- 
tal rugs,  and  golden  chandeliers  hang  from  the  ceilings.  Thus 
the  house  is  most  excellently  arranged  for  entertainments,  and 
all  of  our  festivities,  a  bantiuet,  a  reception,  and  several  dances, 
have  all  been  successfully  held  here.  Into  the  library  opens  the 
dining-room,  the  most  striking  feature  of  which  is  the  large 
china  case,  designed  esi)ecially  for  the  room  and  made  of  oak 
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and  decorated  with  mirrors.  Beyond  these  rooms  are  a  bed- 
room, the  butler's  pantry,  the  kitchen,  and  the  lavatory. 

On  the  second  floor,  there  are  six  bedrooms,  five  closets,  and 
three  bathrooms.  All  these  apartments  are  handsomely  finished. 
Beautifully  plastered,  floored  with  choice  hard- wood,  adorned 
with  ornamental  mantels,  and  heated  by  furnace  and  lighted  by 
electricity,  four  of  these  rooms  are  exceptionally  elegant.  On 
the  third  floor  there  are  three  other  bed-rooms.  Thus,  there 
is  room  in  the  house  for  at  least  twenty  men. 

But,  perhaps,  the  apartment  of  which  the  chapter  is  most 
proud,  is  the  meeting  room,  which  is  on  the  third  floor.  This 
unique  apartment  is  twenty-five  by  forty  feet.  It  is  used  only 
during  the  meetings,  and  is  kept  secret.  By  its  use,  the  meet- 
ings have  been  made  more  impressive,  and  quite  a  solemnity 
has  been  added  to  the  initiation. 


CONVENTION  OF  SECTION  I 

The  second  annual  convention  of  Section  I  was  held  Satur- 
day, March  2T,  in  the  parlors  of  the  chapter  house  of  Alpha 
Chi.  The  guests  began  to  arrive  Friday  evening,  and  by  Sat- 
urday noon  everyone  was  present  to  partake  of  the  dinner 
served  in  the  college  commons.  The  early  part  of  the  after- 
noon was  spent  in  showing  the  visiting  brothers  the  various 
points  of  interest  about  the  campus,  especially  the  Pratt  Nata- 
torium  and  chapel  tower,  from  which  a  splendid  view  can  be 
obtained  of  the  surrounding  region.  Section  Chief  H.  B.  Hast- 
ings, Iota  Mu,  '07,  professor  in  Bowdoin  College,  presided 
over  the  business  session  of  the  convention.  Prayer  was  of- 
fered by  Bro.  Boone,  of  Pi  Rho,  after  which  we  proceeded  to 
regular  business. 

Stuart  Snedden,  of  Iota  Mu,  was  elected  secretary.  The  re- 
ports from  the  different  chapters  showed  that  this  year  has 
been  a  successful  one  with  all.  C.  G.  Spaulding  reported  for 
Pi  Iota,  John  Avery,  Jr.,  for  Iota  Mu,  G.  W.  Williams  for  Alpha 
Chi,  M.  E.  Fassett  for  Omega  Mu,  F.  J.  Reagan  for  Delta  Nu, 
and  D.  G.  Clark  for  Pi  Rho.  Adjournment  was  taken  until 
evening,  when  the  banquet  was  held  in  the  chapter  parlors. 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  spirit  prevailed  throughout  and  the  outcome 
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of  the  convention  was  a  source  of  infinite  pleasure  and  gratifi- 
cation to  every  delegate.

CONVENTION  OF  SECTION  II 

Saturday,  April  24.  the  brothers  from  Yale,  Trinity,  Colum- 
bia and  New  York  University,  comprising  Section  II,  gathered 
at  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  house  in  New  York  City  for  the  an- 
nual section  convention.  This  was  the  second  section  conven- 
tion ever  held  in  New  York  City,  and  though  the  number  in 
attendance  was  not  equal  to  the  convention  held  two  years  ago 
at  the  Hotel  Astor,  when  two  hundred  brothers  gathered,  the 
interest,  this  year,  was  perhaps  even  more  intense,  as  it  marked 
the  first  assembly  among  the  graduates  in  the  new  club  house. 

Bro.  David  W.  Armstrong,  Jr.,  section  chief,  called  the  broth- 
ers to  order  at  3 130  p.  m.,  in  the  lounging  room,  which  had  been 
properly  arranged  and  the  speaker's  table  decorated  with  the 
fraternity  flag.  After  the  election  of  officers,  which  resulted  in 
the  choice  of  B.  F.  Bennett,  of  Columbia,  as  secretary,  and 
Newins,  of  New  York  University,  and  Campbell,  of  Yale,  as  ser- 
geants-at-arms,  reports  were  heard  from  the  different  chap- 
ters on  their  condition  and  papers  were  read  by  various  broth- 
ers, which  were  followed  with  general  discussion  on  the  sub- 
jects treated.  The  brothers  who  reported  for  the  various  chap- 
ters are  as  follows:  Omega  (Columbia),  Bro  J.  C.  MacKen- 
zie,  Jr.;  Nu  Deuteron  (Yale),  Bro.  Campbell:  Tau  Alpha 
(Trinity),  Bro.  Geo.  Draper;  Nu  Epsilon  (N.  Y.  U.),  Bro.  A. 
A.  Young. 

The  chapters  of  the  section  were  found  to  be  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  At  Yale  the  tomb  has  been  improved  and  extended, 
and  the  action  of  the  chapter  in  confining  its  membership  to 
students  of  the  Sheffield  Scientific  school  was  reported  to  have 
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given  excellent  results.  The  chapter  at  New  York  University 
reported  plans  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  house,  which,  if  se- 
cured, will  be  the  best  fraternity  house  at  that  institution.  At 
Trinity  and  Columbia,  while  no  new  projects  of  this  nature 
are  at  present  engaging  the  attention  of  the  brothers,  the  chap- 
ters in  their  personnel  are  strong  and  forging  ahead  in  their 
respective  institutions. 

Bro.  Thomas  L.  Pogue  favored  the  convention  with  an  ex- 
cellent report  of  his  trip,  which  was  read  by  Bro.

A  discussion  which  developed  on  the  subject  of  the  "Short 
Course  Fiji,"  brought  conflicting  opinions  from  different  broth- 
ers present,  as  to  the  proper  method  to  be  followed  in  the 
endeavor  to  eliminate  to  a  reasonable  extent  "this  undesir- 
able person."  Bro.  Damerall,  of  New  York  University,  suggest- 
ed, that  the  only  feasible  way  to  correct  existing  conditions  in 
this  regard,  would  be  by  urging  upper  classmen  to  assist  the 
under  classmen  in  their  work,  both  by  keeping  in  touch  with 
their  professors,  and  helping  them  out  in  the  preparation  of 
some  of  their  subjects.  Many  of  the  brothers,  however,  believe 
that  it  would  be  feasible  for  our  fraternity  to  lead  a  movement 
in  the  various  institutions  to  have  no  men  pledged  until  after 
the  freshman  year. 

In  the  evening  the  brothers  gathered  at  the  convention  dinner, 
served  by  the  club's  steward  in  the  main  dining  hall.  About 
sixty-five  were  present,  including  Archon  O.  H.  Cheney ;  the 
old  friend  of  the  boys.  Gen.  William  P.  Snyder  ;  E.  A.  Stillman, 
former  Archon  of  the  East ;  Bro.  Washington  Hull,  architect  of 
the  new  club  house;  our  old  friends,  Bros.  Watson  of  Yale, 
Walter  Erwin  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Franklin  Brooks  of  Leland 
Stanford.  Bro.  Armstrong  acted  as  toastmaster  and  had  the 
heads  of  the  various  chapters  read  communications  and  greet- 
ings from  Bros.  Baker,  Pogue,  Martin,  Oakes  and  Burton. 
The  real  old  Fiji  spirit  prevailed  throughout  the  evening,  and 
the  short  talks  from  the  alumni  only  took  up  breathing  spells 
between  the  songs  and  cheers  of  the  different  colleges,  which 
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filled  the  club  house,  and  made  the  neighborhood  realize  that 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  was  celebrating. 

Bro.  B.  B.  Pettigrue  of  Syracuse,  accompanied  by  Bro.  Rich- 
ard T.  Percy,  sang  a  number  of  selections,  which  won  for  them 
great  applause  and  cries  for  **More !  More !" 

It  was  early  morning  before  the  brothers  dispersed,  and  many 
of  those  from  out-of-town  spent  that  night  and  the  following 
day  at  the  club.  All  agreed  that  the  convention  had  been  most 
successful.  No  definite  action  was  taken  by  the  delegates,  but 
there  is  a  strong  feeling  that  all  conventions  of  the  section  shall, 
in  the  future,  be  held  at  the  club  house.

SAMUEL  GODLOVE  COSGROVE 

Died  March  28,  1909 

There  is  something  peculiarly  pathetic  in  the  recent  death  at 
Paso  Robles,  Cal.,  of  Governor  Samuel  G.  Cosgrove,  of  Wash- 
ington. His  life's  ambition  to  be  elected  governor  of  his  state 
had  just  been  realized,  but  in  attaining  it  the  hard  work  of  the 
contest  destroyed  his  health,  and  the  joy  of  administering  the 
duties  of  the  office  was  never  his. 

A  short  biography  of  Governor  Cosgrove  appeared  in  the  De- 
cember issue  of  this  volume  on  the  occasion  of  his  election. 
For  that  reason  a  more  extended  sketch  is  not  given  at  this 
time.  The  entire  fraternity  mourns  with  his  family  and  state 
the  loss  of  an  able,  zealous  and  upright  man. 


A  CORRECTION 

Extract  from  a  letter  of  Bro.  William  Allen  Wood:  "In 
reading  over  my  toast,  ^Corporations  a  la  Mode,'  in  an  early 
number  of  this  year's  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  I  note  that  I  re- 
ferred to  Lord  Palmerston  as  having  had  an  influence  on  the 
law  merchant.  As  I  was  reading  the  life  of  Lord  Palmerston 
at  the  time  I  gave  the  toast,  it  is  probable  I  inadvertently  used 
his  name  instead  of  the  name  of  Lord  Mansfield,  the  distin- 
guished jurist  who  so  extensively  modified  the  business  laws 
of  England." 
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It  will  be  gratifying  to  the  chapters  and  the  active  men  to 
know  that  the  next  edition  of  the  Songs  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
will  not  be  one  of  hurried  preparation.

"Dear  Brother  Chamberlin: 

"I  am  pleased  to  hear  that  I  may  be  of  assistance  to  the 
committee  and  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  song  book.  I  am  to 
spend  the  greater  part  of  the  next  five  years  in  Vienna ;  so  I 
can  run  over  to  *Heidelburg'  and  see  if  there  is  anything  sug- 
gestive to  be  had. 

"In  the  new  edition,  I  notice  some  typographical  errors 
which,  of  course,  are  very  difficult  to  avoid ;  and  also  there  are 
some  arrangements  which  could  be  improved  upon  from  a 
technical  standpoint  without  destroying  their  practicability.  As 
a  specialist  in  this  line,  I  naturally  wish  everything  to  be  'ac- 
cording to  Hoyle.'  I  believe  the  best  is  none  too  good  for  the 
boys,  and  the  really  good  is  always  practical.  I  take  excep- 
tions only  to  certain  styles  of  mannerisms  traceable  to  the 
'vaudeville  shop,'  which,  while  not  altogether  avoidable  in  such 
a  work,  can  nevertheless  be  reduced  to  the  minimum.  But 
plenty  of  time  for  this  later.  I  think  you  are  to  be  highly  con- 
gratulated upon  the  decided  improvement  upon  the  former 
editions.  I  am  much  in  favor  of  including  the  older  songs 
you  mention  in  the  preface;  they  are  part  of  the  'Family  Tree.'

EDITORIAL 

Fraternities  and  Scholarship 

In  an  article  on  Leland  Stanford  Junior  University  which 
appeared  recently  in  The  Independent  from  the  pen  of  Dr. 
Edwin  E.  Slosson,  there  are  some  statistics  which  fraternities 
can  not  ignore.  Stanford  University,  as  those  familiar  with 
university  education  are  aware,  has  a  very  rigid  system  of  drop- 
ping from  college  students  whose  work  is  not  up  to  the  re- 
quired standards.  Last  year  eighteen  and  three-tenths  per  cent, 
of  the  men  failed.  An  analysis  of  these  figures  shows  that 
twenty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  fraternity  men  failed  while  only 
twelve  per  cent,  of  the  non-fraternity  men  were  in  that  class. 
Failures  among  the  women  were  relatively  few,  and  of  these 
the  percentage  of  sorority  women  was  actually  less  than  that 
of  the  women  who  live  in  the  non-sorority  dormitory.  The 
only  conclusion  possible  from  these  figures  seems  to  be  that  the 
difficulty  is  not  one  which  inheres  necessarily  in  the  chapter 
house  system — for  the  women  who  live  in  chapter  houses  do 
not  permit  their  scholarship  to  suffer — but  that  it  is  chargeable 
to  the  men's  fraternities  as  they  are  administered. 

It  may  be  stated  with  certainty  that  this  condition  is  not  the 
uniform  rule.  In  fact,  Dean  Clark,  of  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois, in  a  recent  address,  declared  that  the  scholarship  of  fra- 
ternity men  at  that  institution  is  up  to  the  average ;  and  Secre- 
tary Pogue,  during  his  recent  extended  tour,  has  heard  no  criti- 
cism against  the  scholarship  of  fraternity  men  as  contrasted 
with  the  non-fraternity  men.  Furthermore,  it  is  certainly  true 
that  good  scholarshij)  is  not  all  of  college  life;  however,  this 
doctrine  is  one  susceptible  of  great  abuse.  Nevertheless  it  must 
be  admitted  that  fraternities  have  not  freed  themselves  of  the 
charge  of  permitting  their  members  to  waste  time  in  chapter 
house  diversions  to  the  great  detriment  of  their  studies  and  the 
more  serious  sides  of  college  life. 
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The  situation  is  one  which  deserves  to  be  met  squarely,  and, 
we  believe,  that  on  the  whole,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  alive  to  the 
necessities  of  the  case.  Fraternity  scholarship  is  not  what  it 
ought  to  be,  but  it  is  improving.  In  the  early  days  the  chief 
glory  of  any  college  organization  was  in  the  scholastic  standing 
and  the  literary  and  oratorical  prominence  of  its  members. 
When,  however,  colleges  took  their  great  plunge  into  athletics 
and  social  diversions — the  latter  especially  applicable  to  co- 
educational institutions — the  criterion  of  fraternity  desirability 
shifted  entirely  and  athletic  and  social  stars  became  the  much 
sought  men,  while  good  scholarship  not  only  ceased  to  be  a 
virtue,  but,  in  some  cases,  almost  became  a  vice  in  the  minds  of 
the  students. 

Common  sense  is  beginning  to  assert  itself  again.  We  are 
discovering  that  ability  to  play  football  and  to  dance,  desirable 
as  these  qualities  may  be,  do  not  alone  constitute  a  well  rounded 
man.  His  brain  must  be  trained  if  he  is  to  retain  success  after 
a  forgetful  world  has  lost  sight  of  the  hero-worship  bestowed 
on  him  at  college.  By  way  of  making  an  experimental  test  of 
the  change  manifesting  itself  in  the  colleges,  an  examination 
was  made  of  the  chapter  letters  of  the  last  issue  of  this  maga- 
zine, and  also,  at  random,  the  corresponding  issue  of  1902  was 
chosen  for  comparison.  An  analysis  of  these  letters  shows  that 
in  1902  only  seven  chapters  referred  in  any  way  to  the  studious 
activities  of  the  members.  Of  these,  four  simply  made  mention  as 
a  news  item  of  the  near  approach  of  examinations.  One  chapter 
referred  to  the  success  of  its  members  in  the  last  examination, 
one  to  the  efforts  being  put  forth  to  pass  the  coming  ordeal, 
and  another  mentioned  a  committee  on  scholarship.  The  letters 
for  1909  show  nineteen  references  to  the  subject.  Of  these, 
eight  merely  mentioned  examinations,  five  referred  to  the  hard 
work  being  put  forth  in  preparation  for  approaching  examina- 
tions, five  referred  to  the  excellent  record  of  the  chapter,  and 
one  chapter  referred  to  a  newly  formed  committee  on  scholar- 
ship.   As  this  comparison  was  purely  accidental  it  may  be  taken 
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to  be  representative  and  therefore  significant.  Our  chapters 
are,  as  a  whole,  interested  in  keeping  at  least  a  creditable  schol- 
astic record.  Secretary  Pogue,  on  his  tour  of  inspection,  made 
one  of  the  prime  objects  of  his  investigation  a  study  of  the 
scholastic  conditions  of  the  chapters.  His  record  will,  of 
course,  be  given  to  the  fraternity  in  detail  later.  But,  in  this 
connection,  it  may  be  well  to  mention  that  twenty  chapters 
have  a  regular  committee  on  scholarship  whose  duty  it  is  to 
watch  the  standing  of  the  members  and  compel  the  delinquents 
to  improve  their  position  in  the  race.  In  addition  to  this  num- 
ber, ten  chapters  receive  reports  from  the  faculty  as  to  the 
standing  of  the  members,  although  there  is  no  committee 
charged  w-ith  the  duty  of  watching  those  reported  delinquent. 
It  is  also  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that  at  fifteen  of 
the  institutions  where  Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  represented,  the 
Honor  System  prevails,  in  whole  or  in  part.  This  also  shows 
a  tendency  in  favor  of  the  serious  consideration  by  the  students 
of  their  duties  toward  their  college  work. 

It  is  probable  that  other  fraternities  are  progressing  in  much 
the  same  way,  and  while  as  yet  we  know  of  no  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  movement  has  much  more  than  begun,  it  may  be 
said  with  great  confidence,  at  least  for  our  own  fraternity,  that 
the  colleges  are  finding  in  our  chapters  allies  rather  than  foes 
in  their  battles  for  higher  scholarship.  The  time  should  not  be 
far  distant  when  every  one  of  the  fifty-seven  chapters  has  its 
committee  on  scholarship,  when  that  committee  on  scholarship 
co-operates  frankly  and  fully  with  the  faculty  committees  and 
then  compels  the  meml)ers  to  live  up  to  the  reasonable  require- 
ments of  satisfactory  college  work. 

Some  day  fraternity  sentiment  will  count  it  a  disgrace  to 
have  a  man  ''flunk  out"  of  college.  Phi  Gamma  Delta  should 
see  that  it  is  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  w^ork  of  fostering  that 
sentiment. 
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The  Fraternal  Obligation  of  the  Alumnus 

As  a  statement  of  the  mutual  duties  which  one  alunmus  of 
the  fraternity  owes  to  another,  the  following  expression,  by 
Donald  R.  Richberg,  Chicago,  oi,  delivered  before  the  Kappa 
Graduate  chapter  is  so  well  phrased  that  it  deserves  permanent 
form : 

"'Unless  a  steady  alumni  interest  is  maintained,  a  college 
Greek-letter  society  is  in  no  real  sense  a  fraternity.  It  is  merely 
a  boy's  club.  Yet,  loyalty  of  alumni,  which  requires  constant 
artificial  stimulation,  hardly  furnishes  the  foundation  for  a 
fraternal  spirit.  There  must  be  a  spontaneous  desire  arising 
within  each  man  to  know  and  hear  about  the  fraternity — to  see 
familiar  faces  and  to  sing  the  old  songs  again.  This  does  not 
require  by  any  means  that  we  all  love  one  another  with  an  af- 
fection which  outwears  time ;  this  does  not  require  that  we  tell 
our  family  troubles  and  confide  our  business  secrets ;  this  does 
not  require  even  that  we  delight  to  go  to  the  ball  game  or  thea- 
ter or  social  function  with  each  and  every  brother.  Habits  of 
action  and  thought  vary  enormously,  and  we  may  acknowledge 
that  a  man  is  a  splendid  fellow  and  yet  not  yearn  for  his  con- 
stant companionship. 

"But  fraternity  should  mean  that  we  recognize  a  certain  fun- 
damental decency  in  each  brother,  a  certain  sense  of  honor,  a 
certain  willingness  to  accept  and  fulfill  obligations.  As  members 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  we  have  accepted  and  stand  ready  to  ful- 
fill cheerfully,  not  only  the  gentleman's  obligations  of  courtesy, 
but  the  fraternal  obligation  of  aid  and  cheer.  Being  self-re- 
specting, we  will  not  call  for  aid  except  where  either  the  small- 
ness  of  the  favor  or  the  greatness  of  the  necessity  will  make  a 
brother  glad  to  lend  his  hand.  This  spirit,  born  in  a  protective 
community,  and  therefore  permitted  to  grow  to  a  lusty  maturity, 
seems  worth  while  preserving  for  the  common  good  in  an  in- 
dividualistic  state   of  society.

Let  it  be  understood  that  Fijis  may 
come  to  our  alumni  meetings  with  the  expectation  that  no  more 
will  be  asked  of  them  than  they  are  willing  to  give  and  that 
by  coming  they  may  help  in  perpetuating  and  widening  that 
best  interest  of  college  life — friendship,  pure,  simple  and  un- 
tarnished."

In  recog- 
nition of  Jiis  valuable  work  there  he  was  promoted  in  1907  to 
be  minister  to  Colombia.

Although  but  three  weeks  remain  till  we  shall  be  called 
upon  once  more  to  show  the  professors  what  we  have  not 
learned,  books  have  been  cast  aside,  and  spring  athletics 
reign  supreme.  The  freshman  inter-collegiate  track  meet 
was  held  at  Stanford,  March  28,  in  which  California  was  vic- 
torious in  spite  of  the  opposition  offered  by  Lee  Arrell,  in  the 
broad  jump  and  hurdles,  and  Ted  Everett  in  the  broad  and 
shot  put.  The  following  Saturday,  California  also  won  the 
first  game  of  the  baseball  series.

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ahead  of  the  Blue  and  Gold.  In  the  afternoon  came  the  Varsity 
track  meet.  The  wise  ones  had  figured  it  to  be  as  even  a  con- 
test as  could  be  and  the  outcome  was  in  doubt,  until  Stanford 
had  won  the  relay  and  pole-vault,  giving  us  the  better  end 
of  a  66  to  56  score.  Four  inter-collegiate  records  were  broken, 
and  one  tied  by  Stanford  men,  but  what  proved  as  interesting 
to  the  Fijis  was  that  Shirley  Sweet,  '09,  won  his  "S"  in  the 
two-mile,  Lee  Arrell,  '12,  was  in  the  broad  jump  and  Carl 
Schaupp,  '12,  was  captain  of  the  freshman  crew.

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Kappa  Tau — Tennessee 

No  year,  perhaps,  since  the  founding  of  the  college,  which 
is  now  the  University  of  Tennessee,  has  been  marked  by  a 
more  general  advance  along  all  lines  of  activity,  both  real  and 
prospective,  than  the  one  now  in  progress.  The  legislature 
has  at  last  recognized  the  state's  long-neglected  responsibility 
for  its  university,  and  has  not  only  provided  for  its  permanent 
supf)ort,  but  has  made  an  appropriation,  which  will  enable  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  accept  Mr.  Carnegie's  proposition  to 
erect  an  ample  library  on  the  campus.  The  entrance  require- 
ments will  be  gradually  raised  during  the  next  few  years,  and 
a  sub-freshman  class  established.  Several  new  professors  will 
be  added  to  the  faculty  next  year,  including,  so  the  literary 
societies  hope,  one  who  can  give  instruction  in  public  speaking. 
The  session  will  be  divided  into  two  terms  instead  of  three, 
as  heretofore.  But  of  most  vital  interest  to  the  members  of 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  the  recently-passed  faculty  regulation  re- 
garding the  eligibility  of  students  to  fratei-nitites.  Provided  no 
amendments  are  made  as  a  result  of  the  conference  now  being 
held  between  the  president  and  representatives  of  the  various 
fraternities,  no  student  of  the  university  will  hereafter  be  al- 
lowed to  join  a  fraternity  until  he  has  resided  one  year  at  the 
university,  and  passed  out  of  the  freshman  class,  nor  to  pledge 
himself  to  a  fraternity  prior  to  May  first  of  the  session  in  which 
he  enters  the  university.  It  is  generally  Ix^lieved  that  this  rule 
will  be  beneficial  to  the  fraternities  and  to  the  whole  college. 
Athletics  at  Tennessee  has  advanced  by  leaps  and  bounds  dur- 
ing the  current  year.  The  track  team  has  created  unprecedented 
interest  and  a  university  tennis  club  has  been  organized,  with 
L.  W.  Lang  as  secretary.  Tl>e  'varsity  basketball  team  has 
elected  Solon  Kipp,  captain  of  next  year's  five.  However,  base- 
ball is,  of  course,  the  main  attraction  at  present,  and  the  team 
is  confidently  expected  to  win  the  S.  J.  A.  A.  championship. 
Capt.  Baker,  Carlen,  "easily  the  star  of  the  team  so  far,*'  and 
Kipp,  the  all-southern  pitcher  and  lightning  shortstop,  worthily 
represent  Kappa  Tau  on  Dixie's  leading  college  nine.  There 
have  been  few  incidents  to  change  the  regular  course  of  life 
in  the  chapter  during  the  past  month,  which,  it  is  to  be  hoped, 
is  a  sign  of  steady,  persistent  study.
